ANNOUNCEMENT  FOR  THE  ACADEMIC  YEAR  1897-98. 


"The  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario"  is  the  name  adopted  by 
the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  in  its  corporate  capacity.  As  every 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  in  the 
Province  is  a  member  of  this  College,  it  is 
not  an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medi- 
cine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was 
first  incorporated  under  this  name  by  an 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in 
1866,  This  Act  was  subsequently  repealed 
by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869,  and 
now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Pro- 
vince are  regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874 
(37  Vic,  Cap.  30),  commonly  known  as  the 
"  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further  amended 
in  1887,  1891,  1893  and  1895. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  " 
is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected 
with  medical  education  ;  for  the  admission 
and  enrolment  of  students  of  medicine  ;   for 


determining  from  time  to  time  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  studies  to  be  pursued  by  them, 
and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  before 
whom  all  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  members 
of  the  College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified 
to  practise  their  profession  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  by  this  Act  to 
fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners  of 
medicine,  duly  qualified  in  other  countries, 
may  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  this 
being  the  only  mode  in  which  they  can 
become  legally  entitled  to  practise  their 
profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of 
students  of  medicine,  the  Profession,  and 
the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act, 
hereby  promulgates  for  the  year  1897-98 
the  Regulations  which  herein  follow,  re- 
pealing all  others  heretofore  in  force. 


Regulations   for    1897-98* 


SECTION  I.— MATRICULATION. 

Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a 
matriculated  medical  student  in  the  Register 
of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  and  to  conform  to  the  follow- 
ing regulations  : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that 
he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by 
the  Education  Department  on  the  course 
prescribed  for  matriculation  in  arts,  includ- 
ing chemistry  and  physics,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall 
be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in 
that  behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical 
student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  11  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  Any  person  who  before  the  15th  day  of 
June,  1896,  had  not  passed  the  examination 
in  all  the  subjects  prescribed  for  matricula- 
tion as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  regis- 
tration as  a  medical  student  on  submitting 
to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  that  he  has 
completed  such  examination  by  passing  in 
the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation, 
including  chemistry  and  physics. 

3.  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits 
to  the  Registrar  certified  tickets  that  he  has 
attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lec- 
tures at  any  chartered  medical  school  or  col- 
lege in  Canada,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment 
of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  take  the 
Primary  examination,  provided  that  the 
standing  obtained  at  such  examination  may 
not  be  allowed  until  such  student  presents 
to  the  Registrar  the  matriculation  certificate. 
But  this  privilege  shall  not  be  available  on 
or  after  November  1st,  1898. 

4.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any 
chartered  university  conducting  a  full  arts 
course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof 
has  passed  the  senior  matriculation  of  such 
university  or  the  examination  conducted  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year  in  arts  by  such 
university,  shall  entitle  such  holder  to  re- 
gistration. This  provision  shall  remain  in 
existence  up  to  November  1st,  1899. 

5.  Any  person  who,  on  or  before  the  1st  day 
of  November,  1895,  had  passed  the  examina- 
tion of  any  university  in   Canada   for   matri- 


culation in  arts,  or  the  matriculation  exam  - 
ination  conducted  by  the  Education  Depart- 
ment entitling  to  registration  in  arts  with 
any  university  in  Canada — or  an  examination 
entitling  to  registration  with  the  Medical 
Council  subsequent  to  July  1st,  1888 — shall 
be  entitled  to  registration  on  submitting  to 
the  Registrar  a  certificate  to  that  effect, 
signed  by  the  proper  officer  in  that  behalf  ; 
but  these  qualifications  shall  stand  up  to  the 
1st  November,  1899. 

6.  Graduates  in  arts,  in  any  university  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  are  not  required 
to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register 
their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Col- 
lege upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  identity,  the  presentation  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  qualifications  and  the  payment  of  the 
fee  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  Excepting  as  provided  for  in  Sub-sec- 
tion 3  of  Section  I.  herein — every  medical 
student  after  matriculation  shall  be  regis- 
tered in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Coun- 
cil, and  this  will  be  held  to  be  preliminary 
to  his  medical  studies  which  will  not  be  con- 
sidered to  begin  until  after  the  date  of  such 
registration. 


SECTION  II.— MEDICAL  CURRICU- 
LUM. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of 
five  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  pre- 
scribed period  of  studies  shall  include  four 
winter  sessions  of  not  less  than  eight  months 
each.  The  fifth  or  final  year  shall  be  de- 
voted to  clinical  work,  six  months  of  which 
may  be  spent  with  a  registered  practitioner 
in  Ontario,  and  six  months  must  be  spent  at 
one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dispensaries  or 
laboratories  devoted  to  physiological  or 
pathological  researc.  ,  Canadian,  British  or 
foreign,  approved  by  the  Council.  The  regu- 
lations relating  to  the  eight  months  shall 
come  into  effect  on  the  first  of  October, 
1. Stilt. 

2.  Graduates  in  arts  or  science  of  any  col- 
lege or  university  recognized  by  the  Council 
who  shall  have  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of 
physics,    chemistry   and    biology,    and    shall 
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have  passed  an  examination  in  the  subjects 
in  their  university  course  shall  be  held  to 
have  completed  the  first  year  of  the  five 
years  of  medical  study  ;  after  three  years  of 
attendance  upon  medical  studies  shall  be 
eligible  for  the  intermediate  examination, 
and  must  thereafter  comply  with  the  require- 
ments for  the  fifth  or  final  year  which  is  to 
be  devoted  to  clinical  work. 

Homoeopathic  students  who  attend  four 
sessions  at  any  medical  college  where  nine- 
month  sessions  are  taught,  to  be  held  equal 
to  four  winter  sessions  of  this  College.  This 
shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  prac- 
tical and  clinical  work  as  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Council  of  Ontario  for  the  fifth  year. 

No  ticket  for  lectures  will  henceforward 
be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  en- 
dorsed thereon  that,  as  shown  by  teachers' 
roll,  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures 
of  each  course — and  it  is  enacted  that  said 
certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such 
attendance  extended  over  a  period  of  at  least 
75  per  cent,  of  the  eight-month  course. 

3.  Application  for  every  professional  ex- 
amination must  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  two  weeks  prior  to  examinations. 
No  application  will  be  received  unless  it  is 
accompanied  by  the  necessary  tickets  and 
certificates,  and  by  the  Treasurer's  receipt 
showing  that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Excepting  as  hereinafter  specified  each 
six  or  eight  months'  course  shall  consist  of 
not  less  than  fifty  lectures,  and  each  "three 
or  four  months'  course "  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  under- 
mentioned courses  of  lectures  in  a  university, 
college  or  school  of  medicine  approved  of  by 
the  Council,  viz.  :

Physiological  Histology. 

Two  courses  of  six  or  eight  months  each 
consisting  of  fifty  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions in  Pathology. 

One  course  of  three  or  four  months  con- 
sisting of  twenty-five  lectures  and  demon- 
strations in  Bacteriology. 

A  certificate  of  having  attended  five 
lectures,  and  five  demonstrations  upon  the 
use  of  Anaesthetics. 

6.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to 
prove  that  he  has  carefully  dissected  the 
adult  human  body.

8.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of 
a  general  hospital  for  twenty-four  months 
during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

9.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of 
midwifery. 

10.  Also  must,  before  being  registered  as 
a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the 
examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained 
the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

11.  Graduates  in  medicine  from  recognized 
colleges  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registra- 
tion, must  pass  the  matriculation  required 
by  the  Council ;  and  must  attend  one  or 
more  full  winter  courses  of  lectures  in  one 
of  the  Ontario  medical  schools,  and  must 
complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  cur- 
riculum required  by  the  Council  after  the 
fourth  year,  and  shall  pass  before  the  exam- 
iners appointed  by  the  Council  all  the 
examinations  hereinafter  prescribed,  so  as  to 
complete  fully  the  curriculum. 

12.  British  registered  medical  practi- 
tioners, on  paying  all  fees  and  passing  the 
Intermediate  and  Final  examinations  shall 
be  registered,  provided  they  have  been 
domiciled  in  Britain  for  five  years  after  hav- 
ing been  registered  therein  as  practitioners. 


SECTION  III.— EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  professional  examinations  are  di 
vided    into    three     parts:     A     "Primary," 
"  Intermediate  "  and  "  Final." 

2.  The  Primary  examination  shall  be  under- 
gone after  the  second  winter  session,  and  the 
Intermediate  after  the  third  or  fourth  winter 
session,  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  em- 
braced in  the  Primary  examination  : 

a.  Anatomy. 

b.  Physiology  and  Histology. 

c.  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical). 

d.  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. 


4.  Every  candidate  for  the  Primary  ex- 
amination will  be  required  to  present,  with 
his  lecture  tickets,  a  certificate  of  having 
undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the 
school  he  has  attended  at  the  close  of  his 
first  winter  session  on  Primary  branches. 
Also  a  certificate  of  ability  to  make  and 
mount  microscopic  specimens. 

5.  Each  candidate  for  final  examination 
must  present  a  certificate  of  attendance  at 
six  post  mortem  examinations,  a  certifi- 
cate of  ability  to  draw  up  a  report  of  a  post 
mortem  examination  ;  a  certificate  of  having 
reported  satisfactorily  six  cases  of  clinical 
medicine,  and  six  cases  of  clinical  surgery, 
and  a  certificate  of  having  passed  his  Inter- 
mediate examination,  the  certificates  to  be 
signed  by  the  teachers  referred  to  upon  these 
subjects,  or  the  practitioner  holding  post 
mortem. 

6.  All  candidates  shall  (excepting  art 
graduates)  present  a  certificate  of  having 
passed  at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in 
the.college  or  school  they  may  have  attended, 
an  examination  in  such  parts  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  midwifery  as  may  be  thought 
advisable  by  the  faculties  of  the  respective 
colleges  or  schools.  This  examination  is  not 
in  any  way  to  interfere  with  any  of  the 
examinations  of  the  Council.  One  year's 
attendance  after  the  Intermediate  examin- 
ation as  House  Surgeon  or  Physician  in  any 
Hospital  recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be 
held  to  be  equivalent  to  the  fulfilling  of  the 
requirements  for  the  fifth  year  of  clinical 
work. 

The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced 
in  the  intermediate  examination  : 

a.  Medical,    Surgical   and   Topographical 

Anatomy. 

b.  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

c.  General  Pathology  and  Bacteriology. 

d.  Surgery,  other  than  Operative. 

e.  Surgery,  Operative. 

/.  Midwifery,  other  than  Operative. 

g.  Midwifery,  Operative. 

h.  Medical  Jurisprudence,  including  Toxi- 
cology and  Mental  Diseases. 

i.  Sanitary  Science. 

j.  Diseases  of  Children. 

k.  Diseases  of  Women. 

I.  Therapeutics. 

7.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  examin- 
ations shall  be  "  written  "  and  "oral."'  The 
Final  "oral"  and  "clinical." 

8.  The  following  branches  will  be  embraced 
in  the  Final  examination  : 

a.  Clinical  Medicine. 
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b.  Clinical  Surgery. 

c.  Diseases  of  Women. 

d.  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  and  Sur- 

gical. 

9.  Candidates  for  the  Primary  who  fail  in 
all  subjects  but  two.  must  make  60  per  cent, 
in  each  of  these  subjects,  or  get  no  credit 
for  any.  Candidates  for  Intermediate  who 
fail  in  all  subjects  save  three,  will  be  allowed 
those  three  if  tney  pass  60  per  cent,  in  each. 


10.  Candidates  who

11.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  signify- 
ing his  intention  to  the  Registrar  to  be  exam- 
ined and  registered  as  a  homoeopathic  prac- 
titioner, due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Registrar,  so  that  the  examinations 
may  be  conducted  by  the  parties  appointed 
for  that  purpose  ;  prior  to  the  acceptance  of 
such  notice  from  the  candidate,  the  usual  fees 
must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate 
presenting  himself  for  such  examination,  due 
notice  must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the 
special  Examiner. 

12.  A  professional  examination  will  be 
held  in  Toronto  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October,  1897.  All  candidates  who  have 
failed  in  a  former  examination  will  be 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for 
this  examination.  The  next  professional 
examination  thereafter  will  be  held  at 
Toronto  and  Kingston  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  May,  1898. 


SECTION  IV.— FEES.

2.  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  lawful  money 
of  Canada  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College. 

3.  No  candidate  will  be  admitted  to  any 
examination  until  the  fee  for  such  examina- 
tion is  paid  in  full. 

4.  Candidates  who  have  failed  in  any  pro- 
fessional examination,  shall  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  subsequent  examina- 
tion. 


SECTION  V.— EXAMINATIONS. 

Rules  for  the  Guidance  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners. 

1.  The    Registrar    or    Deputy    Registrar 
must  be  present  at  every  examination. 

2.  At  the  end  of  each  written  examination 
upon  any  subject,  the  answers  to  the  ques- 
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tions  are  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  who 
will  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are 
hereinafter  directed  to  be  enclosed,  and  to 
each  set  of  papers  affix  a  number  by  which 
the  author  will  be  known  to  the  Examiners 
during  the  examination.  The  Registrar  will 
then  deliver  the  papers  to  the  member  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the 
Council  to  examine  upon  the  subject. 

3.  The  papers,  when  delivered  to  the 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed 
by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  subject, 
are  to  be  by  him  examined,  and  the  relative 
value  of  answers  marked  by  means  of  num- 
bers in  a  schedule  which  will  be  furnished 
to  him  by  the  Registrar,  ranging  for  the 
Primary  subjects  as  follows  :

5.  The  value  awarded  by  the  individual 
Examiners  to  the  answers  of  candidates  are 
not  to  be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  an 
appeal  by  the  candidate  to  the  Council,  when 
special  cases  of  hardship  may  seem  to  have 
occurred. 

6.  The  Examiners  shall  return  the  sched- 
ule to  the  Registrar,  with  values  inserted, 
within  seven  days  of  notice  to  be  sent  by  the 
Registrar.  From  these  values  a  general 
schedule  is  to  be  prepared  by  the  Registrar, 
and  no  change  of  value  can  be  made  after 
such  schedules  have  been  returned  by  the 
Examiners  to  the  Registrar.  The  general 
schedule  so  prepared  is  to  be  examined  as  to 
its  correctness  by  the  President,  and  the  re- 
sults announced  by  the  President. 

7.  Papers  on  the  homoeopathic  subjects  are 
to  be  finally  submitted  to  the  Examiner 
approved  of  for  that  purpose  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  that  system  in  the  Council. 

8.  All  oral  examinations  are  henceforth  to 
be  as  clinical,  demonstrative  and  practical 
as  possible,  and  the  candidate  shall  be  known 
to  the  Examiners  by  number  only.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  attention  of  the 
Examiners  be  specially  directed  to  clause  9 
for  the  guidance  of  Examiners. 

9.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Exam- 
iners, in  the  questions  in  their  respective 
subjects,  to  confine  themselves  to  the  text- 
books in  ordinary  use  (see  page  x.  of  this 
Announcement),  also  that  in  referring  to 
diseases  or  operations  of  any  kind,  the 
names  of  such  diseases  or  operations  most 
commonly  in  use  should  be  employed. 

The  Examiners  are  instructed  to  attach  to 
each  question  a  printed  number  as  the  value 
of  a  full  •  and  correct  answer  thereof — the 
whole  of  such  numbers  to  amount  to  100  — 
also  that  in  reading  the  paper  they  mark  in 
colored  chalk  what  they  regard  as  the  num- 
erical value  of  the  answTer  given. 

10.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Presi- 
dent that  he  shall  in  no  case  report  a  can- 
didate as  having  passed  an  examination 
when  on  any  subject  he  makes  less  than  the 
minimum  of  marks  set  by  the  Council  for  a 
pass  on  that  subject.  But  in  any  case  where 
he  thinks  there  are  special  reasons  for  grant- 
ing a  license  to  such  candidate,  he  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Council   for  its  action. 

Rules  for  Candidates  when  in  the 
Examination  Hall. 

11.  Each  candidate  shall  receive  from  the 
Registrar  a  programme  containing  a  list  of 
subjects  upon  which  the  candidate  La  to  be 
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examined,  and  it  will  admit  him  to  the  ex- 
amination hall  during  the  progress  of  the 
examinations  upon  such  subject,  but  at  no 
other  time. 

12.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to 
the  questions  given  by  the  Examiners  legibly 
and  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  each  page  of 
a  book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each  candi- 
date, and  the  number  given  with  each  ques- 
tion is  to  be  put  at  the  head  of  the  answer 
to  it,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  the  first 
page  facing  outward  to  the  view  ;  they  are 
then  to  be  folded  once  and  enclosed  in  an 
envelope,  on  the  outside  of  which  each  can- 
didate is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is 
then  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  or  some 
one  deputed  by  him.  Neither  signature, 
number  or  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be 
recognized  by  the  Examiner,  is  to  be  written 
or  marked  upon  any  portion  of  the  book  to 
be  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

13.  The  questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the 
homoeopathic  subjects  will  be  handed  in 
writing,  at  the  beginning  of  the  general  ex- 
amination on  the  same  subject,  by  the 
Registrar,  to  such  candidates  as  have  given 
him  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  III., 
Sub-sees.  10,  11.  They  shall  write  the  an- 
swers to  these  questions  in  the  same  hall 
with  the  other  candidates,  and  hand  their 
papers,  when  finished,  to  the  Registrar  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  other  candi- 
dates, to  be  by  him  given  for  examination  to 
the  homoeopathic  member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  to  examine  on  that 
subject. 

14.  If  any  abbreviations  are  used  in  an- 
swering the  questions,  candidates  must  be 
careful  that  they  are  such  as  are  generally 
understood,  or  which  cannot  be  mistaken. 


15.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave 
the  hall  after  the  questions  are  given  out, 
until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

16.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  in  the 
hall  during  the  hours  of  examination,  except 
those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examina- 
tion. 

17.  Any  candidate  who  may  have  brought 
any  book  or  reference  paper  to  the  hall, 
must  deposit  it  with  the  Registrar  before  the 
examination  begins. 

18.  Candidates  must  not  communicate 
with  each  other  while  examinations  are  going 
on,  either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever. 

19.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear 
themselves  toward  the  Registrar  and  Exam- 
iners with  the  utmost  deference  and  respect ; 
and  they  will  not  be  permitted  in  any  man- 
ner to  manifest  approbation  or  disapproba- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners during  the  progress  of  the  examina- 
tion. 

20.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct 
themselves  with  decorum  while  any  exam- 
ination is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  any  impropriety  of 
conduct  during  the  whole  progress,  both  of 
the  written  and  the  oral  examinations. 

21.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will 
lead  to  the  exclusion  of  the  candidate  who  is 
guilty  of  it  from  the  remainder  of  the  exam- 
ination ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for 
any  examination  papers  which  he  may  have 
handed  to  the  Registrar  previous  to  his  being 
detected  in  such  misconduct. 

22.  And  be  debarred  from  further  privi- 
leges, at  the  discretion  of  the  Council.

BY-LAWS    OF    THE    MEDICAL    COUNCIL 


OF   THE 


College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 


By-LAW  No.  39. 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  conducting  the 
proceedings  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

Meetings. 

1.  The  annual  session  of  the  Council  shall 
take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  July  in 
each  year,  at  Toronto  ;  but  special  sessions 
may  be  called  by  the  President  whenever  he 
may  consider  it  advisable.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  special 
sessions  on  a  requisition  signed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members.  No  business  shall 
be  taken  up  at  a  special  session  except  that 
for  which  the  session  has  been  called,  and  of 
which  every  member  has  been  notified. 

2.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  Council 
the  President  (or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice- 
President)  shall  take  the  chair  and  declare 
the  Council  organized,  when  the  Council 
shall  proceed  to  elect  officers.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President  and  Vice-President 
the  Council  shall  appoint  a  Chairman,  pro- 
vided that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new 
Council  the  Registrar  shall  call  the  Council  to 
order,  read  over  the  names  of  the  members, 
and  shall  call  on  the  Council  to  elect  a 
President. 

3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Council,  after  nomination  by  open  vote  and 
not  by  ballot ;  that  after  nomination,  when 
only  one  candidate  is  nominated,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare 
such  candidate  duly  elected,  and  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  an  election  ;  provided,  that  in 
case  of  a  tie,  the  el<  n  shall  be  decided 
by  the  member  represent  v.g  the  greatest 
number  of  registered  practitioners. 

4.  The  first  business  after  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Council  and  the  election  of  officers, 
shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
Nominate  the  Standing  Committees. 


Officers. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treas- 
urer and  Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the 
Council  may  deem  necessary. 

2.  The  salaried  officers  shall  be  elected 
after  nomination,  and  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings, call  the  Council  to  order  at  the  hour 
appointed,  and  cause  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  to  be  read,  confirmed  and 
signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-President  shall  call  the  meeting  to 
order,  or  a  Chairman  pro  tern,  may,  in  the 
absence  of  the  latter,  be  chosen  by  the 
Council. 

3.  When  the  President  or  other  presiding 
officer  is  called  on  to  decide  a  point  of  order 
or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  rule  applicable 
to  the  case  without  argument  or  comment, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council. 

4.  The  President  shall  declare  all  votes  ; 
but  if  any  member  demands  it,  the  President, 
in  case  of  open  vote,  without  further  debate 
on  the  question,  shall  require  the  members 
voting  in  the  affirmative  and  negative  respec- 
tively to  stand  until  they  are  counted,  and 
he  shall  then  declare  the  result.  At  the 
request  of  any  member  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  and  recorded. 

The  President  or  other  presiding  officer 
may  express  his  opinion  on  any  subject 
under  debate  ;  but  in  such  case  he  shall  leave 
the  chair  until  the  question  is  decided,  ap- 
pointing some  other  member  to  take  it.  But 
he  shall  decide  points  of  order  or  practice 
without  leaving  his  place. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in 
debate  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  address 
the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the 
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question  under  debate  and  avoiding  person- 
ality. 

7.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the 
same  time,  the  President  or  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

8.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be 
interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a  point 
of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 
The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  of  order,  or  the  explana- 
tion. 

9.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  other- 
wise, transgresses  the  rules,  the  President 
shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order ; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall 
immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to 
explain  ;  and  the  Council,  if  appealed  to, 
shall  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate. 

10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  upon  any  resolution  or  motion,  except 
the  proposer,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply  ; 
nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  on  the  same  question 
without  the  leave  of  the  Council,  except  in 
explanation,  and  then  he  must  not  introduce 
new  matter. 

11.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  re- 
quire the  question  under  discussion  to  be 
read  at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so 
as  to  interrupt  a  speaker. 

12.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  ques- 
tion after  the  same  has  been  put  by  the 
President. 

13.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  all  motions 
for  introducing  new  matter,  other  than  mat- 
ters of  privilege  and  petitions,  at  a  meeting 
previous  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for 
discussion,  unless  dispensed  with  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  members  present.  Any 
matter  when  once  decided  b}^  the  Council 
shall  not  be  re-introduced  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  that  session,  unless  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Council  then  present. 

14.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and 
seconded  before  it  is  stated  by  the  President, 
and  then  shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Council,  withdraws  it.  Every 
member  present  shall  vote  unless  excused  by 
the  Council. 

15.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  fead 
over,  adopted  and  signed  by  the  President  or 
other  presiding  officer. 

16.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all 
resolutions  and  reports  on  the  table,  which 
shall  be  considered  "The  General  Orders  of 
the  Day,"  the  order  of  the  same  to  be  as 
follows : 

(1)  Calling  names  of  members  and  mark- 
ing them  as  present  or  absent. 

(2)  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

(3)  Notices  of  motion.    - 


(4)  Reading  of  communications,  petitions, 
etc,,  to  the  Council. 

(5)  Motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 

(6)  Inquiries. 

(7)  Reports  of  standing  and  special  com- 
mittees. 

(9)  Unfinished  business  from  previous 
meetings. 

(10)  Miscellaneous  business. 

No  variation  in  the  foregoing  order  of 
business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  the 
consent  of  the  Council. 

17.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no 
motion  shall  be  received  unless — 

(1)  To  adjourn. 

(2)  The  previous  question. 

(3)  To  postpone. 

(4)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(5)  To  refer. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  Chairman  shall  put  the  previous  ques- 
tion in  this  form  :  "Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?"  and  its  adoption  shall  end  all 
debate  and  bring  the  Council  to  vote  upon 
the  main  question. 

18.  The  Chairman  shall  consider  a  motion 
to  adjourn  as  always  in  order,  and  that  motion 
and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

19.  Any  member  who  has  made  a  motion 
may  withdraw  the  same  by  leave  of  the 
Council,  or  it  may  be  allowed  to  stand, 
such  leave  being  granted  without  a  negative 
voice. 

Committees. 

1.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  the 
following  : 

(a)  Registration,  consisting  of  seven  mem- 
bers. 

(b)  Education,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

(c)  Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(d)  Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of 
five  members. 

(e)  Printing,  consisting  of  five  members. 
if)  On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers. 

(g)  Executive,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers. 

(h)  On  Property,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers. 

(i)  On  Discipline,  consisting  of  three  or 
five  members. 

2.  A  majority  of  a  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

3.  When  a  committee  presents  its  reports, 
such  report  shall  be  received  without  motion 
or  debate,  On  reading  the  Order  of  Business 
for  the  "Consideration  of  Reports,"  the 
reports  previously  received  shall  be  taken  up 
in  the  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be 
acted  on  directly  by  the  Council  or  referred 
to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
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4.  When  the  Council  shall  determine  to 
go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Chair- 
man shall  name  the  member  who  will  take 
the  chair. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  Council  shall  be  ob- 
served in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  except 
the  rules  respecting  the  yeas  and  nays  and 
limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking ; 
and  no  motion  for  the  previous  question  or 
for  an  adjournment  can  be  received,  but  a 
member  may  at  any  time  move  that  the 
chairman  leave  the  chair  or  report  progress, 
or  ask  leave  to  sit  again  ;  and  all  original 
motions  shall  be  put  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  proposed,  and  shall  not  require  to 
be  seconded. 

6.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise  and 
report,  the  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

7.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a 
petition  or  motion  upon  any  subject  which 
may  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  such  motion  or  petition, 
shall,  during  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  be 
one  of  the  committee  without  being  named 
by  the  Council.  Any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil may  be  placed  upon  a  committee,  not- 
withstanding the  absence  of  such  member 
at  the  time  of  his  being  named  to  such  com- 
mittee. 

8.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any 
subject  referred  to  them  by  the  Council  shall 
report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also  their 
opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chairman,  or  acting  chair- 
man, to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

9.  All  petitions  or  communications  on  any 
subject  within  the  cognizance  of  a  standing 
committee  shall,  on  presentation,  be  referred 
by  the  chairman,  or  presiding  officer,  to  the 
proper  committee  without  any  motion  ;  but 
it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council,  by  a 
three-fourths  vote,  to  enter  on  immediate 
consideration  thereof. 

10.  The  President  and  Vice-President 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all  committees 
of  the  Council,  standing  and  special,  ex- 
cepting "  Committee  on  Discipline." 

Duties  of  the  Committees — Committee 
on  Finance. 

1.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have 
the  supervision  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the 
Council,  and  report  the  condition  of  the 
various  funds. 

2.  They  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  necessary  estimates  of  money  required 
by  the  Council  for  the  year,  and  report  the 
same  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the 
Council. 

'.'>.  They  shall  consider  and  report  on  all 
matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Council. 
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Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  take  cog- 
nizance of  and  action  upon  all  such  matters 
as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Conncil,  or 
such  as  may  require  immediate  interference 
or  attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the 
Council  and  its  next  meeting. 

Duties  of  the  Registrar. 

1.  The  Registrar  shall  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  Council,  and  record  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  such  meetings. 

2.  He  shall  give  notice  to  each  member  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Council  or  its  committees 
twenty  days  before  each  meeting. 

3.  He  shall  conduct  all  correspondence. 

4.  He  shall  receive  and  submit  all  docu- 
ments for  the  Council  or  standing  commit- 
tees, take  charge  of  all  reports,  correspond- 
ence, accounts  and  other  documents  and  fyle 
the  same. 

5.  He  shall  make  returns  of  all  salaries, 
make  out  all  orders  for  payment,  and  keep 
full  accounts  of  all  expenditure. 

6.  He  shall  examine  the  credentials  of 
candidates  for  examination  and  make  the 
necessary  preparation  for  examinations,  and 
every  candidate  shall  fyle  with  his  applica- 
tion a  statutory  declaration  that  the  schedule 
he  has  signed  and  presented  is  correct. 

7.  He  shall  number  all  by-laws  and  affix 
the  seal  of  the  college  thereto. 

8.  He  shall,  on  the  31st  day  of  October  in 
each  and  every  year,  send  to  each  member 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  who  has  up  to  that  date  failed  to 
pay  his  dues  and  take  out  his  annual  certifi- 
cate, a  registered  letter  addressed  to  the 
registered  address  of  such  member,  inform- 
ing him  that  unless  the  said  dues  are  paid 
by  the  31st  December  of  that  year  his  name 
shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
and  the  Registrar  shall  erase  the  names  from 
the  register  of  all  persons  who  have  not 
paid  their  dues  for  one  year,  counting  such 
year  from  the  31st  December  in  one  year  to 
the  same  date  in  the  next. 

Duties  of  the  Treasurer. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  detailed 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  and 
Bubmit  annually  a  balance  sheet,  Betting 
those  forth  fully,  as  well  as  ,i  statement  of 
sundries,  and  the  particular  accounts  to 
which  these  belong,  and  payout  moneys  in 
settlement  of  all  accounts  that  In  ve  been 
certified  correct  and  signed  by  the  President, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
Registrar, 
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Solicitor. 

1.  The  Solicitor  shall  give  to  the  Council, 
or  its  President,  his  advice  or  opinion  upon 
any  question  of  the  law  (properly)  submitted 
to  him  for  that  purpose. 

2.  He  shall  also  give,  on  requisition  signed 
by  the  President,  his  opinion  in  the  same 
way  to  any  officer  now  appointed  or  who 
may  be  hereafter  appointed  by  the  Council. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the 
Council  to  furnish  the  Solicitor,  upon  re- 
quest, with  any  documents,  books  or  papers 
in  the  custody  or  possession  of  such  officers, 
and  to  give  to  the  said  Solicitor  such  other 
aid  and  assistance  as  he  may  require  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Auditor. 

The  Auditor  shall  audit  all  the  accounts  of 
the  Council  and  present  his  annual  report  on 
the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June 
in  each  year. 

By-Laws. 

1.  After  notice  of  motion  given  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting,  a  proposed  by-law  may  be 
introduced,  read  a  first  time,  and  referred  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

2.  The  second  reading  shall  take  place  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  shall  be  clause 
by  clause. 

3.  Wrhen  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
report  the  proposed  by-law,  it  shall  be 
read  a  third  time  in  Council,  and  if  adopted 
on  such  third  reading,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  by-law  passed,  and  shall  sign  the 
same. 

Amendments. 

No  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the 
foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made 
unless  the  notice,  setting  forth  the  proposed 
amendment  or  addition,  shall  have  been 
given  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which 
the  same  comes  up  for  discussion,  and  all 
resolutions  of  the  Council  inconsistent  with 
the  above  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby 
repealed.

Whereas  power  hath  been  granted  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  make  by-laws  to

2.  That  any  member  of  the  College  pre- 
senting himself  for  election  as  the  repre- 
sentative to  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario for  a  territorial  division,  must  receive  a 
nomination  of  at  least  20  (twenty)  registered 
practitioners  resident  in  such  division,  and 
that  such  nomination  paper  must  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  returning  officer  of  the  division 
not  later  than  the  hour  of  2  o'clock  p.m.  on 
the  9th  of  October,  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October,  1894. 

In  the  event  of  only  one  candidate  re- 
ceiving such  nomination,  it  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  returning  officer  to  declare 
such  candidate  duly  elected,  and  to  notify 
the  Registrar  of  the  College  by  sending  him 
such  declaration  in  writing. 

3.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall 
send  to  every  registered  member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario (excepting  only  those  who  are  regis- 
tered as  the  homoeopathic  members  thereof), 
a  voting  paper  (in  accordance  with  the  resi- 
dence   given    on  the  Register)    in    form  of 
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Schedule  "  A  "  attached  to  this  by-law,  and 
a  circular  directing  the  voter  to  write  his  or 
her  name  as  the  voter,  and  his  or  her  place 
of  residence,  and  the  county  in  which  his  or 
her  place  of  residence  is  situated,  and  to  fill 
up  said  voting  paper  on  form  of  Schedule 
"  A  "  attached  to  this  by-law,  as  directed  in 
circular  to  be  enclosed. 

The  Registrar  shall,  fifty  (50)  days  before 
the  time  for  receiving  nominations  for  the 
elections,  which  time  is  second  Tuesday  (9th) 
of  October,  1894,  send  a  post  card  to  every 
registered  medical  practitioner,  excepting 
the  homoeopathic  members,  in  the  Province, 
in  accordance  with  address  in  hands  of 
Registrar,  giving  the  dates  up  to  which  nomi- 
nations for  representatives  to  the  Medical 
Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons will  be  received. 

The  Registrar  shall  advertise  in  the  medi- 
cal journals  published  in  Toronto,  during 
August  and  September,  1894,  the  fact  that 
elections  for  the  Medical  Council  are  to  be 
held,  stating  the  time  that  nominations  will 
be  received  up  till,  and  the  time  of  holding 
the  election. 

Also  a  voting  paper  shall  be  sent  to  every 
registered  practitioner  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  by  the  third  Tuesday  (16th)  of 
October,  1894,  and  that  every  member  of  the 
College  not  having  received  a  voting  paper, 
when  a  candidate  has  been  properly  nomi- 
nated for  their  division,  shall  send  by  post 
to  the  Registrar  their  name  and  address,  and 
the  Registrar  will  forward  paper  to  member 
so  applying. 

The  voter  is  to  be  directed  in  the  circular, 
which  is  to  accompany  the  voting  paper,  to 
send  by  post  or  mail  the  voting  paper,  pro- 
perly filled  up,  giving  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  person  for  whom  he  or  she 
votes,  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  which  shall 
be  forwarded  along  with  the  circular  and 
voting  paper.  The  envelope  in  which  the 
voter  is  to  place  his  or  her  voting  paper 
shall  have  the  name  and  the  address  of  the 
returning  officer  appointed  to  act  in  the 
territorial  division  in  which  the  voter  resides. 

4.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall

That  the  Registrar  shall  place  a  stamp 
upon  each  of  the  enclosed  envelopes,  which 
are  to  be  used  by  the  members  of  the  Col- 
lege in  sending  their  voting  -paper  to  the  re- 
turning officer  for  the  division.  That  the 
returning  officer  shall  receive    the  votes  sent 


to  him  up  to  the  hour  of  2  o'clock    p.m.,  on 
the  30th  of  October,  1894. 

5.  That  the  returning  officer  in  each 
division  at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.,  on 
the  30th  of  October,  1894,  shall  open  the 
envelopes  and  carefully  count  and  examine 
the  voting  papers,  and  make  a  record  of  the 
entire  number  of  votes  cast,  together  with 
the  declaration  of  the  name  of  the  person  and 
address  who  has  recievedthegreatest  number 
of  votes,  who  shall  be  declared  elected  as 
the  representative  of  the  division,  and  in 
case  two  or  more  candidates  receive  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  the  returning  officer  shall 
give  the  casting  vote  for  one  of  such  candi- 
dates, which  shall  decide  the  election  ;  and 
then  at  the  hour  of  2  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the 
30th  of  October,  1894,  when  the  returning 
officer  opens  the  envelopes  he  has  received 
and  counts  the  votes,  all  or  any  of  the  can- 
didates in  the  division,  or  their  agents,  may 
be  present  if  duly  appointed  and  authorized 
to  act  in  writing  on  behalf  of  any  candidate, 
and  see  the  envelopes  opened  and  the  votes 
counted,  and  they  shall  be  permitted  to  ex- 
amine all  voting  papers  to  satisfy  themselves 
as  to  the  voting  papers  being  properly  filled 
up,  and  that  the  persons  signing  the  voting; 
papers  were  duly  registered  members  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario, and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election 
of  territorial  representatives  in  the  Medical 
Council  .of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

6.  The  returning  officer  in  each  division 
shall  not  open  any  envelopes  he  may  re- 
ceive as  returning  officer  until  the  hour  of  2 
o'clock  p.m.  arrives  on  the  30th  of  October, 
1894,  and  that  the  returning  officers,  respec- 
tively, shall  seal  up  and  return  all  the  voting 
papers  connected  with  the  election  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  College  within  six  (6)  days 
from  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the 
election,  which  time  is  2  olclock  p.m.,  on  the 
30th  of  October,  1894. 

That  the  returning  officer  shall  reject  all 
voting  papers  that  are  not  properly  filled  up 
in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in 
circular  which  is  to  be  sent  with  each  voting 
paper. 

The  returning  officer  shall  return  all  envel- 
opes received  after  2  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  30th  of  October,  1894, 
stamped  as  returning  officer  of  the  division, 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  College,  unopened 
and  marked  "  too  late." 

7.  That  the  Registrar,  on  receiving  declar- 
ation from  the  returning  officer,  declaring  a 
candidate  has  received  the  largest  number  of 
votes  in  the  division,  shall  forthwith  inform 
the  candidate  declared  elected  that  he  has 
been  chosen  to  represent  said  division  in  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar 
shall  inform  each  member  so  elected  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  first   meeting   of  the 
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Council   after   the  said    election  shall  have 
taken  place. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to 
attend  the  said  meeting  of  the  Council  and 
to  have  with  him  there  and  then  all  the 
papers  and  documents  sent  to  him  by  the 
returning  officers,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  the  repre- 
sentatives so  named  by  the  returning  officers 
as  duly  elected  shall  form  the  territorial 
representatives  to  the  Medical  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

8.  It  is  hereby  enacted  that  the  returning 
officer  of  each  division  is  to  be  named  by 
the  Council  or  Executive  Committee  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council,  and  in  case  any 
returning  officer  appointed  either  refuses  to 
act  or  is  incapacitated,  that  the  Registrar 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointing  some 
member  of  the  College  residing  in  the  ter- 
ritorial division  on  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  tne  Council.

Now  therefore  the  Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts 
as  follows  : 

1.  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act 
(R.  S.  O.  1887,  C.  148)  and  Section  41a 
amending  the  same,  enacted  by  the  Act 
passed  in  the  54th  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
reign,  Chapter  26,  and  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  are  here- 
by adopted. 

2.  Each  member  of  the  College  shall  pay 
to  the  Registrar  towards  the  general  ex- 
penses of  the  College  an  annual  fee  amount- 
ing to  two  dollars  ($2.00)  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medi- 
cal Act  aforesaid  for  year  1895.

were  so  suspended,  viz. :  for  years  1893  and 
1894. 

4.  The  Registrar  is  hereby  directed  to 
collect  the  annual  fee  hereinbefore  fixed  and 
determined,  together  with  all  other  fees  and 
dues  in  arrear  and  owing  by  any  member  of 
the  said  college,  and  to  enforce  all  provisions 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  as  amended. 
Upon  default,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  by-law. 

5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  part  of 
Clause  1  known  as  41a  be  suspended  until 
the  first  of  June,  1896,  then  to  come  into 
force  in  case  a  sufficient  amount  of  dues  is 
not  paid  over  to  the  bank  liability.

PROCEEDINGS   AT    THE    MEETING 


OF   THE 


Medical  Council  of  Ontario 

JULY,    1897. 


Medical  Council  Building, 

Toronto,  July  6th,  1897. 

The  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  met  this 
day,  Tuesday,  July  6th,  1897,  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the 
Council. 

The  President,  Dr.  Rogers,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  of  the  Council  answered 
to  their  names  : 

Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory, 
Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell, 
Moore,  Moorehouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn, 
Thornton,  Williams. 

Dr.  Rogers  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council :  Before  we  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  meeting,  it 
has  been  customary  in  the  past  for  the  retiring  President  to  either  give  an  address  or  make 
such  recommendations  as  he  feels  inclined  in  regard  to  the  work  which  he  has  been  engaged 
in  as  President  of  the  Council  during  the  previous  year.  It  was  my  intention  to  have 
written  out  an  address,  or  a  series  of  recommendations  to  bring  before  you  to-day.  I  found 
that  was  not  possible,  from  the  fact  that  I  was  very  busy,  and,  consequently,  I  have  simply 
arranged  a  few  headings,  with  the  idea  of  briefly  discussing  them  now  as  the  President 
retiring. 

At  the  outset,  I  may  say  that  it  affords  me  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  see  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Council  once  more  together,  and,  as  President,  to  welcome  you  here 
again.  Whilst  I  rejoice  with  you  in  our  mutual  greeting,  we  have  to  deplore  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  break  in  our  ranks  to-day  owing  to  the  death  of  two  important  and  well-known 
members — I  refer  to  the  loss  the  Council  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  Drs.  Harris  and 
Rosebrugh.  I  know  full  well  that  we  are  all  saddened  by  the  absence  of  these  members 
from  our  meeting.  They  were  associated  with  the  work  here  for  many  years,  they  proved 
by  their  devotion  and  by  their  loyalty  to  the  Council  that  they  were  worthy  representatives 
of  a  noble  profession  ;  and  while  to-day  we  can  only  feel  the  deepest  possible  sorrow  that 
we  miss  their  friendly  greeting,  that  we  miss  them  from  amongst  us ;  still,  after  all,  it  is 
only  the  lot  of  all  of  us  ;  we  have  to  meet  that  grim  monster  which  they  have  met,  and  pass 
over,  as  they  have,  to  the  great  majority.  The  Council  also  to-day  mourn  the  death  of  a 
highly  esteemed  and  worthy  officer,  the  late  Treasurer,  Dr.  W.  T.  Aikins.  The  late  Dr. 
Aikins  was  one  of  the  founders  of  this  Council,  and  was  Treasurer  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Council,  in  1866,  and  remained  in  that  position  until  his  death,  this  year.  By  his  faith- 
fulness and  devotion  in  this  office  he  rendered  splendid  service  to  the  medical  profession, 
and  during  the  early  years  by  his  financial  assistance,  with  that  of  another  member 
of  the  present  Council,  carried  the  Council  over  many  difficulties.  He  has  gone  to 
his  well-earned  rest.  While  we  mourn  to-day  the  loss  of  these  worthy  nun  we  also 
are  in  a  position  to  bid  a  hearty  welcome  to  those  members,  Drs.  Griffin  and 
Douglas,  who  have  come  to  replace  the  two  deceased  members.  I  know  they  come  here  tor 
the  first  time,  but  I  am  sure  they  come  prepared  to  take  their  part    in  the  work  of  this 
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Council,  and  to  do  their  besi  fco  promote  the  interests  of  the  profession  and  of  this  Council. 
1  am  sure  I  voice  the  sentiments  of  all  here  when  I  bid  both  a  hearty  welcome  to-day.  One 
of  the  first  things  which  it  will  be  incumbent  upon  me  to  mention  is  the  petition  of  the 
I.  jrislature,  which  you  ordered  to  be  prepared  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council.  I  found 
early  that  it  was  probably  a  very  large  contract  on  my  hands,  or  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee  ;  that  is,  the  preparation  Of  the  petition,  and  of  a  circular  to  be  sent  to  the  whole 
prof ession  of  Ontario.  The  Executive  Committee  did  the  best  they  could.  They  prepared 
a  petition,  which  you  have  all  seen,  and  prepared  an  explanatory  circular  to  accompany 
that.  It  affords  me,  let  me  assure  you,  a  great  deal  of  pleasure,  as  President  of  this  Council, 
to  express  the  feelings  of  gratitute  I  had  and  have,  and  always  will  have,  to  the  medical 
men  of  this  Province  who  responded  so  well  and  promptly  to  that  petition.  It  was  a  matter 
of  some  surprise  to  me  to  find  that  inside  of  a  week  we  got  back  something  like  1,500  names 
«>n  that  petition,  and  the  whole  of  the  1,821  names  responded  within  a  very  short  time.  It 
proved  one  thing,  to  my  mind  at  least,  that  there  was  an  amount  of  attention  being  paid  to 
Council  matters  which  was  very  gratifying  indeed.  It  proved  also  that  there  was  an 
unanimity — it  showed  to  me  that  there  was  a  large  amount  of  unanimity — in  the 
profession  of  medicine  in  Ontario.  The  fact  that  that  petition  to  the  Legislature  was 
signed  by  such  a  large  number  as  1,821,  out  of  a  possible  2,250,  or  so,  shows  that  the 
medical  practitioners  of  this  Province  are  prepared  to  stand  together  to  uphold  this 
Council,  and  to  uphold  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  profession.  I  can  safely  say  this,  that 
never  before  in  the  history  of  medicine  in  Canada  was  there  known  such  a  large  petition  as 
that  to  be  presented  to  any  legislative  body.  When  we  succeeded  in  getting  such  a  large 
petition  signed,  when  our  circular  was  so  quickly  and  promptly  responded  to,  we  felt  it 
incumbent  upon  us  to  ask  the  Legislative  Committee  to  meet  and  to  consider  this  matter. 
The  Executive  Committee  came  to  Toronto,  and  called  a  meeting  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, but  prior  to  that  they  proceeded  to  the  House,  to  interview  those  members  of  the 
Legislature  who  are  medical  men — the  medical  members,  who  have  always  proven  by  their 
conduct  in  the  Legislature  to  be  the  strongest  and  wrarmest  friends  of  the  medical  profession 
in  Ontario.  The  medical  members  of  the  House  have  invariably  worked,  and  worked  hard, 
to  get  such  amendments  to  the  Medical  Act  as  the  Council  wished  or  required.  Therefore, 
we  believed  it  was  judicious,  that  it  was  prudent,  to  interview  the  medical  members  of  the 
House  in  the  first  instance,  in  order  to  find  out  whether  they  considered  it  was  wise  at  that 
time  to  ask  for  legislation  or  not.  We  therefore  requested  a  meeting  of  all  the  medical  men 
in  the  House,  and  their  unanimous  verdict  was  that,  while  it  would  be  beneficial  to  present 
the  petition  to  the  Government  at  the  present  time,  that  element  in  the  House,  without 
giving  it  a  name,  which  was  antagonistic  to  the  profession  of  medicine  throughout  the 
country,  was  still  there  ;  and  it  was  thought  by  the  medical  men  who  are  members  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  press  for  legislation  at  that  time,  they  were 
of  the  opinion  the  petition  would  keep  for  a  period,  and  that  inasmuch  as  in  all  probability 
there  would  be  an  election  this  year,  or  if  not  this  year  certainly  next  year,  and  the  com- 
plexion of  the  House  might  be  changed,  and  that  element  which  was  antagonistic  would 
probably  be  away  from  there  ;  therefore,  it  was  thought  advisable  by  our  friends,  the 
medical  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  that  we  should  postpone  attempting  to  get 
legislation  until  such  time  as  that  adverse  element  was  at  least  reduced.  Acting  on  this 
opinion,  and  we  believed  we  were  doing  what  was  best,  because  the  doctors  in  the  House 
strongly  objected  not  only  to  fighting  that  element  I  have  spoken  of,  but  they  thought  it 
would  probably  end  in  our  not  getting  as  good  an  Act  as  if  we  waited  for  another  year,  we 
concluded  that  although  we  were  not  going  to  press  for  the  Act  we  wanted,  although  we 
wen-  not  going  to  press  the  House  to  give  us  an  amendment  to  the  Medical  Act  just  then, 
there  was  no  reason  why  we  could  not  present  this  petition  to  the  Government,  and  ask  in 
the  name  of  the  medical  men  of  this  Province  that  the  Government  should  do  certain  things. 
Accordingly,  the  Legislative  Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee  met  the  members  of 
the  Government  and  the  Premier  of  this  Province,  and  presented  the  petition  and  asked 
them  two  things:  First,  that  the  Government  would  respond  to  the  first  prayer  in  the 
petition  ;  that  prayer,  as  you  know,  is  that  the  Legislature,  or  the  Honourable  Body,  would 
extend  to  the  medical  profession  of  this  Province  the  courtesy  of  not  changing  or  amending 
the  Ontario  .Medical  Act  until  any  proposed  change  or  amendment  had  been  placed  before 
the  Ontario  Medical  Council  for  considerat  ion. 

In  regard  to  that,  while  no  response  was  made  or  remark  passed  from  the  Premier,  it 
was  thought  we  hail  gained  a  certain  amount  of  attention,  at  least,  in  presenting  this  petition 
before  the  Premierand  the  members  of  the  Government  in  that  way.  It  is  certain  that  no 
eminent  could  afford  to  ignore  such  a  large  medical  petition  as  that  which  I  have  spoken 
of.  I  am  glad  to  tell  you  one  thing,  that  is  that  we  were  at  least  assured  in  a  private  wray  that 
it  was  not  likely  that  any  amendmends  would  be  brought  up,  or  allowed  to  be  brought  up, 
during  the  last  session  or  the  next  session.  That  being  the  case  we  felt  assured  that  the 
tinkering  or  attempted  tinkering  with  the  Medical  Act  which  has  been  going  on  for  the  last 
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two  or  three  years  would  be  stopped,  and  I  believe  there  is  no  doubt  that  stoppage  was  the 
result  of  our  petition. 

We  also  succeeded  by  this  petition  in  gaining  another  point,  and  a  very  important  point 
I  think  it  is.  You  remember,  in  1895,  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  brought  forward  a  proposed 
Medical  Act  which  would  compel  this  Council  to  accept  certain  matriculations ;  that 
is,  we  would  have  to  accept  the  matriculations  which  he  mentioned  in  his 
proposed  Act.  This  last  winter  when  we  presented  this  enormous  petition  of 
medical  men  of  this  Province  to  the  Government,  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  then  declared  that 
the  reason  he  introduced  the  bill  in  1895  was  because  he  wanted  to  "  clean  the  slate,"  as  he 
termed  it,  of  a  large  number  of  students  who  could  not  get  through  their  matriculations  ; 
that  it  was  not  his  wish,  and  that  it  was  not  his  intention  in  the  future  to  interfere  with  the 
matriculation  of  the  Council,  that  the  Council  should  have  full  power  and  authority  over  the 
standard  of  medical  matriculation  in  the  future.  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  Mr. 
Ross  having  admitted  such  a  thing  as  that,  and  having  admitted  that  the  Council  had,  not- 
withstanding his  bill  of  1895,  the  full  and  absolute  control  of  matriculation,  we  are  repaid 
for  all  the  trouble  and  expense  we  went  to  in  formulating  and  having  signed  this  magnificent 
petition. 

Although  this  matter,  of  course,  will  come  before  you  again  in  the  report  from  the 
Executive  Committee,  I  thought  it  was  advisable  in  making  my  remarks  here  to  mention  it 
now.  In  regard  to  the  standard  of  matriculation  to  be  adopted  this  year  I  would  strongly 
urge  on  this  Council  the  importance  of  taking  up  the  matriculation  we  had  adopted  in  1895 
just  as  if  Mr.  Ross  had  never  brought  in  his  bill.  Another  point  is  the  fact  of  having 
legislation  for  the  future.  One  reason  why  I,  and  I  know  other  members  of  the  Legislative 
and  Executive  Committees,  considered  the  worthy  suggestion  of  the  doctors  in  the  House 
this  last  winter  of  acceptance  was  the  fact  that  we  had  not  had  time  to  fully  consider  all  the 
legislation  which  might  be  necessary  in  the  interests  of  this  Council.  I  mean  to  say  that 
from  the  time  the  petition  was  received  until  the  time  we  were  forced  to  go  before  the 
Government  we  did  not  have  time  to  consider  what  legislation  we  ought  to  have.  I  consider 
to-day  it  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  Council  and  profession  if  you  appointed  now  a 
Legislative  Committee  to  take  into  consideration  not  only  the  bill  which  we  had  drafted  last 
winter,  but  any  other  legislation  which  you  might  think  advisable,  not  necessarily  to  go  to 
the  Legislature  next  session,  but  to  go  as  soon  as  may  be  after  a  new  election  has  been  held 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  I  think  we  ought  to  prepare,  or  have  prepared,  a  memorandum 
of  such  things  as  we  want  changed  in  the  Medical  Act  and  have  it  ready  so  that  as  soon  as 
the  session  of  the  new  Legislative  Assembly  will  be  held  we  can  go  to  the  Legislature  with 
this  petition  and  ask  for  such  amendments  as  we  consider  necessary  to  the  Medical  Act. 
Passing  those  points,  I  have  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  briefly  bringing  before  you  the 
financial  position  of  the  Council.  I  know  you  nearly  all  have  seen  the  financial  report  which 
is  printed  and  published  and  placed  before  you  to-day.  By  that  report  you  are  able  to  see 
at  a  glance  the  financial  position  we  are  in  to-day.  I*am  very  glad  to  tell  you  that  we  have 
received  from  the  annual  dues  something  like  $6,000.00  and  that  the  $6,000.00  has  been  paid  by 
1,538  members  ;  that  is  to  say,  that  1,538  members  of  the  profession  have  responded  to  the 
call  and  have  paid  up  their  dues  in  full  and  there  is  a  balance  due  from  750  members  who 
have  yet  to  pay,  all  of  whom,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt,  within  the  next  six  months 
will  pay  up  in  full.  Then  another  thing  which  is  of  great  importance  is  that  we  have 
succeeded,  thanks  to  the  work,  the  great  work,  the  almost  invaluable  work  of  the  Property 
Committee,  in  having  the  interest  on  the  loan  on  this  building  reduced  from  five  to  three 
and  a  half  per  cent.,  making  a  saving  annually  of  something  like  $900.00.  In  this  connection 
it  might  be  of  interest  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  with  the  interest  now,  at  this  time,  of  $2,550.00, 
and  with  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  building  of  $4,785.55,  the  total  cost  of  maintaining 
this  building  is  $7,335.55.  Deducting  from  that  amount  $4,622.03,  received  from  rents,  we 
have  a  cost  of  $2,713.52  for  the  accommodation  which  is  had  in  this  building.  In  other 
words  we  have  a  large  examining  hall,  we  have  a  large  Registrar's  office,  large  committee 
rooms,  a  Council  Chamber  and  the  full  and  ample  accommodation  which  this  building  gives 
this  Council,  and  we  have  paid  in  that  amount  which  I  speak  of  as  maintenance,  all  the  taxes, 
water  rates,  gas,  fuel  and  everything  else,  and  paid  for  our  caretaker  and  elevator  man.  and 
after  all  that,  it  costs  us  the  sum  of  $2,713.52  for  our  own  part  of  the  building.  1  think  if 
you  consider  the  fact  that  we  have  such  ample  and  splendid  accommodation  in  this  building, 
and  if  you  consider  the  fact  that  the  whole  amount  is  only  some  $2,701  K00  odd,  it  ran  not  ln- 
said  that  wo  are  paying  a  very  large  amount  for  the  accommodation  we  get.  At  the  same 
time  I  admit  I  would,  and  I  know  you  all  would,  like  to  see  that  cost  reduced.  Bui  if  we 
reduce  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  building  and  conducl  ing  our  affairs  \\  e  must  look  oul  t  hat 
we  do  not  reduce  the  cos!  of  maintenance  at  the  expense  of  efficiency.  We  have  to-daj  a 
series  of  machinery  carrying  on  the  alia  its  of  this  Council  and  the  profession  which  I  think 
is  second  to  none  in  any  Province  of  Canada,  perhaps  in  the  world.  We  have  machinery. 
such  as  an  able   Registrar,  an  able  Board  of   Examiners,   and  splendid  accommodation  for 
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examinations,  and  I  think  in  paying  such  a  sum  of  money  as  we  are  paying,   we  are  paying 
nothing  but  what  we  get  a  good  return  for. 

Another  subject  fco  which  I  would  like  to  refer  to  is  the  subject  of  interprovincial 
reciprocity.  This  topic  came  up  before  the  Canada  Medical  Association  at  its  last  meeting 
in  August  in  Montreal.  '  It  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  interest  to  the  profession  all  over  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  other  medical  men  outside  are  interested  in  this  subject  of  recipro- 
city in  medical  registration  between  the  provinces.  I  am  quite  satisfied  it  is  important,  and 
it  requires  serious  consideration,  but  I  am  equally  certain  that  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Canada  Medical  Association  would  not  carry  in  this  Council,  that  is,  for 
instance,  that  we  accept  the  registration  from  the  Province  of  Quebec,  where  the  examina- 
tions, as  you  know,  are  conducted  by  the  colleges  and  overlooked  by  censors  appointed  by 
the  Quebec  .Medical  Council. 

After  my  experience  in  this  position  as  President  this  year,  I  have  two  or  three  recom- 
mendations which  I  would  like  the  Council  to  consider.  The  first  is,  I  recommend  that  each 
year  the  Registrar  shall  bring* in  a  report  giving  the  names  of  all  the  students  who  have 
registered  as  matriculants  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  the  qualifications  under 
which  they  registered  ;  also  the  names  of  all  students  who  have  passed  the  primary  examina- 
tion ;  also  a  list  of  all  persons  who  have  been  admitted  to  registration,  and  also  a  list  of  those 
who  have  become  registered  on  account  of  being  domiciled  in  Great  Britain  for  five  years 
and  passing  the  intermediate  and  final  examinations. 

I  think  this  report  would  be  of  great  importance.  In  the  first  place  it  would  be,  under 
the  by-laws,  referred  to  the  Registration  Committee  who  should  examine  it  and  compare  it 
with  the  original  register.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  for  a  single  instant  I  doubt,  I  am  sure  no 
one  doubts,  the  entire  honor  of  our  worthy  and  esteemed  Registrar,  but  I  think  it  would  be 
something  that  would  help  us  to  have  before  us  for  the  use  of  the  Council,  a  list  in  tabulated 
form  of  the  students  under  those  various  headings  and  it  would  compel  the  Registration 
Committee  to  examine  and  compare  it  with  the  original  register.  I  am  not  so  sure  that  the 
register  is  examined  by  the  Registration  Committee.  I  might  say,  as  President  I  made  the 
request,  and  Dr.  Pyne  has  kindly  responded  to  it,  and  he  says  he  will  bring  in  a  report  of 
that  kind  this  year,  and  if  you  think  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  you  can  continue  it  in  the 
future. 

Another  recommendation  which  I  would  like  to  bring  before  you  is  in  regard  to  students 
taking  the  primary  and  final  examinations  at  one  time.  I  find  a  great  many  students  go  up 
for  both  primary  and  final,  and  sometimes  they  fail  in  their  primary  and  get  through  in  their 
final. 

I  have  strong  objections  to  our  allowing  students  who  are  deficient  in  the  primary 
branches  to  get  through  in  their  final.  I  would  recommend  that  where  a  student  fails  in 
three  subjects  of  his  primary  examinat  ion,  he  should  not  be  alhrwed  anything  on  his  final.  I 
do  not  think  it  is  the  correct  thing  to  allow  students  to  go  through  in  this  piece-meal  manner. 
However,  it  is  only  my  opinion,  but  given  to  you  to-day  after  some  serious  consideration. 

Another  recommendation  which  I  am  sure  will  be  met  with  some  difference  of  opinion, 
and  it  is  the  final  recommendation  I  have  here,  is  that  the  five-year  course  shall  be  continued 
and  the  m  sm,,h  he  nine  months  instead  of  six  ;  also  that  the  fifth-year  students  be  compelled 
to  devote  the  entire  twelve  months  in  clinical  work  in  some  large  hospital,  a  hospital  where 
there  are  not  less  than  150  beds  in  constant  occupation  by  patients.  From  the 
report  of  various  medical  men  in  the  city  of  Toronto  and  others,  I  find  that  great 
objection  has  been  raised  by  students  that  they  are  not  compelled  to  put  in  a  pure  clinical 
year  during  their  fifth  year.  I  think  that  should  be  met.  We  should  have  a  clinical  year 
after  the  four  years.  The  student  should  be  forced  to  take  a  full  year — his  fifth  year— in 
clinical  work  at  some  large  hospital,  designated,  as  I  say,  by  having  an  average  bed  occupa- 
tion of  150.  In  that  way  I  think  we  would  get  a  better  clinical  year  than  we  do  now.  In 
trd  to  four  sessions  of  nine  months  each,  in  Great  Britain  they  require  from  all  students 
before  registration  five  full  years,  not  academical  years,  but  five  calendar  years  of  actual 
study  in  medicine,  and  they  require  that  every  student  shall  take  five  sessions  of  nine 
months  each.  That  being  the  case,  I  think  that  we  can  fairly  require  our  students  to  take 
four  sessions  of  nine  months  each,  and  then  one  year  devoted  to  actual  clinical  work. 

In  conclusion  I  have  again  to  thank  you  for  the  kindness  with  which  you  have  received 
my  remarks  and  also  to  once  again  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in 
making  me  President  of  the  Council.      (Applause). 

The  Pbesident  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  President. 

Dr.  Bray— I  have  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Dr.  Thorburn  for  the  position  of  Presi- 
dent of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  is  not  necessary  to  make  any  introductory 
remarks  ;  he  is  one  of  the  best  known  practitioners  and  members  of  the  profession  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario;  he  has  held  honorable  positions;  he  has  been  President  of  the 
Dominion  Medical  Association,  and  I  am  sure  he  will  acquit  himself  as  creditably  and  hon- 
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orably  in  the  office  of  President  of  this  council,   should  he  be  elected,  as  he  did  in  that 
office  while  he  held  it. 

Dr.   Roome — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  that  motion  ;  I  am  confident  if  elected 
to  the  position  he  will  do  honor  to  himself  and  be  a  credit  to  the  Council. 
The  President  called  for  other  nominations. 

Dr.  Sangster — There  appears  to  be  no  other  nomination  and,  in  my  opinion,  there  is 
not  likely  to  be.     I  cannot  allow  that  matter  to  go  to  a  vote  without  expressing  my  views 
upon  it.     I  presume  I  am  in  order  in  making  remarks  upon  the  matter.     Personally  to  Dr. 
Thorburn  I  have  no  objections  whatever  ;    I  esteem  him  very  highly.     He  has   won  the 
respect  of  everybody  acquainted  with  him.     Officially  I  have  some  objections  to  make  and  I 
claim  the  privilege  of  stating  them.     I  object  to  the  election  of  Dr.  Thorburn  as  President 
of  this  Council  on  two  or  three  grounds.     Your  habit,  your  usage  of  deciding  in  caucus  who 
shall  be  President  of  this  Council  and  merely  submitting  it  to  the  Council  as  a  matter  of 
form,  precludes  the  possibility  of  making  any  other  nomination.     No  member  of  this  Council 
will  permit  himself  to  be  nominated  to  that  office  with  the  certainty  of  having  to  suffer  the 
humiliation  of  rejection,  so  that  I  cannot  make  the  remarks  I  would  in  support  of  another 
candidate.     My  objection  to  Dr.  Thorburn  I  will  state  in  the  baldest  possible  manner, 
because  I  do  not  wish  to  occupy  the  time  of  the  Council.     I  object  to  Dr.  Thorburn  in  the 
first  place  as  a  protest,  so  far  as  my  vote  and  voice  go,  against  the  continuance  of  this  system 
of  electing  the  President  of  this  Council  which,  in  my  opinion,  precludes  the  possibility  of 
the  best  man  being  placed  in  that  chair,  and  renders  it  certain  that  if  the  best  man  in  this 
Council  should,  by  a  chance,  find  himself  occupying  that  upholstered  chair  his  occupancy 
thereof  is  limited  to  one  year.     I  object  to  that.     I  object  to  Dr.  Thorburn,  but  I  am  quite 
sure  that  Dr.  Thorburn  will  understand,  that  while  I  have  to  state  myself  emphatically  in 
this  matter,  I  do  it  with  no  unkindly  motive  ;    it  is  a  matter  of  official  onus  with  me.     I 
object  to  Dr.  Thorburn  because,  in  my  opinion,  and  in  the  opinion  of  a  very  large  section  of 
the  profession,  Dr.  Thorburn,   as  nominee  of  a  defunct  educational  institution,  has  neither 
a    moral   nor   a   legal   right  to  a    seat  in  this  Council,  and  therefore  inferentially  he  has 
no  right  to     sit  in  the  President's  chair.       And   I   object  in  the  third  place  because  on 
a  matter  last  year  in  which  I  think,    if    Dr.    Thorburn  had  been   a   law-abiding  citizen, 
he   would  have  felt   that   his   mouth  was   closed   by  statute — I  refer  to  the   re-institution 
of  the  assessment  clause  of  the  Medical  Act — he  saw  fit  to  interfere,  and  in  reference  to  the 
action  of  a  large  number,  of  over  one-half  the  members  of  the  profession,  in  refusing  to  pay 
that,  which  according  to  the  law  of  their  judgment  was  unjust,  which  they  deemed  unneces- 
sary and  which  they  deemed  unconstitutional,  many  of  whom  are  as  respectable  and  quite 
as  self-respecting  as  Dr.   Thorburn  himself,  he  was  injudicious  enough  to  apply  to  their 
.action   the   term   "contemptible."      On  those  three  grounds  I  object  to  Dr.  Thorburn's 
election  to  the  Chair  at  present,  and  I  should  say,  sir,  that  I  claim  the  right  of  crystalizing 
my  objections  by  casting  my  ballot. 

The  President — Are  there  any  other  nominations  1  There  not  being  any  other  nomi- 
nations I  will  ask  some  member  to  cast  a  ballot  for  Dr.  Thorburn. 

Dr.  Britton — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  that  Dr.  Bray  cast  a  ballot  for  Dr. 
Thorburn. 

The  President — I  might  say  before  that  is  discussed,  that  last  year  the  same  thing  was 
done  and  has  been  done  for  many  years  past.  In  order  to  prevent  the  trouble  of  taking  a 
ballot  from  everybody  the  custom  has  been,  and  it  is  the  custom  carried  out  in  other  bodies, 
to  have  a  ballot  cast  by  the  nominator  of  the  nominee  ;  that  is,  that  where  there  is  only  one 
nominee,  the  ballot  is  cast  by  the  nominator,  the  reason  being  that  there  could  be  nothing 
else  but  the  one  nominee's  name  put  on  the  ballot  paper  ;  that  is  to  say,  if  Dr.  Bray  put 
any  other  name  on  the  ballot  paper  than  Dr.  Thorburn's  name,  I  woukl  throw  the  ballot 
out,  and  if  it  was  a  blank  I  would  merely  pass  it  back. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You  have  no  right  to  discuss  this  matter. 

The  President — I  am  not  discussing  it,  I  am  only  explaining  it.  We  have  two  mem- 
bers here  who  were  not  here  last  year  and  I  thought  it  would  be  only  courtesy  to  explain 
what  was  done  last  year.  Last  year,  as  you  are  aware,  and  as  our  two  new  members  are 
probably  not  aware,  this  very  question  came  up  in  my  own  election,  this  same  objection 
was  raised  then  and  very  much  more  vehemently,  and  the  whole  by-law  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  after  they  had  discussed  the  tiling  for  a  long 
time,  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  brought  in  a  report  which  was  not  in  favor 
of  any  change  in  the  by-law.  Dr.  Reddick  was  a  member  of  that  Committee.  Therefore,  1 
■<•  no  harm. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Dr.  Sangster  called  our  attention  last  year  to  the  by-law  under 
which  we  are  now  purporting  to  proceed  ;  the  by-law  reads  as  follows:  —  "The  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  Council,  after 
nomination,  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary 
to  an  election  ;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall  be   decided  by  the  mem- 
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ber  representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners. "  Our  by-law  says,  as 
clearly  as  the  English  language  can  say  it,  that  the  President  must  be  elected  by  ballot,  and 
that  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election.  There 
is  no  provision  for  the  election  of  a  President  by  a  single  ballot.  I  hold  that  our  election 
of  the  President  last  year  was  illegal.  Now,  sir,  not  to  be  dictatorial,  or  to  ask  the  Council 
to  attach  too  much  importance  to  my  own  opinion,  I  obtained  the  opinion  of  a  man  who,  in 
Canada,  stands  foremost  amongst  all  the  interpreters  of  constitutional  law  and  practice  in 
bodies  such  as  this.  I  refer  to  Dr.  Bourinot,  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons.  You 
will  n«»ticc,  gentlemen,  the  section  to  which  I  have  referred,  and  from  which  I  have  quoted, 
iv  on  page  xlviii.  of  the  Announcement  of  last  year.  I  sent  Dr.  Bourinot  the  Announce- 
ment of  last  year  and  I  wrote  him  as  follows  : — "  On  page  xlviii.  of  the  Announcement 
i^v  rut:  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, "  is  the  section  governing  the 
election  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Council.  First,  by  that  section,  what 
is  the  proper  method  of  electing  the  President  I  "  The  answer  is  : — "  Clearly  by  ballot.  A 
majority  of  the  members  present  is  necessary  to  an  election  (by  ballot,  with  the  limitation 
only  in  case  of  a  tie.     (Signed)  J.  G.   Bourinot." 

I  then  submitted  another  question  as  follows  :  "In  the  case  of  only  one  nomination  for 
either  the  office  of  President  or  Vice-President  and  A.  moves,  seconded  by  B.,  that  C.  cast  a 
ballot,  and  this  motion  is  carried,  and  C.  casts  one  ballot  for  the  candidate,  does  that  fulfill 
that  law,  is  the  election  proper  ?"  His  answer  is  "No,  the  law  of  the  constitution  requires 
a  v«»te  by  ballot  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  is  necessary  to  an  elec- 
tion. The  practice  stated  in  these  two  questions  is  not  uncommon  in  some  bodies  but  it  is 
irregular  and  clearly  so  here."  Then  again,  I  put  another  question  in  the  next  above  case, 
that  is,  where  A.  moves,  seconded  by  B.  that  C.  "  cast  a  ballot. "  "  In  the  next  above  case 
the  motion  by  A.  and  B.  being  opposed  but  carrried  by  a  majority  and  C.  casts  one  ballot, 
is  the  election  lawful  '.  "  And  his  answer  is  the  same  as  that  given  to  question  No.  2,  "  Not 
correct.     (Signed)     J.  G.  Bourinot." 

Mr.  President,  we  appealed  last  year  from  the  decision  of  the  chair  to  the  Council  and 
if  you  propose  to  say  that  that  is  the  correct  method  and  the  method  we  are  to  adopt  to-day 
we  will  have  to  do  so  again.  We  stood  last  year  clearly  upon  the  best  authority  in  Canada, 
and  perhaps  the  best  in  the  world,  and  I  object  to  any  one  gentleman  casting  a  ballot.  If 
you  give  me  the  power  to  cast  a  ballot  and  I  chose  to  cast  it  for  any  person  I  say  that  person 
would  be  elected,  but  you  say  no.  I  say  there  is  nothing  in  your  by-law  to  contradict  that. 
But,  the  law  demands  that  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot  and  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
the  members  present,  and  Dr.  Bourinot,  the  best  authority  in  Canada,  says  that  is  the 
COlTed   method. 

The  President — I  will  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  if  Dr.  McLaughlin  or  Dr.  Sangster  has  a 
nominee,  although  the  nominations  were  practically  closed,  we  will  accept  the  nomination 
now,  and  we  will  have  an  election,  but  when  there  is  only  one  nominee  before  the  Council, 
to  waste  the  time  taking  a  ballot  in  order  to  please  one  or  two  objectors,  it  seems  to  me  it 
would  not  be  exactly  polite  to  the  Council  in  former  years.  If  Dr.  McLaughlin  or  Dr. 
Sangster  will  nominate  a  member — 

Dr.  McLaughlin  I  submit. that  the  members  on  the  floor  of  this  Council  can  discuss 
that  question,  but  you  have  no  right  to  do  so. 

Dr.  SANGSTER-  It  is  not  very  courteous  either  to  Dr.  McLaughlin  or  myself  to  ask  us  to 
follow  a  course  thai  is  impracticable,  because  you  know  that  no  gentleman  would  accept  a 
nomination  with  the  certainty  of  having  to  stand  the  humiliation  of  rejection. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  RiEDDICE  As  a  member  of  that  Committee  I  might  say  that  very  same  question 
was  referred  to  us  and  the  law  itself  seemed  so  plain  to  the  Committee  to  whom  it  was 
referred  that  we  could  see  no  reason  to  change  it.  That  is,  the  law  seemed  to  say  plainly 
that  there  must  be  a  majority,  no  President  could  be  elected  without  a  majority,  and  that 
majority  must  1m-  obtained  by  a  ballot.  That  is  what  the  lawmeansand  that  is  what  is  there, 
and  as  one  of  your  Committee  we.  recommend  no  change.  If  heretofore  the  Council  has 
been  doing  what  is  not  exactly  right  in  the  eyes  of  this  body  it  is  time  we  were  making  a 
change,  hut  it  does  seem  that  there  is  a  power  in  this  Council  which  will  permit  no  sugges- 
tion or  change  especially  if  it  comes  from  a  certain  section. 

Dr.  GrElKIE  Wouldn't  it  be  simplier  just  to  have  everybody  supplied  with  the  papers 
so  that  a  ballot  could  be  taken  '.  I  suggest  this  for  this  reason  that  I  do  not  want  it  to  be 
in  anybody's  power  to  say  that  the  Council  objected  to  a  vote  being  taken.  Not  that  I  have 
any  objection  to  Dr.  Thornburn  because  if  he  is  elected  here  he  has  a  right  to  the  place  if  a 
majority  of  the  Council  say  so.  I  have  a  great  deal  of  esteem  for  Dr.  Thorburn.  Nobody 
can  object  if  everybody  has  a  ballot  and  votes  upon  it. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President,  I  object  to  the  motion  of  Drs.  Britton  and  Brock  asking 
that  a  single  ballot  be  cast,  on  account  of  it  being  irregular  and  out  of  order,  and  I  ask  for 
your  ruling. 
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Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  last  year  I  believe  this  subject  was  objected  to  and  I 
moved  to  have  an  amendment  made  and  I  think  that  an  amendment  could  have  been  put 
there  that  would  have  placed  it  beyond  dispute  as  to  what  was  really  intended.  My  own 
conviction  is,  and  was  then,  that  the  intention  of  the  by-law  when  it  passed  was  that  a  full 
vote  be  taken  in  the  Council,  and  that  the  majority  of  the  full  vote  should  prevail.  But  as 
long  back  almost  as  I  have  known  the  other  method  was  considered  a  legal  and  proper  one, 
and  upon  that  ground  it  was  carried  out.  Now,  personally,  I  would  prefer  the  other  method, 
that  is,  that  the  full  vote  be  taken.  It  would  take  up  very  little  time  and  I  believe  it  is  the 
best  method  and  would  do  away  with  the  possibility  of  any  disputes  in  the  matter.  Person- 
ally I  prefer  doing  that,  although  I  cannot  see  that  any  harm  comes  to  anybody  in  the  method 
that  has  been  followed,  yet,  I  believe  the  intention  of  the  by-law  was  in  the  other  direction. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  we  should  not  differ  on  matters  of  such  little  consequence  as  this. 
What  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  stated  to  us  is  perhaps  in  the  handwriting  of  Dr.  Bourinot, 
which  is  an  authority  that  I  think  we  should  not  doubt,  and  to  my  own  mind  the  wise  thing 
for  this  Council  to  do  now  is  to  accept  this  opinion  and  follow  the  course  suggested. 

Dr.  Bray — While  I  quite  agree  with  what  has  been  said  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  reflec- 
tion upon  the  previous  course  of  this  Council.  However,  if  we  were  wrong  we  should  be 
put  right,  but  there  is  a  vote  taken,  I  think  it  has  been  lost  sight  of  ;  it  was  moved  and 
seconded  that  a  ballot  be  cast  ;  that  is  a  vote  and  anybody  who  objects  to  that  can  ask  that 
the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken  and  a  majority  of  the  Council  will  elect  the  President  in  that  way. 
If  they  do  not  like  that  way  they  can  move  an  amendment.  A  gentleman  comes  up  here  and 
says  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion,  there  is  no  use  nominating  anybody.  I  would  like  to  know 
if  he  knows  the  feelings  of  every  man  in  this  Council,  or  is  he  speaking  for  himself  alone  ?  1 
say  he  has  no  right  to  make  such  a  statement  that  it  is  no  use  nominating  anyone  else  ;  I  take 
exception  to  that,  but  I  think,  this  discussion  is  wasting  time  and  I  will  say  no  more  ;  I  am 
perfectly  willing  the  ballots  should  be  passed  and  I  think  perhaps  it  is  the  best  and  quickest 
way  to  do  it. 

The  President — Before  coming  to  the  Council  yesterday  I  saw  Mr.  Osier.  I  might  also 
inform  you  that  Mr.  Bourinot  is  not  a  lawyer,  he  is  simply  an  authority  on  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure ;  -he  is  not  a  legal  interpreter.  Mr.  Osier  I  think  is  ;  Mr.  Osier  told  me  that  this  was 
not  only  quite  in  accordance  with  our  by-law  but  that  it  was  quite  legal  and  regular,  therefore, 
I  propose  to  carry  it  out  because  Mr.  Osier  told  me  it  was  correct.  I  have  got  one  motion  be- 
fore me  and  Dr.  Armour  has  asked  for  a  ruling. 

Dr.  Armour — I  asked  you  to  rule  that  motion  was  irregular  and  not  in  order,  not  com- 
plying with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council. 

The  President — The  motion  before  the  chair  is,  that  Dr.  Bray  has  nominated,  seconded 
by  Dr.  Roome,  that  Dr.  Thorburn  be  President  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  was 
then  moved  by  Dr.  Britton,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  that  Dr.  Bray  cast  a  ballot  for  the 
Council.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  have  been  asked  for  a  ruling  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  am 
acting  under  the  advice  of  our  solicitor  on  this  question  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  ha& 
been  the  rule  for  years  in  this  Council  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  carried  it  out  last  year 
and  to  prevent  any  suspicion  that  we  had  not  a  President  last  year,  I  am  forced  to  decide  that 
this  motion  is  in  order. 

Dr.  Sangster— ^1  appeal  to  this  Council. 

The  President — You  have  heard  the  ruling.     Is  the  chair  sustained?     (Cries  of  yes,  yes.) 

The  President — I  declare  the  ruling  of  the  chair  sustained. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President — Instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar — Took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Douglas,  Emory,  Graham,  Griffin, 
Henderson,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,   Moorhouse,  Rogers,  Roome,  Thorburn — 18. 

Nays — Drs.  Armour,  Dickson,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Hanly,  Henry,  McLaughlin,  Reddick, 
Sangster,  Shaw,  Thornton  and  Williams — 12. 

The  President — The  chair  is  sustained  and  I  therefore  declare  that  the  motion  of  Dr. 
Britton,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  is  carried  and  Dr.  Bray  will  now  cast  a  ballot  for  Dr. 
Thorburn. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  it  is  not  well  to  antagonize  this  Council.  1  voted  to  sustain  the  chair  . 
I  did  it  because  I  think  as  a  general  thing  the  chair  should  be  sustained  when  this  is  and  has 
been  the  custom  in  this  Council  for  years. 

The  Prks iDF. nt— There  is  nothing  before  the  chair.  Dr.  Bray,  you  have  been  ordered 
tocast  a    ballot        Will  you   cast  the  ball  >i    ' 

Dr.   Be  \y  east   the  ballot. 

The  President  I  have  the  ballot  cast  by  Dr.  Bray  for  the  Council  and  I  find  written 
on  it  "  Dr.  Thorburn  for  President. "  I  therefore  declare  Dr.  Thorburn  elected  President  of 
t  his  ( 'ouneil  for  t  he  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Sangster— Do  I  understand  you  bo  say  thai  the  ballot  was  east  for  the  Council,  thai 
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the  Council  takes  this  high-handed  manner  and  asks  every  member  <>f  this  Council  to  adopt 
that  } 

The  President — You  are  out  of  order.     There  is  nothing  before  the  chair. 

Amid  very  hearty  applause  Dr.  Thorburn,  the  President-elect,  took  the  chair  and  ad- 
dressed the  Council  as  follows  : 

I  ientlemen  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario:  I  do  not  like  to  make 
use  of  tlif  old  hackneyed  saying"  the  happiest  moment  of  my  life,"  but  it  is  one  of  the  hap- 
piest moments  of  my  life.  It  is  a  position  that  anybody  might  be  proud  of  occupying  audi 
hope  that  when  my  term  of  office  is  up  that  my  record  will  be  such  that  at  all  events  I  shall 
receive  commendation  rather  than  censure.  I  like  everyone  to  have  freedom  of  speech  so 
long  as  lie  confines  himself  to  the  subject  matter  and  I  ask  the  same  indulgence  for  myself 
that  you  have  given  to  my  predecessors.  I  thank  you  gentlemen  for  the  high  honor  I  have 
received.     (Applause). 

Dr.  Rogers — Allow  me  to  rise  to  the  question  of  privilege.  As  to  why  I  did  not  allow 
a  ballot  to  be  passed  in  this  case  I  would  like  to  say  as  a  matter  of  privilege  to  myself — — 

Dr.  M<  Lai  ohlin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Dr.  Rogers  has  already  told  us  why  he 
■objected  to  that.     He  cannot  repeat  what  he  has  already  stated,  as  a  matter  of  privilege. 

Dr.  Rowers — A  question  of  privilege  is  always  in  order.  The  reason  why  I  did  not 
allow  a  general  ballot  to  be  passed  was  that  my  election  was  objected  to  on  the  very  same 
grounds  that  yours  was,  sir  ;  and  therefore  if  I  had  admitted  for  a  momont  the  contention 
that  was  advanced  I  would  have  admitted  that  my  election  was  somewhat  irregular, 
and  the  election  of  my  predecessors  was  also  irregular.  In  the  face  of  that  I 
maintain  I  could  not  have  allowed  any  departure  from  the  usual  method  of  vot- 
ing :  I  could  not  have  permitted  it,  although  I  would  have  been  quite  willing  to  have  had  a 
general  vote  taken  and  I  am  quite  satisfied  that  you  would  have  been  elected,  sir,  by  a  very 
large  majority.  I  am  satisfied  also  I  would  have  been  elected  last  year  by  a  large  majority 
but  at  the  same  time  to  have  admitted  a  departure  from  the  custom  would  have  been,  to  say 
the  least,  admitting  that  we  probably  had  some  doubt  about  our  having  a  President  during 
the  past  several  years  and  for  the  sake  of  the  Council  I  could  not  admit  that.  I  took  care  to 
arm  myself  with  the  opinion  of  one  whom  I  believed  to  be  the  best  legal  authority  in  this 
•country,  who  told  me  that  the  practice  which  we  carried  out  last  session  was  perfectly  reg- 
ular and  therefore  I  think  I  was  President  and  regularly  and  properly  elected,  I  am  quite 
satisfied,  by  a  vast  majority  of  the  members  of  this  Council. 

The  President — Dr.  Rogers'  contention  is  quite  right.  He  was  not  going  to  ignore  his 
position  last  year  ;  he  could  not  possibly  do  it  ;  it  is  only  right  to  uphold  the  same  position 
he  held  last  year.     I  feel  I  am  legally  entitled  to  this  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  explanation  given  by  you,  sir,  and  by  Dr.  Rogers,  is  simply  this, 
because  he  was  wrong  last  year,  he  has  to  be  wrong  now. 

The  President — Oh,  no.  There  is  no  call  for  this  discussion  ;  let  us  proceed  to  business. 
I  call  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Vice-President. 

Dr.  Moore — I  take  great  pleasure  in  nominating  for  this  office  a  gentleman  who,  as  a 
member  of  this  Council,  has  done  his  duty  ably  and  well  for  many  years,  and  I  am  satisfied 
he  will  fill  the  office  with  dignity  to  himself  and  with  honor  to  the  Council.  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  nominating  Dr.  Luton  as  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  that.  I  do  so  with  a  great  deal  of  warm 
feeling  towards  the  doctor  personally  and  also  as  an  old  member  of  the  Council.  He  has  been 
Tiere  for  many  years  and  has  worked  hard  ;  he  has  always  been  on  hand  and  done  his  duty 
faithfully  and  well,  and  he  has  found  favor,  I  hope,  with  every  member  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  rather  expected  the  gentleman  whose  name  was  before  this  Council  last 
year,  to  whom  no  objection  could  be  taken,  so  far  as  I  know,  would  likely  be  nominated.  I 
have  reference  to  Dr.  Henry.  He  has  been  an  old  and  efficient  member  of  this  Council,  and 
I  would  be  very  sorry  indeed,  if  on  this  occasion  his  name  should  be  passed  over,  and  he 
should  be  nominated  for  the  office  of  Vice-President,  and,  therefore,  I  take  pleasure  in  nomi- 
nating Dr.  Henry. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  beg  leave  to  second  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Henry  ;  he  was  promi- 
nently before  the  Council  last  year.  I  think  now,  sir,  it  would  be  only  an  act  of  grace  and 
-in  act  of  justice  that  Dr.  Henry  would  receive  the  nomination  of  this  Council.  I  second  this 
because  I  would  like  to  see  one  of  the  two  leading  officers  of  this  Council  a  representative  of 
the  general  profession.  I  enter  my  protest  here  to-day  that  the  chief  officer  of  this  organiza- 
tion should  be  a  school  man,  and  that  the  other  officer  should  represent  a  section  of  the  prof es- 
sion,  while  nine-tenths  of  the  profession  at  large  is  to  be  unrepresented.  I  therefore  second 
the  nomination  of  Dr.  Henry  with  much  pleasure. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  ask,  instead  of  having  a  ballot  cast  as  it  was  last  year  and  read  by 
the  Registrar  and  the  President,  which  practically  renders  it  no  ballot  at  all,  because  the 
handwriting  of  tin-  members  in  the  room — 
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The  President — You  will  excuses  me.  Your  remarks  are  not  relevant  to  this  matter. 
We  are  now  asking  for  nominations  for  Vice-President,  and  nothing  else.  You  have  heard 
the  first  proposition  ;  it  has  been  moved  by  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  Dr. 
Luton,  of  St.  Thomas,  be  Vice-President  of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  the  second  is 
on  motion  of  Dr.  Dickson,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  Dr.  Henry  be  elected  to  the 
office.      Are  there  any  further  nominations  1     If  not,  I  will  ask  the  ballots  to  be  taken. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  asked  you,  as  President,  whether  it  was  intended  to  a  have  pro 
forma  ballot,  as  it  was  last  year,  the  ballots  to  be  read  by  the  Registrar  *ind  by  the  President 
instead  of  being  read,  as  is  the  usual  custom,  by  scrutineers  appointed?  I  object  to  the 
former  loose  manner  of  conducting  our  business.  I  have  no  confidence  in  a  ballot  cast  in 
that  manner,  and  I  claim  to  have  the  right  of  having  scrutineers  appointed  from  the  members 
of  the  Council  to  examine  the  ballots  and  declare  who  is  elected. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  that  might  be  done  without  any  trouble,  and  I  would  move  that 
Drs.  Sangster  and  McLaughlin  be  the  scrutineers,  and  that  Dr.  Armour  collect  the  ballots. 

Dr.  Britton— I  second  that. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  in  that  case  all  the  question  of  any  wrong-doing  in  the  counting  of 
ballots  or  the  reading  of  handwriting  or  knowing  who  marked  these  ballots  would  be  done  away 
with. 

The  President — I  don't  think  we  ought  to  attribute  motives. 

Dr.  Bray — I  rose  to  endorse  that,  and  in  doing  so  I  say  that  there  cannot  be  any  wrong 
done  if  these  three  gentlemen  take  charge  of  the  vote. 

Dr.  Armour — I  am  not  accustomed  to  be  assigned  duties  of  this  kind.  I  understand  in 
the  past  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  the  ballots. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  is  the  scrutineers'  business  to  collect  the  ballots. 

Dr.  Reddick — That  is  the  practice,  but  it  casts  a  certain  amount  of  reflection  on  Dr. 
Armour. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  am  not  casting  reflections  on  anybody,  but  certain  members  of  the 
Council  have  clearly  expressed  their  opinion  that  other  members  of  the  Council  cannot  be 
trusted,  and  to  show  I  have  no  doubts  I  have  suggested  the  names  of  these  parties. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  object  to  such  remarks  as  have  fallen  from  Dr.  Campbell ;  we  have 
questioned  no  man's  honesty  here,  and  he  has  no  right  to  make  such  a  remark  as  that. 

Dr.  Britton — I  seconded  a  motion  introduced  by  Dr.  Campbell,  and  if  I  had  taken 
a  few  minutes  longer  to  think  I  would  have  seconded  no  such  motion,  because  the  suggestion 
that  was  thrown  out  by  one  or  two  members  of  this  Council  was  equivalent  to  a  reflection 
upon  the  credibility,  the  honor  and  the  integrity  of  the  President  and  Registrar  of  this 
Council.  I  know  it  is  a  frequent  custom  to  have  scrutineers  to  look  over  the  ballots.  We 
have  never  required  heretofore,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  we  should  have  scrutineers,  and  I  am 
going  to  withdraw,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  any  connection  with  that  motion.  To  allow 
such  a  motion  to  pass  would  be  equivalent  to  recognizing  that  there  was  a  certain  amount  of 
truth  in  the  dirty  insinuations  that  were  thrown  out,  that  you,  sir,  and  our  honorable  Regis- 
trar who  has  served  us  so  faithfully  for  so  many  years,  would  be  sufficiently  guilty  to  spread 
abroad  incorrect  reports. 

The  President — I  do  not  think  Dr.  Sangster  threw  out  any  insinuations  ;  he  said  it  was 
usual  to  have  scrutineers  appointed,  and  I  know  that  is  the  case. 

Dr.  Britton — You  will  pardon  me  for  taking  a  different  ground  from  you  in  the  matter. 
My  recollection  of  it  is  very  distinct  ;  Dr.  Sangster  made  the  statement  that  such  a  ballot 
would  not  be  a  ballot  in  truth,  it  would  be  simply  a  ballot  pro  forma,  inasmuch  as  the  ballots 
would  come  before  the  attention  of  the  President  and  Registrar  of  this  College,  and  the 
handwriting  of  the  members  of  this  College  would  be  well  known  to  the  Registrar  ;  if  this  is 
not  insinuating  something  I  do  not  know  what  an  insinuation  is.  I  withdraw  so  far  as  being 
the  seconder  of  that  motion. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  it  would  be  desirable  that  Dr.  Sangster  should  withdraw  his 
remarks.  I  must  agree  with  Dr.  Britton  in  his  remarks.  I  did  feel  Dr.  Sangster  was  casting 
a  reflection  upon  the  President  and  Registrar,  and  we  must  be  conscientious  on  both  sides  of 
this  house  if  we  are  to  have  unanimity.  I  think  it  would  not  have  been  too  much  for  Dr. 
Sangster  to  have  allowed  the  matter  to  have  proceeded  as  in  the  past. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  cannot  agree  with  my  friend  Dr.  Dickson,  or  with  the  remarks  made  by 
Dr.  Britton.  There  are  only  two  ways  of  electing  officers,  by  an  open  vote  or  by  a  secret  one. 
My  objection  was  to  allowing  the  Registrar  and  yourself,  an  old  member  of  this  Council,  bo 
act  as  scrutineers  ;  I  think  the  more  righteous  course  in  that  case  would  be  to  have  it  by 
open  vote  ;  yet  if  you  have  to  ballot  the  only  proper  course  to  preserve  bhe  secrecy  of  voting 
is  to  have  scrutineers  appointed.  That  was  the  position  I  took,  and  I  intended  I  o  ,ast  no 
reflection  upon  the  personal  honor  of  yourself  and  the  Registrar. 

•The  President — I  am  bo  obtuse  it  never  occurred  to  me  to  take  offence,  and  I  think  with 
Dr.  Sangster's  explanation  that  he  did  not  mean  anything  persona]  or  offensive,  that  we  had 
better   follow  out   the   suggestion    that    he   made    and   have   a    ballot    taken  and  scrutineers 
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appointed  to  see  that  the  ballot  is  all  right.  Drs.  Sangster  and  McLaughlin  are  named  as 
scrutineers,     I  hope  fchey  will  act. 

Dr.  McIiAUGHMN — There  should  be  no  motion  in  regard  to  that.  It  is  customary  for 
the  presiding  officer  to  name  the  scrutineers. 

Dr.  Moore— I  would  ask  you  to  appoint  two  gentlemen  as  scrutineers  who  do  not  know 
the  handwriting  of  anybody.  We  have  two  members  here  that  I  am  satisfied  we  all  have 
confidence  in.  If  we  are  to  have  a  ballot  and  we  are  afraid  of  each  other's  handwriting  let 
us  get  the  ballot-box,  get  the  marbles  and  go  playing  marbles  again  like  boys,  and  I  would 
n<>w  suggest  that  the  two  new  members,  Drs.  Douglas  and  Griffin,  be  the  scrutineers. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  second  that. 

The  President — If  you  wish  I  will  name  those  gentlemen  as  the  scrutineers. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  —I  certainly  rise  to  a  point  of  regularity  ;  I  submit  it  is  neither 
customary  or  right  for  the  members  on  the  floor  to  name  the  scrutineers,  it  is  the  prerogative 
of  the  presiding  officer. 

The  President — I  will  name  Drs.  Douglas  and  Griffin  as  the  scrutineers.  (Applause). 
The  ballots  were  collected  and  examined  by  the  scrutineers,  who  reported  that  30  votes  were 
cast,  of  which  Dr.  Henry  had  received  16  and  Dr.  Luton  14. 

The  President — I  declare  Dr.  Henry  Vice-President  of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing; 
year.     (Applause). 

Dr.  Henry — I  must  return  thanks  to  the  Council  for  electing  me  to  the  position  of  Vice- 
President  ;  I  appreciate  this  honor  ;  I  had  no  caucus,  nor  I  asked  no  man  to  vote  for  me  ;  I 
think  that  is  the  true  principle  that  ought  to  govern  in  this  Council ;  I  think  a  man  should 
come  here  untrammeled,  free  to  do  what  he  thinks  is  right  ;  and  I  have  always  opposed  the 
principle  of  a  few  men  getting  together  in  a  room  and  dictating  to  this  Council,  as  has  been 
done  in  the  past,  and  I  am  pleased  to-day  that  the  Council  has  placed  me  in  this  position  with- 
out anything  of  that  kind  on  my  part.  I  think,  gentlemen,  that  there  will  be  no  doubt  to- 
day about  the  election  of  your  vice-president.  You  have  had  a  proper  vote  taken  to-day. 
It  has  been  the  custom  that  has  prevailed  to-day,  and  has  prevailed  for  years  past,  to  elect 
our  officers  by  the  casting  of  one  ballot  ;  and  while  I  do  not  object  to  that,  I  think  from  the 
verdict  we  have  had  to-day  that  it  is  quite  evident  we  should  have  a  vote  taken.  With  our 
worthy  President,  who  is  an  old  hand  at  the  business,  I  know  my  duties  will  be  light,  but  be 
they  light  or  heavy  I  will  do  my  best  to  discharge  them.  In  conclusion,  I  feel  very  much 
pleased  indeed  at  my  election.  I  am  sorry  my  friend  Dr.  Luton  did  not  get  there.  I  had  no 
intention  of  being,  and  I  did  not  know  that  I  was  going  to  be  a  candidate,  and  I  am  sorry  I 
had  to  run  for  it  against  my  friend  from  St.  Thomas. 

Dr.  Luton — I  just  wish  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  those  who  supported  me  in  this 
election,  and  to  say  that  I  have  asked  no  one  and  never  was  approached  by  anyone,  as  every- 
one can  testify,  but  I  simply  thank  you  for  the  unsolicited  support  you  have  given  me. 
(Applause). 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Registrar. 

Dr.  Logan — I  take  much  pleasure  in  moving  that  Dr.  R.  A.  Pyne  be  Registrar  of  this 
College  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Graham — I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  that.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to 
say  anything  about  Dr.   Pyne. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations  and  there  being  none  he  stated  the  motion 
which  on  a  vote  being  taken  was  declared  carried. 

The  President — The  next   appointment  is  that  of  Treasurer. 

Dr.  Britton — I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  Dr.  H.  Wilberforce 
Aikins  be  appointed  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Brock — I  move,    seconded  by ,that  instead   of  appointing  a  Treasurer   the 

Registrar  shall  in  future  be  known  as  the  Registrar-Treasurer,  and  that  he  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  said  ollice  for  the  salary  which  he  now  receives  as  Registrar.  I  thought  it 
would  be  a  matter  of  economy  to  nominate  the  same  gentleman  to  fill  both  offices. 

The  President — You  could  not  do  that  unless  you  had  a  by-law  to  that  effect  ;  a  by- 
law might  be  introduced  to  that  effect. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  one  question  to  ask  in  regard  to  that  ;  I  understand  that  the 
Finance  Committee  has  certain  recommendations  to  make  in  regard  to  the  Registrar  and  the 
Treasurer,  and  if  you  appoint  a  Treasurer  now  by  name  how  can  you  give  effect  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  ?  It  seems  to  me  the  matter  should  be  deferred 
until  the  Finance  Committee's  report  is  in. 

Dr.  I'.i:',  -How  does  the  gentleman  know  what  the  Finance  Committee  are  going  to 
report?  There  may  be  nothing  of  the  kind  in  it.  The  Committee  was  ordered  to  make 
some  recommendations  as  to  reducing  the  expenses  of  this  College,  and  I  think  it  is 
permature  for  any  gentleman  to  get  up  here  and  say,  how  could  they  do  an  act  in  face  of 
the  Committee's  report.  We  are  voting  now  on  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer,  and  if  it  is 
thought  best  not  to  appoint  a  Treasurer  a  motion  to  that  effect  can  be  made  ;  if  it  is  thought 
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best  that  the  appointment  be  deferred  that  can  be  done,   but  I  think  it  is  not  well  to  antici- 
pate what  will  be  in  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

Dr.  Britton- — It  has  been  mentioned  by  some  one  that  the  report  from  the  Finance 
Committee  will  have  in  view  or  will  recommend  retrenchments  in  various  directions  ;  that 
is  right,  that  is  commendabj  ^olong  as  it  is  not  carried  too  ft  ar,so  long  as  it  does  not  inter- 
fere with  the  constitution  of  this  College.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  page  xvi.  of  the 
Medical  Register  and  I  think  the  wording  of  paragraph  13  is  as  plain  as  English  can  express 
intention.  I  shall  read  the  paragraph  with  your  permission.  ' '  The  Council  shall  annually 
appoint  a  President,  Vice-President,  Registrar  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  necessary  for  the  working  of  the  Act."  I  need  not  read  the  remainder 
of  that  paragraph.  If  I  can  interpret  English,  I  submit  that  any  of  us  can  interpret  that 
but  in  the  one  way,  it  means  that  a  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  and  that  a  Registrar  shall 
also  be  appointed.  It  does  not  say  if  the  Council  deem  it  wise  they  may  unite  or  combine 
the  functions  of  two  of  these  offices  in  one  man.  It  does  not  say  that  the  President  may 
discharge  the  duties  of  both  President  and  Vice-President,  or  that  only  one  office  shall  be 
filled.  Dr.  Pyne  has  been,  I  may  say,  a  devoted  servant  of  this  Council  for  a  great  many 
years,  ever  since  the  death  of  his  lamented  father,  who  had  preceded  him  in  the  occupancy 
•of  that  position.  Dr.  Pyne  has  been  an  ardent  worker,  and  I  do  not  remember  any  instance 
when  anyone  connected  with  this  Council  or  outside  of  it  was  in  a  position  to  call  his  actions 
to  account.  I  do  not  know  of  an  occasion  when  any  Finance  Committee,  or  any  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  no  matter  how  carping  his  tendency  might  be,  was  able  to  find  a 
mistake  or  discrepancy  in  anything  he  has  done.  We  have  named  from  year  to  year  a  salary 
that  we  thought  was  due  to  Dr.  Pyne.  I  believe  he  has  earned  every  dollar  that  he  has 
received.  He  has  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  this  Council  work  ;  from  his  connec- 
tion in  this  city  of  Toronto,  and  from  the  fact  that  he  has  so  many  friends  in  the  community 
he  would  be  able  to  work  up  an  extensive  practice  were  it  not  for  the  work  he  has  to  do  here. 
And  I  say  he  is,  if  anything,  imperfectly  remunerated  for  his  services.  If  we  are  going  to 
combine  the  offices  in  one,  as  some  one  has  suggested,  as  probably  the  Finance  Committee, 
would  recommend,  in  order  to  save,  Dr.  Pyne  must  not  only  do  the  work  that  he  does  at 
present  but  the  additional  work  for  the  same  salary  ;  that  is  equivalent  to  either  imposing 
upon  Dr.  Pyne  that  which  should  not  be  imposed  upon  him,  or  equivalent  to  acknowledging 
to  the  profession  at  large  that  we  heretofore  have  paid  him  a  few  hundred  dollars  too  much 
and  that  now  we  exact  from  him  a  quid  pro  quo  in  the  shape  of  additional  work,  in  order  to 
satisfy  ourselves  that  we  are  at  any  rate  acting  conscientiously.     I  might  also  say — 

Dr.  Rogers — We  are   not  questioning  the  desirability  of  combining  them. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  giving  you  reasons  why  I  am  speaking  to  my  motion  and  I  claim 
the  right  within  my  limit  of  time  ;  I  have  confined  myself  strictly  to  the  line  mapped  out  in 
that  motion.  I  am  giving  reasons  why  a  Treasurer  should  be  appointed  and  why  I  think 
Dr.  Aikins  should  receive  the  position.  I  am  speaking  upon  the  hypothetic  combining  of 
the  two  offices,  as  has  been  spoken  of  to  me  by  different  persons,  or  a  possible  combining  of 
the— 

Dr.  Armour — The  question  of  amalgamating  these  offices  is  not  before  the  Council. 
I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  My  point  of  order  is  this,  the  propriety  or  not  of  uniting  the 
offices  of  Treasurer  and  Registrar  is  not  before  the  Council  and  it  should  not  be  discussed. 

The  President — Dr.  Brock  withdrew  his  amendment. 

Dr.  Brock — I  had  no  seconder. 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  like  to  say  why  I  think  we  should  have  a  Treasurer.  We  are 
not  empowered  by  the  statute  to  pass  a  by-law  contrary  to  anything  that  is  stated  in  the 
by-law. 

The  President — Certainly  not.     We  can  change  the  law. 

Dr.  Britton — We  cannot  change  that  statute  without  proceeding  to  the  Legislature  and 
asking  for  such  an  amendment  as  we  require. 

Dr.  Henry — This  discussion  is  out  of  order  altogether.  This  cannot  be  done  unless 
you  get  the  law  altered ;  and  the  very  fact  of  trying  to  combine  the  two  positions  seems  to 
me  monstrous. 

Dr.  Britton — As  to  why  I  nominate  Dr.  Aikins — 

The  Presidnkt — Keep  to  that. 

Dr.  Britton — I  spoke  of  the  other  because  the  suggestion  as  to  change  had  been  made 
to  me  by  private  individuals,  and  again  here.  I  suppose  a  matter  of  sympathy  is  no  argu- 
ment ;  however,  I  think  it  is  not  out  of  place  for  me  to  refer  to  the  late  lamented  Dr.  W.  T. 
Aikins  ;  the  Council  and  the  profession  both  have  a  great  deal  to  thank  him  or  his  memory 
for  :  in  times  of  distress,  when  it  seemed  almost  as  though  the  Council  was  going  to  fall  to 
pieces  and  the  profession  ,ur"  back  Into  the  condition  <>f  chaos  that  it  had  formerly  occupied, 
Dr.  Aikins  financially  carried  us  through.  That  is  an  actual  fact.  Dr.  Aikins  has  gone  over 
to  the  great    majority;   he  has  left   behind  him  a  worthy  s<»n,  and  1    apprehend  t  hat    Dr.   Wil- 

berforee  Aikins  will  be  glad  bo  accepl  the  position,  and  he  deserves  it.     He  has  for  the  past 
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couple  of  years  done  his  work  faithfully  as  acting  Treasurer  during  his  father's  illness.  He 
has  done  well,  the  Finance  Committee  have  had  no  fault  to  find  with  the  statement  made  by 
him,  they  have  found  every  voucher  and  paper  necessary  in  its  proper  place  and  everything 
correct.  Personally  1  would  esteem  it  as  a  great  favour  to  myself  for  any  member  of  this 
Council  to  vote  for  Dr.  Aikins. 

The  PRESIDENT  called  for  further  nominations,  there  being  none,  he  stated  the  motion 
which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  Mr.  Alexander  Downey,  C.S.R., 
be  appointed  official  Stenographer  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  McLai  oiu.in  —I  would  like  to  know  if  there  have  been  any  applications  for  this 
position,  and  if  there  are  any  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar  1 

Dr.  Pyne — No  sir,  none. 

Dr.  B  LRBICK — In  this  connection  I  would  just  like  to  state  a  few  facts.  As  Chairman 
of  the  Printing  Committee,  I  would  say  we  were  instructed  to  get  out  as  speedily  as  possible 
the  announcement  for  last  year,  and  at  the  least  possible  expense,  and  we  find  that  we  have 
reduced  the  expense  of  this  announceinant  to  $1.32  per  page.  Now,  the  cost  of  preparing 
the  stenographic  report,  that  is,  a  type-written  copy  of  the  verbatim  report  is  about  ninety 
cents  per  page.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  ninety  cents  per  page  for  preparing  that 
report  is  enough,  is  too  much,  or  is  too  little,  and  to  put  myself  in  a  position  to  judge  I 
asked  several  stenographers  to  give  me  a  price  per  printed  page  of  this  announcement 
for  that  work.  I  communicated  with  our  stenographer  yesterday,  stating  that  it  cost 
us  last  year  about  ninety  cents,  and  I  wished  him  to  give  me  a  sealed  tender  for  the  price 
per  page  for  this  year,  in  order  that  it  might  be  compared  with  tenders  from  others 
for  the  same  work.  I  have  a  sealed  tender  from  another  very  capable  gentleman 
I  have  received  none  from  our  stenographer,  and  I  asked  Mr.  Angus,  who  is  acting  to-day 
for  Mr.  Downey,  if  he  was  prepared  to  give  us  an  estimate,  and  he  did  not  wish  to  do  so. 
So  that  we  are  unable  to  judge  whether  the  cost  of  ninety  cents  per  page  is  too  much  or  too 
little.  That  is  the  position  of  things  now.  I  have  a  sealed  tender  from  another  capable 
person,  which  tender  will  not  be  opened  unless  the  Council  wish  it  to  be,  but  the  present 
stenographer  has  so  far  declined  to  submit  a  tender  for  the  work.  We  know  exactly  what 
the  printing  costs  per  page,  and  I  would  like,  for  my  own  satisfaction  to  say  to  those  who 
SH}'>  "you  are  extravagant  in  this  work,"  that  we  had  received  tenders  from  competent 
persons,  and  that  we  had  selected  the — 

Dr.  Geikie — Is  there  a  motion  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  stenographer  1 

The  President — Yes. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  thousand  pities  to  take  up  so  much  valuable 
space  ;  this  Announcement  is  an  encyclopaedia,  and  when  you  look  at  the  amount  of  informa- 
tion that  is  in  it,  and  the  diarrhoea  of  words  that  the  rest  of  it  is  taken  up  with,  1  confess 
I  do  not  like  it ;  and  it  has  occurred  to  me  a  thousand  times  during  the  year,  not  that  I  have 
any  animus  towards  our  friend,  the  phonographer,  because  he  has  done  admirably,  but  I 
think  it  better  that  we  should  dispense  with  that  altogether,  and  simply  have  a  synopsis. 

The  President — That  is  a  matter  of  detail  for  the  Printing  Committee.  I  have  a  letter 
here  from  Mr.  Downey,  which  has  been  put  into  my  hands,  in  which  he  states,  ''that  he 
was  confined  to  his  house  as  the  result  of  an  accident. 

Dr.  Barrick — Does  that  appointment  carry  with  it  the  remuneration  ? 

The  President — No. 

Dr.  Barrick — What  is  done  to-day  fixes  it  for  this  session  of  the  Council. 

The  President — He  is  appointed,  and  you  ask  for  his  terms,  and  if  not  agreeable,  he- 
must  either  conform  to  your  suggestion  or  resign. 

Dr.  Barrick — The  Printing  Committee  has  no  power  to  deal  with  his  prices. 

Dr.  Rogers — Put  the  motion.     (Cries  of  "Question,  question.") 

Dr.  Sangster — I  claim  that  the  only  way  to  appoint  a  stenographer  to  this  Council  is 
to  take  tenders  for  that  position,  and  to  see  that  we  appoint  a  stenographer  who  is  not  only 
competent  to  give  a  verbatim  report,  but  who  will  do  it  without  mutilating  it  in  any  manner, 
and  who  will  give  a  report  in  grammar  that  is  at  least  presentable  in  a  public  school.  I 
claim  Dr.  Geikie  was  quite  right  in  bringing  up  the  question,  whether  it  was  necessary  to 
appoint  a  stenographer  at  all  in  the  way  we  have  appointed  one  in  the  past.  I  claim  it 
would  be  the  right  and  proper  way  for  this  Council  to  advertise  for  tenders  for  that  position, 
so  that  we  might  have  some  guarantee  that  the  work  was  done  at  the  lowest  possible 
remuneration,  or  the  least  sufficient  remuneration.  I  object  to  acting  blindfold  in  the 
manner  we  are  doing  in  regard  to  a  stenographer  now. 

The  President  We  have  a  stenographer.  Mr.  Downey's  representative  has  been  with 
u-  until  the  present.  We  can  submit  to  Mr.  Downey,  or  whoever  it  is,  what  we  require 
and  then  if  he  does  not.  carry  out  our  suggestions  that  means  his  resignation. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  are  bound  to  get  our  work  done  efficiently,  and  at  the  least 
possible  expense,  and  if  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Downey  we  are  bound  to  accept  his  terms,  I. 
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think  Mr.  Downey  should  have  given  Dr.  Barrick  a  statement  such  as  was  asked  for  by  Dr. . 
Barrick,  and  then  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  know  what  we  wanted. 

By  permission  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Angus  stated,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Downey,  that  he  had 
not  received  Dr.  Barrick's  letter  until  the  evening  before  at  a  late  hour,  that  he  had  been 
engaged  almost  continuously  until  the  opening  of  the  Council,  and  had  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  reply  to  Dr.  Barrick,  but  that,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Downey,  he  would  say  that  the 
work  would  be  done  at  as  reasonable  a  rate  as  was  consistent  with  a  correct  and  accurate 
report  of  the  proceedings. 

Dr.  Machell — In  regard  to  this  point,  Mr.  Pros:  Iclttj  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  do- 
any  thing  else  than  appoint  Mr.  Downey  for  this  session  ;  his  representative  is  here,  and  has 
done  part  of  the  work  of  the  Council  now,  and  that  has  to  be  paid  for  ;  and  to  get  in 
another,  an  outsider,  would  mix  up  matters  very  much,  and  it  would  not  be  to  the  interests 
of  the  College  or  the  profession,  but  I  think  Dr.  Sangster  is  quite  right  when  he  says  tenders 
should  be  asked  for  for  this  position  ;  and  while  the  talking  has  been  going  on,  in  a  hurried 
way  I  have  dotted  down  a  motion  which  is  something  as  follows  :  ' '  That  tenders  be  asked 
for  at  this  session  for  the  stenographic  work  of  the  Council  for  the  next  session  of  the 
Council."  You  can  impose  whatever  conditions  you  like  ;  have  all  the  tenders  for  the  same- 
kind  of  work,  and  then  we  will  know  exactly  where  we  stand.  A  man  can  be  appointed  at 
this  session  of  the  Council,  and  he  will  be  here  when  the  Council  opens  next  year. 

Dr.   Geikie — I  have  not  a  word  to  say  against  our  stenographer,  I  am  in  favor  of 

paying  every  farthing  that  is  due  to  him,  but  I  would  like  to  move,  seconded  by  , 

that  in  the  view  of  this  Council,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a  stenographer,  or  to  have  more 
than  a  good  synopsis  of  its  proceedings  furnished.  That  motion  is  made  in  the  interests  of 
economy. 

The  Preside  \t — This  is  entirely  out  of  order  ;  that  is  for  the  Council  to  decide  after- 
wards. The  question  is  now  the  election  of  this  officer,  and  I  must  insist  upon  putting  this. 
motion. 

The 'President  stated  the  motion  as  follows  :  "Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Williams,  that  Mr.  Alexander  Downey,  C.S.R. ,  be  appointed  official  stenographer  of  the. 
Council  for  the  ensuing  year,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Moore — I  move  that  Mr.  B  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  be  the  solicitor  of  this  Council  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  that  motion. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations  ;  there  being  none,  he  stated  the  motion, 
which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  that  Drs.  Logan,  Williams,  Moore, 
Dickson,  Machell,  Moorhouse,  Brock,  Sangster,  Barrick,  Henry,  Rogers,  Graham,  Reddick, 
Roome  and  the  mover  be  a  Committee  to  strike  the  Standing  Committees. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Britton — I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn 
for  half  an  hour,  or  longer,  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  allow  time  for  the  Committee  to* 
bring  in  its  report. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  was  declared  carried*. 

The  Council  adjourned. 

The  President  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  President — I  would  ask  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  name  the 
Standing  Committees  to  read  the  report. 

Dr.  Moore — As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  strike  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees, I  beg  to  report  as  follows  :

Dr.  Moore-    I  move,  seconded  by  I>r.  Rogers,  thai  the  report  be  received  and  adopted 
Dr.  Fowleb     I  rise  to  object  to  the  withdrawal  of  my  name  from  the   Education  Com- 
mittee and  including  me  on  two  committees  in    which    I    have  n<>  Interest.     I    have   made 
education  my  stud)  and  I  amsorrj  to  object  bo  public!)  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind,   hut    I 
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certainly  object  to  being  struck  off  the  Committee  upon  which  I  have  worked  so  long  and  in 
which  I  t.:ke  Mich  an  interest  and  being  put  upon  committees  in  which  I  have  no  interest 
whatever. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  object  in  the  same  way.  I  am  the  oldest  member  of  this  Council  and 
that  I  should,  as  the  representative  of  our  largest  college,  be  left  off  is  a  matter  of  nothing  to  me  ; 
it  means  less  work  for  me,  but  it  is  not  a  good  tiling  for  the  Council  and  therefore  cannot  be 
justifiable. 

Dr.  Williams — In  looking  at  the  rules  and  regulations,  if  I  understand  it,  I  haven't 
read  them  over  just  now  very  ca:  efully,  I  do  not  think  they  positively  state  you  shall  not 
have  more  than  a  definite  number  on  a  committee.  I  admit  that  I  sympathize  with  Dr. 
Fowler  in  this  case  and  I  think  with  Dr.  Geikie  ;  they  are  gentlemen  who  take  an  interest 
in  educational  matters,  and  if  the  by-laws  do  not  positively  say  that  committee  shall  not 
exceed  nine,  then  I  see  no  reason  why  we  should  not  enlarge  that  committee,  keeping  the 
quorum  down  as  we  did  at  a  former  period.  There  was  a  time  when  we  had  a  large  com- 
mittee and  there  was  a  difficulty  in  carrying  on  the  work,  because  there  was  a  large  quorum 
and  we  were  obliged  to  reduce  it  to  five  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work.  I  see  no  objection, 
if  the  rules  do  not  positively  say  we  shall  not,  why  we  should  not  enlarge  the  committee 
and  allow  those  gentlemen  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  educational  matters  to  have  a  seat 
on  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — You  cannot  enlarge  a  committee  by  notice  of  motion. 

The  President — They  are  all  fixed  by  by-law.  The  Education  Committee  shall  consist 
►f  nine  members. 

Dr.  Sangster — You  cannot  over-ride  your  by-law  by  a  motion,  and  the  Striking  Com- 
mittee gave  that  the  best  attention.  There  are  four  representatives  of  schools  and  colleges 
including  yourself,  on  that  committee,  a  committee  of  eleven  in  all  and  I  think  it  is  a  pretty 
fair  distribution. 

The  President — What  is  your  pleasure,  gentlemen  ?  The  motion  before  the  Chair  is 
that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  received  and  adopted  and  Drs.  Fowler  and  Geikie  pro- 
test against  this  but  they  have  not  put  in  an  amendment. 

Dr.  Geikie — When  the  late  Dr.  Harris  was  put  on  it  was  explained  to  me  it  was 
supposed  he  represented  us  in  our  interests  ;  it  was  stated  that  he  did  and  that  that  was  the 
reason  why  he  was  put  on  and  there  was  not  room  for  us  both.  Now,  I  see  that  he  is  dead  ; 
sl  non-educationalist  takes  his  place,  so  that  neither  the  college  that  I  have  the  honor  to 
preside  over,  nor  the  university  is  represented. 

The  President  stated. the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried 
ii id  the  report  received  and  adopted.

Dr.  Bray — That  the  first  order  of  business  on  Friday,  the  ninth  of  July,  at  two 
o'clock  p.m.,  will  be  the  Discipline  Committee's  report  re.  Dr.  Charles  John  Parsons. 

Dr.  Bray — It  was  necessary  for  our  Committee  to  meet  yesterday  to  arrange  when  this 
report  would  be  brought  before  the  Council  in  order  to  notify  Dr.  Parsons  'to  be  here,  and 
we  fixed  two  o'clock  on  Friday  afternoon,  and  the  Registrar  was  instructed  yesterday  to 
notify  Dr.  Parsons  to  that  effect.

Dr.  Roome — What  is  it  in  regard  to  1 

Dr.  Pyne — Matters  submitted  to  the  Solicitor  for  his  opinion. 

Dr.  Campbell — That  should  certainly  be  read. 

The  President — If  it  is  your  pleasure  we  will  read  it.  I  will  ask  the  Registrar  to 
read  it. 

The  Registrar  read  communication  from  Solicitor  dated  June  23rd,  1897,  as  follows  : 

E.  A.  Pyne,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Medical  Council  Building,  Toronto. 

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.,  asking  my  opinion  upon  various 
matters  therein  stated,  I  beg  to  say  as  follows  : 

The  Executive  Committee. 

As  to  the  constitution  of  the  Executive  Committee  upon  referring  to  by-law  No.  39, 
passed  at  the  session  of  June,  1896,  it  appears  that  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  current 
year  was  duly  constituted  in  accordance  with  Section  14  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  I 
am  of  opinion  that  this  committee  was  properly  constituted  by  the  appointment  of  three 
members,  two  of  whom  to  be  the  President  and  Vice-President  respectively.  I  understand 
that  the  provision  that  the  President  and  Vice-President  should  be  ex-officio  members  of 
the  Committee  is  re-enacted  each  year,  so  that  the  provisions  of  Section  14  to  the  effect  that 
the  members  of  this  committee  should  be  appointed  annually  are  complied  with. 

Payment  of  Members  of  Executive  Committee. 

It  is  possible  that  objection  might  be  raised  to  the  payment  of  per  diem  allowances  to 
cover  fees  and  travelling  expenses  of  members  of  Executive  Committee  upon  the  ground 
that  the  Act  does  not  specifically  mention  the  Executive  Committee  in  authorizing  payment 
of  fees  and  travelling  expenses.  Upon  the  other  hand  Section  12  does  not  limit  the  right 
to  pay  fees  and  expenses  to  members  of  the  Council  for  attending  the  general  session  of  the 
Council,  and  Section  13  authorizes  payment  of  salaries  and  fees  of  all  officers  necessary 
for  the  working  of  this  Act.  After  carefully  considering  the  matter,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
whatever  doubt  there  may  be  as  to  the  right  to  pay  a  per  diem  allowance  to  cover  fees  and 
travelling  expenses  under  Section  12,  that  members '  of  the  Executive  Committee  are 
officers  of  the  Council  necessary  for  the  working  of  the  Act  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
13,  and  that  any  reasonable  allowance  may  therefore  be  paid  to  them  in  the  discretion 
<>f  the  Council. 

Payment  of  Salary  to  Offical  Prosecutor. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  the 
Council  lias  power  to  appoint  an  official  prosecutor  as  an  officer  necessary  for  the  working  of 
the  Act,  and  to  provide  for  payment  to  such  official  prosecutor  of  a  reasonable  salary  out  n\' 
the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  Section  68  of  the  Act. 

Examination.     Time.     Place. 

I  am  of  opinion  that   Section  28  of    the  <  >ntario  .Medical   Act   confers  U]  •<  >n  the  <  '..uncil  an 

absolute  discretion  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  examinations  al  Torontooral    Kingston  or 

at  both  places  at    any  time   or    times,  snltject    onlj   bo    the    provision    that    such  examinations 
must    be  held  at   least   once  in  each  year. 
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The  above  are  all  the  points  that  occurred  to  me  under  the  headings  of  your  letter.  If 
there  are  any  other  questions  upon  which  an  opinion  is  desired  I  shall  be  pleased  to  consider 
them  at  your  request.

The  Registrar — I  again  wrote  Mr.  Osier  and  he  sent  me  this  : 

R.  A.  Pyiie,  Esq.,  M.D.,  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  Toronto. 

Dear  Sir, — Your  memorandum  asking  further  explanation  of  some  of  the  points  con- 
sidered in  my  opinion  of  June  23rd  ult. ,  has  been  handed  to  me. 

With  regard  to  the  payment  of  fees  and  expenses  to  members  of  Committees  other  than 
the  Executive  Committee,  I  am  of  opinion  that  members  of  such  other  Committees  are  not 
officers  to  whom  the  Council  can  pay  salaries  or  fees  under  Section  13  of  the  Act,  and  while,  as 
pointed  out  in  my  former  opinion,  there  would  seem  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  payment 
for  attendance  at  committee  meetings  is  provided  for  by  Section  12,  I  am  upon  the  whole  of 
opinion  that  in  so  far  as  the  work  of  Standing  Committees  is  necessary  for  carrying  the  Act 
into  effect,  the  Council  may  in  their  discretion  under  this  section  provide  for  the  payment  of 
fees  and  reasonable  travelling  expenses  to  members  attending  such  committee  meetings. 

The  right  to  pay  salaries  and  fees  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  expressly  provided  for 
by  Section  13  of  the  Act.  • 

It  is  expressly  provided  by  Section  13  of  the  Act  that  the  Council  must  direct  by  by-law 
the  time  and  manner  of  holding  examinations  at  either  Toronto  or  at  Kingston.

Dr.  Williams — Might  we  ask  to  have  those  two  clauses  in  the  two  letters  with  reference 
to  the  examinations  read  over  ;  as  it  strikes  me,  one  goes  one  way  and  the  other  the  other. 

The  President — That  would  be  a  discussion  of  the  matter. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  not  wish  it  discussed. 

The  Registrar  read  from  two  communications  as  requested. 

Dr.  Campbell — Is  it  a  fact  that  the  Council  does  direct  by  by-law  or  resolution  the 
holding  of  an  examination. 

The  President — It  is  by  regulation  laid  down  in  the  curriculum. 

Dr.  Campbell — Had  not  that  better  be  referred  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Com- 
mittee to  see  if  there  is  any  change  required  ;  I  am  not  sure  from  the  reading  of  those  com- 
munications, but  as  you  have  to  dispose  of  that  communication  in  some  way,  it  strikes  me 
it  would  be  well  to  refer  it  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee,  and  I  would  make  a 
motion  to  that  effect. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  objection  to  that  being  referred  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
Committee,  but  Mr.  Osier's  language  is  as  explicit  as  can  be  selected  in  the  English  tongue. 
We  have  no  question  raised  as  to  the  power  of  the  Council  to  appoint  a  place  and  time  for 
the  holding  of  examinations,  so  that  the  answer  that  was  first  read  does  not  cover  the  point 
raised  in  the  least.  The  answer  that  was  read  last  goes  to  the  pith  of  the  whole  matter,  and 
Mr.  Osier  gives  as  his  official  opinion  that  that  specific  section  of  the  Act  explicitly  demands 
that  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  examination  shall  be  settled  by  this  Council  on  a  by- 
law and  only  on  a  by-law. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  pretty  late  now,  and  some  of  the  gentlemen  might  wish  to  discuss  this 
matter,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  lay  it  over  for  future  consideration  ;  we  can  receive 
it  and  have  a  motion  made  to  discuss  it  at  some  future  time.  There  may  be  some  things  in 
it  that  we  would  all  like  to  look  into  a  little  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have 
this  matter  laid  over  for  future  discussion.  It  can  be  referred  to  a  committee  to  report  upon, 
and  I  would  second  Dr.  Campbell's  motion. 

The  Registrar  also  read  a  communication  from  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  giving  his  opinion  with 
regard  to  practitioners  who  allow  their  names  to  be  used  or  have  personally  aided  in  promot- 
ing the  sale  of  secret  proprietary  medicines  by  companies,  etc.,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Discipline  Committee. 

The  Kkoistrar  presented  the  credentials  of  the  new  members,  Drs.  Douglas  and 
Griffin. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  hardly  necessary  to  move  a  committee  on  credentials  ;  these  gentlemen 
have  already  taken  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Dr.  Sangster — What  is  the  rule  of  procedure  2 
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Dr.  Bray — The  rule  I  think  is  to  refer  those  things  to  a  Credential  Committee  and  I 
would  move  that  they  be  referred  to  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  be  named  by  the 
President. 

The  President — I  suggest  the  names  of  Drs.  Bray,  McLaughlin  and  Barrick  as  a  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  that  committee  should  meet  at  once. 

Dr.  Sangster — They  can  meet  the  first  thing  after  the  Council  adjourns. 

The  Registrar  read  communication  from  Dr.  H.  Cooper  asking  permission  to  practice  ; 
the  Prosecutors  Annual  Report ;  W.  A.  McCarthy  asking  to  be  allowed  to  take  the  final 
examination  in  the  fall  ;  Edward  B.  Oliver  asking  to  be  permitted  to  take  the  final  examina- 
tion in  the  fall  ;  W.  B.  Carter  asking  permission  to  practice  ;  as  to  Dr.  Carter,  now  in  the 
Central  Prison  ;  from  Dr.  Mallock  asking  for  permit  to  practice  ;  D.  G.  Ruthven  asking 
permit  to  practice,  which  were  referred  to  the  respective  committees. 

The  Registrar  read  communication  from  H.  E.  Allen  thanking  the  Council  for  the 
report  made  last  year. 

Dr.  Campbell — That  might  be  filed.  That  as  I  understand  is  a  communication  of 
thanks  for  something  this  Council  has  done.     I  move  that  it  be  filed. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  second  that. 

Dr  Williams — I  suggest  it  be  read  that  we  may  know  what  is  in  it. 

The  Registrar  read  communication  from  H.  E.  Allen. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  renew  my  motion  that  this  be  filed. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Registrar  read  a  number  of  other  communications  which  were  referred  to  the 
respective  committees. 

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  know  if  the  by-laws  in  the  Annual  Announcement  are  a 
correct  transcript  of  the  original  copies. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  believe  they  are,  as  far  as  I  know.     I  think  they  are  exact. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  also  to  know  why  the  sub-clauses  of  the  Finance  Committee's 
Report  of  last  year  are  not  numbered  as  passed  by  the  Council,  and  why  the  clauses  of  the 
report  referring  to  the  Auditor's  remuneration  struck  out  by  the  Council  is  still  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  ?     It  will  be  found  on  pages  140  and   141  of  the  proceedings  of  last  year. 

The  President — The  Printing  Committee  will  be  responsible  for  that. 

Dr.  Armour — The  Printing  Committee  are  not  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  these 
reports.     I  think  Dr.  Pyne  has  the  supervision  of  them. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  think  the  members  of  the  Council  will  bear  me  out  how  difficult  it  is, 
when  last  year  this  report  was  run  through  in  a  few  minutes,  to  do  this,  and  something  may 
have  got  in  perhaps  improperly  but  it  is  the  transcript  of  what  I  have  got  and  what  I  believed 
to  be  passed. 

Dr.  Armour — That  clause  referring  to  the  remuneration  of  the  Auditor  that  we  threw 
out  is  still  in  the  Committee's  Report.  You  will  find  the  resolution  near  the  bottom  of  page 
141. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  suppose  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  did  not  strike  it 
out.     I  have  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  I  can  look  it  up. 

Dr.  Armour — I  called  attention  to  this  for  the  purpose  of  holding  some  one  responsible 
for  the  correctness  of  the  reports.  I  also  desire  to  know  how  many  of  the  medical  prac- 
titioners have  taken  out  the  annual  certificates  during  the  past  year  as  required  by  Section 
41a,  clause  1,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Every  registered  practitioner  shall  obtain  from 
the  Registrar  annually  before  the  last  day  of  December  in  each  year  a  certificate  under  the 
seal  of  the  College  that  he  is  a  duly  registered  medical  practitioner. 

The  President — We  are  able  to  answer  that  question.  There  are  1,537  in  Ontario  who 
have. 

Dr.  Sangster — Might  I  suggest  that  I  think  it  is  hardly  fair  to  do  otherwise  than  follow 
the  parliamentary  practice.  I  feel  that  Dr.  Pyne  should  not  be  required  at  a  moment's 
notice  to  answer  a  question  of  that  kind  ;  that  a  notice  of  inquiry  in  a  case  of  that  kind 
should  be  given  so  as  to  let  the  officers  of  the  Council  prepare  their  replies  to  them. 

The  Presii>knt  I  have  looked  over  the  matter  myself  and  I  know  for  a  fact  that  that 
number  have  paid  their  fees. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Sangster's  contention  is  the  correct  one.  I  have  no  doubt  that  in 
parliament  a  member  will  give  notice  of  what  he  requires.  It  is  Impossible  to  answers 
member  off-hand,  and  I  think  that  matter  might  betaken  into  consideration  l.\  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  Committee  and  have  a  clause  pui  in  to  thai  effect. 

Dr.  Campbell  Thai  can  be  easily  gotten  over.  It' an  (.nicer  of  the  Council  is  not  pre 
pared  at  tiie  moment  to  answer  he  can  simply  say;  I  cannot  answer  it  now.  I  will  answer  al 
the  next  session  or  at  the  session  following. 
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Dr.  Logan — Our  Registrar  is  a  very  extraordinary  person  ;  he  is  able  to  answer  any 
question  almost  instantly. 

Dr.  Williams — On  page  36  of  the  Announcement  at  the  bottom  you  will  find  a  resolu- 
tion was  carried  giving  instruction  to  the  Educational  Committee  to  leave  out  the  names  of 
those  persons  who  had  matriculated,  those  who  have  passed  first,  second  and  third  year  exam- 
inations and  those  who  had  obtained  their  membership  through  examination  and  substitute 
therefor  the  names  of  the  registered  practitioners  who  have  become  registered  since  the 
publication  of  the  last  Register;  that  was  an  instruction  which  has  not  been  carried  out. 
Was  there  any  good  and  sufficient  reason  why  it  was  not  carried  out  ? 

The  President — I  am  not  able  to  answer  that  question. 

Dr.  Williams — The  Printing  Committee  was  to  carry  it  out. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  ask  you,  further  down  on  the  page,  why  it  was  not  referred  directly  to 
the  Printing  Committee  '. 

Dr.  Williams — Yes  ;  and  you  will  find  the  Chairman  of  the  Printing  Committee  says, 
•"  This  motion  appears  to  me  to  be  so  reasonable  that  we  ought  to  pass  it  without  any  further 
discussion,"  and  it  was  understood  the  Printing  Committee  was  to  carry  the  matter  out. 

Dr.  Pyne — When  the  Printing  Committee  met,  I  brought  that  matter  before  them,  and 
I  asked  Dr.  Britton.  as  Chairman  of  the  Educational  Committee  to  come  down  and  meet 
with  them,  which  was  done,  and  the  doctor  said  it  had  not  been  sufficiently  considered  by 
the  Council,  although  you  sent  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  on  to  the  Education 
Committee,  and  he  said  the  lists  must  appear,  and  I  will  take  the  responsibility  of  it. 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  correct ;  so  much  work  had  come  before  the  Education  Committee. 
Sou  will  find  about  the  middle  of  page  36,  which  has  been  referred  to,  that  that  was  one 
of  the  matters  referred  to  the  Education  Committee,  so  that  while  it  had  come  before  that 
Committee  it  was  really  impossible  to  discharge  the  work  in  full  or  even  this  part  of  it  ;  it 
would  have  taken  some  time  to  go  over  the  Announcement  and  remove  the  names  coming 
under  these  classes,  so  that  in  conference  with  the  Printing  Committee  I  did  state  what  Dr. 
Pyne  has  stated  now. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  on 
Wednesday,  at  ten  o'clock,  a.m. 


Second    Day. 

Wednesday,  July  7th,  1897. 

The  Council  met  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  according  to  motion  for  adjournment. 

President  Thorburn  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  :  Drs. 
Armour,  Barrick,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham, 
Hanly,  Henderson,  Luton,  Machell,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers,  Roome, 
Sangster,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  confirmed  and  signed  by 
the-Presi  lent. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

No.  1.  Dr.  Brock — That  he  would  move  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council 
regarding  the  conducting  of  examinations. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 
None. 

Motions  of  Which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  gave  notice  yesterday  of  a  motion  to  amend  By-Law  No.  39.  With  your 
permission  I  now  beg  leave  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  By-Law  — ,  to  amend  By- 
Law  No.  .'39,  be  now  read  for  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Armour — You  are  introducing  a  by-law  ?  • 

Dr.  Rogers — Certainly. 

Dr.  Armour — The  orders  of  the  day  must  be  followed  in  the  regular  order.  My  notice 
of  motion  was  given  before  yours,  and  therefore  it  comes  first. 

Dr.  Rogers — What  rule  is  that  ? 

Dr.  Armour — That  is  a  common  rule. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin  -There  is  a  point  of  order  involved  just  now,  if  Dr.  Rogers  is  allowed 
to  proceed.  I  submit  that  the  proper  method  of  proceeding  with  notices  of  motion  is  to  take 
them  as  they  are  handed  in.  That  is  unquestionably  the  rule  under  such  circumstances  that 
the  first  notice  of  motion  be  given  precedence. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  President  called  for  motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given  ;  I  hap-' 
pened  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  President  first,  and  consequently  I  went  ahead.  I  am  quite 
willing  to  allow  Dr.  Armour  to  precede  me. 

Dr.  Armour — I  withdraw  my  objection. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  make  a  motion,  whicn  you  have  in  your  hands,  that  By-Law  No.  — ,  to 
amend  By-Law  No.  39,  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  still  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  think  this  ought  to  be  determined. 
Are  we  to  take  up  notices  of  motion  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been  handed  in,  or  not  ? 

The  President — Take  them  up  in  their  proper  order.  I  think,  gentlemen,  we  should 
not  dwell  on  technicalities  and  little  things  of  no  vital  importance.  It  is  only  wasting  the 
time  of  the  Council,  and,  therefore,  even  if  it  is  not  altogether  in  form  you  should  not  try  to 
retard  the  meeting  beyond  what  is  necessary.     I  rule  you  are  right,  Dr.  McLaughlin. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  not  have  raised  the  point,  only  another  gentleman  put  in  a 
notice  to  amend  this  same  by-law  before  Dr.  Rogers  did.  I  think  the  gentleman  who  put 
in  the  first  notice  of  motion  to  amend  that  by-law  should  have  the  priority.  Certainly,  it  is 
right. 

Dr.  Rogers — When  was  the  notice  of  motion  given  ? 

The  Registrar — The  first,  Dr.  Armour  ;  Dr.  Geikie,  No.  2  ;  Dr.  Geikie,  No.  3  ;  Dr. 
Brock,  No.  4  ;  Dr.  Sangster,  No.  5,  and  Dr.  Rogers,  No.  6. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  would  like  to  know  on  what  ground  that  is  the  ruling  ? 

The  President— The  different  general  orders  of  the  day  are  to  be  considered  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  handed  in. 

Dr.  Rogers — Where  is  the  rule  that  the  person  who  gives  the  first  notice  shall  have  his 
notice  of  motion  considered  first  ? 

The  President — I  think  that  is  common  practice. 

Dr.  Rogers — There  is  no  rule  in  our  by-laws  to  that  effect.     There  never  has  been  a  rule 
to  that  effect.     I  have  been  in  this  Council  a  good  many  years,  and  I  have  always  seen  tha 
the  man  who  got  to  his  feet  first  got  the  hearing. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  ask  whether  you  have  passed  the  order  of  reading  of  notices  of 
motion  % 

Dr.  Rogers  —Yes. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  thought  you  took  up  some  other  business. 

The  President — I  called  for  them  before. 

Dr  Rogers — We  have  a  certain  set  of  rules,  therefore  I  would  like  to  have  the  ruling. 

The  President — I  don't  know  that  there  is  any  particular  rule  bearing  on  it ;  but  I 
think  it  is  parliamentary  that  they  should  be  taken  in  the  order  of  presentation,  if  the  parties 
are  present. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  don't  think  so.     There  is  no  parliamentary  rule — 

The  President — Common  usage. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  If  the  gentleman  is  not  satisfied,  let  him  ask 
the  ruling  of  the  Council  without  further  discussion. 

Dr.  Rogers — Well,  go  on. 

The  President — You  do  not  ask  for  it  % 

Dr.  Rogers — No. 

Dr.  Armour — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  leave  be  given  to  introduce  a  by- 
law entitled  a  by-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  39,  with  regard  to  the  reading  of  bills  and  pro- 
ceedings thereon,  and  that  the  same  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Armour  read  the  by-law  a  first  time.  By-law  No.  — ,  a  by-law  to  amend  By-Law 
No.  39  with  regard  to  the  reading  of  bills  and  proceedings  thereon. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary 'and  expedient  to  amend  By-Law  No.  39,  therefore  be  it  enacted 
that  Sections  1,  2  and  3,  under  "By-Laws,"  of  By-Law  No.  39  be  and  are  herein 
appealed  and  the  following   substituted  therefor  : 

1.  Every     bill     shall     be  introduced    upon    motion    for  leave  specifying   the  title    of 

the  bill,  or  upon  motion  of  a  committee  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  bill. 

2.  No  bill  shall  be  introduced  either  in  blank  or  in  an  imperfect  shape. 

.'!.      Every  bill  shall  receive   three  several  readings. 

4.  The  question  that  this  bill  be  qotr  read  a  first  time  shall    be  decided  without  amend 
nient  or  debate  and  every  l>ill  after  receiving  a  second  reading  shall  be  considered 
in  committee  of  the  whole,  cadi  clause  in  its  proper  order,  then  the  preamble  and 
then  t  he  t  it  le  and  shall  l>c  read  a  t  hird  t  hue  before  n  is  signed  by  I  lie  President, 
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5.  The    Registrar  shall  endorse  on  all  bills  the  dates  of  the  several  readings  and  be  re- 

sponsible for  their  correctness  should  they  be  amended. 

6.  All  by-laws  adopted  by  the  Council  shall,  immediately  after  being  sealed  by  the  seal 

of  the  College  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Registrar,  be  deposited  by  the  Reg- 
istrar for  security  in  the  safe  connected  with  his  office. 

7.  Every  by-law  which  has   passed  the    Council  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 

Announcement. 

Dr.  Armour — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  by-law  just  read  a  first 
time,  entitled  a  by-law  to  amend  By-Law  No.  39  in  regard  to  the  reading  of  bills  and  proceed- 
ings thereon  be  now  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  a  second  readme:. 

The  President — Is  that  your  pleasure  ? 

Dr.  Williams — Before  we  get  a  second  reading  or  refer  it  to  Committee  of  the  Whole 
it  would  be  wise  to  see  if  the  Council  adopt  this  as  the  first  reading  of  the  by-law. 

The  President — It  has  been  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Williams — I  don't  understand  that  it  has  been  put  to  the  Council.  The  motion 
should  be  :  Shall  this  constitute  the  first  reading  of  the  by-law  ?  If  the  Council  adopt  that 
then  the  by-law  has  been  considered  to  be  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think,  Mr.  President,  I  moved  the  motion  that  is  placed  in  your  hands. 
I  understood  that  leave  was  given  to  read  it  a  first  time  ;  then  I  read  it  a  first  time  ;  then  the 
next  practice  is  to  move  that  it  be  read  the  second  time. 

Dr.  Williams — When  it  is  read  the  first  time  it  should  be  put  to  the  Council.  Shall 
this  constitute  the  first  reading  ?  If  that  is  carried  then  it  is  marked  as  having  been  read  a 
first  time. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Williams  is  right,  but  I  do  not  see  any  use  in  wasting  time  over  these 
little  quibbles,  one  is  just  as  good  as  the  other.  I  am  perfectly  willing  it  should  be  taken 
either  way,  but  the  way  Dr.  Williams  has  described  is  the  practice.  What  I  am  objecting  to 
is  taking  exception  to  every  one  of  these  little  things  ;  let  them  go  and  let  us  go  on  with  the 
regular  business  of  the  Council. 

The  President  put  the  question  and  the  Council  consented  that  this  should  constitute 
the  first  reading  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Armour  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  by-law  just  read  a  first  time  be 
now   referred   to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  a  second  reading. 

The  President  stated  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Barrick  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  will  ask  that  the  by-law  be  read. 

The  Chairman — Is  it  your  pleasure  that  we  should  proceed  with  the  second  reading 
this  by-law. 

Dr.  Roome — I  don't  think  that  this  is  customary  at  all.  I  never  saw  it.  I  don't  think 
it  is  customary  to  have  the  second  reading  immediately  after  the  first  reading.  I  don't  think 
there  is  any  parliamentary  practice  in  regard  to  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — Let  Dr.  Barrick  read  the  by-law  for  our  information. 

The  Chairman — The  Council  is  now  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering this  by-law. 

The  Chairman  read  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Bray — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Armour  what  this  by-law  is. 

Dr.  Armour — It  is  shown  at  page  li.  under  "By-Laws." 

The  Chairman — Is  it  your  pleasure  that  this  by-law  be  taken  up  clause  by  clause.  ? 

Dr.  Roome — I  think  this  would  be  a  very  important  amendment  to  our  by-laws  and  I 
think  that  it  should  be  typewritten  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  and  left  over 
until  another  meeting  of  the  Council.  We  are  going  at  this  hurriedly  and  we  may  pass  it 
through  and  then  want  to  vary  it  subsequently.  As  you  have  read  it,  and  as  it  has  been 
read  to  us  I  do  not  comprehend  it  fully.  I  would  move  that  this  be  left  over,  typewritten, 
and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  so  that  they  may  peruse  it. 

Dr.  Bray — I  second  that. 

Dr.  Armour — The  question  that  has  just  now  arisen  shows  the  necessity  for  this  by- 
law. The  rules  and  regulations  we  have  been  proceeding  under  with  regard  to  by-laws  here 
are  such  that  I  have  not  had  the  proper  opportunity  to  discuss  the  general  details  of  this  by- 
law until  we  come  here  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  then  the  crstom  is  .to  discuss  it 
clause  by  clause.  Every  by-law  brought  in  should  be  read  a  first  time  so  that  the  members 
will  be  possessed  of  the  nature  of  the  by-law  ;  that  should  be  read  without  debate  or  amend- 
ment ;  you  may  vote  it  down  on  its  first  reading  but  you  should  not  debate  it.  After  you 
have  its  first  reading  then  it  should  be  moved  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  the  general 
nature  of  the  by-law  should  be  discussed  during  that  second  reading  ;  the  general  discussion 
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should  then  proceed,  when  amendments  may  be  made  at  that  stage  ;  After  it  has  a  second 
reading  and  it  is  amended,  if  so  desired,  then  it  will  be  referred  to  Committee  of  the 
Whole  and  considered  more  particularly  clause  by  clause. 

Dr.  Emory — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  what  immediately 
follows  the  by-laws  ;  it  says  :  ' '  No  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  made  unless  the  notice,  setting  forth  the  proposed  amendment 
or  addition,  shall  have  been  given  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  the  same  comes  up 
for  discussion,  and  all  resolutions  of  the  Council  inconsistent  with  the  above  rules  and  regu- 
lations are  hereby  repealed."  That  was  not  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  motion,  consequently 
we  are  discussing  matter  contrary  to  that  regulation. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  the  notice  of  motion  was  quite  sufficient. 

The  Chairman — Do  you  object  to  the  motion  of  Dr.  Roome  ? 

Dr.  Armour — I  am  objecting  qualifiedly  ;  I  think  the  members  will  agree  with  me  re- 
garding the  matter. 

Dr.  Emory — I  call  for  the  ruling  of  the  chair  as  to  whether  this  is  in  order.  It  was 
simply  said  that  this  was  a  by-law  to  amend  By-Law  No.  39  and  the  proposed  amendments 
or  additions  were  not  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — It  was  set  forth  in  these  particulars,  "  A  by-law  to  amend  by-law  No.  39, 
with  regard  to  the  reading  of  bills  and  proceedings  thereon."  That  covers  the  whole 
matter. 

Dr.  Emory — This  section  I  have  read  tells  you  that  it  shall  contain  the  proposed  amend- 
ments or  additions. 

The  Chairman — If  we  can  take  Dr.  Roome's  motion  it  will  settle  the  whole  business. 
According  to  the  strict  reading  of  this,  no  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the  foregoing 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made  unless  the  notice  setting  forth  the  proposed  amendment 
or  addition  shall  have  been  given  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  the  same  comes  up 
for  discussion,  and  all  resolutions  of  the  Council  inconsistent  with  the  above  rules  and 
regulations  are  hereby  repealed.  It  is  just  a  question  whether  the  members  of  this  Council 
were  seized  of  the  form  of  the  changes  proposed  by  Dr.  Armour.  If  there  is  any  doubt 
upon  it  I  think  we  should  not  proceed,  and  there  seems  to  me — 

Dr.  Armour — You  cannot  discuss  it  from  the  chair.     I  will  have  to  call  you  to  order. 

Dr.  Williams — We  have  acepted  the  bill,  and  we  have  read  it  a  first  time,  and  we  have 
gone  into  Committee  of  the,, Whole  to  discuss  it  ;  then  some  one  commences  to  complain  that 
it  is  out  of  order  and  ought  to  be  thrown  out  altogether — it  looks  to  me  very  much  like 
child's  play  and  I  have  no  sympathy  with  that  kind  of  work  at  all.  The  by-law  which  is 
before  the  Council  is  to  amend  this  procedure.  My  conviction  is,  that  this  By-law  No.  39, 
needs  amending  very  materially  from  first  to  last,  and  this  part  that  is  brought  in  to-day  is 
just  simply  to  get  it  before  the  Council  and  to  get  that  discussed  and  considered,  and  when 
that  is  done,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  want  it  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations,  or  some  other  committee,  together  with  Dr.  Rogers'  amendment  and  all  other 
amendments,  so  that  by  another  year  we  may  have  a  thoroughly  digested  and  complete  set 
of  rules  to  take  the  place  of  No.  39  from  first  to  last.  The  object  of  getting  this  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  is,  that  the  Council  may  become  seized  of  the  whole  questions  of 
facts  in  it.  I  think  it  is  child's  play  to  go  on  and  carp  and  keep  the  business  back  in  this 
way.  I  think  I  understand  it  now,  the  proposition  is  to  change  the  method  of  introducing 
a  by-law  in  the  Council.  Any  of  you  who  have  had  business  to  do  with  the  Council  in  the 
past  know  they  are  old  regulations  and  are  not  in  harmony  with  those  of  Parliament,  or 
municipal  councils  or  anything  else,  they  are  simply  a  set  of  rules  that  were  adopted  here, 
and  they  are  obsolete  and  put  every  member  of  the  Council  at  cross  purposes  when  they 
come  to  carry  through  a  by-law.  The  object  of  this  by-law  is  to  get  them  in  harmony 
with  the  adopted  system  in  the  country,  so  that  a  man  who  comes  here  knowing  some- 
thing about  a  by-law  knows  how  to  take  it  up  and  proceed,  and  does  not  have  to  go  in 
and  learn  his  A  B  C's  over  again. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  must  rule  that  we  are  perfectly  in  order  in  discussing  this  matter 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  There  was  no  objection  taken  when  it  was  proposed  to  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  discuss  this  matter,  and  the  Council  decided  we  should  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  clearly  we  are  now  in  order  to  proceed. 

Dr.   Bra?  rose  as  if  fco  speak. 

Dr.  M<Lai<;hlin  Dr.  Armour  was  proceeding  in  his  speech  when  this  point  of  order 
was  raised,  therefore  Dr.  Armour  has  the  floor. 

Dr.  Beat— »I  was  going  to  compliment  Dr.  Armour.  I  was  just  going  t<.  say  t«.  avoid 
discussion,  if  Dr.  Armour  will  make  his  remarks  short  and  agree  with  the  motion  Dr. 
Roome  has  made,  that  this  be  printed  ami  gives  to  all  the  members  ^i  the  Council  so  that 
all  the  members  can  discuss  it,   then  1  would  be  glad  to  have  Dr.  Armour  £o  on.     But  1  do 

M"'   wish  to  take  up  the  time  now  when  we  will  have  lots  of  time  to  discuss  it. 
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Dr.  Armour — 1  only  wanted  to  conclude  that  I  do  not  disapprove  of  having  this  by-law 
typewritten  and  placed  before  the  members  before  it  is  finally  adopted,  but  I  think  the 
better  procedure  would  be  to  go  on  and  consider  it  first,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and 
then  have  it  typewritten  and  presented  to  the  members  before  it  gets  the  third  reading. 
Our  rules  and  regulations  are  such  now  that  we  cannot  proceed  very  well  with  the  by-law  in 
any  other  way.  I  think  Dr.  Roome  should  withdraw  his  motion  and  allow  it  to  be  discussed 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  then  we  can  have  it  typewritten,  and  perhaps  referred  to 
some  other  committee  for  consideration. 

Dr.  Roome — I  am  not  prepared  to  discuss  this  until  we  know  what  we  are  discussing. 
On  the  second  reading  of  any  matter  coming  before  any  body  they  should  know  what  they 
are  reading.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  what  changes  should  be  made.  By  passing  my 
resolution  we  can  soon  have  it  in  form  and  then  we  could  vote  intelligently  and  assist  in 
discussing  it.  I  think  we  all  should  have  a  voice  in  the  discussion  before  the  Committee  of 
the  whole  house. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  think  that  view  is  quite  correct.  People  who  are  making  speeches 
understand  everything,  but  the  general  members  of  the  Council  require  to  have  a  thing  of 
that  kind  so  that  they  can  look  it  over. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  proper  way  to  dispose  of  this  is  that  it  should  go  to  the  Com- 
mitttee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  then,  if  that  Committee  thinks  it  wise  that  it  should  go 
over  for  another  year,  or  if  the  Council,  after  it  comes  back,  thinks  it  should  go  over  then 
is  the  time  to  do  it.  But  we  will  make  progress  by  taking  that  by-law  before  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  Regulations,  then  it  will  come  back  to  us  properly  crystalized  and  in  a  way 
that  we  can  deal  with  it. 

Dr.  Roome — I  am  obliged  to  Dr.  McLaughlin.  I  think  Dr.  Rogers'  motion,  and  Dr. 
Armour's,  and  every  other  motion  should  be  printed,  and  in  that  way  we  can  discuss  it  and 
understand  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Roome.  I  think  the  whole  procedure  of  putting 
through  a  by-law  of  such  importance  as  to  change  the  system  under  which  we  have  done  the 
business  of  this  Council  for  years,  is  one  which  ought  to  be  very  carefully  considered.  It 
seems  to  me  where  there  is  a  radical  change  to  be  made  in  our  procedure,  such  as  is  pro- 
I  ><  ised  by  Dr.  •  Armour,  he  should  have  at  least  asked  for  a  special  committee  in  order  to 
discuss  the  whole  subject  of  By-law  No.  39  ;  inasmuch  as  he  has  not  done  that  I  quite  agree 
with  Dr.  Roome's  resolution  which  is  to  have  typewritten  copies  made  of  Dr.  Armour's 
proposition  and  give  them  to  the  members  ;  then,  if  necessary,  the  by-law  which  I  have 
brought  in  could  also  be  included,  and  the  members  could  have  a  copy  of  each,  and  it  could 
be  discussed  intelligently.  I  think  Dr.  Roome's  motion  to  have  this  proposed  by-law  tpye- 
written  and  a  copy  given  to  each  member  is  not  only  a  proper  one,  but  one  which  we  ought 
all  to  support. 

The  Chairman — Are  you  ready  for  the  motion  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  move  in  amendment  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report  progress 
to  the  Council,  so  that  the  Council  can  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Dr.  Rogers — Your  motion  would  be  correct  and  proper  after  Dr.  Roome's  motion  has 
been  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  ;  if  that  motion  is  carried  the  whole  thing  is  killed. 

Dr.  Roome — After  deciding  whether  Ave  shall  do  this  we  will  rise  and  report  progress  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Dr.  Williams — The  objection  I  take  to  Dr.  Roome's  motion,  and  the  only  objection  is 
that  I  think  this  should  go  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  first,  then  Dr.  Rogers 
amendment  goes  there  and  all  other  amendments,  and  when  they  have  crystalized  something 
into  shape  and  put  the  whole  thing  in  typewritten  form,  it  can  then  come  before  the  Council. 
That  is  the  way  in  which  I  think  Dr.  Roome  is  rather  blocking  up  our  progress.  In  the  way 
I  suggest  the  matter  could  be  dealt  with  intelligently. 

Dr.  Bray — What  I  object  to  is  this,  Dr.  Armour  brings  in  a  by-law,  he  wants  it  dis- 
cussed now  though  nobody  but  himself  knows  the  exact  wording  of  the  by-law  he  is  going  to 
introduce.  I  say  I  may  be  obtuse,  but  I  don't  think  there  is  anybody  who  can  give  it  an  in- 
telligent consideration  unless  he  has  something  before  him  and  can  follow  Dr.  Armour  as  he 
goes  along,  and  the  only  way  to  do  that  is  to  have  it  typewritten  as  is  proposed  in  the  motion 
of  Dr.  Roome.  Why  should  we  go  into  committee  of  the  whole  now  to  discuss  this  by-law  if 
it  has  to  be  referred  to  a  committee  ?  I  do  not  know  that  this  Council  ever  passed  a  by-law 
and  then  referred  it  to  a  committee.  Not  at  all.  The  by-law  may  be  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee and  afterwards  to  the  Council.  I  am  sorry  I  have  to  take  up  so  much  time  to  press  my 
views  upon  the  members,  but  I  say  we  want  to  have  it  under  our  notice  so  that  we  can  dis- 
cuss it  intelligently,  or  at  least  understand  it.  I  may  say  I  don't  understand  it  at  all  the  way 
it  has  been  put. 

Dr.  S.\n<;ster — We  are  wasting  needlessly  a  good  deal  of  time  ;  there  is  no  intention  of 
passing  the  by-law  and  then  having  it  typewritten.     Before  that  subject  comes  up  for  final 
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discussion  this  and  other  amendments  will  be  typewritten  and  submitted  to  the  Council,  and 
only  after  full  discussion  thereupon  will  the  by-law  or  the  changes  in  the  by-law  eventually 
be  made.     It  looks  to  me  like  a  childish  way  of  wasting  time. 

Dr.  Rogers  -  I  think  that  is  not  altogether  correct,  but  one  thing  I  would  say,  that  if  this 
by-law  or  the  proposed  by-law  is  ever  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations 
we  have  no  guarantee,  judging  from  the  past,  that  it  will  ever  be  resurrected.  We  referred 
several  by-laws  last  year  to  that  committee  ;  one  was  to  amend  this  very  section  of  by-law 
No.  39  ;  the  committee  brought  in  a  report,  but  never  said  anything  about  the  proposed 
amendment.  If  Dr.  Armour  wishes  to  have  his  proposed  by-law  ever  become  law,  and  if 
that  by-law  has  virtue  in  it,  the  proposal  of  Dr.  Roome  is  one  that  ought  to  have  received 
his  approval'  at  the  very  beginning,  but  he  objects  to  it.  Dr.  Williams  says,  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations.  Everybody  who  has  had  any  experi- 
ence knows  that  the  rules  and  regulations  committee  have  so  much  to  do  that  they  will  not 
be  able  to  discuss  it.  I  think  what  Dr.  Roome  says  should  be  done  and  then  if  necessary 
we  can  refer  it  to  a  special  committee. 

Dr.  Armour— I  don't  propose  to  cut  off  the  full  discussion  of  this  by-law  after  it  is 
printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  members  ;  it  is  only  the  first  consideration  of  the  by-law 
that  comes  up  in  this  Committee  of  the  Whole.  We  have,  by  motion  of  the  Council,  resolved 
ourselves  into  committee  of  the  whole  for  the  purpose  of  reading  this  by-law  a  second  time. 
I  think  we  should  read  this  by-law  a  second  time  and  then  go  out  of  committee  of  the  whole 
and  move  that  the  by-law  be  printed  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions for  further  consideration  ;  it  will  then  come  up  again  at  a  subsequent  stage  in  this 
Council  for  the  third  time,  and  at  that  time  every  member  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
criticise  the  by-law  and  propose  such  amendments  as  he  desires. . 

Dr.  Moore — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Williams.  I  think  this  very  committee  is  the  com- 
mittee in  which  we  should  have  a  printed  or  typewritten  copy  of  this  by-law  before  us.  It 
is  only  in  committee  of  the  whole  that  a  man  has  an  opportunity  of  speaking  more  than  once, 
and  when  we  get  into  a  third  reading  it  will  be  shut  off  in  a  few  minutes  ;  this  is  the  place 
where  all  explanations  should  be  given,  and  this  is  the  only  place  where  full  discussion  can 
take  place.  Why  should  not  this  Council  desire  to  have  every  member  acquainted  with  the 
changes  in  the  by-law  ?  These  by-laws  we  are  now  about  to  amend  were  under  consideration 
for  three  years,  and  for  two  years  under  the  consideration  of  the  committee  ;  and  when  a 
typewritten  copy  was  laid  upon  the  desk  of  every  member  they  were  then  relegated  back  for 
another  year.  I  felt  then  when  they  came  up  they  were  imperfect,  and  I  feel  now  it  would 
be  a  great  injustice  to  push  forward  anything  in  a  hurry.  Let  us  have  full  time  to  discuss  it 
and  understand  it,  and  give  it  the  best  judgment  we  have. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Roome,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  proposed  by-law  be 
typewritten  and  a  copy  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  member  of  the  Council,  which,  on  a  vote 
being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  Committee  rise. 

Dr.  Armour — I  move  that  we  proceed  with  the  consideration  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  moved  before  that  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report. 

The  Chairman  stated  Dr.  Rogers'  motion,  which  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was 
declared  carried. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  rose. 

President  Thorburn  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  great  pleasure  in  moving,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  a  letter 
of  condolence  be  sent  to  the  relatives  of  each  of  the  gentlemen  named  in  my  motion.  As  to 
the  late  Dr.  Aikins,  the  Treasurer,  I  do  not  need  to  say  anything  whatever  in  regard  to  his 
services  to  this  Council  during  many  years  ;  the  Council  lay  very  near  his  heart,  and  a  more 
faithful  servant  than  Dr.  Aikins  nobody  ever  had,  and  it  well  becomes  us  to  express  our 
sympathy  with  his  family  in  their  loss  by  his  recent  death.  I  may  say  perhaps  here  what  a 
good  many  members  of  this  Council  are  not  aware  of,  that  for  years  Dr.  Aikins.  from  his 
feeling  of  attachment  to  this  Council  and  his  devotion  to  its  interests,  had  liis  own  name  down 
on  notes,  was  involved  in  personal  responsibility  for  thousands  of  dollars,  without  which  the 
business  of  this  Council  at  that  time  could  not  have  been  successfully  carried  on  ;  and  I  have 
pleasure  in  saying,  and  it  is  only  just  to  say,  that  the  President's  own  name  ami  the  name  of 
at  least  another  member  of  the  Council,  was  down  in  the  same  way.  To  Dr.  Aikins  for  his 
services  we  are  greatly  indebted,  and  his  memory  deserves  this  tribute  as  the  very  Least  we 
can  do.  With  regard  to  the  late  Dr.  Rosebrugh  we  sympathise  with  his  friends,  and  we  all 
grieve  over  his  loss  ;  and  Dr.  Harris,  of  course,  IS  fresh  in  your  memory.  With  regard  to 
Drs.  Bergin  and  Miller,  whom  I  have  taken  in  my  motion,  although  they  weir  m>t  members 
of  this  Council  ;  of  course  Dr.  Bergin's  memory  is  fresh  in  everybody's  recollection  :  he  was 
indefatigable  in  his  work,  whether  he  agreed  with  us  always  or  whether  he  did  noi  The 
sympathy  of  this  body  should  also  be  expressed  in  the  case  of  the  late  Dr.  Miller,  not  Long  a 
member  of  this  Council,   who  by  his  gentlemanliness  and  gentlemanly  bearing,   won  the

affection  of  everybody.     I  have  great  pleasure,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  this  motion. 

Dr.  Moorhouse— As  seconder  of  this  motion,  I  quite  heartily  endorse  all  that  Dr. 
Geikie  has  stated.  Dr.  Aikins  was  Treasurer,  I  believe,  ever  since  the  first  inception  of 
this  Council,  in  1866,  and  it  involved  a  very  great  responsibility,  not  only  the  responsibility 
of  labor,  but  a  pecuniary  responsibility,  in  which  he  many  times  very  ably  helped  the  Council, 
and  I  think  that  it  is  nothing  but  right  that  we  should  forward  to  his  family  our  expression 
of  condolence.  Also,  to  the  family  of  our  ex-President,  the  late  Dr.  Harris  ;  he  was  an  old 
fellow-student  of  my  own  ;  I  have  known  him  very  intimately  for  nearly  thirty  years,  and 
I  can  quite  truly  speak  of  his  sterling  worth  ;  he  also  was,  for  a  long  time,  a  member  of  this 
Council,  and  I  think  every  man  that  has  come  in  contact  with  him  cannot  but  bear  out  the 
very  glowing  remarks  that  the  mover,  Dr.  Geikie,  has  made  respecting  his  name.  Although 
every  member  of  the  Council  may  not  have  seen  eye  to  eye  with  him,  neither  can  we  all  with 
one  another,  but  I  am  sure  Dr.  Harris  always  worked  with  a  true  eye  for  the  good  of  the 
profession  in  general. 

The  President— There  cannot  be  two  opinions  as  to  the  remarks  that  have  been  made 
in  reference  to  our  departed  friends.  All  these  different  gentlemen  distinguished  them- 
selves, not  only  in  the  Council  but  in  the  country  generally  ;  they  were  men  of  note.  I 
take  it  for  granted  that  there  cannot  be  any  objection  to  the  motion.  Let  us  approve  of 
this  resolution  by  a  standing  vote. 

The  members  of  the  Council  arose  in  a  body. 

The  President — I  declare  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  in  the  interests  of  economy,  it 
is  unnecessary  to  have  verbatim  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  at  its  various 
sittings  ;  that  the  correct  reports  kept  always  for  years  past  by  the  Registrar  are  and 
shall  hereafter  be  deemed  all  that  is  required,  and  will  be  more  likely  to  be  read  by  the 
profession  than  the  very  lengthy  and  costly  reports  sent  out  for  some  time  past.  My 
motion  is  not  aimed  at  the  stenographer  ;  he  will  of  course  know  that  there  is  no  ill-feeling 
at  all  with  regard  to  anybody,  but  it  is  simply  and  solely,  as  the  motion  states,  in  the 
interests  of  economy.  It  is  not  merely  the  cost  of  the  stenographic  report,  but  the  cost  of 
printing  ;  think  of  the  cost  of  postage  for  this  large  quantity  of  matter.  I  think  a  synopsis, 
such  as  the  Registrar  has  always  given — they  are  correct  enough  for  the  Council — is  enough 
to  tell  the  public  everything  that  has  been  done,  and  is  easier  read,  and  when  read 
they  will  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  proceeings  of  the  Council.  The  rest  of  that  report 
frightens  everybody.  Each  gentleman  who  figures  here  reads  what  he  said  over  very  care- 
fully, and  is  able,  years  afterwards,  to  quote  from  his  own  speeches,  but  I  suppose  if 
he  could  not  do  that  there  would  be  no  great  loss  sustained,  and  there  would  be  a  great 
saving  of  the  Council's  funds  effected.  I  don't  know  that  I  need  detain  you  ;  it  is  not  aimed 
at  anybody,  it  is  aimed  at  cutting  down  the  expenses  of  the  printing  more  than  half,  and 
making  the  report  look  a  good  deal  more  common  sense  than  it  does.  Imagine  stenographic 
reports  of  such  small  talk  as  we  have  been  indulging  in  ;  it  is  not  necessary  to  report  it.  A 
synopsis  is  all  that  we  need,  and  it  is  in  the  interests  of  economy ;  and  the  profession  will 
look  to  our  advocating  and  carrying  out  economy  when  it  can  be  done  without  a  sacrifice  of 
efficiency  ;  and  efficiency  will  be  promoted  by  the  motion,  if  adopted,  and  economy  as  well. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  a  very  excellent  motion  for  us  to 
pass  as  it  might  perhaps  repress  some  of  these  very  rhetorical  efforts  that  we  have  had. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  to  know  to  whom  the  formation  of  the  synopsis  Dr.  Geikie 
refers  to  is  to  be  entrusted?  I  thoroughly  am  in  accord  with  him  as  to  the  non-necessity 
of  the  printing  ,and  publishing  of  a  necessarily  long  diarr luetic,  I  think  was  the  term  our 
friends  applied  to  those  reports  of  our  proceedings,  but  I  would  like  to  have  some  guarantee 
that  if  they  are  epitomized  that  those  epitomies  should  be  entrusted  either  to  a  printing 
committee  or  to  somebody  whom  we  could  hold  responsible  for  supplying  a  correct  and  fair 
synopsis  of  the  remarks  made.  If  a  guarantee  can  be  given  in  that  direction  I  will  support 
that  motion. 

Dr.  Geikie — Dr.  Sangster's  remarks  are  already  answered  ;  the  Registrar  makes  a 
synopsis  and  reads  it  at  every  sitting  of  the  Council,  and  if  it  does  not  suit  the  Council,  and 
the  report  is  not  correct,  then  is  the  time  to  correct  it ;  and  surely  when  we  listen  to  our 
synopsis  the  entire  Council  are  good  judges  and  it  is  moreover  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Sangster— You  should  have  discussions  on  discussions,  and  the  reading  of  the 
synopsis  by  the  Registrar  would  occupy  more  time  than  the  discussions  in  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— It  is  an  impossibility  that  that  motion  can  be  carried  out.  The 
Registrar  has  all  he  can  do  to  follow  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  and  get  the  motions 
into  his  hands  and. put  them  in  place.  It  would  be  impossible  for  the  Registrar  to  listen 
to  anyone  speaking  and  put  down  a  synopsis  of  what  is  said.  We  must  either  have 
a  hansard  or  have  nothing,  or  else  we  must  appoint  a  stenographer  or  some  other  person  to 
make  a  synopsis  of  the  remarks  made. 
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Dr.  Britton — A  number  of  years  ago  when  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Bergin  introduced  a 
by-law  bearing  upon  the  curriculum,  the  matter  was  thought  of  so  much  importance  that 
a  resolution  was  carried  to  the  effect  that  a  stenographic  report  be  prepared  and  sent  to 
the  profession.     I  thought  then,  and,  as  years  go  by,  the  more  I  am  convinced,  that  that 
was  a  proper  course  to  take.     Up  to  that  time  there  had  been  but  a  very  short  synopsis  in  the 
shape  of  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  appearing  in  one  or  other  of  the  medical 
journals,  and,  really,   I  think  it  would  be  safe  to  venture  in  the  statement  that  nine  out 
of  ten  of  the  medical  profession  throughout  the  country  knew  scarcely  anything  about  the 
proceedinge  here.     I  think  there  is  a  duty  that  every  member  of  the  profession  owes  to 
himself,  as  well  as  to  the  profession  of  which  he  is  a  member,  that  is,  not  only  to  be  a  well 
cultivated  man  himself  and  capable  of  discharging  his  duties  from  a  professional  standpoint, 
but  to  know  what  the  polity  of  his  position  is.     We,   ourselves,  cannot  make  rapid  advance 
in  the  elevation  of  the  profession,  except  through  conversation  and  communication  with  our 
constituents  ;  we  are  not  men  so  brainy  that  we  require  no  advice.     I  think  it  behooves  every 
member  here  to  consult  with  his  constituents  to  know  what  the  views  of  the  members  may 
be  ;  what  is  the  use  of  conferring  with  constituents  if  they  have  no  opportunity  of  following 
the  course  that  has  been  taken  in  this  Council,  excepting  to  read  a  resolution  moved  by  so 
and  so,  seconded  by  so  and  so,  and  declared  carried  or  lost.     They  know  nothing  of  what 
has  been  said  for  and  against  it.     Also,  looking  at  it  from  the  standpoint  of  parliamentary 
usage,  year  after  year  we  have  to  refer  at  times  in  our  controversies,  in  our  discussions,  to 
what  has  been  said  or  done  in  the  past.     If  we  have  no  verbatim  report,    if  we  have  a 
synopsis  simply,  such  as  has  been  suggested,  why  one  member  will  get  up  and  say,    ' '  that  is 
not  correct,"  another  will  say,  "  1  believe  it  is  correct,  such  and  such  was  said,  such  and  such 
was  done. "    It  has  been  mentioned  that  the  ' '  postage  on  this  announcement  amounts  to  a  great 
deal."     Let  us  reduce  that  Announcement  to  just  one-tenth  of  its  present  compass  and  the 
postage  would  be  just  the  same.     So  that,  so  far  as  that  part  of  the  argument  is  concerned 
it  must  fall  to  the  ground.     The  only  additional  expense  is  the  getting  up  of  this  announce- 
ment in  its  present  form.     A  large  part  of  the  Announcement  would  have  to  be  in  it  at  any 
rate,  the  by-laws,  regulations,  and  so  forth.     But,  I  must  oppose  any  resolution  which  would 
have  the  effect  of  abridging  even  to  the  extent  of  one  word,  the  report  that  is  given  of  our 
proceedings  here. 

Dr.  Williams  -Mr.   President,  this  subject  is  largely,  not  entirely,  with  the  Council. 
Our  custom  was  to  follow  the  plan   of  simply  publishing  the  ordinary  minutes,  and  as  Dr. 
Britton  has  stated,  the  verbatim  report  was  made  but  a  few  years  since,  and  I  for  one  at  that 
time  thought  it  was  a  too  expensive  course  to  pursue.     I  admit  to  having. entirely  changed 
my  opinion  since  that  time.     I  agree  with  Dr.  Geikie  that  there  is,  perhaps,  too  much  froth, 
too  many  words  in  our  reports,  but  I  think  if  you  take  the  reports  of  any  similar  body  in  the 
country  you  will  find  that  this  is  largely  proven,  and  we  do  not  need  to  go  past  the  Parlia- 
liament  at  Ottawa  to  find  that  they  publish  four  times  as   many  words  as  are  necessary. 
Supposing  they  could  sit  down  and  condense  properly  the   material  they  wished  to  use  so 
that  there  would  be  no  excessive  words  used  they  would  have    an  exceptional  body.     The 
reason  for  changing  my   mind  has  been  this  :  we   had  no  means  of  getting  the   profession 
acquainted  with  the  work  that  was  being  done,  the   steps  that  were  being  taken   and  the 
reason  for  those  steps  by  the  Council ;  the  profession  were  largely  at  sea  as  to  whether  the 
Council  were   doing  anything  or  not  ;  they  had  no  means  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
reasons  for  any  part  of  the  work,  and  because  of  that  a  e^reat  deal  of  dissatisfaction  grew  up 
in  the  country.     I  just  have   in    my  mind  at  present  a  gentleman  in  the  town  of  Simcoe, 
when  I  called  upon  him  one  time  and  had  a  conversation  on  this  subject,   he  berated  me  and 
the  balance  of  the  Council  in  good  round  terms,  notwithstanding  he  was  a  personal  friend  of 
my  own  and  had  been  since  my  student  days  ;  he  was  very  strongly  opposed  to  paying  the  fee 
or  anything  in  connection  with   it.     In  1895  I  was   laid    off,   as  many  of  you  knowr,  through 
illness,  and    was  awray  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  when  I  came  home  one  of  the  first  letters  1  got 
was  from  this  very  gentleman,  complimenting  me  on  the  production  of  our  Annual  Announce- 
ment, with  the  verbatim  report,  and  intimating  he  had  been  so  pleased  on  reading  it  thai 
hu  willingly  contributed  his  fee  and  had  sent  it  in  and  felt  it  to  be  an  honour  to  belong  to  a 
profession  of  that  kind,  and  intimating  that  lie  had  no  idea  that  there  were  any  body  of  nun 
doing  so    much  and  so  important  wrork  as  he  had  found  to  be  the  fact  when  he  came  to  read 
that  report.     I    have  met  some  other  men,  who,  while  not    being   so   strong  termed  as  that, 
have  still  felt  that  getting  that   information    and    knowing   whal    was  going  OX)  was    worth  a 
good   deal.      For  these   reasons  I  changed  my  mind  entirely  and  I  believe  thai  while  it  dors 
cost  money  thai  if  is  a  good  investment  inasmuch   as   each  mumberofthe   profession  has  it 
placed  within  his  power  to  acquaint  himself  with  exactly  what  is  being  done  ami  the  reason 
therefor.     That  the  reports  might  be  improved  there  is  no  question  ;  if  we  could  go  over 

our  remarks  ourselves  and  reconsider    them    there    is    no    doubi    we    could    cut     them    down. 

Improve  their  form  and  all  that,  but,  gentlemen,  it  is  nol  done  in  any  of  the  similar  bodies 
in  the  country   anil   they   too,  as  well   as   we.    use  a  superfluity  of  words.     Under  these 
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circumstances  I  cannot,  for  one,  support  Dr.  Geikie's  resolution.  I  do  think  it  would  be 
difficult  to  get  a  synoysis  that  would  be  satisfactory  and  under  the  circumstances  I  think 
there  is  vantage  ganied  ;  that  acquainting  the  profession  fully  with  what  is  done,  or  giving 
them  an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  what  is  done,  more  than  compensates 
for  the  cost  and  trouble  of  that  report. 

Dr.  Dickson— Dr.  Williams  has  covered  the  ground  and  said  very  much  that  I  proposed 
to  take  up  ;  however,  I  might  add  with  reference  to  the  matter  of  a  condensed  report  being 
acceptable  to  or  read  by  the  profession,  I  think  the  opposite  would  be  the  case  ;  I  think  if 
we  sent  out  simply  a  bald  synopsis,  such  as  our  minutes,  the  result  would  be  that  they  would 
be  thrown  in  the  waste  paper  basket.  When  it  is  known  that  the  report  is  given  as  a 
verbatim  report  and  all  that  transpired  is  there  it  becomes  a  matter  of  interest.  I  know  that 
to  be  a  fact  from  some  things  that  my  own  constituents  have  stated  to  me.  With  reference 
to  the  postage,  the  Annual  Announcement  is  delivered,  and  it  must  be  remembered  it  would 
cost  as  much  to  send  the  Announcement  alone  as  to  send  our  verbatim  report  with  it ;  I 
must  therefore  oppose  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  could  not  agree  with  Dr.  Geikie's  motion  for  several  reasons.  In  the 
first  place,  the  point  that  he  mentioned,  the  reading  of  a  synopsis  by  the  Registrar  appears 
to  my  mind  to  be  entirely  out  of  place,  and  in  the  next  place  if  he  is  prepared  to  read  such  a 
synopsis  I,  as  one  member  of  this  Council,  am  not  prepared  to  listen  to  it.  Now,  some  of 
us  have  said  a  great  deal  about  reforms  in  this  Council.  If  we  are  going  to  get  reforms  in 
this  Council  by  any  kind  of  a  report  we  will  never  get  it  by  a  synopsis.  The  questions  that 
have  been  brought  up  here  from  time  to  time  have  been  threshed  out,  and  those  who  gave 
utterance  to  them  have  been  held  accountable  for  the  last  words  they  uttered.  I  am  well 
aware  that  there  is  a  little  force  in  the  old  doctrine  that  every  evil  has  its  good  and  every 
good  its  evil  ;  probably  a  verbatim  report  leads  some  of  us  to  say  a  little  more  than  is  wise, 
or  a  little  more  than  we  would  say  if  it  was  put  in  the  form  of  a  synopsis.  With  regard  to  a 
synopsis,  I  think  i  hat  there  are  many  in  this  Council,  and  myself  for  one,  who  would  not  be 
willing  to  be  held  accountable  for  their  utterances  by  any  synopsis  that  might  be  given.  It 
is  very  easy  to  misconstrue  a  man's  meaning,  and  in  that  way  I  would  only  be  willing  to  be 
judged  by  every  word  that  was  uttered  or  else  by  nothing  at  all.  If  we  are  to  adopt  any 
way  of  publishing  our  proceedings  here  it  appears  to  me  that  there  can  only  be  one  of .  two 
ways,  that  is,  to  publish  the  measures  we  adopt  and  the  procedure  we  go  through  and  drop 
every  discussion,  or  publish  everything  verbatim. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  proposition  of  Dr.  Geikie  is  simply  to  place  this  body  in  line  with 
every  organization,  municipal,  legislative  and  everything  else  in  the  country,  except  the 
Dominion  Parliament ;  I  am  not  aware  of  a  single  organization  that  publishes  a  verbatim 
report  of  all  the  varied  remarks  that  are  made  by  the  members  on  every  conceivable  occasion, 
except  the  Dominion  Parliament ;  I  am  not  aware  of  any,  I  do  not  know  of  any  ;  they  pub- 
lish a  journal  of  the  proceedings  as  the  old  parliament  used  to  do,  and  that  is  what  Dr. 
Geikie  refers  to  when  he  speaks  of  a  synopsis  ;  he  does  not  mean  that  the  Registrar  shall 
make  a  synopsis  of  the  debate  ;  he  means  that  the  report  that  we  shall  publish  in  our 
Anntial  Announcement  shall  be  the  official  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  as  they 
are  read  by  the  Registrar  at  the  opening  of  every  sitting  ;  that  is  an  official  record,  and  that, 
as  far  as  I  know,  is  the  only  record  that  is  published  by  any  association  of  men  in  the 
Province  or  in  the  Dominion,  except  the  Dominion  Parliament,  which  publishes  a  hansard, 
and  in  which  it  buries  a  vast  amount  of  glowing  eloquence  and  simply  excretary  material  as 
we  bury  in  our  Annual  Announcement.  I  am  glad  to  hear  from  the  remarks  that  have  been 
made  by  some  of  the  members  here  that  the  reading  of  these  debates  have  had  the  good  effect 
of  impressing  upon  some  members  of  the  profession  the  good  that  is  being  done  by  this 
instil  ut  ion,  and  the  great  benefits  that  accrue  to  the  profession.  I  candidly  confess  that  so 
far  as  my  personal  experience  is  concerned  I  have  not  met  very  many  members  of  the  pro- 
fession who  nave  read  thai  journal  of  proceedings.  I  do  not  know  whether  any  members 
in  my  own  town  have  read  it  or  not,  I  never  have  found  out.  As  Dr.  Geikie  intimates,  I  am 
able  to  read  over  my  own  speeches,  probably  Dr.  Moorhouse  and  Dr.  Roome  do  the  same. 
I  don't  know  as  yon  read  the  other  people's  speeches  and  I  don't  know  that  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  profession  read  very  much  of  that  book,  and  I  don't  know  that  a  great  many  of 
those  throughout  the  country  do  ;  that  some  few  do  appreciate  the  full  verbatim  report  of 
our  speeches  I  have  no  doubt  whatever.  It  is  a  grave  question  in  my  mind  whether  the 
benefits  accruing  from  a  few  appreciating  it  are  such  as  will  compensate  us  for  the  expense 
that  is  incurred  every  year,  not  only  in  the  printing  bill,  but  in  the  per  diem  bill  ;  because 
I  think  human  nature  is  the  same  here  as  everywhere  else — there  is  no  doubt  if  our 
speeches  were  not  going  on  record  they  would  be  considerably  shorter  than  they  are.  For 
)iis  I  second  Dr.  Geikie's  motion. 

Dr.  Moore— I  was  in  favor  at  the  very  beginning  of  having  a  verbatim  report,  and  I 
have  the  very  opposite  view  from  that  which  my  friend  Dr.  Campbell  has  expressed  ;  I 
thought  if  every  word  we  said  was  reported  that  it  would  cut  our  speeches  down  very  materi- 
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ally  ;  I  thought  a  lot  of  us  would  be  very  much  afraid  of  being  reported  verbatim,  but 
probably  that  is  not  so.  However,  I  think  I  am  right  yet.  I  think  if  we  had  not  this 
verbatim  report  we  would  probably  have  more  squabbles  than  we  now  have.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful thing  to  be  put  on  record  sometimes,  especially  if  you  are  put  on  record  well.  Do  we 
look  to  see  how  well  we  look  in  print  ?  I  admit  I  have  looked,  and  I  have  not  been  pleased 
with  myself,  and  probably  that  keeps  my  tongue  from  wagging.  We  must  have  a  complete 
report  or  it  is  an  incorrect  report.  I  submit  that  one  of  the  reasons  this  Council  met  with 
the  opposition  that  it  did  some  years  ago  was  simply  because  half  the  profession  were  not 
aware  of  what  we  were  doing.  This  complete  report  is  the  only  means  of  communication  we 
have  with  the  profession.  The  public  press  did  not  report  us  at  all.  We  were  simply  re- 
ported, as  someone  has  said,  "moved  by  so  and  so,  seconded  by  so  and  so,"  and  finally 
winding  up  by  saying  "  carried  "  or  "lost."  Many  of  us  have  had  similar  experiences  to 
that  which  Dr.  Williams  has  given  us.  The  profession  now  knows  what  we  are  doing,  and 
they  think  a  great  deal  more  of  the  work  this  Council  is  doing.  The  very  reason  we  are 
getting  that  annual  fee  in  is  very  largely  due  to  the  verbatim  report. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  shall  just  speak  from  the  financial  side  of  this  question  ;  we  have  this 
year  (1896-7)  150  pages  of  proceedings,  costing  us  for  printing  and  binding,  $1.32  per  page, 
amounting  to  $189.00  ;  that  is  for  the  proceedings  printed.  One  hundred  and  fifty  pages  of 
stenographic  report  costing  us  about  ninety  cents,  and  as  I  said  before,  I  am  not  sure 
whether  we  are  not  paying  too  much  for  that ;  however,  that  comes  to  $135.00,  and  that  makes 
a  total  of  $324.00  for  publishing  the  proceedings  of  the  Council.  Now,  if  Dr.  Geikie's  resolution 
can  reduce  it  to  half  that  or  two-thirds,  making  say  fifty  pages,  that  would  save  us  about 
$200.00.  The  postage,  as  has  been  explained  by  Dr.  Dickson,  would  be  about  the  same  ;  so.  it 
whittles  down  to  this,  it  would  cost  us  now  $324.00,  and  the  Printing  Committee  will  do  their 
utmost  this  year  to  try  and  cut  it  lower  still.  As  to  the  postage,  as  Dr.  Dickson  explained, 
the  Announcement  has  to  be  sent  anyway,  and  on  an  Announcement  containing  one  hun- 
dred pages  less,  the  postage  would  be  very  little  less. 

Dr.  Roome — You  have  not  figured  on  shortening  the  time  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Barrick — If  you  take  the  publishing  of  the  minutes  as  explained  by  someone — I 
think  Dr.  Geikie  intends  to  go  a  little  further — then  the  reading  of  those  minutes  extended 
would  take  up  more  time,  and  if  it  took  up  two-thirds  of  say  any  whole  session,  and  our  days 
cost  about  $300.00  a  day,  we  would  wipe  out  all  we  would  save,  and,  therefore,  from  a  financial 
point  of  view,  I  say  it  would  not  be  any  saving.  Again,  if  you  are  so  particular  about  the 
financial  side  of  the  question,  we  find  that  there  are  150  pages  of  the  proceedings  and  there 
are  thirty  members,  that  is  about  five  pages  to  each  member,  then  I  say  put  a  tax  upon 
every  member  who  uses  up  more  than  five  pages  ;  I  think  in  that  way  we  would  have  a 
wholesome  effect  upon  the  speeches,  and  we  would  have  perhaps  only  one  hundred  pages  in 
the  report.  But,  so  far  as  the  other  side  is  concerned,  I  think  it  is  of  great  value  that  we  do 
have  a  verbatim  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Council.  I  am  satisfied  of  this,  that  there 
is  a  gain  apart  from  the  financial  side  of  the  question.     I  thank  you,  gentlemen. 

Dr.  Moorhouse— I  think  the  arguments  adduced  by  Dr.  Barrick  are  unanswerable.  I 
was  somewhat  half  inclined  to  vote  for  Dr.  Geikie's  motion,  but,  having  heard  this  very 
unanswerable  argument  of  our  friend,  Dr.  Barrick,  I  must  say  that  we  would  be  retrograde 
should  we  decide  to  abolish  the  stenographer's  report,  therefore  I  will  heartily  vote  against 
the  motion. 

The  President  read  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  lost. 

Dr.  Barrick  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  Medical  Council  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  at  this  their  annual  meeting,  desire  to  express  for  themselves  and  the  profession 
generally  their  sense  of  the  just  and  wise  legislation  enacted  by  the  Dominion  Parliament  in 
exempting  medical  works  and  surgical  instruments  from  customs  duties. 

The  President  read  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  Council  ask,  during  the 
present  session,  for  tenders  for  the  work  done  by  the  official  stenographer,  said  tenders  t<> 
apply  to  the  next  and  future  sessions  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  SANGSTER — If  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  to  that,  I  would  add  "and  report  of  the 
Discipline  Committee  trials."     I  suppose  one  includes  the  other,  really. 

The  Prksident — I  think  so. 

Dr.  Bray — Couldn't  tenders  be  advertised  for  now.  and  the  tenders  be  brought  before 
this  Council  before  we  adjourn  '. 

Dr.  Britton  Might  I  be  allowed  to  ask  Dr.  Sangster  for  information.  He  uses  the 
expression  at  the  latter  end  of  his  resolution,  "such  tenders  to  relate  to  the  next  and  future 
sessions  of  the  Council."     I  would  like  to  know  whether  or  not   these  tenders  are  for  the 

work  for  a  number  of  years  to  come  or  simply  for  ue\t   year's  '. 

Dr.  SaNGSTEB      The  reason   I    pu1    in  that,    I   was  told  thai    the  matter  was  largely  settled 

for  the  present  session,  that  the  official  stenographer  had  already  done  some  work,  and  was 
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daily  doing  work,  and  was  supposed  to  be  under  the  agreement  in  the  past,  and  that  the 
Council  would  naturally  object  to  allowing  that  resolution  to  apply  to  the  present  session. 

Dr.  Britton — I  understand  that  perfectly,  but  you  use  the  expression  ' '  next  and  future 
sessions. " 

Dr    Sangster — We  can  strike  out  the  words  "and  future  sessions." 

Dr.  Bray — Will  you  add  to  your  motion  that  tenders  be  advertised  for  to-morrow,  and 
to  be  in  here  by  Friday.  I  suppose  the  stenographers  all  live  in  the  city,  and  the  tenders 
can  be  settled  by  this  Council. 

The  President — The  tenders  for  the  next  session  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Precisely.     But  you  will  have  to  have  the  man  here. 

The  President — I  think  somebody  will  have  to  move  the  method  of  advertising. 

Dr.  Machell — That  can  be  left  to  the  Printing  Committee. 

The  President  read  the  motion  as  amended  :  Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr. 
McLaughlin,  that  the  Printing  Committee  of  the  Council  ask,  during  the  present  session, 
for  tenders  for  the  work  done  by  the  official  stenographer,  said  tenders  to  apply  to  the  next 
session  of  the  Council  and  reports  of  the  Discipline  Committee  trials  ;  and  that  the  Printing 
Committee  be  requested  to  ask  for  such  tenders  to-day  or  to-morrow,  and  report  at  once. 

The  President — You  have  heard  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  in  that  advertisement  it  is  well  to  have  it  understood  that  it 
shall  not  be  a  mere  amateur  reporter  ;  we  want  a  regular  standard  official  reporter. 

The  President — You  would  not  entertain  a  tender  from  an  amateur  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  will  make  my  remarks  very  short.  Of  course,  it  is  understood  that 
amateurs  are  not  brought  into  the  matter.  We  want  the  best  official  stenographer  to  make 
our  reports  that  is  procurable,  and  we  want  some  guarantee  that  the  reports  will  be  correct, 
that  there  can  be  no  possible  tampering  with  them  by  the  omission  or  addition  of  words  as 
there  has  been  in  the  past,  and  sometimes  by  the  addition  of  clauses.  If  these  stenographic 
reports  are  to  carry  any  weight  with  the  profession  they  must  either  give  the  ipsissima  verba 
of  the  debate,  or  they  must  be  regarded  as  a  merely  good  synopsis  of  what  was  said,  x 
think  the  very  strongest  guarantee  should  be  required  of  any  gentleman  tendering  for  that 
work,  a  guarantee  almost  approaching  to  a  declaration,  that  he  would  give  a  perfect,  clean 
and  clear  transcript  of  the  debates  of  the  Council  ;  and  unless  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Medical  Council  to  appoint  also  an  official  grammarian,  to  correct  the  report  after  it  comes 
out  of  the  stenographer's  hands,  it  is  important  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  somebody  to  look 
through  those  reports  to  bring  them  more  in  accord  with  the  principles  of  Murray  and  other 
grammarians.  I  myself  have  the  strongest  possible  objections  to  being  reported,  as  I  am  in 
those  reports,  as  using  the  plural  verb  with  a  singular  noun,  and  saying,  "The  Council  do 
this,"  "The  Council  decided  that  it  was  their  duty" — using  plural  pronouns  and  using 
plural  verbs  with  a  noun  that  is  singular  in  its  meaning.  To  me  it  is  just  as  objecionable  as 
it  would  be  to  say  "that  the  Legislature  decided  to  amend  their  proceedings,"  "that  the 
Synod  of  the  Church  of  England  decided  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter,"  and 
so  throughout  that  form  of  false  grammar  is  used,  from  the  first  page  to  the  last.  I  maintain 
that  the  gentlemen  who  get  up  and  speak  in  this  chamber  are  not  guilty  of  such  lapses  of 
grammar,  and  it  should  be  somebody's  duty  to  attend  to  it  and  correct  it.  When  I  brought 
this  matter  up  last  session  in  the  Council  and  complained  of  it,  and  complained  especially  of 
the  manner  in  which  my  own  remarks  had  been  rendered  incomprehensible,  I  was  told  I 
could  appeal  to  nobody  but  Dr.  Orr  ;  and  I  object  to  leaving  myself  at  the  mercy  of  any 
man  outside  this  Council,  and  I  think  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  stenographer,  or  the 
Printing  Committee,  to  see  that  the  reports  are  exact  reports  of  what  is  said,  or,  otherwise, 
that  the  report  should  be  submitted  to  the  gentleman  making  the  speech,  and  he  should  be 
suffered  not  to  make  any  material  change,  but  to  correct  it  so  as  to  make  it  a  fair  transcript 
of  what  he  said.  I  think  it  is  material  that  that  matter  should  be  done.  I  believe  the 
matter  should  be  done  by  tender  ;  I  believe  the  matter  is  really  covered  by  a  resolution  of 
the  past,  that  all  work  done  by  this  Council  in  the  future  should  be  tendered  for,  but  in 
order  to  bring  it  specifically  before  the  Council,  I  moved  that  resolution. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Sangster  asks  for  a  verbatim  report.  He  says  that  there  is  to  be  a 
guarantee  that  the  stenographer  is  to  give  a  verbatim  report,  and  then  he  wants  to  appoint  a 
professor  of  grammar  to  correct  it.  How  can  you  have  a  verbatim  report  if  it  is  corrected  ? 
This  is  inconsistent.  It  doesn't  amount  to  very  much,  but  we  are  not  all  grammarians 
possibly  ;  we  are  not  all  grammarians  such  as  our  friend,  Dr.  Sangster,  who  spent  a  good 
part  of  his  life  in  the  honorable  calling  of  teaching.  A  man  makes  little  slips  occasionally, 
and  I  think  those  should  be  corrected  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  you  cannot  have  a  verbatim 
report  if  you  correct  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — With  regard  to  what  Dr.  Sangster  says  with  regard  to  the  printing,  when 
we  got  the  tenders  last  year  we  made  it  a  condition  that  the  persons  getting  the  contract 
must  do  their  own  proof-reading  ;  had  we  not  done  that,  they  would  have  charged  us  for 
proof-reading.     Now,  we  will  either  have   to  leave  it  just  in  that  same  way,  and  let  the 
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tender  be  that  the  successful  tenderer  does  his  own  proof-reading,  or  we  will  have  to  appoint 
a  proof-reader.  I  am  very  much  in  sympathy  with  Dr.  Sangster's  resolution,  and  I  would 
just  like  to  add  one  thing  to  it.  The  financial  side  of  the  question  is  still  fresh  ;  it  cost  us 
last  year  90  cents  per  page  for  preparing  a  typewritten  copy  of  a  verbatim  report  of  the 
proceedings.  Now,  we  don't  know  this  year  what  it  is  going  to  cost.  Now,  I  would  like 
this  to  be  added  ' '  That  the  remuneration  for  the  preparation  of  a  typewritten  copy  of  a 
verbatim  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  this  year  be  the  same  as  that  fixed  by 
tender  for  next  year."  A  stenographer  has  been  appointed,  his  pay  has  not  been  fixed,  but 
he  has  said  he  will  do  it  as  cheaply  as  anybody  else.  If  that  then  is  the  case,  and  Ave  get 
tenders  for  next  year,  and  the  tender  for  the  next  year  fixes  the  price,  then  I  wish  this 
added,  "that  the  remuneration  for  the  preparation  of  a  typewritten  copy  of  a  verbatim 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  this  year  be  the  same  as  that  fixed  by  tender  for 
next  year. " 

The  President — Do  you  move  this  as  an  amendment  2 

Dr.  Barrick — Or  to  be  added  as  an  amendment. 

The  President — I  think  the  stenographer  said  he  would  do  the  reporting  as  cheaply  as 
any  other  competent  man. 

Dr.  Barrick — Do  you  think  the  Committee  are  going  to  appoint  an  incompetent  man 
to  do  the  work  for  next  year  ?  We  ask  for  tenders  and  when  we  get  them  we  shall  decide 
then  who  shall  do  the  work,  if  they  do  not  give  us  that  privilege — 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  out  of  order.  I  am  going  to  ask  for  a  ruling.  You  are  discussing 
the  payment  of  the  stenographer  now,  whereas  the  motion  is  a  tender  for  the  future,  a 
totally  different  question  ;  your  question  will  be  decided  by  the  Printing  or  Finance  Com- 
mittee ;  leave  it  there   for  the  time  being.     But  Dr.  Sangster's  motion  is  for  the  future. 

Dr.  Barrick — You  wish  to  get  away  from  the  expenses  of  this  year. 

Dr.  Rogers — No,  we  don't. 

Dr.  Barrick — Every  attempt  that  has  been  made  to  diminish  the  expenses  of  this 
Council,  anything  that  interferes  with  what  has  been  done  before  is  looked  upon  as  a  reflec- 
tion on  what  has  been  done  ;  the  sooner  we  get  away  from  that  the  better.  I  am  as  con- 
servative as  any  member  of  this  Council  and  I  will  not  allow  any  changes  to  be  made  that 
should  not  be  made,  but  I  am  not  going  to  fossilize.  This  is  no  reflection,  gentlemen,  it  is 
just  to  fix  the  price  for  this  year  the  same  as  what  we  are  getting  tenders  for  for  next  year. 

Dr.  Machell — Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  the  motion  of  Dr.  Sangster  is  a  move  in  the 
right  direction  ;  it  is  in  line  with  one  read  yesterday  when  we  were  discussing  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  stenographer  ;  unless  we  have  some  such  motion  of  this  kind  it  seems  to  me  it 
will  be  impossible  to  ever  make  a  change  in  our  stenographer.  I  thing  the  motion  is  quite 
right  and  it  is  a  business-like  way  of  doing  business. 

Dr.  Roome — I  think  the  amendment  which  has  been  made  is  out  of  order  and  does  not 
apply  to  the  resolution  at  all.  If  this  resolution  is  passed  which  Dr.  Sangster  has  moved, 
then  Dr.  Barrick  can  move  his  resolution.  An  amendment  must  be  in  accord  with  the  reso- 
lution or  else  it  is  no  amendment. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  merely  asked  that  Dr.  Sangster  add  this  to  his  resolution. 

Dr.  Rogers — Before  this  goes  to  a  vote  I  would  like  to  make  one  remark  in  answer  to 
a  reflection  that  Dr.  Sangster  has  made  on  our  official  stenographer,  Mr.  Downey.  I  beg  to 
protest  against  the  assumption  and  the  assertion  on  his  part  that  the  stenographer  has 
added  words  and  sentences  in  his  report  ;  I  am  satisfied  that  that  report  has  not  only  been 
as  near  a  verbatim  report  as  it  is  possible  for  any  stenographer  to  make,  but  I  am  satisfied 
it  has  been  a  thoroughly  honest  one.  As  I  have  been  your  President  during  the  past  year 
and  Vice-President  the  year  before  I  have  some  reason  to  know  whether  the  stenographer's 
report  has  been  fair. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  stated  I  was  misrepresented,  1  slate  so 
still.  I  said  I  was  systematically  misrepresented,  I  state  so  still  ;  and  if  the  Council  chooses 
to  doubt  me  and  gives  mea  committee,  for  the  past  two  years,  I  will  establish  that  fact  beyond 
a  doubt.  I  stated  I  did  not  know  where  the  responsibility  rested  ;  I  stated  I  asked  lasl  year 
and  I  was  told  it  rested  with  Dr.  Orr.  Wherever  it  rests  I  want  in  future  the  irregularity 
eorrected.  I  complimented  Mr.  Downey  last  year  on  the  impartiality  of  his  work  ;  and  I 
stated  then,  as  I  state  now,  that  I  have  very  strong  doubts  that  it  originates  with  him.  I 
repeat  my  statement,  whether  Mr.  Downey  is  reappointed  or  not.  this  Council  shall  have 
some  guarantee. 

Dr.  Rogers     Is  this  an  explanation  or  a  speech  ;     I  don't  see  how  a  gentleman  can  get 

up  and  interrupt  a  speaker  and  then  make  a  speech. 

Dr.  Sangster — My  point  of  order  was  that  he  w&b  deliberately  misrepresenting. 
Dr.  Rogers     I  will  ask  the  stenographer  to   read  his   notes.     I   sa\  Dr.   Sangster  has 
stated  in  his  remarks  that  the  stenographer  put  in  words  and  sentences  in  his  report. 
The  President     I  think  this  is  out  of  place. 
Dr.  Rogers     I  will  ask  the  stenographer  bo  read  his  notes. 
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As  requested,  the  stenographer  read  from  his  notes  as  follows  :  "  We  want  the  best 
official  stenographer  to  make  our  reports  that  is  procurable,  and  we  want  some  guarantee 
rhat  the  reports  will  be  correct,  that  there  can  be  no  possible  tampering  with  them  by  the 
omission  or  addition  of  words  as  there  has  been  in  the  past,  and  sometimes  by  the  addition 
of  clauses." 

Dr.  Rogers — The  information  must  be  drawn  by  any  person  who  reads  that,  that  the 
reference  is  to  the  stenographer. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  casts  no  reflection  upon  the  stenographer. 

Dr.  Rogers — If  it  does  not  mean  that  I  do  not  know  what  it  means,  and  I  am  capable  of 
understanding  English.  I  want  to  state  another  thing,  although  perhaps  Dr.  Sangster  con- 
siders he  is  well-known  as  an  educationalist,  and  perhaps  he  is,  perhaps  he  has  had  many 
years  experience  in  teaching,  but  I  think  the  form  he  used,  and  the  very  words  he  used  as  to 
grammatical  construction  of  sentences  is  not  correct.  I  think  that  both  rules  are  open  to 
doubt.  He  referred  to  the  use  of  the  singular  noun  with  the  plural  verb  or  pronoun  where 
plurality  was  understood  in  the  context.  Mr.  Downey  preferred  to  use  the  plural  form  ; 
both  forms  are  correct  in  certain  cases.  I  think  Mr.  Downey  would  be  perfectly  correct  in 
regard  to  such  a  phrase  as  "the  Church  of  England  Synod  "  in  using  the  plural  verb.  I 
maintain  that  the  report  has  not  only  been  a  well  made  report  but  it  has  been  a  good  report 
and  a  truthful  report  and  has  been  in  every  sense  a  verbatim  report,  and  I  congratulate  Mr. 
Downey  and  I  congratulate  this  Council  in  having  one  of  the  best  reports  that  has  ever  been 
made. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  reflection  to  make  on  Mr.  Downey,  but  I  do  say  if  Dr.  Rogers 
is  to  be  an  authority  on  grammar  and  that  if  our  daily  press  in  the  city  of  Toronto  were  to 
repeat  in  their  daily  issues  the  grammar  that  is  found  from  one  page  to  the  other  of  those 
official  proceedings,  we  would  cry  shame  on  them. 

The  President  stated  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  move  that  we  adjourn. 

Dr.  Bray — There  is  a  lot  of  business  to  do  and  I  think  we  should  go  through  the  order 
of  business  before  we  adjourn. 

Dr.  Rogers — My  motion  may  stand. 

On  consent  of  the  Council,  Dr.  Rogers'  motion  was  allowed  to  stand. 

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Armour — I  would  like  to  ask  that  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  be  laid  on  the 
table  on  the  questions  as  indicated  in  the  motion  I  moved  last  session  (at  page  38)  as  follows : 
1st.  Had  the  Medical  Council,  at  the  annual  session  of  1895,  the  legal  right  to  assess  an 
annual  tax  on  the  medical  profession  for  the  years  1893  and  1894,  as  enacted  in  Clause  3  of 
By-law  69.  2nd.  To  what  proportion  of  the  arrearages  of  the  annual  tax  which  are  out- 
standing at  various  dates  from  1874  to  the  present  time,  Section  41a  of  the  Medical  Act,  can 
be  legally  applied  for  their  collection.     I  desire  that  be  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at 
two  o'clock  p.  m. 


AFTERNOON     SESSION. 


The  Council  met  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler.  Geikie,  Graham, 
Griffin,  Hanley,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick, 
Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Shaw  and  Thorburn. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  do  not  know  that  there  is  an  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  on  all  these  matters 
referred  to  by  Dr.  Armour. 

Dr.  Williams — That  part  with  reference  to  the  collection  of  back  fees  was  submitted  to 
Mr.  Osier  and  he  prepared  a  by-law  and  the  by-law  was  brought  to  the  Council  and  put 
through. 

The  President — That  was  done  to  my  recollection. 

Dr.  Pyne — But  whether  there  was  any  written  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  I  don't  remember. 

Dr.  Williams — He  said  that  was  our  course  to  pursue. 

Dr.  Armour — I  have  raised  the  question  because  it  ought  to  be  within  the  knowledge 
of  every  member  of  the  Council  that  Mr.  Osier  had  given  an  opinion.  I  have  not  seen  the 
opinion,  but  I  would  like  to  have  it  to  peruse  it. 
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Dr.  Rogers — That  opinion  was  given  a  year  ago  last  summer.  I  think  you  will  find  it 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  1895-96. 

Dr.  Armour — There  is  no  opinion  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  referring  to  the 
matter  in  that  way. 

The  President — If  we  have  not  got  it,  you  can  move  that  it  be  procured  by  giving 
notice  of  motion. 

The  minutes  were  confirmed  as  read,  and  signed  by  the  President. 

Notice  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  put  in  the  question  asked  this  morning  as  a  notice  of  motion 
as  it  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar. 

Dr  Sangster — I  gave  notice  of  motion,  asking  that  a  return  be  granted  showing  by 
what  authority,  and  in  what  year,  the  fourth  particular  in  the  declaration  appended  to  the 
candidates'  printed  form  of  application  for  admission  to  the  Council's  examinations  was  first 
inserted  therein. 

Dr.  Britton — Will  it  be  in  order  to  ask  now  that  that  clause  be  read,  because  if  notice 
of  motion  means  anything,  it  means  time  is  to  be  given  us  to  consider  the  matter  before  it 
comes  up  for  discuss  on  here.     I  do  know  what  that  clause  is. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  clause  is  of  the  nature  of  a  cast-iron  oath,  that  every  student  shall 
abide  by  tho  by-laws  of  the  Medical  Act  and  the  amendments  thereto  by  this  Council.  The 
declaration  is  as  follows  : 

Province  of  Ontario,  County  of ! — ■ to  wit :  etc. 

1.  That  I  am  the  person  named  in  the  above  written  application. 

2.  That  the  answers  to  the  questions  therein  above  contained  are  of  my  own  proper 

handwriting. 

3.  That  the  said  answers  are  true  in  substance  and  in  fact. 

4.  That  I  promise  to  comply  with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  and  amendments  thereto. 
And  I  made  this  solemn  declaration  conscientiously  believing  the  same  to  be  true  and 

knowing  that  it  is  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  made  under  oath  and  by  virtue  of  The 
Canada  Evidence  Act,  1893. 

(Signed)  etc.,  etc. 

It  is  since  1893,  because  it  refers  to  the  Act  of  1893,  and  I  want  particulars  as  to  how 
and  by  what  authority  that  was  inserted.  I  also  give  notice  of  motion  asking  that  a  return 
be  granted  showing  every  case  in  which  the  arrearage  of  assessment  dues  has  been  commuted 
to  a  partial  payment,  the  commutation  accepted  and  the  authority  upon  which  such  com- 
mutation was  agreed  to  by  the  officers  of  the  Council. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 

The  Registrar  read  communications  from  Charles  H.  Stewart,  asking  for  registration 
as  a  matriculant ;  from  CD.  Cowan,  re  an  appeal,  he  having  failed  at  the  recent  examina- 
tion ;  from  J.  T.  Clarke,  asking  that  he  be  granted  a  license  as  he  has  passed  the  inter- 
mediate examination,  which  were  referred  to  the  respective  committees. 

Dr.  Campbell— It  is  evident  that  in  order  to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  Council  the 
various  committees  should  have  an  opportunity  to  consider  the  matters  that  have  been 
referred  to  them  ;  for  that  purpose  I  would  move  that  the  Council  adjourn  till  to-morrow 
morning  at  ten  o'clock. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  beg  to  move  in  amendment  that  the  Council  adjourn  until  to-night  at 
half-past  eight,  otherwise  it  will  be  difficult  to  get  the  members  of  the  committees  together. 

Dr.  Williams — The  notice  of  motion  I  sent  up  this  morning  has  not  been  read. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  Dr.  Campbell's  motion  means  that  the  committees  will  work  all 
afternoon  and  into  the  night,  I  think  Dr.  Rogers'  difficulty  will  be  overcome. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  so  too,  but  I  think  the  most  of  the  members  will  bear  me  out 
that  the  difficulty  is  to  get  the  committees  together.  I  think  if  the  Council  adjourns  until 
half-past  eight,  the  members  will  come  back  and  then  we  can  adjourn  immediately  after 
wards.  I  think  it  is  a  far  better  way  to  get  the  committees  together  and  then  adjourn  until 
to-morrow  morning.  If  we  adjourn  the  Council  until  half-past  eight  and  then  re-adjourn  at 
once,  you  will  have  all  the  members  here. 

Dr.  CAMPBELL— You  occupy  time  in  the  evening  while  the  committees  might  be  at 
work,  and  something  may  crop  up  then  that  will  cause  discussion. 

Dr.  Bbittom  i  think  I  can  vouch  for  the  members  of  the  Education  Committee  ;  that 
committee  lias  a  lot  of  work  on  hand,  and  if  we  adjourn  and  tiny  air  told  to  assemble  again 
at  eight  o'clock  or  half-past,  they  will  be  here. 

Dr.  Moore — Don't  you  think  it  would  be  better  t>>  run  through  the  order  of  business 
and  complete  the  meeting  and  then  adjourn. 
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Dr.  Campbell — If  you  once  start  that  you  do  not  know  when  you  will  get  through. 

Dr.  Luton — I  second  Dr.  Campbell's  motion. 

The  President — Is  it  your  pleasure  that  we  adjourn  until  to-morrow  morning  at  ten 
o'clock  I 

Dr.  Rogers — I  moved  in  amendment  that  we  adjourn  until  to-night  at  eight  o'clock. 

Dr.  Henry — I  second  that,  if  there  is  an  assurance  that  there  will  be  no  business 
taken  up. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  am  satisfied  there  will  be  a  better  scheme  of  business  carried  out  if  you 
adjourn  till  to-night  at  half  past  eight.  To  adjourn  till  to-morrow  morning  from  two  o'clock 
to-day  means  a  long  adjournment.  I  would  strongly  urge  the  members  to  adjourn  until 
eight  o'clock,  and  then  re-adjourn  at  once. 

Dr.  Armour — As  a  member  of  an  important  committee,  the  Finance  Committee,  I 
would  prefer  that  the  Council  adjourn  until  to-morrow  morning  to  allow  the  committee 
to  spend  all  the  available  time  between  now  and  then  at  their  work. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  you  would  adjourn  until  eight  o'clock  just  to  re-adjourn,  you  would 
not  have  the  effect  of  bringing  the  members  to  the  building  at  all.  I  do  not  see  any  force 
in  the  objection. 

The  President  put  the  amendment,  which,  on  a  vote  been  taken,  was  declared  lost. 

The  President  put  the  main  motion  which,  on  a  vote  been  taken,  was  declared  carried, 
and  the  Council  adjourned  until  Thursday,  July  8th,  1897,  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.

Thursday,  July  8th,  1897. 

The  Council  met  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

President  Thorburn  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  :

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  which  were  confirmed  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Williams— I  give  notice  that  I  will  move  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  to 
have  a  special  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  new  set  of  rules  of  order  and  have  them 
ready  for  submission  to  the  Council  at  its  next  meeting  in  1898. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc.    . 

Dr.  Pyne — These  are  the  diplomas  of  the  gentleman  whose  application  has  been  already 
referred  to  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Britton — I  might  say  that  the  case  has  been  dealt  with  already  on  its  merits,  and 
these  diplomas  are  simply  proof  of  the  statements  made,  therefore  I  think  they  do  not 
require  to  be  shewn  to  the  Education  Committee ;  they  will  be  in  custody  of  the  Registrar. 
I  might  also  say  that  there  were  some  testimonials  forwarded  which  I  have  amongst  my 
papers  and  I  will  hand  these  to  the  Registrar  and  he  will  dispose  of  them  in  the  same  way. 

Motions  of  Which  Notice  Has  Been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  By-law  No.  —  ,  to  amend  By- 
law No.  39.  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  the  by-law  as  follows  : 

Whereas  power  has  been  given  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to 
make  by-laws,  be  it  therefore  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  :  By-law  No.  39  of  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  is  hereby  altered  as  follows  : 

First.  Section  No.  1,  under  the  heading  of  'b  Meetings,"  is  altered  by  striking  out  the 
words  in  the  second  line  thereof ,' k  first  Tuesday  in  July,"  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words,  ' '  first  Tuesday  in  November. " 
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Second.  Section  No.  3,  under  the  heading  of  "Meetings,"  is  altered  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  by  ballot  "  in  the  third  line  thereof,  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "  by 
open  vote  and  not  by  ballot." 

Third.     That  all  by-laws  inconsistent  with  this  by-law  be,  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  now  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  That  By-law  No.  —  ,  to  amend 
By-law  No.  39,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time.  I 
would  prefer,  if  the  Council  would  allow  me,  that  it  carry  without  debate  and  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  rather  than  discuss  it  now  ;  it  would  take  up  less  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Armour  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers — Mr.  Chairman,  this  by-law  which  is  put  before  you  is  one  that  is  neces- 
sary to-day  in  order  to  overcome  difficulties  which  have  arisen  during  the  last  two  sessions 
of  this  Council.  In  the  first  place,  the  first  section  is  one  which  provides  for  our  holding  our 
annual  session  of  the  Council  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  November  rather  than  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  July.  Now,  I  am  prepared  te  admit  that  there  may  be  a  difference  of  opinion  about  that. 
I  understand  from  my  friend,  Dr.  Britton,  and  I  would  not  willingly  offend  Dr.  Britton 
about  an  important  matter  like  this,  that  we  ought  to  meet  in  July  in  order  to  hear  the 
appeals  of  the  students  who  have  been  rejected,  or  otherwise,  in  the  late  examinations. 
While  that  may  be  so,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  dog-days,  or  July  weather,  is  not  a  proper 
time  to  hold  a  meeting  of  men  who  wish  to  do  a  fair  amount  of  work.  I  think  it  is  unfair  to 
thi,s  Council,  it  is  unfair  to  the  profession,  and  it  is  unfair  to  our  officers  to  ask  them  to  come 
to  a  meeting  in  such  weather  as  we  have  had  lately,  and,  therefore,  I  think  we  ought  to  alter 
the  time.  I  therefore  beg  to  move  that  this  by-law  be  taken  up  clause  by  clause  and  that  the 
first  clause  be  carried. 

The  Chairman — Is  it  your  wish  that  this  clause  carry  ? 

Dr.  Britton — For  my  part  I  do  not  see  any  special  necessity.  I  do  not  not  see  any 
necessity  for  changing  it  from  July  to  November.  I  have  not  heard  yet  a  sufficient  reason  for 
it.  We  have  not  merely  to  consider  our  interests  and  our  comfort  and  our  convenience,  but 
we  have  also  to  consider  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  larger  number  of  students  who 
come  before  us  annually  for  examination.  I  think  it  would  be  the  greatest  hardship  in  the 
world  that  students  who  are  placed  in  the  position  of  making  appeals  to  this  Council  for  the 
re-reading  of  papers,  should  receive  no  answer  to  their  appeals  until  after  the  proposed  meet- 
ing in  November  ;  that  would  be  from  May  until  November,  four  or  five  months  ;  that  I  think 
would  be  unfair  to  any  student  placed  in  such  a  position.  It  may  be  said  that  it  is  a  trivial 
matter,  considering  the  inlerests  of  the  student  who  asks  for  the  rereading  of  his  papers,  but, 
gentlemen,  we  are  here  to  do  justice,  as  far  as  we  possibly  can,  and  if  there  is  any  provision 
made  in  our  regulations  for  the  possibility  of  re-reading  of  papers,  then  I  say  we  ought  to  con- 
rider  the  interests  of  those  who  may  be  placed  in  such  a  position.  *  This  is  the  strong  objec- 
tion I  have  to  changing  it.  I  do  not  see  any  necessity  for  it  ;  I  think  it  would  be  injurious 
to  the  students,  and  I  think  that  students  as  a  whole  would  take  exception  to  it  ;  I  think 
that  the  faculty  of  every  school  would  take  exception  to  it.  There  is  no  demand  on  the  part 
of  the  profession  at  large  that  we  should  hold  our  meetings  at  so  late  a  period  of  the  year  ;  I 
think  the  profession  at  large  is  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  time  of  meeting  as  set  at  present. 
It  would  be  very  unwise,  I  think,  to  make  the  change. 

Dr.  Bray — The  motion  Dr.  Williams  brought  in  a  few  minutes  ago  commands  itself 
to  me  strongly.  I  think  these  matters  ought  all  to  be  relegated  to  a  special  committee. 
While  I  have  a  good  deal  of  sympathy  with  the  mover,  the  gentleman  who  introduced  this 
by-law,  on  account  of  the  hot  weather,  I  think  there  is  a  good  deal  of  force  in  what  Dr. 
Britton  has  said  ;  we  should  not  consider  our  own  comfort  altogether  to  the  exclusion  of  that 
of  others.  I  would  like  if  we  could  meet  in  a  cooler  time,  and  I  think  these  things  require 
due  consideration,  but  I  believe  all  these  matters  had  better  be  referred  to  that  special  com- 
mittee who  would  meet  during  the  interim  and  bring  in  a  report  at  fehe  next  meeting  o\'  the 
Council.  As  to  revising  all  these  rules — they  all  want  revising.  The  by-law  Dr.  Armour 
brought  in  yesterday  shows  the  necessity  in  his  opinion  that  these  things  should  be  revised, 
and  I  think  we  all  agree  that  the  rules  are  imperfect.  I  believe  t hat  would  be  tin-  better 
way;  that  committee  could  give  it  due  consideration  during  the  months  before  we  meet 
again  and  have  a  well  digested  report  brought  in,  and  I  think  it  would  shorten  up  the  discus- 
Bion  very  materially  and  would  probably  be  the  means  of  getting  a.  better  set  of  rules  than 

we  have  ever  had  before. 

Dr.  Sangsteb  1  sympathize  with  the  objed  of  Dr.  Rogers  Hot  weather  Is  apt  bo  pro- 
duce hot  temper,  and  hot  temper  hot  words,  and  I  think  if  we  mel  in  November  we  should 
be  cooler  and  perhaps  more  seled  in  our  references.     I  onlj  rise  to  poinl  out   the  fad   that 

this  Council  ceases  to  exist  by  lapse  of  time  on  the  30th  I  totober,  and  we  could  hardly  hold  a 
meeting  in  November. 
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Dr.  Moorhouse — I  quite  sympathise  with  the  remarks  Dr.  Britton  made  regarding  the 
grievances  of  the  students  ;  at  least,  they  would  have  good  grounds.  It  would  be  live, 
nearly  six  months  before  their  cases  could  be  looked  into,  especially  as  cases  of  grievances  are 
cropping  up  from  time  to  time  ;  though  that  might  be  overcome  by  referring  their  grievances 
to  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Council  There  are  a  number  of  school-men  here,  myself 
amongst  the  rest,  and  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  us  to  absent  ourselves  for  a  week  from 
lectures.  Dr.  Fowler  would  also  find  it  difficult,  and  probably  it  would  interfere  with  Dr. 
Geikie's  teaching  hours  ;  it  would  with  mine  ;  and,  therefore,  I  must  object  to  holding  the 
meeting  at  any  time  during  the  session  of  the  schools.  I  must  emphatically  oppose  it  on  that 
ground. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  seems  to  me  of  supreme  importance  when  we  revise  our  rules  and 
regulations  in  regard  to  the  procedure  of  this  chamber,  that  they  should  be  revised  with  great 
maturity  of  thought  and  care.  I  think  we  ought  not,  in  the  hurried  manner  in  which  we  do 
things  in  this  Council,  and  in  which  we  are  necessitated  to  do  them  because  of  our  brevity  of 
time,  to  take  up  a  matter  of  such  great  importance,  and  I  think  that  we  should  adopt  the 
suggestion  of  Dr.  Williams,  the  referring  of  all  these  by-laws  to  a  committee  that  would  con- 
sider them  during  the  interim  between  our  sessions  and  then  come  to  us  with  something  we 
could  stand  by.  I  think  the  work  is  of  such  great  importance  that  it  would  be  well  for 
the  Council  to  adopt  this  course  and  not  waste  any  further  time  in  discussing  the  sections 
or  particular  amendments  that  are  brought  before  us  now,  because  it  is  practically  a  waste  of 
time,  if  the  Council  will  take  this  view.  Whatever  procedure  is  necessary  to  lead  to  this 
result,  I  hope  it  will  be  adopted  without  further  discussion. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  beg  to  withdraw  clause  one.  I  am  not  prepared  to  express  an  opinion  as 
to  whether  it  is  really  a  fact  that  appeals  of  students  could  not  be  received  in  November,  but 
if  there  is  a  doubt  about  it  we  ought  not  to  have  the  meeting  in  November.  I  desire  to  state 
also,  that  with  the  greatest  deference  I  look  upon  the  expressions  Dr.  Britton  and  Dr.  Moor- 
house have  made  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  I  think  in  that  respect  we  might  better,  perhaps, 
meet  next  year  in  July.  I  would  therefore  beg  to  withdraw  that  section  of  the  by-law,  with 
the  consent  of  my  seconder. 

Dr.  Geikie — Would  it  not  be  wise  for  the  members  of  the  Council  to  make  it  September  ? 
Not  only  the  school-men,  but  a  good  many,  perhaps,  would  like  in  July  to  take  a  holiday, 
whether  they  live  in  Toronto  or  elsewhere.  This  July  meeting  just  stops  them,  and  it  is 
excessively  uncomfortable,  and  if  it  was  about  the  15th  September  it  would  answer  every 
purpose  with  very  much  more  comfort,  and  would  not  interfere  with  any  school  or  anything 
else. 

On  consent  of  the  committee  Dr.  Rogers  withdrew  clause  one  of  the  by-law. 

The  Chairman  read  section  2  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  would  like  to  explain  that  section.  We  have  a  cause  for  quarrel,  or  a 
cause  for  disturbance,  if  you  like,  in  the  by-law  as  it  stands  now,  and  although  I  do  not  care 
how  the  Council  shall  choose  their  officers,  whether  it  is  by  open  vote  or  by  ballot,  it  seems 
there  are  certain  members  here  who  do  not  read  the  by-laws  now  the  same  as  others  of  us  do 
and  in  order  to  drive  away  this  source  of  quarrelling  at  the  beginning  of  every  session  I 
would  ask  the  members  of  this  Council  to  change  the  mode  of  electing  the  President  and 
Vice-President.  In  the  first  place,  I  am  strongly  opposed  to  this  Council,  a  Council  of  Pro- 
fessional men,  a  Council  of  educated  men,  having  an  election  of  their  officers  by  means  of  a 
ballot ;  I  think  we  ought  to  be  able  to  get  up  and  say  who  we  vote  for,  without  resort  to  the 
ballot.  I  know  in  electing  the  Chairman  of  the  Law  Society  there  is  no  ballot  used  and  in 
other  bodies  I  am  acquainted  with,  where  the  members  are  all  educated  and  intelligent  pro- 
fessional men,  they  do  not  have  a  ballot ;  but  if  we  are  going  to  have  a  ballot  we  ought  to  do 
away  with  the  word  "nomination."  I  am  not  prepared  to  accept  Dr.  McLaughlin's  conten- 
tion. I  am  satisfied  that  my  contention  is  absolutely  correct,  but  in  order  to  wipe  away  this 
source  of  irritation  let  us  have  an  election  every  year  by  a  full  vote  of  the  whole  Council.  If 
I.nominate  Dr.  Fowler  or  Dr.  Logan,  I  simply  do  so  in  the  same  way  as  any  ordinary  motion 
is  made  and  you  will  hold  your  hands  up  the  same  as  in  any  other  motion  before  the  Council, 
or  the  yeas  and  nays  may  be  called  for.  I  think  it  is  the  most  open,  the  most  manly  and  the 
most  straightforward  method  of  electing  our  officers  and  therefore,  after  a  great  deal  of  con- 
sideration, I  urge  this  change.  I  have  considered  it  for  a  good  many  years  and  I  have  al- 
ways thought  that  open  voting  was  the  right  way  and  therefore  I  beg  to  move  that  the  clause 
now  before  the  committee  be  passed. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — As  I  said  before,  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  consider  all  these  by-laws  and  revise  our  mode  of  procedure,  I  think  we  are 
wasting  time  in  taking  up  this  by-law  clause  by  clause.  My  friend,  Dr.  Rogers,  I  hope  will 
understand  that  I  am  not  in  any  way  trying  to  choke  off  his  by-law,  because  with  some  of 
his  motions  I  agree,  but  if  we  are  to  do  that  surely  it  would  be  better  for  us  to  proceed  at 
once  and  appoint  that  committee  in  the  proper  way.  I  move  that  the  committee  rise  and  re- 
port progress. 
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Dr.  Bray — Perhaps  Dr.  Rogers  will  withdraw. 

Dr.  Rogers  —No.  I  think  the  motion  under  ordinary  circumstances  would  be  quite  cor- 
rect, but  next  year  we  will  have  a  repetition  of  the  same  row  we  had  last  year  and  this  year. 
Surely  there  is  not  a  man  here  but  can  say,  I  would  rather  have  the  election  by  open  vote  or 
by  ballot  ;  surely  this  matter  is  so  simple  that  we  ought  to  be  able  to  decide  it  now  without 
waiting  for  a  committee  to  bring  in  a  report  next  year.  If  you  do  not  change  it  to-day  then 
the  same  trouble  will  occur  next  year,  under  the  present  arrangement,  which  we  have  had 
for  the  last  two  years.     I  maintain  we  ought  to  stop  that. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  quite  in  sympathy  with  Dr.  Bray  and  Dr.  McLaughlin  in  their  ex- 
pression of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  refei;  this  to  a  special  committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  rules  and  regulations  during  the  interim  and  to  report  to  us  thereon 
at  the  next  session  of  this  Council,  next  July,  but  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  first  duty 
to  be  performed  by  this  Council  when  we  meet  next  time  will  be  to  elect  a  President,  Vice- 
President  and  other  officers  of  the  Council  ;  that  must  take  place  before  we  can  receive  a  re- 
port from  any  committee  ;  that  must  occur  before  there  can  be  any  revision  of  this  by-law, 
or  of  this  clause  of  the  by-law,  and  therefore  the  matter  seems  plain  to  me,  I 
think  it  is  plain  enough  to  everybody,  that  it  is  a  fair  course  to  pursue,  that 
is,  that  everybody  should  be  above  board  and  give  his  vote  for  whoever  he  thinks  best. 
There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  now  adopt  that  clause  of  the  by-law.  Next  year  there 
will  be  a  different  opinion  regarding  the  interpretation  of  that  clause,  as  this  year  ;  everyone 
is  consistent  in  holding  his  own  opinion. 

Dr.  Bray — I  did  not  wish  to  have  it  understood  that  I  was  opposed  to  the  proposition  in 
Dr.  Rogers'  by-law,  because  I  think  all  the  members  in  this  Council  who  were  in  it  at  the 
time  those  regulations  were  adopted  will  remember  I  firmly  opposed  the  election  by  ballot;  I 
believe,  in  a  society  of  gentlemen  as  we  are  all  presumed  to  be  here,  that  a  manly  and  proper 
way  is  to  vote  openly  ;  I  am  not  ashamed  at  any  time  to  cast  my  vote  openly.  I  think  it  is 
a  different  thing  where  there  are  a  large  number  of  laborers  under  the  control  of  a  contractor 
or  a  manufacturer,  or  something  of  that  kind,  in  a  political  election  where  they  are  not  free  to 
express  their  opinion  ;  in  that  case  I  think  the  ballot  is  all  right.  But  I  say  for  a  sooiesy  of 
gentlemen,  as  we  are  here,  intelligent  men  and  men  who  should  have  the  courage  of  their 
convictions,  the  open  vote  is  the  proper  thing.  But,  I  did  not  want  to  take  up  the  time  dis- 
cussing this  by-law  ;  I  think  that  perhaps  it  could  be  obviated  that  there  be  no  trouble  next 
year  at  the  elections,  and  then  all  these  matters  could  be  considered. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  is  going  to  be  a  lot  of  candidates  for  all  the  offices  next  year  so 
that  we  probably  will  not  have  the  trouble  we  have  had  this  year.  I  am  going  to  run  for 
President.     (Laughter.) 

Dr.  Williams  —I  fully  sympathise  with  the  motives  that  have  induced  Dr.  Rogers  to  in- 
troduce that  part  of  the  by-law,  but  while  I  sympathise  with  that,  I  think  that  with  just  a 
very  little  conference  with  one  another  all  around  the  members  can  agree  on  what  they  will 
adopt  as  to  the  method  next  year  ;  they  can  do  that  and  then  refer  this  until  the  rules  are 
gone  over  next  year.  If  it  is  determined  to  go  on  with  this  by-law,  then  I  shall  move  an 
amendment.  Of  course,  I  like  to  hear  men  talk  with  a  great  deal  of  bravado  as  to  how  in- 
telligent men  can  get  up  and  give  their  votes,  but,  gentlemen,  when  we  come  down  to  solid 
facts  there  is  not  a  single  man  here  who  does  not  have  qualms  of  conscience  about  expressing 
his  reasons  why  he  cannot  vote  for  a  certain  member  as  President,  or  Vice-President,  or  some 
other  office.  If  there  is  such  a  man  here,  I  would  like  to  see  him.  My  own  conviction  is, 
the  better  way  is  to  withdraw  that  by-law  for  the  present  year,  let  the  rules  be  gone  over 
and  matured  and  then  let  us  agree  upon  a  system  and  try  and  put  it  so  plain  that  there  may 
be  no  misunderstanding. 

Dr.  Moore — I  am  much  in  sympathy  with  the  proposition,  I  believe  of  Dr.  McLaughlin: 
that  these  by-laws  and  rules  and  regulations  be  relegated  to  a  committee  to  report  next  year, 
and  I  would  suggest  also  that  we  have  a  copy  of  their  report  in  the  hands  of  every  member  a 
week  or  ten  days  before  we  get  here,  then  we  will  be  ready  to  discuss  them  intelligently, 
but  if  it  will  obviate  ;t  little  difficulty  next  year  by  putting  this  patch  on  let  usnol  waste  time. 
but  let  us  put  it  on  and  then  we  will  be  out  of  the  diiliculty.  1  will  support  this  clause  and 
let  it  drop  at  that. 

Dr.  Rogers  I  hope  it  is  not  in  any  sense  of  bravado  as  my  friend  Dr.  Williams  has  sug- 
gested that  1  havespoken.  I  did  not  mean  that  in  an  offensive  way,  but  I  simph  thought 
every  man  should  have  the  courage  to  record  his  vote  openly  and  above  board.  It  is  not  a 
sense  of  bravado,  if  is  simply  an  ordinary  sense  of  manliness  which  would  compel  us  all  to  do 
this.  I  feel  we  ought  not  to  have  this  ballot  in  this  \va\  and  in  order  to  get  rid  of  tin-  dtli 
culty  let  us  "put  this  little  patchon"as  Dr.  Moore  suggests.

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  lost, 

Dr.  Roq]  rs     1  \\  it  hdivu  sect  ion  one. 
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The  Chairman — I  have  written  "withdrawn  "  and  my  initials  on  it. 

Dr.  Williams — Then  that  covers  it. 

Dr.  Roome — I  might  say  a  few  words  with  regard  to  this.  I  think  as  the  proposition  is 
to  appoint  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  revising  or  consolidating  the  by-laws  or  changing 
the  procedure  of  this  Council,  it  would  be  well  to  leave  all  these  matters  to  that  committee. 
You,  Mr.  Chairman,  have  brought  down  a  series  of  resolutions  which  will  be  placed  in  our 
hands  shortly,  making  some  changes,  which  shows  clearly  that  changes  should  be  made, 
which  I  agree  to.  If  we  are  going  to  make  these  changes  why  not  let  that  committee  take 
charge  of  all  these  matters  ?  For  my  own  part,  I  am  not  afraid  to  vote  openly,  still,  I  extend  to 
others  the  same  privilege  I  might  ask  for  myself  ;  I  might  have  a  warm  personal  friend  whom 
I  might  not  wish  to  record  my  vote  against  ;  I  may  not  have  the  same  manliness  that  others 
have,  but  still  I  think  we  have  all  that  feeling  at  times.  That  clause  could  be  worded  "  after 
nomination,  where  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  he  shall  be  declared  elected  by  the 
chair. "  You  can  put  that  in  if  that  is  necessary.  Still,  there  seems  to  be  some  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  whether  that  is  correct  or  not.  That  could  be  included  in  it  and,  as  it  is  be- 
coming optional  with  all  bodies  in  Canada  to  vote  by  ballot,  I  do  not  think  anybody  could  find 
fault  with  a  member  if  he  wished  to  cast  his  vote  for  any  particular  party  by  ballot.  There- 
fore if  you  put  those  words  in,  which  I  have  suggested,  amending  that  particular  clause,  I 
am  willing  to  support  it.  As  to  the  other  clause,  I  think  we  should  lay  it  aside  and  leave  the 
whole  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  and,  as  Dr.  Moore  has  stated,  let  that  committee 
make  their  report  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  Council  meets  so  that  we  may  come  prepared 
to  vote,  knowing  what  we  are  doing. 

Dr.  Douglas — Mr.  Chairman,  I  quite  sympathize  with,  and  I  believe  that  Dr.  Roome 
has  touched  the  matter  in  the  right  spot  just  now,  and  I  like  the  sentiments  he  has  uttered 
on  the  floor  of  this  chamber.  I  believe  that  the  ballot  is  the  better  way,  if  a  vote  must  be 
taken,  and  I  believe  if  but  one  candidate  is  nominated  that  the  rule  should  be  so  amended 
that  without  any  ballot  the  presiding  officer,  whether  he  be  the  Registrar  or  the  retiring 
President,  shall  simply  declare  that  nominee,  whether  it  be  by  acclamation  or  any  other  way, 
elected.  I  think  there  is  a  pretty  general  feeling  in  the  Council  that  the  rules,  as  we  have 
them  here  before  us,  are  defective,  that  they  are  not  up  to  date,  and  that  it  is  necessary 
that  a  thorough  revision  should  take  place.  And,  sir,  while  that  feeling  is  existing  in  the 
Council  I  sympathize  with  the  motion  that  has  been  introduced  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  a 
committee  should  be  appointed  to  revise  all  these  rules,  and  next  year,  a  week  or  ten  days 
or  two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  this  Council,  a  copy  should  be  transmitted  to  every 
member,  that  he  may  be  in  a  position  to  speak  and  act  intelligently  in  revising  the  various 
rules.  Apparently  for  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  a  source  of  irritation  with  regard  to 
the  election  of  officers  where  only  one  candidate  was  nominated.  For  that  reason  I  sympa- 
thize strongly  with  Dr.  Rogers  in  endeavoring  to  set  aside  that  source  of  irritation  ;  and,  if 
that  clause  can  be  so  amended  that,  where  but  one  candidate  is  in  nomination,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  then  and  there  to  declare  that  nominee  elected  President 
or  other  officer  of  this  Council,  I  think  it  would  be  well. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  it  be  resolved  that  the  section  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  by  open  vote  "  hi  the  fifth  line  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "  by  ballot 
without  nomination." 

Dr.  Williams — I  will  not  devote  any  time  to  discussing  the  question  of  an  open  vote 
and  a  vote  by  ballot.  Years  ago  it  used  to  be  contended  that  it  was  a  non-British  method 
to  vote  by  ballot,  but  that  has  been  set  aside  entirely.  The  country  and  the  leading  insti- 
tutions in  the  country  racognize  the  ballot  system,  and  I  will,  therefore,  not  discuss  that 
at  all.  Then,  everybody  knowing  the  difference  between  ballot  and  open  vote,  the  only 
question  for  discussion  is,  the  "ballot  without  nomination."  I  have  had  some  consid- 
erable experience  in  Councils  where  they  vote  by  that  method  and  my  preference  is  strongly 
in  favor  of  that  method.  The  only  objection  I  have  heard  urged  against  it  is,  that  there  is 
no  end  to  the  amount  of  balloting  that  may  take  place,  As  a  matter  of  experience,  I  think 
that  is  not  so  ;  for  instance,  we  will  assume  that  slips  are  passed  around  the  Council  here, 
each  man  fixes  in  his  mind  who  would  be  a  good  man  for  President,  and  he  puts  his  name 
down  ;  they  are  all  collected,  and  when  they  come  up  the  scrutineer  or  the  clerk,  as  it 
is  in  the  county  councils,  counts  over  the  names  and  he  reads  them  out,  and  the  next  vote 
is  almost  sure  to  bring  the  man  that  the  Council  wants  to  the  front,  and  rarely  do  they  go 
over  three  ballots  till  they  have  the  whole  matter  completed.  That  has  been  my  experience 
in  the  past ;  I  believe  it  has  the  effect  of  bringing  the  best  man  to  the  front  without  any 
previous  canvassing,  the  man  who  has  impressed  himself  upon  the  Council  as  being  a  suit- 
able man  for  that  position.  Each  man,  when  he  writes  his  ballot,  writes  the  name  of  the 
man  that  he  believes  the  most  suitable  for  the  office,  and  it  brings  that  man  to  the  front. 
Sometimes  they  adopt  the  method  of  dropping  the  last  man  ;  but  sometimes  a  man  who  is 
the  lowest  at  first  becomes  the  top  man  after  a  few  votes  are  taken.  I  do  not  think  it  is 
necessary  to  drop  the  last  man,  for,  in  two  or  three  votes  you  have  the  man  that  commands 
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the  respect  of  the  Council,  and  I  believe  that  is  the  best  plan,  and  one  that  can  be  followed 
without  hurting  anybody's  feelings. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  strongly  approve  of  Dr.  Williams'  proposition;  I  believe  it  is  the  only 
one  that  will  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Council  and  stop  the  perpetual  wrangling  over 
the  appointment  of  the  officers.  I  think  it  is  just  what  we  want  and  I  hope  it  will  be 
adopted. 

Dr.  Bray — The  objection  I  take  to  it  is  the  one  Dr.  Williams  touched  upon,  the  length 
of  time  occupied,  which  he  answers  by  saying,  "three  ballots  decide  the  question."  I,  like 
Dr.  Williams,  have  had  some  municipal  experience  ;  I  have  been  in  the  county  council,  and 
I  remember  consuming  two  whole  days  in  electing  a  warden  in  that  way  ;  there  was  ballot 
after  ballot.  He  says  "It  will  decrease  the  canvassing";  it  only  increases  it,  and  makes 
more  wire-pulling,  a  man  will  go  there  and  promise  to  vote  for  so  and  so,  and  you  are  not 
sure  he  will  do  so.  Another  thing,  Dr.  Williams  spoke  with  regard  to  "feeling  qualms  of 
conscience."  A  man  may  feel  regret  at  having  to  vote  against  a  friend,  but  how  is  a  ballot 
going  to  remove  those  "qualms  of  conscience?"  It  cannot  remove  them  if  he  has  any 
conscience  at  all,  because  his  conscience  will  surely  prick  him  for  doing  secretly  what  he  did 
not  want  to  do  openly.  If  you  are  going  to  have  a  ballot  at  all,  have  it  so  that  the  last 
man  will  drop  out.  If  you  are  going  to  have  a  ballot  without  any  restrictions  at  all  it  may 
take  us  a  week  to  elect  a  President. 

Dr.  Roome — I  move  an  amendment  to  the  amendment,  that  all  the  words  after  the 
word  "ballot,"  in  the  third  line  of  Clause  3  be  struck  out,  and  that  the  following  be  added 
after  the  word  "ballot"  :  "that,  after  nomination,  where  only  one  candidate  is  nominated, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  declare  that  candidate  elected."  I  think  that  will 
get  over  all  the  difficulty,  I  approve  of  what  Dr.  Williams  has  said,  but  the  danger  is,  we 
might  be  detained  here  for  days  ;  we  might  ballot  here  continuously  for  two  or  three  days 
before  we  strike  a  candidate,  but  when  we  have  a  nomination  we  know  the  candidate  is 
before  the  Council,  and  by  placing  the  privilege  in  the  hands  of  the  President  or  Registrar 
to  decide  where  only  one  candidate  is  nominated,  I  think  no  one  in  this  room  would  object 
to  his  declaring  that  candidate  elected.  I  contend  that  anyone  who  does  not  feel  in  favor 
of  the  candidate  who  is  nominated  for  President  should  propose  some  one  in  opposition  to 
that  man,  and  in  that  way  a  vote  can  be  taken.  But,  where  only  one  man  is  proposed,  as 
was  the  case  in  this  session,  it  seems  ridiculous  to  me  that  we  should  cast  a  ballot  around 
this  room  to  say  whether  we  ought  to  elect  him  or  not.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
declare  that  candidate  elected,  and,  therefore,  this  amendment  to  the  amendment  will  cover 
all  that  difficulty. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  don't  think  Dr.  Roome's  amendment  will  stop  one  iota  of  the  wrang- 
ling over  the  election  of  officers,  and  I  am  sure  the  members  of  the  Council  who  have 
witnessed  the  proceedings  in  the  past  year  will  agree  that  we  have  done  just  what  he  proposes 
to  do,  except  that  there  was  the  formality  present  of  casting  a  single  ballot,  which  was 
equivalent  to  the  President  determining  that  that  man  should  be  elected.  That  has  been  the 
whole  bone  of  contention  during  the  past  year,  and  I  do  not  conceive  that  there  is  much  force 
in  the  objection  raised  against  Dr.  Williams'  proposition  that  it  is  going  to  produce  an  end- 
less series  of  ballots.  I  cannot  conceive  that  in  the  Council,  in  any  one  year,  there  will  be 
more  than  three  or  four  nominations,  and  in  a  small  batch  of  thirty  members  there  cannot  be 
more  than  three  or  four  names  on  the  first  ballot,  and  it  certainly  will  not  require  long  to 
throw  all  those  out  but  one.  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  Dr.  William's  proposition  as  th&only 
one  that  will  produce  quiet  and  accord  in  the  Council. 

The  Chairman — It  has  been  moved  by  Dr  Roome,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  the  words  "by  open  vote"  be  struck  out  after  the  word 
"  ballot  "  in  the  third  line  and  the  following  inserted  :  "  where  only  one  candidate  is  nomin- 
ated it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  or  Registrar  to  declare  such  candidate  elected. 

Dr.  Campbell — If  you  are  going  to  look  upon  those  two  additional  propositions  that 
have  been  made  before  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  as  an  amendment  and  an  amendment  to 
the  amendment  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  I  shall  be  placed  in  rather  an  embarras- 
sing position.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  proposition  in  the  proposed  by-law  t<>  have  the  election 
by  open  vote,  but  if  we  cannot  have  it  by  open  vote,  if  it  is  the  desire  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  to  retain  the  ballot,  then  I  am  unquestionably  in  favor  of  I>r. 
William's  proposition,  because  that  is  the  proposition  which  1  submitted  myself  last  year, 
which  went  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  and  there  received  decent 
sepulchre;  T  don't  know  whether  it  was  ever  resurrected  thai  session  or  not.  Dr.  Roome 
has  kindly  tried  to  remedy  it  under  our  present  system  of  voting  l»\    ballot,  and  1  am  in  favor 

of  Dr.  Roome's  amendment.     I  would  prefer  thai  we  strike  oul  the  word  "ballot  "  and  have 

an  open  Vbte,       I  have  had  to  VOte  for  people  in  municipal  councils   where    it   was  an  extreme 
advantage  in  having  a  ballot,   but   this  is  a  very  different   matter  here  with  us,  and  it  seem->  to 

nif,  judging  from  my  own  experience,  that  there  ought   not  to  be  much  difficult)  in  voting 
for  whom  I  want  to.     I   have  had,  in  this  Council,  to  voteagainst  personal  friends  for  par 
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fcicular  reasons  and  I  have  had  the  courage  to  go  to  my  friend  and  tell  him  I  had  voted 
against  him  ;  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  do  it,  but  my  conscience  always  approved  me.  I  think 
we  can  manage  to  get  along  with  the  open  vote  for  the  election  of  officers  without  a  very 
great  deal  of  trouble.  Occasionally,  no  doubt,  cases  will  arise  when  there  will  be  unpleasant- 
ness, but  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  it  can  be  managed  without  any  difficulty  and  the  evils 
that  may  come  from  the  ballot  are  greater  than  the  temporary  personal  inconvenience  that 
may  result  sometimes  from  the  open  ballot,  for  that  reason  I  am  in  favor  of  Dr.  Roger's  pro- 
position, if  I  have  to  vote  according  to  our  order  of  procedure.  I  think  those  two  propositions 
ought  to  be  taken  as  two  separate  amendments  and  be  taken  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
submitted.  If  you  rule  they  are  to  be  taken  as  an  amendment  and  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment,  and  Dr.  Roome's  proposition  comes  first,  I  cannot  vote  for  that  because  I  am 
voting  against  the  proposition  which  first  came  in  and  which  I  am  in  favor  of.  If  we  have 
the  vote  as  to  whether  we  will  continue  to  ballot,  or  whether  we  will  have  an  open  vote 
settled  first  then  we  can  go  into  details,  as  if  it  is  decided  to  continue  the  ballot,  then  we 
have  the  two  propositions  to  choose  between,  namely  Dr.  William's  and  Dr.  Roome's. 

Dr.  Williams — I  feel  myself  placed  in  the  same  position  as  Dr.  Campbell,  the  difference 
is  that  while  he  prefers  the  original  proposition  I  prefer  to  vote  by  ballot.  When  it  comes 
to  a  question  of  whether  Dr.  Roome's  proposition  shall  prevail  or  Dr.  Rogers'  I  am  unques- 
tionably in  favor  of  Dr.  Roome's  ;  I  am  in  favor  of  having  a  ballot  taken.  If  we  take  the 
vote  first  on  Dr.  Roome's  proposition  as  an  amendment  I  am  of  necessity  compelled  to  vote 
against  him,  even  though  I  would  prefer  that  to  the  other,  because  I  want  to  have  my  own 
amendment  carried,  and  I  believe  my  proposition  to  be  the  best  method.  I  think  it  would 
be  well  if  Dr.  Roome  would  withdraw  his  amendment  and  let  us  decide  the  question  of  the 
vote  by  ballot  first,  as  Dr.  Campbell  has  suggested,  and  then  Dr.  Roome's  motion  to  amend 
what  is  carried  can  be  put.  I  think  that  can  be  done,  and  that  will  help  us  out  of  what  we 
feel  to  be  a  somewhat  awkward  position. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  hardly  fair  to  ask  Dr.  Roome  to  withdraw  his  and  you  not  withdraw 
yours.     Why  not  withdraw  them  both  for  the  present  ? 

Dr.  Williams — I  will  do  that.  I  move  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot  and  not  by 
open  vote. 

Dr.  Barrick — Without  nomination. 

Dr.  Williams — No  ;  I  am  leaving  that.  I  am  moving  now  the  question  as  to  whether 
it  shall  be  an  open  vote  or  by  ballot. 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  tendency  of  the  present  day  is  to  have  elections  by  ballot  ;  that  is, 
in  a  general  public  way,  but  our's  is  not  similar  to  a  general  public  election  ;  we  all  appear 
here  together  and  we  have  not  any  client  who  is  looking  for  our  favor  or  disfavor  and  there- 
fore the  ballot,  although  very  excellent  in  many  cases  of  election,  is  not  applicable  to  this. 
I  cannot  see  any  objection  in  the  world  to  an  open  vote  in  a  body  like  this.  I  have  no 
qualms  of  conscience  about  it  ;  I  am  not  troubled  in  that  way  ;  I  like  to  strike  out  from  the 
shoulder  every  time  and  then  you  understand  where  your  man  is. 

The  Chairman — It  has  been  suggested  that  Dr.  Williams'  amendment  to  the  motion,  and 
Dr.  Roome's  amendment  to  the  amendment  be  withdrawn,  and  that  we  substitute  therefor 
an  amendment  to  the  original  motion  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  sense  of  the  meeting  be 
taken  on  whether  there  shall  be  a  ballot  or  not.  Are  you  agreeable  to  it  being  put  in  that 
position  at  the  present  time  ?  On  a  vote  being  taken  Dr.  Williams'  suggestion  was  approved 
of. 

The  Chairman — A  ballot  or  no  ballot  is  the  question  before  the  members. 

Dr.  Logan — I  will  not  detain  you  very  long.  I  could  not  sit  quietly  here  without  at 
least  repeating  to  some  degree  the  expression  I  made  use  of  on  a  previous  occasion  in  refer- 
ence to  the  taking  of  the  ballot.  I  have  always  been  opposed  in  this  Council  to  the  ballot, 
and  I  have  always  been  in  favor  of  an  open  vote.  I  cannot  see  why  the  members  of  this 
Council,  constituted  as  it  is,  as  my  friend  Dr.  Bray  says,  supposed  to  be  friends,  at  least, 
should  make  use  of  the  ballot.  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
among  politicians  and  some  other  bodies,  because  there  is  a  large  number  of  our  population 
dependent  upon  their  employer,  and  if  the  manner  of  their  voting  should  become  known  it 
might  be  the  means  of  their  losing  their  positions.  I  think  in  cases  of  that  kind,  and  under 
those  conditions,  the  ballot  is  absolutely  necessary.  But  is  that  the  condition  of  affairs  in 
this  Council  ?  If  it  is,  I  am  very  sorry  to  learn  it  ;  and  I  think  if  any  man's  mental  equili- 
brium is  so  uncertain  that  he  cannot  give  open  expression  to  his  conviction  he  had  better 
have  it  improved.  It  strikes  me  that  the  honest  way  is  to  state  positively  what  your  opinion 
may  be  upon  any  matter  of  that  kind  ;  and  in  a  case  of  that  kind  I  think  your  conscience  is 
not  likely  to  give  you  any  disturbance,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  happy  to  have  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  views  in  favor  of  the  open  vote. 

Dr.  Sangster — In  the  dilemma  in  which  I  am  placed  I  shall  have  to  vote  in  favor  of  an 
open  vote.  I  would  vote  for  the  ballot  in  the  sense  Dr.  Williams  has  suggested,  but  i}  it 
involves  the  danger  of  practically  introducing  into  this  Council   at  the  commencement  of 
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each  session  the  wrangling  we  have  had  in  the  past  two  sessions,  as  I  know  it  would,  I  would 
vote  in  favor  of  the  open  vote. 

Dr.  Henry — In  the  selection  of  our  officers  I  think  the  difficulty  of  the  past  has  been 
that  the  ballot  is  not  properly  passed,  and  in  that  way  I  strongly  approve  of  Dr.  Williams' 
amendment,  taking  away  the  words  "after  nomination"  and  having  the  ballot  cast  by  the 
whole  Council.  I  think  if  those  words  were  removed  from  that  section  we  would  have  no 
difficulty.     I  would  strongly  support  Dr.  Williams'  amendment  to  the  amendment. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — 1  don't  think  there  should  be  any  difficulty  as  Dr.  Sangster  expresses 
it  ;  the  question  now  is,  a  ballot  or  no  ballot.  If  we  say  it  shall  be  by  ballot  we  can  adopt 
either  Dr.  Williams'  or  Dr.  Roorae's  modification. 

Dr.  Reddick — We  are  here  contending  for  a  ballot  or  no  ballot.  My  own  conviction  is 
that  the  best  method,  and  what  I  would  personally  like  best,  is  the  ballot.  We  are  all  elected 
to  this  Council  by  ballot,  a  ballot  which  is  practically  an  open  vote,  and  we  are  now  in  this 
Council  trying  to  have  a  ballot  that  is  a  secret  ballot.  The  question  is,  how  will  it  do  for 
us  to  have  a  secret  ballot  here  when  we  are  elected  ourselves  by  an  open  vote  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  going  to  support  Dr.  Williams'  motion  ;  and  to  amend  it  by  saying 
that  all  caucusing  hereafter  in  connection  with  this  Council  be  and  is  hereby  done  away 
with.     (Applause.) 

Dr.  Thornton — I  think  if  the  outside  profession  could  hear  our  discussions  this  morn- 
ing they  would  think  we  were  more  anxious  for  official  position  than  the  welfare  of  the 
profession,  and  I  think  for  that  reason  we  should  have  an  open  vote. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  know  of  one  very  important  body  in  this  Province  where  they  com- 
menced to  vote  that  way  and  the  present  ruling  officer  had  one  vote  only  cast  in  his  favor  at 
first  out  of  some  two  hundred,  but  he  worked  and  worked  away  and  the  result  was  the  man 
with  one  vote  was  elected. 

Dr.  Barrick — If  we  can  spend  one  minute  now  right,  we  will  save  in  our  next  meeting. 
If  you  could  just  strike  out  of  that  third  clause  the  words  "  after  nomination, "  it  would 
bring  it  straight  in  line  with  Dr.  Williams'  resolution,  and  we  would  not  have  a  bit  of  trouble 
next  year.  All  that  has  been  said  with  regard  to  the  prolonged  time  in  electing  officers  is 
visionary. 

Dr.  Bray — Not  at  all ;  I  have  had  experience. 

Dr.  Barrick — Take  some  of  the  large  Councils  in  this  country,  with  perhaps  some 
three  or  four  hundred  members  and  they  do  not  go  beyond  three  or  four  ballots.  In  our 
own  city  here  they  have  not  gone  beyond  the  second  ballot ;  usually  the  result  is  obtained  on 
the  first  ballot ;  so  that  so  far  as  that  is  concerned  a  vote  by  ballot  without  nomination  leaves 
every  member  of  this  Council  perfectly  free,  and  it  completely  puts  an  end  in  that  way  to 
what  Dr.  Geikie  has  spoken  of,  any  caucuses,  and  the  profession  will  crystallize  upon  some 
one  and  he  will  come  to  the  front.  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  the  ballot,  and  if,  as  was 
stated,  a  person  has  any  qualms  of  conscience,  and  if  after  voting  by  ballot  he  feels  he  must 
let  it  be  known  how  he  voted,  we  could  give  him  the  privilege. 

Dr.  Britton — Dr.  Barrick  has  referred  to  the  Board  of  Control,  and  to  the  great  advan- 
tage that  would  be  derived  from  voting  by  ballot  in  electing  our  officers,  that  it  would 
prevent  caucuses.  I  don't  want  to  see  any  caucuses,  but  I  might  say  it  is  the  impression  of 
the  reading  public  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  as  expressed  in  the  leading  papers  in  the  city  of 
Toronto,  that  there  is  more  caucusing  by  men  who  want  to  occupy  positions  on  that  Board 
of  Control  than  perhaps  by  any  other  body  of  men  resident  in  the  city,  of  the  same  number. 

Dr.  Luton — It  is  not  very  often  I  speak,  but  now  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words.  I 
want  to  say  something  as  to  the  practical  results  that  follow  an  election  by  ballot.  Some  ten 
years  ago  in  the  County  of  Elgin,  a  body  of  men,  about  the  same  number  as  ourselves,  met 
at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  warden.  How  much  caucusing 
took  place  previous  to  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  I  do  not  know.  However,  the  ballot  was  passed 
around  and  around  and  around  until  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  without  a  warden  being  elected. 
They  repaired  to  the  various  hotels,  caucusing  was  rife  all  night  and  on  into  the  small  hours 
of  the  morning  ;  the  next  morning  at  ten  o'clock  when  the  Council  resumed  business  to  el< 
a  warden  the  ballot  was  passed  around  and  around  and  around  till  noon  ;  they  adjourned 
for  dinner,  the  caucusing  went  on  again,  and  in  the  afternoon  they  went  at  it  again  and 
spent  the  whole  afternoon,  and  the  caucusing  was  only  successful  in  electing  a  warden  on 
the  morning  of  the  third  day.     (Laughter.) 

Dr.  Sangster— In  the  city  of  London  last  January  the  same  process  began  with  the 
open  vote,  and  they  met  and  they  met,  and  they  did  not  elect  their  chief  officer  by  open  vote. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  ballot  that  necessitates  that  any  more  than  the  open  Vote. 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  purely  a  matter  of  party.  At  Hamilton,  where  the  Council  is 
divided  politically  between  Reformers  and  Conservatives,  thej  vote  and  vote  and  re-vote, 
each  <»ne  standing  to  his  own  party,  hut    that    cannot    possibly  occur  in  the  Medical  Council. 

Dr.  Henry — I  have  had  experience  in  civic  affairs,  and  [  have  never  seen  anything  oi 

this  kind  occur  ;    I   don't  think  we  ever  spent    more   than  half  an  hour  at   it. 
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The  Chairman — The  original  motion,  which  was  formerly  number  two  of  the  by-law, 
which  now  becomes  number  one,  is  that  Section  No.  3  under  the  heading  "Meetings"  is 
altered  by  striking  out  the  words  "by  ballot"  in  the  third  line  thereof  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words  "by  open  vote  and  not  by  ballot  ;  "  Dr.  Williams' amendment  is  that 
the  section  be  amended  to  read  "vote  by  ballot." 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  lost. 

Dr.  Roome — I  would  beg  to  move  in  amendment  that  after  the  word  "nomination  "  the 
the  following  words  be  added  :  "Where  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  President  or  Registrar  to  declare  that  candidate  elected." 

Dr.  Douglas — I  am  in  sympathy  with  the  amendment  which  has  been  proposed  by  Dr. 
Roome  just  now,  and  if  Dr.  Williams  will  simply  leave  his  amendment  out  until  next  year, 
until  the  committee  that  is  to  be  appointed  to  revise  the  rules  of  this  Council  brings  in  a 
report,  I  then  am  in  sympathy  with  Dr.  Williams'  idea  of  electing  our  officers  without 
nomination,  and  will  support  a  by-law  to  that  effect,  if  it  is  recommended  by  the  committee 
to  be  appointed. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  in  sympathy  very  much  with  what  Dr.  Douglas  says.  If  Dr. 
Roome's  amendment  is  pushed,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  it  abrogates  Section  No.  3,  because 
subsequently  in  Section  No.  3  it  declares — I  presume  that  proviso  was  put  in  for  a  good 
cause — "and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an  elec- 
tion." If  that  is  left  there  it  is  absurd  to  say  it  shall  not  be  by  a  vote  of  the  entire  Council. 
If  it  is  understood  that  Dr.  Rogers'  motion  is  only  to  apply  to  next  session,  that  the  matter 
will  then  be  submitted  to  the  Committee,  and  that  Dr.  Williams  will  be  at  liberty  to  bring 
up  his  proposition,  I  shall  be  glad  to  support  that. 

Dr.  Roome — In  reference  to  that,  that  is  the  case  where  there  are  two  candidates  ;  it 
then  requires  a  majority.  Where  there  is  only  one  candidate  it  is  not  necessary  for  a  ballot 
or  division  at  all  ;  where  there  are  two  candidates  it  requires  a  vote. 

The  Chairman  stated  Dr.  Roome's  amendment. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  It  would  satisfy  a  great  many  of  us  if  you 
would  declare  whether  what  we  are  doing  now  is  for  the  next  session  only. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  it  would  be  well  to  alter  the  words,  "  president  or  registrar"  to 
"presiding  officer"  in  Dr.  Roome's  amendment,  because  a  chairman  might  be  presiding. 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment,  as  altered  in  accordance  with  Dr.  Dickson's  sugges- 
tion, which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  rise  and 
report  progress,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Armour — I  beg  leave  to  report  the  by-law  as  amended. 

Dr.  Rookrs  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Rookrs  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  By-law  No.  — ,  to  amend  By-law 
No.  39,  be  now  read  a  third  time,  passed,  numbered,  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

The  President — Are  there  any  other  motions  ? 

Dr.  Armour — In  accordance  with  a  notice  of  motion,  given  yesterday,  I  move,  seconded 
by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  advice  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  be  had  on  the  following  :  1st.  Had 
the  Medical  Council,  at  the  annual  session  of  1895,  a  legal  right  to  assess  an  annual  tax  on 
the  medical  profession  for  the  years  1893  and  1894,  as  enacted  in  Clause  3  of  By-law  69  ? 
2nd.  To  what  part  of  the  arrearages  of  the  annual  tax,  which  are  outstanding  at  various 
dates  from  1874  to  the  present  time,  can  Section  41a  of  the  Medical  Act,  passed  in  1891,  be 
legally  applied  for  their  collection  ;  also  that  the  President,  Vice-President  and  the  mover 
be  a  delegation  to  wait  on  Mr.  Osier,  to  secure  the  above  advice. 

Dr.  Brook — I  think  that  my  motion  should  come  up  first  ;  I  gave  notice  of  motion 
yesterday. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President,  I  think  mine  has  precedence  ;  the  day  before  it  was  in 
anjlher  form,  and  yesterday  you  allowed  mo  to  put  it  in  as  a  notice  of  motion. 

Dr.  BROCK — I  think  as  Dr.  Armour's  notice  of  motion  will  cause  a  good  deal  of  discus- 
sion that  it  will  be  well  (     take  my  motion  up  first. 

l™5Dr-  Armour— I  d<        !  think  it  will  cause  any  discussion  at  all.     T  asked  that  the  opinion 
be  I  rought  down,  andtl  e  Registrar  wasn't  able  to  obtain  it. 

The  President— I  think  we  should  have  this. 
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Dr.  Roome — We  have  collected  that  fee  from  a  great  many  of  the  medical  practitioners 
in  Ontario,  and  if  we  had  no  right  to  do  so  they  can  sue  us  ;  therefore  I  must  oppose  the 
motion.     We  have  had  trouble  enough  without  it.     Let  some  one  else  hunt  it  up. 

Dr.  Williams — I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  it  is  not  cultivating  any  lawsuits,  and  I 
have  no  objection  to  it  whatever. 

Dr.  Dickson — It  is  simply  to  get  rid  of  the  difference  of  opinion  that  exists  in  this 
Council,  and  to  enable  us  without  any  indecision  to  carry  out  Section  41a. 

Dr.  Bray — There  is  just  a  question  here  as  to  which  of  these  two  motions  has  prece- 
dence. Dr.  Armour's  was  an  enquiry  in  the  first  place,  and  it  was  allowed  to  be  changed 
yesterday  to  a  notice  of  motion  ;  if  that  is  the  case,  I  presume  it  has  precedence. 

The  President  stated  Dr.  Armour's  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Will  you  pardon  my  saying  a  word  about  these  verbal  opinions  that 
have  been  given  by  Mr.  Osier.  I  hold  that  this  Council  should  have  no  more  of  them.  A 
gentleman  goes  to  Mr.  Osier,  and  asks  for  his  opinion,  and  he  comes  back  and  he  says  his 
opinion  is  so  and  so.  I  say  that  sort  of  thing  ought  to  be  at  an  end,  because  we  do  not  know 
how  that  gentleman  has  presented  the  case  to  Mr.  Osier,  and  therefore  we  are  utterly  at  sea, 
and  we  are  called  upon  to  accept  opinions  in  this  Council  without  having  them  properly 
before  us.  I  say,  if  any  opinion  is  expressed  by  Mr.  Osier  viva  voce  in  this  Council  we  have 
a  right  to  have  that  opinion  at  Mr.  Osier's  pen. 

Dr.  Roome — I  do  not  wish  you  to  understand  that  I  am  opposed  to  getting  opinions, 
but  the  time  this  opinion  should  have  been  gotten  was  before  this  Council  took  action  upon 
this  particular  question  ;  it  is  late  in  the  day  to  take  an  opinion  on  an  action  that  has  passed 
by  for  two  years,  and  it  may  cultivate  a  lawsuit  to  have  an  opinion  on  this.  If  Dr.  Armour 
or  Dr.  McLaughlin  or  anybody  else  had  applied  for  it  at  that  time  I  would  have  stood  up  for 
it  very  strongly,  but  they  have  taken  action,  and  it  has  gone  on  for  two  years,  and  now  they 
are  asking  an  opinion  as  to  whether  they  did  right  two  years  ago.  I  think  any  question  like 
that  should  come  up  at  the  time,  and  we  would  have  the  opinion.  I  do  not  believe  myself 
in  a  verbal  opinion  ;  we  should  have  a  written  opinion,  and  that  written  opinion  should  be 
placed  before  this  Council  on  all  questions  where  there  is  any  doubt. 

Dr.  Bray — I  was  just  going  to  ask  to  have  that  motion  read,  but  if  it  is  asking  for  an 
opinion  on  the  statute  that  governs  it,  I  think  there  is  no  lawyer's  opinion  which  will  go 
beyond  the  statute  ;  if  there  is  a  question  about  it,  it  will  have  to  come  before  a  court  of  law 
for  decision.  If  it  conflicts  with  the  statute,  or  if  it  is  only  confirming  something  that  is 
already  in  the  statute  there  is  no  necessity  for  it,  because  we  have  the  opinion  of  the  law 
advisers  of  the  Crown. 

The  President,  on  request,  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Moore — I  see  you,  sir,  and  the  Vice-President  and  Dr.  Armour  are  the  gentlemen 
who  are  to  go  and  give  Mr.  Osier  this  information.  Now,  sir,  according  to  Dr.  McLaughlin's 
contention,  we  cannot  meet  his  views  because  we  do  not  know,  nor  have  we  any  right  to 
believe  that  you  and  these  gentlemen  know  all  about  the  law,  and  all  about  the  proper  way 
to  present  this  case  ;  the  only  way  we  can  meet  Dr.  McLaughlin's  views  is  to  bring  Mr.  Osier 
here,  and  then  state  the  case  to  him,  and  then — 

Dr.  McLaughlin — My  statement  was  this,  that  when  Mr.  Osier  has  stated  so  and  so 
upon  a  question  we  should  have  it  in  black  and  white. 

Dr.  Moore — You  stated  you  didn't  know  how  the  case  was  put  to  him. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order  ;  the  gentleman  is  simply  misrepresenting 
matters. 

Dr.  Moore — I  am  simply  stating  that,  in  order  to  meet  the  views  of  Dr.  McLaughlin. 
the  only  way  is  to  bring  Mr.  Osier  here — 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  said,  we  do  not  know  what  may  have  been  said  to  Mr.  Osier  when 
his  opinion  was  asked,  and  we  ought  to  have  it  in  black  and  white. 

Dr.  Moore — That  is  just  exactly  what  I  am  stating,  that  you  didn't  know  how  the  ques- 
tions were  put  to  him.  The  only  way  we  can  have  Dr.  McLaughlin's  views  met  with  is  to 
bring  Mr.  Osier  here  and  have  somebody  state  the  facts  and  then  we  will  know  how  it  is  put 
and  we  will  get  his  answer. 

The  President — I  don't  think  it  is  necessary  for  a  deputation  at  all  to  wait  on  him  :  I 
will  just  instruct  the  Registrar. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken  was  declared  lost. 

Dr.  Drock  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Exam- 
iners to  meet  after  the  oral  examinations  are  held,  and  then  and  there  decide  wl  have 
received  a  sufficient  number  of  marks  and  are  entitled  to  registration;  and  that  In  no  case 
shall  the  Registrar  insert  any  person's  name  in  the  register  who  is  not  bo  qualified  by  the 
Board  <>f  Examiners    Thai  it  also  be  an  instruction  to  the  Reg  thai  in  all  oral  examina 

dons  the  students  undergoing  such  examination  shall  be  pL  in  "a  room  or  rooms  and 
detained  therein,  until  such  time  as  each  one  of  them  shall  h.r.  •<  n  examined,  and  th.it  a 
student  who  passes  from  said  room  to  be  examined,  shall  not   be  permitted  to  return  to  said 

room    until  all  the  students  have  been  examined 


42  ANNUAL   ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Dr.  Brock — In  explanation  of  this  motion  I  will  read  the  following  letter  from  an  Exam- 
iner : 

A  little  more  than  a  week  ago  I  had  a  short  conversation  with  you  regarding  matters 
relating  to  the  examinations  of  the  Medical  Council.  I  stated  then  that  in  my  opinion  con- 
siderable improvement  could  easily  be  made  in  the  method  of  conducting  the  oral.  As  now 
held  students  who  have  had  their  oral  are  allowed  to  see  and  converse  with  those  who  are 
waiting  their  turn  to  enter  the  examination  hall.  Owing  to  this  some  obtain  information 
which  gives  them  an  advantage  of  an  unfair  nature.  In  England,  and  I  believe  in  all 
European  countries,  communication  between  those  examined  and  those  awaiting  examination 
is  always  rendered  impossible.  If  you  bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  the 
defect  will  probably  be  removed,  for,  in  justice  to  the  students  themselves,  it  requires  atten- 
tion. Besides  it  would  render  it  less  difficult  for  examiners  to  ascertain  the  attainments  of 
each  applicant,  while  at  the  same  time  the  test  would  be  alike  to  all.  Would  it  not  be  well 
for  the  examiners  to  meet  after  they  have  finished  their  duties  in  order  to  make  a  report 
giving  the  names  of  the  students  who,  in  their  opinion,  are  qualified  ?  Probably  this  would 
prevent  a  good  man's  rejection  by  reason  of  being  a  few  marks  behind  in  one  subject.  Yours

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  move  that  that  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee. 

Dr  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw  and  resolved,  that  the  Printing  Committee 
be  instructed  to  omit  from  the  Annual  Announcement  the  names  of  all  matriculants,  of  those 
who  have  a  first  or  second  or  third  year  standing,  and  also  the  names  of  those  who  have 
obtained  their  membership  through  examination,  and  to  substitute  therefor  the  names  of  all 
who  have  become  registered  since  the  last  register  was  published. 

Dr.  Roome — I  was  of  the  opinion,  and  intended  moving  that  the  time  had  come  when  it 
was  necessary  to  have  a  new  register  published.  In  1887  the  last  one  was  published  and 
many  names  are  there  of  persons  who  are  dead  and  gone.  Dr.  Williams'  motion,  if  adopted, 
would  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  a  new  register. 

Dr.  Williams — We  had  a  register  published  in  1892. 

Dr.  Roome — I  was  under  the  impression  it  was  1887. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  as  follows  : 
Your  ( 'onunittee  on  Credentials  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  find  that  Dr.  Douglas  and  Dr. 
Griffin  have  been  regularly  appointed  to  represent  Trinity  and  Victoria  Universities  in  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  af  Ontario. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials be  received  and  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline. 

Dr.  Campbell — You  will  have  to  leave  this  on  the  table  and  follow  the  usual  order, 
which  requires  a  report  to  be  presented  and  a  subsequent  order  takes  up  the  report  for 
consideration. 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  this  report  No.  1  of  the  Discipline 
Committee  be  taken  up  as  the  first  order  of  business  on  re-assembling  after  the  adjournment, 
which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  presented  and  read  the  Special  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  as 
follows  : 

To.  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
Wof  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen,— In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  last  meeting  of  Council  regarding 
retrenchment,  the  Finance  Committee  met  and  have  considered  the  matter  and  report  for 
your  consideration  : 

There  are  several  sources  of  expenditure  in  which  a  reduction  might  be  made,  if,  after 
your  deliberation  thereon,  they  would  be  considered  in  the  interest  of  the  Council. 
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1st.  One  examination  each  year  would  save,  we  are  informed  by  the  Registrar,  about 
six  hundred  dollars. 

2nd.  If  the  examinations  were  held  in  one  place  it  would  be  a  further  saving  of 
four  hundred  dollars. 

3rd.  If  the  time  of  the  Oral  Examinations  were  increased  from  five,  to  six  hours  each 
day — say  three  hours  in  the  forenoon  and  three  in  the  afternoon — which  could  not  be  con- 
sidered excessive  labor,  there  would  also  be  a  saving  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

4th.  Regarding  the  examinations,  we  are  also  informed  that  by  the  withholding  of 
the  retainer  of  twenty  dollars  now  paid  the  examiners  who  conduct  no  written  examinations, 
a  saving  of  forty  dollars  would  be  effected. 

5th.  If  ten  minutes'  Oral  Examinations  were  considered  sufficient,  instead  of  fifteen  as 
now  required,  a  saving  of  two  hundred  dollars  would  be  thereby  effected. 

6th.  We  have  also  been  informed  that  the  Examiner  on  Anatomy  has  been  using  for 
five  years,  the  same  wet  specimens  continuously,  and  for  which  he  has  been  allowed  one 
hundred  dollars  per  year.  Your  Committee  consider  twenty-five  dollars  to  be  sufficient 
when  the  same  specimens  are  used. 

7th.  The  reduction  of  Treasurer's  salary,  or  the  amalgamation  of  the  offices  of  Regis- 
trar and  Treasurer. 

8th.  As  regards  the  maintenance  of  the  building,  the  expense  might  possibly  be  some- 
what lessened  by  making  it  part  of  the  Registrar's  work,  to  let  the  apartments  and  collect  the 
rents  without  being  allowed  a  commission  thereon  as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past.  We 
consider,  however,  now  that  it  is  the  most  cheaply  managed  building  in  the  city  of  Toronto. 
There  has  been  an  annual  saving  of  $983.00  effected  on  the  carrying  of  the  building  by  the 
reduction  of  interest  and  amount  of  insurance  carried,  which  will  be  referred  to  by  the 
Property  Committee  in  their  report,  and  on  temporary  loans,  interest  reduced  from  seven 
per  cent,  to  6^  per  cent.  If  this  clause  meets  with  your  approval  we  recommend  that  the 
Council  pay  the  Registrar's  stenographer. 

9th.  The  reduction  of  interest  and  amount  of  insurance  carried  was  largely  brought 
about  by  the  efforts  of  your  Registrar. 

10th.  The  reduction  of  expenses  connected  with  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council. 
With  regard  to  the  indemnity  of  members,  we  do  not  consider  it  judicious  to  open  up  a 
fresh  discussion  of  this  matter  again,  as  the  by-law  fixing  the  sessional  allowance  has  been 
thoroughly  considered  at  previous  sessions  and  no  change  is  recommended. 

11th.     Discussions  might  at  times  be  shortened  and  expenditure  lessened  in  this  way.

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  session,  which  were  confirmed  and  sinned 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Dickson — To  re-consider  the  motion  by  Dr.  Armour  relative  bo  the  obtaining  of 
Mr.  B.  B.  Osier's  opinion. 

Dr.  ROGERS — In  regard  to  the  procuring  by  the  Council  of  certain  appliances  for  the 
conducting  of  examinations  in  Anatomy. 

Communications,   Petitions,  Etc 

The  Registrar  read  a  number  of  communications  which  were  referred  to  the  resp 
tive  Committees. 
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Motions  of  Which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Armour— The  by-law  which  was  spoken  of  yesterday  will  now  come  in  order. .  I 
move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  the  by-law  entitled,  "A  by-law  to  amend  by-law  No.  39,  with  regard  to  the 
reading  of  bills  and  proceedings  thereon." 

Dr.  Moore — Didn't  we  agree  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  first  I 

The  President — We  did  agree  to  that. 

Dr.  Bray — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  delared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Brock  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Bray — I  move  that  this  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  be  read  clause  by 
clause.     Carried. 

Dr.  Bray  read  Clause  No.  1. 

Dr.  Bray — I  move  the  adoption  of  that  clause  of  the  report.  I  may  tell  you  that  this 
is  a  little  quarrel  between  two  doctors  ;  Dr.  Carruthers  complains  that  Dr.  MacDonald, 
while  drunk,  went  in  and  visited  his  patient.  It  is  something  that  should  never  have  come 
before  this  Council  at  all. 

On  motion,  Clause  No.  1  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray  read  Clause  No.  2. 

Dr.  Bray — These  people  travel  in  the  western  portion  of  the  Province  with  a  band, 
and  all  that  kind  of  thing,  and  this  Kamama,  Jr.,  dressed  up  as  a  Hindoo  or  something  of 
that  kind  ;  and  they  have  this  registered  practitioner,  Dr.  Sovereen,  working  for  them. 
They  were  in  my  own  county,  and  I  took  it  upon  myself  to  personally  investigate  the  matter 
a  little.  I  brought  the  detective  up  there  and  he  interviewed  Dr.  Sovereen,  and  Dr. 
Sovereen  acknowledged  he  was  working  for  these  men.  They  scoop  up  any  quantity  of 
money  and  just  rob  the  people  right  and  left.  We  recommend  that  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee take  action  on  Dr.  Sovereen's  conduct,  and  that  the  Council  give  us  instructions  to 
do  so.     I  move  the  adoption  of  Clause  2  of  the  report. 

On  motion,  Clause  2  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray — Read  Clause  No.  3. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  much  about  the  Munyon  Company  ;  it  is 
all  over  the  country.  You  see  signs  in  drug  stores  and  all  that  kind  of  thing.  In  order 
to  protect  themselves  they  have  to  engage  a  registered  practioner.  I  think  any  registered 
practitioner  who  will  allow  himself  to  help  people  of  that  kind  deserves  investigation,  to  say 
the  least  of  it.     I  move  the  adoption  of  Clause  3  of  the  report, 

On  motion,  Clause  3  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray — Read  Clause  No.  4. 

Dr.  Bray — It  appears  that  this  Dr.  Fisher  has  been  working  for  the  Viavi  Company 
and  they  have  had  a  falling  out.  We  do  not  recommend  that  there  be  any  investigation  of 
her  conduct,  but  we  want  to  find  out  their  method  of  conducting  business  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Council,  so  that  in  future  if  anybody  else  takes  the  position  which  she  has 
occupied  it  may  be  reported  to  the  Council.  The  Committee  are  not  acting  in  this  case, 
but  only  wish  the  Council  to  give  instructions  to  the  prosecutor  to  find  out  all  about  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Is  it  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  Discipline  Committee  to  ask  the 
Council  for  permission  in  order  that  the  detective  may  go  and  look  up  evidence  of  that 
kind  ?  It  is  an  extraordinary  think  if  this  committee  cannot  during  the  year  instruct 
Detective  Wasson  to  go  and  look  up  evidence. 

Dr.  Bray — I  am  not  so  sure  about  that.  We  want  to  make  it  certain.  I  am  not  sure 
they  have  that  power  ;  I  do  not  think  they  have.  We  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
investigate  this  case  because  it  was  only  reported  to  us  during  this  meeting  and  we  thought 
we  would  ask  for  this  permission  at  any  rate.  I  think  we  should  have  the  power  to  investi- 
gate, if  we  have  not. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  that  committee  ought  to  have  power  to  look  up  evidence  on 
all  those  cases  without  asking  the  Council  for  permission  in  each  individual  case. 

Dr.  Moore — You  are  quite  right,  Dr.  McLaughlin. 

On  motion,  Clause  No.  4  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray,  read  case  No.  5. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  most  of  you  know  of  this  man.  He  styles  himself  an  "  orificial 
surgeon, "  and  in  many  towns  he  has  obtained  money — I  hardly  like  to  say  by  false  pre- 
tences, but  pretty  near  that — by  promising  to  do  what  nobody  could  do.  I  move  the 
adoption  of  this  clause  of  the  report.  • 
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On  motion,  Clause  5  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray,  read  Clause  No.  6. 

On  motion,  Clause  6  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray,  read  Clause  No.  7. 

Dr.  Bray — You  all  know  these  Doctors  of  Refraction  ;  they  are  in  every  town  and 
village  and  it  is  very  hard  to  get  at  them  as  illegal  practitioners,  and  we  thought  we  would 
bring  this  recommendation  before  the  Council  so  that  if  we  have  to  go  to  the  Legislature, 
the  Council  might  appoint  a  committee  to  obtain  such  legislation  as  might  be  necessary. 

Dr.  Dickson — What  is  the  difficulty  in  the  way  of  dealing  with  them  ? 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  mean  to  say  the  difficulty  is  with  the  practitioners  ;  it  is  not  the 
practitioner,  it  is  those  opticians,  as  they  call  themselves.  This  is  not  a  matter  for  our  com- 
mittee, but  it  was  referred  to  us  and  we  just  make  this  recommendation  to  the  Council. 
We  have  no  power  to  deal  with  them,  but  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  we  report 
back,  in  order  that  the  Council  as  a  whole  should  deal  with  the  matter  by  going  to  the 
Legislature  to  get  some  power  to  act  at  some  future  time 

Dr.  Williams — Are  they  the  persons  who  go  to  the  United  States  and  get  degrees  as 
Doctors  of  Optics,  and  then  come  back  and  travel  through  the  country  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Yes,  some  of  them. 

Dr.  Williams — If  that  is  so,  is  it  wise  that  we  should  go  to  the  Legislature  1  Will  we 
not  be  snubbed  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  law  is  that  if  any  man  claims  to  be  a  medical  doctor 
when  he  is  not,  he  makes  himself  liable.  If  these  men  go  around  and  examine  people's 
eyes,  they  certainly  come  under  that  heading. 

Dr.  Williams — They  put  up  their  signs  as  Doctors  of  Optics.  I  have  seen  one,  or  two, 
or  three  of  them,  Doctor  So  and  So,  on  the  first  line,  and  "Optician,"  perhaps,  on  the 
second  line. 

Dr.  Machell — While  it  may  not  be  in  order  to  take  any  action  against  these  so-called 
Doctors  of  Refraction,  it  may  be  in  order  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  a  regular  practitioner 
who  assists  these  men  to  obtain  this  degree  of  Doctor  of  Refraction.  It  is  a  well  understood 
thing  here,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  a  legalized  practitioner  who  is  acting  in  the  interests  of  a 
firm  which  makes  spectacles  in  Montreal,  is  given  $100  for  every  class  he  turns  out  from 
the  community.  He  gives  them  from  two  to  four  or  six  lectures  and  then  he  gives 
them  a  certificate  and  they  forward  that  to  Montreal  and  become  Doctors  of  Refraction.  I 
think  we  are  commencing  at  the  wrong  end  to  take  any  notice  of  Doctors  of  Refraction  ;  we 
ought  to  commence  to  take  some  notice  of  our  own  licentiate  who  allows  himself  to  be  made 
a  tool  of  for  the  paltry  sum  of  $100  for  every  class  of  graduates. 

Dr.  Bray — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Machell.  As  I  have  stated  here,  the  Discipline 
Committee  have  no  power  to  act  in  this  case,  but  we  ask  that  the  Council  consider  this 
report  with  a  view  to  procuring  the  necessary  legislation  to  enable  them  to  be  dealt  with  ; 
or,  I  could  add  a  clause  to  that  : — "  Or  in  any  other  way  that  may  be  deemed  proper  by  this 
Council." 

Dr.  Britton  —I  would  move  that  the  Council  instruct  the  prosecutor  to  secure  all  the 
evidence  required  in  the  case  of  the  licentiate  referred  to  who  professes  to  teach,  or  who  lias 
classes  of  men  to  whom  he  issues  certificates  as  Doctor  of  Optics  ;  and  when  the  evidence 
has  been  furnished,  that  the  Discipline  Committee  proceed  to  make  proper  investigation. 

Dr.  Moore — There  was  no  charge  before  us  against  this  doctor.  I  am  well  aware  of  all 
that  Dr.  Machell  has  said,  and  I  smart  under  it  just  the  same  as  the  rest  of  the  members.  In 
the  town  where  I  live  the  people  go  down  and  get  their  eyes  tested  free,  and  every  jeweller 
in  the  town  is  a  Doctor  of  Refraction.  We  brought  this  recommendation  in  for  the  purpose  of 
having  a  discussion  and  having  this  matter  brought  up.  We  would  not  bring  in  a  recom- 
mendation against  the  man  when  we  had  no  charge  laid. 

Dr.  Machell — Since  I  spoke  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  just  told  me  of  a  case  of  this  wv\ 
kind  which  came  up  for  consideration  at  Kingston,  and  the  Council  there  had  the  benefit  <>f 
the  advice  of  the  County  Attorney.  That  particular  case  cost  the  present  Council  s«  >me  $60.(H ». 
;ind  the  County  Attorney  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  it  wasn't  worth  while  dealing  with  t lic- 
ense, that  we  would  certainly  lose. 

Dr.  Britton — My  resolution  does  not  apply  to  those  who  are  graduated,  so-called,  by 
this  licentiate  to  whom  Dr.  Machell  has  referred,  it  applies  particularly  bo  that  individual 
I  do  not  know  his  name,  but  I  have  specified  who  it  is  sufficiently  bo  enable  our  prosecutor 
bo  investigate  the  ease  ;  then,  after  having  received  information  from  him,  1  would  Like  the 
Discipline  ( 'onnnittee  to  take  the   matter    in    hand   and    use   their    best   judgment  as  to  what 

course  t<>  pursue. 

Dr.    LtJTON       In  the  vicinity  in   which   1   Live  there  is  a  man  that  e\  cry  month  or  bwo  puts 

in  an  appearance  as  a  Doctor  of  Optics,  a  graduate  of  some  Philadelphian  college  and  with  a 

gtrong  intimation  that  lie  also  holds  some  degree  from  some  institution  in  Toronto,  and  I 

ave  known  patients  to  go  to  him  to  have  their  eyes  bested,  and  upon  examination  he  would 
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tell  them  that  they  required  glasses  of  a  certain  kind  ;  but,  in  addition  to  that,  he  would  tell 
them,  "now,  glasses  is  only. part  of  your  treatment ;  I  think  it  is  necessary  that  you  should 
take  some  medicine  internally,"  probably  containing  strychnine,  to  give  tone  or  something- 
else  to  some  of  the  muscles  connected  with  the  eye  ;  and  he  would  write  out  a  prescription 
and  they  would  get  it  filled  at  the  drug  store.  He  would  treat  them  as  a  Doctor  of  Optics 
and  as  a  medical  man  at  the  same  time,  and  sometimes  would  request  the  physician  of  the 
person  asking  him  for  his  assistance  to  suggest  to  them  the  propriety  of  giving  this,  that,  or 
the  other  medicine. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  we  might  pass  that  clause  with  the  omission  of  the  suggestion 
that  we  get  legislation.  It  is  a  matter  for  serious  consideration  whether  we  can  get  that 
legislation  in  view  of  the  state  of  public  opinion.  I  think  we  had  better  not  pass  that  part 
of  the  clause  which  asks  for  permission  to  seek  legislation  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  something  ought  to  be  done  in  the  direction  which  Dr.  Machell 
indicates.  I  know  in  my  region  the  public  has  been  fleeced  largely  by  these  men.  I  know  one 
individual  that  sold  two  pair  of  spectacles  to  a  man  and  his  wife  at  $5.00  a  pair ;  the  day  after 
they  went  back  and  complained  that  they  didn't  suit,  and  he  told  them  they  cost  him  nearly 
$5.00,  but  finally  he  took  $1.50  for  the  two  pairs. 

Dr.  Brock — These  suggestions  of  Dr.  Britton  and  Dr.  Sangster  come  unjder  the  ordinary 
prosecutions  over  which  the  Discipline  Committee  of  last  year  had  power. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  it  would  be  well  to  adopt  the  suggestion  made  by  Dr.  McLaughlin. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  clause  binding  the  Council  if  we  strike  that  out. 

Dr.  Rogers — Still,  you  might  put  in  something. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Britton  has  already  made  a  motion. 

Dr.  Britton — Perhaps  I  am  a  little  out  of  order  in  having  made  a  motion  ;  I  presume 
the  proper  way  would  be  to  wait  until  we  are  in  Council  again,  and  then  move  a  resolution 
in  order  that  we  might  dispose  of  it  in  the  right  way  without  being  forced  to  give  notice  of 
motion. 

Dr.  Rogers — Why  not  add  it  to  that  report  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — My  suggestion  does  not  interfere  with  that  at  all  ;  it  is  just  with 
reference  to  that  part  of  the  clause  asking  permission  to  go  to  the  Legislature. 

On  motion,  Clause  7  of  the  report  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  sure  you  will  pardon  me  asking  for  permission  to  interrupt  the  pro- 
ceedings for  a  few  moments.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  Dr.  Osier,  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  a  Canadian  boy,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  his  profession,  and  is  one  of 
tli.'  most  eminent  men  in  the  land. 

Dr.  Osler  was  received  with  applause,  and  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  :  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  am  here  accidentally  ;  I  did  not  know  that  the  meeting  was  going  on  ;  I  simply  came 
up  to  consult  something  in  the  library.  But  I  assure  you  it  gives  me  very  great  pleasure 
indeed  to  be  here  and  seeing  this  representative  gathering,  for  I  might  say  that  this  and  the 
other  representative  bodies  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  represent  in  reality  the  only  demo- 
cratic body  of  men  in  the  profession  throughout  the  world.  The  Canadian  Provinces  are  the 
only  provinces  in  which  the  medical  men  control  their  own  affairs  ;  it  does  not  occur  in  any 
_le  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  and  this  condition  does  not  prevail  in  Great  Britain, 
nor,  so  far  as  I  know,  does  it  prevail  in  any  one  of  the  Australian  or  New  Zealand  Provinces. 
The  Canadian  system,  as  it  will  be  ultimately  known,  will,  I  think,  prevail  everywhere  in 
English  speaking  countries  before  long,  the  system  under  which  the  medical  profession  will 
control  their  own  affairs  in  a  representative  parliament  such  as  that  which  I  have  the  pleas- 
sure  of  looking  upon  at  present. 

Dr.  Bray — To  this  report  we  append  the  opinion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  as  follows  : 

li.  .  1.  /';//"-,  Esq,,  M.D.,  College  Physicians  aud  Sturgeons  of  Ontario : 

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  request  for  my    opinion   as   to  the  application    of   the 
disciplinary  sections  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  to  cases  in  which  practitioners  allowed 
their  names  to  be  used,  or  have  personally  aided  in  promoting  the  sale  of  secret  proprietary 
nedicines  by  companies  or  individuals,  such,  for  example,  as  the  Munyon and  Viavi  reme- 
dies,  I  have  to  advise  you  as  follows  : — In  my  opinion,  whether  such  conduct  constitutes 
infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  so  as  to  render  such  practitioners 
liable  to   have   their  names  erased  from  the  register  is  entirely  a  matter  of  fact  and  not  a 
question  of  law.     It  will  be  for  the  prosecutor  to  establish  by  the  evidence  of  men  of  stand- 
ing in  the  profession  that  such  conduct  is,  from  a  professional  point  of  view,  infamous  and 
disgraceful.     If  the  accused  can  procure  the   evidence  of  reputable  physicians,  justifying 
such  conduct,  the  matter  will  then  have  to  be  decided  by  the  committee  in  the  same  manner 
any  other  disputed  question  of  fact  which  may  come  before  them  for  adjudication.     If  a 
ong  case  is  made  out,  and  there  is  no  considerable  contradiction  by  reputable  members  of 
profession,    I    am  of    opinion    that    a  decision   of  the  committee  that  the  case  under 
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discussion  constitutes  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and 
directing  the  erasure  of  the  names  of  the  offending  practitioners  from  the  register  can  be 
upheld  before  the  Courts.     Yours  truly,

I  read  this  opinion,  which  is  appended,  to  this  report  to  show  that  in  regard  to  two  or 
three  of  these  cases  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  is  that  the  committee  have  full  power  to  investigate 
the  parties  who  lend  themselves  to  these  companies,  and,  as  he  says  here,  "if  reputable 
physicians  throughout  the  Province  say,  '  such  conduct  is  disgraceful  and  infamous, '  the 
Court  will  uphold  the  action  of  the  Discipline  Committee." 

Dr.  Bray  read  case  No.  8. 

The  Stenographer  was  instructed  not  to  report  the  discussion  on  this  clause  of  the 
report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  erase  the  name  of  Dr. 
Samuel  Arthur  Carter  from  the  register  as  soon  as  he  shall  obtain  a  certificate  from  the 
Court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  case  of  his  conviction.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  Clause  7  of  the  report  of  the 
Discipline  Committee  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following  words  :  "We  recommend 
that  the  Discipline  Committee  be  instructed  to  investigate  the  case,  or  cases,  of  any 
members  of  the  College  who  may  have  issued  certificates  of  'Doctor  of  Optics,'  or  "Doctor 
of  Refraction.'  and  that  it  be  understood  that  the  committee  have  power  to  order  Mr. 
Wasson,  or  others,  to  secure  all  the  necessary  information. "     Carried. 

Dr.  Bray — I  move  the  adoption  of  this  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  as  a 
whole,  as  amended.     Carried. 

Dr.  Bray — I  move  the  Committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers— I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Discipline,  as  amended,  be  adopted,  and  that  the  said  committee  be,  and  is, 
hereby  instructed  to  proceed  in  the  investigation  of  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  said 
report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  would  be  better  to  strike  out  that  last  clause.  I  think  all 
that  is  necessary  is  to  move  that  the  report  be  adopted.  That  is  practically  amending  the 
rep»»rt,  and  I  submit  in  this, way  it  cannot  be  done;  if  you  want  to  amend  that  report 
by  adding  those  instructions,  you  must  refer  it  back  to  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The 
only  thing  you  can  do  now  is  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

The  President — It  has  been  adopted. 

Dr.  Moore — The  report  has  been  adopted.     This  was  simply  to  give  instructions. 

Dr.   Rogers — The  adoption  of  the  report  does  not  give  instructions. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  if  you  reproduce  the  wording  of  my  resolution  it  will  appear  that, 
technically  speaking,  the  instructions  have  not  been  given.  The  clause  reads  somewhat  in 
this  way  :  "it  is  advised,  or  we  advise,  that  the  Council  give  instructions  to  the  Discipline 
Committee  to  do  so  and  so."  That  is  the  report,  and  we  have  adopted  the  report.  We 
believe  it  is  correct ;  we  believe  it  is  right  to  act  upon  it,  but  we  have  not  yet  given 
those  instructions  that  that  report  advises  us  to  give,  so  that  I  think  it  must  be  in  order 
that  those  instructions  should  be  given  to  the  Discipline  Committee  before  they  can  act. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think,  perhaps,  all  has  been  done  that  is  really  necessary,  but,  in  every  case 
Mr.  Osier  has  advised  the  Council  to  give  the  instructions  to  the  Discipline  Committee  to 
carry  on  these  investigations. 

Dr.  Williams — I  believe  that  in  all  the  cases  where  names  have  been  stricken  from 
the  register  in  the  past,  it  has  been  the  custom  to  act,  and,  I  think,  under  the  advice 
of  the  solicitor,  that  it  should  be  done  in  that  way,  when  we  are  in  Council  in  a  formal 
way.  We  have  carried  the  resolution  to  that  effect  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  will  that 
answer  the  same  purpose  I  The  solicitor  was  very  particular,  if  I  remember  correctly,  in 
the  past,  to  have  it  done  in  the  Council  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  were  invariably  taken 
and  reported  upon  the  question  considered.  If  that  is  the  better  way.  we  should  cany 
that  resolution  in  the  Council,  and  take  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  make  it  beyond  any 
question. 

Dr.  McLaiohi.in  What  1  understand  is  this,  that  as  to  any  motion  adopted  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  in  a  report,  when  that  report  is  adopted  by  the  Council,  the  Council 
formally  adopts  it. 

The  President    That  is  my  reading  of  it. 

Dr.  BRITTON  I  remember,  in  connection  with  the  erasure  <>t"  certain  names,  that 
.Mr.  I  teler  was  here  and   he  gave   instructions  as  to  the    method  of  procedure,   and  there  wtfS 

dealof  red  tape  about  it.     1  suppose  it  was  all  necessary.     I  remember,  very  distinctly, 
the  resolution  was  moved  in  tin-  Council,  after  discussion  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and 
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the  yeas  and  nays  were  taken  and  recorded  ;  I  suppose  that   was    done    in  case  of   any 
appeal  being  taken. 

The  President  read  Dr.  Rogers'  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was 
declared  carried,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  amended,  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario : 

Your  Committee  on  Discipline,  composed  of  Drs.  Bray,  Logan  and  Moore,  beg  to  report 
as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  met  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  July,  1897,  at  two  o'clock  p.m. 

There  were  laid  before  your  Committee  letters  (Nos.  1,  2  and  3)  from  one  Dr.  J. 
Carruthers  of  Little  Current,  Manitoulin  Island,  which  contained  charges  against  Dr.  Y.  J. 
McDonald.  After  fully  considering  these  letters  your  Committee  find  that  neither  the 
Council  nor  the  Committee  have  any  jurisdiction,  as  it  is  clearly  a  case  for  civil  action. 

Case  No.  2. — Re  Dr.  Albert  Sovereen,  in  connection  with  the  "Kamama"  Hindoo 
Remedy  Company  of  Windsor,  Bombay  and  London.  Kamama  Junior,  the  Indian  Scien- 
tist and  Lecturer,  etc."  After  considering  Detective  Wasson's  report,  also  the  letter  of  Dr. 
Sovereen  of  date  the  23rd  November,  1896,  your  Committee  consider  this  a  case  for  investi- 
gation and  we  recommend  that  the  Council  do  so  direct  the  Committee. 

Case  No.  3. — In  the  case  of  Dr.  Robert  Allen  Clark  of  Ridgetown,  Ontario  and  Dr. 
John  Kirkpatrick,  formerly  of  Chippawa,  now  of  Montreal,  who  were  employed  by  the 
Munyon's  Homoeopathic  Remedy  Company,  after  reading  Detective  Wasson's  report  your 
Committee  consider  that  they  are  fit  and  proper  cases  for  investigation,  and  they  would 
recommend  the  Council  to  direct  the  Committee  to  take  whatever  action  is  necessary. 

Case  No.  4.  — Re  Dr.  Eva  Ryan  Fisher,  of  Toronto  Junction,  who  was  employed  by  the 
Viavi  Remedy  Company,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Prosecutor  be  directed  to 
investigate  the  methods  of  the  Viavi  Company  and  also  Dr.  Eva  Ryan  Fisher's  connection 
with  the  said  company. 

Case  No.  5. — Re  Dr.  William  E.  Bessey,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  investigate  the  charges  reported  upon  by  Detective  Wasson. 

Case  No.  6. — Re  Dr.  Walter  Hamilton,  your  Committee  recommend  that  no  action  be 
taken  in  this  case  until  the  matter  is  finally  disposed  of  by  the  courts. 

Case  No.  7. — The  report  of  Detective  Wasson  re  Doctors  of  Refraction  has  been  before 
your  Committee  and  we  would  recommend  that,  while  the  Discipline  Committee  have  no 
power  to  act  in  this  case,  the  Council  as  a  Council  consider  this  report. 

Case  No.  8. — Re  Dr.  Samuel  Arthur  Carter  of  the  County  of  Halton,  your  Committee 
report  that  they  had  before  them  a  certificate  of  T.  G.  Matheson,  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the 
said  County  showing  that  the  said  Samuel  Arthur  Carter  was  convicted  of  a  felony  on  the 
15th  day  of  December,  1896,  and  is  now  serving  a  year  in  the  Central  Prison.  Your  Com- 
mittee consider  that  this  is  a  matter  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Council  as  a  whole. 

To  this  report  we  append  the  opinion  from  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  in  regard  to  practi- 
tioners who  allow  their  names  to  be  used,  or  have  personally  aided  in  promoting  the  sale  of 
secret  proprietary  medicines  by  companies,  etc. 

All  of  which  is  raspectfully  submitted.

Motions  of  Which  Notice  Has  Been  Given  at  Previous  Meetings. 

Dr.  Armour  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  on  a  by-law  entitled  a  by-law  to  amend  by-law  No.  39  with  regard  to  the 
reading  of  bills  and  proceedings  thereon. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think,  Mr.  President,  that  Dr.  Armour  has  got  under  the  wrong  order. 
We  are  now  on  motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given.  Dr.  Armour's  motion  is  some 
unfinished  business  ;  we  commenced  with  it  and  went  a  certain  distance  and  it  remained 
there  and  that  does  not  come  up  until  a  couple  of  orders  lower  down.  I  think  Dr.  Armour 
is  just  ahead  of  the  order. 

The  President — I  think  you  are  right. 

Dr.  Williams — It  would  come  up  under  No.  9  ;  Ave  arc  now  at  No.  5. 

Dr.  ARMOUR — That  is  the  regular  procedure  but  I  thought  there  would  be  no  objection 
to  going  on  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton  and  resolved,  that  Drs.  Campbell,  Bray, 
Armour,  Moore,  McLaughlin,  Roome  and  the  mover  be  and  are  hereby  elected  a  special 
committee  to  take  into  consideration  and  to  prepare  a  set  of  rules  of  order  for  the  guidance 
of  the  Council  in  its  proceedings  and  to  have  the  same  in  readiness  for  submission  to  that 
body  at  its  meeting  in  1898. 
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The  President — This  is  hardly  comprehensive  enough  ;  it  was  stated  that  this  was  t<> 
be  ready  and  sent  to  the  different  members  of  the  Council  a  fortnight  before  the  meeting  of 
the  Council. 

Dr.  Williams — I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  it.  On  looking  over  the  list  I  have 
tried  to  get  at  the  names  of  persons  who  were  somewhat  familiar  with  the  rules  in  municipal 
matters,  parliamentary  matters  or  Council  matters  and  in  looking  over  that  list  I  find  that 
the  difficulty  is  that  there  are  too  many  of  that  class  of  men  and  I  found  when  I  come  to 
mark  off  a  list  of  those  who  were  familiar  with  that  class  of  matter  that  we -would  have  too 
many.  Now,  I  have  proposed  seven  names  and  I  think  if  it  were  only  three  it  would 
perhaps  be  a  more  successful  committee.  My  supposition  or  my  intention  was  that  when 
the  committee  was  appointed  a  chairman  should  be  elected  and  that  the  proposition  should 
then  be  made  that  each  one  of  the  committee  should  draft  a  set  of  rules  and  they  could 
transfer  these  by  mail  from  one  to  the  other,  review  them,  and  out  of  the  lot  get  in  form 
what  they  thought  would  be  a  satisfactory  set,  and  then  have  those  that  they  finally  agreed 
upon  typewritten  and  send  a  copy  to  each  member  of  the  Council  sometime  before  its  meet- 
ing; it  could  be  proceeded  with  that  far  probably  without  incurring  any  expense  ;  then, 
when  the  Council  would  meet  the  rules  would  be  in  proper  form  and  they  would  be  ready  to 
deal  with  them. 

The  only  objection  I  have  to  the  Committee  is  that  there  are  too  many  on  it  and  there 
are  so  many  more  members  present  who  are  equally  familiar  with  the  same  class  of  procedure 
that  it  is  difficult  to  tell  who  to  leave  off  and  who  to  put  on.  I  have  made  a  selection  which  is 
subject  to  amendment. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  think  that  could  be  got  over  very  easily  ;  if  this  committee  would  meet 
and  appoint  a  sub-committte  of  three  it  would  answer  every  purpose. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  think  in  the  way  Dr.  Williams  suggests  that  seven  will  be 
found  an  unwieldy  number  ;  it  does  not  involve  a  meeting  and  discussion  but  merely 
communication  with  one  another.  I  think  no  one  present  would  like  to  see  any  one  of  the 
names  Dr.  Williams  has  given  omitted  from  that  committee. 

The  President — I  think  there  is  force  in  what  Dr.  Sangster  says  ;  it  is  a  very 
important  affair,  and  especially  as  they  are  not  to  meet  but  merely  to  correspond,  they 
ought  to  be  able  to  formulate  a  good  set  of  by-laws  and  have  it  ready  for  consideration  for 
the  whole  Council  so  that  we  may  have  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  it  when  it  is  brought 
before  us.  It  is  not  a  final  thing  at  all,  it  is  merely  a  preliminary  investigation  and  I  think 
seven  is  better  than  three. 

The  President  read  the  motion,  which  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  whereas  the 
following  certificate  has  been  received  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  viz.  :  "These  are  to  certify  that  at  the  County  Court  Judges  Crimi- 
inal  Court  for  the  County  of  Halton,  held  at  the  town  of  Milton  in  the  County  of  Halton, 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  Samuel  Arthur  Carter  (in  the  indictment  and  proceedings  named  Arthur  Carter) 
then  lately  of  the  Township  of  Nassagaweya  in  said  county,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  was  in  due 
form  of  law  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  for  that  he,  the  said  Samuel  Arthur  Carter,  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  at  the  town  of  Milton  in  the  County  of  Halton,  did  unlawfully  use  a  certain 
instrument  called  a  catheter  upon  the  person  of  one  Hattie  Wilkie,  with  the  intent  then 
and  thereby  to  cause  the  miscarriage  of  the  said  Hattie  Wilkie  ;  and  the  said  Samuel  Arthur 
Carter  was  thereupon  ordered  and  adjudged  by  the  said  Court  to  be  imprisoned  in  the 
Central  Prison  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Given  under  my 
hand  and  the  seal  of  the  said  Court  at  the  town  of  Milton  aforesaid  this  seventh  day  of 
January,  A.D.  1897.

And  whereas  by  Section  34  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  power  is  given  to  the  Council 
to  erase  from  the  register  the  names  of  medical  practitioners  found  guilty  of  the  crime  of 
which  Samuel  Arthur  Carter  was  convicted,  therefore  lie  it  resolved  that  the  Registrar  be 
instructed  to  erase  the  name  of  the  said  Samuel  Arthur  Carter  from  the  Register  oi  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  «>f  Ontario. 

Dr.  Roome — I  understand  it  was  tin-  opinion  of  all  the  members  that  the  yeas  and 
nays  should  be  taken.  That  is  the  decision  of  the  Solicitor  and  I  think  ii  is  nco  -.  \ 
that  that  should  be  done. 

Dr.  I.kitton     That   has  always  been  done. 

Dr.  Rogers— Will  there  be  any  objection  to  putting  in  t he  word   " forthwith." 

Dr.  McLaughlin     By  all  means  put  n  in, 
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The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  on  Dr.  McLaughlin's  motion  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory, 
Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore, 
Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Thornton 
and  Williams — 29. 

Na  ys — None 

The  President  declared  the  motion  as  amended  by  Dr.  Rogers'  suggestion  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thornton,  that  a  return  be  granted  showing  by 
what  authority  and  in  what  year  the  fourth  particular  in  the  declaration  appended  to  the 
candidates'  printed  form  of  application  for  admission  to  the  Council  examinations  was 
first  inserted  therein. 

Dr.  Sangster — As  some  one  may  not  have  been  in  the  room  when  I  gave  notice  of 
that  motion  it  might,  perhaps,  be  proper  that  I  should  state  it  refers  to  the  declaration 
made  before  admission  to  examination  of  candidates.  Particular  four  of  this  declaration  is 
of  the  nature  of  an  oath.  That  appears  to  me  to  be  a  peculiarly  strong  declaration  to 
require  students  to  make  and  I  ask  for  information  as  to  when  it  obtained  insertion  in  that 
application  and  by  what  authority  it  was  there  inserted. 

Dr.  Pyne — It  came  about  owing  to  the  investigations  before  the  Discipline  Committee. 
Any  of  the  old  members  of  the  Discipline  Committee  will  bear  me  out  in  this.  The  ques- 
tion would  be  asked,  when  a  man  was  before  the  Discipline  Committee,  is  there  no  code  of 
ethics  he  has  to  sign  when  he  receives  his  license  ?  Is  there  anything  that  is  binding 
upon  him  ?  That  is  how  that  matter  came  about  ;  and  it  was,  I  think,  by  the  direction 
of  the  Discipline  Committee  it  was  first  exacted,  but  it  was  not  in  the  declaration  until  the 
year  1893  and  then  it  was  prepared  by  the  Solicitor.  But  for  some  years  before  that  I  had 
the  candidates,  when  they  were  leaving,  sign  a  book  that  I  have  used  in  the  examination 
hall.  I  have  the  book  here  going  back  as  far  as  1890  and  I  have  always  written  at  the 
top  of  the  page,  ' '  We,  the  undersigned  candidates  for  the  license  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  hereby  agree,  in  the  event  of  becoming  members  of  the 
College,  to  comply  with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  and  amendments  thereto  and  all  by-laws,, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario."  That  is  how  it  came  about ;  it 
was  a  direction  from  the  Discipline  Committee  because  there  was  nothing  at  all  binding  on 
the  members  until  that  was  done  and  that  application  was  revised  and  prepared  by  the 
Solicitor. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  can  understand  readily  now  the  insertion  of  an  agreement  of  that 
kind,  but  this  is  of  the  nature  of  a  solemn  oath.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  so  objection- 
able if  this  Council  were  an  homogeneous  body,  but  I  claim  that  to  swear  every  man  who 
enters  this  profession,  that  no  matter  how  or  by  whom  or  when  amendments  are  procured 
to  the  Medical  Act,  he  is  bound  to  abide  thereby,  that  he  is  sworn  to  abide  thereby,  would 
be  a  very  dangerous  contention  to  make  on  his  appearance  before  the  Registrar  and  I  think 
it  would  break  up  our  own  Medical  Act. 

Dr.  Britton — Don't  you  think  the  interpretation  of  that  is  evidently  until  such  amend  - 
mends  are  nullified  by  legislation  ? 

The  President — A  declaration  or  a  promise  of  that  kind  is  exacted,  so  far  as  I  know, 
by  every  teaching  body  in  our  land  and  outside  of  it.  I  know  when  I  got  my  degree  in 
Edinburgh,  I  swore  to  shed  blood,  if  necessary,  to  defend  the  university  in  every  respect. 
We  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  we  make  the  same  declaration.  It  does  not  inter- 
fere with  our  opinion  at  all,  and  if  we  think  the  law  is  unjust,  it  does  not  prevent  our 
agitating  against  it. 

Dr.  Campbell— It  simply  means  a  man  swears  he  will  obey  the  law. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  quite  agree  that  there  should  be  some  bond,  some  statement  of 
that  kind  to  leave  medical  students,  graduating,  upon  their  honor  to  be  faithful  and  loyal 
to  their  profession,  but  I  do  not  think  we  should  have  gone  to  the  extent  of  a  solemn  oath. 
I  Mm  not  prepared  to  take  that  oath  to-day,  and  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  man  in  this  Council 
to-day  who  is  prepared  to  take  that  oath,  that  he  will  stand  loyally  by  the  law  as  it  stands. 

The  President — That  is  not  the  meaning  of  it  a  whit  more  than  it  is  the  meaning  of  an 
oath  of  allegiance  or  anything  else. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  says: — "  And  I  make  this  solemn  declaration,  conscientiously 
believing  the  same  to  be  true,  and  knowing  that  it  is  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  made 
under  oath  and  by  virtue  of  the  Canada  Evidence  Act,  1893."  I  could  not  swear  to  that  ; 
I  would  not  take  that  oath.  Now,  sir,  it  is  not  correct  that  students  in  other  institutions 
take  such  a  declaration.  I  will  give  you  the  declaration  made  in  the  Law  Society  :— "  Your 
petitioner,  therefore,  most  respectfully  prays  that  his  qualifications  being  first  examined 
and  found  sufficient,  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  Society  and  Standing  Orders  of  Convoca- 
tion in  that  behalf,  he  may  be  admitted  and  entered  accordingly  ;  and  he  doth  hereby 
undertake  and  promise  that  he  will  well  and  truly  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  to  the  Law 
Society  of  Upper  Canada  aforesaid,  all  such  fees  and  dues  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  as 
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now  are  due  and  payable  by  or  from  him  to  the  said  Society  by  or  under  any  Rule,  Resolu- 
tion, Order,  By-law  or  Regulation  of  the  said  Society,  passed  by  the  said  Society  or  by  the 
Benchers  thereof,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Judges  of  the  Province,  as  Visitors  of  the 
said  Society,  or  which  shall  or  may  hereafter  become  due  or  payable  by  or  from  him  to  the 
said  Society  under  the  same,  or  under  any  other  Rule,  Resolution,  Order,  By-law  or  Regula- 
tion, to  be  passed  by  the  Benchers  of  the  said  Society  in  Convocation,  with  such  approbation 
as  aforesaid  ;  and  also,  that  he  will  moreover  well,  faithfully  and  truly  submit  and  conform 
himself  to  obey,  observe,  perform,  fulfil  and  keep  all  the  Rules,  Resolutions,  Orders, 
By-laws  and  Regulations  of  the  said  Society,  passed  as  aforesaid  and  now  in  force,  or  here- 
after to  be  passed  as  aforesaid  during  such  time  as  he  shall  continue  on  the  books  of  the  said 
Society  as  a  member  thereof.''  Now  a  declaration,  a  simple  signing  of  a  statement  of  that 
kind,  is  as  far  as  we  ought  to  go  I  think,  and  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  go  so  far  as  to 
make  a  man  swear  he  will  obey  that  law. 

Dr.  Douglas — It  is  a  declaration,  but  it  is  as  binding  as  an  oath. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  as  binding  as  an  oath,  and  if  he  makes  a  false  oath  he  is  liable 
for  perjury. 

The  President — That  declaration  of  the  Law  Society  is  as  binding  as  the  other. 

Dr.  Geikie — This  committee  that  has  been  appointed  can  go  into  that,  and  if  that  were 
modified  it  would  be  a  splendid  thing  for  our  members  ;  if  it  had  been  in  existence  years 
ago  there  would  have  been  no  difficulty  about  the  collection  of  dues. 

Dr.  Armour — That  is  just  exactly  the  difficulty  which  Dr.  Geikie  has  referred  to.  He 
says,  if  it  had  been  in  existence  years  ago  these  things  might  have  been  different.  I  pre- 
sume he  means  that  those  who  have  taken  an  active  part  in  the  past  in  amending  the 
Medical  Act  would  have  been  in  such  a  position  that  they  could  not  have  done  what  they 
have  done.  I  did  not  fully  understand  the  question  asked.  What  was  the  authority  for  the 
establishing  of  this  requirement  ? 

The  President — The  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Pyne — What  I  read  was  their  direction  too,  and  they  went  further  and  added  the 
other.     The  Discipline  Committee  was  the  authority  for  it. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  the  oath,  or  declaration  which  is  equivalent  to  an  oath,  that 
Dr.  McLaughlin  has  just  read,  is  quite  as  binding  on  the  members  of  the  Law  Society  as 
this.     It  is  regarded  by  the  law  just  as  binding,  according  to  the  interpretation  of  the  Act. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— You  have  got  to  say  it  is  a  declaration  under  the  statute  so  and  so  ; 
if  you  do  not  say  that,   it  is  not. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Is  not  this  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  the  highest  legal 
authority  on  medical  matters  in  the  land  ?  and  surely  we  would  not  expect  men  to  join  us 
unless  they  expected  to  follow  our  rules  and  regulations.  The  Law  Society,  as  is  always 
characteristic  of  the  law,  is  after  the  dollars  and  cents,  and  they  have  dived  into  that  matter 
more  stringently  than  we  have  done,  and  as  Dr.  Geikie  has  wisely  said,  perhaps  if  we  had 
taken  pattern  after  their  declaration  Ave  might  have  been  spared  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in 
the  collection  of  fees,  and  I  would  suggest  that  that  be  referred  to  the  committee. 

Dr.  Moore — Has  a  large  number  of  young  men  signed  that  declaration  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — All  have  signed  it. 

Dr.  Moore — Has  any  harm  been  done  1 

The  President — No. 

Dr.  Moore — Then,  it  must  have  had  a  good  effect. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thornton,  that  the  return  be  granted,  showing 
every  case  in  which  arrearage  of  assessment  dues  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  College 
has  been  commuted  by  the  acceptance  of  a  part  thereof  as  payment  in  full,  the  amount  in 
each  case  thus  accepted  and  the  authority  on  which  the  officers  of  the  Council  accepted  such 
commutation. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  to  have  that  return  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  as 
soon  as  possible, 

The  President  read  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Geikie  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints. 

Dr.  Geikie  moved  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Complaints.     Carried, 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Campbell  in  the  chair. 

Itwas  moved  by  Dr.  Shaw  that  the  stenographer  is  berebj  instructed  boomil  the  dis- 
cussion on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints  while  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  from 
the  Annual  Announcement. 

The  Ch  \ikm  \n  put  the  motion  w  hich,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Geikie  moved  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report. 
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The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Geikie  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  amended. 

Dr.  Sangster— -I  am  in  favor  of  its  adoption.  I  wish  to  express  my  feeling  that  there 
ought  to  be  some  change  in  the  mode  of  conducting  the  final  decisions  as  to  the  passing  of 
these  gentlemen.  It  is  a  most  painful  thing  to  think  that  when  matters  are  brought  up  in- 
dividually before  us  here  we  may  be  doing  an  injustice  to  some  ;and  we  are  doing  it,  I  think, 
illegally,  in  the  face  of  the  solicitor's  opinion  to  the  contrary.  Now,  it  appears  to  me  that 
there  shuold  be  some  means  by  which  it  could  be  remedied  ;  perhaps  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  could  acquaint  himself  with  the  feeling  of  the  examiners  as  to  shaky 
students  :  and  by  having  a  meeting  and  having  the  President  and  Registrar  present,  when 
these  papers  are  gone  over,  so  as  to  represent  the  Board  of  Examiners,  we  should  feel  we 
were  not  flying  in  the  face  of  our  own  examiners  in  changing  any  of  their  decisions  and  I 
think  there  would  be  a  guarantee  to  the  Council  and  students  and  the  public  that  things 
were  being  more  regularly  done  than  they  are  at  present.  I  would  like  to  see  the  adoption 
cf  some  such  system  as  that,  some  system  that  will  insure  our  carrying  our  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers with  us. 

The  President — I  think  that  is  a  fit  subject  for  the  committee  appointed  to  review  our 
rules  and  regulations  to  consider. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  Board  of  Examiners  could  hold  one  meeting  and  appoint  a  chair- 
man and  give  the  committee  a  synopsis  of  the  result. 

The  President — I  think  that  had  better  be  left. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  was  declared  carried, 
and  the  report  adopted  as  amended,  as  follows  : 

Report  of   Committee  on  Complaints. 

The  Committee  on  Comjjlaints  met  as  soon  as  the  Council  adjourned  yesterday  (Wed- 
nesday) afternoon.  All  the  business  handed  in  for  consideration  was  gone  very  carefully 
over,  and  the  following  report  on  the  different  items  is  respectfully  submitted. 

1.  A  letter  from  Dr.  D.  A.  Coon  of  Elgin,  Ont.,  dated  June  21st,  1897,  notifying  the 
Council  that  he  would  hold  it  responsible  for  allowing  G.  S.  McGhie,  said  to  be  an  un- 
licensed practitioner,  to  continue  to  practice  there. 

The  committee  recommended  that  Dr.  Coon  be  informed  by  the  Registrar  that  the 
Council  has  taken  every  legal  means  in  its  power  to  in  all  such  cases,  and  continues  to  do  so, 
with  the  view  of  suppressing  such  illegal  practice  as  is  complained  of. 

2.  A  letter  from  Miss  Jean  M.  Wilson  stating  that  she  had  gone  up  for  her  examination 
as  a  final  student  and  had  been  obliged  to  leave  town  at  once  before  the  oral  part  of  the  ex- 
amination was  held.  And  asking  the  Council's  permission  to  be  allowed  to  take  the  orals  at 
a  subsequent  examination  without  extra  expense.  Her  request  is  recommended  to  be 
granted  on  condition  of  her  going  up  at  the  next  examination  which  is  held. 

.'!.  A.  W.  Bell  requests  his  papers  to  be  re-read  and  that  he  be  allowed  to  practice  till 
the  results  of  the  examinations  of  1898  are  published.  It  is  recommended  that  this  request 
shall  not  be  granted. 

4.  W.  S.  Burd,  applied  for  a  pass  on  his  examination  in  Materia  Medica  in  which  he 
recently  failed.     It  is  recommended  that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

5.  S.  R.  Clemes  applied  that  his  paper  on  Medicine,  in  which  subject  he  failed  at  the 
last  examination,  be  re-read.     It  is  recommended  that  the  request  be  not  granted. 

6.  J.  A.  M.  Clarke  asks  that  a  higher  standing  be  allowed  him  than  he  obtained  at  the 
late  Primary  Examination,  on  account  of  ill-health  and  for  other  reasons.  It  is  recommended 
that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

7.  Chas.  B.  Cowan  requests  that  a  standing  be  allowed  him  in  his  primary  examination, 
uimended  that  the  request  be  not  granted. 

8.  J.  A.  Ferguson  applies  for  a  reconsideration  of  his  paper  at  the  late  primary  ex- 
amination.    Recommended  that  the  request  be  not  granted. 

9.  G.  A.  Hassard  asked  that  he  be  allowed  his  intermediate  examination.  After  very 
full  examination  of  his  record,  which  is  very  good,  the  committee  recommended  that  his  re- 
quest be  granted. 

10.  R.  E.  Hawken  asks  to  be  allowed  his  primary  examination.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  request  be  not  granted. 

11.  J.  W.  Lennox  asks  a  reconsideration  of  his  marks  on  the  primary  examination.  It 
is  recommended  that  the  request  be  not  granted. 

12.  A.  G.  Ludwig  asks  to  be  allowed  his  final  examination  as  he  failed  only  in  Sanitary 
Science.     On  careful  examination  of  his  record,  he  was  one-half  per  cent,  below  passing  on 
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that  subject  and  had  a  good  standing  on  all  the  others.     It  is  recommended  that  his  request 
be  granted. 

13.  J.  TenEyck  asks  to  be  allowed  his  Materia  Medica  in  which  he  failed.  It  is  re- 
commended that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

14.  J.  C.  McGuire  asks  to  be  allowed  his  examination  on  Operative  Surgery.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

15.  John  H.  Peters  asks  that  his  standing  in  Chemistry  be  reconsidered.  Recom- 
mended that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

16.  John  P.  Morton  asks  to  be  allowed  his  Operative  Midwifery.  As  he  was  within  a 
fraction  of  the  required  standing  and  had  passed  in  every  other  subject,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  request  be  granted. 

17.  S.  Moore  requests  registration  to  be  allowed  him  without  taking  the  final  examina- 
tion, on  presenting  to  the  Registrar  evidence  of  his  having  taken  a  registerable  qualification 
in  Great  Britain.  He  has  passed  the  Council's  intermediate.  The  recommendation  is  that 
the  request  be  not  granted. 

18.  H.  Maw  requests  -to  be  allowed  his  Chemistry,  and  that  he  be  allowed  his  inter- 
mediate examination.  It  is  recommended  that  the  request  as  to  Chemistry  be  not  granted. 
But  that  as  his  average  standing  on  the  subjects  of  the  intermediate  examination  was  high, 
being  short  three  marks  only  in  Operative  Surgery,  and  also  on  the  ground  that  the  answers 
to  some  of  the  questions  in  Surgery  were  not  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  text-books  laid  down 
by  the    Council,  it  is  recommended  that  he  be  allowed  his  intermediate  examination. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  President  here  left  the  Council  Chamber,  and  Vice-President  Henry  took  the 
Chair. 

Dr.  Machell — I  have  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Prosecutions  to  present, 
if  this  is  the  proper  time. 

The  Vice-President — The  reception  of  reports  is  in  order. 

Dr.  Machell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Prosecutions  be  received,  which  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Machell  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions,  together  with  letter 
from  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  and  report  of  Detective  Wasson  respectively  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario. 

Gentlemen, — Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  deal  with  infringements  of  the 
Medical  Act  and  to  instruct  the  Prosecutor,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Some  five  meetings  were  held  and  sixty-nine  cases  brought  before  the  Committee,  which 
were  duly  considered,  and  the  Prosecutor  directed  in  each  case  by  the  Committee,  one  being 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Discipline.  The  Prosecutor's  report  regarding  the  work  done 
is  appended  hereto. 

The  Viavi  Company,  the  Munyon's  and  Medical  Companies  generally  were  thoroughly 
considered.  Last  year  almost  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the  Council  the  Munyon 
Company  began  operating  here.  Mr.  Osier  was  consulted  and  advised  against  any  action 
being  taken  without  the  direction  of  the  Council. 

It  was  ascertained  that  registered  physicians,  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  were  employed  by  such  companies  to  shield  them  with  their  licenses  and 
thus  evade  the  Act.  Your  Committee  directed  the  Prosecutor  to  procure  all  the  evidence 
possible  upon  these  matters,  which  he  has  done,  as  you  will  see  by  his  appended  report. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  all  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  who  hire  themselves  to  these  companies,  thus  enabling  them  to  impose 
upon  the  public,  should  have  their  conduct  investigated  by  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the 
Council,  with  a  view  to  bringing  such  physicians  under  the  section  of  the  Medal  Act  dealing 
with  those  who  are  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

Your  Committee  requested  the  President  to  place  this  matter  before  Mr.  Osier,  the 
Council's  Solicitor,  for  his  opinion  under  the  Act.  Said  opinion  has  been  obtained,  and  is 
appended  hereto. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  immediate  action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  these  cases 
with  ;i  view  to  protecting  the  public. 

Four  Committee  received  anonymous  Letters  concerning  infringement  in  certain  Locali- 
ties, s  tch  left  el's,  of  course,  could  not  be  considered.  Your  Committee  now  would  urgently 
call  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  those  of  the  profession  generally,  to  the  Fact  that  all 
communications  from  medical  men  throughout  the  Province  regarding  the  infringement

the  Medical  Act  received  by  the  Registrar  or  any  by  members  of  the  Committee,  have  been 
and  always  will  be,  treated  perfectly  confidentially. 

Inasmuch  as  your  Committee  believes  that  its  functions  are  of  a  very  important  char- 
acter, the  discharging  of  which  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  profession,  as  well  as  the  public, 
it  is  advised  that  a  Special  Committee  of  the  same  nature  be  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  application  of  the  discip- 
linary sections  of  the  Ontario  Act  to  cases  in  which  practitioners  allowed  their  names  to  be 
used  or  have  personally  aided  in  promoting  the  sale  of  secret  proprietary  medicines  by  com- 
panies or  individuals,  such  for  example  as  the  Munyon  and  Viavi  remedies,  I  have  to  advise 
you  as  follows  :  In  my  opinion  whether  such  conduct  constitutes  infamous  or  disgraceful  con- 
duct in  a  professional  respect  so  as  to  render  such  practitioners  liable  to  have  their  names 
erased  from  the  register,  is  entirely  a  matter  of  fact  and  not  a  question  of  law.  It  will  be 
for  the  posecutor  to  establish  by  the  evidence  of  men  of  standing  in  the  profession  that  such 
conduct  is,  from  a  professional  point  of  view,  infamous  and  disgraceful.  If  the  accused  can 
procure  the  evidence  of  reputable  physicians  justifying  such  conduct,  the  matter  will  then  have 
to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  disputed  question  of  fact 
which  may  come  before  them  for  adjudication.  If  a  strong  case  is  made  out  and  there  is  no 
considerable  contradiction  by  reputable  members  of  the  profession,  I  am  of  opinion  that  a 
decision  of  the  Committee  that  the  case  under  discussion  constitutes  infamous  and  disgrace- 
ful conduct  in  a  professional  respect  and  directing  the  erasure  of  the  name  of  the  offending 
practitioners  from  the  register,  can  be  upheld  before  the  Courts.

Dr.  Machell  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  must  say  the  Council  must  feel  indebted  to  the  members  of  that  com- 
mittee for  the  trouble  they  have  taken  in  this  matter,  and  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  allow 
this  report  to  pass  without  in  some  way  recording  a  vote  of  thanks  to  them  for  the  more 
than  ordinary  trouble  they  have  taken  throughout  the  past  year.  They  have  done  a 
great  deal  of  good  work  and  I  presume  they  have  done  more  work  then  probably  all  the 
committees  put  together  since  our  last  meeting.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the 
motion  to  adopt  the  report,  and  also  in  recording  my  personal  vote  of  thanks  as  ex-Presi- 
dent, for  the  trouble  they  have  taken,  and  I  am  sure  all  the  members  of  the  Council  will 
re-echo  that. 

Dr.  Armour — I  would  ask  that  Dr.  Machell  add  to  his  motion,  that  it  be  adopted  ami 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Dr.  Williams —You  cannot,  adopt  it  and  at  the  same  time  refer  it  to  the  Kinanee 
Committee.  If  you  adopt  the  report  the  Finance  Committee  can  apply  to  tin-  Registrar 
and  get  it. 

The    ViCE-PeBSIDBNT  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  haying  been  taken.  \\  as  declared 

carried. 
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Dr.  Armour — I  beg  leave  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  by-law 
entitled  a  by-law  to  amend  By-law  39,  in  regard  to  the  reading  of  bills  and  proceedings 
thereon  be  referred  to  the  Special  Committee. 

The  Vice-President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  asked  leave  to  give  notice  of  motion.     Leave  was  granted. 

Dr.  Rogers  gave  notice  to  introduce  a  by-law  appointing  a  Committee  on  Discipline. 

Dr.  Thorburn  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Britton  read  the  first  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

Dr.  Britton — If  any  gentleman  should  request  any  information  regarding  any  one  of 
these  clauses  I  will  be  in  a  position  to  give  it  to  him.  I  might  also  say  I  believe  every  con- 
clusion arrived  at  was  a  unanimous  conclusion.  If  I  am  in  error,  some  member  of  the 
committee  will  kindly  correct  me.  That  being  the  case,  it  will  obviate  the  necessity  of 
asking  for  particulars  in  individual  cases.  I  beg  leave  to  move  the  adoption  of  this  first 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

Dr.  Fowler — Before  this  report  is  adopted,  I  would  like  to  ask  as  to  the  case  of  Carr- 
Harris,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Royal  Military  College  of  Kingston.  It  may  be  that  all  the 
subjects  for  matriculation  may  not  be  taught  there,  but  undoubtedly  the  standard  is  very 
high  and  it  would  be  greatly  to  be  regretted  if  a  graduate  of  the  Royal  Military  College  who 
has  been  trained  so  carefully  both  mentally  and  physicially  could  not  be  accepted  as  a 
matriculant  in  medicine. 

Dr.  Britton  read  the  petition  of  Carr-Harris,  dated  30th  of  June,  1897,  as  follows  : 

Dr.  Pyne,  Secretary  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Toronto. 

Dear  Sir, — Enclosed  please  find  certificate  of  my  graduation  at  the  Royal  Military 
College  of  Canada  after  a  four  years'  course  given  to  me  by  Colonel  McGill.  I  also  mail 
to-day  to  you  a  copy  of  the  syllabus  of  the  course  of  instruction  of  the  Royal  Military 
College. 

He  asked  to  be  registered  because  he  graduated  at  the  Royal  Military  College. 

This  is  the  certificate  : 

Dear  Professor, — Your  son,  Carr-Harris,  graduated  with  honors  on  the  24th  of  June, 
1897,  and  stands  second  in  the  class.     Yours  very  sincerely, 

S.  C.  McGill. 

Dr.  Britton  read  list  of  subjects  taught  at  the  Royal  Military  College.  There  is  no 
Latin  whatever.     It  may  be  a  high  training  but  it  is  not  such  as  we  require. 

Dr.  Moorhouse— Is  there  any  Latin  in  the  entrance  examination  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — I  do  not  think  so. 

Dr.  Fowler— A  medical  training  can  be  acquired  in  different  directions  ;  some  are 
better  adapted  for  being  trained  in  one  way  and  some  in  another.  Undoubtedly  this  does 
not  come  within  our  requirements,  but  I  think  it  would  be  within  our  power  and  it  would 
be  a  very  prudent  course  for  us  to  accept  a  man  who  has  undergone  the  training  that  they 
undergo  at  the  Royal  Military  College.  It  is  fully  equal  as  a  mental  training  or  bodily 
discipline  to  any  training  that  can  be  got  at  any  college. 

The  President — I  know  this,  that  every  year  one  or  more  boys  leave  the  Upper  Canada 
College  to  enter  this  college,  and  they  are  generally  sixth  form  boys  and  they  have  to  pass 
an  examination  before  they  enter  the  college,  so  that  this  gentleman  must  have  a  certain 
amount  of  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Greek  ;  his  matriculation  requires  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  do  not  think  there  is  any  proof  of  that.  Is  there  any  proof  he  ever  was 
an  Upper  Canada  College  boy  ? 

The  President — No. 

Dr.  Sanostek — I  wrote  and  obtained  the  syllabus  from  the  Royal  Military  College,  o 
Kingston,  and  I  ascertained  what  the  preliminary  requirements  are  on  entrance.      They  are 
not  of  a  very  advanced  character,  and  a  gentleman  can  get  through  in  that  college  without 
knowing  more  Latin  than  would  qualify  him  for  promotion  from  the  first  or  second  form  in 
our  high  schools. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — It  would  be  imperative  that  he  should  have  more  Latin  than  that 
would  indicate.  I  suppose  his  knowledge  of  English  would  be  quite  assured.  That  is  some- 
thing in  which  I  am  sorry  to  say  the  great  bulk  of  practitioners  are  deficient. 

Dr.  Campbell — If  there  is  no  amendment  to  anything  in  regard  to  that  clause  I  would 
like  to  ask  for  information  as  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Thomas  Gibson,  of  Ottawa. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  I  can  give  you  that  information.  Dr.  Thomas  Gibson,  of  Ottawa, 
who  is  the  private  or  family  physician  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General,  obtained 
the  degree  of  M.A.  in  Edinburgh — I  cannot  give  you  the  exact  date— but  at  any  rate,  after 
having  obtained  that  degree  of  M.A. ,  he  entered  upon  the  study  of  medicine  in  the  medical 
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school  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  He  pursued  the  course  for  five  years,  when  he 
took  the  degree  of  M.B.C.M.  He  then  spent  some  time  as  resident  physician  in  such  wards 
of  the  Royal  Infirmary  of  Edinburgh  as  were  in  the  care  of  Dr.  Athley.  Then  he  made 
application  for  the  house  surgeonship  of  a  Children's  Hospital,  I  think  in  Edinburgh  ;  also, 
he  received  a  number  of  testimonials  which  he  had  printed.  These  testimonials  were  from 
the  teachers  in  the  medical  college  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  some  of  them  from 
physicians  and  surgeons  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  one  from  Cheyne,  one  from  Athley,  one 
from  Duncan  and  a  number  of  others — there  are  twelve,  I  think,  in  all — all  of  which  speak 
very  highly  of  his  attainments.  It  seems  that  his  object  in  getting  these  recommendations 
or  certificates  was  to  assist  him  in  getting  this  position  which  he  sought.  It  is  not  stated 
whether  or  not  he  secured  the  position.  I  do  not  think  he  did.  He  then,  I  think,  was  on 
board  one  of  the  trans- Atlantic  steamers  or  one  of  the  Pacific  steamers.  He  returned 
then  to  Scotland,  and  when  the  Governor  General  was  coming  to  this  country  he  appointed 
him  as  his  private  physician. 

The  President — He  was  not  the  first  one. 

Dr.  Britton — Well,  between  one  and  two  years  ago  he  appointed  him  as  his  private 
physician.  He  is  a  registered  practitioner  of  three  years'  standing.  He  was  registered  in 
September  of  1894,  and  in  September  of  this  year  he  would  have  completed  three  years,  not 
resident  of  course  in  Great  Britain,  but  it  is  three  years  since  he  was  so  registered. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  only  thing  in  it  that  is  required  is  the  domiciliary  condition  in 
Great  Britain. 

Dr.  Britton — He  asks  for  a  special  examination,  and  in  a  letter  he  addressed  to 
Dr.  Pyne — he  evidently  asked  for  this  special  examination  prior  to  the  meeting  of  this 
Council — he  said  :  "In  case  I  be  not  allowed  to  pass  a  formal  examintion,  then  it  will  be 
necessary  for  me  to  wait  until  the  September  examination."  I  suppose,  in  order  to  brush 
up  on  some  of  the  work  ;  and  he  mentions  the  September  examination  on  the  supposition 
that  we  would  have  a  supplementary  examination  then.  So  that,  he  was  willing  to  pass  a 
special  examination  and  asks  for  it.  In  that  case  he  would  be  exempted  from  passing  the 
primary  examination. 

Dr.  Dickson — He  would  be  exempted  from  passing  the  matriculation  examination  ;  he 
would  have  to  pass  the  primary. 

Dr.  Britton — He  asks  to  be  put  on  the  same  ground  as  British  practitioners,  only  that 
he  be  granted  a  special  examination. 

Dr.  Campbell — He  would  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  our  regulations  because  he 
had  not  been  domiciled  in  Great  Britian  for  five  years  after  becoming  registered.  I  think, 
in  view  of  the  circumstances,  that  he  has  not  come  out  here  directly  to  practice,  but  comes 
out  with  a  private  appointment,  the  Council  might  concede  that  clause  regarding  the  five 
years'  domicile  in  England  ;  we  might  allow  him  that,  and  allow  him  to  come  as  a  British 
registered  practitioner,  passing  the  intermediate  and  primary  examinations.  On  his  paying 
the  annual  fees,  I  think  the  Council  might  allow  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — Why  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — He  is  evidently  an  able  and  worthy  man,  and  will  be  a  credit  to  the 
profession  and  no  harm  can  come  from  waiving  this  five-year  clause.  I  think  that  five-year 
clause  was  put  there  for  the  express  purpose  of  preventing  people  going  from  this  country 
over  to  England  and  being  registered  and  coming  right  back.  I  should  be  disposed  to 
allow  him  that  much,  which  is  not  of  course  what  he  asks,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  it 
would  be  acceptable  to  him  or  not,  but  I  think  it  would  be  a  matter  of  fairness,  and  it 
would  do  no  harm,  and  I  would  move,  that  Dr.  Gibson  be  registered  on  passing  the  inter- 
mediate and  final  examinations  and  paying  the  usual  fee. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  object  to  our  establishing  any  precedent  of  that  kind.  We  should 
have  to  make  the  same  precedent  in  other  cases.  If  we  have  a  regulation  that  can  be 
amended  with  advantage  to  the  public,  and  the  public  amend  it,  we  can't  help  it,  but  while 
it  remains  a  regulation  in  our  Announcement  we  are  bound  to  adhere  to  it. 

Dr.  Moore — Dr.  Campbell  has  stated,  he  thinks  that  clause  was  put  in  to  pit  vent 
young  men  going  from  Canada  to  Great  Britain,  getting  registered,  and  then  coming  back. 
If  it  was  for  that  purpose,  that  is  a  mistaken  point  to  view  it  from  ;  our  men  ought  to  have 
more  lights  than  men  on  the  other  side.  I  think  this  young  man,  if  lie  is  s<>  brighl  and 
intelligent,  and  only  a  short  time  out  of  the  mill,  would  have  no  difficulty  whatever  in  pass- 
ing  the  primary  examination,  and,  as  Dr.  Sangster  says,  "  we  are  only  opening  the  door  t<> 
make  trouble  for  ourselves."    If  we  open  the  door  to  anybody  al  .ill.  In  us  open  the  door  to 

our  own. 

Dr.  Mooehousb  I  quite  agree  with  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Moore.  Saving  been  on  this 
committee,  I  know  we  all  came  to  that  conclusion.  Dr.  <iil>s.>nis  qoI  over- worked ;  the 
Governor-General  kindly  allows  him  t«>  practice  amongst  the  poor  in  the  district  which  is 
immediately  surrounding  his  dwelling,   but  thai  is  all,  and  he  has  plenty  of  time  to  prepare 

his  work  and    come    before  our   body    in  the   usual    way.      1  think  if  it  was  so  represented  to 
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him  he  would  hardly  ask  any  such  concession  as  that.  If  any  of  our  young  men  went  over 
to  England  and  came  back  here  we  would  not  allow  them  any  such  privilege,  for  I  remember 
when  I  came  back  the  Council  would  not  allow  me  to  register,  and  forced  me  to  remain  over, 
and  threatened  me,  "if  I  started  to  practice  for  even  a  day,  that  they  would  prosecute 
me,"  and  the  consequence  was,  that  I  remained  six  months  before  I  could  come  up  for 
examination — this  is  twenty-three  years  ago  ;  I  had  to  remain  from  the  spring  until  the  fall 
idle,  just  waiting  for  the  fall  examinations. 

Dr.  Dickson — This  would  manifestly  be  a  case  of  class  legislation  ;  I  think  our  own 
young  men  would  take  umbrage  at  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — In  view  of  the  manifest  feeling  of  the  Council  I  withdraw  nrj  motion. 

Dr.  Britton — I  beg  leave  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  report  be 
adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried,  and  the  report  adopted  as  follows  :

The  Council  met  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Armour,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham, 
Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Mc- 
Laughlin, Reddick,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn  and  Thornton. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  session,  which  were  confirmed  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Armour — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  69  and  By-law  No.  75,  by 
placing  in  suspension  Section  4  la  of  Medical  Act,  commonly  known  as  the  penal  clause. 
Dr.  Henry — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  70. 
Dr.  Campbell — There  was  some  special  order  of  business  fixed  for  to-night. 
The  President — That  was  Dr.  Henderson's  special  report  of  finance. 

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Henry — What  became  of  a  letter  that  was  sent  down  from  the  Bruce  Medica 
Association  directed  to  the  Council  ? 

Dr.  Pyne — It  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  notice  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which  was  adopted  last 
year,  there  is  a  clause  authorizing  the  Registrar  to  make  it  a  matter  of  discretion  whether  he 
supplies  the  Announcement  to  others  than  members  of  the  Council.  It  strikes  me  there 
must  be  some  mistake,  that  probably  members  of  the  College  was  meant  there  instead  of 
members  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Pyne — The  Announcement  was  certainly  sent  to  the  members  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  you  look  at  that  I  think  you  will  find  it  is  members  of  the  Council. 

The  President — I  think,  if  I  recollect  right,  it  was  intended  for  all  the  profession 
generally. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  make  another  inquiry,  in  order  to  put  ourselves  right  in  the  matter  of 
the  legality  of  our  proceedings.  There  was  a  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee 
last  year  authorizing  the  increase  in  the  Treasurer's  salary  to  $500.00 ;  I  think  that 
was  a  righteous  increase,  as  far  as  Dr.  Aikins  is  concerned  ;  I  do  not  think  that  any  member 
of  the  Council,  either  then  or  now,  for  one  instant  disputes  the  Tightness  and  the  righteous- 
ness of  this  increase,  but  I  wish  to  enquire  whether  the  payment  of  the  $500.00  for  last  year 
was  made  to  Dr.  Aikins,  and  to  point  out,  if  it  was,  that  it  was  not  done  as  it  ought  to  have 
been  done,  on  the  authority  of  a  by-law. 

Dr.  Pyne — It  certainly  has  been  paid,  but  there  was  no  by-law  passed. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  only  call  attention  to  it  in  order  that  we  may  not  proceed  in  the 
future  to  do  by  resolutions  or  by  adoption  of  reports  what  I  maintain  can  only  be  done  by 
by-law  in  a  legal  and  proper  way. 

The  President — I  suppose  we  are  all  guilty  in  the  respect  that  we  ought  to  have  called 
attention  to  the  fact  at  the  time. 

Dr.  Burri'M  -.  -I  am  still  in  the  dark  as  to  the  necessity  for  that.  I  suppose  Dr.  Sangster 
has  looked  into  the  matter,  and  I  would  like  to  know  where  it  occurs  in  the  regulations  or 
in  the  Act  that  we  must  fix  a  salary  by  by-law. 

The  PRESIDENT — T  think  the  salaries  are  fixed  by  by-law. 

Dr.  Pyne — It  is  under  Section  13  of  the  Act. 

Dr.  BRITTON  1  do  not  think  that  is  the  meaning  of  the  clause  or  sub-section.  On  page 
xvi.  of  the  ion  L3,  it  states,  "The  Council  shall  annually  appoint  a  President, 

Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
necessary  for  the  working  of  this  Act,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Council  ;  and  the  said  Council  shall  have  power  to  fix  by  by-law,  or  from  time  to  time,  the 
salaries  or  fees  \<>  be  paid  to  such  officers,  ami  t<>  the  Board  of  Examiners  hereinafter 
appointed."     Now,  I  would  say  that  those  two  expressions  "fix  by  by  Law,"  or  "from  time 

to  time,"  do  nol    mean   ■   tactlj    the    same    thing.       I   Ihink    the    intention    of   that   is  t  hat   if  we 

want  to  fix  the  salary  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  a  year  or  for  a  continued  period  we 
must  introduce  a  by-law.  But,  if  we  wish  to  ti\  the  salary  from  time  to  time,  say  from  year 
to  year,  1  would  think  the  interpretation  of  thai  clause  is,  that  a  by-law  is  not  required. 

The  P]  i      I  know    in  the  expenditure  of  money  il   is  always  well  understood  as  a 

parliamentary  ru  there  shall  be  a  l>\  law. 
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Dr.  Geikie — Dr.  Henderson  gives  me  permission  to  ask  through  you,  Mr.  President,, 
the  permission  of  the  Council  to  put  in  a  supplementary  report. 

The  permission  of  the  Council  was  granted. 

Dr.  Geikie  presented  and  read  supplementary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints 
as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — This  supplemental  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints  is  hereby 
presented.  The  Committee  met  to-day,  July  8th,  1897.  The  request  of  T.  Bradley  was 
considered.  He  desired  to  be  allowed  the  subject  of  physiology  to  complete  his  primary. 
His  record  on  this  subject  having  been  carefully  examined,  the  Committee  recommended 
that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

(Signed)  W.  B.  Geikie,  Chairman. 

Dr.  Henderson — As  this  special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  has  been  read,  I 
move  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report. 

Dr.  Bray — I  second  that. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Dickson  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  1  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Henderson — It  seems  that  the  fall  examination  has  never  been  a  paying  institution, 
and  we  were  a  great  number  of  years  without  a  fall  examination,  and  we  seemed  to  get  along 
quite  as  well  without  it.     Probably  it  would  be  as  well  to  do  away  with  that. 

Dr.  Armour — I  move  that  Clause  1  of  the  report  be  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Fowler — Does  the  adoption  of  this  clause  do  away  with  the  fall  examination,  or 
will  the  question  come  up  again. 

Dr.  Bray— This  will  dispose  of  it ;  it  will  not  come  up  again. 

Dr.  Roome — I  understand  this  is  merely  a  report  to  the  Council.  I  think  we  should 
consider  that  very  carefully  before  we  pass  those  clauses.  If  for  one  examination  it  will 
cost  $600.00,  it  will  put  the  students  to  considerably  more  expense  if  Ave  hold  two  examina- 
tions. The  money  has  been  raised  from  the  students  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  examina- 
tions, and  if  it  will  save  the  students  $600.00,  I  think  we  should  only  have  an  examination 
once  a  year  ;  but  by  having  one  examination  a  student  would  have  to  go  a  year  before  he 
could  have  a  second  examination.  I  think  it  is  something  we  ought  to  consider  very  care- 
fully before  we  adopt  it.  I  think  it  is  very  well  for  the  Finance  Committee  to  offer  this  as  a 
suggestion. 

Dr.  Armour — Dr.  Roome  is  not  right  in  saying  that  it  would  save  the  students  $600.00 
if  there  was  only  one  examination.  It  would  save  the  Council.  The  students  would  have 
one  examination  in  the  year  instead  of  twro,  as  at  present,  but  they  would  pay  the  same 
amount  of  fees  as  at  present. 

Dr.  Britton — Is  this  a  recommendation  from  the  Committee  ? 

Dr.  Henderson — It  is  a  recommendation  from  the  Committee,  it  is  for  the  Council  to 
consider  and  say  whether  it  shall  be  adopted  or  not. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  quite  well  aware  of  the  fact  that,  in  the  long  run,  a 
certain  amount  of  loss  is  sustained  by  holding  a  fall  examination,  inasmuch  as  certain 
persons  may  go  up  for  the  fall  examination,  if  such  is  conducted  ;  whereas  if  we  did  not 
have  that  fall  examination  they  would  go  up  in  the  spring,  which  simply  means  the  gathering 
together  of  the  examiners  on  one  occasion  only  during  the  year,  and  that  would  save  a 
certain  amount ;  but  I  have  now  to  repeat  what  I  once  said  this  afternoon,  we  are  here,  not 
only  in  the  interests  of  the  profession,  and  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  but  I  think  we 
are  here  also  to  look  after  the  interests  of  those  who  are  sure  or  likely  to  become  part  and 
parcel  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  Our  rules  are  almost  as 
stringent  as  the  laws  of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  regarding  the  conditions  on  which  an 
applicant  shall  be  admitted  to  the  College  ;  on  failing  in  certain  subjects,  we  know  perfectly 
well  that  he  has  to  take  a  high  percentage  in  other  subjects  before  they  be  allowed  him,  the 
very  high  percentage  of  sixty  per  cent.  I  don't  say  it  is  too  high,  but,  compared  with  many 
teaching  bodies,  it  is  a  very  high  percentage  ;  hs  has  in  the  minimum  percentages  a  high 
percentage — fifty  ;  in- many  of  the  best  institutions  it  is  only  thirthy -three  and  a  third.  I  do 
not  complain  of  it  being  fifty,  I  do  not  want  to  see  it  any  less,  but  I  do  claim  that  we  ask 
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from  students,  perhaps  all  that  we  should.  They  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  ;  it 
is  an  examination  that  is  conducted  fairly  ;  there  is  no  favoritism  shown  to  anyone,  and  it  is 
a  very  rare  thing  for  us  in  Council  or  in  Committee  to  reverse  any  order  of  things,  or  rather, 
to  revoke  anything  that  has  been  stated  by  an  examiner  regarding  a  candidate  ;  his  marks 
usually  stand  for  law,  and,  as  I  said  before,  it  is  a  rare  thing  for  his  finding  to  be  changed  in 
any  respect  by  the  Council  or  by  the  Committee  of  Complaints  or  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion. That  goes  to  show  that  in  the  spring  examination,  or  at  any  examination  a  first  class 
student  may  through  accident,  may  through  having  an  unlucky  paper — no  student  knows 
everything — fail  in  a  certain  subject,  only  one  out  of,  perhaps,  ten  or  twelve  subjects  ;  he 
may  fail  but  by  two  marks.  His  other  subjects  are  above  the  minimum  fifty  per  cent., 
possibly  largely  above,  and  as  I  said  before,  that  is  a  high  percentage,  still  we  think,  and  we 
in  our  judgment  believe  that  he  scarcely  deserves  to  be  accorded  a  license.  He  has  failed 
but  by  two  marks,  has  been  an  ambitious  student,  has  worked  hard  all  through  his  four  or 
five  years,  has  made  all  his  arrangements  to  enter  the  profession  ;  or  he  has  arranged  to  go 
to  the  Old  Country,  to  pursue  a  post-graduate  course  there,  or  to  one  of  the  larger  cities  in 
the  United  States  ;  do  you  think  it  would  be  fair  in  such  a  case  to  compel  him  to  wait  for  a 
whole  year  before  he  be  examined  in  that  one  subject,  and  that,  perhaps,  a  minor  one,  such 
as  sanitary  science  ?  I,  for  one,  cannot  agree  with  doing  away  with  the  fall  examination  ; 
there  is  no  reason  for  it,  except  so  far  as  economy  is  concerned,  and  I  say  that  what  is  some- 
times called  "  economy  "  might  almost  be  designated  stinginess  ;  at  any  rate  it  is  very  often 
the  case,  and  when  carried  to  extremes  does  not  bring  with  it  the  best  results.  I  think  it  is 
far  better  for  the  profession,  for  us,  and  for  the  army  of  students,  small  or  large  as  it  may 
be,  and  only  fair  to  them  that  we  should  hold  a  supplemental  examination  in  the  fall  for 
those  that  are  worthy  of  having  a  supplemental  examination.  I  have  no  sympathy  for 
certain  students  who  would  go  up  for  a  fall  examination,  in  the  supposition  that  it  would  be 
easier  to.  get  through  in  the  fall  than  the  spring  ;  that  is  a  fallacious  supposition.  I  have 
been  told  that  there  are  certain  students  who  believe  that,  and  if  there  are  any  such  I  have 
no  sympathy  with  them.  But,  I  say,  we  ought  to  do  right,  whether  it  be  one  student  or 
twenty  whose  interests  we  are  considering,  and  certainly  no  spring  examination  will  occur 
without  probably  a  dozen  or  more  cases  arising  worthy  of  our  consideration,  cases  that  should 
not  be  put  off  until  the  next  year's  examination.  For  these  reasons  I  could  not  myself  vote 
for  the  adoption  of  that  clause,  and  I  would  beg  to  move,  if  a  resolution  has  not  already 
been  introduced,  that  the  clause  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Fowler — In  supporting  Dr.  Britton  to  uphold  the  fall  examination,  I,  on  behalf  of 
the  College,  have  no  selfish  interest  to  serve,  inasmuch  as  for  some  time  on  account  of  the 
fewness  of  numbers  a  fall  examination  has  not  been  held  at  Kingston,  but,  I  think  we  have  a 
duty  to  perform  to  our  students,  and  undoubtedly  the  receipts  from  them  are  sufficient  to  pay 
for  the  expense  of  a  spring  and  fall  examination,  the  one  to  be  held  at  Toronto  and  the  other 
at  Kingston.  I  think,  then,  it  would  be  very  selfish  on  our  part  to  oppose  the  holding  of  a 
fall  examination.  I  know  deserving  students,  who  from  accident  or  from  some  other  cause, 
are  often  prevented  either  from  going  up  for  the  spring  examination  or  from  being  able  to 
pass  and  it  is  an  extreme  hardship  to  these  students  to  remain  a  whole  year  waiting,  at  con- 
siderable expense  to  themselves,  until  a  year  elapses  before  they  can  pass.  This  never  oc- 
curs in  England  ;  in  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  England  there  are  frequent  oppor- 
tunities for  students  to  pass  this  examination  which  qualifies  them  to  practice  in  Great 
Britain  and  I  think  we  should  afford  our  students  an  opportunity  twice  a  year  of  being  ad- 
mitted into  the  profession. 

Dr.  Rogers — How  many  qualifying  examinations  does  Queen's  College  hold  in  medi- 
cine yearly  ? 

Dr.  Fowler — We  hold  an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

Dr.   Rogers — You  only  hold  one  examination  each  year. 

Dr.  Fowler — Yes,  and  sometimes  supplementaries  in  the  spring. 

Dr.  Rogers — Why  is  it  you  do  not  have  two  examinations  ? 

Dr.  Fowler — If  there  was  necessity  for  it  we  would.  If  there  are  a  sufficient  number 
going  up,  and  if  they  may  be  rejected  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  they  can  have  a  supple- 
mentary in  the  fall 

Dr.  Geikie — I  strongly  support  what  Dr.  Britton  and  Dr.  Fowler  have  said  ;  their  view 
of  the  case  I  think  is  the  right  one.  Universities  or  medical  schools  may  do  as  they  like,  bul  so 
far  as  licensing  is  concerned  they  have  no  power.  I  like  the  idea  thai  the  Council  as  a 
licensing  .body  should  be  straight  in  its  determination  to  do  what  is  right  ;  it  has  a  good 
effecl  ;  it  makes  men  work  and  makes  better  men  of  them  than  it  would  if  they  fell  t  hat  there 
was  laxity  in  the  licensing  board,  which  [am  happy  to  say,  there  is  not.  In  regard  to  what 
has  been  said  t  hat  t  here  are  st  udentis  who  I  hink  I  hey  will  slip  easily  I  hrough  t  he  fall  exami 
nation,  I  have  not  found  anything  of  the  kind  ;  they  often  come  to  me  and  I  have  said,  if 
you  are  going  up  in  the  fall,  gentlemen,  you  must  work  just  as  hard  as  at  an}  other  time 
because  one  examination  is  just  as  strict  as  another.   1  do  uol  think  there  is  any  such  impres 
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sion  abroad.     It  would  be  a  very  impolitic  step,  even  to  save  $600.00  to  take  away  the  fall 
examination. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  believe  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  to  give 
four  examinations  annually  ;  but  I  believe  when  a  man  is  rejected  in  his  examination  he  is 
given  what  is  called  the  six  months'  hoist :  he  is  not  allowed  to  come  up  for  examination 
inside  of  six  months.  That  would  be  the  same  as  our  examinations  and  forthe  small  amount 
of  $600. 00  I  think  it  would  be  rather  a  retrograde  movement  to  abolish  the  fall  examination. 
I  am  happy  to  hear  that  Kingston  men  never  require  to  come  up  for  a  fall  examination  and  I 
compliment  Dr.  Fowler  on  giving  them  such  capable  teaching,  but  if  they  happen  at  some 
time  in  the  future  to  be  not  so  fortunate,  let  them  come  to  Toronto.  I  would  support  the 
fall  examination.  With  regard  to  the  supplementary  examinations,  I  know  the  impression 
is  abroad  that  they  are  never  so  rigid.  Dr.  Geikie  said  he  never  heard  that.  They  are 
always  regarded  as  second  class  examinations  ;  a  man  that  graduates  or  gets  his  license  in  the 
fall  is  never  regarded  so  favorably  by  the  public  as  a  man  who  gets  it  in  the  spring  ;  even  I 
myself  look  upon  it  in  that  way. 

Dr.  Rogers — Do  you  oppose  the  examination  ? 
Dr.  Moorhouse — No. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  that  the  clause  be  struck  out,  which,  on  a  standing  vote 
being  taken,  was  declared  carried  ;  fourteen  members  voting  for  and  twelve  against  the 
motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  take  it  for  granted  that  there  will  be  an  opportunity  of  taking  the  yeas 
and  nays  on  each  of  these  items  when  discussed  in  the  Council. 
The  Chairman — Dr.  Britton's  motion  is  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  a  little  information  before  we  proceed  further.  That  is  a 
resolution  in  which  the  profession  is  vitally  interested  and  if  the  omission  of  that  clause 
now  shuts  me  out  of  afterwards  moving  that  that  clause  should  be  restored  I  shall  be  put  in 
the  position  of  having  to  give  notice  of  a  substantive  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — When  that  report  comes  in  the  Council  Dr.  Sangster  can  move 
that  it  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  W7hole  to  insert  such  and  such  a  clause. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  can  be  done  a  great  deal  better  than  that.  This  report  is  only  a 
series  of  reommendations  and  the  adoption  of  each  one  of  them  would  not  commit  the  Council 
to  anything  ;  it  would  only  show  the  feeling  of  the  Council.  This  question  of  having  a  fall 
examination  will  come  up  again  when  we  have  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee  on 
the  Announcement  for  next  year. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  2  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Roome — I  am  opposed  to  having  only  one  examination,  but  I  think  we  should  hold 
the  examinations  in  one  place,  and  that  in  Toronto,  because  that  is  a  central  place.  Kings- 
ton may  have  a  claim  for  it,  and  if  that  is  so,  we  claim  for  the  Western  University  that  it  be 
held  in  London  ;  London  would  be  just  as  much  entitled  to  it  as  Kingston.  My  idea  is, 
that  where  ambitious  young  men  who  have  not  got  the  means  to  lay  idle  for  a  year  are  will- 
ing to  pay,  they  should  have  the  chance.  Therefore  I  am  in  favor  of  that  clause  being 
carried. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  hope  I  will  be  excused  for  speaking  again  upon  this  important  educa- 
tional point,  inasmuch  as  I  have  been  altogether  silent  and  have  not  taken  up  much  of  your 
time  during  the  previous  part  of  the  session.  This  is  a  resolution  which  vitally 
affects  the  medical  college  at  Kingston,  and  I  think  carrying  it  out  would  be 
most  unjust,  most  unfair  and  contrary  to  the  agreement  that  was  entered  into 
with  Kingston  when  the  Act  Avas  first  passed.  I  have  nothing  to  say  against 
London,  I  should  be  pleased  to  have  an  examination  held  there  also,  and 
no  doubt  the  time  will  come  when  it  will  be  held  there.  I  am,  perhaps,  the  only 
one  conversant  with  the  establishment  of  the  Medical  Council  ;  L  do  not  know  about  my 
friend  Dr.  Geikie  ;  but  I  was  present  at  the  origin  of  it,  and  we  in  Kingston  heartily  upheld 
the  formation  of  the  Medical  Council  ;  we  felt  while  it  might,  to  a  certain  extent,  diminish 
our  college,  the  passage  of  this  Act  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  profession  at  large,  and,  conse- 
quently while  our  charters,  that  of  Queen's  College  and  the  Royal  College,  entitled  us  to 
grant  degrees  which  enabled  those  holding  them  to  practise  both  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  we 
surrendered  these  powers  in  order  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  the  Medical  Council ;  but  there 
was  a  distinct  understanding,  and  there  was  in  the  Act  until  the  very  last  moment,  when  it 
was  smuggled  through,  a  clause  that  the  examinations  should  be  held  at  Kingston  and 
Toronto.  But  the  word  "or  "  was  smuggled  into  the  Act  at  the  very  last  stages  of  it.  I  main- 
tain then  that  we  have  a  right  to  it,  and  it  would  be  a  gross  injustice  to  deprive  us  of  it ;  and 
the  fact  would  be  that  it  would  not  only  deprive  our  students  of  the  privilege  of  having  an 
examination  in  their  own  neighborhood  but  it  would  bring  on  them  additional  expense,  and  it 
is  an  act  of  meanness,  I  think,  in  the  Council  to  attempt  to  save  money  which  will  result  in  an 
expense  being  thrown  on  the  students.  I  think  this  would  be  most  unjust,  most  unfair,  and 
would  be  an  act  of  meanness  on  the  part  of  the  Medical  Council,  and  I  trust  that  they  will 
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never  perpetrate  such  an  act  as  to  pass  a  resolution  of  this  kind.  I  trust  what  I  have  said 
will  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  you  that  it  is  but  an  act  of  justice  that  the  examination  should  be 
continued  at  Kingston  as  well  as  at  Toronto.  The  expenses  I  believe  are  greatly  exaggerated  ; 
all  that  will  be  required  will  be  the  additional  expense  of  the  examiners'  railway  fare  coming 
from  and  to  Toronto.  They  would  require  to  devote  the  same  amount  of  time  to  the  work  if 
the  students  were  up  at  Toronto  as  they  would  at  Kingston.  I  trust  I  have  said  enough  to 
convince  you  of  the  impropriety  of  sustaining  this  clause. 

Dr.  Moore1— I  am  satisfied  you  have  listened  with  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the 
remarks  that  have  fallen  from  Dr.  Fowler.  Certainly  he  was  in  earnest,  and  he  told  you 
what  was  true.  When  this  Council  was  formed  there  was  an  earnest,  compact  entered  into 
on  the  part  of  the  originators  of  this  Council  that  the  examinations  should  be  held  at 
Toronto  and  Kingston,  and  three  years  ago  I  read  here  from  the  Act  furnished  me  by  Dr. 
Pyne,  which  unfortunately  I  cannot  lay  my  hands  on  just  now,  "Toronto  and  Kingston," 
but  when  the  Acts  were  consolidated,  by  some  manner  of  means  the  word  "  or"  crept  in. 
We  claim  that  the  examinations  must  be  held  at  Kingston  still.  If  you  do  not  hold  them 
there  every  year,  you  must  hold  them  there  every  alternate  year,  and  hold  the  whole  of  them 
there.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  gentleman  on  the  floor  of  this  chamber  who  desires  to  break 
up  the  compact  that  was  made  years  ago,  or  who  wishes  to  break  up  the  method  that  has 
been  carried  on  so  successfully  and  so  well.  So  far  as  the  expenses  are  concerned,  Dr. 
Fowler  has  told  you  plainly  that  all  the  increase  in  expense  is  simply  the  travelling  fare  of 
the  examiners  from  Toronto  to  Kingston  and  return.  Now,  that  is  a  trifling  amount.  One 
hundred  or  two  hundred  dollars  to  this  incorporated  body  is  nothing  in  comparison  to  one 
dollar,  probably,  in  a  poor  student's  pocket.  If  we  do  not  do  this,  if  we  deprive  Eastern 
Ontario  of  the  rights  that  belong  to  them,  there  will  be  trouble.  We'  may  not  make  it 
probably,  but  you  must  remember  that  this  Medical  Council  has  enemies  that  are  just  waiting 
for  another  weapon  to  be  put  in  their  hands  to  go  to  the  Legislature  with,  because  they  will 
not  see  their  sons  and  daughters  put  to  an  unnecessary  expense  in  order  to  please  a  corpora- 
tion like  this.  We  might  better  be  careful,  and  conduct  our  examinations  just  as  we  have 
done  before,  rather  than  stir  up  a  hornet's  nest  about  our  ears.  It  is  only  right  and  fair  and 
just  that  we  should  have  this,  and  I  move  that  that  clause  of  the  report  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  protest  against  the  threats  in  the  last  speaker's  remarks  being  uttered 
within  the  walls  of  this  chamber.  I  think  that  threat  of  the  Patrons  has  done  all  the  service 
it  is  destined  to  do  in  this  Council  chamber.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Patrons  ;  we 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  individual  educational  bodies ;  we  have  to  do  what  is  right.  A 
demand  is  made  on  this  Council  on  the  part  of  the  profession  that  it  shall  show  some 
evidence  of  a  desire  to  retrench  its  expenses.  You  have  thrown  out  one  suggestion  that 
involved  a  saving  of  six  or  seven  hundred  dollars  ;  and  I  have  gone  over  it  carefully,  and  it  is 
an  average  saving  <  >f  -700.00.  You  are  now  ask ed  to  throw  out  another  suggestion  that  proposes 
a  further  saving  of  $400. 00.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  this  Committee  has  gone  into  the 
matter  carefully  and  they  have  not  exaggerated  the  saving  they  are  proposing  to  make.  Against 
that  you  are  asked  to  continue  a  system  in  favor  of  an  institution  in  the  far  east.  I  was  on 
the  Board  of  Examiners  the  first  session  that  there  was  a  Board  of  Examiners  instituted,  and 
we  examined  that  year  in  Kingston,  the  next  year  the  examination  was  held  in  Toronto,  so 
that  I  know  from  the  outset  that  the  Act  provided  that  the  examinations  should  be  held 
alternately  in  Toronto  and  Kingston,  and  not  in  Toronto  and  Kingston  annually.  You  can 
do  nothing  in  the  way  of  legislation  that  does  not  pinch  the  fingers  of  somebody  or  some 
class  of  people.  I  think  the  small  pinch  given  to  the  fingers  of  the  students  to  the  extent  of 
requiring  them  to  come  to  Toronto  for  examination  is  a  very  small  pinch  indeed,  and  I  think 
it  should  not  be  taken  into  consideration.  I  do  not  propose  to  take  up  your  time,  I  do  not 
propose  to  enter  here  at  large  into  these  questions,  but  I  simply  state  that  you  are  asked, 
and  that  you  have  professed  in  this  room  a  desire  to  economize.  We  have  seen  nothing,  the 
profession  lias  seen  nothing  heretofore  in  that  direction,  except  a  desire  expressed  in  words  ; 
it  is  about  time  this  Council  should  crystallize  its  words  into  facts. 

Dr.  Brock  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  upon  this  resolution;  bhis  is  the  third  time 
this  resolution  has  been  brought  up  in  this  Council  on  the  question  of  economy;  I  think  the 
whole  of  this  follows  from  a  resolution  moved  by  myself  last  year  :  ami  feeling  1  have  a  duty 
to  perform  to  my  constituency,  1  have  adesire  that  we  should  show  some  economy,  and  we 
hav<  been  looking  in  every  direction  bo  find  some  means  of  reducing  the  expenses  of  this 
mcil.  I  am  sure  that  not  one  member  of  that  Committee  desires  bo  hurl  the  feelings  of 
Professor  Fowler,  whom  we  all  respect;  no  one  di  bo   injure   a  University  which   is  so 

well  known  as  Queen's,  but  it  seemsto  me  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  examina- 
tions will  have  to  he  held    in  Toronto.       I  do  not   like  to  say  the  reason  why,   but   it    seems  to 

me  ii  is  coming  to  that  point  where  it  will  necessitat  e  bhe  examinations  being  held  in  Toronto. 

I  think   it    would  be  a  very  good  thing  if    I  'rofessor  Fow  ler  eon  hi  see  his  way  to   accede  bo  t  he 

desires  of  bhe  berritorial  members  in  this  Council,  and  permit  us  bo  have  one  examination  in 

this  cit  \ 
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Dr.  Rogers. — As  a  territorial  member  and  one  interested  quite  as  much  as  any  member 
in  economy,  I  Avould  like  to  say  something  in  regard  to  this.  It  is  quite  true  that  possibly  we 
would  have  saved  $600.00  had  we  adopted  the  first  clause  of  this  report,  but  if  by  saving 
8600.00  we  would  antagonize  the  great  body  of  students  we  would  lose  a  great  deal  more  than 
8600.0 ).  And  I  also  say  if  we  can  have  $400.00  by  passing  this  resolution  with  regard  to  the 
second  section  of  this  report,  and  at  the  same  time  antagonize  a  large  body,  an  influential  body 
like  Queen's  University  and  the  alumni  of  that  body,  and  its  graduates  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  Province,  I  cannot  help  but  think  we  are  saving  the  $400.00  very,  very 
badly.  I  am  a  territorial  member,  I  have  to  depend,  it  is  true,  upon  the  votes  of  a  large  section 
of  the  medical  fraternity,  but  I  am  quite  willing  to  risk  my  return,  if  need  be,  in  that  or  any- 
thing else  ;  and  I  am  going  to  do  what  I  think  is  my  duty  irrespective  of  anything  else.  I  think 
this  Council  has  existed  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  and  over,  and  why  ?  Because  a  compact 
was  entered  into  at  the  beginning  by  the  Universities,  by  the  Homoeopaths  and  by  the  pro- 
fession. You  can  doubt  it,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true.  I  used  to  doubt  it,  I  admit,  until  I 
took  the  trouble  to  investigate  the  matter,  but  I  found  it  to  be  an  actual  fact  that  this  Council 
would  never  have  been  in  existence  had  it  not  been  for  the  compact  entered  into  by  the 
Universities — Queen's  University  was  one — and  by  the  Homoeopaths  ;  and  one  of  the  con- 
ditions of  that  compact  was  that  there  should  be,  if  possible,  always  an  examination  in 
Kingston  and  Toronto,  or  alternately,  if  it  was  not  possible  to  hold  them  in  both  places, 
once  in  Toronto  and  then  in  Kingston.  There  is  no  doubt  that  is  the  compact,  just  as  much 
a  compact  as  that  the  Homoeopaths  should  have  five  representatives.  Because  we,  the  terri- 
torial members,  are  strong  here,  are  we  to  say,  we  are  strong,  we  will  take  the  weak  ones  and 
shake  them  ?  I  say  no,  let  us  be  at  least  generous.  Not  only  would  we  break  our  compact, 
but  I  think  we  would  make  many  enemies  all  over.  When  the  time  comes  that  Queen's 
University  will  voluntarily  say,  we  will  give  up  our  examinations,  I  will  be  very  glad,  but  we 
do  not  want  to  break  faith  with  them. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  would  like  to  see  the  examinations  consolidated  and  all  held  in 
Toronto.  While  I  must  confess  I  have  that  strong  desire.  I  do  not  believe  we  have  any 
right  to  take  the  examinations  away  from  Kingston  ;  I  think  what  Dr.  Rogers  has  stated 
was  a  part  of  the  original  agreement,  just  as  much  as  the  Homoeopaths  came  with  us  on 
condition  that  we  would  give  them  so  many  representatives.  I  think  Queen's  College  sur- 
rendered her  rights  to  license  to  the  Council  upon  condition  that  the  Council  would  give  her 
an  annual  examination.  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  have  any  fall  supplementary  examina- 
tion in  Kingston. 

Dr.  Rogers — We  do  not  ask  for  it. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  probably  we  are  wasting  time  about  something  we  have  no 
power  to  do  ;  it  is  all  wind  and  words.  At  the  same  time  I  would  like  if  we  could  have  an 
examination  in  London,  and  I  think  it  is  a  right  we  should  have,  too.  I  think  we  will 
fight  for  it  and  we  will  ask  for  it,  and  our  men  will  demand  it  in  time,  and  we  will  get  it 
probably. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  is  foolish  to  talk  that  way. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Dr.  Rogers  says  it  is  foolish  to  talk  that  way.  I  don't  think  I  am 
foolish,  I  think  I  have  just  as  much  right  to  stand  up  for  the  west  as  Dr.  Rogers  has  for 
the  east  ;  he  is  ready  to  stand  up  for  the  east,  and  I  am  quite  ready  to  stand  up  for  the  west. 

Dr.  Sangster — Did  I  understand  you  to  say,  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  we  were  shut  out 
from  the  matter  legally  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Yes. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  clause  is  "in  Toronto  or  Kingston." 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  word  "or"  has  no  business  there. 

Dr.  Sangster — But,  it  is  there. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — It  is  only  an  interpolation.  It  was  "and."  There  are  corruptions 
even  in  Holy  Writ,  and  if  such  is  the  case,  how  much  more  is  it  likely  to  creep  into  this 
Act. 

Dr.  Barrick — We  just  see  where  we  are  drifting  to  ;  we  drift  down  to  Kingston, 
then  we  drift  up  to  London,  and  the  more  we  cultivate  that  sectional  weakness  the  worse 
it  will  be  for  this  Council,  and  the  worse  it  will  be  for  the  professionof  this  Province.  No 
matter  what  was  in  the  Act,  we  are  here  to-day  to  deal  with  the  Act  as  it  is  ;  and  while  the 
Act  is  as  it  is  and  these  examinations  are  to  be  held  in  Toronto  or  Kingston,  I  say,  consid- 
ering the  finances  of  this  College  and  the  desire  there  is  on  the  part  of  the  profession  at 
large  that  the  expenses  should  be  reduced  so  that  we  can  show  a  balance  on  the  right  side, 
I  maintain  that  the  members  of  this  Council  are  recreant  to  their  duty  if  they  do  not,  by 
all  the  means  that  lies  in  their  power,  endeavor  in  every  way  to  curtail  the  expenses  of 
this  Council.  Of  course,  every  one  has  seen  during  this  session  and  during  former  sessions, 
that  every  attempt  that  has  been  made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  this  Council  has  been 
objected  to,  and  objections  have  been  thrown  in  the  way,  and  it  will  always  be  so,  but  we 
will  have  to  keep  hammering  away  at  this  until  we  gradually  get  the  affairs  of  this  Council 
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down  to  a  proper  business  basis.  With  this  in  view,  gentlemen,  I  must  strongly  support 
the  clause  to  have  the  examinations  held  in  Toronto,  because,  as  Dr.  Moorhouse  has  stated, 
he  is  in  favor  of  consolidating  the  examinations  ;  but  if  Kingston  has  an  examination, 
then  he  claims,  and  has  good  ground  for  claiming,  that  there  shall  be  an  examination  at 
London ;  and  when  Hamilton  rises  to  the  point  of  having  a  medical  school,  Hamilton  will 
want  an  examination,  and  so  we  will  go  on  with  our  examinations  all  over  the  country,  frit- 
tering away  our  revenue  and  getting  deeper  and  deeper  into  debt.  I  can  quite  understand 
the  men  from  the  east  wishing  to  have  the  examination  held  at  Kingston,  and  I  can  under- 
stand the  men  from  the  west  wishing  to  have  an  examination  at  London.  We  have  this 
trouble  in  every  municipality,  and  especially  in  the  wards  of  cities,  and  we  must  in  this 
Council  endeavor  to  rise  above  that.  We  have  taken  the  ground  in  dealing  with  the  appli- 
cations of  the  candidates  which  came  before  us  to-day  that  we  should  rise  above  anything 
of  a  personal  nature  ;  that  we  should,  in  deciding,  take  a  higher  ground  and  not  legislate  for 
individuals  nor  for  sections,  but  adopt  that  legislation  which  is  best  for  the  whole  Coun- 
cil, best  for  the  whole  profession.  Of  course,  if  you  have  an  examination  in  Kingston 
instead  of  Toronto,  the  men  in  Kingston  will  save  their  fees  coming  up  here,  but  the  men  in 
the  west  and  in  the  centre  will  have  imposed  upon  them  extra  fees  to  go  to  Kingston.  But, 
if  you  consider  all  the  grievances  of  students  in  this  matter,  you  will  have  an  endless  amount 
of  trouble.  We  must  adopt  that  course  which  is  the  best  for  the  welfare  of  this  Council, 
and  especially  for  the  welfare  of  the  financial  side  of  it.  Our  finances  are  going  behind, 
I  believe,  every  year,  and  if  nothing  is  done  in  a  vigorous  way  to  stem  that  tide,  to  stem  the 
heaping  up  of  that  deficiency,  we  will,  after  awhile,  come  to  a  point  that  we  will  not  be  able 
to  hold  examinations  anywhere. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  believe  that  it  would  be  an  expedient  thing  to  have  the  examinations 
all  held  in  Toronto,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  in  the  interests  of  economy  to  have  them  held 
in  Toronto.  But  there  is  something  better  than  expediency,  there  is  something  nobler  and 
grander  and  more  desirable  than  economy,  and  that  is  that  justice  should  be  done  and  that 
faith  should  be  kept  (hear,  hear)  ;  the  whole  foundations  of  society  rest  upon  this,  that 
men  keep  faith  with  one  another,  and  majorities  have  no  right  in  after  days  to  break  com- 
pacts that  have  been  solemnly  entered  into  in  earlier  days,  simply  because  they  have  the 
strength  to  do  it.  If  it  be  true,  and  I  believe  it  is  not  questioned  by  anyone,  that  one  of 
the  conditions  of  the  compromise  necessary  to  the  formation  of  this  Council  originally,  was 
that  the  examinations  should  be  held  in  Toronto  and  Kingston,  either  alternately  or  simul- 
taneously, I  do  not  care  whether  it  is  expressed  in  the  Act  or  not,  I  maintain  it  is  the 
duty  of  this  Council  and  the  Council  is  in  honor  bound,  even  though  the  expenses  were 
much  greater  than  they  are,  to  carry  out  positively  the  compact  into  which  it  entered. 
The  interests  of  the  Council,  and  those  interests  are  the  interests  of  the  profession,  depend 
upon  honor  and  good  faith  being  kept  in  all  sections  of  the  profession,  with  all  branches 
of  the  profession,  with  all  institutions  in  any  way  connected  with  the  profession,  and  it  is  an 
unwise  thing,  an  unsafe  thing,  a  dangerous  thing  for  us  to  break  any  compacts  that  may 
have  been  entered  into,  even  though  we  have  the  legal  power  to  do  it. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  ;  this  question 
has  come  up  on  three  or  four  different  occasions  during  the  past  ten  or  fifteen  years,  and 
while  I  am  in  favor  of  economy  just  as  much  as  anybody  else,  I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Camp- 
bell. I  had  some  notes  here  on  some  points  on  which  I  intended  to  speak,  but  Dr.  Camp- 
bell has  covered  the  ground,  so  that  I  will  not  repeat  what  he  has  said  ;  he  has  put  them 
before  you  a  great  deal  better  than  I  could  do.  There  is  just  this  about  it,  students  should 
be  considered  to  a  certain  extent.  Our  government  considers  the  students.  Why  is  it 
they  have  examinations  held  at  every  collegiate  institute  and  high  school  in  every  county 
in  this  Province?  Why  not  bring  them  down  to  Toronto  University  and  make  them 
pass  their  examinations  there,  if  they  have  not  some  consideration  for  the  students  ?  I 
think  it  is  a  matter  of  justice.  I  cannot  express  myself,  as  I  said  before,  in  the  eminent  man 
nerin  which  Dr.  Campbell  has  expressed  himself,  but  I  say  we  should  do  justice  to  the  weak. 
I  don't  think  it  is  the  intention  of  any  gentleman  here,  I  don't  think  it  is  the  object  of  any 
gentleman  here  to  build  up  Toronto  schools  at  the  expense  of  London  or  Kingston,  and 
that  is  just  what  it  will  do  if  you  take  the  examinations  away  from  Kingston.  London  is  a 
little  differently  situated.  I  would  be  quite  glad,  indeed,  for  the  members  in  the  west,  if 
it  were  in  our  power,  to  grant  the  holding  of  examinations  in  London,  but  there  is  nothing 
in  the  Act  to  that  effect,  so  that  there  is  no  use  talking  about  it.  Kingston  is  differently 
situated;  there  is  a  large  trad  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  east  of  Kingston,  and  then'  is  a 
very  small  tract  of  the  Province  wrest  of  London.  However,  thai  is  beside  the  question. 
Since  we  have  had  examinations  at  all,  since  this  Council  commenced  to  hold  examinations, 
Kingston  lias  been  recognized,  and  I  cannot  see  wh\  we  should  take  that  privilege  away 
to-day.     [n  the  original  Act,  which  I  have  seen,  the  word  '-and"   is  used  ;  in  the  present 

Act  the  word    "or"    replaces  it,  how  it   got   th.rc  I   cannot    say. 
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Dr.  Sangsteb — I  think  the  gentleman  is  wrong.  Dr.  Fowler  will  bear  me  our,  in  saying 
that  it  is  claimed  the  change  was  made  in  the  Act  before  it  was  finally  issued  from  the 
Legislature. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  in  the  first  Register  of  this  Province  you  will  find  ihe  Act  printed 
there,  and  the  word  "  and  "  in  it. 

Dr.  Moore — You  will. 

Dr.  Bray— I  have  seen  it;  I  do  not  think  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
change  this  purposely.  Often  words  are  put  in  and  often  words  are  left  out,  and  sometimes 
whole  sentences,  inadvertently.  I  think  that  must  have  been  so  in  this  case.  I  will  ask 
Dr.  Sangster,  if  he  can  possibly  get  hold  of  the  original  Register,  to  look  it  up. 

Dr.  Sanoster — I  will  do  so  gladly,  because  it  strengthens  my  view  infinitely  to  say  that 
the  change  was  made  by  the  Legislature,  and  that  the  word  "and  "  was  changed  to  "  or," 
that  is  to  me  a  most  emphatic  proof  that  it  was  done  designedly  by  the  Legislature.  The 
Legislature  does  not  allow  any  clerical  errors  m  its  Acts. 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  wish  to  detain  the  Council  any  longer  but  to  express  my  hope  that 
no  change  will  be  made,  and  that  no  injustice  will  be  done  to  Kingston.  I  speak  warmly 
and  feelingly  on  this  subject.  I  am  a  western  member,  representing  a  constituency  on  the 
border,  but  at  the  same  time  I  have  feelings,  as  we  ail  must  have,  for  my  Alma  Muter; 
Kingston  is  mine,  and  I  have  strong  love  for  my  Alma  Mater,  and,  if  for  nothing  else,  I  would 
like  to  see  no  injustice  done,  but  there  are  higher  reasons  for  not  doing  an  injustice  than 
even  that. 

Dr.  Geikie — As  an  old  member  of  the  Council  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words.  Dr. 
Barrick  has  spoken  about  us  being  very  emphatic  in  regard  to  economy,  but  I  do  not  think 
we  have  striven  very  hard  to  instil  economy.  I  am  extremely  anxious  to  have  our  business 
carried  on,  and  everything  done  in  the  direction  of  economy.  As  a  Toronto  school  man  or 
a  college  man,  whichever  you  like,  I  repudiate  the  idea  of  desiring  to  build  up  the  colleges 
in  Toronto  at  the  expense  of  our  sister  colleges  elsewhere.  While  I  would  like  to  see  our 
Kingston  friends  feel  that  there  would  be  no  great  injury,  perhaps  no  injury  at  all,  by  having 
the  examinations  all  held  in  Toronto,  still  Dr.  Fowler  has  stated  with  great  earnestness, 
and  I  am  long  enough  in  this  Council  and  old  enough  to  remember,  that  there  was  a  com- 
pact ;  and  I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Campbell  when  he  says  that  if  we  are  to  economise  and 
wish  to  economize,  we  must  economize  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  not  be  at  the  expense  of 
good  faith  ;  and  I  feel  it  would  be  a  breach  of  faith.  Dr.  Fowler  is  true  ;  he  is  a  most 
straightforward  man,  and  he  would  not  speak  with  the  earnestness  with  which  he  has  spoken 
unless  he  felt  deeply  the  truth  of  what  he  was  saying,  and  in  the  face  of  that  I  could  not 
vote  for  the  clause,  as  against  that  agreement,  in  the  very  teeth  of  it,  I  could  not.  With 
regard  to  holding  examinations  at  London,  that  is  a  different  thing  ;  the  Council  is  not 
committed  to  that,  and  while!  wish  luck  to  our  sister  in  London,  I  would  just  say  to  Dr. 
Moorhouse,  send  the  students  down  to  Toronto,  at  all  events,  and  save  a  new  expense  being 
incurred. 

Dr.  Thorbukn — 1  have  a  recollection  of  the  formation  of  this  Council,  and  took  an 
active  part  in  it,  and  we  had  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  reconciling  the  different  faculties 
and  schools,  and  it  was  only  by  the  promise  that  we  established  the  Council;  one  of  the 
conditions  was  that  the  examinations  should  be  held  alternately  in  Toronto  and  Kingston, 
and  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  great  breach  of  truthfulness  and  honesty  to  depart  from 
that  without  sufficient  cause.  I  am  just  as  anxious  as  anybody  that  we  should  economize 
in  every  way  that  is  compatible  with  truth  and  honor,  but  I  must  oppose  any  motion 
that  would  deprive  Kingston  of  its  rights. 

Dr.  Williams— I  have  listened  with  a  good  deal  of  interest  to  the  discussion  on  this 
subject  ;  we  have  heard  the  strongest  points  raised  upon  both  sides  of  the  case.  I  think 
that  there  are  other  points  in  addition  to  expediency  and  in  addition  to  the  financial  point. 
Dr.  Barrick  has  dwelt  with  a  good  deal  of  force  on  the  financial  side  of  the  case,  and 
undoubtedly  there  is  a  certain  loss  to  the  Council  by  having  the  examinations  at  Kingston. 
The  question  of  expediency  is  not  exactly  so  easily  settled  ;  it  is  true  it  might  be  convenient 
for  the  Council  at  present  to  hold  the  examinations  all  in  Toronto,  but  the  point  has  been 
raised  that  by  so  doing  you  would  disaffect  not  simply  the  case  of  the  University,  but  you 
would  disaffect  the  entire  alumni  of  Kingston.  We  might  just  stop  and  enquire  what  would 
be  the  effect  of  that.  I  admit,  in  all  frankness,  if.l  could  have  exactly  my  own  way,  if  I 
had  a  clean  sheet  of  paper  to  start  the  scheme  upon,  I  would  unquestionably  have  one  certain 
building  and  have  all  the  examinations  in  that  place,  lint,  is  that  the  position  we  occupy  ? 
I  think  not.  We  occupy  the  position  that,  having  had  a  diversity  of  interests,  we  are  try- 
ing to  concentrate  those  interests  as  much  as  possible  ;  but  in  concentrating  those  it  must 
not  be  by  breach  of  compacts,  it  must  not  be  by  the  strong  adopting  a  measure  that  will 
make  the  weak  feel  disaffected;  but  we  must  adopt  such  a  course  as  will  bring,  as  nearly 
as  possible,  the  whole  untied  interestsof  tin;  profession  into  harmony.  If  we  make  those  in 
Kingston,  and  the  alumni  of    that  institution  feel  that  because  we  have  got  strength  we  are 
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going  to  take  advantage  of  them,  and  take  away  from  them  what  they  believe,  whether  we 
do  or  not,  is  their  right  under  the  original  compact,  I  submit  we  are  not  working  in  the 
interests  of  the  Council,  and  the  small  amount  of  money  that  we  save  will  be  more  than  lost 
by  the  diversity  of  interests  that  we  cause.  There  is  another  point  to  be  borne  in  mind,  and 
it  is  this,  there  are  people  at  the  end  of  the  College  at  Kingston — I  do  not  need  to  tell  you 
that  there  are  strong  men  there,  with  strong  influence,  and  just  impress  upon  them  that 
they  are  being  treated  unjustly  by  this  Council,  and  they  will  bring  the  influence  they  have 
got  to  bear  upon  the  members  of  the  Government,  and  they  will  bring  it  to  bear  in  such  a 
way  thai  they  will  make  this  Council  regret  having  taken  the  step.  I  do  not  exaggerate 
the  ihatier  when  I  tell  you  that  Kingston  has  strong  power  and  strong  men,  and  they  can 
bring  i  hat  power  to  bear.  Does  it  not  stand  us  in  hand  to  walk  carefully  and  do  exactly 
what  is  fair  and  just  to  all  parties  ?  Otherwise,  we  will  be  brought  to  grief  more  suddenly 
perhaps  than  we  think  of.  The  financial  part  is  not  the  only  part  we  have  to  consider  in 
Council  matters  ;  there  is  the  general  good  and  harmony  of  the  united  profession.  I 
believe  the  time  will  come  when  all  examinations  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  that 
there  will  be  one  central  place.  I  do  not  believe  Dr.  Moorhouse  will  ever  see  examina- 
tions held  in  London.  There  may  be  a  possibility  of  such  things  occurring,  but  it  will 
be  when  there  are  more  inhabitants  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  than  Dr.  Moorhouse  will 
ever  live  to  see  ;  ic  will  be  a  long  day  before  that  come  to  pass.  I  believe  it  will  be  in  this 
country  as  it  is  in  England,  that  there  will  be  concentration  ;  the  students  have  to  come  from 
ail  over  the  world  to  one  city  in  England  if  they  wish  to  obtain  a  certain  degree.  I  believe 
it  will  be  so  in  he  Province  of  Ontario,  when,  if  a  man  wishes  to  be  registered  in  Ontario, 
he  will  have  to  come  to  the  centre  of  medical  education,  and  that  will  be  in  the  city  of  Toronto. 
While  that  would  be  what  I  would  like  to  see,  that  is  not  the  practical  way  to  get  at  our 
condition  to-day  ;  we  have  not  that  clean  sheet,  but  we  have  a  diversity  of  interests  which 
we  have  got  to  bring  together,  and  we  have  got  to  adopc  the  best  means  we  can  to  make 
that  a  progressive  and  united  interest ;  and  when  the  time  comes,  as  I  believe  it  will  come, 
sometime  in  the  future,  probably  not  in  my  day,  it  will  be  a  united  interest  centred  in 
Toronto,  and  then  i>  will  be  to  the  interests  of  the  profession  to  have  the  examinations  in 
Toronto  ;  but  that  will  not  be,  if  we  take  what  Kingston  believes,  and  what  its  alumni 
believe,  to  be  their  just  and  honest  right  from  them  by  force,  when  it  was  an  original 
compact  made  with  them. 

Dr.  Brock — As  the  President  of  this  Council,  and  the  old  members  have  declared  it 
was  a  solemn  compact,  just  as  solemn  as  was  made  with  the  Homoeopaths  and  with  the  Eclec- 
tics, I  certainly  think  that  as  this  Council  is  acting  on  the  policy  of  harmony  and  good-will 
I,  for  my  part,  will  withdraw  my  support  from  the  motion  to  adopt  that  clause  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Logan — Something  over  twenty  years  ago  this  matter  was  discussed  by  us  in  the 
Council,  privately  and  otherwise  ;  I  can  recollect  very  well  having  a  discussion,  and  asking 
my  friend,  Dr.  Fowler,  if  he  was  not  willing  that  the  examinations  should  be  conducted 
entirely  in  Toronto  ;  and  he  said,  "  Certainly  not. "  I  said,  "Why?"  He  said,  "Because 
we  had  an  understanding  with  a  certain  number  of  men,  and  it  was  a  matter  of  honor 
between  us  that  this  be  the  case  in  the  future."  When  I  discovered  that,  I  at  once  aban- 
doned my  objections.  I  was  very  much  in  favor  of  lessening  the  expenses  by  not  going  to 
Kingston.  I  thought  it  was  a  very  unwise  thing  to  be  expending  money  in  this  way,  and  it 
was  for  that  reason  I  endeavored  to  find  out  the  exact  nature  of  the  arrangement ;  and  from 
the  moment  I  was  convinced  of  the  exact  nature  of  the  arrangement  until  now,  I  consider 
that  I  am  in  honor  bound  to  adhere  to  that  arrangement.  Many  of  the  members  here  are 
new  men,  and  they  are  not  acquainted  with  this  arrangement,  they  probably  have  no  know- 
ledge of  it,  but  when  we  inform  them  that  such  was  the  case,  I  cannot  see  how  any  honorable 
man  can  do  otherwise  than  agree  with  those  who  have  this  knowledge  in  their  possession. 
Now,  it  has  been  said  this  Council  is  expending  enormous  sums  of  money,  and  we  must 
really  adopt  some  method  of  lessening  this  expenditure.  I  say,  if  you  are  going  to  econo- 
mize and  cut  down  the  expenditure  of  this  Council  at  the  expense  of  the  honor  of  the  men 
who  endeavored  to  establish  it,  I  feel  sorry  for  you. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  have  Clause  2  of  the  report  struck  out,  which,  on  a 
v  >te  be  Qg  taken,  ..as  declared  carried  ;  seventeen  voting  for,  and  eight  against,  the  motion. 

Dr.   ii  SNDEBSON  read  Clause  .'»  of  the  report,  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Dr.  \Viu,i  wis   -Whal  difference  will  that  make  in  the  present  arrangement. 

Dr.  i  I  ENDEESON — It  will  make  a  difference  of  one  hour. 

Dr.  PYNE  They  have;  five  hours  now,  and  that  will  make  it  six  three  hours  in  the 
morning  and  three  in  thi  afternoon.  I  may  say  this  was  suggested  to  me  bj  the  examiners 
then 

On  motion,  Clause  •">  of  the  reporl  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  l  of  the  report. 

Dr.   MoORHOl     r      I  may  state  as  far  as  I  understand   this   retainer   of   $20.00,  when  the 
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examiner  goes  down  he  gets  $20.00  whether  he  has  anything  to  do  or  not.  Is  that  not  it, 
Dr.  Pyne  ? 

Dr.  Pyne — Yes.  $20.00  was  paid  to  every  examiner,  but  there  are  two  examiners  on 
the  Board  who  do  not  read  any  papers.  That  $20.00  provided  for  in  the  by-law  is,  as  it 
were,  a  retainer  for  reading  the  first  fifty  papers.  The  assistant  examiners  in  medicine  and 
surgery  do  nothing  for  that  $20.00,  and  it  is  suggested  to  cut  that  allowance  off.  The  others 
will  get  their  $20.00  the  same  as  usual. 

On  motion,  Clause  4  of  the  report  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  5  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Moorhouse— I  think  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  giving  fifteen  minutes  to  each 
student  for  his  oral  examination.  I  think  that  any  examiner  would  be  able  to  learn  what  a 
student  knows  in  ten  minutes. 

Dr.  McLaugalin — That  reflects  greatly  on  the  lecturer. 

Dr.  Moorholse — I  think  the  examiner  could  tell.     We  might  cut  off  that  five  minutes. 

Dr.  Emory — I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  last  year  you 
appointed  a  special  committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  examinations,  with  a  view  to 
seeing  what  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  making  a  more  able  test  of  the  candidates'  acquire- 
ments.    I  think  Dr.  Moorhouse  was  a  member  of  that  Committee. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — But  I  didn't  assent  to  that. 

Dr.  Emory — That  was  adopted  by  the  Council  without  a  dissenting  voice,  and  I  have 
heard  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  students  regarded  that  as  a  decided  advance. 

Dr.  Armour  —What  was  adopted  ? 

Dr.  Emory — The  lengthening  of  the  time  to  fifteen  minutes.  I  have  had  a  student 
come  to  me  with  his  knees  knocking  together,  and,  at  first  it  would  take  two  or  three 
minutes  before  he  could  answer  what  was  asked  him.  I  claim  that  ten  minutes  is  not 
sufficient.  Let  us  not  have  the  examination  a  farce.  I'hope  the  Council  will  not  stultify  its 
action  of  last  year  by  shortening  the  time  when  it  has  only  been  one  year  in  exercise,  and  I 
think  that  on  the  question  of  an  examination,  and  making  it  a  thoroughly  genuine  test  of 
the  attainments  of  the  candidate,  is  the  last  place  to  begin  to  economize. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  am  in  harmony  with  the  views  of  Dr.  Emory.  Five  minutes  is  a  short 
time  enough  for  a  student  who  comes  in  a  little  bit  excited  and  nervous,  in  which  to  express 
his  knowledge  as  to  what  is  attempted  to  be  drawn  from  him  by  the  examiner.  He  comes 
in,  and  he  is  a  little  excited,  and  if  he  knows  he  has  only  ten  minutes  to  spare,  and  a  minute 
or  two  lias  already  gone  by,  in  his  nervous,  excited  condition  the  result  will  be  that  he 
becomes  more  excited  still,  and  he  has  only  eight  minutes  left.  I  can  speak  within  a  com- 
paratively recent  time  with  regard  to  the  time  that  is  allowed  on  oral  examinations  in  the 
old  country.  I  did  not  take  my  examinations  in  the  old  country  until  after  I  had  been  in 
practice  for  several  years.  They  do  not  think  there  of  giving  you  anything  less  than  fifteen 
minutes,  and  occasionally  you  will  find  an  examiner  who  is  decidedly  considerate.  I  know 
a  friend  of  mine  who  went  over  there,  and  who  was  in  the  room  undergoing  his  oral  examina- 
tion at  the  same  time  I  was.  When  the  examiner  saw  he  was  excited,  he  simply  sat  down 
and  chatted  with  him  until  the  gentleman  felt  at  home,  then  he  went  on  and  passed  a 
splendid  examination.  I  was  a  little  surprised  to  listen  to  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Moor- 
house, who  is  an  old  teacher.  Ten  minutes  is  a  brief  time  ;  I  do  not  think  you  can  do 
justice  to  a  student  in  less  time  then  fifteen  minutes. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  was  opposed  to  the  fifteen  minutes  last  year,  and  I  am  still  opposed 
to  it. 

Dr.  Emory — I  sat  beside  the  examiner  in  Pathology  a  year  or  two  ago,  and  candi- 
dates came  up,  and  he  started  on  Pathology,  and  the  bell  rang  before  he  got  to  Thera- 
peutics ;  and  when  he  started  on  Therapeutics  the  bell  rang  before  he  got  to  Pathology, 
and  the  student  practically  got  nothing.  There  is  but  one  exception  in  which  on  an 
examination  a  man  does  not  have  two  subjects,  and  that  is  Anatomy.  And  I  think 
fifteen  minutes  is  not  too  long  to  find  out  what  a  man  knows  about  Medical  and  Surgi- 
cal Anatomy. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — If  each  examiner  has  two  subjects  I  certainly  think  fifteen  minutes  is 
not  too  long. 

Dr.  Emory — There  is  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Sanitary  Science,  Therapeutics  and 
Pathology,  Operative  and  Non-operative  Midwifery,  and  Operative  and  Non-operative 
Surgery. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  move  that  the  clause  be  struck  out. 

On  motion,   Clause  5  of  the  report  was  struck  out. 

Dr.   Henderson  read  Clause  6"  of  the  report. 

Dr.   Moorhouse — There  is  no  expense  in  keeping  those  wet  specimens. 

Dr.  Pyne — Of  course,  it  is  a  human  body  kept  in  alcohol.  I  think  it  was  thought  $50 
was  an  excessive  allowance  for  each  examination  ;  there  being  two  in  the  year,  it  is  $100  a 
year. 
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Dr.  Williams — I  admit  to  having  felt  a  very  great  deal  of  surprise  to  learn  that  the 
same  subject  was  being  used  for  the  last  five  years.  I  supposed  when  we  paid  $100.00  a  year 
for  those  specimens  that  we  were  paying  for  having  fresh  subjects  prepared  each  year.  I 
have  the  greatest  objection  to  having  poor  specimens  used.  I  think  we  should  have  the 
very  best,  and  we  are  paying  a  good  price  to  get  the  best.  If  we  are  not  getting  the  best, 
then  I  think  we  should  reduce  the  price.  I  admit  that  my  preference  would  be,  if  that 
specimen  that  has  been  preserved  for  five  years  is  not  a  first-class  article,  it  should  be  set 
aside  and  new  ones  had  each  individual  year. 

Dr.  Geikie — We  have  methods  of  preservation  now  that  we  knew  nothing  of  years  ago, 
but  I  am  perfectly  sure  they  are  exceedingly  careful  to  have  them  renewed  as  often  as  there 
is  the  least  necessity. 

Dr.  Dickson — Has  there  been  any  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  students  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  not  heard  of  any. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — The  glycerine  preparations  will  keep  for  fifty  years.  Are  you  quite 
sure,  Dr.  Pyne,  that  they  are  preserved  in  alcohol  ? 

Dr.  Pyne.- — Yes,  I  am  sure  it  is  alcohol  ? 

Dr.  Williams — I  admit  I  am  not  very  familiar  with  the  modern  methods  of  preserving 
specimens,  and  if  it  is  possible  to  have  them  kept  in  good  condition  I  have  no  objection,  but  I 
have  very  serious  objection  to  imperfect  specimens  being  used.  If  they  are  at  all  imperfect, 
I  think  tb°i  examiners  should  be  condemned,  and  condemned  strongly. 

Tlie  Chairman — That  difficulty  can  be  gotten  over  in  this  way,  that  when  it  is  under- 
stood a  new  one  is  supplied  he  will  get  his  $100.00.  As  I  understand  the  clause,  it  so 
puts  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — Will  you  read  the  clause. 

Dr.  Henderson  re-read  the  clause. 

Dr.  Henderson — We  thought  when  we  did  not  get  a  fresh  specimen  each  year  we  should 
not  pay  this  sum. 

Dr.  Williams — If  the  specimen  is  good  and  fit  to  be  used,  I  think  $25.00  is  quite 
sufficient. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  do  not  think  Dr.  Grasett  would  foist  a  bad  specimen  on  us. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  know  Dr.  Grasett  very  well ;  he  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  gentlemen  to 
please,  and  if  we  tried  to  force  him  to  use  old  specimens  I  am  sure  he  would  object  just  as 
hard  as  anyone  ;  he  is  a  conscientious  and  faithful  examiner.  His  attention  only  requires 
tc  be  drawn  to  the  fact  to,  I  think,  bring  from  him  an  emphatic  contradiction.  Nobody 
would  sanction  anything  of  that  kind. 

Dr.  Armour — I  have  no  doubt  that  this  specimen  that  has  been  used  five  years  is  quite 
up  to  the  mark  and  is  all  that  is  desired  in  the  way  of  a  specimen,  from  what  I  have  heard 
regarding  it.  In  the  first  place  the  specimen,  I  believe,  was  valued  by  the  Council  at  £50.00 
and  then  for  each  examination  $50.00  was  paid  every  time  the  specimen  was  used.  Now,  it 
has  been  used  five  years.  Of  course,  it  is  worth  something  to  keep  that  specimen.  I  suppose 
it  is  kept  at  Dr.  Grasett's.  He  was  getting  $50.00  and  we  thought  that  was  rather  too 
much  under  those  circumstances  and  that  $25.00  would  be  a  liberal  allowance  for  its  use. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  suppose  the  original  idea  was  he  had  to  get  a  fresh  one  for  every 
examination. 

Dr.  Rogers — Is  it  a  full  body  dissected  ? 

Dr.  Pyne — Yes. 

Dr.  Rogers — Where  is  it  kept  ? 

Dr.  Pyne — Dr.  Grasett  keeps  it  himself.     Probably  he  keeps  it  at  Trinity  College. 

Dr.  Rogers — Does  he  allow  Trinity  students  to  see  that  specimen,  too  ? 

Dr.  Pyne — No,  he  is  not  that  sort  of  man. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  is  not  kept  in  this  Council  building,  where  it  ought  to  be  kept. 

Dr.  Pyne — No. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  ought  to  be  kept  here. 

Dr.  Pyne — We  have  no  vat. 

Dr.  Rogers — We  ought  to  have  a  vat  ;  it  could  be  had  at  a  very  small  expense.  I 
would  move  that  this  Council  purchase  a  vat. 

Dr.  Shaw — It  has  occurred  to  me  that  we  should  have  a  new  specimen  each  year:  the 
question  of  expense  is  not  the  only  one  to  be  considered,  but  also  the  question  of  whether 
the  subject  is  not  one  that  would  become  familiar  to  the  students  year  after  year.  1  do 
not  for  a  moment  suppose  that  the  examiner  in  Anatomy  will  allow  the  specimen  to  be  kepi 
in  any  place  where  it  would  be  open  to  students  studying  medicine;  I  do  not  think  ho 
would  do  that,  but  it  occurred  to  mo.  before  Dr.  Rogers  made  any  remark,  that  it  would 
1m-  ,i  very  easy  thing  lor  the  students  who  attend  one  year  t<>  familiarize  t  ho  students  of  I  he 
next  year,  to  some  extent,  with  what  the  subject  was  like. 

Dr.  Rogers    What  would  it  cost  to  have  a  new  specimen  every  year 

Dr.  PYNE — I  do  not  know,   I  am  sin*'. 
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Dr.  Moorhouse — It  would  cost  $25.00  for  the  body,  to  be  gmwith,  then  something  to 
dissect  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — In  the  meantime,  this  clause  of  the  Committee's  report  say  that  as  long 
as  an  old  specimen  is  used  every  year  .Tr25.00  is  enough. 

On  motion  of  Dr  Henderson,  clause  6  of  the  report  was  adopted. 
Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  7  of  the  report,  and  moved  its  adoption. 
Dr.  Armour — I  move  that  clause  7,  as  read,  be  erased  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor  :  ' '  We  recommend  that  the  offices  of  Registrar  and  Treasurer  remain  separate,  as  at 
present,  and  that  the  Registrar  shal]  receive  a  salary  of  $1,500.00  and  the  Treasurer  a  salary 
of  $1400.00."  It  has  been  said  that  it  is  outside  of  our  power  to  amalgamate  these  two  offices. 
I  do  not  think  it  is.  However,  for  my  part,  I  would  not  approve  of  such  an  amalgamation  ; 
I  think  it  is  very  much  better  to  have  the  two  officers  than  one.  I  have  had  some  experi- 
ence regarding  this  in  municipal  matters,  and  I  know  it  has  generally  not  been  at  all  so 
satisfactory  to  have  them  amalgamated  in  one  as  to  have  the  offices  separate.  With  regard 
to  the  salaries,  we  had  this  up  a  year  or  two  ago  ;  I  made  some  recommendations  then 
regarding  it,  and  just  for  your  information  I  will  read  what  I  said  then,  and  I  may  say  that 
this  proposition,  if  it  is  received,  will  reduce  the  Registrar's  salary  about  *3  0.00.  My  own 
opinion  is  that  since  Dr.  Pyne  has  a  fairly  lucrative  practice  of  medicine  probably  by 
receiving  $1,50  ).00  for  his  services  here  he  will  be  well  paid. 

Dr.  Rogers — Will  Dr.  Henderson  kindly  read  that  clause  again. 

The  Chairman — It  has  been  moved  that  that  clause  be  struck  out,  and  that  upon  which 
Dr.  Armour  is  speaking  is  a  motion  to  amend  the  clause. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  suggest  before  that  matter  is  taken  up  that  you  separate  the 
two  offices. 

The  Chairman — That  might  be  done  by  striking  out  the  the  reference  to  the  Treasurer ; 
it  would  then  read  as  follows  :  "  We  recommend  that  the  offices  of  Registrar  and  Treasurer 
remain  separate,  as  at  present,  and  that  the  Registrar  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,500.00." 

Dr.  Hederson — Take  the  Treasurer's  salary  first,  because  we  have  another  clause  in 
regard  to  the  Registrar's  salary. 

Dr.  Armour — I  fchink  I  am  in  order.  As  I  stated,  I  will  read  from  page  169  of  the  An- 
nouncement of  1895-96:  "  For  the  first  ten  years,  up  to  1876,  the  Registrar's  salary  was 
either  $400. 00  a  year,  or  an  unknown  amount,  paid  from  office  receipts;  for  the  five  years, 
from  1877  to  1881,  inclusive,  it  was  $750.00  ;  for  the  three  years,  1882,  1883  and  1884,  it  was 
$1,000.00;  for  the  six  years  from  1885  to  1890  inclusive,  it  was  $1,200.00  ;  and  since  that 
time  it  has  been  #1,800.00  with  some  pickings."  My  opinion  is  that  we  might  well  reduce  this 
under  our  present  financial  circumstances,  and  I  think  the  Registrar  would  still  be  very  well 
paid  if  we  reduce  it  to  $1,500.00  a  year.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  will  be  out  of  order  for  me  to 
refer  to  a  subsequent  clause  of  this  report,  perhaps  there  would  be  no  harm  in  doing  so  as  it  is 
connected  with  this,  which  recommends  that  commissions  on  the  rents  collected  should  not 
be  allowed  the  Registrar,  but  that  the  Council  allow  him  a  stenographer  instead.  I  know 
there  was  a  feeling  that  the  Treasurer's  salary  should  be  reduced,  and  some  held  the  view  that 
it  might  be  reduced  very  materially.  I  disagree  with  this  altogether,  I  have  only  proposed  here 
a  reduction  of  $100.00.  It  is  a  position  of  very  considerable  responsibility,  the  handling  of  the 
funds  of  this  Council  a  large  amount  of  money  goes  through  the  Treasurer's  hands  during 
the  year,  and  I  think  that  he  should  receive  a  fair  compensation,  and,  in  my  opinion  $400.00 
is  not  at  all  too  much.  During  the  past  year  we  have  paid,  perhaps  under  exceptional  circum- 
stances, $500.00  ;  it  is  proposed  now  to  reduce  it  to  $400.  On.  If  my  amendment  to  that  clause 
is  carried  we  will  save  $600.00  in  salaries,  taking  into  consideration  the  question  of  the  commis- 
sion on  rents.  It  seems  to  me  that  no  one  would  have  any  just  cause  of  complaintif  this  was 
done. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  succeeding  clause  in  the  Committee's  report  was  read  to  us  when  the 
report  was  submitted  and  Dr.  Armour  has  already  referred  to  it.  By  that  it  seems  the 
Committee  propose  to  reduce  the  Registrar's  emolument  by  cutting  off  the  commission  he  has 
hitherto  been  in  the  habit  of  recieving  for  collecting  rents.  If  that  is  done,  I  think  that  is 
about  all  the  reduction  that  would  be  expedient  and  wise  and  fair  in  the  case  of  the  Registrar. 
I  should  be  opposed  to  reducing  the  salary  he  is  now  receiving.  The  proposition  to  give  the 
Treasurer  $400.00  I  have  no  objection  to.  I  move  to  amend  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Armour 
by  striking  out  the  portion  that  refers  to  the  salary  of  the  Registrar. 

Dr    Roome — If  it  is  as  Dr.  Armour  has  read  it,  it  is  not  an  amendment  at  all. 
Dr.  Armour — I  moved  that  Clause  7  be  erased  and  the  other  substituted  for  it. 
Dr.  Roome — That  does  not  refer  to  the  same  subject  at  all,  therefore,  you  cannot  put  a 
substitutionary  clause  in. 

Dr.  Armour — Clause  7  says  :  "  The  reduction  of  the  Treasurer's  salary  or  the  amalga- 
mation of  the  offices  of  Registrar  and  Treasurer." 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  we  can  ask  for  the  Chairman's  ruling  as  to  whether  this  is  an 
amendment  to  Clause  7  ;  it  is  a  substitution,  but  not  an  amendment. 
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The  Chairman — It  is  not  an  amendment  even  from  Dr.  Armour's  own  point  of  view,  be- 
cause he  starts  out  by  directing  that  this  clause  (7)  be  erased  ;  consequently  a  clause  that  is 
erased  cannot  be  amended. 

Dr.  Rogers — And  he  substitutes  something  entirely  different  to  the  clause  in  the 
report. 

Dr.  Armour — I  can  get  at  it  in  another  way,  but  it  takes  some  time  to  do  it.  I  think  you 
fully  understand  what  I  mean  by  that  amendment,  whether  it  is  in  order  or  not.  It  is  only 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  it  can  finally  be  revised  again  when  it  comes  before  the 
Council.    There  can  be  no  injurious  result  following  the  irregularity,  if  there  is  one. 

The  Chairman — You  might  get  over  it  in  this  way,  by  directing  that  the  clause  be  erased, 
and  the  matter  fixing  the  Registrar's  salary  will  come  up  later. 

Dr.  Armour — We  can  move  that  the  clause  be  erased  and  I  will  keep  this  clause 
which  I  have  read  and  add  it  to  the  report  subsequently. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  clause  does  not  mean  anything. 

Dr.  Henderson — The  clause  certainly  contains  merely  a  recommendation. 

Dr.  Henry — I  cannot  vote  for  that. 

Dr.  Williams — This  is  a  matter  which  is  going  to  come  up  again  before  we  are  through 
with  this  report ;  we  do  not  need  to  split  hairs  as  to  whether  it  is  exactly  in  order  in  that 
form.  These  two  points  are  coming  up,  and  we  might  just  as  well  deal  with  them  now  as  at 
any  time.  We  are  only  wasting  time  in  endeavoring  to  put  them  off  to  some  future  time.  I 
think  you  might  just  as  well  let  Dr.  Armour  state  his  motion  and  let  it  be  dealt  with  at  once. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  next  clause  of  the  report  makes  it  clear  as  to  what  they  wish  done  with 
regard  to  the  Registrar's  salary.  This  is  not  the  proper  clause  to  bring  that  amendment  in  on. 
I  think  the  next  one  would  be. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  next  clause  refers  simply  to  the  reduction  of  the  Registrar's  receipts 
by  cutting  off  his  commission.  It  strikes  me  that,  while  the  point  of  order  is  literally  correct, 
after  all,  you  must  remember  that  an  amendment  simply  means  that  you  strike  out  certain 
words  and  insert  others.  It  would  simplify  matters  perhaps  to  take  Dr.  Armour's  amend- 
ment, and  then  take  my  amendment  to  his  amendment,  that  the  words  "$1,500.00"  be 
stricken  out  and  the  words  "$1,800.00"  inserted  ;  that  will  fix  the  Treasurer's  and  Registrar's 
salaries,  and  then  when  the  next  clause  comes  up  you  can  cut  off  the  commission  given  to  Dr. 
Pyne  for  collecting  the  rents. 

Dr.  Roome — We  might  not  be  in  favor  of  cutting  off  the  commission.  I  do  not  want  to 
raise  any  objection,  I  do  not  want  to  quibble  about  it,  but  I  want  to  be  in  a  position  that  I 
can  vote  conscientiously. 

Dr.  Armour— No  one  has  objected  so  far  to  the  item  with  regard  to  the  Treasurer  ;  and 
there  is  an  opportunity  now  to  vote  whether  the  Registrar's  salary  shall  be  $1,500  or  $1,800. 
I  really  cannot  see  the  difficulty  any  member  can  have  in  voting  on  the  question  that  is  before 
the  chair  now. 

The  Chairman — I  can  put  the  motion  as  it  is,  and  if  any  member  desires  to  move  an 
amendment  it  can  be  done. 

Dr.  Douglas — Before  that  is  put  I  rise  for  a  little  information.  I  am  one  of  the  junior 
members  at  this  session,  and  I  have  had  but  little  opportunity  of  learning  the  extent  of  the 
duties  of  the  Registrar.  I  know  something  of  what  his  duties  are,  but  I  do  not  know  as  to 
the  extent  of  them,  or  what  portion  of  his  time  is  consumed  in  looking  after  matters  in  con- 
nection with  this  College.  I  would  like  to  give  an  intelligent  vote,  but  if  the  other  members 
of  this  Council  are  cognizant  of  these  facts  I  will  not  trouble  any  member  of  the  College  to  give 
me  the  information  that  I  ask  now,  but  will  simply  ask  that  I  be  excused  from  voting,  for 
without  that  information  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  an  intelligent  vote,  and  I  do  not  care 
t<»  vote  to  reduce  that  salary  if  the  work  is  worth  the  money.  I  infer  from  some  of  the  re- 
marks that  have  fallen  from  some  of  the  senior  members  of  this  Council  that  they  believe 
that  the  Registrar  is  not  being  paid  too  much,  or  if  too  much  a  very  trifling  sum  in  excess. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  the  President  is  in  the  room,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  he  is 
as  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Registrar  as  any  person  else,  and  probably  would  state 
briefly  whether  or  not  there  is  an  abundance  of  work  for  the  pay  received. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  do  know  something  about  the  work  and  worth  of  the  Registrar. 
During  certain  periods  of  the  year,  during  the  sitting  of  the  Council  and  during  the  exam- 
inations, his  work  at  this  building  commences  at  nine  or  ten  o'clock  in  bhe  morning  and 
continues  very  often  until  after  midnight.  1  am  not  prepared  fco  Bay  how  many  weeks  in 
the  year  this  is  the  ease.  At  other  times  he  is  in  the  office  a  cert  ;iin  number  of  hours  e\ .  i  y 
•  lay,  but  that  does  not  answer  the  question  altogether.  He  is  constantly  receiving  Letters 
and  communications  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  sometimes  at  night.  Even  when  not  here 
he  is  occupied,  and  as  for  his  practice  outside  I  am  very  sorry  to  say  it  is  not  very  extensive, 
nor  can  it  be  extensive.  It  is  understood  he  is  doing  the  work  of  the  College,  and  his  time 
is  to  a  very  great  extent  occupied  l>.\  it,  but  he  seems  fco  me  to  be  a  man  of  exceptional 
knowledge  ;  you  can  hardly  refer  fco  anything  relating  fco  the  Council  or  profession  that  he 
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does  not  know  ;  and,  what  is  more,  he  takes  great  pleasure  in  giving  you  information.  He 
is  a  man  of  wonderful  tact  and  good  address.  I  never  saw  him  lose  his  temper  for  one 
moment,  and  he  certainly  has  very  great  provocation  at  times.  He  is  ever  ready  to  listen 
to  the  profession  and  to  the  students,  and  if  he  can  give  them  any  advice  he  is  only  too 
happy  to  do  so,  and  I  do  not  know  of  a  more  efficient  officer  in  any  office,  or  any  institu- 
tion, financial  or  otherwise,  that  is  more  efficiently  served  than  this  Council  is  by  the  present 
Registrar,  and  I  maintain  the  salary  of  $1,800.00  is  rather  low,  if  anything.  I  would  quite 
agree  with  taking  away  his  commission,  but  in  lieu  of  that  I  think  we  should  supply  him 
with  a  stenographer. 

Dr.  Douglas— This  $1,800.00  does  not  represent  to  him  $1,800.00. 

Dr.  Thorburn — It  is  less  than  that.  He  pays  a  great  deal  of  money  for  the  services 
of  a  stenographer. 

Dr.  Sangster — There  is  no  doubt  about  Dr.  Pyne's  efficiency.  What  are  the  hours 
set  down  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  hours  are  from  two  to  four  o'clock,  but  I  say  that  does  not  repre- 
sent the  time.  I  come  here  frequently  after  five  and  six  o'clock,  and  he  is  still  here.  And 
oftentimes  in  the  morning  I  communicate  with  him,  and  I  am  only  one  of  a  thousand  people  ; 
and  he  is  asked  all  kinds  of  questions  ;  he  frequently  writes  at  home  far  more  than  he 
does  here.     He  goes  home  and  makes  up  his  reports. 

Dr.  Sangster — Your  proposition  is  to  make  no  change  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  would  make  no  change  in  the  $1,800.00,  but  I  would  take  away  his 
commission . 

Dr.  Sangster — You  would  give  him  a  stenographer  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — What  would  a  stenographer  be  worth  ? 

Dr.  Armour — In  1889  it  was  found  that  Dr.  Pyne  had  been  furnished  with  a  steno- 
grapher at  a  cost  to  the  Council  of  $120.00  a  year.  We  struck  that  out  ;  we  did  not  allow  him 
that  during  the  session  of  1895  and  he  has  paid  for  his  own  stenographer  ;  it  was  the 
understanding  with  the  Council  that  he  should  pay  his  own  stenograhper  since  that  time. 

Dr.  Moore — I  might  say  for  Dr.  Douglas'  information  that  Dr.  Pyne  receives  and 
answers  over  thirty  letters  in  a  day,  and  his  postage  account  is  over  $700.00  ;  that  will  give 
some  idea  of  what  the  Registrar's  work  is. 

Dr.  Machell — While  the  office  hours  of  the  Registrar  are  from  two  to  four  o'clock,  he 
is  practically  here  all  afternoon. 

Dr.  Shaw — If  anybody  wishes  to  see  him  he  is  here,  but  he  wishes  to  have  the  other 
hours  free  so  that  he  can  leave  if  he  is  called  away  in  an  emergency. 

Dr.  Thorburn — He  does  more  in  his  own  house  than  he  does  here. 

Dr.  Machell — Another  reason  why  it  is  advisable  to  have  the  office  hours  from  two 
to  four  is  that  he  may  be  free  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  office  work,  and  be  free  from 
outsiders  coming  in. 

Dr.  Thornton — As  a  member  of  the  Council  I  am  in  favor  of  every  possible  econ- 
omy, but  in  carrying  out  that  idea  we  are  placing  ourselves  in  a  very  peculiar  position. 
Last  year  a  motion  was  brought  before  this  Council  to  reduce  the  sessional  indemnity  of 
the  members  ;  but  the  members,  wouldn't  stand  it  at  all,  and  until  we  are  prepared  to 
be  in  with  ourselves  I  am  not  prepared  to  make  any  very  radical  changes  in  the  salaries 
of  the  working  officers  of  this  Council.  I  think  on  principle  the  commissions  in  connection 
with  the  revenue  derived  from  this  building  should  under  no  circumstances  be  allowed  to 
Dr.  Pyne  ;  and  taking  that  view  of  the  matter  I  would  be  inclined  to  support  Dr.  Campbell's 
amendment.  The  idea  of  placing  ourselves  in  the  position  of  being  masters  of  the  situa- 
tion and  positively  refusing  to  reduce  our  own  indemnity,  and  robbing  the  officers  of  the 
Council  in  this  direction,  I  consider  is  inconsistent. 

Dr.  Brock — In  bringing  in  this  report  to  the  Council  I  believe  the  members  of  this 
Committee  were  to  a  great  extent  agreed  that  if  we  took  away  Dr.  Pyne's  commissions 
which  he  received,  and  which  we  thought  we  ought  to  take  away  from  him,  we  would  not 
touch  his  salary  ;  and  I  for  one  would  not  support  the  cutting  down  of  the  salary  after  taking 
away  that  sum  of  money  from  him.  I  would  support  the  motion  that  the  Treasurer  receive 
the  sum  of  $300.00,  which  I  thought  at  the  time  was  fair  and  sufficient.  Old  Dr.  Aikins  did 
that  work  for  nothing  for  years.     I  think  $300.00  would  be  sufficient. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  am  prepared  to  materially  reduce  the  sessional  indemnity  to  the 
members  of  this  Council,  and  I  would  have  endeavored  to  reduce  it  long  ago  if  I  had 
thought  I  could  have  accomplished  it. 

Dr.  Henderson—  It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  to  reduce 
Dr.  Pyne's  salary.  As  you  will  see  from  the  next  clause,  they  merely  intended  he  should 
not  receive  the  commissions  from  the  rents,   but  that  he  should  have  the  same  salary. 

The  Chairman  stated  B*.  Campbell's  amendment  that  the  words  "$1,500.00"  in  Dr. 
Armour's  amendment  be  erased  and  the  words  "$1,800.00"  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  which 
a  vote  having  been  taken  was  declared  carried 
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The  Chairman  stated  Dr.  Armour's  amendment  as  amended  as  follows  :  "  That  clause 
7  of  the  report  be  erased,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor,  '  We  recommend  that  the 
offices  of  Registrar  and  Treasurer  remain  separate,  as  at  present,  and  that  the  Registrar 
receive  a  salary  of  $1,800.00  and  the  Treasurer  a  salary  of  $400.00.'  " 

Dr.  Henry — What  is  the  security  we  demand  from  the  Treasurer  in  the*  performance 
of  his  duties  to  the  Council  ?  If  it  is  $10,000.00  it  will  take  all  his  salary  to  pay  the  per 
centage  to  get  that  security. 

Dr.  Armour — The  question  has  been  put. 

Dr.  Williams — Dr.  Henry  has  raised  the  question  as  to  the  amount  of  security 
required  by  this  Council  from  the  Treasurer. 

The  Chairman — I  think  he  was  told  by  somebody  $10,000.00. 

Dr.  Williams — If  the  Treasurer  has  to  give  $10,000.00  security  it  will  take  his  whole 
salary. 

Dr.  Thorburn—  I  may  say  that  in  other  institutions  the  institution  pays  half  and  the 
official  half. 

Dr.  Armour — My  own  opinion  is  we  should  have  a  bond  for  from  seven  to  ten  thousand 
dollars, 

Dr.  Williams — Can  the  Treasurer  draw  the  money  which  he  deposits  out  of  the  bank 
without  having  the  cheque  for  it  countersigned  ?  If  it  has  to  be  countersigned,  then  there 
is  no  object  in  demanding  such  large  security  from  the  Treasurer. 

Dr.  Armour — He  cannot  draw  it  out  of  the  bank  without  the  cheque  being  counter- 
signed, but  at  times  Dr.  Aikins  during  last  year  has  deposited  at  one  time  upwards  of 
$7,000.00. 

Dr.  Williams — That  would  show  that  at  some  time  he  had  $7,000.00  in  his  hands. 

Dr.  Armour — He  deposits  what  he  receives  during  the  month. 

Dr.  Williams — Under  those  circumstances  it  would  seem  that  $10,000.00  security  is 
not  too  large. 

Dr.  Campbell — And  under  those  circumstances  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  would 
really  be  about  $300.00,  if  it  was  made  $400.00. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  have  just  learned  from  the  Treasurer  that  there  are  no  bonds. 

Dr.  Armour— Last  year  it  was  $4,000.00.  The  Treasurer  in  $2,000.00  and  two 
securities  of  $1,000.00  each. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  am  informed  by  the  Treasurer  that  he  makes  a  bank  deposit  every 
day.     He  does  not  wait  till  the  end  of  the  month. 

Dr.  Sangster — How  large  would  be  his  largest  deposit. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  don't  know. 

Dr.  Sangster— Not  probably  more  than  $500.00  or  $1,000.00. 

Dr.  Thorburn — No,  not  as  much.  You  can  see  in  the  bank  book  what  his  daily 
deposits  were. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  was  incidentally  mentioned  here  just  now  that  the  securities  that 
were  ordered  by  the  Council  last  year  were  never  executed.  I  would  like  to  know  if  that  is 
the  case  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — I  believe  that  is  the  case.  I  believe  they  were  not  executed.  The  member 
of  the  Council  who  was  here  last  year,  who  is  not  present  this  year,  failed  to  have  them 
executed. 

Dr.  Dickson — Under  what  circumstances  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — I  do  not  know  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  that  is  a  painful  thing  to  talk  about.  We  cannot  speak  of  a  thing 
which  occurs  on  the  part  of  a  member  who  is  not  with  us  now.  It  is  something  which  hap- 
pened, which  is  an  oversight  to  a  large  extent. 

Dr.  Sangster — In  a  matter  of  such  importance  as  that,  that  this  Council  gravely  orders 
and  decides  that  it  is  necessary  that  bonds  should  be  executed  on  the  part  of  one  of  its 
executive  officers  I  claim  this  Council  is  entitled  to  the  fullest  information. 

Dr.  Moore — You  cannot  get  it  from  the  dead. 

Dr.  Roome — (Referring  to  bank  deposit  book)  The  most  that  has  ever  been 
deposited  at  one  time  was  $1,270.00.  Last  year  at  one  time  there  was  deposited  $2, (">i>.00, 
he  having  held  it  over  Saturday,  and  Monday  being  a  holiday,  but  the  most  at  any  other 
time  since  was  $1,200.00. 

Dr.  Armour — There  is  nothing  to   hinder  the  Treasurer  from   keeping    the  monej 
long  as  he  chooses. 

Dr.  Rogers— I  think  he  ought  to  give  a  small  bond  of  two  «>r  three  thousand  dollars. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  question  of  the  Treasurer's  bond  hardl)  oomes  in  here  now  ;  L 
think  we  should  settle  the  question  of  the  Treasurer's  salary. 

Dr.  Williams     I  think  the  question  of  the  bonds  only  oomes  in  incidentally  to  get  at 

what    salary  he  will  have   left   when  he    pays  f  or   the  bonds.       I   m\  self  t  hink  the  bonds   ought 
to   be  somewhere  in    the  neighborhood  "I    >.\f>00.00.       I  do  not  think    $6,000.00  would  be  an 
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unreasonable  amount  to  ask  him  to  put  up,  then  there  would  be  the  cost  of  obtaining  that 
amount.  I  think  I  heard  some  gentleman  say  about  $15.00  a  thousand  ;  if  that  is  what  the 
Guarantee  Companies  ask,  that  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  about  $75.00  ;  so  that  if  he 
got  a  salary  of  3400.00  there  would  be  about  $325.00  left. 

Dr.  Brock — When  this  Council  accepts  its  auditor's  report  the  Guarantee  Company  is 
released.     That  holds  good  with  regard  to  a  public  corporation. 

Dr.  Luton — I  would  like  to  enquire  as  to  the  average  amount  of  money  that  remains  in 
the  bank  from  one  end  of  the  year  to  the  other  to  the  credit  of  this  institution,  and  whether 
such  balance  draws  any  interest  or  not,  and  if  it  does,  who  gets  it  ? 

Dr.  Roome — There  is  no  direct  interest  given  for  it,  but  there  is  a  note,  and  as  soon  as 
a  certain  sum  comes  in  the  bank  allows  him  to  take  so  much  off  the  note,  which  is  practi- 
cally the  same  thing  as  interest ;  the  Council  gets  the  benefit  of  it. 

The  Chairman  stated  Dr.  Armour's  motion  as  amended  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken, 
was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  8  of  the  report,  and  moved  its  adoption. 
Dr.  Roome — I  do  not  see  that  we  are  going  to  make  any  particular  saving  by  that  clause. 
If  we  take  away  the  commission  we  have  to  supply  him  with  a  stenographer,  and  if  we  allow 
him  the  commission  he  has  to  engage  his  own  stenographer,  which  will  cost  him  about 
$130.00  a  year.  It  is  a  question  whether  it  would  not  be  an  inducement  to  allow  him  the 
commission.  If  he  can  raise  a  larger  sum  by  inducing  tenants  to  remain,  and  get  new 
tenants  to  come  in,  he  will  strive  harder  to  do  so  if  he  gets  a  commisssion  on  what  he 
collects.  It  is  saving  we  are  after,  and  if  we  cannot  make  a  saving  by  taking  away  this 
commission,  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  interfere. 

Dr.  Armour — I  would  move  that  that  clause  be  amended  in  this  way,  that  the  clause  in 
connection  with  Clause  8,  which  reads  as  follows,  be  erased  :  "If  this  clause  meets  with 
your  approval,  we  recommend  that  the  Council  pay  the  Registrar's  stenographer."  I  think 
that  the  Registrar  will  be  pretty  well  paid  with  the  $1,800.00  that  we  have  assigned  him 
now,  and  that  he  should  pay  his  own  stenographer,  and  perhaps  if  he  paid  his  own  steno- 
grapher the  work  would  be  just  as  well  done. 

Dr.  Henry — What  would  it  cost  yearly  for  a  stenographer  ? 
Dr.  Armour— It  was  $120.00  in  1895. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  don't  think  it  will  cost  that  much  now  under  the  arrangement  I  have,, 
because  I  just  pay  per  folio  ;  some  months  it  is  more  and  some  months  less.  I  don't  think 
it  will  go  over  that  amount  at  any  rate. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  the  question  raised  by  Dr.  Roome  is  worthy  of  consideration. 
He  throws  out  the  idea  that  the  Registrar  is  a  piece  of  ordinary  human  nature.  We  were 
inclined  ,to  think  sometimes  that  he  was  a  little  more  than  that,  a  little  higher,  and  that 
possibly  he  hadn't  the  appreciation  of  the  dollars  and  cents  that  possibly  the  rest  of  us  have. 
If  Avhat  Dr.  Roome  says  is  true,  that  he  is  actuated  by  the  same  motives  as  the  rest  of  us, 
there  is  no  question  that  if  we  were  doing  the  business  we  would  look  after  renting  the 
building  with  a  good  deal  more  energy  if  the  pay  was  a  little  better.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
you  took  from  us  the  compensation,  I  just  question  whether  the  rest  of  us  would  feel  the  same 
zeal — if  it  were  a  patient,  in  running  after  a  patient  that  paid  us  nothing  as  in  running  after 
a  patient  that  paid  us  something.  If  Dr.  Pyne  is  of  the  same  human  nature  as  the  rest  of 
us.  that  which  will  put  most  zeal  into  his  work  is  to  allow  him  for  the  work  done.  If  we  take 
that  matter  home  to  ourselves,  what  would  we  do  1  Would  you  feel  the  same  zeal  in 
hitching  up  your  horse  and  going  out  in  the  storm  and  attending  a  patient  where  you  knew 
you  would  never  get  a  cent  as  you  would  where  there  was  a  hope  of  reward  ?  The  hope  of 
reward  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  speed  with  which  we  get  to  patients,  although  we  may 
g< >  us  a  matter  of  duty  to  attend  patients.  I  recollect  hearing  of  an  English  physician  whor 
when  he  examined  even  one  of  his  own,  took  a  guinea  out  of  one  pocket  and  put  it  into  the 
pocket  where  he  put  the  fees  which  he  received,  in  order  to  make  himself  believe  that  he  was 
being  paid.  I  think  that  the  rest  of  us  are  just  about  made  up  in  that  way,  that  we  would  display 
a  great  deal  more  zeal  in  doing  work,  and  look  after  it  with  the  proper  energy  if  we  were  to 
be  compensated  in  some  way  for  it.  You  take  the  commission  away,  and  there  is  no  special 
reason  why  Dr.  Pyne  should  make  any  special  effort  in  regard  to  the  matter,  only  in  so  far 
as  lie  is  not  given  to  neglecting  any  of  his  duties.  We  would  hope  that  he  would  not  neglect 
that,  but  while  that  is  true  in  an  honorable  man,  it  is  the  other  side  of  human  nature  that 
requires  taking  care  of  sometimes,  and  I  believe  that  we  must  remember  the  human  nature 
while  we  are  dealing  with  the  Registrar  as  well  as  with  ourselves.  I  think  the  better  way  is 
to  let  him  pay  his  own  stenographer  and  we  pay  him  a  reasonable  commission  on  the  work 
done  in  connection  with  the  building.  If  that  commission  is  too  large,  reduce  it  to  a  smaller 
amount';  but  certainly  the  best  way,  in  my  mind,  is  to  pay  the  commission  for  the  work 
done. 

Dr.  Barrick — There  is  no  doubt  that  the  amount  of  work  that  is  done  by  the  Registrar 
is  very  great  ;  it  is  well  done,  it  is  cheerfully  done,  it  is  done  early,  it  is  done  late,  and  I  would 
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prefer  paying  him  a  straight  salary,  whether  it  is  $1,800.00  or  $1,900.00,  without  a  com- 
mission. If  the  argument  adduced  by  Dr.  Williams  is  the  correct  one,  then  perhaps  if  we 
were  to  pay  him  a  commission  upon  the  collection  of  the  annual  fee  we  might  perhaps  get 
more  money  in,  but  I  do  not  for  a  moment  think  that  Dr.  Pyne  would  be  influenced  in  that 
way.  I  think  we  should  pay  him  a  good  salary  and  have  him  do  all  the  work  and  employ 
what  help  he  requires,  but  let  it  be  a  straight  salary  apart  from  any  commissions.  When  the 
question  of  paying  him  $1,800.00  was  up,  it  was  with  the  understanding  that  the  commissions 
were  to  be  struck  off.  Whether  it  be  more,  or  whether  it  be  less,  let  it  be  a  straight  salary 
without  any  commissions,  without  paying  any  typewriters  or  anything  else.  I  think  that 
w<  mid  be  far  preferable.  I  think  Dr.  Pyne  will  take  just  as  much  interest  in  renting  the  rooms 
and  in  collecting  the  rents  as  he  will  if  we  paid  him  a  salary  and  a  commission,  like  a  com- 
mercial traveller  who  goes  out  and  is  paid  so  much  salary  and  so  much  commission. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Barrick  that  when  that  $1,800.00  was  decided 
upon  as  the  salary  of  the  Registrar,  it  was  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  that  was  to 
be  all  he  should  receive,  and  we  would  be  breaking  faith  with  'the  former  vote  if  we  allowed 
him  more  now.  I  have  every  confidence  that  our  Registrar  will  do  just  as  well  and  will 
exert  himself  with  as  great  zeal  as  he  would  if  he  got  ten  per  cent,  where  he  only  gets  five 
now  ;  and  I  would  cast  all  thoughts  of  anything  about  human  nature  aside  entirely,  I  would 
not  think  of  that  for  a  second,  and  I  think  as  the  vote  originally  was  for  $1,800.00  we  have 
no  right  to  interfere  with  that  now.  He  was  to  do  the  work  of  collecting  the  rents,  and  the 
understanding  was  that  we,  as  a  Council,  were  to  pay  his  stenographer. 

Dr.  Armour — I  didn't  understand  it  that  way.  The  understanding  was  that  the  $1,800.00 
should  go  without  commissions.  However,  supposing  we  leave  it  just  as  it  is  now,  if  the 
amendment  I  moved  does  not  carry  it  will  not  affect  the  cost  at  all  materially  ;  if  the  steno- 
grapher costs  $120.00  a  year  and  the  Registrar's  commissions  from  rents  amount  to  about 
$200. 00  a  year,  there  will  only  be  a  difference  of  about  $75. 00 

Dr.  Roome — At  that  time  the  other  resolution  had  not  come  up ;  and  here  we  find  that  we 
are  going  to  pay  for  a  stenographer  $120.00  a  year,  and  the  Registrar  only  got  $150.00  in  com- 
missions the  year  before  last  and  this  last  year  something  over  $200.00  and  we  have  no  guar- 
antee, owing  to  a  building  that  is  being  built  alongside  of  us,  whether  he  will  get  $120.00  for 
commissions  during  the  coming  year.  If  we  cannot  benefit  ourselves  is  it  not  better  to  leave 
it  in  his  own  hands  to  engage  his  stenographer  and  pay  her  what  he  likes  and  allow  this 
commission  to  remain  as  it  is?     If  we  were  going  to  save  $209.00  by  it  I  would  say  save  it. 

Dr.  Thornton— When  I  voted  a  few  minutes  ago  it  was  with  the  distinct  understanding 
that  when  we  paid  $1,800.00  we  were  done  paying.  Ever  since  I  have  been  in  this  Council 
we  have  continually  got  the  cart  before  the  horse,  and  we  have  been  mixed  up  in  that  way 
year  after  year.  In  voting  we  have  voted  that  a  certain  sum  be  given  Dr.  Pyne  and  I  think 
that  should  be  the  end  of  it — that  is  a  business  view  of  it — otherwise,  a  man  does  not  know 
what  he  is  doing.  I  generally  agree  with  a  great  deal  of  what  Dr.  Williams  says,  but  from 
my  acquaintance  with  Dr.  Pyne  I  have  not  the  least  misgiving  whatever  in  connection  with 
the  way  he  will  do  the  work.  I  admit  Dr.  Williams  has  known  Dr.  Pyne  longer  than  I  have, 
but  I  am  not  prejudiced,  in  Dr.  Pyne's  case,  on  that  account  at  all.     (Laughter.) 

Dr.  Williams — I  presume  the  assumption  is  that  Dr.  Pyne  is  made  of  somewhat  better 
clay  than  the  rest  of  us.  I  gathered  from  what  Dr.  Roome  and  some  others  said  that  he  was 
of  the  same  kind  of  human  nature.  I  know,  speaking  for  the  rest  of  us,  that  it  would  make 
a  difference  where  there  was  a  hope  of  reward  ;  that  with  Dr.  Pyne  it  will  not  do  so  shows 
that  he  is  made  of  better  clay  than  the  rest  of  us. 

The  Chairman — The  clause  in  connection  with  Clause  8  reads  as  follows  :  "If  this 
clause  meets  with  your  approval  we  recommend  that  the  Council  pay  the  Registrar's 
stenographer." 

Dr.  Moorhouse — We  voted  the  $1,800.00  on  the  understanding  that  we  pay  for  the 
stenographer. 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  right. 

The  Chairman  stated  Dr.  Armour's  motion  that  the  clause  in  connection  with  Clause  8. 
which  reads  as  follows,  be  erased.  "If  this  clause  meets  with  your  approval  we  recommend 
that  the  Council  pay  the  Registrar's  stenographer." 

Dr.  Rogers— That  erases  both  the  commission  and  the  stenographer. 

The  Chairman— It  does  not  refer  to  the  commission  here.  This  is  all  Dr.  Armour 
proposes  to  erase:  "If  this  clause  meets  with  your  approval  we  recommend  that  the 
Council  pay  the  Registrar's  stenographer."  ;m<l  that  the  balance  of  Clause  8  should  remain. 

Dr.   I  vol  Kits      What  is  the  balance  of  the  clause  ' 

Dr.  Armour — The  balance  of  the  clause  strikes  out  the  commission,  but  the  balance  of 

tli.'  clause  has  not  yet  been  passed  upon.      We   have    to   pass   on  this  motion    first ,  and    then 

the  balance  of  the  clause  afterwards. 

Dr.  Willi  wi>  If  1  get  a  proper  understanding  of  it,  one  part  strikes  out  the  commis* 
sion  and  the  other  part  strikes  out  the  stenographer. 
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Dr.  Armour — We  are  only  striking  out  the  part  with  regard  to  the  stenographer  now. 
If  we  vote  this  motion  down  then  the  Registrar  gets  the  stenographer  and  the  commission 
too. 

Dr.  Moore — If  this  motion  of  Dr.  Armour's  is  voted  down  the  stenographer  stands,  and 
then  we  can  vote  the  commission  away  from  the  Registrar. 

The  Chairman — Quite  so.  This  clause  clearly  does  away  with  the  intention  of  the 
Council  to  pay  the  stenographer. 

Dr.  Williams — The  only  part  that  is  carried  so  far  is  changing  the  Registrar's  salary 
back  to  $1,800.00? 

The  Chairman — Yes. 

Dr.  Williams — Then  we  come  to  this  clause,  and  we  have  carried  nothing  with  refer- 
ence to  the  commissions  ? 

The  Chairman — No. 

Dr.  Williams — Then  we  are  dealing  with  the  three  items  ? 

The  Chairman — Two.  You  dealt  with  the  salary  in  the  former  clause.  The  clause  you 
are  dealing  with  now  is  as  to  the  stenographer  and  the  commission. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  all  to  me  just  as  clear  as  mud,  and  it  is  made  considerably  clearer 
by  the  consciousness  that  the  Council  pays  for  no  stenographer,  and  therefore  I  cannot 
understand  a  reference  to  it  in  that  connection  at  all 

The  Chairman — In  this  clause  it  was  proposed  that  the  Council  should  pay  for  a  steno- 
grapher. 

Dr.  Brock — As  I  understand  it,  we  give  Dr.  Pyne  $1,800.00  a  year,  and  he  does  our 
work  for  us.  This  building  belongs  to  the  College,  and  he  will  collect  the  rents  as  a  part  of 
his  business  and  he  will  also  do  the  work,  as  we  expect  him  to  do,  as  Registrar. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — And  that  we  furnish  him  a  stenographer. 

Dr.  Sangster — Although  I  did  not  intend  to  speak  upon  the  question,  of  the  two  I 
would  infinitely  prefer  to  leave  things  as  they  are.  First,  because  I  think  there  is  a  good 
deal  in  what  Dr.  Williams  argued,  that  it  would  be  a  spur,  even  to  Dr.  Pyne,  to  obtain 
tenants  for  unoccupied  rooms,  to  feel  that  there  was  not  only  the  approbation  of  this  Council 
behind  him,  but  there  was  a  certain  anticipatory  jingle  in  his  pockets  connected  therewith. 
In  the  second  place,  when  the  Registrar  pays  the  stenographer  he  is  apt  to  be  a  little  more 
economical  in  regard  to  the  stenographer's  services  than  if  the  Council  pays  the  stenographer. 
I  think  he  would  be  more  or  less  than  human  if  it  did  not  make  a  difference. 

The  Chairman  stated  Dr.  Armour's  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  that  clause  is  erased,  it  then  leaves  it  open  to  the  Council  to  continue 
the  arrangement  that  exists  at  present ;  that  is,  to  vote  a  commission  to  the  Registrar  ? 

The  Chairman — In  order  to  do  so  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  clause  as  amended  by 
this  motion. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  in  amendment  that  the  clause  be  erased. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  second  that. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  move  that  the  Council  discontinue  its  discussion,  and  rise  and 
report  progress,  and  that  the  Council  be  a  deputation  to  wait  upon  the  official  solicitor  to 
get  that  motion  put  in  shape.     (Laughter. ) 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  8. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  whole  clause  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Campbell — You  have  got  to  dispose  of  the  amendment. 

The  Chairman  puts  Dr.  Armour's  motion,  that  the  clause  in  connection  with  Clause  8, 
which  reads  as  follows,  be  erased  :  "If  this  clause  meets  with  your  approval  we  recommend 
that  the  Council  pay  the  Registrar's  stenographer,"  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,, 
was  declared  lost. 

Dr.  Dickson  put  Dr.  Rogers'  motion,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  that  Clause  8  of  the 
report  be  struck  out,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  9  of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  on  a  vote 
having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  10  of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  propose  to  avail  myself  of  this  clause  to  make  any  remarks,, 
because  I  am  assured  the  subject  can  come  up  again  afterwards,  and  I  merely  wish  to  give 
notice  that  it  will  come  up  afterwards,  because  we  will  have  to  substitute  a  motion  going 
over  the  ground  of  the  daily  indemnity  to  members.  I  have  been  told  that  the  adoption  of 
that  report  does  not  prevent  us  bringing  up  that  or  any  other  subject  we  may  choose  to 
bring  up  in  the  Council. 

Dr.  Roome — I  must  take  exception  to  that,  because  we  will  be  here  all  summer. 
(Laughter.) 

Dr.  Sangster — In  the  earlier  part  of  this  discussion  I  rose  and  asked  the  question, 
whether  an  erasure  from  that  report  would  commit  this  Council  to  silence  in  the  future 
sessions  of  the  present  term  of  this  Council,  and  I  was  told,  No.     Dr.  Campbell  and  others, 
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got  up  and  told  me  that  this  was  merely  an  expression  of  opinion  and  was  not  the  regular 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  it  was  open  to  us  to  reconsider  any  item  that  was 
there  discussed  and  dealt  with.  I  shall  consider  that  I  have  been  the  victim  of  a  gross 
breach  of  faith  if  there  is  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  close  my  mouth  on  that 
or  the  subjects  connected  with  that  in  the  remaining  sessions  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  did  say  that  as  to  a  number  of  clauses  that  were  then  under  discussion, 
but  with  regard  to  this  clause,  I  think  there  is  a  recommendation  that  we  adopt  a  certain 
thing,  and  I  think  if  we  jDass  that  we  are  committed. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  will  meet  my  view  to  bring  the  subject  up  in  the  Council  at  a  future 
session,  and  obtain  an  expression  of  opinion  from  it  to  that  effect,  because  I  can  ask  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  on  that  point  equally  as  well  as  upon  the  point  of  reducing  the  indemnity  paid 
to  the  members  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  one  legitimate  way  by  which  Dr.  Sangster  can  attain  his 
object,  and  that  is  this,  this  report  is  simply  passed  through  Committee  of  the  Whole  ;  when 
this  Committee  rises  it  is  necessary  that  the  report  shall  be  adopted  in  the  Council  ;  when  a 
motion  is  made  to  adopt  that  report,  Dr.  Sangster  has  it  open  to  him  to  move  an  amend- 
ment that  it  be  not  adopted,  but  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  That  is  Dr. 
Sangster's  only  method  of  getting  it  before  the  Council  this  year. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  perfectly  prepared  to  go  on  ;  I  can  stay  here  as  long  as  others  can, 
and  talk  as  long  as  others  can.  I  want  to  understand  whether  I  am  at  liberty  to  con- 
tinue the  discussion  to-night,  or  whether,  in  order  that  we  may  close  at  a  decent  hour,  I 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  up  this  matter  again  ?  If  that  is  so,  I  would  move  that  the 
Committee  rise  and  report  progress. 

Dr.  Williams — The  Committee  simply  requires  to  rise  ;  by  rising  they  do  not  adopt 
the  report  in  the  Council,  The  Committee  can  rise  now,  then  you  can  move  to  adjourn 
without  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report  in  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — All  I  want  is  to  be  treated  in  good  faith,  so  as  not  to  have  my  mouth 
closed.     I  am  prepared  to  go  on  to-night  if  you  decide  to  do  so,  but  I  would  prefer  its  being 
eft  over  until  to-morrow  morning  ;  but  it  is  for  the  Council  to  decide  what  shall  be  done. 

Dr.  Henderon  again  read  Clause  10  of  the  report,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report,  which,  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  the  Council  adjourned,  to  meet 
at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  Friday,  July  9th,  1897. 


Fourth  Day. 

Friday,  July  9th,  1897. 

The  Council  met  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  in  accordance  for  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  (Dr.  Thorburn)  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : — 
Drs.  Armour,  Bray,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Geikie,  Graham,  Griffin,  Hanly, 
Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers, 
Roome,  Sangster,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  previons  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  confirmed  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Armour — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer. 
Dr.  Rogers — To  appoint  a  Legislative  Committee. 

Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 

None. 

Dr.  Bray — I  was  sorry  I  was  not  in  the  room  yesterday  when  you  made  your  motion. 
Dr.  Sangster,  in  reference  to  the  commutation  of  fees ;  if  L  had  been  here  I  would  have 
asked  you  to  refer  that  to  the  Finance  Committee,  who  have  dealt  with  that  kind  of  thing 
before.  I  think  you  can  get  the  information  yon  want  from  them  and  1  would  move,  with  your 
consent,  that  that  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Dr.  Sangsteb     To  reporl  when  .' 

Dr.  Bray — As  soon  Eta  possible  tins  session. 

Dr.  Sangster     1  have  no  objection  to  that. 
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Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council, 
Dr.  Sangster's  motion  introduced  in  reference  to  the  commutation  of  fees  be  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Armour — I  understood  the  first  order  of  business  to-day  was  to  be  the  consideration 
of  the  report  we  left  off  yesterday  evening. 

The  President — Yes,  we  are  ready  for  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  know  that  there  was  a  special  order  fixed.  I  think  that  is  un- 
finished business. 

Dr.  Roome — To-day  being  Friday,  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  this  Council  to  adjourn  to 
allow  the  committees  to  do  their  work  so  that  they  can  report  this  afternoon  ;  I  think  it  is 
very  important  to  do  this  if  we  expect  to  get  the  work  done  this  week.  I  would  move, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  Council  do  now  rise  and  adjourn  until  2  o'clock  p.m., 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  Committees  to  meet  and  prepare  their  reports. 

Dr.  Sangster — We  did  that  the  day  before  yesterday  and  we  practically  lost  the  whole 
of  the  evening  session,  and  we  certainly  have  no  time  to  lose;  but  if  the  Council  is  clearly  of 
the  opinion  that  that  would  expedite  matters,  I  would  say  adopt  that  course. 

Dr.  Britton — Do  I  understand  the  resolution  correctly  ?  I  think  it  was  stated  by.  Dr. 
Roome  that  it  was  desirable  to  adjourn  now  and  meet  at  2  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

The  President — That  is  what  I  understand. 

Dr.  Britton — I  might  say  that  the  Education  Committee  has  yet  some  very  important 
matters  to  consider,  and  I  think  it  would  take  all  our  time  between  now  and  two  o'clock  to 
get  matters  in  complete  shape    for  presentation  this  afternoon. 

The  President — Is  it  your  pleasure  that  the  Council  do  now  stand  adjourned  until 
two  o'clock  ? 

Dr.  Thornton — Would  it  not  be  well  before  we  adjourn,  if  there  are  any  reports,  to  have 
them  read  now  ? 

The  President — That  will  rest  entirely  with  the  Council. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President,  the  Finance  Committee  have  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do  yet. 
We  have  been  so  constantly  in  the  Council  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  on  as  we 
desired.  This  report  that  was  left  over  last  night  will  only  take  a  few  minutes  to  complete  it ; 
there  are  a  few  votes  I  would  like  to  have  on  it  and  then  we  would  know  how  to  proceed 
with  our  estimate  in  the  Finance  Committee  ;  if  that  were  disposed  of  I  would  have  no  objec- 
tion to  the  adjournment.  * 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  the  motion  of  Dr.  Roome  is  a  very  proper  one.  Dr.  Armour  knows 
well  enough  we  have  got  a  good  deal  to  do  in  the  Finance  Committee  and  we  have  a  lot  to  do 
in  the  Education  Committee,  and  I  think  it  will  expedite  matters  to  adjourn.  The  trouble 
has  been  in  the  past  that  the  reports  of  these  committees  are  rushed  through  at  the  very  last 
moment,  and  some  things  slip  in  that  would  not  be  there,  and  other  things  are  omitted  that 
should  be  there.  I  think  we  should  give  due  consideration  to  these  committees  so  that  they 
may  be  in  a  position  to  give  satisfactory  reports.     (Cries  of  "Question,  question.") 

Dr.  Machell — Before  adjourning  I  would  like  to  move  the  reception  of  the  report  of  the 
Property  Committee. 

The  President — Has  that  been  read  and  discussed  ?     (Cries  of  "question,  question." 

Dr  Henry — We  ought  to  finish  that  report  we  were  discussing  last  night  so  late  ;  it  was 
understood  that  we  would. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  claim  that  that  would  be  a  distinct  breach  of  faith.  It  was  distinctly 
understood  that  the  first  order  of  busines — 

The  President — It  will  rest  with  the  Council. 

The  President  put  the  motion  for  adjournment  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
was  declared  carried. 

The  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at  two  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


The  Council  met  at  two  o'clock  p.m.  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  (Dr.  Thorburn)  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Dis.  Armour,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler,  Gra- 
ham, Griffin,  Hanley,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  McLaughlin,  Reddick, 
Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams.  The  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed,  and  signed  by  the  President. 

Dr.  Bray — In  accordance  with  a  notice  of  motion  which  I  gave  on  the  first  day  of 
meeting,  I   now  move  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the  whole  to  consider  the 
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report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  re  one  Charles  John  Parsons.  The  notice  of  motion  I  gave 
was  that  this  should  be  the  first  order  of  business  at  two  o'clock  to-day. 

The  President— That  is  so.     This  morning  we  had  a  similar  case,  and  we  did  not  go  on 
with  it. 

Dr.  Bray — This  is  a  different  thing.  I  move  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  now,  and 
then  I  will  read  the  report  the  first  time. 

The  President — This  is  a  special  thing  which  Dr.  Bray  gave  notice  of  the  first  day  of 
the  Council  meeting. 

Dr.  Bray — This  is  a  very  particular  report,  and  it  has  to  go  through  in  a  legal  way. 
The  reason  I  gave  notice  of  motion  so  early  was,  we  had  a  meeting  of  our  committee  on 
Monday  last  to  fix  on  a  time  when  this  report  should  come  before  this  Council  and  send  a 
notice  to  that  effect  to  be  served  on  the  defendant  in  this  case  and  on  his  solicitor,  this 
notice  has  been  sent,  and  we  have  the  affidavit  back  showing  that  the  notice  has  been  served 
according  to  law,  and  I  think  this  should  be  gone  into  at  once. 

The  President — The  Council  agreed  to  this  notice  of  motion  at  the  time. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — A  notice  of  motion  is  not  sufficient  to  do  this. 

Dr.  Bray — I  now  move  that. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Was  a  motion  carried  that  this  should  have  precedence  ? 

Dr.  Britton — It  was  carried. 

Dr.  Bray  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  re  Charles  John  Parsons  as 
follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the   College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario : 

Your  Committee  on  Discipline  beg  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  they  have  had 
before  them  the  case  of  Charles  John  Parsons,  and  have  held  an  investigation  thereon, 
particulars  of  which  are  appended  to  the  end  of  this  report,  together  with  the  findings  of 
your  Committee  thereon.  There  is  also  appended  a  copy  of  the  evidence  submitted  and  the 
proceedings  taken  before  your  Committee.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  facts  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 
Be  Charles  John  Parsons,  M.D.  For  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a  member  and  registered 
practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  Your  Committee  duly 
met,  after  notice  of  the  charges  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  enquiry  to  be  conducted  had 
been  given  to  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons,  who  did  not  appear  personally  but  was  repre- 
sented by  Counsel,  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  1896,  at  the  City  of  Belleville,  in  the  County 
of  Hastings,  when  witnesses  were  examined  in  support  of  the  petition  and  when  the  letter 
hereto  annexed  dated  the  said  28th  day  of  October,  1896,  from  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons 
fco  your  Committee  was  read  ;  and  after  hearing  the  evidence,  a  transcript  of  which  accom- 
panies this  report,  your  Committee  arrived  at  the  following  conclusions  : 

Charge  No.  1. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  did  in  or  about  the  month  of  October,  1894,  extort  money 
from  one  A.  E.  Finley  of  the  township  of  Calendar  in  the  County  of  Lennox  and  Adding- 
ton, by  means  of  threats  that  he  would  cause  the  said  Finley  to  be  prosecuted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  for  practising  medicine,  not  being  a  registered  medi- 
cal practitioner.     Your  Committee  report  that  this  charge  is  proven. 

Charge  No.  2. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  did  in  or  about  the  month  of  October,  1894,  extort  money 
from  one  J.  R.  A.  Caldwell,  of  the  Township  of  Caledar  in  the  County  of  Lennox  and 
Addington,  by  means  of  threats  that  he  would  cause  the  said  Caldwell  to  be  prosecuted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  for  practising  medicine,  not  being  a  registered 
medical  practitioner.     Your  Committee  find  that  this  charge  is  proven. 

Charge  No.  3.— That  the  said  Charles  .John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Paraons  did  in  or  about  the  month  «»f  October,  L894,  enter  into  an 
agreemenl  with  A.  E.  Finley  and  .  I.  II.  A.  Caldwell  of  the  Township  of  Caledar  in  the  Count} 
of  Lennox  and  Addington  well  knowing  that  they  were  not  registered  medical  practi 
(doners,  whereby  said  Parsons  in  consideration  of  a  sum  of  money,  agreed  not  to  prosecute, 
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disturb,  hinder  or  inform  upon  the  said  Finley  and  Caldwell  in  the  unlawful  practice  of 
medicine  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act ;  and  further  in  that  the 
said  Charles  John  Parsons  having  received  the  money  agreed  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  never- 
theless caused  the  said  Finley  and  Caldwell  to  be  prosecuted  and  fined  for  unlawfully  prac- 
tising medicine  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act.  Your  Committee  find  that  this 
charge  is  proven. 

Charge  No.  4. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  extorted  money  from  one  J.  R.  Helms,  residing  near  Arden 
Post  Office,  in  the  County  of  Lennox  and  Addington,  under  threats  of  prosecuting  the  said 
Helms  for  violation  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  well  knowing  that  the  said  Helms  was 
not  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  him  that  in  con- 
sideration of  payment  of  a  certain  sum  of  money  he  would  not  prosecute,  disturb,  hinder 
or  inform  upon  the  said  Helms  in  the  illegal  practice  of  medicine,  and  further  that 
he  the  said  Parsons,  having  entered  into  the  said  agreement  with  the  said  Helms  and  received 
the  money  in  pursuance  thereof,  nevertheless  informed  against  the  said  Helms  and  caused 
him  to  be  prosecuted  and  fined  for  practising  medicine  contrary  to  the  said  Act.  Your  Com- 
mittee find  that  this  charge  is  not  proven. 

Charge  No.  5. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  attempted  to  extort  money  or  other  valuable  consideration 
from  one  George  Shaw,  of  the  village  of  Queensborough,  in  the  County  of  Hastings,  by 
threats  of  informing  against  the  said  George  Shaw  and  causing  him  to  be  prosecuted  for 
violation  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act.  Your  Committee  find  that  on  this  charge  no  evidence 
was  submitted. 

Charge  No.  &. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  at  various  times  between  December  1st,  1894,  and  May  1st, 
1895,  attempted  to  extort  money  or  other  valuable  consideration  from  one  Boothby,  of  the 
village  of  of  Coe  Hill,  in  the  County  of  Hastings,  by  threats  of  prosecution  under  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  and  the  Ontario  Pharmacy  Act,  and  for  selling  liquor  without  a  license.  Your 
Committee  find  that  this  charge  is  proven. 

Charge  No.  7. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That  the 
said  Charles  John  Parsons  attempted  to  extort  money  or  other  valuable  consideration  from 
one  J.  R,  Harding,  of  the  village  of  Coe  Hill,  in  the  County  of  Hastings,  by  threats  of  prose- 
cution for  practising  medicine  contrary  to  the  Ontario  Medical  Act.  Your  Committee  find 
that  this  charge  is  proven. 

Charge  No.  8. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That 
the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  attempted  to  extort  money  or  other  valuable  consideration 
from  one  R.  Robinson,  of  the  village  of  Maynooth,  in  the  County  of  Hastings,  by  threats  of 
prosecution  for  practising  medicine  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and 
afterwards  for  valuable  consideration  aided  the  said  Robinson  to  escape  the  consequences  of 
his  said  act.     Your  Committee  report  that  no  evidence  was  submitted  on  this  charge. 

Charge  No.  9. — That  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  dis- 
graceful conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  That  the 
said  Charles  John  Parsons  travelled  ahout  from  place  to  place  in  the  more  northern  and 
sparsely  populated  parts  of  Ontario,  and  having  ascertained  the  names  of  a  large  number  of 
persons  including  those  above  mentioned,  who  were  practising  medicine  illegally,  not  being 
registered  medical  practitioners,  approached  such  persons  with  a  fraudulent  and  dishonest 
scheme  to  extort  money  from  them  by  threats  of  prosecution,  pretending  that  he,  the  said 
Parsons,  desired  to  settle  in  the  neighborhood,  and  would  compel  them  to  cease  practising 
unless  they  paid  him  a  certain  sum  of  money  by  way  of  blackmail.  Your  Committee  find 
that  this  charge  was  proven. 

Your  Committee  also  beg  to  state  that  the  Registrar  has  notified  the  said  Charles  John 
Parsons  to  appear  before  this  Council  on  Friday,  9th  inst.,  at  two  o'clock. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  copy  of  the  evidence  submitted,  the  proceedings  taken 
before  your  Committee,  copies  of  certain  exhibits  produced  on  the  before  mentioned  investiga- 
tion, together  with  a  copy  of  the  admissions  made  by  Mr.  E.  G.  Porter,  solicitor  for  Dr. 
Parsons,  on  his  behalf.

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Appendix  to  Report  of  Discipline  Committee. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Exhibits  referred  to  at  the  close  of  the  report  of  the  Dis- 
cipline Committee,  re  Charles  John  Parsons. 

Letter  marked  "  Exhibit  5,"  reads  as  follows  : 

Ormsby,  9th  Dec,  1894. 
"Without  Prejudice." 
Mr.  Boothby,  Coe  Hill. 

Sir, — A  friend  informed  me  of  Coe  Hill  as  a  good  place  for  a  medical  man  ;  he  told 
me  of  the  existence  of  three  unlicensed  practitioners  and  of  a  good  drug  store.  As  the  pro- 
fession is  so  overcrowded  in  the  front  and  being  fond  of  sport,  I  concluded  that  I  would  do 
fairly  well  where  three  already  existed,  and  a  place  that  would  keep  a  drug  store  would  surely 
keep  a  doctor.  At  a  very  considerable  loss  and  expense  I  came  to  Coe  Hill,  and  was  much 
disappointed.  However,  I  resolved  to  give  the  country  a  trial.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Harding, 
and  informed  him  of  my  arrival,  and  requested  both  Mr.  Harper  and  himself  to  cease  prac- 
tice. I  did  not  serve  you  with  a  similar  notice  because  I  did  not  then  know  but  what  you 
had  a  perfect  right  to  keep  a  drug  store.  I  now  find  that  you  have  no  such  right 
and  that  you  are  liable  at  any  time  to  arrest.  That  is  my  information  from  headquarters. 
Now,  I  have  received  a  very  liberal  offer  from  a  gentleman  at  Coe  Hill  of  a  house,  garden, 
wood,  pasture,  etc.,  etc.  If  I  accept  it,  which  I  am  inclined  to  do,  it  puts  you  in 
a  rather  awkward  position,  and  to  be  plain  I  will  explain  that  position.  Mr.  Harding 
will  have  to  cease  practice,  and  you  will  have  to  stop  the  sale  of  drugs,  and  as  there  has  been 
misrepresentations  made  to  the  neighborhood  that  the  former  was  a  qualified  English  doctor, 
and  that  you  were  a  qualified  English  druggist,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  take  warrants  against 
both  of  you  and  prove  to  all  what  claims  you  really  have.  The  place  of  trial  would  depend 
on  my  solicitor's  advice.  This  is  what  I  am  empowered  to  do,  but  it  is  not  how  I  am  inclined 
to  act,  and  simply  out  of  regard  for  you,  though  I  have  never  met  you.  You  are  already  in 
possession,  and  to  save  a  considerable  amount  of  money,  etc.,  etc.,  for  both  of  us,  I  will  tell 
you  what  I  will  do.  You  know  the  value  of  your  business  to  you  and  whether  it  will  be  to 
your  interests  to  give  it  up  and  be  fined.  You  and  Mr.  Harding  give  me  a  reasonable  amount 
to  cover  my  expenses,  and  I  will  leave  the  neighborhood.  This  may  seem  at  firstr  sight  a 
little  hard  on  you,  but  still  you  have  had  a  good  thing  for  some  years,  and  you  have  had  it 
illegally.  You  cannot  expect  me  to  let  you  rob  me  of  what  I  am  licensed  to  do  and  protected 
by  the  law  to  do,  and  that  is  just  what  you  have  done  for  two  months.  To-day  is  Saturday  ; 
I  expect  to  hear  from  you  by  Monday's  mail  ;  after  that  I  shall  act  as  it  suits  me.  I  want  you 
to  distinctly  to  understand  that  there  is  no  atttempt  at  blackmail,  and  that  this  offer  is  made 
without  prejudice,  and  I  believe  I  am  acting  against  my  own  interests,  as  I  have  been  offered 
a  lucrative  partnership  in  Coe  Hill.     You  had  better  see  Dr.  Harding,  if  it  interests  you.

Certificate  marked  "Exhibit  9  "  reads  as  follows  : 

Coe  Hill,  May  27th,  1895. 

This  is  to  certify  that  in  the  matter  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  against  H.  A. 
Boothby,  I  had  no  hand.  Had  I  wished  him  proceeded  against  I  would  have  acted  myself. 
I  consider  his  establishment  a  boon  to  the  district,  and  more  than  a  convenience  to  the 
general  public.  Mr.  Boothby  has  had  great  experience  in  his  business  and  seems  a  skilful 
and  clever  dispenser  altogether  well  up.  I  think  the  justice  of  the  case  would  be  well  met 
if  only  the  costs  were  inflicted,  as  Mr.  Boothby  has  interfered  with  no  one's  rights  but  my 
own,  and  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  lay  aside  mine  for  the  general  welfare.  And  I  sincerely 
hope  that  no  magistrate  will  think  me  presuming  too  far  when  I  say  that  in  giving  sentence 
Mr.  Boothby's  long  and  valuable  services  should  be  remembered.

To  Mr.  Boothby,  Coe  Hill  : 

Sir,  — Some  scoundrel  or  scoundrels  sent  me  by  mail  the  enclosed,  but  1  daresay  as  it  is 
written  in  your  interests  that  you  are  quite  aware  <»f  its  contents.     <  >t  course  you  are  awan 
that  the  sending  of  thai  Utter  to  me  is  a  Penitentiary  affair,  so  1  keep  the  original  as  I  am  quite 
an  expert  at  comparison  of  hand-writings,  and  I  may  ferret   the  writer  out  yet.     <,i-jt,r 

sniitiiKi  iiii]>i).ssii)iiiti('sh(u-fjli((i>p<')U'd.     As  //c  a-,  it,  \f  ini.s  i<>,,  great  "  coward  to  fit  hi*  nam* 
this  and  os  you  ewe  doubtless  no;i,;  of  his  identity,  I  l><'!4  t<>  inform  you  most  respectfully,  bul 
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at  the  same  time  definitely,  that  I  shall  not  leave  Coe  Hill  till  it  suits  me  to  do  so.  The  threat  of 
the  white  caps  only  makes  my  resolution  so  much  the  stronger.  You  have  for  a  number  of 
years  conducted  an  "  illegal  "  business  and  I  have  written  to  my  solicitors  for  advice  as  to  the 
method  of  procedure  best  to  follow  for  successfully  stopping  the  dispensing  and  prescribing 
business  followed  in  your  establishment  and  against  the  law.  When  I  get  their  reply  I  shall 
act  accordingly,  and  I  am  doing  you  no  injustice  because  you  have  no  right  whatever  to  the 
business,  every  bottle  of  medicine  you  make  and  sell  you  break  the  law.  I  called  in  your 
office  or  store  yesterday,  and  asked  you  in  a  most  civil  manner  to  confine  yourself  to  the 
legitimate  business  of  a  druggist,  and  as  I  was  giving  you  such  a  chance  I  wished  you  not  to 
■dispense  Mr.  Harding's  prescriptions  except  for  his  own  personal  family,  etc.  You  refused 
this,  because  you  said  that  if  you  gave  up  such  dispensing  and  prescribing  you  would  lose 
money.  Just  put  yourself  in  my  place,  what  else  is  there  for  me  to  do  but  act  as  I  do  ?  It 
is  my  right  and  everyone's  that  is  on  the  Register  to  practise  in  this  Province.  I  have  no 
wish  to  injure  you  at  all,  you  cannot  say  but  that  1  have  shown  great  forbearance.  It  is  my 
present  intention  to  open  a  drugstore  myself  if  my  negotiations  with  you  fail.  It  is  a  matter 
of  perfect  indifference  to  me  whether  the  threat  in  that  notice  is  genuine  or  not  ;  it  will  not 
affect  me  in  the  slightest,  but  I  wish  you  to  understand  that  if  you  have  anyone  so  foolish  as 
t<  i  act  in  the  manner  threatened  among  your  friends,  to  please  remember  that  the  law  is  on 
my  side,  and  I  shall  not  allow  any  person  or  persons  to  lay  a  hand  on  me  with  impunity.  Of 
course,  if  they  attack  me  they  will  do  so  unawares,  and  if  they  do  not  disable  me  I  shall  kill  a 
mom  or  two  and  the  law  cannot  touch  me.  When  Mr.  Harding  was  fined  similar  threats  were 
made  ;  a  friend  told  me  at  the  time,  and  I  do  not  think  I  showed  any  cowardice.  I  came  to 
Coe  Hill  every  time  I  was  sent  for.  You  must  remember  I  have  two  very  strong  colleges  behind 
my  back  ;  they  have  been  at  my  call  before,  and  suppose  I  send  for  a  detective  and  search  up 
a  lot  of  evidence  through  the  country.  The  magistrate  that  hears  the  case  will  hardly  favor 
you  when  I  produce  the  threat  sent  me  to-day,  and  m,y  college  refuses  to  accept  anything  less  than 
the  penalty  in  each  case.  It  will  be  rather  heavy,  $25  at  least  for  each  offence.  Mr.  Harding 
was  let  off  lightly  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  he  would  not  practise.  Has  he  kept  his 
word  given  in  honor  ?  It  is  time  for  me  to  leave  Coe  Hill  when  another  man  comes  in,  of 
course,  I  mean  a  properly  qualified  medical  man.  We  do  not  happen  to  live  in  Michigan,  but 
in  a  country  under  British  law  and  rule.  I  belong  to  a  family  who  would  spend  a  trifle  to 
ferret  the  mystery  out  if  anything  happened  to  me.  Moreover,  I  treat  the  whole  affair  with 
contempt.  I  have  an  inkling  now  as  to  who  wrote  the  notice.  In  less  than  three  hours,  with 
the  assistance  of  a  competent  magistrate,  I  could  get  to  the  bottom  of  the  whole  affair. 
To-morrow  morning  I  may  send  for  one  of  our  detectives  to  ferret  the  ivhole  business  out ;  we 
keep  three,  and  it  would  not  cost  me  a  cent,  but  I  will  sleep  on  it  and  think  it  over.  It  is 
something  new  to  get  such  a  notice  as  that  with  its  threats,  when  most  illegal  "  quacks  "  are 
caught,  they  are  glad  to  get  off  with  a  fine.  It  is  useless  to  lengthen  this  long  letter  more, 
but  let  me  tell  you  in  conclusion  that  to-morrow  I  shall  communicate  with  the  college  and  in- 
sist upon  the  penalty  being  collected  for  each  offence  according  to  the  statute,  that  I  have  no 
intention  of  leaving  Coe  Hill,  and  that  as  the  people  have  been  accustomed  to  a  drug  store  in 
the  place  I  will  open  one.  If  the  jjeople  will  not  patronize  me,  then  it  is  time  for  me  to  leave 
Coe  Hill,  but  rest  assured  they  will  not  employ  you  and  your  friend  without  you  qualify  or  you 
gim  your  service  for  nothing,  and  I  do  not  think  that  is  likely.  I  am  not  afraid  to  put  my 
name.

Dr.  Parsons, — You  have  played  this  bluff  game  the  second  time  with  quiet  and  respec- 
table citizens,  and  you  are  requested  by  the  people  of  this  vicinity  to  vacate  the  town  at  once, 
<  >r  we  will  have  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  kick  or  hoist  you  out  in  Michigan  style.

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  evidence  of  Henry  Boothby  submitted  on  the 
investigation  before  your  Committee  : 

41  Q. — You  thought  this  (Exhibit  9)  was  soft  soap  and  this  (Exhibit  10)  was  blackmail  ? 
A. — Yes,  I  did  most  decidedly. 

42.  Q. — Do  you  think  you  would  deserve  that  recommendation  from  an  honest  man  if 
all  these  statements  in  Exhibit  10  were  true?  A. — I  certainly  think  he  had  no  right  to 
write  it  at  all.     (Refers  to  Exhibit  9). 
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43.  Q. — You  have  not  been  given  an  opportunity  of  saying  whether  or  not  you  are  a 
White  Cap,  you  may  have  that  opportunity  if  you  wish.  A. — I  most  emphatically  deny  that 
in  toto.     I  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  I  had  no  part  in  it. 

(Admissions  made  by  Mr.  E.  G.  Porter,  on  behalf  of  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons). 

Mr.  Porter  addressed  the  Committee  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Chairman, — I  desire  to  say  on  behalf  of  my  client,  Dr.  Parsons,  that  after  having 
heard  the  evidence  adduced  against  him  before  the  Committee  to-day  I  have  advised,  and  I 
think  it  would  be  in  the  proper  performance  of  my  duty  to  say  to  the  Council  that  I  think 
it  is  needless  to  proceed  further  with  the  investigation  of  the  case  by  taking  additional  evi- 
dence. I  may  say  that  Dr.  Parsons  has  instructed  me  that  he  feels  very  keenly  the  position 
that  he  has  been  placed  in  by  the  evidence  that  has  been  given  of  his  conduct  before  the 
Committee  to-day.  The  explanation  for  his  absence  from  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  is 
the  sense  of  shame  he  feels  for  the  conduct  he  has  been  guilty  of  and  that  has  been  com- 
plained of  in  this  matter.  Dr.  Parsons  is,  as  you  know,  a  duly  licensed  practitioner,  and  is 
entitled  to  every  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  more  especially  as  those  who 
are  accusing  him  are  admitted  upon  the  evidence  to  be  persons  who  are  themselves  violating 
the  law  ;  the  wrongful  acts  complained  of  have  been  committed  against  people  of  that  char- 
acter, and  I  ask  that  the  .Committee  do  not  visit  his  wrong-doing  with  the  same  punishment 
they  would  if  the  circumstances  were  otherwise.  On  behalf  of  Dr.  Parsons  I  wish  to  make 
the  further  admission  that  he  is  guilty  of  the  offences  charged  against  him,  and  very  much 
regrets  having  been  guilty  of  that  conduct ;  and  undertakes  now  with  this  Committee  and 
the  Medical  Council  not  to  offend  in  that  respect,  or  in  any  other  respect  again  ;  and  he 
offers  now  his  sincere  apology  to  the  Committee,  to  the  Council  and  to  the  medical  profession 
at  large,  and  I  ask  the  Committee  on  his  behalf  to  deal  as  leniently  as  possible  with  the  case. 
As  counsel  for  Dr.  Parsons  I  now  sign  this  understanding  in  the  following  words  : 

To  the  Discipline  Committee  and  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

I  submit  myself  to  the  action  of  the  Council  in  the  premises,  and  admit  that  I  am  liable 
on  the  evidence  to  have  my  name  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  of  Ontario.  I  under- 
take and  agree  not  further  to  offend  in  the  premises,  and  ask  the  Committee  to  suspend 
action  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  so  long  as  1  in  good  faith  comply  with  the  above 
undertaking.

Dr.  Sangster — I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  work  was  deputed  to  the 
Discipline  Committee,  and  it  certainly  cannot  be  necessary,  unless  some  question  arises  and 
calls  for  it,  to  go  into  it  in  detail. 

Dr.  Bray — I  thought  not,  but  there  are  some  gentlemen  who  want  to  hear  something 
about  it,  and  that  being  the  case,  I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  Council  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried.

Dr.  Bray  read  statutory  declaration  of  service  of  John  C.  McNair,  letter  from  Mr.  E. 
Gus  Porter  and  letter  from  Dr.  Parsons,  respectively,  as  follows  :

I  beg  hereby  to  give  you  notice  that  I  was  only  engaged  by  Dr.  Parsons  to  appear  for  him  at 
the  investigation,  and  at  that  time  ceased  to  have  any  connection  with  the  case  and  am  not 
now  his  solicitor  and  have  no  authority  to  accept  service  of  any  papers  for  him  or  act  for 
him  in  any  manner,  besides,  I  have  not  his  address,  so  cannot  send  the  notice  you  have

"Sir, — You  spoke  in  your  last  letter  to  me  of  an  opportunity  that  would  be  given  me  to 
appear  before  the  Council  personally. 

' '  I  beg  to  say  that  I  shall  be  unable  to  appear  there  or  anywhere  until  my  affairs  in 
England  are  settled,  as  I  have  done  nothing  for  two  years  and  my  attempt  to  practise  at 
Arden  was  a  failure  owing  to  Finlay  &  Helms  practising  presumably  with  the  Council's  per- 
mission, at  least  they  represent  it  so,  and  the  magistrates  supporting  them. 

"  I  have  given  my  version,  and  I  mean  no  disrespect  to  the  Council.  When  I  once 
pointed  out  to  Finlay  the  falseness  of  his  testimony,  he  as  much  as  told  me  that  he  would 
swear  anything  to  injure  me.  He  appeared  at  the  enquiry  drunk,  and  with  a  black  eye  that 
he  received  in  a  drunken  brawl  at  Tweed  on  the  way  to  Belleville.

Dr.  Bray — Is  it  your  pleasure  we  shall  take  this  report  up  clause  by  clause  or  take  it  as 
a  whole  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Has  this  been  submitted  to  our  solicitor  to  see  whether  we  are  on 
clear  ground  and  that  we  can  erase  the  name. 

Dr.  Bray — This  is  following  exactly  the  course  given  by  the  solicitor  in  other  cases,  and 
the  form  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  drawn  out  by  our  solicitor,  excepting  the  charges  are 
put  in  here  as  they  occur.  I  think  we  are  following  out  the  same  practice  we  have  done 
before  in  similar  cases. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— The  Committee  will  notice  that  the  ground  upon  which  we  are  asked 
to  erase  this  name  is  that  of  blackmailing.  We  are  agreed  it  was  damnable  conduct  that 
this  man  was  guilty  of,  but  the  question  in  my  mind  is,  are  we  at  liberty,  or  have  we 
authority  to  erase  the  name  of  a  man  who  blackmails  or  does  a  thing  of  that  kind.  The  Act 
says,  "an  offence  which,  if  committed  in  Canada,  would  be  a  felony  or  misdemeanor,  or  been 
guilty  of  any  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect."  This  is  not  in  con 
nection  with  his  profession,  because  any  man,  non-professional,  could  do  that  sort  of  work. 
I  do  not  want  to  overstrain  this  Act,  but  at  the  same  time  I  want  to  feel  we  are  on  sure 
foundation  before  we  erase  this  name  and  get  into  a  lawsuit  for  damages.  From  the  reading 
of  this  section  it  would  seem  to  me  we  have  jurisdiction  with  a  man,  in  so  far  as  his  dis- 
graceful conduct  is  connected  with  his  profession  ;  for  instance,  if  we  knew  a  man  was  an 
abortionist,  if  it  was  proven  before  our  Committee,  then  he  would  be  guilty  of  disgraceful 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  we  would  have  a  ground  upon  which  we  might  erase 
his  name  ;  but  here  is  a  crime  that  is  outside  of  our  profession.  Any  member  of  the  pro- 
fession can  commit  it,  but  will  we  be  safe  if  we  go  on  and  erase  that  man's  name  because  he 
has  been  guilty  of  blackmailing  ? 

Dr,  Bray — To  a  certain  extent  I  agree  with  what  you  say.  I  may  differ  as  to  whether  you 
can  call  this  "  in  a  professional  respect"  or  not  ;  he  is  a  professional  man,  but,  as  you  say,  you 
draw  the  distinction  as  to  whether  it  is  a  disgracful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect.  But 
there  is  another  thing,  we  have  not  the  affidavit  that  this  man  has  been  served,  and  I  think 
perhaps  the  best  way  to  dispose  of  this  case,  taking  this  man'a  admissions,  and  on  account 
of  the  points  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  raised,  would  be  for  this  Council  to  suspend  sentence 
on  this  man  ;  it  will  have  just  the  same  effect,  and  he  will  not  transgress  any  more.  He  asks 
for  that,  and  by  his  solicitor  he  admits  he  is  liable  to  have  his  name  erased. 

Dr.  McLaugth  ix7 — I  do  not  think  that  makes  any  difference. 

Dr.  Bray — I  not  think  it  does  either,  from  a  legal  point  of  view,  but  having  made 
these  admissions,  if  the  Council  sees  fit  we  may  suspend  him  and  notify  him  that  as  long  as  he 
does  not  again  offend  lie  shall  not  be   stricken  off.      I  think  to  settle  this  matter  it  would  be 
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better  if  some  gentleman  would  move  that  this  man  be  allowed  to  g<  i  on  suspended  sentence. 
That  is  my  view  as  a  member  of  that  Committee. 

Dr.  Williams — What  has  been  the  effect  on  those  who  have  gone  on  suspended  sentence 
before. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  McCully  is  out  of  the  country,  Dr.  Washington  is -out  of  the  country  ;  I 
do  not  think  there  is  anybody  now  practising. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Dr.  McCullough  is  out  of  the  country. 

Dr.  Bray — He  was  erased  ;  and  we  erased  Dr.  Lemon's  name,  but  I  do  not  think  there 
is  a  man  who  has  been  before  the  Discipline  Committee  who  is  practising  in  Canada  to  my 
knoAvledge. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  think  Dr.  Anderson  is  out  of  the  country,  too. 

Dr.  Williams — He  is  not  out  of  the  country  ;  he  is  keeping  a  drug  store. 

Dr.  Bray — As  far  as  I  know,  it  has  had  a  very  wholesome  effect,  and  there  is  nobody 
now  practising  medicine  who  has  been  before  this  Committee.  Those  who  have  been  struck 
off  have  gone  ;  and  those  that  have  been  allowed  to  go  on  suspended  sentence  have  left  the 
country,  so  far  as  I  am  aware. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  stated  last  year,  when  referring  to  the  case  of  Dr.  McCully,  who  was 
allowed  to  go  on  suspended  sentence  that  he  had  left  the  country  and  was  carrying  on  in  the 
United  States  a  system  of  the  most  disgraceful  knavery  and  advertising  himself  as  a  member 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  and  parading  the  fact  that  he  had  not 
been  disqualified  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  and  I  stated  that  fact  should  have  the 
effect  on  this  Council  of  declining  to  allow  other  men  to  go  on  suspended  sentence.  If  a  man  is 
guilty  of  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  he  is  worthy  of  having  his  name  erased 
from  the  register,  and  the  erasure  of  his  name  exercises  a  strong  deterrent  effect  upon  all 
others  who  are  inclined  to  travel  the  same  road.  I  think  the  penalty  imposed  by  this  Council 
should  be  erasure  of  the  name  from  the  register,  or  nothing. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  just  want  to  call  your  attention  to  this.  Dr.  McLaughlin  read  part  of 
section  34,  subsection  1  of  the  Act  amending  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  if  he  will  be  kind 
enough  to  read  subsection  2,  it  is  as  follows  :  "  (2)  The  Council  may,  and  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  a  ny  four  registered  medical  practitioners,  shall  cause  enquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case 
of  a  person  alleged  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  under  this  section,  and  on  proof  of 
such  conviction  or  of  such  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct,  shall  cause  the  name  of  such  per- 
son to  be  erased  from  the  register."     It  does  not  say  "in  a  professional  respect." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  refers  back. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  hold  myself  this  is  quite  as  much  in  a  professional  respect  as  anything 
possibly  could  be.  I  feel  inclined,  as  a  rule,  to  be  lenient  towards  a  man  who  has  committed 
a  first  offence^  but  as  I  understand  this  case,  this  man  is  rather  an  old  offender, 
and  I  do  not  know  of  any  form  of  crime  that  could  be  much  worse  than  that  of  a  legalized 
medical  practitioner  attempting  to,  in  a  sense,  give  a  license  to  an  unregistered  medical 
practitioner.  This  man  went  through  the  country  and  wherever  he  heard  of  a  person  practis- 
ing who  was  not  registered,  he  immediately  saw  him  and  said,  unless  you  do  so  and  so — give 
me  money — I  will  have  you  prosecuted.  In  that  sense  he  meant  to  say,  if  you  do  give  me 
money  I  will  let  you  go  on.  I  think  that  is  a  very  serious  crime  to  attempt  to  register  or 
give  a  permit  to  people  of  that  kind  to  practise  medicine. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Pardon  me,  have  these  men,  who  are  represented  as  practising,  the 
Council's  permit  to  practise  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — No.  This  Council  has  no  power  to  give  a  permit  and  never  gave  a  permit. 
But  this  man  went  through  the  country  giving  permits  or  making  agreements,  which  was 
practically  the  same  thing.     I. think  it  is,  in  a  professional  respect,  a  crime. 

Dr.  Saxoster — If  you  really  decapitate  a  man  for  a  breach  of  the  law  in  that  respect  the 
penalty  is  a  severe  one  and  it  is  one  that  exercises  a  wholesome  terror  upon  other  would-be 
delinquents.  If  you  suspend  them,  or  suspend  occasionally,  the  natural  argument  is  :  "I  will 
make  a  poor  mouth  to  the  Council,  and  some  good  natured  fellow  will  get  up  and  recommend 
that  I  be  kept  on  and  I  will  be  a  good  boy  in  the  future."  And  that  individual  may  be.  but 
a  dozen  others  will  offend  the  same  way.  These  trials  cost  this  Council  a  very  large  sum  of 
money  ;  they  are  about  the  most  expensive  element  we  have  in  our  management.  I  have  a 
perfect  confidence  in  the  justice  and  good  sense  of  leniency  as  far  as  it  can  be  extended  b\ 
the  Discipline  Committee  ;  and  when  they  state  that  a  man  has  been  guilty  of  disgraceful 
conduct  in  ;l  professional  sense,  then  I  claim  that  the  full  penalty  of  that  offence  should  be 
admin:  I    red. 

Dr.  Bb  w  1  agree  exactly  with  Dr.  Sangster.  This  man  has  done  more  than  Dr.  Rogers 
lias  intimated;  he  has  not  only  pretended  to  issue  a  permit  to  i  hose  men  and  taken  their 
money,  the  inference  of  which  was  that  that  would  be  the  end  of  it,  but  he  prosecuted  them 
as  well  ;  and  I  think  that  it  is  "infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct."  But  inasmuch  as  this 
man  has  not  been  served,  I  do  not  know  that  it  would  be  legal  for  us  toBtrike  his  name  off  the 
register  to-day.   We  attempted  to  servehim  :  we  served  what  was  supposed  to  be  his  solicitor 
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and  we  sent  a  notice  to  be  served  on  himself,  but  we  had  not  the  affidavit  back.     Do   you 
think,  Dr.  Pyne,  you  will  get  that  affidavit  back? 
Dr.  Pyne — I  am  afraid  not. 

Dr.  Sangster — Would  not  it  be  better  to  suspend  action  upon  it  until  you  have  further 
time  to  have  him  served  \ 

Dr.  Bray — Not  taking  action  now  does  not  prohibit  the  Committee  investigating  further  if 
they  choose,  or  anything  of  the  kind  if  anything  comes  up  that  will  make  the  case  stronger 
the  Committee  can  go  on  and  investigate,  but  I  think  myself  it  would  be  just  as  well,  as  this 
man  is  not  served,  to  take  no  action  at  the  present  time. 
Dr.  Sangster — I  will  agree  to  that. 

Dr.    Campbell — Where    in  the  Act  does  it  require  that  he  shall  be   notified  to  appear 
before  the  Council  ?     He  has  got  to  be  notified  to  appear  before  the  Committee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  principle  involved  there  is  that  no  man  shall  receive  sen- 
tence without  being  present. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  Committee  is  really  the  court  where  he  has  to  get  his  sentence. 
Dr.  McLaughlin — Here  is  where  the  verdict  is  given. 

Dr.   Campbell — I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  in  the  Act  which  requires  it. 
Dr.  Bray — At  any  rate  it  has  always  been  the  practice. 

Dr.  Emory — Dr.  Carter  wasn't  present  the  other  day  when  his  name  was  erased. 
(Laughter. ) 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  this  man's  conduct  was  disgraceful  in  a  professional  respect.  His 
conduct  was  not  the  conduct,  could  not  have  been  the  conduct,  of  some  other  man  not  a  phy- 
sician, his  offence  is  that  he  blackmailed  as  a  physician.  He  went  as  a  physician  to  these  men, 
and  as  a  physician  he  blackmailed  them  ;  as  a  registered  practitioner  claiming  the  right  to 
practise  there  he  blackmailed  those  men  ;  it  seems  to  me  that  would  bring  it  clearly  within  the 
sphere  of  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect.  Had  he  not  been  a  registered  prac- 
titioner the  effect  of  his  conduct  would  not  have  been  the  same.  As  far  as  that  goes,  I  think 
we  would  be  safe.  The  only  point  is  whether  we  have  gone  as  far  as  we  ought  to  go  in  notify- 
ing him  to  be  here . 

Dr.. Pyne  —  Subsection  5  of  Section  35  of  the  Act  amending  the  Ontario  Medical  Act 
covers  the  point 

Dr.  Bray  read  the  section  referred  to  as  follows  : 

"5.  At  least  two  weeks  before  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  to  be  held  for  taking 
the  evidence  or  otherwise  ascertaining  the  facts,  a  notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  person 
whose  conduct  is  the  subject  of  enquiry,  and  such  notice  shall  embody  a  copy  of  the  charges 
made  against  him,  or  a  statement  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  enquiry,  and  shall  also  specify 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  etc." 

Dr.  Bray — That  has  been  complied  with.  He  was  served  and  he  appeared,  not  person- 
ally, but  by  counsel. 

Dr.  Rogers — So  far  as  you  know,  he  has  not  notified  this  lawyer  who  has  written  here 
to-day,  nor  notified  this  Council,  nor  notified  you  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  nor  notified 
the  Registrar  of  any  other  counsel  representing  him.     So  far  as  you  know  the  gentleman  you 
notified  was  his  solicitor. 
Dr.  Bray — Yes. 

Dr.  Rogers — If  that  gentleman  appeared  as  his  solicitor,  and  Dr.  Parsons  never  notified 
you  that  he  had  another  solicitor,  you  had  a  right  to  presume  he  was  still  his  solicitor,  and 
in  serving  him. 

Dr.  Brock — Is  there  any  record  of  conviction  against  this  man  in  the  Courts  of  Justice? 
Dr.  Bray — Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 

Dr.  Brock— None  of  these  men  whom  he  tried  to  blackmail  attempted  to  prosecute 
him. 

Dr.  Bray — No  ;  they  couldn't. 

Dr.  Brock — Does  lie  not  by  the  letter  acknowledge  notice  and  refuse  to  appear  ? 
Dr.  Bray— No,  he  does  not.     That  letter  is  dated  the  6th  of  July,  1897.     What  date 
was  the  notice  sent  % 

Dr.  Pyne — This  is  a  letter  from  the  bailiff  at  Sharbot  Lake  who  endeavored  to  serve 
him,  he  says  :  "I  have  found  that  C.  J.  Parsons  is  out  north  in  the  county  ;  he  left  by  train 
at  Donaldson's  Mills,  and  went  on  foot  into  the  country.  He  was  supposed  to  have  gone 
\sb.  If  I  had  had  the  papers  a  week  earlier  I  would  likely  have  got  him  at  Orton  or  Wright. 
Will  find  out  his  whereabouts  if  I  can,  and  advise  you,  if  this  will  be  of  any  use  to  you,  as  I 
did  not  get  him  on  the  writ  that  you  sent." 

Dr.  Bray — I  thfrik  that  letter  throws  a  little  light  on  it  ;  I  think  this  man  is  trying  to 
evade  service,  and  I  have  very  grave  doubts  whether  or  not  he  did  not  receive  the  notice 
from  this  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers— I  think  your  position  is  very  strong.  If  he  has  never  notified  you  of  a 
change  of  solicitors,  you  have  a  right  to  assume  that  the  gentleman  who  appeared  before  the 
Committee  as  his  solicitor  is  the  solicitor  still. 
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Dr.  Bray — This  is  an  important  matter,  and  we  do  not  want  to  do  anything  that  would 
be  invalid  or  illegal,  and  if  it  is  allowed  to  stand  over,  there  may  be  a  chance  of  serving  him. 
It  is  a  question  as  to  what  is  best  to  do  with  this  man  ;  I  think  we  are  convinced  from  the 
evidence  that  his  conduct  was  infamous  and  disgraceful.  Can  anybody  here  satisfy  the 
Council  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  serve  him  personally  to  appear  here  and  show  cause  why 
his  name  should  not  be  erased  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  legal  technicalities  that  render  it  unsafe 
for  us  to  go  on  and  erase  the  name.  I  am  pretty  clear  that  this  man  should  be  notified  to 
appear  before  the  Council,  because  the  Council  is  a  continuation  of  the  court  that  began 
wherever  the  investigation  began.  If  that  court  adjourned  it  was  simply  a  matter  of  common 
law  that  he  should  be  notified  of  the  adjournment  of  that  court  and  when  and  where  it  was 
to  meet  again  ;  if  that  has  not  been  served  upon  him  I  am  doubtful.  Has  the  Executive 
Committee  power  to  erase  a  name  1 

Dr.  Bray— No. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  like  to  see  his  name  out  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  would  suggest,  in  order  to  save  time,  that  we  rise,  and  that  the  Solicitor, 
Mr.  Osier,  or  his  assistant  be  asked  to  advise  us  either  this  afternoon  or  to-morrow  morning. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  think  the  matter  should  be  clear  to  us  as  to  his  conduct  being  dis- 
graceful in  a  professional  respect.  If  I  understand  the  letters  read  here,  one  addressed  to  a 
druggist,  and  one  to  Harding  of  Coe  Hill,  he  undertakes  to  extract  money  from  those  men, 
not  as  a  citizen,  or  a  subject,  or  an  ordinary  individual,  but  from  the  position  he  occupies  as 
a  professional  man  ;  he  says  he  intends  to  come  there  to  practise  and  that  he  does  not 
intend  to  be  interfered  with  by  quacks,  and  on  that  ground  he  offers  to  take  a  certain  amount 
of  remuneration  and  give  up  the  job.  I  think  that  this  is  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  profes- 
sional respect  as  clearly  as  anything  can  be,  and  as  far  as  that  goes  I  would  not  hesitate  a 
moment  in  dealing  with  his  case.  I  think  it  should  be  dealt  with.  It  happened  in  my  own 
division,  and  I  heard  a  good  deal  about  it,  and  I  think  the  charges  here  proven  are  only  a  few 
of  the  acts  which  he  undertook,  whether  he  succeeded  in  them  or  not.  This  was  brought 
to  my  notice  almost  daily  during  the  time  it  was  going  on. 

Dr.  Moore — So  far  as  offending  from  a  professional  standpoint  is  concerned,  I  think 
there  is  no  doubt  about  it  at  all,  because  he  levied  the  kind  of  blackmail  that  could  only  be 
levied  by  a  licensed  medical  practitioner  ;  it  could  not  be  levied  by  any  ordinary  citizen.  If 
he  had  not  been  a  licensed  medical  practitioner  he  would  not  have  driven  those  men  out  nor 
could  he  have  levied  the  blackmail.  His  conduct  is  most  disgraceful  from  more  standpoints 
than  one  ;  you  have  not  heard  a  half  or  a  quarter  of  the  despicable  tricks  this  fellow  played ; 
he  did  it  not  only  with  one,  but  with  five  or  six  people  ;  he  apparently  is  a  bad  man  from 
every  standpoint. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  not  clear  to  me  that  the  Executive  Committee  have  not  power 
under  certain  circumstances  to  strike  the  name  off,  but  the  authority  would  have  to  be  dele- 
gated by  the  Council.  On  page  xvi.,  Section  xiv.  of  the  Register  it  says,  "The  Council 
shall  appoint  annually  from  among  its  members  an  Executive  Committee  to  take  cognizance 
of  and  action  upon  all  such  matters  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council,  or  such  as  may 
require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  and  its 
next  meeting  ;  and  all  such  acts  shall  be  valid  only  till  the  next  ensuing  meeting  of  the 
Council  ;  but  such  Committee  shall  have  no  power  to  alter,  repeal  or  suspend  any  by-law 
of  the  Council."  I  think  under  that  if  the  Council  decide  they  want  that  name  struck  off, 
on  condition  that  it  is  in  harmony  with  Mr.  Osier's  opinion,  they  can  give  that  authority  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  that  Committee  can  strike  the  name  off. 

Dr.  Geikie — While  Dr.  Williams  was  speaking  I  was  just  thinking  that  it  would  be  well 
to  have  a  consultation  with  our  Solicitor,  and  have  his  opinion  as  the  ground  of  our  action  in 
this  particular  case  ;  and  if  the  Solicitor's  opinion  be  such  as  will  warrant  the  erasure  of  this 
name,  that  the  Council  clothe  the  Executive  Committee  with  authority  to  act,  and  in  that  way 
the  name  may  be  erased  ;  that  is,  on  the  supposition  that  the  Solicitor's  views  shall  be  such 
as  to  make  it  clear  to  the  Committee  that  there  is  no  legal  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  erasure. 

Dr.  Bray — In  a  very  few  minutes  we  can  telephone  Mr.  Osier's  office  and  ask  him  if  it 
is  necessary  that  this  man  should  appear  here,  or  should  be  notified,  or  served  to  appear  here 
before  we  erase  his  name. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  will  take  some  time  to  do  that. 

Dr.  Brock — I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Osier  is  not  in  the  city. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  our  course  is  to  move  that  the  matter  be  handed  over  t<>  the 

Executive  Committee,  and  that  if  Mr.  Osier  is  of  the  opinion  that  we  have  power  t<>  erase  his 
name,  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  erase  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  the  best,  thing  would  be  for  the  Committee  to  rise  and  ^it  again 

when   we  have  Mr.   Osier  witli   us.      I    do   nol  think  we  ought  to  have  any  opinion  0V0t  the 
telephone  ;   he  ought  to  be  here. 
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Dr.  Bray — It  will  have  to  be  done  either  to-day  or  to-morrow. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  would  move  that  this  Committee  rise,  and  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  again  as  soon  as  Mr.  Osier  is  here. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 
The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Bray — Will  it  not  be  wrell  to  instruct  the  Registrar  or  somebody  to  have  Mr.  Osier 
present  this  evening  in  conformity  with  the  resolution  passed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  I 
would  move  that  Mr.  Osier,  or  his  representative,  if  he  is  out  of  the  city,  be  asked  to  attend 
here  this  evening  at  8  o'clock  and  advise  the  Council  on  this  matter. 

Dr.  Sanoster — I  heard  somebody  say  that  Mr.  Osier  was  out  of  town. 
Dr.  Bray — Some  member  of  his  firm  will  act  for  him.  I  might  say  it  has  been  the 
custom  when  these  reports  have  been  gone  into  and  the  members  who  have  been  complained 
against  have  been  present  with  their  legal  counsel,  and  have  been  heard  before  this  body,  Mr. 
Osier  has  been  present  to  advise  the  Council.  I  think  perhaps  when  this  report  of  the  Dis- 
cipline Committee  goes  back  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  it  will  be  a  great  deal  better  to 
have  Mr.  Osier  here  personally. 

Dr.  Roome — If  the  party  were  here  with  counsel  he  could  reply  to  Mr.  Osier,  but  as  he 
is  not  present  I  think  it  is  better  to  have  the  opinion  in  writing. 

Dr.  Sangster — In  all  these  cases  I  think  the  Solicitor's  opinion  should  be  in  writing  ; 
-and  I  think  it  should  be  the  opinion  of  the  Solicitor  and  not  somebody  else's  opinion  about 
that.  I  think  we  might  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  and 
very  little  confidence  in  the  opinion  of  the  man  who  acts  for  him. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Everything  that  is  submitted  to  our  solicitor  should  be  submitted  in 
writing.  The  only  thing  we  want  to  know  now  is  whether  the  Executive  Committee  have 
power  to  deal  with  this  matter  if  we  delegate  that  power  to  them.  Mr.  Osier  cannot  come 
here  to-night  and  give  an  opinion  without  carefully  going  over  all  of  these  documents  and 
carefully  looking  up  the  law  ;  he  will  not  venture  to  do  it.  A  message  could  be  sent  to  him 
asking  "  Has  the  Council  power  to  delegate  to  the  Executive  Committee  authority  to  erase 
a  man's  name  ?  "  And  if  the  Council  has  that  power,  I  think  we  had  better  dismiss  the  case 
.and  allow  the  Executive  Committee  to  deal  with  it. 

Dr.  Roome — Could  we  not  ask  him  the  question  as  to  whether  we  can  act  without  hav- 
ing the  man  present  ?     Couldn't  we  submit  the  questions  in  writing  and  send  them  to  him  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  does  not  relieve  me  of  all  my  difficulty,  because  if  we  had  power 
to  go  on  the  question  might  arise,  have  we  the  power  to  go  on  the  premises. 

Dr.  Moore — I  do  not  think  there  is  any  doubt  about  it. 

The  President — I  think  it  would  be  well  if  you  would  put  that  question  in  writing,  and 
we  will  send  it  over  to  Mr.  ( )sler's  office  and  get  his  opinion  on  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Allow  me  to  read  what  I  propose  submitting  to  Mr.  Osier  :  "Has 
the  Council  power  to  delegate  to  the  Executive  Committee  authority  to  erase  from  the 
register  the  name  of  an  offender  convicted  of  '  disgraceful  conduct  ? ' ' 

Dr.  Williams — That  covers  the  case  I  think. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  second  question  is,  "Is  it  necessary  for  the  Council  seized  of 
the  evidence  of  disgraceful  conduct  on  the  part  of  registered  practitioner  before  proceeding 
to  authorize  the  Registrar  to  erase  such  practitioner's  name  from  the  register  to  have  proof 
that  such  practitioner  has  been  notified  to  appear  before  the  Council  ?  " 

Dr.  Bray— I  would  just  addd  to  that,  "  After  having  already  appeared  before  the  Dis- 
cipline Committee." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  will  add  that.  Then  I  say,  "Does  the  conduct  of  which  Charles 
John  Parsons  was  found  guilty,  come  within  the  meaning  of  Section  34  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act 

Dr.  Thornton— Is  the  first  question  complete;  should  it  not  be  "  infamous  and  dis- 
graceful conduct  ?"  Is  being  convicted  of  "  disgraceful  conduct  "  sufficient,  should  it  not  be 
in  a  ^professional  respect"  '. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  covered  in  the  last  question. 

Dr.  Dickson — Could  not  the  opinion  asked  for  on  the  questions  submitted  in  Dr. 
Armour's  motion,  which  was  lost,  and  which  I  gave  notice  of  motion  to  have  reconsidered, 
be  submitted  to  Mr.  Osier  at  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  been  thinking  over  the  matter  of  Dr.  Dickson's  motion,  and  I  think 
perhaps  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  this  Council 
that  that  opinion  should  be  obtained*.  I  was  opposed  to  it  yesterday,  but  I  am  quite  agree- 
able if,  without  any  discussion  at  all,  this  motion  of  Dr.  Dickson's  to  reconsider  Dr. 
Armour's  motion,  together  with  Dr.  Armour's  motion,  can  be  carried,  and  these  questions 
submitted  to  Mr.  Osier,  that  it  should  be  done. 
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Notices  of  Motion. 

1.  Dr.  Douglas — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  fix  the  times,  manner  and  places  for  holding 
the  next  examinations. 

2.  Dr.  Rogers — To  pass  a  resolution  confirming  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee 
re  the  continuation  of  the  time  on  the  mortgage  on  the  College  building. 

Dr.  Armour — Has  the  Executive  Committee  reported  ?' 

The  President — No. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  the  Executive  should  bring  in  a  report  before  we  pass  upon  this. 

Dr.  Rogers  — It  is  only  a  notice  of  motion. 

Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 
The  Registrar  read  communications,  which  were  referred  to  the  respective  committees. 

Motions  of  Which  Notice  Has  Been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meetinc 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  and  resolved,  that  the  mover  have  leave 
to  introduce  a  by-law  for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  annual  fee,  that  the  by-law  be  now 
read  a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Williams  read  the  by-law  entitled,  "  A  by-law  to  levy  the  annual  fee,  as  follows  : 
Whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  an  annual  fee  be  paid  by  each  member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  towards  the  general  expenses  of  the  College, 
and  whereas  the  Council  is  authorized  by  Statute  to  pass  by-laws  for  this  purpose  ;  Now, 
therefore,  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows  :  That  each 
member  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar  towards  the  general,  expenses  of  the 
College  for  the  current  year,  an  annual  fee  of  the  amount  of  two  dollars  ($2. 00)  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act." 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  it  will  be  in  order  now  to  discuss  that. 

The  President — You  had  better  discuss  it  in  the  second  reading. 

Dr.  Armour — We  have  not  an  opportunity  to  discuss  it  then. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  should  be  discussed  on  the  second  reading. 

Dr.  Armour — I  would  prefer  to  discuss  it  now. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  just  explain  that  it  is  not  my  intention  to  carry  this  by-law 
through  to  its  third  reading  until  completion.  I  wish  it  got  it  to  the  stage  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  when  it  may  be  discussed. 

Dr.  Armour — I  have  no  objection. 

Dr.  Williams — Moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  to  read  the  second  time  the  by-law  entitled,  ' '  A  by-law  to  levy  the 
annual  fee." 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Geikie  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams — I  move  that  the  by-law  be  now  read  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  second  reading.  , 

Dr.  Williams — In  bringing  this  matter  before  the  Committee,  perhaps  a  little  explana- 
tion may  be  wise.  There  is  no  question  about  the  correctness,  so  far  as  the  by-law  is  con- 
cerned, under  the  law  ;  we  have  the  right  to  impose  that  fee  and  pass  that  kind  of  a  by-law. 
There  is  a  question  however  that  naturally  crops  up,  and  that  is  as  to  whether  or  not  Sec- 
tion 41a,  which  was  put  in  force  by  a  by-law  last  year,  continues  in  force  until  repealed 
by  the  Council,  or  whether  it  continues  in  force  by  Statute,  and  that  the  Council  have  rio 
power  to  repeal  it  after  it  is  once  put  in  force;  also  whether  Section  41a,  requires  to  bo 
inserted  in  the  by-law  in  each  individual  year.  In  order  to  make  this  perfectly  satisfactory 
and  to  know  exactly  the  course  we  are  in,  I  intended,  when  we  got  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  proposing  that  a  subcommittee  should  be  appointed  consisting  of  Drs.  Dickson, 
McLaughlin  and  myself,  to  submit  the  question  to  Mr.  Osier  and  have  his  official  opinion 
upon  the  matter,  which  will  settle  the  question  for  all  time,  and  an  opinion  on  the  other 
questions  which  have  been  brought  up  can  be  obtained  by  the  Bame  Committee.  Dr. 
McLaughlin   having   in    charge  the  obtaining  of  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  upon  the  questions 

which  he  has  written  out,    the  whole  matter  Can   be   iloiir.it    the  same  tune,  and  if  it   is  your 

pleasure  to  adopt  this  suggestion,  I  move  that  a  subcommittee  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  consisting  of  Drs.  McLaughlin,  Dickson  and  myself,  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  Mr, 
Osier,  to  obtain  his  opinion  upon  the  points  mentioned, 
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The  Chairman  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report  progress  and  ask  leave  to  sit 
again,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  upon  these 
matters  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  as  it  is  necessary  that  the  work  of  the  Council  be 
proceeded  with.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  best  method  would  be  to  telephone  to  the 
office  and  ascertain  whether  Mr,  Osier  is  in,  and  ask  him  to  be  prepared  for  a  meeting  right 
away,  or  not  ;  probably  the  Registrar  can  tell  us. 

Dr.  Pyne — I  will  go  and  telephone  now,  and  see  what  arrangements  can  be  made. 

Dr.  Sangster — AVouldn't  it  be  better  to  have  Mr.  Osier  come  here  ? 

Dr.  Williams — We  will  allow  Dr.  Pyne  to  make  the  arrangements. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  that  Dr.  Armour's  motion,  relative  to 
obtaining  the  opinion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.  C. ,  be  reconsidered,  and  that  the  Registrar  do 
now  read  the  said  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  read  the  motion  again. 

The  Council  consented  to  Dr.  Armour  re-reading  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — "I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  advice  of  Mr.  B.  B. 
Osier  be  had  on  the  following  :  1st.  Had  the  Medical  Council  at  the  annual  session  of  1895  a 
legal  right  to  assess  an  annual  tax  on  the  medical  profession  for  the  years  1893  and  1894,  as 
enacted  in  Clause  3  of  by-law  No.  69  ?  2nd.  To  what  part  of  the  arrearages  of  the  annual 
tax  which  are  outstanding  at  various  dates,  from  1874  to  the  present  time,  can  Section  41a 
of  the  Medical  Act,  passed  in  1891,  be  legally  applied  for  their  collection  ? "  There  is  a 
subsequent  clause  here  which  I  ask  to  have  erased,  ' '  also  that  the  President,  Vice-President 
and  the  mover  be  a  delegation  to  wait  on  Mr.  Osier  to  secure  the  above  advice. " 

Dr.  Rogers — That  has  already  been  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Armour — But  as  we  are  referring  it  to  this  Committee,  I  want  to  erase  that  pro- 
vision for  a  special  committee,  and  leave  it  to  the  subcommittee  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  now  appointed. 

Dr.  Rogers — There  is  no  reason  for  that. 

Dr.  Armour— We  will  leave  it  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Williams — I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  Dr.  Armour  should  not  strike  his  pen 
through  the  part  referring  to  a  special  committee,  and  then  hand  it  over  to  the  other  Com- 
mittee. 

Dr.  Rogers — Certainly,  to  save  time. 

Dr.  Roome — This  has  got  to  have  a  two- thirds  vote  ;  what  is  the  object  of  it  ?  What 
do  you  want  a  second  committee  or  second  resolution  for  ? 

The  President — It  is  only  by  the  permission  of  the  Council  that  he  is  allowed  to  do 
this. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  state  to  Dr.  Roome  that  we  have  already  had  the  unanimous 
understanding  of  the  Council  to  reintroduce  this  resolution. 

Dr.  Rogers — There  never  was  a  unanimous  resolution. 

The  President — I  think  not.  Dr.  Bray  is  the  only  one  that  spoke  of  it.  You  will  have 
to  follow  the  rules. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Do  you  declare  it  carried  or  not  ? 

The  President — No.  The  only  thing  that  was  stated  was  by  Dr.  Bray,  who  said  he 
wished  to  withdraw  his  opposition  to  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — There  is  nothing  at  stake  that  warrants  losing  five  minutes  ;  I  think,  if 
the  members  of  the  Council  want  to  act  honorably  with  each  other,  they  should  allow  that 
clause  of  Dr.  Armour's  motion  to  be  erased,  and  allow  the  special  committee  to  submit  it  to 
Mr.  Osier. 

Dr.  Bray — At  that  time  Dr.  Williams  had  made  a  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  but  I  did  not  know  that ;  I  thought  there  was  nothing  before  the  Chair,  and  I  wished 
to  expedite  matters  by  asking  the  Council  to  take  up  Dr.  Dickson's  motion  to  reconsider 
this  question,  but  I  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  Williams,  who  said  there  was  a  motion  before 
the  House.  I  would  be  very  happy  to  support  Dr.  Dickson's  motion  ;  I  think,  after  due 
consideration,  it  would  give  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  to  a  large  number  of  the  members  of 
this  chamber  if  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  could  be  obtained.  I  am  prepared  to  support  that 
motion  whenever  it  comes  up. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  there  is  no  objection  to  Dr.  Dickson  setting  an  opinion  on  any 
point  not  covered  by  Dr.  Williams'  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — As  a  matter  of  fact,  my  resolution  covers  a  part  of  what  was  in  the 
resolution  moved  by  Dr.  Dickson  ;  we  thought  by  handing  it  all  over  to  the  same  Committee 
they  would  get  all  the  information  on  the  two  points  at  the  same  time. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Armour's  motion  to  refer  it  to  the  subcommittee  oi\  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 
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Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  by-law  to  appoint  a  Discipline 
Committee  be  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  the  by-law,  as  follows  : 

"By-law  No.  78. 

' '  Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  directions  given  by  subsection  2  of  Section  36 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1887,  Chapter  148,  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows  : 

"1.  The  Committee  appointed  under  the  provisions  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  said 
subsection  shall  consist  of  three  members,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

' '  2.  The  said  Committee  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed,  provided  that  any  member  of  such  Committee  appointed  in  any  year  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  a  member  of  such  Committee,  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein, 
until  all  business  brought  before  them  during  the  year  of  office  has  been  reported  upon  to 
the  Council. 

"3.  The  Committee  under  said  section  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Discipline. " 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  by-law  to  appoint  a  Discipline 
Committee  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time.    ' 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Griffin  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  the  first  three  sections  of  the  by-law  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  first  blank  in  Section  4  be  filled  by  inserting  the  name, 
Dr.  Bray,  Chatham.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  second  blank  be  filled  by  inserting  the  name,  Dr.  Logan, 
Ottawa.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  third  blank  be  filled  by  inserting  the  name,  Dr.  Moore, 
Brockville.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  whole  by-law  as  read,  be  received  and  adopted  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  Committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  Chair. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  by-law  be  read  a  third  time, 
passed,  numbered,  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  wish  to  place  myself  on  recordas  objecting  to  the  name  of  one  member 
on  that  Committee  ;  I  have  done  so  each  year  since  I  have  been  here  ;  I  do  it  on  principle,  I 
do  it  from  no  personal  reason  ;  I  think  the  Discipline  Committee  appointed  to  try  the  delin- 
quencies of  members  of  the  profession  should  consist  exclusively  of  men  who  are  here  as 
members  of  the  profession,  and  it  is  on  that  ground  that  I  object  to  the  name  of  an  appointee 
of  the  educational  bodies  being  on  that  Committee  ;  I  know  it  is  only  a  formal  protest,  but  I 
could  not  help  but  make  it. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Rogers — Mr.  Osier  writes  Dr.  Pyne"  that  as  a  matter  of  form  the  Council  should 
pass  a  resolution  confirming  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  getting  an  extension 
of  time  on  the  mortgage  on  this  building. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  understand  that  that  committee  has  not  reported  yet. 

The  President — We  have  not  had  the  report  yet. 

Reports  of  Special  and  Standing  Committees. 

Dr.  ROGEES  as  chairman  road  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  as  follows  : 

To  lite  Presit/oil  and  Maulers  of  the  Council  of  the  CoUege  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 

Ontario : 

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  Leave  bo  report  thai  as  President  of  the  Medical  Council  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Examiners  I  inspected  the  schedules  of  the  Examiners  and  Registrar, 
and  therefore  report  ob  the  result  of  the  Professional  [Examinations  held  in  Toronto,  in  Sep- 
tember,  1896  and  in  Toronto  and  Kingston,  in  May,  is(.»7. 
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For  the  Primary  Examination  in  September,  1896,  thirty-one  candidates  presented  them- 
selves, of  whom  eleven  passed  and  twenty  failed,  thirty-five  per  cent,  passing.  For  the  Final 
examination  in  September,  1896,  thirty-two  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom 
twenty-two  passed  and  ten  failed,  sixty-eight  per  cent,   passing. 

In  May,  1897,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  candidate  presented  themselves  for  the  Primary 
Examination  of  whom  sixty -nine  passed  and  forty-six  failed,  sixty  per  cent,  passing.  For 
the  Intermediate  Examination  forty  candidates  presented  themselves,  thirty-three  of  whom 
passed  and  and  seven  failed,  eighty-two  per  cent,  passing.  For  the  Final  Examination  forty- 
eight  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  which  number  thirty-four  passed  and  fourteen 
failed,  seventy-two  per  cent,  passing. 

The  number  of  each  candidate  with  the  number  of  marks  obtained  on  each  subject,  both 
written  and  oral,  will  be  found  in  the  schedule  of  the  Registrar,  the  number  of  marks  in  each 
case  being  taken  from  the  schedules  of  the  Examiners. 

The  schedule  of  the  Registrar,  so  prepared,  has  been  inspected  by  me  and  certified 
correct. 

The  examinations  were  as  practical  as  possible. 

In  Anatomy,  wet  and  dry  specimens  were  used  of  the  Avhole  human  body,  viscera,  bones 
and  models. 

In  Histology,  Pathologoy  and  Therapeutics,  microscopic  and  gross  specimens  were  used ; 
while  in  Chemistry  practical  work  was  required  in  the  laboratory. 

In  Medicine  and  Surgery,  clinical  examinations  were  held  in  the  General  Hospitals  in 
Toronto  and  Kingston. 

In  Midwifery,  Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy  subjects,  models  and  intruments  were 
used. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  have  been  requested  to  submit  any  recom- 
mendations or  suggestions  they  might  be  disposed  to  make  in  connection  with  the  examina- 
tions, and  any  made  are  appended  hereto. 

It  is  suggested  that  candidates  taking  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  or  Primary  and 
Final  at  one  time  shall  be  obliged  to  pass  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Primary  to  be 
allowed  any  subjects  in  the  Intermediate  and  Final. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Rogers — In  explanation  of  the  last  section  of  the  report,  I  might  state  that  there 
were  several  cases  where  candidates  applied  for  permission  to  take  the  Primary  and  Inter- 
mediate Examinations  together  and  they  failed  in  their  Primary  and  it  seemed  to  be  an 
absurdity  to  allow  a  man  to  get  through  with  his  Final  Examination  and  be  plucked  in  his 
Primary,  and  my  recommendation  is  that  where  a  man  fails  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology  he 
should  not  get  any  reward  or  value  for  anything  else.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to 
go  into  Committee  of  Whole  on  this  report,  it  is  so  late,  and  I  will  move,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Henderson,  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

Dr.  WILLIAMS — There  is  a  recommendation  in  the  latter  part  of  it  which  is  practically 
taking  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Educational  Committee  a  part  of  their  function.  I  submit 
that  you  should  pass  that  recommendation  over  to  them  ;  if  it  is  passed  in  the  Council  now 
it  ties  the  hands  of  the  Educational  Committee,  and  they  are  dealing  with  that  very  subject ; 
that  ought  not  to  be  adopted  here,  but  should  be  passed  over  to  that  Committee  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  the  curriculum  which  they  are  now  preparing. 

Dr.  Rogers — Is  it  possible  to  pass  a  report  of  that  kind  over  to  a  committee  ? 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  you  can  hand  the  report  over  for   consideration. 

The  President— The  whole  thing  ' 

Dr.  Williams — The  whole  thing.  If  you  cannot,  I  will  have  to  move  that  that  portion 
of  the  report  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Ultimately  the  Education  Committee  may  see  fit  to  make  an  altera- 
tion in  that.  My  impression  is  that  the  better  way  would  be  to  strike  out  the  last  section 
of  that  report,  and  then  it  can  be  handed  over  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  think  Dr.  McLaughlin's  suggestion  is  perfectly  correct. 

Dr.  Williams — If  Dr.  Rogers  consents  to  withdraw  that  part  of  the  report,  or  hand 
that  part  over  to  the  Education  Committee — 

Dr.  Rogers — I  do  not  think  the  report  is  worth  anything  if  you  cut  that  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  move  that  the  last  section  of  the  report  be  struck  out,  and  that  it 
be  handed  over  to  the  Educational  Committee. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  think  that  is  an  important  matter,  and  I  feel  very  strongly  on  the  question, 
and  I  would  second  Dr.  .McLaughlin's  motion. 

Dr.  Rogers — 1  think  you  are  taking  a  very  serious  step/  In  the  first  place,  there  is  not 
a  university  of  any  standing  in  Canada  that  allows  a  candidate   coming  up  for  both  the 
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Primary  and  Final,  if  he  does  not  pass  his  Primary,  to  get  credit  for  anything.  You  cannot 
find  a  university  in  the  civilized  world  that  has  not  the  regulation  that  where  a  student  fails 
in  his  Primary  he  gets  nothing. 

The  President — If  that  is  the  case,  the  Educational  Committee  will  soon  rectify  the 
matter. 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  not  the  motion  before  this  House  ;  the  motion  is  to  erase  it.  I 
am  going  to  defend  this,  and  I  am  going  to  state  my  reasons.  I  know  of  three  different 
students  to-day  who  have  been  plucked  in  their  primary  before  this  Council,  plucked  twice, 
but  who  have  passed  their  final.  It  seems  perfectly  absurd  for  us  to  allow  a  man  who  docs 
not  know  enough  about  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Materia  Medica  to  pass  our  primary 
examination  to  give  him  credit  for  having  passed  in  Surgery,  Medicine,  and  all  the  other 
final  subjects.  I  made  enquiry,  and  I  found  that  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  London, 
England,  would  not  do  it — 

Dr.  WilliaMs — I  would  like  to  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  motion  is  not  whether  that 
shall  or  shall  not  be  allowed,  the  question  is  whether  or  not  it  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
Council  while  the  subject  of  the  curriculum  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Educational  Committee  and 
while  they  are  dealing  with  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — We  are  discussing  the  question  as  to  whether  this  section  of  the  rep<> it 
should  be  erased. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  that  the  last  clause  of  the  report  be 
struck  out,  and  that  it  be  handed  to  the  Educational  Committee  for  consideration. 

Dr.  Rogers — You  moved  to  have  it  erased  before. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  will  consent  to  that. 

Dr.  Dickson — Anyone  reading  that  motion  would  not  know  whether  it  was  meant  that 
the  Clause  should  be  struck  out  or  that  it  should  be  handed  over. 

The  President  again  read  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 

Dr.  Britton  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

Dr.  Britton — I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation  be  received  and  adopted. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  cannot  agree  to  the  adoption  of  that  report  ;  it  is  not  correct.  When 
the  Legislative  Committee  met  on  that  occasion,  I  did  not  agree  to  clauses  1,  2,  3  and  4  ;  on 
the  contrary,  I  expressly  stated  my  determination  that  if  those  clauses  were  discussed  be- 
fore the  Government,  I  would  take  the  liberty  of  expressing  my  views  to  the  contrary.  .  I  am 
sure  there  was  a  distinct  agreement  arrived  at  that  no  details  should  be  given,  that  it  should 
merely  be  presented.  The  President  of  the  Council  broke  that  agreement  by  going  into  the 
matter  in  detail,  and  I  feel  constrained  to  express  the  views  of  myself  and  friends  on  the 
other  side  of  the  question.  I  protest  against  being  placed  in  the  position  of  adding  an  assent 
to  the  first  four  clauses  of  that  petition. 

Dr.  Rogers — I,  as  President  of  the  Council,  am  the  person  referred  toby  Dr.  Sangster, 
and  as  possibly  it  might  be  a  question  of  veracity  between  Dr.  Sangster  and  me,  must  simply 
leave  it  to  the  word  of  those  who  were  present. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  right. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  must  say  for  myself  that  I  am  entirely  in  accord  with  the  report  made 
by  Dr.  Britton.  I,  as  President,  advocated  the  presentation  of  this  petition  to  the  Legisla- 
ture as  well  as  the  Government,  and  because  Dr.  Sangster  objected  to  that  course,  Dr. 
Britton,  in  order  to  bring  us  all  into  harmony  suggested,  or  some  one  suggested,  and  he 
acquiesced  in  it,  that  we  only  present  present  the  petition  at  the  present  time  to  the  <  rovern- 
ment. 

Dr.  Sangster — Without  detail. 

Dr.  Rooers — I  beg  to  deny  for  myself  ;  and  1  hope  for  others,  that  there  was  any  such  an 
arrangement.  I  cannot  conceive  anything  more  futile  than  for  a  body  of  men  to  say  they 
will  take  a  petition  to  the  Government  and  not  present  it  ;  they  could  not  present  it  unless 
they  read  and  explained  it  ;  it  would  be  about  as  impossible  to  present  that  petition  to  the 
Government  unless  they  read  it  and  explained  it  as  it  would  to  present  it  to  the  Czar  of 
Russia.  We  agreed  unanimously.  I  am  not  going  to  accuse  Dr.  Sangster  of  wilfully  mis- 
understanding it.  If  Dr.  Sangster  did  not  understand  thai  agreemenl  which  we  all  under- 
stood that  is  another  thing,  but  for  him  to  say  that  we  all  agreed  not  to  present  the  petition 
in  detail,  what  does  that  mean  )  I,  as  President,  simply  spoke  on  the  petition  before  the 
Government,  which  my  report  will  show.  I  simply  read  t  he  four  points  of  the  prayer  in  that 
petition,  and  in  doing  so  I  supposed,  and  I  think  the  others  supposed,  we  were  carrying  out  the 
agreement,  the  agreement  being  we  should  not  present  the  petition  to  the  Legislature  nor  ask 
for  legislation  at  thai  time,  hut  that  we  present  the  petition  to  the  Government  and  Premier. 
That  was  the  agreement. 
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Dr.  Sanoster  —Is  it  not  an  extraordinary  thing  that  a  report  of  a  committee  can  be  pre- 
pared— cooked,  if  I  may  use  that  expression,  or  if  it  is  not  proper  I  withdraw  it. 

Dr.  Bkitton — I  would  certainly  object  to  the  word  "cooked,"  because  that  would  be 
equivalent  to  saying  that  I  was  not  a  gentleman. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  withdraw  it.  Is  it  not  an  extraordinary  thing  that  a  report  of  a 
formal  body  can  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Council  without  the  members  of  the  Committee 
ever  having  seen  one  line  of  the  report  or  acquiescing  in  it.  With  regard  to  the  question  of 
veracity,  I  am  quite  content  that  the  gentlemen  who  were  on  that  Committee  should  testify. 
Before  I  rose  to  my  feet  in  the  Chamber  where  the  members  of  the  Government  were,  I 
turned  around  to  Dr.  Barrick,  who  was  sitting  behind  me,  and  I  said,  is  that  not  a  distinct 
breach  of  that  agreement ;  and  I  understood  him  to  agree  with  me.  There  were  other 
gentlemen  there  and  it  need  not  be  a  question  of  construction  between  Dr.  Rogers  and  my- 
self. I  would  like  to  know  the  feeling  of  all  the  gentlemen  who  were  in  that  room.  I  think 
Dr.  Machell  will  bear  me  out  that  it  was  a  distinct  understanding  before  we  went  there  that 
details  were  not  to  be  entered  into. 

Dr.  Britton — In  preparing  this  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  I  found  it  to  be 
not  a  very  simple  task  ;  there  was  a  good  deal  of  work  in  connection  with  it,  and  having  pre- 
pared it  exactly  in  accordance  with  the  facts  that  had  occurred,  there  are  no  opinions  expres- 
sed, there  is  simply  a  narrative  of  the  facts  ;  I  did  not  think  there  was  any  urgent  necessity 
for  submitting  the  report  to  the  different  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  consideration 
before  it  was  presented  to  you.  If  there  are  any  omissions  in  the  report,  if  there  is  anything 
introduced  that  should  not  be  there,  if  there  is  anything  there  that  is  correct  but  which  is  not 
in  proper  form,  I  am  quite  ready  to  have  the  Committee  set  me  right,  quite  ready  to  have  this 
report  amended  to  make  it  right.  I  am  satisfied  it  is  correct  from  the  first  word  to  the  last. 
J  must  give  you  in  as  few  words  as  I  can  what  actually  occurred.  As  it  is  stated  in  the  report 
1  was  appointed  as  chairman ;  a  few  minutes  after  we  started  discussing  the  petition,  and  Dr. 
Rogers  spoke  on  this  bill  which  had  been  prepared,  I  did  not  know  until  then  that  it  had  been 
drawn  up.  It  was  then  stated  by  some  members  of  the  Committee,  I  think  first  by  Dr.  Williams, 
that  they  had  been  given  to  understand  by  certain  members  of  the  Local  Legislature  that  the 
present  time,  perhaps  owing  to  the  peculiar  construction  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  was  not 
considered  to  be  opportune  for  medical  legislation,  therefore  that  it  would  not,  perhaps,  be  a  wise 
thing  to  introduce  this  bill  orask  for  its  introduction.  Then,  came  up  the  matter  of  the  petition. 
I  do  not  know  that  Dr.  Sangster  was  the  first  to  speak,  but  I  shall  refer  to  him  only  at  present, 
because  it  is  he  who  is  challenging  the  correctness  of  this  report.  Dr.  Sangster  rose  to  his  feet 
and  said — I  cannot  reproduce  his  words,  but  I  shall  give  them  in  substance — "Mr.  Chairman, 
I  must  take  certain  exceptions  to  this  report,  and  I  want  you  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Committee  to  understand  that  if  we  go  to  the  Legislature  or  to  the  Government,  that  I  shall 
feel  free  to  critize  this  petition  as  I  think  best. "  Then  he  went  on  tospeakof  the  heading  of  the 
petition,  and  so  on  and  so  on,  until  he  came  down  to  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  and  I  might  be 
allowed  to  read  the  first  clause  of  this  prayer  :  "Therefore  your  petitioner  humbly  prays  :  1 
That  your  Honorable  Body  will  extend  to  the  medical  prof ession  of  this  Province  the  courtesy 
of  not  changing  or  amending  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  until  any  proposed  change  or  amendment 
has  been  placed  before  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  for  consideration. "  When  he  said,  "  Mr. 
<  'hairman,  I  submit  that  this  petition  is  not  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  original 
resolution,  which  does  not  read  in  thatway  at  all  ;  it  read  as  follows  :  '  That  Your  Honourable 
Body  will  extend  to  the  medical  profession  of  the  Province  the  courtesy  of  not  changing  or 
amending  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  until  any  such  change  or  amendment  be  asked  for  by  the 
Medical  Council  of  Ontario.'  '  On  the  back  of  the  circular  which  was  sent  out  to  the  profes- 
sion you  will  find  printed  a  resolution  moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson, 
which  probably  you  have  all  seen.  Dr.  Bray's  resolution  is  exactly  in  accordance  with  the 
petition  ;  it  directs  that  this  first  clause  be  inserted.  There  is  quite  a  difference  between  the 
two  ;  we  asked  the  Local  Legislature  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  by  this  Council, 
not  to  introduce  any  new  legislation  without  first  consulting  us.  Dr.  Sangster  contended  that 
the  original  resolution  was  that  we  should  ask  that  they  would  not  amend  or  change  the  Medical 
Act  unless  they  are  asked  to  do  so  by  us.  There  is  all  the  difference  in  the  world.  We  sat 
there  for  a  few  minutes,  and  finally  I  asked  Dr.  Pynefor  the  original  resolution  in  Dr.  Bray's 
handwriting.  All  of  these  motions  are  kept  on  file.  Dr.  Pyne  produced  it,  and  handed  it  to 
me,  when  I  found  the  transcript  of  it,  which  you  will  find  on  the  back  of  the  circular,  iden- 
tical with  the  resolution,  and  that  this  first  clause  of  the  prayer  was  framed  perfectly  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Council.  You  may  think  I  am  a  little  prolific  in  dwelling  on 
these  particulars,  but  later  on  you  may  see  the  importance  of  it.  Dr.  Sangster  contended  that 
this  petition  was  not  framed  in  accordance  with  the  original  resolution,  but  that  the  original 
resolution  had  been  materially  changed  ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  petition  was  quite  outside  of 
what  wras  intended.  There  were  some  who  felt  that,  perhaps,  inasmuch  as  we  might  not  be 
wise  in  seeking  for  immediate  legislation,  wre  might  as  well  allow  the  petition  to  remain,  and 
to  present  it  at  some  future  time  when  we  required  the  legislation.     Dr.  Williams,  I  think* 
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was  of  that  opinion,  or  slightly  so  at  any  rate.  But,  however,  the  matter  was  discussed  for 
some  little  time,  and  finally  Dr.  Rogers  made  the  remark  that  inasmuch  as  the  petition  had 
been  framed  and  signed,  that  it  must  and  would  be  presented,  and  I  made  use  of  this  remark, 
* '  Gentlemen,  I  do  not  know  how  we  can  afford  to  break  faith  with  1,821  medical  practitioners 
of  Ontario  who  have  signed  this  petition  ;  to  ask  for  the  signing  of  a  petition  is  equivalent  to 
a  solemn  agreement  on  our  part  to  present  it,  and  although  we  may  not  seek  for  immediate 
legislation,  although  the  time  appears  to  be  inopportune  for  that,  still  the  sooner  our  neces- 
sities are  brought  before  the  Government  the  sooner  our  redress  will  be  granted.  If  they 
know  what  we  require  it  will  be  one  step  towards  securing  legislation. "  There  was  some 
further  discussion,  and  finally  one  member  of  the  Committee  appealed  to  me,  I  think  it  was 
Dr.  Williams  ;  he  said,  "Mr.  Chairman,  can  you  suggest  what  course  should  be  followed  ?" 
My  reply  was  this — Dr.  Sangster  still  contending  against  the  petition, — "  Gentlemen,  it  would 
be  worse  than  useless  for  us  as  a  divided  body  to  go  before  the  Premier  and  the  Government 
of  Ontario,  to  ask  for  any  redress  of  our  grievances  unless  we  go  there  unanimously.  We 
cannot  afford  to  go  there  and  let  there  be  one  dissenting  voice,  because  we  will  not  only 
secure  nothing,  but  it  would  be  manifest  to  the  Government  that  we  are  not  united  amongst 
ourselves  about  the  very  thing  we  are  requiring."  I  said,  "Gentlemen,  what  I  propose  is 
this  ;  I  will,  as  fairly  as  I  can,  enunciate  the  principle  underlying  each  clause  of  this  petition, 
and  at  the  same  time  I  ask  you  as  to  whether  or  not  you  are  satisfied  that  that  clause  be  laid 
before  the  Government."  I  took  clause  one,  as  stated  in  this  report  of  the  Committee  which 
has  been  presented,  and  before  asking  the  question  I  said,  ' '  Now,  gentlemen,  I  want  you  to 
understand," — and  I  repeated  it  three  times  so  that  there  could  be  no  mistake,  so  that  every 
man  after  having  committed  himself,  could  not  go  back  on  his  track — I  said,  ' '  gentlemen,  I 
want  you  to  understand  that  I  shall  ask  the  question,  and  if  there  is  no  dissenting  voice,  we  will 
understand  we  are  all  agreed."  That,  as  I  said  before,  was  repeated  again  and  again.  I 
went  over  clause  1,  and  I  made  some  remarks  upon  it,  and  said,  "  Is  there  any  dissension  or 
do  all  agree  ?  Are  you  all  agreed  ?  "  There  was  no  dissenting  voice.  Clause  2,  the  same  ; 
clause  3,  the  same  ;  clause  4,  the  same.  Now,  I  said,  "  Gentlemen,  I  shall  ask  you  individu- 
ally as  to  the  whole  prayer,  clauses  1,  2,  3  and  4,"  and  I  turned  first  to  my  left,  "Are  you 
agreed  1 "  and  finally  I  came  down  to  Dr.  Sangster  who  sat  on  my  right ;  I  did  not  name  the 
others,  but  when  I  came  to  him  I  said,  "  Are  you  agreed,  Dr.  Sangster  ?  "  He  did  not  say 
"yes,"  he  did  not  say  "  no,"  he  bowed  his  head  in  acquiescence. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  must  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  would  like  to  know,  if  this  is  the 
report  of  the  Legislative  Committee ;  if  that  Committee  has  been  properly  brought  together 
to  consider  that  report ;  and  whether  that  is  the  report  of  that  Committee  that  is  before  us 
or  is  it  Dr.  Britton's  report  ?  I  would  like  to  have  this  point  settled  before  we  go  any 
further.  If  it  is  possible  for  a  Committee  to  report  without  some  of  the  members  of  that 
Committee  being  called  together  in  order  to  consider  whether  the  report  is  correct  or  not  it 
is  an  extraordinary  state  of  affairs  and  I  would  like  the  ruling  of  the  chair  as  to  whether 
that  is  correct  or  not.  I  submit  that  no  report  can  be  presented  without  calling  the  Com- 
mittee together. 

Dr.  Britton — Whether  that  is  regular  or  not  does  not  concern  the  matter  about  which 
I  am  speaking  and  which  is  before  the  chair  at  present. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  does  concern  us  here,  because  we  have  a  difference  of  opinion 
and  a  wrangle  which  is  being  fought  out  in  the  whole  Council  that  should  have  been  fought 
out  in  the  Committee. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  was  fought  out  in  the  Committee. 

Dr.  Bray — The  Council  have  already  accepted  and  received  that  report,  therefore,  it 
is  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— No,  it  is  not. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  before  the  Council,  whether  it  is  right  or  wrong. 

The  President — It  was  received  by  the  Council. 

Dr.  Armour — What  is  the  motion  before  the  chair  ? 

Dr.  Britton — I  moved  that  it  be  adopted. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  still  say  it  is  not  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

Dr.  Britton — It  Avas  received  as  the  report  of  the  Committee  and  we  have  to  discuss 
it  now. 

Dr.    McLaughlin     Did  you  call   the  Committee  together  in  order   to  consider  that 

report   ; 

Dr.  Britton — I  did  not,  and  I  gave  my  reasons  why  I  did  not,  some  time  ago.  Uter 
this  occurrence,  after  all  had  acquiesced  and  after  Dr.  Sangster  acquiesced  in  the  way  1  have 
said,  the  motion  was  carried  that  we  should  then — 

Dr.  McLaughlin  On  that  point  of  order  I  desire  to  read  from  Dr.  Boi  amor  :  "The 
report  of  every  committee  must  be  signed  by  I  he  chairman  and  be  I  he  repoii  of  i  he  majority." 

The  Pbesidbnt     I  think  thai  repori  is  signed  i>.\  the  chairman. 

Dr.  Britton      Am  I  to  proceed  i 
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The  President — I  think  so.     That  is  my  ruling. 

Dr.  Britton — In  accordance  with  the  motion  made  by  someone,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Barrick,  we  adjourned  at  that  time  with  the  intention  of  interviewing  the  Government  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  which  we  did,  and  we  brought  with  us  the  petition.  This  peti- 
tion was  presented  by  the  President,  Dr.  Rogers.  He  addressed  the  Premier  and  members 
of  the  Government  on  the  lines  of  the  petition,  and  I  might  say  that  his  address  was  con- 
lined  almost  exclusively  to  an  enunciation  of  the  principle  of  each  of  these  clauses  of  the 
prayer  and  to  an  emphasizing  of  these.  After  he  sat  down,  the  gentleman  who  has  called 
in  question  the  veracity  of  this  report  I  have  prepared,  rose  to  his  feet,  and  I  think  per- 
haps I  can  best  convey  to  you  the  course  that  he  took  by  reproducing,  as  far  as  my  memory 
will  let  me,  the  speech  that  he  made  on  that  occasion  ;  I  cannot  give  it  verbatim.  He  said, 
1 '  Mr.  Premier,  as  the  time  is  short  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  any  more  of  the  time  of  the 
members  of  the  Government  than  will  be  absolutely  necessary  and  I  shall  try  to  be  very 
brief."  He  took  the  petition  in  his  hand  and  said,  "  first  of  all  I  take  exception  to  the 
heading  of  this  petition.  What  does  it  say  Mr.  Premier  ?  '  To  the  Honourable  the  Premier, 
Honourable  Members  of  the  Government  and  Honourable  Members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Ontario.'  Who,  Mr.  Premier,  ever  heard  of  any  such  thing  as  a  petition  being- 
directed  to  two  or  three  or  more  different  bodies,"  when  he  was  interrupted  by  the  Honour- 
able A.  S.  Hardy,  who  said,  "  Oh,  yes,  a  petition  might  be  directed  to  any  number  of  bodies 
that  is  desired.  Of  course  if  this  is  to  be  subsequently  laid  before  the  Legislative  Assembly 
some  little  change  in  the  heading  might  be  thought  necessary,  that  is  all."  Dr.  Sangster 
continued,  "I  might  say,  I  think  Mr.  Premier,  that  the  first  clause  is  utterly  incorrect,  that 
it  is  not  at  all  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  as  passed  in  the  Council  ; "  then  we  took  the 
Announcement  of  1896-97  and  referred  to  page  83.  I  shall  read  the  resolution  as  it  appears 
in  the  Announcement.  I  might  say  to  you  that,  it  appears  in  the  Announcement  at  page  83 
as  originally  moved  by  Dr.  Bray  before  Dr.  Dickson's  suggestion  was  made,  but  the  original 
resolution  as  amended,  which  had  been  filed  away,  had  been  read  and  submitted  in  Committee. 
I  submitted  it  to  Dr.  Sangster  ;  at  any  rate,  I  read  it  in  the  Committe  and  showed  it  to 
him  to  prove  that  he  was  erroneous  in  his  criticism.  Dr.  Bray  framed  the  resolution,  and 
the  words  found  on  page  83  are,  w '  That  a  form  of  petition  be  framed  and  sent  to  every 
medical  man  in  the  Province  by  the  Registrar  for  signatures,  praying  that  the  Government 
and  Legislature  of  Ontario  will  not  alter  or  amend  the  Medical  Act,  or  introduce  or  carry 
through  any  new  medical  legislation,  unless  such  legislation,  or  new  Medical  Acts,  be  asked 
for  by  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  directly,  or  through  their  Legislative  Com- 
mittee."  I  proved  conclusively  to  Dr.  Sangster  in  the  Committee,  and  every  other  member 
on  that  Committee  will  bear  me  out,  that  he  must  have  known  that  that  part  of  the  petition 
is  framed  in  accordance  with  the  resolution.  Dr.  Dickson,  the  seconder,  in  looking  over 
this  resolution  at  the  time  it  was  moved  in  Council,  said,  ' '  I  would  prefer  that  it  be  arranged 
a  little  differently,  that  it  shall  not  emanate  from  us  that  it  is  new  legislation,  but  that  the 
Government  will  confer  with  us  before  enacting  any  new  legislation. "  The  reply  of  Dr.  Bray 
near  the  bottom  of  the  page  in  the  Announcement  is,  "As  long  as  I  can  attain  my  object, 
I  am  not  very  particular  as  to  the  wording  of  the  resolution."  As  appears  on  page  84,  he 
consented  to  his  resolution  being  amended  in  accordance  with  Dr.  Dickson's  suggestion,  and 
that  one  is  the  one  that  was  printed  on  the  back  of  the  circular  and  Dr.  Sangster  knew  that  in 
the  Committee.  I  made  it  as  plain  to  him  as  I  have  made  it  to  you  now.  I  think  everybody 
here  understands  it.  When  Dr.  Sangster  arrived  at  that  part,  he  said  to  the  Government, 
"the  petition  is  not  framed  on  the  ground  of  the  original  resolution,"  the  original  resolution 
was  as  I  have  read  from  the  Announcement,  "  unless  such  legislation  or  new  Medical  Acts  be 
asked  for  by  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Council  or  by  the  Council  itself."  He  went 
on  to  argue  on  that  line  ;  he  said  it  would  be  an  outrageous  thing  that  any  legislation  which 
might  be  beneficial  to  the  profession  could  be  precluded  from  introduction  into  the  House 
unless  asked  for  by  the  governing  body.  And,  going  on  to  illustrate,  he  said,  supposing 
that  any  member  of  the  Council,  or  supposing  that  1  were  derelict  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duty,  supposing  I  were  high-handed,  or  that  I  ignored  the  wishes  of  my  constituents  or  any 
other  | tart  of  the  profession,  what  a  great  injustice  would  be  done,  if  this  Legislature  should 
enact  that  any  person  who  was  injured  by  the  course  I  pursued,  or  took  other  exception  to 
my  conduct  in  the  matter,  be  debarred  from  the  introduction  of  new  legislation  or  from 
coming  here  to  seek  for  redress  for  the  wrong  done  ;  and  as  an  analogy  he  took  the  cases  of 
such  1  todies  as  the  United  Order  of  Workmen  and  so  on.  I  do  not  know  what  you,  gentle- 
men, think  of  his  conduct  in  that  matter,  but  I  had  no  intention  of  saying  a  word  concerning 
his  conduct  until  he  stood  up  and  challenged  the  truthfulness  of  the  report  made  by  me  ; 
I  thought  then  it  was  about  time  that  I  should  protect  myself  and  show  that  I  had 
done  what  was  right,  show  that  1  had  reported  what  was  true  ;  and  1  must  leave  the 
corroboration  or  denunciation  of  what  I  say  to  the  members  of  the  Committee.  Then  he 
went  on  with  clause  2  of  the  prayer.  If  you,  gentlemen,  do  not  wish  to  hear  it  all  tell 
me    and    I    shall    not   keep    you    waiting.      (Cries  of    "Go  on,"   "Go    on.")     The    doctor 
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continuing,  said  :  Clause  2,  in  brief,  is  asking  the  Legislature  to  allow  this  Council  the  full 
control  of  the  standard  of  pre-medical  education.  Dr.  Sangster  took  the  same  course  as  I 
would  have  taken  in  that  case  ;  he  urged  the  necessity  of  restoring  our  privileges  in  that 
direction.  He  said,  "  By  an  Act  passed  some  time  ago  one  of  our  functions  was  virtually 
annihilated  :  we  had  only  two  of  any  consequence,  first,  to  control  the  standard  of  pre-medi- 
cal education,  and,  secondly,  to  see  that  the  medical  or  professional  training  was  up  to  the 
proper  standard  for  the  protection  of  the  public."  He  came  to  Clause  3,  and  he  made  no 
reference  as  to  how  it  had  originated.  Of  course  we  know  how  it  came  into  existence.  It 
was  through  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Henry  that  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  adopt  a  medical  tariff. 
You  know  upon  what  grounds  we  had  a  medical  tariff  ;  the  different  constituencies  had  the 
opportunity  of  framing  their  own  tariff  and  submitting  it  to  this  Council  for  endorsation  and 
then  it  became  a  rule  for  the  guidance  of  a  judge  in  assessing  in  courts  of  law.  Not  very  long 
ago,  through  the  influence  brought  to  bear  by  a  certain  section  of  the  Legislature  of  Ontario, 
we  all  know  what  that  section  is,  because  it  is  always  opposed  to  any  profession,  and  it  is 
especially  opposed  to  the  medical  profession — it  seemed  to  the  Government  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  something  should  be  done.  I  am  speaking  from  a  political  standpoint.  Perhaps, 
had  I  been  a  legislator,  from  a  political  standpoint  I  might  have  felt  forced  to  do  the  same 
thing  as  such  a  legislator  did  because  legislation  has  to  be  effected  for  the  body  politic,  not 
for  individuals  ;  but  we  had  that  tariff"  blotted  out  of  existence.  I  do  not  know  whether  or 
not  this  Council  or  its  Committee  on  Legislation  had  been  apprised  of  the  fact  ;  I  do  not  think 
I  knew  of  it  until  all  at  once  it  fell  like  a  bomb-shell  on  me  that  the  legislation  was  com- 
pleted, that  a  bill  had  been  introduced  and  passed  through  its  several  readings,  and  we  no 
longer  had  a  tariff.  That  is  one  of  our  functions  of  which  we  have  been  deprived.  Dr. 
Sangster  said,  "  Mr.  Premier,  a  very  large  number" — I  want  to  be  discreet  in  the  words  I  use  ; 
I  am  inclined  to  think  he  said,  "The  largest  proportion  of  my  constituents,"  but  I  want  to 
be  careful  that  I  do  not  go  beyond  the  lines  of  absolute  truth  ;  it  is  a  little  difficult  to  repro- 
duce everything  at  so  late  a  date,  but  he  said  at  least  this  much,  ' '  A  very  large  number  of 
my  constituents  have  no  special  desire  for  a  tariff;  indeed,  they  think  they  are  just  as  well 
without  one. "  There  maybe  some  gentlemen  present  who  think  they  will  be  just  as  well  without 
a  tariff.  Dr.  Sangster  should  have  borne  in  mind  that  1,821  men  in  Ontario  wanted  a  tariff. 
But  supposing  a  tariff  had  been  of  no  particular  use  the  very  fact  that  the  Legislature 
thought  it  expedient  to  step  in  and  deprive  us  of  a  certain  function  which  we  had  was  sufficient 
to  make  us,  as  liberty-loving  men,  go  there  and  demand  that  that  privilege  be  granted  to  us  again. 
There  was  no  earthly  reason,  so  far  as  justice  is  concerned,  why  that  power  should  be  taken 
away.  I  call  your  attention  to  another  point.  Remember  what  Dr.  Sangster  said,  that  a 
very  large  number  of  men  in  his  constituency  had  stated  to  him  that  they  were  not  fond  of  or 
anxious  for  a  tariff.  I  have  gone  over  that  petition,  I  have  taken  the  three  counties,  York, 
Ontario  and  Victoria,  and  I  found  that  in  our  last  election  126  persons  cast  their  vote  in  Dr. 
Sangster's  constituency,  and  ninety-eight  cast  their  votes  for  Dr.  Sangster  himself. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — This  is  not  connected  with  the  question  before  us.  Dr.  Britton  seems 
to  have  set  himself  to  make  an  attack  upon  Dr.  Sangster,  and  he  is  going  in  all  directions  to 
do  it.     Dr.  Britton  has  already  occupied  twice  his  time. 

Dr.  Britton — I  ask  the  voice  of  this  Council  as  to  whether  or  not  I  must  quit  ;  whether 
I  am  to  be  choked  off  now. 

The  President — I  think  Dr.  Britton  is  entitled  to  speak.  A  grave  accusation  is  make 
against  his  character. 

Dr.  Britton — As  I  said  before,  126  persons  voted  in  our  last  general  election  in  Dr. 
Sangster's  constituency,  98  voting  for  Dr.  Sangster  and  38  voted  for  his  competitor  ;  in  that 
constituency  there  are  somewhere  between  140  and  150  members,  out  of  which  124  signet  1 
that  petition  ;  in  other  words,  124  virtually  said  to  Dr.  Sangster  we  would  like  you,  being  on 
this  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  assist  us  in  having  that  petition  granted,  in  having  a  tariff 
enacted  again,  or  rather  the  privilege  granted  to  our  representative  of  re-enacting  a  tariff.  1 
shall  not  say  a  word  more  upon  this  ;  a  good  many  may  have  said  to  Dr.  Sangster  that  they  did 
not  care  whether  they  had  a  tariff  or  not.  That  may  be  perfectly  true  ;  1  am  not  accusing 
him  of  uttering  a  falsenood,  but  at  the  same  time  he  should  have  been  aware  of  how  many  of 
his  constituents  wanted  that  tariff  re-enacted,  but  if  he  was  aware  and  took  the  course  which 
he  followed  it  was  equivalent  to  saying,  "  My  constituents  do  not  know  what  they  need  :  they 
are  a  lot  of  country  bumpkins;  I  do  not  represent  a  city  ;  I  just  represenl  country  places  like 
Lindsay  " — 

The  President     1  must  call  you  to  order  Dr.  Britton  ;  you  air  going  a  little  far. 

Dr.  Britton — He  further  said,  "Mr.  Premier  ami  gentlemen,  these  last  clauses  were 
added  on  as  a  bribe  to  secure  the  signature  to  the  petition  of  those  who  would  not  have 
signed  it  had  these  clauses  nol  been  there."  That  is  enough  for  me  to  saj  regarding  that.  I 
have  told  you  the  course  he  took  in  t  he  Legislature  ;  I  have  told  you  the  course  we  all  agreed 
upon  unanimously  before  we  wenl  there  i  1  have  told  you  t  hat  he  turned  on  his  t  racks  when 
1h-  gc4  there;  1   have  told  you  that  we,  figuratively  speaking,  as  soldiers,  weni  to  face  the 
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enemy  ;  I  have  told  you  that  one  of  our  company  who  had  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  us 
and  said,  "  Yes,  we  will  all  fight  together,"  threw  down  his  arms  and  turned  the  muzzle  of  his 
rifle  on  his  companions  when  he  met  the  enemy.  It  is  quite  open  for  anybody  to  speak  ;  I 
am  ready  to  leave  my  case  as  to  my  honesty  in  preparing  this  report  in  the  hands  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Committee.     (Applause). 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  I  am  a  little  taken  by  surprise  :  as  I  told 
you  I  had  no  idea  that  report-had  been  prepared,  and  I  had  seen  nothing  of  it  until  the  attack 
made  by  the  gentleman  in  the  room  this  afternoon.  I  attack  his  veracity  so  far  as  saying  that 
when  he  declares  the  first  four  clauses  of  that  petition  were  indorsed  unanimously  by  the 
Legislative  Committee,  he  was  saying  what  was  not  true.  He  says  that  he  is  very  anxious 
to  keep  within  the  regions  of  truth,  and  I  can  only  say  for  a  gentleman  who  professes  to  be 
anxious  to  keep  within  the  regions  of  truth  that  he  has  wandered  very  far  indeed.  His  state- 
ment contains  some  truth  and  some  error  that,  I  think,  perhaps,  may  have  been  unintentional, 
and  some  error  that  I  can  only  think  was  intentional  and  premeditated.  It  has  been  my 
misfortune  this  morning  to  oppose  a  pet  scheme  of  Dr.  Britton's  to  eliminate  the  fifth  year 
from  the  medical  curriculun — 

Dr.  Britton — I  object  to  that.  That  comes  within  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Education,  and  I  sa}^  that  a  man  who  comes  forward  here  and  imputes  motives  in  that  way 
is  far  outside  the  limit  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  President — I  think  it  should  be  withdrawn. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  stating  it  was  my  misfortune  or  my  fortune  to  strongly  oppose  a 
pet  scheme  of  Dr.  Britton's  to  eliminate  the  clinical  year  from  the  medical  course. 

Dr.  Britton — I  say  that  Dr.  Sangster  must  withdraw  every  word  of  that  because  I  have 
not  the  opportunity  of  stating  the  circumstances  on  which  I  suggested  that  the  fifth  year  be 
withdrawn. 

The  President — Under  the  consideration  of  the  educational  report  you  will  have  an 
opportunity. 

Dr.  Bitton — This  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  appear  that  I  was  making  an 
effort  to  reduce  the  standard  of  the  medical  profession.     He  must  withdraw  it. 

Dr.  Sangster— The  effort  is  to  show  the  animus  of  the  attack  this  afternoon. 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  imputing  a  motive.  If  Dr.  Sangster  does  not  withdraw  it  I  shall 
ask  the  Council  to  order  him  to  withdraw  it. 

The  President — Do  you  ask  that  I  shall  insist  on  that  at  present  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  want  to  put  the  Council  in  any  unpleasant  position,  therefore, 
I  will  withdraw  it.  I  will  proceed.  Some  of  the  things  that  Dr.  Britton  has  stated 
correctly  represent  me  in  my  position  before  the  Government  last  spring  and  before  the 
Legislative  Committee  ;  others  grossly  misrepresent  me.  I  state  that  the  more  freely,  as 
you  Mr.  President  were  present,  and  I  am  prepared  to  submit  myself  very  largely  to  your 
own  sense  of  honor  and  justice  in  the  matter  ;  you  were  present  on  that  occasion  and  heard 
the  entire  discussion.  I  objected  to  the  course  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  regard 
to  the  petition,  and  I  objected  to  these  clauses  from  the  very  outset  and  I  objected  to  the 
course  of  the  Executive  Committee  because  they  founded  their  petition  upon  a  motion  of 
Dr.  Bray's  which,  as  I  stated  frankly  before  the  Legislative  Committee,  had  been  discussed  ; 
that  Dr.  Dickson  had  proposed  an  amendment  to  it,  and  that  that  amendment  had  been 
formally  put,  so  that  when  the  motion  was  put  to  the  Council  last  year  it  was  put  and  passed 
as  the  motion  of  Dr.  Bray's  and  not  ■  as  the  amended  motion  by  Dr.  Dickson.  This  was  in 
the  Council  building,  not  before  the  Legislative  Assembly.  The  Announcement  was  turned 
up  and  the  paragraph  referring  to  the  discussion  supported  my  contention  in  that  matter. 
Then  the  Registrar  was  asked  whether  Dr.  Bray's  motion  was  not  the  one  put  to  the 
Council  ;  he  stated  that  it  Avas.  The  minute-book  was  produced,  it  was  looked  over  and  the 
resolution  was  found  and  the  Registrar  declared  it  was  in  the  handwriting  of  Dr.  Bray,  and 
I  remarked,  you  cannot  expect  the  profession  to  attach  much  importance  to  your  Announce- 
ment if  such  gross  errors  as  that  can  creep  into  it,  that  an  important  resolution  of  that  kind 
can  be  omitted.  Then,  I  objected  to  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  because  they 
embraced  in  their  petition  a  matter  that  had  never  been  mooted  in  the  Council  at  all, 
the  seeking  to  attain  from  the  Legislature  increased  powers  of  punishment  for  that  class  of 
persons  that  we  term  "quacks."  I  stated  that  could  only  have  been  thrown  into  the 
petition  as  a  sop  to  induce  medical  practitioners  to  attach  their  signatures  thereto.  I  stated 
with  regard  to  the  petition  for  a  tariff  that  when  it  was  explained  to  the  medical  men  that 
the  tariff  we  were  seeking  was  not  a  tariff  to  produce  a  uniform  system  of  fees,  but  merely  a 
tariff  that  should  be  a  criterion  to  judges  in  courts  of  law  as  to  what  might  be  adjudged 
as  reasonable  charges,  not  many  practitioners  cared  about  such  a  tariff  as  that.  I  objected 
to  the  mixing  up  of  these  three  things  together.  Then,  the  Executive  Committee,  without 
one  word  of  concurrence  or  authority  from  this  Council,  had  not  only  decided  to  issue  that 
petition  in  its  three -fold  form  and  to  obtain  signatures  to  it,  but  they  had  proceeded  upon 
the  strength  of  that  to  get  Mr.  Osier  to  prepare  a  draft  of  the  bill  to  be  introduced  into  the 
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Legislature  and  to  be  introduced,  you  understand,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  without 
any  reference  to  this  Council,  to  be  introduced  then  and  there  into  the  Legislature.  They 
had  consulted  some  of  the  medical  members  in  the  House  who  strongly  opposed  the  intro- 
duction of  the  bill  at  the  time  for  these  purposes,  saying  the  time  was  inopportune  and  that 
it  would  be  fatal  to  make  any  attempt  in  that  direction.  Then  the  question  of  going  before 
the  Government  came  np,  the  clauses  were  read  one  by  one  and  I  dissented  from  each  one 
of  the  four  clauses.  I  declare  that  I  dissented  from  each  one  of  the  four  clauses,  and  finally 
I  agreed  to  one,  on  which  the  Committee  unanimously  agreed  they  could  go  to  the  House  on, 
that  was  the  one  seeking  the  right  to  determine  our  own  matriculation  and  curriculum 
requirements.  Dr.  Williams  took  strong  ground  against  attempting  to  force  any  legislation 
at  that  time.  Dr.  Machell  and  Dr.  Williams  both  spoke  about  attempting  to  present  the 
petition  to  the  Legislature  at  that  time.  We  then  proceeded  to  the  House  with  the 
distinct  understanding  on  my  part,  and  I  am  sure  there  are  gentlemen  in  the  room  who  will 
bear  me  out  in  saying,  that  while  that  petition  might  be  shown  to  the  Government  and  its 
general  purport  might  be  named — (the  President  meanwhile  insisting  that  he  had  been 
instructed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  carry  that  petition  to  the  Government,  and  that 
he  must  do  his  duty) — the  understanding  was  that  it  should  be  presented  there,  and  its 
general  character  explained  but  no  details  entered  into.  We  met  in  the  House,  and  as  I 
say,  Dr.  Barrick  sat  behind  me.  To  my  surprise  the  President  got  up  and  presented  the 
petition  and  entered  into  it  clause  after  clause  explaining  it,  explaining  the  one  with  refer- 
ence to  the  "quacks,"  the  one  with  reference  to  the  tariff  as  well  as  the  one  referring  to  the 
proposed  legislation.  I  remarked  to  Dr.  Barrick  at  the  time,  ' '  that  is  a  distinct  breach  of 
our  agreement."  And  I  got  up  and  objected  to  the  petition.  I  objected  to  the  petition  as 
Dr.  Britton  says  ;  I  objected  to  it  on  its  introductory  form,  I  objected  to  it  because  it 
was  not  the  petition  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  I  objected  to  it  because  I 
thought  that  to  seek  legislation  or  to  present  a  petition  to  the  Government  or  to  the 
Legislature  at  the  present  juncture,  seeking  increased  power  to  impose  higher  penalties 
upon  quacks,  and  seeking  a  tariff  of  fees  which  I  claim  was  not  req  uired,  and  not  asked  for 
by  the  profession  when  they  understood  in  what  limited  acceptance  the  tariff  of  fees  was  pro- 
posed. I  stated  that  those  two  clauses  could  only  serve  to  further  antagonize  the  Legislature  to 
the  profession  ;  and  upon  the  whole  I  objected  to  the  petition  being  presented  to  the  Govern- 
ment. I  stated  what  Dr.  Britton  says,  only  he  states  it  in  a  somewhat  incorrect  form,  that  I 
did  not  think  anybody  should  be  permitted  to  stand  between  the  Government  and  the 
Legislature  on  the  one  hand  and  the  people  or  profession  on  the  other  ;  that  I  was  like  other 
people,  I  was  human,  liable  to  err  and  that  I  would  not  place  my  own  constituents  in  the 
position  of  having  a  body,  of  which  I  was  a  member,  standing  between  them  and  the  freest 
possible  access  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  Government  in  case  they  thought  they  were  in 
any  way  wronged  or  treated  with  injustice.  I  stated  that  I  could  not  conceive  that  the 
Government  would  give  or  could  give  this  Council  the  power  proposed,  because  if  they 
proceeded  to  do  so  they  would  have  to  promise  to  Workmen's  Associations  and  to  other 
incorporated  associations  that  no  legislation  should  be  intoduced  into  parliament 
that  was  opposed  to  their  interests,  unless  it  first  emanated  from  themselves.  I  have  stated, 
as  far  as  I  can  remember,  but  I  would  not  undertake,  as  Dr.  Britton  has  undertaken,  to 
repeat  a  man's  words  that  were  uttered  six  or  nine  months  ago  ;  and  although  I  claim  to 
have  a  very  retentive  memony,  I  do  not  profess  that  I  could  repeat  my  own  words  or  any  other 
gentleman's  words  at  that  distance  of  time.  Dr.  Britton  claims  he  repeats  the  ipsissima 
verba. 

Dr.  Britton — Excuse  me,  I  said  I  thought  I  could  repeat  some  of  the  words,  that  I 
could  in  any  case  give  the  substance  of  what  was  said,  and  you  are  now  reproducing  very 
well  indeed  what  you  said  on  that  occasion,  and  it  only  confirms  what  I,  a  short  time  ago, 
narrated. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  a  matter  for  the  gentlemen  in  this  room  to  determine.  Dr. 
Britton  has  made  his  statement  and  I  claim  he  has  wandered  very  far  from  the  true  and 
exact  statement  of  the  case  as  it  occurred.  I  have  made  my  rebuttal.  I  have  tried  not  to 
use  hard  terms  ;  I  have  been  prompted  to  say  things  that  are  severe,  and  I  think  the 
members  of  this  Council  know  that  if  I  give  way  to  the  impulse  that  is  in  me  I  can,  at  times, 
say  things  that  are  very  severe,  but  I  have  restrained  myself  from  doing  so  ;  I  have  tried  to 
give  you  a  plain,  true  and  unvarnished  statement  of  the  things  that  occurred  on  that  occasion 
and  I  can  only  now  leave  myself  in  your  hands,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  other  gentlemen 
that  were  there,  to  say  whether  my  statement  or  Dr.  Britton's  is  the  more  correct  or  the 
more  honest  explanation  of  what  occurred  on  that  occasion. 

The  President — Since  you  have  asked  the  different  members  of  the  Committee  to 
express  their  recollection  of  what  occurred,  I  think  it  is  only  right  that  they  should  give 
expression  to  it.      I  would  ask  Dr.  Machell  what  he  recollects  about  it. 

Dr.  R.EDDICK — Couldn't  we  be  spared  any  more  of  this  kind  of  thing  1 
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Dr.  Sangster — The  matter  has  assumed  a  very  serious  form.  Here  are  two  gentlemen 
who  have  risen  in  this  room  and  who  have  spoken  upon  matters  attacking  my  veracity,  and 
I  ask  the  fullest  examination  into  the  facts  of  the  case  by  this  Council  ;  I  think  less  than 
that  would  be  less  than  what  is  due. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  very  anxious  for  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  tell  us  what  their 
recollections  of  this  occasion  are. 

The  President — I  will  ask  Dr.  Machell  to  narrate  what  he  remembers  of  it. 

Dr.  Machell — I  am  afraid  I  cannot  throw  very  much  light  on  this  subject,  but  I  will 
tell  you  my  connection  with  it  at  that  meeting.  Dr.  Sangster  certainly  was  very  much 
opposed  to  the  proposition. 

Dr.  Sangster — Do  you  mean  in  the  committee  room  before  we  went  to  the  Government  1 

Dr.  Machell — Yes.  Dr.  Sangster  was  very  much  opposed,  but  after  a  good  deal  of 
discussion  by  nearly  everybody,  my  understanding  was  that  Dr.  Sangster  agreed  practically 
with  all  the  points,  and  agreed  that  it  should  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  What  Dr. 
Sangster  said  at  the  meeting  in  the  Legislative  building  I  do  not  know.  I  arrived  too  late 
to  hear  what  was  said  by  anybody  ;  the  meeting  was  just  breaking  up  when  I  arrived. 

Dr.  Rogers — Your  recollection  wras  that  we  agreed  to  have  the  petition  put  before  the 
Government. 

Dr.  Machell — Certainly. 

Dr.  Barrick — As  the  seconder  of  the  resolution  to  adopt  this  report,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  Legislative  Committee,  I  will  as  briefly  as  possible,  state  my  recollection  of  the  facts. 
I  may  state  first  that  when  Dr.  Brittton  read  his  report  I  listened  to  him  very  carefully  and  my 
own  conviction  was,  as  he  went  on  from  clause  to  clause,  that  it  was  a  correct  interpretation 
of  what  took  place.  Now,  we  had  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  Tightness  or  wrongness  of 
the  Executive  Committee  in  ordering  any  work  ;  we  had  nothing  to  do  with  regard  to 
discussing  whether  the  questions  there  were  right  or  wrong,  we  were  met  there  as  the 
Legislative  Committee  to  deal  with  a  petition  signed,  as  it  was  stated,  by  some  1,821  medical 
men.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  supposing  I  had  disagreed  with  every  part  of  that  petition,  my 
duty  was  to  present  that  petition — (hear,  hear) — and  if  every  member  of  that  committee 
individually  opposed  every  clause  in  it,  as  the  Legislative  Committee,  were  bound  to  present 
the  petition  coming  to  us  signed  by  1,821  medical  men  ;  that  was  clearly  our  duty.  Now, 
you  all  know  that  some  people  are  very  anxious  to  make  speeches  and  there  was  an 
uneasiness  manifested  ai  this  committee  meeting  to  get  away  to  the  Legislature,  and  I  stated 
most  emphatically  then,  gentlemen,  what  discussions  you  have,  what  differences  you  have, 
let  them  be  settled  right  here  ;  do  not  let  us  go  to  the  Government  divided.  I  was  very  em- 
phatic upon  that.  There  is  just  a  little  difference  of  opinion  here,  but  when  things  are  ex- 
plained I  think  you  will  find  there  is  not  such  a  great  difference  after  all.  Dr.  Sangster  clearly 
did  state  there  that  he  did  not  approve  of  certain  things,  but  so  far  as  my  recollection  goes 
we  settled  upon  this  :  we  will  present  the  petition  just  as  it  is  without  any  comments.  That 
was  our  duty,  gentlemen.  We  were  not  going  there  to  defend  the  revisions  of  that,  we 
were  going  there  simply  to  present  the  petition  to  the  Government,  and,  so  far  as  I  know, 
rh.it  was  the  distinct  understanding  ;  and  Dr.  Sangster,  I  think  agreed  to  that,  namely,  the 
simple  presentation  of  the  petition. 

Dr.  Sanoster — May  I  ask,  as  important  in  connection  with  that,  whether  Dr.  Barrick 
does  or  does  not  remember  I  stated  if  details  were  entered  into  by  the  others  that  I  would 
reply  ' 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  right. 

Dr.  Britton  I  would  like  to  ask  another  question  of  Dr.  Barrick.  Was  or  was  it  not 
flic  case  that  Dr.  Sangster  made  that  statement  long  before  the  general  discussion  took 
place  and  long  before  the  unanimous  conclusion  was  arrived  at  that  we  should  go  to  the 
( iovernment  to  present  the  petition  '(  In  my  report  T  have  stated  that  early  in  the  discus- 
sion, Dr.  Sangster  announced  he  was  to  be  left  free  to  criticize  the  petition  if  it  went  before 
the  Government. 

Dr.  Barrick — If  the  petition  was  discussed  before  the  Government  then  he  would  hold 
a  free-hand,  but  if  the  petition  was  presented  and  no  discussion,  that  he  was  perfectly 
satisfied.     That  is  as  far  as  I  recollect. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  correct. 

Dr.  Barrick — That  was  my  understanding.  I  fully  understood  when  we  went  to  the 
Legislature  that  we  went  there  to  present  the  petition,  that  we  did  not  go  there  to  discuss 
that  petition,  because  had  that  been  the  case,  I  would  have  said,  gentlemen,  discuss  this 
petition  right  here  and  settle  what  you  are  going  to  do.  We  went  to  the  Legislature  and 
the  petition  was  presented  and  the  prayer  of  the  petition  was  read  and  I  thought  that  was 
the  end  of  the  matter  and  I  must  say  that  I  was  greatly  surprised  when  the  President,  who 
is  always  full  of  debate  as  you  all  know,  was  so  boiling  over  that  he  had  to  discuss  it.  I 
thought  it  was  a  very  uncalled  for  thing  ;  I  thought  it  was  a  breach  of  faith  in  connection 
with  that  Committee.     I  went  there  for  the  purpose  of  simply  presenting   that   petition,  as 
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ifc  was  our  bounden  duty  to  do,  but  I  did  not  go  there  to  discuss  it  because  I  knew  if  we 
did  we  would  have  the  same  differences  before  the  Government  as  we  had  had  in  our 
committee  meeting,  and  that  was  to  be  deplored  ;  and  I  felt  very  anxious  as  Dr.  Rogers 
went  on  discussing  this,  because  it  was  certain  if  it  was  discussed  that  Dr.  Sangster  would 
reply.  What  I  understood  to  be  our  duty  in  going  to  the  Legislature  was  just  merely  to 
present  the  petition  ;  that  is  one  thing  I  am  very  clear  on  because  I  am  sure  every  member 
of  that  Committee  must  remember  I  said  most  emphatically,  let  us  not  go  to  the  Legislature 
divided.  If  we  can  unite  upon  presenting  the  petition,  let  us  go  and  present  the  petition  ; 
if  we  are  going  to  discuss  the  matter  let  us  discuss  it  and  settle  it  in  this  room  here  and 
become  unanimous  upon  something. 

Dr.  Rogers — Allow  me  to  ask  the  speaker  a  question  ;  he  has  brought  my  name  into 
prominence.  How  could  the  petition  be  presented  unless  it  was  read  or  something  in  some 
way  said  explaining  it  to  the  Government  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — I  might  just  answer  that  the    petition    explains    itself.     There    was    the 
petition  and  Dr.  Rogers  read  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  which  it    was   our   duty  to  present 
and  that  spoke  for  itself. 

Dr.  Britton — Would  I  be  allowed  to  ask  Dr.  Barrick  a  question.  What  was  your 
interpretation  of  the  meaning  of  my  question  when  I  asked  the  individual  members  of  that 
Committee  did  they  agree  ?  What  was  your  interpretation  of  the  meaning  of  my  question 
when  I  asked  you  individually  whether  or  not  you  dissented  from  my  statement  regarding 
each  clause  and  the  necessity  for  its  recitation  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — The  gentleman  asked  no  question  individually  ;  he  took  the  clauses  up 
seriatim  and  asked  me  :  "  Could  you  agree  to  that,  Dr.  Sangster  ?"  and  I  said,  "no,"  to  the 
first  four  of  them,  and  I  agreed  with  the  one  referring  to  the  curriculum. 

Dr.  Britton — Is  that  correct,  that  he  said  "no  "  to  each  of  the  four  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — There  were  so  many  "no's." 

Dr.  Britton — Did  he  answer  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — Dr.  Sangster  said  "  no  "  to  so  many  of  them  that  I  do  not  know — 

The  President — That  is  not  the  question  asked  by  Dr.  Britton  ;  he  asks  whether  he 
turned  to  each  and  every  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  said,  do  you  dissent  or 
will  you  remain  quiet. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  submit  that  that  question  should  not  be  put. 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  a  most  absurd  thing. 

Dr.  Barrick — So  far  as  I  can  recollect,  the  only  thing  we  agreed  unanimously  upon 
was  the  presenting  of  that  petition  as  it  was. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Hear,  hear. 

Dr.  Rogers — Did  Dr.  Sangster  oppose  the  petition  after — 

Dr.  Barrick — I  thought  you  both  went  a  little  too  far. 

Dr.  Williams — I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  the  building  ;  our 
opinions  were  asked  with  reference  to  the  petition,  and  I  believe  that  I  was  the  first  to 
speak  on  the  subject,  and  I  expressed  my  opposition  to  presenting  the  petition  to  the 
Legislature  in  pretty  strong  terms.  While  I  did  that,  I  said  that  I  was  but  one,  and  if  the 
majority  decided  that  it  was  the  right  thing  to  do  to  present  it,  my  opinion  should  be 
waived  and  I  would  act  on  the  voice  of  the  majority.  Dr.  Sangster  subsequently  expressed 
himself  about  in  the  same  terms  that  I  had,  with  the  exception  that  he  did  not  consent  to 
waive  his  opinions  subsequently  ;  but,  he  said  that  if  the  petition  was  discussed  before  the 
Gn  ivernment,  he  reserved  to  himself  the  right  to  criticize  it  or  to  express  the  other  side. 
We  then  talked  over  the  matter  for  some  time.  The  importance  was  presented  by  Dr. 
Barrick  and  some  others  that  we  should  not  go  unless  we  went  as  a  united  Committee  ; 
there  should  be  no  division  before  the  Government.  Upon  that  promise  it  was  understood 
that  there  should  be  no  discussion,  only  in  general  terms  ;  that  there  should  be  no  details 
Ljone  into.  That  was  my  understanding.  When  that  was  arrived  at,  Dr.  Britton  put  the 
question  to  all  the  parties  present  and  severally  they  promised,  as  I- understood,  to  abstain 
from  any  discussion,  providing  it  was  only  presented  in  general  terms,  and  Dr.  Sangster's 
assent  was  given,  as  Dr.  Britton  says,  by  a  distinct  bow.  It  was  my  conviction  thai  Dr. 
Rogers  had  kept  pretty  well  within  what  our  understanding  was  on  the  general  terms. 
That  was  what  I  thought,  and  I  was  a  good  deal  surprised  when  Dr.  Sangster  got  up  to 
discuss  the  other  side.  I  admit  that  1  came  away  believing  that  Dr.  Sangster  had  committed 
a  breach  <»f  faith  with  the  Committee  in  that  matter.  Thai  was  the  impression  left  on  my 
mind.      I  will  go  into  no  details  further. 

The  President     I  will  ask  Dr.  Emorytogive  as  his  recollections. 

Dr.  Emorv     I  was  fortunately  sick  in  bed. 

Dr.  Rogers     1  have  a  report  in  which  the  matter  can  be  brought  up  again. 

Dr.  Britton     You  were  present,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  you  to  give  your  impression. 
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The  President — I  think  it  is  an  understood  thing  that  the  President  is  not  required  to 
enter  into  discussions,  but  if  it  is  wished  by  both  yourself  and  Dr.  Sangster  I  will  be  very  glad 
to  say  what  I  recollect  of  the  meeting. 

Dr.   Sangster — I  would  like  you  to  do  so. 

The  President — I  have  not  a  very  retentive  memory. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  so  conscious  that  I  was  honest  to  the  best  of  my  intention  that  if 
one  hundred  were  there  I  would  like  them  individually  to  give  evidence.  Dr.  McLaughlin 
also  was  there  and  I  have  no  doubt  he  has  a  distinct  recollection  of  the  circumstances. 

The  President — As  a  member  of  the  Committee  I  may  say  we  met  in  the  College  build- 
ing and  the  petition  already  referred  to  was  read  and  discussed  ;  Dr.  Sangster  took  strong  op- 
position to  it  on  the  lines  that  have  already  been  indicated.  Some  of  the  members,  myself 
amongst  others,  were  averse  to  presenting  the  petition  to  the  Legislature,  because  we  had 
been  informed  by  leading  men  in  the  Legislature  that  it  was  an  inopportune  time  and  it  would 
probably  be  thrown  out  and  do  us  more  harm  than  good.  There  was  further  discussion  and 
we  thought  an  expression  coming  from  so  many  members  of  the  profession  could  not  be  ig- 
nored, therefore  it  was  agreed  that  we  should  call  upon  the  Government,  but  not  on  the 
Legislature,  and  read  the  petition  to  them,  point  out  its  salient  points  and  leave  it  for  future 
consideration.  I  recollect  the  action  in  the  room,  already  referred  to.  Dr.  Sangster  was 
strongly  opposed  to  it,  and  moreover  said  he  reserved  to  himself  the  right  of  discussing  the 
matter  if  it  were  made  the  subject  of  discussion.  However,  afterwards,  the  clauses  were 
taken  up  and  Dr.  Britton  asked  us  severally  and  conjointly  if  we  were  agreeable  to  allowing 
them  to  go  as  they  were,  that  was  asked  two  or  three  times,  "Do  you  agree  to  it  ?  "  That 
was  the  distinct  understanding.  When  the  petition  was  presented  to  the  Government  I 
thought  that  Dr.  Rogers,  our  then  President,  was  exceedingly  fair  and  kept  to  the  lines  very 
closely  ;  he  read  the  prayer  of  the  petition  and  merely  explained  it ;  did  not  go  into  any  dis- 
cussion of  the  different  points  ;  and  I  congratulated  myself  upon  his  success,  as  I  thought,  at 
the  time.  After  that  I  must  say  I  was  rather  surprised  to  hear  Dr.  Sangster  get  up  and  op- 
pose the  resolutions  as  he  had  formerly  done  when  we  first  met  in  committee.  That  is  my 
recollection.  He  has  already  stated  what  he  said  to  the  Government  and,  so  far  as  I  can  re- 
member, what  he  has  said  is  exactly  correct.  There  might  have  been  a  misunderstanding  on 
his  part  with  regard  to  the  discussion  ;  that  is  a  part  that  is  open  to  discussion. 

Dr.  Rogers — He  opposed  the  prayer  of  the  petition. 

The  President — He  opposed  it,  and  opposed  it  in  the  committee  room,  too. 

Dr.  Rogers— And  before  the  Government. 

The  President — Yes,  he  opposed  it  there  and  he  said  it  was  a  breach  of  faith. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  regret  exceedingly  the  bitterness  that  has  been  brought  into  this 
debate  by  Dr.  Britton. 

Dr.  Britton — You  should  withdrew  that  ;  I  have  not  brought  any  bitterness  into  it, 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  withdraw  the  word  because  I  do  not  know  the  meaning  of  it.  If 
there  has  not  been  acrimony  on  the  part  of  our  friend  Dr.  Britton  I  have  never  seen  any.  I 
I  think  Dr.  Sangster,  for  him,  was  exceedingly  calm  ;  he  has  exercised  a  degree  of  calmness. — 

The  President — That  you  did  not  anticipate. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  everyone  in  this  room  might  well  emulate  and  particularly,  I 
might  venture  to  say  again  without  being  offensive,  Dr.  Britton.  The  whole  of  this  trouble 
has  arisen  because  Dr.  Britton  has  irregularly  brought  in  a  report  of  Dr.  Britton  alone.  I 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  find  one  single  member  of  that  Committee  who  was  called  on  to 
consider  that  report  before  it  was  presented  to  the  Council  to-day,  and  that  is  practically  the 
report  of  Dr.  Britton  and  not  the  report  of  the  Committee.  If  Dr.  Britton  had  done  his  duty 
and  called  that  Committee  together. 

Dr.  Emory — Is  Dr.  McLaughlin  discussing  the  whole  question  or  stating  his  recol- 
lection of  the  facts  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  whole  question  is  before  the  chair. 

The  President — I  would  rather  you  would  give  your  recollection  of  the  facts  first  and 
then  go  on. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — My  recollection  is  this,  I  was  summoned  to  the  city  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  Property  Committee  and  having  nothing  to  do  at  the  time  that  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  was  in  session  I  went  into  the  room  and  listened  to  the  discussion  and  I 
heard  Dr.  Sangster  vigorously  oppose  every  prayer  of  that  petition  but  one — most  vigorously. 
The  agreement  was  finally  made,  as  Dr.  Barrick  has  stated,  that  this  petition  should  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Government  without  comment,  and  all  the  members  of  that  Committee  agreed 
if  that  petition  was  handed  into  the  Government,  without  comment,  they  would  not  discuss 
it.  People  who  present  petitions  to  the  Government  do  not  necessarily  go  themselves  ;  at 
the  same  time,  petitions  are  sometimes  brought  and  people  speak  upon  them.  I  submit  that 
instead  of  this  being  a  mere  presentation  of  the  petition,  Dr.  Rogers  went  into  a  minute  and 
detailed  statement  of  everything.  I  think  I  can  call  to  the  recollection  of  the  Committee  one 
thing  that    occurred  that  will  corroborate  my    statement.     Dr.   Rogers  spoke    pretty  ex- 
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tensively  upon  this  ' '  That  your  Honorable  Body  will  extend  to  the  medical  profession  of 
this  Province  the  courtesy  of  not  changing  or  amending  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  until  any 
proposed  change  or  amendment  has  been  placed  before  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  for  con- 
sideration." He  urged  that  before  the  Government,  and  if  he  will  recollect,  I  recollect  and 
I  presume  that  some  other  members  of  that  Committee  will  recollect,  the  Attorney-General 
said,  ' '  Oh,  that  is  something  that  we  cannot  grant,  but  if  your  Bill,  or  any  other  Bill,  comes 
in  it  will  be  referred  to  a  committee  and  then  you  will  be  heard  before  the  committee. "  That 
passed,  showing  the  minuteness  with  which  Dr.  Rogers  went  into  the  details  of  that  petition. 
There  is  not  a  clause  in  the  prayer  of  that  petition  that  the  gentleman  did  not  discuss  and  I 
venture  to  say  he  spent  not  less  than  half  an  hour  in  discussing  the  various  prayers  of  the 
petition.  I  understood  at  once  and  I  felt  the  very  moment  he  began  to  discuss  that  first 
clause  that  Dr.  Sangster  was  free  to  go  on  and  discuss  that  upon  the  other  side.  As  said  by 
Dr.  Barrick,  I  thought  it  was  unfortunate,  but  that  was  my  impression  and  I  thought  Dr. 
Sangster  was  perfectly  keeping  the  agreement  he  made  in  that  room  when  he  commenced  to 
discuss  that  upon  the  other  side.  Dr.  Rogers  presented  the  idea,  "  Now  here  is  an  important 
matter,  you  ought  not  to  allow  a  Bill  to  come  into  this  Legislature  without  first  submitting  it 
to  the  Medical  Council."  That  was  the  whole  bone  of  contention.  Dr.  Sangster,  I  think, 
properly  took  the  ground  that  it  was  a  retrograde  movement  and,  as  I  told  you,  the  Attorney- 
General  said,  "No,  we  cannot  grant  you  that  prayer."  It  is  the  most  absurd  prayer  that 
was  ever  put  into  a  petition  because  if  the  Medical  Council  has  a  right  to  say  the  Govern- 
ment shall  not  introduce  a  Bill  until  we  consider  it  then  the  Oddfellows  have  the 
same  right,  the  Church  Courts  have  the  same  rights,  the  Templars  have 
the  same  right,  and  the  manufacturers  and  every  other  body  of  men  in  this 
country  have  just  as  much  right  to  make  that  prayer  as  we  have  and  if  you  do  that  the  whole 
wheels  of  legislation  are  stopped.  I  mention  that  to  corroborate  my  memory  of  what  took 
place  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  discuss  that  any  further.  I  thought  Dr.  Sangster 
was  perfectly  within  his  agreement  which  he  made  in  the  committee  room  when  he  began  to 
discuss  that  question.  I  want  to  say  a  word  or  two  about  the  petition,  I  want  to  tell  you  that 
that  petition  was  not  presented  to  the  Government  in  the  proper  sense  of  presenting  a  peti- 
tion, because  you  never  present  a  petition  to  the  Government  and  then  lug  it  away  home  with 
you.  The  great  big  volume  was  brought  up  there  and  laid  on  the  table  and  not  one  Minister 
of  the  Crown,  except  one,  opened  that  book  to  look  at  the  petition  and  he  simply  looked  at  it 
and  shut  it  up  without  reading  one  sentence.  The  petition  was  not  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, it  was  simply  carried  up  there  as  an  exhibit  and  laid  upon  the  table  for  a  few 
minutes  and  then  taken  away  home  and  now  it  is  in  the  archives  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — A  few  minutes  ago  I  thought  you  said,  "half  an  hour;"  now  you  say, 
"  a  few  minutes. " 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Your  "few  minutes"  up  there  are  just  what  they  are  like  here.  I 
regret  exceedingly  that  this  discussion  has  come  on,  and  I  would  like  to  see  this  whole  matter 
settled  up  peaceably  and  amicably  yet.  I  understood  Dr.  Britton  to  say  that  every  member 
of  the  Committee  that  was  present  there  agreed  to  every  item  in  that  petition.  I  cannot 
understand  how  he  came  to  that  conclusion.  I  am  not  saying  but  what  he  came  to  it 
honestly.  We  know  in  this  Council  that  Dr.  Sangster,  along  with  myself,  fought  that  reso- 
lution when  it  was  brought  in  by  Dr.  Bray,  we  fought  it  as  hard  as  we  could  fight  it.  How 
is  it  possible  for  Dr.  Britton,  knowing  all  of  these  things,  to  say  that  he  questioned  Dr. 
Sangster  in  regard  to  that  petition,  and  that  he  said  he  agreed  to  it  ?  I  do  not  believe  that 
Dr.  Britton  wilfully  put  that  in  there  knowing  it  to  be  anything  else  but  correct,  and  my 
friend  Dr.  Sangster  did  not  question  his  veracity  as  a  gentleman  when  he  put  it  there,  but 
'the  further  the  debate  went  on  it  seemed  to  get  the  more  bitter,  and  language  was  used  that 
I  regret  was  used.  The  whole  thing  was  a  misunderstanding.  Dr.  Britton,  no  doubt, 
understood  what  he  thought,  others  understood  otherwise,  as  I  did,  as  Dr.  Williams  did, 
and  as  Dr.  Barrick  did,  that  the  agreement  was  that  the  petition  should  be  taken  up  there, 
that  it  was  not  presented  in  the  way  a  petition  should  be  presented,  because  if  it  had  been  it 
should  have  remained  there,  but  it  was  to  be  taken  up  for  the  Government  to  look  at. 

Dr.  Britton — Without  discussing  any  details  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Without  discussing  any  details,  and  it  was  discussed. 

Dr.  Britton — The  President  says  not. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  say  so  and  Dr.  Sangster  says  so,  and  I  have  told  you  the  answer 
the  Honorable  Mr.  Hardy  gave. 

The  President — Part  of  your  statement  in  regard  to  the  Attorney-General  is  correct, 
but  you  have  not  told  the  whole  truth.  He  said  he  could  not  promise  that  sort  of  thing,  but 
it  was  an  Act  that  wras  always  granted,  it  was  granted  the  Law  Society,  but  we  couldn't 
expect  the  Government  to  undertake  a  thing  of  that  kind. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Quite  so  ;  I  quite  agree  with  that.  If  this  Council  agrees  to  bring 
in  a  bill,  and  there  is  no  doubt  about  it  that  bill  can  be  taken  up  to  t  he  <  io\ -eminent  and  you 
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law  amending  the  Medical  Act  without  first  submitting  it  to  this  Council  was  not  spoken  of 
by  Mr.  Hardy.  The  other  statement  you  made  was,  if  we  want  to  bring  in  a  bill  amending 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act  let  us  frame  it,  let  us  take  it  to  the  Government,  let  them  give  their 
opinion  upon  it,  and  let  us  modify  it  according  to  their  opinion  in  order  that  we  pass  it 
through  the  House  ;  but  to  ask  members  of  Parliament  not  to  introduce  a  bill  without  the 
permission  of  the  Council,  or  to  ask  the  Government  to  do  it  is  a  tiling  unprecedented  in  the 
history  of  legislation. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  there  is  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  resolution.  I  was  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee,  and  I  do  not  desire  to  say  anything  about  the  Committee,  but  when  I 
brought  in  that  resolution  I  read  it  in  the  first  place  as  it  appears  in  this  Announcement,  and 
Dr.  Dickson,  as  seconder  of  that  resolution,  suggested  that  it  was  pretty  strong  and  that 
some  words  which  he  suggested  should  be  put  in  the  place  of  some  words  I  had  used  ;  I 
accepted  that  suggestion,  and  there  was  no  amendment  made  to  that.  It  has  been  stated  here 
there  was  an  amendment.  It  was  never  put.  There  was  only  one  resolution  brought  in  by 
me  ;  there  was  no  amendment  ever  proposed.  There  were  some  words  suggested  by  Dr. 
Dickson,  and  I  accepted  them  and  put  them  in  my  original  resolution  as  they  are,  in  my  own 
handwriting. 

Dr.  Rogers — As  probably  this  is  a  matter  involving  some  little  interest  to  a  few  of  us  I 
am  glad  indeed  to  have  listened  to  the  eloquent  remarks  of  Dr.  McLaughlin.  I  do  not 
know,  and  I  would  not  like  to  insinuate,  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  happened  in  there  in  order  to 
support  his  friend  Dr.  Sangster  before  the  Government  in  case  a  discussion  of  that  kind 
arose,  but  he  really  did  happen  to  be  there  although  he  was  not  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Committee.  He  has  given  a  statement  here  to-day  in  one  way,  Dr.  Sangster  in  another,  and 
Dr.  Barrick's  somewhat  in  their  favor  ;  as  against  that  there  is  yourself,  Mr.  President,  Dr. 
Britton,  Dr.  Williams,  Dr.  Machell,  and  myself,  who  agree  with  the  statement  as  made  by 
Dr.  Britton.  There  are  one  or  two  important  items  which  may  be  considered ;  in  the  first 
place,  you  will  have  to  consider  this  petition  which  was  before  the  Government ;  it  had 
been  sanctioned  by  the  great  majority,  it  had  been  signed  by  1,821  medical  practitioners,  or 
the  great  majority  of  the  medical  men  of  this  Province,  it  had  been  signed  by  124  members 
of  Dr.  Sangster's  own  division,  it  had  been  signed  by  a  majority  in  Dr.  McLaughlin's 
division. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  beg  your  pardon. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  had  been  signed  by  a  majority  in  Dr.  Sangster's  division,  and  I  believe 
by  a  majority  in  every  division  in  Ontario- — the  vast  majority.  Dr.  Sangster  took  it  upon 
himself  not  only,  I  believe,  to  break  a  contract  entered  into  with  us  as  a  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, but  he  went  before  the  Government  and  opposed  the  petition  signed  by  the  majority 
of  his  own  members — the  majority  of  the  members  who  sent  him  here — whose  representa- 
tive he  is,  whom  it  is  supposed  he  stands  here  to  represent.  He  went  before  the  Govern- 
ment with  this  petition,  and  although  124  members  of  his  own  constituents  had  signed  it  he 
opposed  it  before  the  Government  and  denounced  it  in  the  strongest  possible  language. 

Dr.  Sangster— I  am  willing  to  leave  myself  in  the  hands  of  my  constituents  on  that 
question,  and  if  they  condemn  me,  I  think  I  would  be  as  unfortunate  as  my  friend,  Dr. 
Rogers. 

Dr.  Rogers — Perhaps  that  is  so,  but  time  will  tell.  In  regard  to  the  statement  of  my 
friend,  Dr.  Barrick,  I  am  sorry  he  has  found  that  I  was  so  given  to  debate  in  this  Council, 
and  it  may  be  that  at  some  future  time  he  will  learn  a  little  better.  I  do  not  think  I  ever 
debate  a  subject  unless  I  have  good  reason  to.  However,  in  making  this  statement  before 
the  Government  with  regard  to  the  petition  I  carried  out  exactly,  as  clearly  as  a  man  could, 
the  agreement  entered  into.  I  laid  the  petition  before  the  Government  ;  I  read  the  petition 
and  I  simply,  and  nothing  more,  explained  it.  I  think  I  was  not  more  than  five  or  six 
minutes  explaining  the  whole  matter.  Then  we  had  the  exhibition  of  seven  or  eight 
medical  men  of  this  Council  going  before  the  Government,  and  one  medical  man  getting  up 
and  denouncing  what  the  others  had  asked  for.  We  had  the  exhibition  of  a  medical  pro- 
fession, of  a  body  claiming  to  say  by  their  petition  that  they  were  a  united  body,  and  one 
man  getting  up  and  saying,  we  are  not  united.  This  was  done,  for  Mr.  Harcourt  said,  only 
seven  here  and  one  of  you  opposes  the  rest. 

Dr.  Sangster — We  had  the  exhibition  of  one  man  purporting  to  be  President  of  an 
important  public  body  in  this  country  daring  to  deliberately  break  faith  with  his  colleagues, 
and  after  going  to  that  House  with  the  understanding  that  his  mouth  was  shut,  venturing  to 
enter  into  details  upon  that  which  he  had  promised  not  to  touch  upon. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  the  floor.  I  have  not  any  fear  of  answering  you  either  here  or 
elsewhere  ;  you  need  not  worry  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster — In  the  back  yard. 

Dr.  Rogers — Well,  I  am  not  of  the  same  character  of  blackguard  which  perhaps  you 
belong  to. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — I  ask  for  your  ruling,  Mr.  President.  Dr.  Sangster  has  simply- 
referred  to  Dr.  Rogers  asking  Dr.  Armour  into  the  back  yard  a  few  years  ago. 

Dr.  Rogers — He  attempts  to  say,  he  wants  to  maintain,  that  in  his  exhibition  before 
the  Government  he  was  doing  nothing  extraordinary  in  exhibiting  the  medical  profession 
as  a  most  un-united  body,  as  a  body  that  was  not  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the 
Government,  and  as  such  the  Government  should  not  grant  their  prayer.  I  maintain  in 
thus  denouncing  the  petition  which  the  majority  of  his  constituents  had  signed,  and  which 
1,821  medical  men  had  signed,  that  he  has  not  only  broken  faith  with  the  Council  and 
broken  faith  with  the  profession  in  his  division,  but  with  the  whole  profession  in  Ontario. 

Dr.  Henry — I  move  that  we  adjourn. 

Dr.  Brock — I  second  that. 

Dr.  Britton — Notwithstanding  that  motion,  I  would  personally  like  to  see  this  matter 
come  to  an  end.  I  still  feel  that  I  took  the  proper  course  in  justifying  myself,  and  that  I 
acted  the  part  of  a  gentleman,  and  when  I  was  accused  of  an  act  of  untruthfulness  I  could 
do  nothing  less  than  take  the  course  that  any  one  of  Her  Majesty's  British  subjects  feels  he 
is  called  upon  to  take,  that  is,  to  vindicate  himself.  I  have  been  accused  of  using  rather 
extreme  language  ;  I  cannot  recollect  a  solitary  word  I  used  that  I  now  think  was  extreme. 
I  think  this  discussion  should  go  no  further. 

The  President — I  agree  with  you. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  satisfied,  and  I  move  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

Dr.  Bray — Before  that  motion  is  put,  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words. 

Dr.  Henry — Isn't  there  a  motion  that  we  adjourn  ? 

The  President — From  what  I  can  infer  from  Dr.  Britton,  and  I  think  from  Dr. 
Sangster  too,  there  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  anybody — 

Dr.  Britton — No,  I  propose  that  it  come  to  an  end. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  a  report  that  covers  part  of  the  same  ground. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  be  satisfied  that  the  thing  should  end  here. 

Dr.  Bray — I  regret  exceedingly  that  this  trouble  has  taken  on  such  a  bitter  form,  and 
I  hope  that  we  will  not  see  any  such  proceedings  here  in  the  future.  I  am  glad  Dr.  Britton 
is  satisfied,  and  Dr.  Sangster  is  satisfied,  to  have  this  discussion  dropped,  and  now  let  it 
drop  and  be  dead  and  buried  forever. 

Dr.  Britton — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  this  report  be  adopted. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  like  that  report  to  go  as  it  is  because  it  does  not  seem  to 
be  right.  I  would  suggest  that  the  report  should  go  back  to  the  Committee  and  that  they 
reconsider  it,  and  I  am  satisfied  if  that  is  done,  it  will  be  so  altered  that  we  will  be  able  to 
rush  it  through  without  any  discussion.  I  would  move  that  it  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee  for  amendment. 

The  President — I  would  be  afraid  that  that  would  open  up  the  thing  again. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  think  the  Legislative  Committee,  as  a  committee,  has  any  desire 
to  do  any  injustice,  and  I  am  quite  satisfied  it  should  be  referred  to  it.  This  is  not  the 
report  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  it  is  the  report  of  Dr.  Britton. 

Dr.  Britton — I  have  not  the  slightest  objection  to  it  going  to  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  the  report  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  reconsideration. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Roome,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at 
eight  o'clock,  p.m. 


EVENING     SESSION. 


The  Council  met  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the    motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Thorburn,  in  the  chair  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names: 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler,  Greikie, 
Graham,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  McLaughlin, 
Roddick,  Rogers,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Williams. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

Dr.  Armour — There  was  a  motion  on  which,  with  the  approval  of   tin-   Council,  1  was 
allowed  to    reintroduce;  it  was  the   one   with    regard  to   which  Dr.    Dickson   gave    QOtioi 
motion  bo  reconsider.     It.  is  not  shewn  on  the  minut 

Dr.  Pyne — The  reason  for  thai  probably  is  that  1  did  nol  '_r«-t  it,  because  it  was  pu1  in  the 
hands  of  the  special  committee  appointed  t"  interview  the  solicitor. 
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Pending  the  return  of  this  resolution  the  minutes  were  allowed  to  stand  without  signa- 
ture. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Roome — For  a  special  committee  to  be  appointed  to  secure  tenders  of  offers  for  the 
purchase  of  the  College  Building,  the  same  to  be  reported  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council 
for  consideration  as  to  whether  the  property  shall  be  sold  or  not. 

Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 
None. 

Motions  of  Which  Notice  Has  Been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Henry — I  gave  notice  that  I  would  introduce  a  by-law  to  amend  by-law  No.  70.  I 
move  now  that  leave  be  granted  to  introduce  a  by-law  to  amend  by-law  No.  70,  and  that 
it  be  read  a  first  time.  The  only  amendment  I  propose  is  to  alter  the  sum  that  was 
granted  for  the  per  diem  allowance  from  $12. 50  to  $10. 00.  I  find  there  is  a  disposition  on 
the  part  of  the  Council  to  exercise  a  good  deal  of  economy,  and  I  believe  we  could  not  com- 
mence at  a  better  place  than  amongst  ourselves.  We  have  shown  a  disposition  to  cut  down 
the  expenses  of  some  of  our  officials,  one  in  particular,  and  I  believe  it  is  a  move  in  the  right 
direction  ;  but  we  should  commence  with  ourselves. 

Dr.  Bray — Before  that  by-law  is  read  I  would  say  to  Dr.  Henry  that  the  Finance 
Committee  has  a  report  bearing  on  it,  and  if  he  will  leave  that  over  until  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee's report  is  presented  it  will  be  much  better  ;  we  are  working  at  it  as  hard  as  we  can. 

Dr.  Henry — I  was  waiting  for  it  to  come  up,  because  I  know  there  is  a  clause  in  it  with 
regard  to  this  matter.     However,  that  ought  not  to  debar  me  from  bringing  this  by-law  up. 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  wish  to  debar  you. 

The  President — It  will  have  to  be  discussed  subsequently.  As  I  understand,  you  are 
willing  to  allow  this  by-law  to  stand  over  until  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committe  comes  in. 

Dr.  Henry — Yes,  if  it  comes  in. 

The  President — It  will  come  in. 

Dr.  Henry — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  that  by-law  No.  70  be  received  and  read 
a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Henry  read  the  by-law. 

Enquiries. 
None. 

Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

Dr.  Rogers  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  be  received,  which,  on 
a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Fowler  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Registration. 

Dr.  Fowler  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Registration  be  received,  which, 
on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Hanly  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,, 
appended  to  which  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier. 

Dr.  Hanly  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  be 
received,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster — When  is  the  proper  time  to  ask  that  typewritten  copies  of  that  report 
be  supplied  to  members  of  the  Council  ?  It  is  an  important  report.  It  does  not  touch,  in 
some  cases,  the  points  raised,  because,  for  instance,  in  the  matter  of  the  Prosecutor's  salary, 
no  one  raised  the  point  as  to  the  ability  of  the  Council  to  settle  the  remuneration  of  the 
Prosecutor.  It  was  as  to  the  mode  by  which  it  was  to  be  settled  ;  the  contention  was  that 
the  Council  could  only  settle  that  by  a  by-law.     Mr.  Osier  appears  to  have  overlooked  that. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  think  the  Solicitor  refers  to  that,  and  refers  to  Section  58  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  as  the  authority. 

The  President — When  would  you  like  to  have  these  reports  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — As  soon  as  they  can  be  furnished. 

The  President — I  think  in  revising  the  by-laws  it  would  be  well  to  include  the  solicitor's 
opinion. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  too  late.  We  asked  certain  questions  from  the  solicitor  for  our 
guidance,  and  his  answer  does  not  guide  us  in  the  least,  because  he  does  not  touch  upon  the 
points  raised  in  several  instances. 
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The  President — The  stenographer  thinks  that  we  might  get  typewritten  copies  of  this 
report  to-morrow  morning. 

Dr.  Machell  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee. 

Dr.  Machell  moved  that  the  report  be  received  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
was  declared  carried. 

Consideration  of  Reports. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  adopted. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  it  would  be  better  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  that 
report ;  there  are  some  objectionable  features  in  connection  with  that  report  that  will  have 
to  be  considered. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  which,  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 

Dr.  Graham  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  already  read  the  report.  Do  you  wish  me  to  take  it  up  clause  by 
clause,  or  do  you  wish  me  to  read  it  over  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Read  it  clause  by  clause. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  1  of  the  report  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  2  of  the  report  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  3  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Roome — Who  authorized  the  Committee  to  frame  an  Act  and  apply  to  the  Govern, 
ment  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — It  was  on  motion  of  Dr.  Bray. 

Dr.  Roome — There  is  nothing  in  the  proceedings  showing  that  there  was  power  placed 
in  the  hands  of  that  Committee  to  do  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  so. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  Dr.  Bray's  and  Dr.  Dickson's  resolution  did  not  give  any 
authority  to  any  committee  from  the  Council  to  seek  legislation  in  any  way. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  there  is  one  thing  clear  in  the  records  of  this  Council  it  is  that  the 
Executive  Committee  had  not  one  particle  of  right  to  apply  to  the  Legislature,  or  to  take  the 
first  step  to  apply  to  the  Legislature,  to  obtain  amendments  to  the  Medical  Act.  I  will  defy 
the  members  of  that  Committee  to  find  the  first  line  of  authority  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Council.  I  say  it  would  be  a  most  dangerous  precedent  to  establish  to  place  in  the  hands  of 
the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Legislative  Committee,  or  even  both  combined,  the  power 
of  going  over  the  heads  of  the  Council  and,  without  consulting  the  Council,  obtaining  or 
seeking  to  obtain  an  amendment  to  the  Medical  Act.  That  has  been  the  main  gist  of  com- 
plaint against  the  Executive  Committee ;  it  was  upon  that  point  I  have  somewhat  pointedly 
attacked  that  Committee.  During  the  past  few  months  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  the  fellow-mem- 
bers of  this  Council  to  utter  my  protest  in  no  uncertain  terms  against  the  usurpation  of  power 
on  their  part  which  belongs  to  the  Medical  Council  as  a  whole.  I  doubt  whether  the  gentle- 
men in  this  Council  will  allow  any  committee  to  go  over  their  heads,  to  transcend  their 
power  by  usurping  power  that  does  not  and  cannot  by  any  possibility  be  regarded  as 
belonging  to  them. 

Dr.  Rogers — This  is  the  motion  on  the  back  of  the  circular  which  was  sent  to  the  pro- 
fession in  connection  with  the  petition  :  "Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson, 
That  a  form  of  petition  be  framed,  and  sent  to  every  medical  man  in  the  Province  by  the 
Registrar  for  signatures,  praying  that  the  Government  and  Legislature  of  Ontario  will  not 
alter  nor  amend  the  Medical  Act,  nor  introduce,  nor  carry  through  any  new  medical  legisla- 
tion, unless  such  amendments,  or  new  Medical  Act,  or  Acts,  be  first  submitted  bo  fche  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  directly  or  through  the  Legislative 
Committee." 

Dr.  Roome — Was  there  not  another  motion  in  reference  to  it  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — There  is  the  other  motion  which  is  printed  on  the  hack  of  the  circular: 
"Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  and  resolved:  Thai  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Medical  Council  there  should  be  established  a  Medical  Tariff  for  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
in  order  that  the  reasonable  charges,  or  fees,  of  the  registered  medical  practitioners,  may 
have  a  legal  status  in  all  courts  of  law  in  this  Province  ;  thai  such  Medical  Tariff  should  be 
framed  and  sanctioned  by  this  Council,  bui  it  should  only  OOine  into  Legal  force  when  it  has 
received  the  sanction  and  approval  of  three  judges  of  tin*  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
Ontario;  that  such  Medical  Tariff  when  it  come.-,  into  Legal  force  as  aforesaid,   may  l>c 
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printed,  fftid  copies  of  which  shall  be  distributed  to  the  registered  medical  practitioners  of 
Ontario,  and  each  copy,  bearing  the  seal  of  the  College,  and  the  signature  of  the  Registrar 
attached  thereto,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  in  lieu  of  the  original  tariff;  that  such 
copies  of  the  said  Medical  Tariff  shall  be  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges  within  the  meaning  of 
Secton  39  of  the  Medical  Act."  We  have  here  a  direction  to  get  a  petition.  We  could  not 
have  the  power  to  have  a  tariff  without  going  to  the  Legislature,  it  was  impossible.  I  did 
not  want  to  go  to  the  Legislature,  none  of  us  wanted  to,  but  here  are  two  directions  and  we 
could  not  help  ourselves. 

Dr.  Sangster — When  that  matter  was  up  for  discussion  last  year  and  it  was  objected 
to  by  myself  and  others,  we  were  distinctly  told  by  Dr.  Bray  and  others  that  the  intention 
was  merely  to  have  that  petition  signed  to  use  it  if  we  needed  to. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  nothing  to  do  with  that.  As  far  as  we  could  understand  it  was  a 
direct  direction  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  get  a  petition  first 
and  also  to  get  power  to  have  a  Medical  Tariff. 

Dr.  Reddick — It  was  distinctly  understood  that  this  petition  was  simply  and  purely  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  information  to  the  members  of  this  Council,  to  get  the  feeling  of 
the  members  of  the  profession  throughout  the  Province.  There  was  no  talk  of  going  to  the 
Legislature,  in  fact  the  opposite  was  talked  of.  It  was  thought  unwise,  but  it  was  thought 
that  we  should  get  the  feeling  of  the  members  on  this  particular  subject. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  had  no  idea  of  such  a  thing  ;  if  I  had  had  the  least  idea  I  would  have 
spoken  to  some  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  warned  them  it  was  a  pretty 
ticklish  time  to  approach  the  Legislature.     I  am  surprised. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  think  there  was  any  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  exceed  its  powers  or  go  beyond  the  direction  of  the  Council.  The  Registrar,  I  think, 
was  instructed  to  prepare  the  petition.  It  was  thought  advisable,  as  it  was  an  important 
matter,  that  the  Executive  Committee  should  oversee  its  preparation  and  distribution.  The 
Executive  Committee,  at  least,  I  for  one,  and  I  think  speaking  generally  for  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee  too,  was  by  no  means  anxious  to  go  to  the  Legislature  for  any 
legislation  whatever.  More  than  that,  I  think  it  is  perfectly  safe  to  say  that  the  Executive 
Committee  would  not  have  gone  of  its  own  accord  to  any  Legislature  unless  with  the  full 
approval  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  this  Council  which  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  watching  and  overseeing  legislation.  But,  we  went  this  far,  we  were  perfectly  justified  I 
think  in  making  all  the  necessary  preparation  and  in  making  all  the  necessary  enquiry  and 
that  was  all  we  did.  In  order  to  meet  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  Council  who  wanted 
a  tariff  bill  we  had  a  form  of  bill  drawn  up  so  that  the  Legislative  Committee,  when  they  met, 
could  see  it.  In  order  that  we  might  know  what  the  conditions  were  in  the  Legislature  the 
Legislative  Committee  went  and  consulted  the  medical  men  in  the  House  to  know  what 
the  feeling  was.  That  I  think  was  all  legitimate  ;  we  were  seeing  and  looking  after  the 
situation  and  making  enquiry  and  making  preparation.  The  Executive  Committee,  so  far  as 
I  know,  would  never  have  undertaken  to  go  to  the  Legislature  without  a  direct  vote  of  this 
body  in  so  many  words  saying  you  must  go,  but  we  did  consider  it  was  our  duty  to  make  all 
necessary  enquiry  and  then  to  have  things  in  shape  for  the  Legislative  Committee,  which  we 
did,  on  the  day  of  the  final  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  they  might  consider 
and  discuss  the  matter  and  see  what  had  better  be  done.  That  is  as  far  as  the  Executive 
Committee  went  and  as  far  as  they  had  any  intention  of  going.  1  believe  they  were  within 
the  limits  of  their  duty  in  so  doing. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  understand  from  Dr.  Campbell  that  there  was  an  Act  drawn  up  by  the 
Solicitor  to  submit  to  the  Legislature  if  it  was  thought  best. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  was  drawn  up  for  submission  to  the  Legislative  Committee,  so  that 
they  might  consider  and  see  what  had  better  be  done.  We  wanted  to  have  everything  in 
shape,  so  that  when  the  Legislative  Committee  met  they  would  have  all  the  information 
before  them. 

Dr.  Shaw — What  became  of  it  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — A  copy  of  it  is  in  the  Committee's  report. 

Dr.  Roome — The  reason  I  asked  the  question  I  did,  was  that  I  had  read  the  proceedings 
through  and  I  could  not  find  anything.  The  resolution  moved  by  Dr.  Bray  was  one  that  I 
could  not  say  I  approved  of  very  much.  If  I  had  been  a  member  of  the  Local  Legislature, 
I  would  not  have  wanted  any  petition  like  that  presented  to  me.  I  think  that  a  man  who 
is  elected  to  that  position  goes  untrammeled  by  any  party.  Still,  at  the  same  time,  I  am 
not  going  to  take  any  exception  to  it  now,  as  I  was  not  here  at  the  time  the  resolution  was 
passed.  In  reference  to  the  resolution  moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  I  think  that  does  not  very 
clearly  authorize  this  Committee  to  take  the  action  they  did.  I  am  not  disapproving  of  it, 
no  harm  is  being  done  and  perhaps  sometimes  we  are  a  little  thick-headed.  I  am  not 
trying  to  raise  any  ill-feeling,  I  simply  wanted  a  little  information  for  myself,  so  that  if  I 
was  asked  the  question,  I  could  answer  it. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  think  the  Council  only  authorized  the  Committee  to  take  up  two  questions*

the  question  of  the  tariff  and  the  question  of  the  petition  to  the  Profession.  There  were  two 
other  clauses  added  to  that,  and  I  do  not  remember  that  the  Council  gave  instructions  to 
that  effect,  and  I  for  one  was  somewhat  surprised  when  I  received  the  petition  asking  the 
medical  profession  to  authorize  and  endorse  the  change  in  the  curriculum,  giving  the 
Council  complete  power  as  indicated  in  that  petition.  The  fourth  clause  was  in  regard  to 
prosecutions,  or  something  of  that  kind.  I  would  like  to  know  why  the  Committee  added 
these  two  clauses  in  addition  to  the  instructions  given  by  the  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — If  you  remember,  the  year  before  last  the  Discipline  Committee  was 
instructed  to  get  certain  information,  and  in  giving  that  information,  one  member,  Dr. 
Moore,  made  use  of  the  following  words,  which  are  shown  at  page  58  of  the 
Announcement  of  1896-97,  which  were  taken  universally  by  the  members  as  an  authority  : 
"We  know  that  if  a  man  sells  liquor  without  a  license,  he  may  be  fined  $50.00  for  the  first 
offence,  with  the  addition  of  a  month  or  two  months  in  jail  ;  on  the  next  conviction  there  is 
no  option  of  a  fine,  he  has  to  go  to  jail  for  three  months,  and  if  he  is  found  guilty  a  third 
time,  he  has  to  go  to  jail  for  four  months  without  the  option  of  a  fine ;  so  that  you  see  in 
this  case  the  punishment  is  progressive.  But  the  punishment  is  not  progressive  under  our 
Act,  and  really  a  designing  man  with  a  little  capital  could  put  this  Council  to  a  very  great 
deal  of  expense.  If  we  can  only  obtain  from  the  Legislature  the  same  law  as  that  which 
applies  to  liquor  sellers,  we  then  would  be  enabled  to  put  the  unlicensed  practitioners  and 
quacks  to  flight  to  a  moral  certainty.  We  spoke  to  Mr.  Cartwright,  the  Deputy  Attorney- 
General,  on  this  subject,  and  Mr.  Cartwright  thought  as  we  had  a  precedent  in  the  license 
law,  we  might  safely  go  to  the  Legislature  and  probably  get  an  amendment  to  our  Act." 
I  might  say  that  this  was  talked  over  by  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  it  was  felt  at  the 
time  without  any  specific,  pointed,  positive  resolution  that  if  we  were  going  to  have  a 
change  in  the  Medical  Act — 

Dr.  Armour — Without  any  resolution  at  all.     There  was  no  resolution  endorsing — 

Dr.  Rogers  rose  as  if  to  speak. 

Dr.  Sangster— I  object,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  gentleman  who  is  on  his  defence  must  not 
be  interfered  with.  Dr.  Rogers  has  taken  the  casual  remarks  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  as  authority  for  approaching  the  Legislature  for  a  new  enactment. 

Dr.  Rogers — No ;  but  Dr.  Sangster  is  censured  in  this  report,  and  I  am  very  glad  to 
have  my  intentions,  my  thoughts  and  words  so  well  understood  and  so  well  interpreted  by 
Dr.  Sangster. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  sometimes  necessary,  too. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  hope  it  never  will  be  necessary  to  interpret  your  acts.  Your  record  is  so 
bright  and  clear  and  clean  that  it  has  never  been  necessary,  in  the  world.  That  was  a  specific 
statement  by  the  Discipline  Committee  after  having  received  instructions  from  this  Council 
to  ascertain  certain  ways  of  improving  the  Medical  Act,  and  that  was  one  of  the  answers 
given.  In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  we  were  getting  up  a  petition,  it  was  thought  advis- 
able by  the  Council  and  by  all  parties  concerned,  and  I  may  say  we  consulted  almost  all  the 
medical  men  we  come  in  contact  with  in  Toronto  who  were  members  of  this  body,  and  we  all 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  wise  to  add  this  to  it.  Although  it  was  not,  as  I 
said  before,  a  pointed  resolution,  it  was  accepted  by  the  Council  in  the  same  way  as  a  resolu- 
tion.    That  is  the  reason  I  am  asked  by  Dr.  Shaw — 

Dr.  Shaw — How  about  Clause  2  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — Clause  2  of  what  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — Clause  2  of  the  petition.  I  mention  this  because  I  was  spoken  to  by  one  of 
my  constituents.  There  was  considerable  surprise  amongst  the  members  of  my  constituency 
that  we  were  approaching  the  Legislature  again,  particularly  when  the  last  efforts  in  that 
direction  had  met  with  so  small  success  with  the  members  of  the  Government.  I  understood 
there  were  just  two  recommendations  by  the  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — What  would  that  formal  petition  be  ?  What  was  the  petition  for  ?  Dr. 
Bray  moved  a  resolution  to  have  a  petition,  and  what  was  it  for  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — Dr.  Bray  can  tell  you  that.  I  do  not  attempt  to  explain  Dr.  Bray's  resolu- 
tion. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  reason  of  Dr.  Bray's  resolution  is  well  understood  in  this  Council. 
Every  member  of  the  Council  ought  to  know  we  were  taken  by  the  throat,  figuratively  speak- 
ing, by  the  Minister  of  Education — 

Dr.  Shaw — That  is  just  the  admission  I  wanted. 

Dr.  Rogers — This  resolution  was  put  there  sons  to  get  the  Legislature  and  the  Minister 
of  Education  to  allow  us  to  have  control  of  the  matriculation  again.     Thai  was  the  full  reason 

for  the  motion  to  have  a  pel  it  ion.      That  was  not  incut  Loned  I  here  because  it   would  l>c  inij 

sible  t<»  mention  every  detail  in  a.  resolution. 

Dr.  Campbell  The  points  thai  we  authorized  in  the  preparation  of  thai  petition  were 
all  matters  that,  to  the  besl  of  our  knowledge  and  belief,  were  either  ordered  by  the  Council 
directly,  or  approved  of  by  the  Council,  if  not  by  a  direct  vote,  then  by  consent.     We  thought 
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it  advisable  that  all  these  points  should  be  included  in  the  one  petition.  If  that  was  an  error 
of  judgment,  it  was  certainly  done  with  the  best  intention  to  present  the  views  of  the  Council. 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say  it  was  an  error.  I  did  not  suppose  that  that  form  of  criticism  would 
have  been  brought  up  or  I  would  have  taken  the  trouble  to  have  looked  up  the  debates  in  the 
Council  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  ;  I  think  every  one  of  those  four  points  in  the  petition 
will  be  found  clearly  expressed  by  the  members  of  the  Council  as  things  necessary  to  have 
and,  therefore,  although  the  particular  resolution  which  Dr.  Bray  introduced  did  not  say  we 
must  specify  in  that  petition  every  one  of  those  separate  things,  we  assumed — I  think  we 
were  not  assuming  too  much — that  we  were  to  express  the  views  of  the  Council  on  all  those 
disputed  points  ;  they  were  all  matters  on  which  the  Council  had  clearly  expressed  its 
opinion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  contend  on  the  contrary  that  the  only  authority  to  be  found  within  the 
covers  of  the  two  last  Announcements — I  can  go  no  further  back  than  that,  the  life  of  this 
Council  extends  no  further  back  than  that — are,  the  authorization  of  the  petition  touching  the 
manner  in  which  medical  legislation  might  be  introduced  into  the  House,  which  we  were 
assured  by  those  who  had  charge  of  it  when  it  was  challenged  was  merely  intended  to  be  kept 
in  reserve  for  future  use,  if  necessary  ;  secondly,  a  resolution  approving  of  the  adoption  of  a 
provincial  tariff,  without  one  line  of  instruction  to  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Legislative 
Committee,  or  to  both  combined,  or  to  any  other  body  of  men,  to  take  the  first  step  towards 
securing  legislation  thereon;  and  thirdly,  the  casual  remarks  made  by  Dr.  Moore,  which  have 
been  read  to  you.  I  defy  the  last  speaker,  after  spending  two  weeks  in  going  over  the  entire 
proceedings  of  this  Council,  to  find  one  tittle  of  authority  beyond  that.  I  repeat  it  would  be 
a  most  dangerous  precedent  to  establish  to  allow  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Legislative 
Committee,  because  I  think  the  Legislative  Committee  have  no  more  power  than  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  to  usurp  and  act  upon  one  of  the  most  cherished  functions  of  this  Council  as  a 
whole  ;  if  the  Medical  Act  is  to  be  taken  and  tinkered  with  by  sub-committees  of  the  Council 
without  the  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Council  as  a  whole,  I  ask  what  is  your  Medical  Act 
likely  to  become  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — Is  it  disputed  that  those  points  in  the  petition  are  the  opinions  of  the 
majority  of  this  Council  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — There  are  no  opinions  from  the  majority  of  the  Council. 
Dr.  Campbell — Opinions  are  often  expressed  in  debate  without  being  formulated  in  a 
resolution.     Those  opinions  have  been  repeatedly  expressed,  and  I  for  one  had  no  idea  there 
was  any  serious  objection  to  any  one  of  them. 

Dr.  Henry — So  far  as  that  is  concerned,  for  years  past  I  have  wished  that  we  might  get 
legislation  in  connection  with  that  question.  I  certainly  thought  and  expected  when  that 
resolution  was  moved  here  last  session,  that  if  the  Committee  approached  the  Legislature  for 
any  legislation  they  would  take  that  matter  up  and  try  to  bring  it  to  a  successful  issue.  I 
was  not  surprised  at  it  ;  I  supposed  they  would  take  up  the  question  of  the  tariff  if  they 
approached  the  Legislature  on  other  matters. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— There  is  not  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  the  only  authority  given  to  the 
Executive  Committee  by  the  Council  last  year  was  to  circulate  the  petition,  the  idea  of  which 
was  moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  and  seconded  and  carried  in  the  Council ;  beyond  that  there  was  no 
authority  whatever  delegated  to  the  Executive  Committee  ;  on  the  contrary,  when  the  motion 
by  Dr.  Henry  was  discussed  in  Council,  it  was  mentioned  by  different  persons  that  it  was 
unadvisable  under  the  present  temper  of  the  House  to  go  near  it  for  legislation  of  any  kind  or 
description.  As  said,  I  think  either  by  Dr.  Campbell  or  Dr.  Williams,  the  temper  of  the 
House  is  such  now  that  you  may  go  there  for  something  and  you  will  go  away  with  something 
very  different  from  what  you  expected  to  get.  There  was  a  faction  in  that  House  that  was 
wielding  an  influence  to  some  little  extent  ;  although  small  in  numbers,  they  held  a  sort  of 
balance  of  power,  and  we  knew  they  were  hostile  to  us  ;  and  the  general  opinion  of  this 
Council  was,  I  think  I  can  safely  say,  that  it  was  not  wise  to  approach  the  Legislature  for 
any  legislation.  I  know  this  personally,  I  was  their  friend  for  many  years  when  I  was  in  the 
Legislature,  and  having  a  knowledge  of  their  thoughts,  I  thought  it  would  be  better  for  the 
Medical  Council  not  to  go  near  the  House  at  the  present  time,  otherwise  they  would  get  into 
a  difficulty  they  knew  not  of.  I  agree  with  the  motion  of  Dr.  Henry,  although  I  voted 
against  it  at  the  time.  I  do  agree  that  when  the  proper  time  comes  we  may  approach  the 
Legislature  for  legislation  along  that  line,  but  at  the  present  time  I  think  nothing  could  be 
more  injudicious  than  to  go  there.  In  regard  to  all  the  other  items  in  that  petition,  there 
was  no  authorization  for  putting  them  in.  I  have  already  expressed  my  views  in  regard  to 
the  part  that  was  authorized,  and  it  is  not  necessary  I  should  characterize  it  again.  But  I 
do  regret  that  a  learned  body,  such  as  this  Council,  should  go  to  the  Legislature  with  a 
bungled-up  petition  that  was  neither  regular  nor  anything  else,  and  that  it  has  become,  as  I 
know — 

Dr.  Rogers — Excuse  me,  I  want  to  ask  the  gentleman  speaking  if  we  went  to  the 
Legislature  ? 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — The  petition  was  got  up  to  go. 

Dr.  Rogers — We  did  not  go  yet. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Try  to  compose  yourself,  listen  to  what  I  have  to  say,  and  do  not 
jump  before  necessity  arises.  That  petition  was  got  up  to  go  to  the  Legislature  and  to  go 
to  the  Government.  Here  was  a  petition  addressed  to  the  Premier  of  Ontario  and  the 
Government  and  addressed  also  to  the  Legislature.  Such  a  petition  was  never  heard  of 
before.  If  you  desired  to  address  both  parties  you  should  have  had  two  petitions.  I  say 
that  these  gentlemen  rushing  before  the  Legislature  without  knowing  what  they  were  doing 
were  doing  a  very  unadvisable  thing  ;  and  I  go  still  further  and  say  that  the  members''  of 
that  Legislature  and  Government,  who  have  seen  the  heading  of  that  petition,  laughed  at 
the  irregular  manner  in  which  that  petition  was  got  up.  I  think  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
that  petition  was  got  up  at  all ;  it  has  cost  this  Council  I  presume  $200,  I  do  not  think  it 
can  be  less  ;  perhaps  it  is  not  that  much,  and  it  is  not  worth  that  much,  and  I  do  hope 
that  the  Council  will  dig  a  grave  fathoms  deep  and  bury  it  never  to  be  seen  again.  I  was 
not  in  the  chamber  when  something  like  a  censure  was  read  out. 

Dr.  Shaw— That  is  not  before  us  now. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  regret  that  this  Committee  went  beyond  its  powers.  I  am  not 
going  to  accuse  them  of  any  ill-disposition  or  any  evil  design  or  anything  of  that  kind,  but  I 
think  it  was  unwise.  Had  that  bill  gone  before  the  Legislature  no  man  in  this  Council  can 
possibly  tell  the  damage  it  would  have  done  us,  because  the  temper  of  that  House  was  such 
that  we  would  have  come  away  with  a  maimed  bill.  When  I  raised  the  question  I  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  authority  for  going,  but  Dr.  Campbell  explained  it,  and  I  take  no 
objection,  but  in  future  I  do  not  think  any  committee  should  attempt,  in  any  legislation  of 
any  kind,  to  go  without  the  direct  vote  of  this  Council.  I  feel,  as  a  member  of  this  Council, 
I  would  be  held  responsible  in  the  country  if  any  mishap  should  occur.  I  do  not  think  the 
Committee  went  with  any  intention  of  doing  the  Council  any  harm,  and  at  the  same  time 
this  was  a  simple  thing  but  a  serious  thing  might  have  happened. 

Dr.  Rogeiis — It  was  a  very  big  vote.  I  look  upon  a  vote  of  1,821  medical  men  as 
being  a  large  vote. 

Dr.  Roome — They  did  not  vote  to  go  to  the  Legislature. 

Dr.  Rogers — Yes  they  did,  the  petition  was  to  that  effect. 

On  motion,  Clause  3  of  the  report  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  4  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  5  of  the  report,  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Dr.  Reddick: — I  move  in  amendment  that  that  clause  be  stricken  out  of  the  report.  I 
do  this  because  possibly  it  will  bring  in  a  repetition  of  what  we  had  this  afternoon  ;  it  is  the 
very  same  thing  coming  from  another  committee,  in  fact  from  a  committee  that  we  might 
reasonably  infer  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  It  is  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  it  is  dealing  with  something  that  took  place  in  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Dr.  Rogers — No. 

Dr.  Reddick — This  particular  clause  refers  to  something  that  took  place  when  the 
Legislative  Committee  went  before  the  Government. 

Dr.  Rogers — And  the  Executive  Committee  together. 

Dr.  Reddick — This  report  is  calculated  to  create  just  what  the  majority  of  the  members 
are  endeavoring  to  get  rid  of.  Here,  again,  it  comes  up  stronger  than  ever  from  another 
committee,  and  I  think  it  is  an  uncalled-for  addition  to  the  report,  and  something  that  I 
believe  the  members  of  the  Council,  in  the  interests  of  what  is  right,  should  set  their  foot  on. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Is  it  possible  that  a  member  of  a  committee  cannot  express  his 
views  upon  that  committee  without  another  committee  taking  hold  of  him  by  the  ears  and 
lugging  him  before  the  Council  and  lecturing  him  for  what  he  did  on  another  committee  ? 
Have  we  come  to  a  time  in  this  Council  when  liberty  of  opinion  and  speech  can  have  no 
avail  ?  The  Executive  Committee  was  not  present  in  the  Legislature.  The  President,  who 
was  a  member  of  that  committee,  was  present,  and  there  may  have  been  two  members  of  that 
committee  present,  but  the  committee  that  went  before  the  Legislature  was  the  Legislative 
Committee  and  no  other  committee,  and  I  say  that  no  committee  has  a  right  to  take  into 
its  hands  to  give  a  report  of  what  transpired  in  connection  with  another  committee.  We 
have  a  committee  which  arrogantly  takes  to  itself  the  power  to  declare  its  opinion  of  what 
transpired  in  the  Legislature,  and  that  committee  was  not  there  to  know  whal  transpired. 
Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  a  most  extraordinary  report,  and  I  do  hope  that  this  Council 
will  at  once  frown  down  everything  of  this  kind.  I  know  what  that  is  brought  into  that 
report  for.  It  is  evident  upon  the  face  of  it  they  w.-mt  to  gel  a  hit  at  a  certain  gentleman  ; 
I  say,  if  that  is  so,  and  it  looks  very  much  like  it,  (hat  it  La  unmanly.  I  <h>  hope  that  this 
Council  will  at  once  assert  its  dignity  and  declare  to  the  committee  thai  they  will  not  allow 
one  committee  to  transgress  and  go  over  tin-  fence  into  the  region  of  another  committee  and 
report  a  censure  to  the  members  of  that  committee. 

Dr.  Armour — I  just  desire  to  say  that  I  think  this  is  a  most   unusual  proceeding.     I

have  had  considerable  experience  in  reports  of  committees,  but  I  never  heard  before  of  a 
committee  censuring  a  member  of  that  committee  in  a  report  brought  in  in  this  way  or  in 
any  other  way.  I  never  heard  a  precedent  of  that  kind.  I  think  there  are  none  existing 
amongst  any  civilized  organizations,  and  I  am  very  sorry  that  any  committee  of  this  Council 
would  stoop  to  such  work.  Of  course,  the  majority  of  committees  can  do  what  they  like, 
they  can  present  what  report  they  choose,  but  I  think  it  could  not  be  shown  that  a  majority 
of  any  other  committee  in  this  Province  has  ever  made  a  report  on  the  lines  that  this  report 
is  based  on  with  regard  to  this  clause.  While  it  would  be  deplorable  that  such  a  recom- 
mendation of  censure  of  one  member  of  a  committee  should  come  from  any  committee  it  is 
still  more  deplorable  it  should  come  from  the  chief  committee  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  suppose  in  this  hot  weather  it  would  be  pardonable  to  restrain  from 
violent  exertion,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  at  all  necessary  that  any  member  of  this  Council 
should  get  excited  unduly.  I  assume  when  a  committee  is  reporting  it  not  only  reports  the 
facts  that  it  knows,  and  its  recommendations  to  us  in  that  report,  but  it  may  express  its- 
opinions.  The  Executive  Committee  were  appointed  to  look  after  the  affairs  of  the 
Council  in  the  interim,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  see  that  this 
petition  was  regularly  presented  to  the  Government.  The  Committee  did  so.  I  admit,  sir, 
that  I  was  not  there.  I  had  been  in  the  city  at  the  meeting  of  the  committee  the  day 
before,  but  the  Committee  waited  for  the  Legislative  Committee,  and  when  this  petition  was 
presented  I  was  not  able  to  be  present  and  did  not  have  any  personal  knowledge  of  the 
dispute  that  may  have  arisen  on  that  day.  When  I  was  informed  by  the  majority  of  the 
committee  who  were  there  that  when  the  petition  ordered  by  this  Council,  as  I  supposed, 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  College  in  good  faith,  as  I  presumed,  was  being  presented  to 
the  Government  in  accordance  with  what  I  understood  to  be  the  instructions  of  the  Council,, 
a  representative  of  the  Council  opposed  the  action  of  the  Council  there  I  did  feel  regret, 
and  I  had  no  hesitation  in  signing  the  report  expressing  regret  that  any  member  of  the 
Council  had  undertaken  to  oppose  the  action  of  the  Council,  decided  on  by  the  Council. 
Now,  no  one  questions  the  right  of  every  member  of  this  body  or  any  other  body  to  dispute 
the  will  of  the  body  in  the  body  ;  no  one  questions  the  right  of  any  member  of  a  committee 
to  express  his  opinions  in  that  committee,  and  to  oppose  with  all  his  force  the  opinions  of 
the  majority  of  the  committee,  if  he  wishes  to  ;  but  when  a  committee  is  carrying  out  a 
delegated  work  then  I  say  that  committee  is  bound  to  do  the  work  it  is  ordered  to  do,  and 
any  member  who  cannot  conscientiously  do  it  should  retire  from  it.  (Hear,  hear.)  The 
Committee  were  simply  presenting  to  the  Government  the  petition  which  they  understood 
was  drawn  up  by  the  authority  of  the  Council.  No  member  of  that  Committee,  I  maintain, 
had  any  right  to  oppose  it  there.  He  might  have  objected  to  it  in  the  Council,  but  even  if 
he  did  not  favor  or  approve  of  everything  that  was  in  it  he  was  acting,  when  before  the 
Legislature,  in  a  delegated  capacity  and  not  as  an  individual,  and  he  was  carrying  out,  or 
ought  to  have  been  carrying  out  the  will  of  the  body  that  was  sending  him  there.  For  that 
reason  I  felt  regret  that  there  should  have  been  any  dispute  before  the  Government  when 
the  matter  was  presented  there.  I  did  not  have  any  feeling  of  regret  that  there  should 
have  been  disputes  in  the  Legislative  Committee  because  the  members  had  a  perfect  right 
to  dispute  it  there  if  they  chose  to  do  so,  but  it  did  seem  to  me  there  should  not  have  been 
any  dispute  before  the  Legislature.  It  has  been  stated  to-day  that  the  dispute  was  a  breach 
of  faith,  and  each  party  blames  the  other.  Now,  I  am  willing  to  assume  that  there  was 
reasonable  ground  therefore  for  the  difference  of  opinion,  and  that  there  might  have  been  a 
discussion  of  this  matter  before  the  Government  through  a  misunderstanding ;  I  am 
willing  to  assume  the  most  favorable  view  and  to  assume  that  that  was  the  case, 
and  I  therefore  bring  no  charge  against  any  member  of  this  body  of  having  broken 
faith  or  anything  else.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  matter,  but  I  did  feel 
regret  when  a  committee  of  this  Council  was  going  to  the  Government  that  any  person 
there  should  have  created  a  disturbance  and  made  the  Council  and  profession  appear 
before  the  Government  as  a  disunited  body.  For  that  reason  I  had  no  hesitation 
in  signing  my  name  expressing  my  regret.  I  do  not  think  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  expressing  the  regret  that  they  feel,  are  exceeding  their  powers.  If  we  feel 
regret  surely  we  may  express  our  regret.  It  would  be  a  very  unheard-of  thing  that  a  com- 
mittee could  not  express  their  feelings  on  a  matter.  If  they  are  sent  to  carry  out  a  work 
and  something  has  deterred  them  surely  they  may  express  their  regret  that  such  a 
thing  has  happened.  The  Executive  Committee,  in  connection  with  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee in  presenting  the  petition  to  the  Government,  felt  that  there  was  opposition  there 
and  they  have  expressed  their  regret.  It  seemed  to  me  they  have  not  done  anything  that 
was  not  right.  We  only  express  our  regret  that  a  certain  occurrence  took  place,  and  I 
think  everybody  nearly  will  feel  that  it  is  reasonable,  no  matter  who  the  author  of  the  dis- 
turbance may  have  been. .    It  is  a  cause  of  regret  that  anything  of  that  kind  took  place. 

Dr.    McLaughlin — I  think,  on  a  moment's  reflection,  Dr.  Campbell  will  see  the  com- 
plete fallacy  of  his  argument.     His  argument  is  that  the  place  to  fight  out  differences  of 
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opinion  is  in  the  committee.  Why,  sir,  we  violate  that  every  hour  in  this  chamber.  You 
go  to  your  Committee  of  Finance  or  any  other  committee,  they  fight  out  their  differences 
in  the  committee,  and  the  men  who  are  in  the  minority  come  right  here  to  this  Council  and 
express  their  views.  You  go  to  the  Legislature  ;  they  have  their  differences  there,  they 
fight  and  fight  by  the  hour  over  railway  bills  and  everything  else  ;  they  come  to  a  decision, 
and  the  report  of  the  majority  is  presented  to  the  Legislature,  then  the  men  who  are 
opposed  to  any  of  these  bills  exercise  their  undoubted  prerogative  of  expressing  their  views. 
I  say  the  right  of  the  minority  is  always  in  existence.  Dr.  Campbell  is  arguing  directly 
contrary  to  his  own  proceedings  in  this  chamber  from  time  immemorial,  unless  he  has 
always  been  with  the  majority.  I  say  it  is  fallacious  to  say  that  unless  a  man  differs  from 
the  report  of  the  committee  in  the  committee  he  is  ever  after  condemned  to  silence. 

Dr.  Campbell — Does  Dr.  McLaughlin  really  misunderstand  me,  or  was  I  so  utterly 
unable  to  express  myself  ?  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  must  be  the  case.  I  never  for  a 
moment  said  that  when  you  disagreed  with  a  report  in  the  committee  that  when  you  come 
back  to  report  to  the  body,  if  you  are  in  the  minority,  that  you  cannot  there  express  your 
opinion.  I  stated  the  general  principle  that  when  a  committee  is  going  from  a  body  in  a 
delegated  capacity  to  carry  out  a  certain  work  for  that  body,  outside  of  that  body,  then 
loyalty  to  the  body  that  has  formed  that  committee  and  given  them  a  work  to  do  is  required 
of  every  member.     While  I  do  not  suppose  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  a  very  high  opinion  of  me — 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have,  sir. 

Dr.  Campbell — He  certainly  has  a  very  low  opinion  of  me  to  think  I  would  give 
expression  to  such  an  opinion  as  that  which  he  has  just  now  stated. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  a  very  high  opinion  of  Dr.  Campbell  ;  he  is  one  of  the  ablest 
men  in  the  Council.  When  he  made  his  statement  before  he  made  the  general  statement  as 
I  understood  it  and  stated  it.  However,  I  will  take  him  on  his  own  ground.  I  say  if  a 
Legislative  Committee  is  appointed  by  this  body  to  present  a  certain  matter  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  if  a  majority  of  that  body  say  we  agree  we  will  present  it  this  way,  that  does 
not  rob  the  minority  of  its  responsibility  to  the  Council  and  to  its  constituents  of  presenting 
its  views  before  that  body.  I  say  that  is  true  in  regard  to  all  legislation  and  all  petitions. 
I  can  give  you  a  recent  illustration  :  There  was  a  large  army  of  temperance  people  who 
went  to  the  Government  and  asked  for  certain  legislation  ;  they  went  on  certain  general 
principles,  so  that  the  principles  were  presented,  but  there  were  others  who  went  there, 
differing  from  the  views  of  the  majority,  who  expressed  their  views.  I  challenge  Dr. 
Campbell  to  find  a  single  law,  a  single  precedent,  where  men  differing  from  the  majority 
have  retired  and  would  not  come  forward  and  present  their  views  ;  I  say  it  would  be 
cowardly  for  them  to  do  so.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  minority  on  important  matters,  such  as  is 
involved  in  this  case,  to  express  their  views.  Dr.  Campbell  loses  sight  of  one  point  which 
has  been  clearly  proven  on  the  floor  of  this  chamber  here  to-day,  namely,  that  there  was,  to 
say  the  very  least  of  it,  a  very  grave  misunderstanding  between  the  gentleman  who  reported 
on  that  committee  and  Dr.  Sangster.  There  were  gentlemen  who  corroborated  the  position 
of  Dr.  Sangster  ;  there  were  others  that  seemed  to  give  it  a  different  coloring,  so  that,  as 
far  as  Dr.  Sangster  was  concerned,  there  was  no  breach  of  faith  ;  we  have  no  evidence  that 
there  was.  There  is  evidence  there  was  a  breach  of  faith  upon  the  part  of  the  gentleman 
who  presented  that  petition.  Some  of  us  think  so.  I  do  not  say  that  is  the  opinion  of  the 
whole  Council,  but  there  evidently  was  a  grave  suspicion  that  there  was  a  breach  of  faith  on 
his  part,  and  Dr.  Sangster  was  then  set  free,  set  at  liberty,  and  he  simply  carried  out  before 
the  Government  exactly  what  he  told  the  committee  he  would  carry  out  if  the  details  were 
gone  into,  and  for  this  manly  act  a  committee  that  was  not  seized  of  the  case  at  all  ventures 
to  step  in  and  censure  him. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  move  the  adoption  of  the  clause. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  motion  was  that  that  clause  be  struck  out. 

The  Chairman — Do  you  withdraw  your  motion,  Dr.  Reddick  ? 

Dr.  Reddick — No.     I  do  not  think  that  clause  has  any  business  in  this  report. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  no  hesitation,  gentlemen,  in  saying  I  never  felt  more  pain  m 
giving  an  expression  on  any  matter  in  my  life  than  I  did  on  this  1  will  leave  the  matter 
in  the  hands  of  the  Council. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Reddick's  motion  that  Clause  5  be  struck  out,  which,  on  a  vote 
having  been  taken,   was  declared  lost. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  that  Clause  5  !><■  adopted,  which  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  6  <>f  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  7  of  the  report. 

The  Chairman— ]  think  inasmuch  as  we  are  uo1  going  to  gel  Legislation  now  thai  that 
line  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Kill,  especially  as  it  is  one  the  Council  has  not  Been, 
had  better  be  stricken  oui . 

Dr.   ROGERS-    But  in  case  yon  did — 
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Dr.  Campbell — If  we  were  going  to  ask  for  legislation  at  any  time  it  would  have  to  be 
considered  afresh. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  thought  it  was  wise  to  have  it  adopted,  because  I  thought  we  might 
perhaps  be  called  upon  to  act  hurriedly.  I  move  the  adoption  of  Clause  7  of  the  report 
with  the  erasure  of  the  words  ' '  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Council  of  this 
bill." 

Dr.  Graham  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  8  of  the  report,  and  moved  its  adoption.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  9  of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption,     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  read  Clause  10  of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Reddick  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  that  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  be  not  adopted  but  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  strike  out 
Clause  5. 

The  President  put  the  amendment  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
lost. 

Dr.   Armour — I  ask  that  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken. 

Dr.  Sangster —  I  ask  the  permission  of  the  Council  not  to  vote. 

The  President — Will  the  Council  grant  Dr.  Sangster  his  request  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  not  a  matter  for  the  Council  to  decide  at  all,  the  rule  is  that 
where  it  is  a  personal  question  involving  a  member  he  shall  be  excused. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Hanly,  Henry,  McLaughlin,  Reddick  and  Shaw. — 7. 

Nays — Drs.  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Griffin,   Henderson,    Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Rogers,  Roome    and  Thorburn.  — 17. 

The  President  put  the  main  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried  and  the  report  adopted  as  amended  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario. 

Gentlemen, — 1.  The  Executive  Committee  met  on  the  10th  of  December,  1896,  by 
instruction  of  the  President,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  a  letter  which  you  will  find 
attached  to  this  report,  from  S.  Alfred  Jones,  asking  for  the  registration  of  one  Jacob  Ziel- 
inski.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  the  communication 
of  S.  Alfred  Jones  re  the  registration  of  Mr.  Zielinski  has  been  duly  submitted  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  as  his  application  for  registration  has  been  considered  on  former  occasions 
by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  the  Committee  suggest  that  Mr.  Jones  present  any 
evidence  of  claim  he  has  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Zielinski  to  the  Medical  Council  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  the  summer  of  1897,  when  the  application  can  be  fully  considered. 

2.  The  resolution  which  was  passed  by  the  Council  at  the  session  in  1896,  directing  that 
a  petition  be  sent  to  each  registered  medical  practitioner  for  signature  was  considered  and  a 
form  of  petition  was  drawn  up  and  adopted,  together  with  an  explanatory  circular.  A  copy 
of  the  petition  and  circular  are  enclosed  with  this  report. 

3.  These  were  sent  to  each  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
enclosed  with  stamped  envelopes  for  return  to  the  Registrar,  Dr.  Pyne.  As  a  result,  1,820 
members  responded  and  returned  their  copies  of  the  petition  signed.  Your  Committee  then 
placed  the  matter  of  securing  an  amendment  to  the  Medical  Act  before  the  medical  members 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  they  stated  that  inasmuch  as  there  was  an  element  in  the 
Assembly  antagonistic  to  the  medical  profession  it  would  be  better  not  to  seek  an  amendment 
to  the  Medical  Act  until  after  a  new  election  of  the  Local  Legislature,  when  it  is  hoped  the 
element  indicated  would  not  be  returned.  Your  Committee  deemed  it  wise  to  accept  the 
advice  of  the  medical  members,  and  decided  not  to  present  the  petition  at  present  to  the 
Legislature. 

4.  Your  Committee  decided,  however,  to  lay  the  petition  before  the  Premier  and  the 
members  of  the  Government,  and  your  Committee  with  the  Legislative  Committee  met  the 
Premier  and  Government  by  appointment.  Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  the  Minister 
of  Education  answered  on  behalf  of  the  Government  that  his  proposed  Act  of  1896  in  regard 
to  matriculation  was  only  intended  to  "clean  the  slate,"  and  he  would  not  interfere  with  the 
Council's  matriculation  again,  and  that  the  Council  might  now  adopt  whatever  standard  of 
matriculation  they  thought  best. 

5.  Your  Committee  deems  it  only  right  to  report  to  the  Council  that  we  deeply  regret 
that  one  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  who  was  present  as  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
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mittee,  should  have  felt  himself  called  upon  to  denounce  the  petition  before  the  premier  and 
Government,  notwithstanding  that  an  agreement  had  been  entered  into  beforehand  that  the 
Committee  and  Legislative  Committee  should  be  unanimous  in  their  presentation.  Your 
Committee  expresses  their  sincere  regret  that  the  denunciation  by  the  member  of  the  Council 
present  had  the  effect  of  showing  a  divided  Council  and  took  away  from  the  petition  to  some 
extent  the  good  which  it  would  undoubtedly  have  produced. 

6.  Your  Committee  nevertheless  feel  assured  that  the  petition  presented  during  last 
session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  prevented  any  attempt  to  tamper  with  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act,  and  further,  it  secured  for  the  Council  complete  control  once  more  of  the  standard  of 
matriculation.  Your  Committee,  however,  urge  upon  the  Council  the  importance,  should  it 
be  deemed  best  to  raise  the  standard  of  matriculation  again,  to  do  so  not  on  the  grounds  of 
checking  the  overcrowding  of  the  profession  inasmuch  as  the  Premier  plainly  made  it  clear  to 
us  that  such  a  public  impression  had  been  the  main  factor  in  compelling  the  Government  to 
interfere  with  us  in  1896. 

7.  Your  Committee  enclose  with  this  report  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Bill  to  amend  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act,  which  was  prepared  by  our  solicitor,  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  and  which 
is  drawn  out  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  petition. 

8.  March  2nd,  1897.  Committee  met.  Members  present.  Drs.  Rogers,  Campbell  and 
Thorburn.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  this  Committee, 
having  read  the  proposition  made  by  the  Canada  Life  Insurance  Company  to  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier, 
Q.C.,  wherein  said  Company  offers  to  continue  the  loan  on  the  building  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  at  the  rate  of  three  and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum  for 
three  years,  and  also  that  insurance  on  said  building  may  be  reduced  to  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($25,000),  it  is  therefore  resolved  that  said  offer  be  approved,  and  it  is  directed 
further  that  in  case  the  Property  Committee  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  accept  the  said 
offer  from  the  said  Company,  the  President  and  Registrar  are  hereby  empowered  to  sign 
said  renewal  of  mortgage.     Carried. 

9.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  the  communication 
of  Dr.  Carruthers,  of  Little  Current,  Ontario,  be  replied  to  by  the  Registrar,  to  the  effect 
that  the  Council  has  no  power  to  interfere  in  a  matter  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  his  letter. 

10.  The  Registrar  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross,  which  he  was  instructed  to 
acknowledge  and  reply  to  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  agreed  upon  in  1896.  The  com- 
munication of  Joseph  Boyle,  B.A.,  M.A.,  was  then  considered,  and  the  Registrar  was 
instructed  to  reply  as  follows  :  That  upon  his  presenting  a  certificate  of  one  year's  clinical 
work  subsequent  to  his  three  years'  medical  course  and  receipt  of  M.  D.'  degree  from  Queen's 
University,  he  be  allowed  to  take  his  Primary,  Intermediate  and  Final  Examinations  in  May, 
1897.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  the  petition  of 
F.  E.  I.  Johnston,  a  British  Licentiate,  having  been  considered  by  the  Committee,  the  Regis- 
trar be  instructed  to  say  that  the  request  cannot  be  granted,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  further 
instructed  to  inform  Mr.  Johnston  that  he  can  send  a  petition  to  the  Council  in  1897  should 
he  so  desire.

Dear  Doctor,— By  direction  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  as  shown  by  the  two 
resolutions  printed  on  the  back  of  this  circular,  the  enclosed  Petition  bo  the  Legislature  of 

Ontario  is  sent  to  you  for  signature.      W  I    i  •■  pectfully  ask  you  bo  carefully  read  the  Petition, 
and,  in  the  interests  of   the    Medical    Profession.:  and   post    the   same   with   as   little 
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delay  as  possible.  The  Petition  has  been  sent  to  each  member  of  our  Profession  residing 
in  Ontario,  enclosed  in  a  stamped  envelope  for  return  ;  and  when  we  receive  the  copies  back 
they  will  be  classified  in  Counties,  and  joined  together  as  one  Petition  to  our  Legislative 
Assembly.  In  this  way  the  united  strength  of  the  Medical  Profession  will  be  demonstrated, 
the  object  being  to  endeavor  to  check  the  increasing  tendency  to  radically  alter  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act.  Every  member  of  our  Profession  is  vitally  interested  in  having  our  Medical 
Act  maintained  in  an  unbroken  continuity,  with  the  exception  of  such  changes  as  receive 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  registered  practitioners  of  the  Province,  or  the  Medical 
Council,  and  which  are  recognized  as  just  and  equitable  towards  all  classes.  And  yet  the 
events  of  the  last  two  or  three  years  have  shown  that  there  is  a  very  serious  and  alarming 
danger  of  the  Medical  Act  being,  if  not  destroyed,  altered  and  changed  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  render  it  all  but  useless.  Let  us  remind  you  of  a  few  of  the  changes  and  proposed  changes 
of  the  past  two  years  : 

First. — In  1895  a  Bill  was  introduced  into  the  Legislature  by  Mr.  Haycock,  for  the 
purpose  of  changing  or  really  nullifying  the  Medical  Act.  You  will  find  a  copy  of  that  Bill 
on  page  77  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  as  published  in  the  Announce- 
ment for  1895-96.  Had  that  Bill  become  law,  the  condition  of  the  Medical  Profession  would 
have  been  put  back  to  where  it  was  thirty  years  ago.  The  practice  of  Obstetrics  would  have 
been  placed  largely  in  the  hands  of  uneducated  midwives,  quackery  would  have  become 
rampant  in  Ontario,  the  status  of  the  Medical  Profession  would  have  been  reduced,  and  the 
rights  of  the  physicians  which  they  gained  in  passing  the  Examination  of  the  Medical  Council 
would  have  been  taken  away.  The  proposed  Act  was  revolutionary  and  destructive.  True, 
it  was  defeated  in  the  House  by  a  large  majority,  but  the  mere  introduction  of  such  a  radical 
measure  should  warn  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  that 
if  they  wish  to  preserve  their  corporate  rights,  they  must  abandon  all  sectional  and  petty 
differences,  and  unite  in  upholding  the  honor  and  dignity  of  our  profession. 

Second. — During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1895,  the  Medical  Act  was  changed 
by  repealing  Section  Sixteen,  and  thereby  all  Tariffs  of  Fees  in  the  Province  were  cancelled. 

This  Section  Sixteen  gave  each  Division  Association  the  power  of  adopting  a  Tariff  of 
Fees,  which,  after  sanction  by  the  Medical  Council,  became  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges 
before  all  Courts  of  law.  If  a  Physician  had  to  sue  to  recover  his  fees  the  Judge  was  com- 
pelled to  accept  the  Tariff,  and  render  judgment  in  accordance  with  its  provisions.  The 
repealing  of  Section  Sixteen  of  the  Medical  Act  took  this  right  away.  To-day  we  have  no 
Tariff,  no  authorized  scale  of  charges  as  a  guide  for  a  Judge,  who  is  thus  empowered  to 
absolutely  decide  what  shall  be  a  reasonable  charge  in  any  given  case,  and  the  opinion  of 
the  Medical  Profession  as  to  what  does  constitute  a  reasonable  charge  is  thereby  ignored. 
It  was  unfair  and  unjust  to  cancel  Section  Sixteen  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  without  the 
slightest  regard  for  the  opinions  of  the  Profession,  or  their  representatives  in  the  Medical 
Council.  We  were  simply  ignored,  and  the  right  of  having  a  Tariff  of  Fees  was  taken  away 
without  even  the  ordinary  courtesy  having  been  extended  to  the  Profession,  through  the 
Medical  Council,  of  consideration  before  this  radical  change  was  made.  If  the  Legislature 
is  prepared  to  mutilate  the  Medical  Act  in  that  way,  one  may  well  ask,  what  change  will 
come  next  ?  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  no  further  change  will  be  made  by  the  Legislature 
if  the  Medical  Profession  unite  in  a  Petition,  such  as  is  enclosed  for  your  signature,  without 
at  least  giving  you,  through  the  Medical  Council,  an  opportunity  of  considering  any 
proposed  alteration.  As  you  will  notice,  we  propose  now  to  have  one  Tariff  of  Fees  for  the 
whole  Province  of  Ontario,  and  before  it  comes  into  force  it  must  be  accepted  by  three 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario,  which  in  itself  will  give  it  a  legal  status,  and 
render  it  more  acceptable  to  County  and  Division  Court  Judges.  The  intention  is  to  frame 
the  Tariff  more  in  detail,  so  that  the  Medical  Practitioner  will  receive  fees  for  whatever  his 
work  may  be,  and  he  will  be  guided  in  making  charges  :  but  in  case  he  is  forced  to  sue  in 
any  Court  of  law  the  Judge  will  be  compelled  to  give  judgment  according  to  the  Tariff.  In 
a  word,  such  a  Tariff  will  give  a  legal  status  to  the  physician's  fees,  and  it  will  have  a  moral 
influence  with  clients,  and  thus  largely  prevent  litigation  in  collecting  our  reasonable 
charges. 

Third. — While  the  session  of  1895  saw  the  Medical  Act  attacked  and  changed,  the 
session  of  1896  brought  several  Bills  proposing  to  alter  the  Act.  The  first  was  the  one 
proposed  by  Mr.  German,  and  you  will  find  a  copy  of  this  Bill  on  page  53  of  the  Announce- 
ment for  this  year.  This  Bill  proposed  to  compel  the  Medical  Council  to  register  any 
British  Licentiate  upon  passing  only  our  present  Final  or  Clinical  Examination.  The  result 
of  this  would  have  been  that  he  would  have  escaped  our  Matriculation,  Primary  and 
Intermediate  (or  old  Final)  Examinations.  This  Bill  was  withdrawn,  but  had  it  become  law 
it  would  have  been  almost  5  fatal  blow  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
and  vividly  portrays  to  the  members  of  the  College  how  lightly  certain  members  of  the 
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Legislature  consider  the  interests  of  our  profession  when  Bills  of  that  kind  can  be  seriously 
introduced. 

Fourth. — In  1896  Mr.  Haycock  again  struck  at  the  Medical  Act.  He  introduced  a 
Bill  restraining  the  Medical  Council  from  charging  any  student  more  than  Fifty  Dollars  for 
all  his  Examinations  and  Membership  Diploma.  How  we  were  to  carry  on  the  Examinations 
no  one  could  tell,  but  the  result  would  have  been,  if  the  Bill  had  become  law,  that  the 
College  would  have  been  closed  for  want  of  funds.  When  we  consider  that  the  Law  Society 
charges  law  students  nearly  double  the  fees  which  the  Medical  Council  charges  medical 
students  we  are  forced  to  conclude  that  there  must  be  some  reason  why  Mr.  Haycock 
attacks  the  Medical  Profession  and  leaves  the  Legal  Profession  severely  alone.  Is  it  because 
the  Legal  Profession  is  a  strongly  united  body  of  men,  alive  to  their  interests,  and  loyal  to 
their  calling  ?  Mr.  Haycock's  Bill  was  defeated,  largely  owing  to  the  splendid  speech  of  the 
Hon.  Gr.  W.  Ross,  who  championed  the  Medical  Profession  in  terms  both  enthusiastic  and 
brilliant,  but  nevertheless  every  member  of  our  profession  must  realize  that  this  itching 
desire  on  the  part  of  some  members  of  the  Legislature  to  tamper  with  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act  must  end,  sooner  or  later,  in  the  Act  being  mutilated  unless  we  arouse  to  the  danger  of 
the  situation  and  show  by  a  united  front  that  we  are  alive  to  our  interests  and  prepared  to 
maintain  them. 

Fifth. — During  the  session  of  1896  the  autonomy  of  the  Medical  Profession  received  the 
most  serious  blow  which  was  ever  given  since  our  Incorporation  in  1879.  If  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  not  permitted  to  govern  their  own  affairs  in  all  things  then  we 
must  conclude  that  the  Government  and  Legislature  assume  that,  as  a  Profession,  we  are 
composed  of  incapables,  totaly  unfit  to  govern  ourselves  and  unworthy  of  confidence.  The 
Bill  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross,  printed  on  page  53  of  the  Announcement,  1896-97,  and 
entitled  "An  Act  Respecting  Matriculation  in  Medicine,"  is  the  strongest  kind  of  evidence 
that  the  Legislature  considers  the  Medical  Profession  in  Ontario  is  an  apathetic  and 
disunited  body,  devoid  of  union  and  strength,  and  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  the  enclosed 
Petition,  and  for  each  Physician  taking  a  keener  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Corporate 
Rights  of  his  Profession.  The  Bill  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  simply  meant  that  the  right  of 
regulating  the  standard  of  pre-medical  education  should  be  taken  away  from  the  Medical 
Profession  ;  that  hereafter  we  should  be  compelled  to  accept  the  standard  of  matriculation 
which  he,  in  that  Bill,  had  arranged  for  us  ;  that,  in  other  words,  the  Legislature  knew 
better  than  we  did  what  grade  of  preliminary  education  should  be  attained  by  a  student 
before  he  begins  the  study  of  Medicine.  The  Bill  was  only  withdrawn  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  agreeing  to  adopt  the  terms  of  the  proposed  measure. 
If,  however,  all  the  physicians  in  Ontario  sign  the  Petition,  sent  herein,  then  the  Medical 
Council  will  doubtless  be  permitted  to  resume  full  control  of  the  grade  of  pre-medical 
education.  The  standard  of  preliminary  education,  which  the  Medical  Council  has  now 
maintained  for  many  years,  is  the  Junior  Matriculation  in  Arts  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  and  during  the  session  of  the  Council  in  1895  we  slightly  increased  this  by 
requiring  that  the  student  in  passing  this  Examination  should  take  Second  Class  Honors  in 
four  subjects.  The  standard,  thus  increased,  did  not  by  any  means  equal  the  Senior 
Matriculation  in  Arts  of  Toronto  University,  and  the  Examination  was  not  nearly  so  high  as 
the  Matriculation  adopted  by  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec.  If  the  Medical  Council  are  to  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  specifying  the  grade  of 
pre-meclical  education  then  it  is  useless  for  us  to  ever  hope  to  bring  the  education  of  the 
Medical  Profession  in  Ontario  to  anything  like  an  equality  with  that  in  European  countries. 
With  an  extremely  overcrowded  profession,  with  double  the  number  of  physicians  which  the 
requirements  of  the  population  demand,  the  Medical  Council  should  be  allowed  to  gradually 
improve  the  educational  requirements  of  our  calling,  or  at  least  keep  pace  with  those  in  sister 
Provinces. 

Having  noticed  a  few  of  the  many  changes  and  proposed  changes  of  the  Medical  Act 
which  have  been  brought  before  the  Ontario  Legislature  during  the  past  two  sessions,  is  it 
likely  the  session  in  1897  will  pass  without  another  attempt,  and  perhaps  several  attempts, 
being  made  to  change  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  ?  Already  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Medical  Council  have  received  notice  of  one  Medical  Bill. 

Proposed  Private  Act  to  Register  Mr.  Zieunsel 

For  some  years  a  person  styling  himself  Dr.  Zielinski  has  been  applying  to  the  Medical 
Council  for  registration  without  examination,  and  while  his  case  has  been  oarexull)  considered, 
he  did  qoI  by  any  means  demonstrate  either  that  he  lias  passed  examinations  in  Medicine  or 
that  he  had  sufficienl  knowledge  of  Medicine  bo  warrant  us  in  registering  him,  and  he  was 
informed  that  he  must  comply  with  the  law  and  pass  the  Examinations  or  the  Medical  Council 
if  he  wished  to  practise  in  Ontario.     Within  the  past  few  weeks  Mr.  8.  A.  Jones,  Solicitor  tor 
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Mr.  Zielinski,  has  written  a  letter  to  Dr.  Pyne  wherein  he  states  that  it  is  his  intention  to  have 
an  Act  passed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature  compelling  the  Medical  Council  to 
register  Mr.  Zielinski  without  examination.  We  feel  assured,  however,  if  the  Petition 
enclosed  herein  is  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  physicians  residing  in  Ontario,  that  no  more 
Medical  Amendment  Acts  will  be  introduced  unless  sanctioned  by  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
profession,  and  the  Private  Bill  to  register  Mr.  Zielinski  will  never  materialize. 

Appeal  to  the  Profession. 

We  have  thus  reviewed  the  many  attempts  to  tamper  with  the  Medical  Act  during  the 
past  two  sessions,  and  we  sincerely  record  the  fact  that  if  our  Act  has  not  been  grossly  muti- 
lated it  was  on  account  of  the  loyal  support  given  us  by  the  Government  of  Sir  Oliver  Mowat, 
and  indeed  the  brilliant  speeches  of  Sir  Oliver  and  Mr.  Whitney  when  the  Haycock  Bill  was 
before  the  House  in  1895  were  the  chief  means  whereby  that  notorious  Bill  was  defeated. 
Similarly  during  last  session  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross's  clever  speech  in  opposition  to  Mr.  Haycock's 
Bill  was  laden  with  pleasing  and  complimentary  statements  with  reference  to  the  Me  dical 
Council  and  the  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario.  We  are  also  deeply  indebted  to  our  confreres 
who  are  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  viz.,  Doctors  A.  McKay,  Baxter,  John  McKay, 
Ryerson,  Willoughby,  Meacham  and  Preston.  These  medical  members  have  zealously 
striven  to  guard  the  interests  of  the  profession  and  save  the  Medical  Act  from  ruthless  altera- 
tion, and  their  efforts  have  been  aided  by  many  other  members  on  both  sides  of  the  House. 
Nevertheless,  what  must  be  the  inevitable  result  if  each  succeeding  session  of  the  Legislature 
finds  two  or  three  Bills  to  alter  the  Medical  Act  without  the  slightest  reference  to  the 
opinions  of  the  Medical  Council  or  the  members  of  the  profession  ?  A  loyally  united  profes- 
sion, as  evidenced  by  the  united  Petition,  will  tend  in  no  ordinary  degree  to  avert  this 
danger.  Whatever  differences  of  opinion  we  may  have  regarding  various  questions  of  Medical 
politics,  we  should  all  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  maintaining  the  Medical  Act  and  prevent- 
ing its  reckless  and  unconsidered  alteration.  Let  anyone  recall  what  the  Medical  Council 
has  accomplished  in  ridding  the  Province  of  quacks,  in  disciplining  such  men  as  Washington, 
Lemon,  Rose,  McCully,  and  others,  in  elevating  the  standard  of  medical  education  in  Ontario, 
and  then  say  that  we  have  not  in  our  Medical  Act  a  boon  well  worthy  the  cordial 
support  of  our  profession.  The  Medical  Council  is  composed  of  thirty  members,  and  of  these 
the  general  medical  practitioners  elect  seventeen  territorial  representatives,  or  a  majority  of 
the  whole  body,  and  the  Homoeopathic  practitioners  elect  five,  so  that  twenty-two  are  elected 
every  four  years  by  the  profession.  Therefore  the  practitioners  have  absolute  control  of  the 
Medical  Council,  which  ensures  that  the  wishes  of  the  profession  will  always  be  carried  out. 
We  now  ask  every  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  resident  in  Ontario  to 
sign  the  enclosed  Petition  and  thus  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Medical  Council  in  protecting 
and  maintaining  the  Medical  Act.  We  ask  you  to  sign  the  Petition,  and  we  also  ask  you  to 
use  your  influence  with  the  Member  representing  your  County  in  the  Local  Legislature. 
There  is  no  man  in  any  locality  who  has  the  political  influence  which  the  medical  practitioner 
has  ;  his  influence  is  far-reaching  and  widespread  ;  he  is  respected  and  looked  up  to  by  every 
class  in  the  community,  and  no  aspirant  for  political  honour  is  so  foolhardy  as  to  wilfully 
incur  the  enmity  of  an  indignant  medical  profession  in  the  field  whence  he  desires  to  be 
returned  to  the  Legislature.  It  will  only  cost  you  a  few  minutes'  time  to  write  to  your  Member 
for  the  Local  Parliament  and  protest  against  the  Medical  Act  being  changed  unless  the  pro- 
posed alteration  has  been  first  placed  before  the  Medical  Council  for  consideration  or  has 
received  the  sanction  of  a  large  section  of  the  Profession.  Request  your  Member  to  support 
the  terms  of  the  enclosed  Petition  and  to  vote  against  Mr.  Zielinski  or  any  one  else  being 
registered  in  Ontario  without  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Medical  Act.  The 
mere  fact  of  your  writing  to  your  Member  of  the  Legislature  supporting  the  Petition  will 
have  a  splendid  effect  in  checking  the  present  tendency  to  mutilate  the  Medical  Act.  In 
conclusion,  kindly  forward  the  Petition  without  delay,  and  then  write  a  letter  to  your 
Member  for  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  lines  indicated.

' '  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Council  there  should  be  established  a  Medical  Tariff 
for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  in  order  that  the  reasonable  charges,  or  fees,  of  the  registered 
medical  practitioners  may  have  a  legal  status  in  all  courts  of  laV  in  this  Province  ;  that  such 
Medical  Tariff  should  be  framed  and  sanctioned  by  this  Council,  but  it  should  only  come  into 
legal  force  when  it  has  received  the  sanction  and  approval  of  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Judicature  of  Ontario  ;  that  such  Medical  Tariff,  when  it  comes  into  legal  force  as 
aforesaid,  may  be  printed,  copies  of  which  shall  be  distributed  to  the  registered  medical 
practitioners  of  Ontario,  and  each  copy,  bearing  the  seal  of  the  College,  and  the  signature 
of  the  Registrar  attached  thereto,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  law  in  lieu  of  the 
original  tariff;  that  such  copies  of  the  said  Medical  Tariff  shall  be  a  scale  of  reasonable 
charges  within  the  meaning  of  Section  39,  of  the  Medical  Act."     Carried.

Petition. 

To  the  Honorable   The    Premier,    Honorable    Members    of  the    Government    and  Honorable 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario. 

The  Prayer  and  Petition  or  the  Undersigned  being  a  resident  and  ratepayer  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  a  duly  qualified  and  registered  medical  practitioner  of  this 
Province,  humbly  showeth  : 

1.  That  the  medical  practitioners  of  this  Province  have  complied  with  the  terms  of  the 
Medical  Act  thereof,  have  passed  a  thorough  examination  in  all  branches  of  their  profession 
before  the  Examiners  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  and  they  have  also  paid  the  fees 
necessary  for  medical  registration  in  this  Province  ;  that  having  thus  complied  with  the 
terms  of  the  said  Medical  Act  their  interests  and  rights  will  be  injured  if  the  said 
Medical  Act  should  at  any  time  be  changed  or  altered  in  such  a  way  as  to  interfere  with  its 
practical  operation  by  the  Medical  Council. 

2.  That  in  the  year  1895  an  attempt  was  made  to  change  the  Ontario  Medical  Act, 
which,  had  it  succeeded,  would  have  destroyed  the  existence  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council, 
and  abrogated  the  rights  of  the  medical  practitioners  by  lowering  the  status  of  medical 
education  and  registration  in  this  Province,  but  thanks  to  the  Government  and  the  good 
sense  of  the  majority  of  the  House,  the  attempt  was  frustrated. 

•  3.  That  in  the  year  1895  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  was  altered  by  an  Act  which  repealed 
Section  Sixteen  of  the  said  Medical  Act,  and  took  away  from  the  medical  practitioners  of  this 
Province  the  right  of  having  a  Tariff  of  Fees.  That  Section  Sixteen  of  the  Medical  Act  was 
repealed  without  consulting  the  Medical  Council,  and  without  the  members  of  the  Medical 
profession  being  in  any  way  notified  of  such  a  proposed  change.  That  a  Tariff  of  Fees  is 
necessary  to  give  a  legal  status  to  the  reasonable  charges  of  the  medical  practitioners  of  this 
Province,  and  this  right  of  having  a  Tariff  formed  part  of  the  conditions  under  which  the 
physicians  of  this  Province  paid  their  fees  and  became  registered  medical  practitioners  of 
Ontario. 

4.  That  in  the  year  1896  a  Bill  was  proposed  which,  had  it  become  law,  would  have 
taken  away  from  the  Medical  Council  the  right  of  regulating  the  standard  of  preliminary 
education  for  the  medical  profession.  That  the  effect  of  this  proposed  change  in  the  Medical 
Act  was  to  force  the  Medical  Council  to  lower  the  standard  of  pre-medical  education  in  this 
Province  to  a  considerable  degree. 

5.  That  in  the  year  1896  a  Bill  was  introduced  into  the  Legislature  which  aimed  at 
allowing  even  the  lowest  grade  of  physicians  in  England  bo  become  registered  \\\  '  mtario  by 
passing  a  very  easy  and  meagre  examination,  to  the  detriment  <>f  students  in  Ontario  who 
have  to  pass  the  entire  examinations  of  the  Medical  Council  before  thej  can  register  U 
medical  practitioners  in  this  Proviii' 

6.  That  the  Medical  Act  has  been  administered  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  and  a 
fair  but  thorough  examination  on  .ill  branches  <>i"  the  medical  profession  lias  been  held  twioe 
each  year,  and  the  people  of  this  Pkm  inoe  have  been  guaranteed  that  onlj  properly  educated 
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and  thoroughly  competent  medical  practitioners  shall  be  allowed  to  practise  medicine  in 
Ontario.  That  the  Medical  Council  has,  also,  at  great  expense  disciplined  dishonorable 
medical  practitioners,  and  thereby  has  protected  the  public  against  imposition  and  fraud. 
That  the  Medical  Council  has,  at  a  heavy  expense,  guarded  the  people  of  this  Province 
against  quacks  and  mountebanks.  That  having  faithfully  fulfilled  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities as  enacted  by  the  Medical  Act,  without  any  expense  or  cost  to  the  people  of  the 
Province,  the  Medical  Council,  as  the  Executive  of  the  Medical  Profession,  has  earned  the 
confidence  of  Your  Honorable  body  in  Ontario,  as  well  as  that  of  the  people  of  this  Province. 

7.  That  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  is  composed  of  thirty  members,  twenty- two  of 
whom  are  elected  by  ballot  every  four  years  by  the  registered  practitioners  of  Ontario. 
That  the  said  Medical  Council  is  directly  responsible  to  the  said  medical  practitioners  for  its 
conduct,  and  therefore  is  the  only  body  in  Ontario  authorized  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  medical  profession. 

8.  That  in  England,  while  the  British  Medical  Council  is  not  as  a  body  responsible 
to  the  medical  profession,  having  only  five  elective  members,  yet  the  British  Parliament, 
since  the  British  Medical  Act  was  passed  in  1858,  has  never  allowed  any  change  in  the  said 
Act  without  first  having  placed  the  proposed  change  before  the  Medical  Council  for  the 
opinion  of  that  body,  and  this  courtesy  has  produced  a  feeling  of  security  and  stability  in 
the  minds  of  the  profession  in  the  Mother  Country,  whereas  changes  in  the  Medical  Act  of 
Ontario  have  caused  a  feeling  of  insecurity  in  the  minds  of  the  medical  profession  of  this 
Province. 

Therefore  your  petitioner  humbly  prays  : 

1.  That  Your  Honorable  Body  will  extend  to  the  medical  profession  of  this  Province 
the  courtesy  of  not  changing  or  amending  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  until  any  proposed  change 
or  amendment  has  been  placed  before  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  for  consideration. 

2.  That  the  Medical  Council  may  be  allowed  full  control  of  the  standard  of  pre-medical 
education.  The  great  advances  in  medical  science  at  the  present  time  demand  that  the 
medical  student  shall  be  thoroughly  educated  before  he  begins  the  study  of  medicine,  and  in 
order  that  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  can  guarantee  to  the  people  that  medical  education 
here  shall  keep  pace  with  that  of  European  countries,  it  is  essentially  necessary  that  the 
student  shall  be  fully  equipped  before  entering  upon  his  professional  studies.  And  this  is 
not  unreasonable,  for  the  educational  facilities  of  the  Ontario  School  System  are  such  as  to 
place  this  equipment  within  the  reach  of  everyone  whether  rich  or  poor. 

3.  That  Section  Sixteen  of  the  Medical  Act  which  has  been  repealed  may  be  replaced 
by  a  new  Section  empowering  the  Medical  Council  to  formulate  a  Medical  Tariff  applicable 
to  the  whole  Province.  That  such  Medical  Tariff  shall  only  come  into  force  when  it  has 
received  the  sanction  and  approval  of  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
Ontario,  such  Judges  to  be  nominated  for  this  purpose  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  and  that  certified  copies  of  the  said  Tariff  of  Fees  may  be  issued  by  the  Medical 
Council. 

4.  That  in  order  to  aid  the  Medical  Council  in  protecting  the  people  of  this  Province 
against  unqualified  medical  practitioners  and  charlatans,  and  against  the  shameful  fraud 
perpetrated  by  travelling  Medicine  Companies,  that  Section  Forty-five  of  the  Medical  Act 
may  be  amended  by  rendering  the  penalty  more  severe  for  violation  of  the  said  Medical  Act.

Dr.  Bray — We  are  now  ready  to  proceed  with  the  further  consideration  of  the  report  of 
the  Discipline  Committee  re  Dr.  Parsons. 

The  President — Would  you  like  to  have  the  report  read  again  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  enquired  of  the  Solicitor  with  regard  to  the  points  raised  by  Dr. 
McLaughlin  and  others  as  to  the  conduct  of  Dr.  Parsons  being  l '  infamous  and  disgraceful 
in  a  professional  respect,"  and  the  Solicitor  says  that  it  is,  decidedly  ;  and  he  says  more  than 
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that,  it  is  criminal  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  be  unprofessional  conduct  in  that  respect  as 
long  as  it  is  criminal.  He  has  also  drawn  out  a  form  of  resolution  in  the  event  of  this 
Council  striking  out  the  name  of  Dr.  Parsons,  and  I  would  move  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  Discipline  Committee  re  Charles  John  Parsons. 

Dr.  Moore — I  second  that. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried  and  the  report  adopted. 

Dr.  Bray — This  matter  is  now  before  the  Council  to  deal  with  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — This  resolution  has  been  written  out  by  the  Solicitor  in  order  that 
we  may  have  it  carefully  worded,  and  to  guard  the  Council  against  any  future  trouble  : 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson  :  Whereas  the  Council  caused 
inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  Charles  John  Parsons,  a  registered  medical  practitioner, 
alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and 
to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  register  ;  and  whereas  the  Council  has  duly 
ascertained  the  facts  of  the  case  of  the  said  charges  against  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  by 
the  Discipline  Commitee  of  the  Council,  duly  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act ;  and  whereas  the  said  Committee  has  reported  that  the  said  charges  are  proven 
and  the  report  of  the  said  Committee  and  the  evidence  adduced  before  them  are  now  before 
the  Council,  and  the  Council  has  determined  to  act  thereon — Be  it  resolved,  that  the  said 
report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  be  adopted,  and  that  the  name  of  the  said  Charles  John 
Parsons  be  erased  from  the  register,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to 
erase  from  the  register  kept  by  him,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act, 
the  name  of  the  said  C.  J.  Parsons,  and  it  is  hereby  further  directed,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Section  386,  that  the  costs  of  and  incidental  to  such  erasure  be 
paid  by  the  said  Charles  John  Parsons  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
forthwith  after  taxation  by  one  of  the  taxing  officers  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  for 
Ontario.  And  the  Registrar  is  directed,  after  such  taxation,  to  obtain  the  issue  of  such 
costs  by  the  said  College. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Bray — I  would  ask  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  according  to  the  legal 
form. 

The  President  directed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  ; 

Yeas — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Graham,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  McLaughlin,  Reddick, 
Rogers,   Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Williams. 

Absent — Drs.  Campbell,  Geikie,  Logan,  Moorhouse,  Roome  and  Thornton. 

The  President  declared  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Registration  Committee's  Report. 

Dr.  Fowler  read  Clauses  1,  2  and  3  of  the  report  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as 
read. 

Dr.  Fowler  read  Clause  4  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Campbell — Mr.  Zielinski  claims  in  his  petition  that  there  were  certain  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Council  some  years  ago,  which  rules  and  regulations  he  had  not 
been  able  to  find,  under  which  any  one  who  was  practising  under  the  Eclectic  system 
between  1865  and  1874  would  be  entitled  to  registration.  I  informed  his  counsel  such  was 
not  the  case  ;  his  counsel  then  admitted  that  Mr.  Zielinski's  legal  claims  were  not  very 
strong,  but  on  account  of  his  being  an  old  man  he  thought  it  would  only  be  an  act  of  fairness 
on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  allow  him  to  practise  ;  and  he  stated  that  in  his  interview 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  Mr.  Gibson,  that  gentleman  had  informed  him  he 
thought  it  was  a  case  of  hardship  in  which  the  Council  might  grant  his  petition  by  allowing 
him  to  practise. 

The  President — This  party  has  been  before  the  Council  on  several  occasions,  and  every 
indulgence  and  every  patience  has  been  exercised  towards  him,  and  he  has  had  every 
opportunity  to  produce  certificates.     There  is  no  evidence  that  he  ever  studied  at  all. 

On  motion  Clause  4  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Fowler  read  Clauses  5  and  6  of  the  report  which,  oil  motion,  were  adopted  as 
read. 

Dr.  Fowler  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the,  report  of  the  Registration 
Committee  be  adopted  as  a  whole,  which,  onavote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried, 
and  the  report  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Registration  submit  tin-  following  report  on  the  various  matters 
referred  within  the  accompanying  recommendations: 
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1.  Application  of  Dr.  Henry  Cooper  asking  to  be  allowed  to  practise  pending  the  Exami- 
nations, he  having  been  unable  to  attend  the  Spring  Examinations  on  account  of  ill  health. 
The  Council  cannot  waive  its  rules  in  this  case. 

2.  Application  on  behalf  of  Mrs.  Susan  Plunkett,  asking  permission  to  practise  as  a 
midwife.     The  Council  has  no  power  to  grant  her  registration  for  such  purpose. 

3.  Application  of  Dr.  Arthur  J.  Rayson,  of  Neebish,  Michigan,  asking  for  an  interchange 
of  authority  to  practise  in  Michigan  and  Ontario  for  Physicians  registered  in  either,  country 
and  practising  near  the  border.  The  Ontario  Medical  Act  makes  no  provision  for  any  such 
interchange. 

4.  Application  of  Jacob  Zielinski  asking  to  be  registered,  he  having  been  a  practitioner 
of  the  Eclectic  System  prior  to  1870.  The  Medical  Act  requires  that  to  secure  registration 
under  such  circumstances  the  applicant  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Eclectic  Medical  Board. 
The  petitioner  presenting  no  evidence  of  having  this  qualification,  his  petition  cannot  be 
granted. 

5.  We  have  examined  the  report  of  the  Registrar  on  persons  matriculating  and  passing 
the  Primary,  Intermediate  and  Final  Examinations  for  the  year  ending  June  1st,  1897,  and 
believe  the  same  to  be  correct.  There  were  Matriculates,  57  ;  those  passing  Primary,  80  ; 
passing  Intermediate,  35  ;  passing  Final,  56. 

Resolved  that  the  above  report  be  adopted.

Dr.  Henderson — Mr.  President,  the  Special  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was 
considered  and  amended  last  night  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  I  now  move,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Armour — We  undertook  to  make  some  reduction  in  our  expenditure  and  we  made 
some  recommendations  in  this  report  which,  if  adopted,  would  make  a  reduction  of  about 
$2,000.00  ;  after  it  got  through  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  reductions  were  reduced 
to  $185.00.  Now,  we  have  had  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  economy  and  the  necessity  for 
the  reduction  of  expenses  for  some  years.  There  appear  to  be  a  good  many  members  of  the 
Council  who  favor  economy,  but  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  would  not  indicate  that  there  was  a  very  great  demand  for  economy.  However,  I 
would  like  to  give  the  members  an  opportunity  to  place  themselves  on  record  with  regard  to 
several  of  those  items  of  expenditure  which  we  desire  to  cut  down,  which  are  mentioned  in 
that  report.  I  would  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  that  the  report  be  referred  back  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  with  instructions  to  amend  Clause  8  of  the  report,  by  substituting 
$1,500.00  as  the  salary  of  the  Registrar  for  the  $1,800.00  contained  therein. 

The  President  put  the  amendment  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
lost. 

Dr.  Armour — I  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Dr.  Armour  and  Sangster — 2. 

Nays — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Graham,  Griffin,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Rogers,  Roome  and 
Thorburn— 19. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  another  amendment  to  make,  but  I  do  not  want  to  make  any 
lengthened  remarks.  The  members  of  the  Council  are  on  record,  or  at  least  a  large  number 
of  them,  by  their  speeches  last  evening  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. For  some  years  past  this  Council  has  been  expressing  some  anxiety  to  retrench  ; 
that  anxiety  hitherto  has  gone  no  further  than  words,  and  the  impression  is  very  generally 
prevailing  and  the  profession  have  a  desire  to  know  where  these  efforts  at  reform  are  dropped 
in  this  Council,  and  it  is  in  order  to  place  the  names  on  record  so  that  the  profession  may 
know  just  where  the  pinch  comes  that  I  am  moving  these  resolutions.  I  move,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Armour,  that  the  report  be  not  now  adopted,  but  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  with  instructions  to  restore  Clause  No.  1,  which  recommended  that  only  one 
examination  be  held  each  year,  and  thus  provided  for  an  annual  saving  of  $600.00. 

The  President  read  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  stated  there  that  that  proposed  reduction  in  the  expenses  of  the 
College  is  set  down  at  $600. 00  ;  that  it  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  correctly  designate  the 
amount  of  saving  that  one  examination  would  cause,  but  as  I  make  the  difference  between 
the  profits  to  this  Council  in  the  spring  and  fall  examinations  to  be  fifty-six  per  cent,  of  the 
sum  paid  in,  and  fifty-six  per  cent,  of  $1,600.00,  the  sum  paid  in  within  the  last  year  for  fall 
examinations,  would  be.  $900. 00,  a  sum  saved  by  having  only  one  examination  a  year.  The 
average  sum  saved  by  having  only  one  examination  during  all  the  years  past  in  which  you 
would  have  two   would  be  $700.00  annually.     Now,  $900.00  or  $700.00  or  even  $600.00 
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is  a  very  serious  sum,  a  seriously  large  sum,  for  this  Council  to  throw  away  upon 
what  I  maintain  is  a  mere  expensive  piece  of  sentimentality.  It  was  stated,  here 
last  night  that  this  Council  had  a  duty  to  perform  to  the  students.  Now,  the  duty 
to  the  medical  students  who  are  in  connection  with  the  College,  or  those  who  expect 
to  graduate  here,  is  certainly  no  more  a  paternal  matter  than  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Government  of  Canada  to  think  of  the  country  generally  or  the  Educational  Department  to 
those  who  are  attending  the  schools  of  the  country.  The  Educational  Department  takes  no 
such  position  in  this  respect  as  the  Council  takes.  The  Educational  Department  holds  one 
examination  a  year,  and  only  one,  and  if  the  young  man  or  young  woman  who  may  have 
spent  all  their  money  and  exhausted  the  resources  of  their  friends,  fail  in  a  single  subject  and 
only  by  a  slight  mark,  the  Department  has  so  little  consideration,  so  little  paternal  anxiety 
for  him  or  her  that  they  most  unhesitatingly  refuse  to  give  a  standing  and  the  student  is  sent 
back,  and  the  next  year  has  to  go  through  the  examination  from  the  beginning  ;  and  if  the 
proposition  were  to  be  made  to  the  Ontario  Government  or  the  Educational  Department  that 
two  examinations  a  year  should  be  established  to  allow  those  who  fail  at  the  first  to  get 
through  without  having  to  endure  another  year's  siege  of  study  they  would  simply  not  listen 
to  the  proposition  at  all  ;  their  reply  would  be,  the  country  is  not  suffering  for  want  of 
teachers  or  for  the  want  of  students  entering  into  our  universities.  It  would  be  an  impolity 
on  the  part  of  the  Department  of  Education  to  multiply  their  examinations  so  as  to  facilitate 
the  admission  either  into  the  teaching  profession  or  into  the  universities.  I  claim  that  is  the 
proper  way  in  which  this  Council  should  look  at  the  matter.  The  country  is  not  suffering  for 
need  of  doctors  ;  if  there  were  a  dearth  of  medical  men,  it  might  be  quite  right  and  would  be 
quite  right  for  the  Council  to  make  provisions  to  facilitate  the  entrance  of  young  men  and 
young  women  into  the  profession,  but  the  country  is  not  in  any  sense  suffering,  and  the 
expenses  to  the  College  and  to  the  Council  for  holding  a  supplementary  or  fall  examination 
is  a  greater  expense  than  the  Council  ought  to  be  asked  to  bear,  and  it  is  certainly  a  greater 
expense  than  the  profession  as  a  whole  is  prepared  to  condone.  It  is  on  those  grounds  that  I 
am  moving  that  resolution,  and  merely  that  the  members  may  be  able  to  place  themselves  on 
record  by  their  votes  as  to  the  position  they  occupy  thereupon. 

Dr.  Reddick — I  must  entirely  differ  from  the  arguments  used  by  Dr.  Sangster.  He 
points  out  it  will  be  a  saving  of  six  or  seven  hundred  dollars  by  having  only  one  examin- 
ation a  year.  He  makes  a  comparison  with  the  pupils  attending  our  public  schools  ;  he 
says  that  if  they  fail  to  pass  they  are  sent  back  for  another  year.  That  may  be  right.  In 
this  case  we  have  an  instance  before  us  of  a  young  man  who,  no  doubt,  has  limited  means, 
who  nearly  succeeded  in  passing.  He  passed  the  examination  of  the  College  where  he  had 
studied  well,  and  he  fails  in  our  examination  by  one  mark  and  a  half  on  a  very  unimportant 
subject,  a  subject  that  has  no  particular  effect  upon  the  practitioner  in  this  country,  namely, 
sanitary  science.  Is  it  right  to  say  to  that  man  who  is  willing  to  pay  for  an  examination  to 
have  the  chance  in  six  months  of  passing  in  order  that  he  may  go  to  the  country  and  earn 
his  livelihood,  ' '  No,  you  failed  by  one  mark  and  a  half  and  we  will  send  you  back  to 
labor  of  the  same  kind  again  "  ? — and  he  has  to  wait  patiently  for  a  year  before  he  gets 
his  license.  In  a  college  it  would  be  different  if  he  failed,  but  in  this  case  he  has 
practically  passed  and  he  is  only  asking  for  a  license  that  he  may  practise  his  profession  and 
make  his  livelihood.  In  such  a  case  it  is  pretty  hard  to  say  to  this  man,  "You  shall  not 
again  have  an  opportunity  to  pass."  I  say  it  is  very  unjust  to  be  unfair  for  the  sake  of 
saving  a  few  paltry  dollars.  In  the  report  it  was  stated  that  there  were  $1,600.00  paid  by 
pupils  and  it  only  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $800.00  for  those  examinations.  It  is  not  our 
money  we  are  using,  it  is  their  money.  It  would  be  unfair  and  unjust  to  this  Council  that 
we  should  take  that  stand  for  the  sake  of  saving  five  or  six  hundred  dollars  ;  it  would  be 
better  for  us  to  knock  two  or  three  or  four  dollars  a  day  off'  our  sessional  indemnity  and 
allow  the  students  to  have  an  opportunity. 

The  President — These  arguments  you  have  just  heard  were  very  fully  ventilated 
yesterday,  and  I  hope  any  gentleman  who  is  going  to  speak  will  bear  that  in  mind. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  simply  want  to  utter  a  sentence  or  two.  This  Council,  we  all 
know,  is  passing  through  a  wave  of  very  great  depression  financially,  and  it  becomes  us  to 
adopt  every  means  to  tide  us  over  that  wave  and  then  probably  we  will  be  able  to  <u>  it  once 
more  with  ffying  colors,  financially.  But,  if  we  could  curtail  expenses  it  would  be  advis- 
able. Two  examinations  in  one  year  is  a  modern  invention.  In  my  day,  as  you  know,  .Mr. 
President,  if  we  did  not  get  through  in  on<  year  we  had  to  wait  until  tin-  next  year.  For 
the  sake  of  economy  I  think  we  ought  to  try  to  economise  for  a  time  until  we  gel  into  dear 
sailing.     I  think  we  ought  to  pinch  ourse'  rection  in  order  to  accomplish  that 

end. 

Dr.  Brock — The  arguments  that  were  advanced  last  night  upon  everj  one  of  these 
points  have  been  sufficient  to  educate  me  to  TOte  to-night,  and  I  think  we  had  better  take  a 
70te  at    once. 

The  President  put   the  amendment  which,  on  i  rote  being  taken,  was  declared  Lost. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  ask  that  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Brock,  Dickson,  Graham,  Henderson,  Henry,  Machell, 
McLaughlin  and  Sangster — 10. 

Nays — Drs.  Britton,  Campbell,  Emory,  Fowler,  Griffin,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Rogers, 
Roome,  Shaw,  Thorburn  and  Williams — 13. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  that  the  report  be  not  now  adopted, 
but  that  it  be  referred  back  to  Committee  of  the  Whole  with  instructions  to  strike  out 
Clause  10  and  to  substitute  therefor  a  recommendation  to  the  effect  that  the  daily  allowance 
paid  to  members  of  the  Council  be  commuted  into  an  annual  sessional  indemnity  of  $50.00, 
which  would  reduce  the  yearly  cost  of  Council  meetings  by  some  four  or  five  hundred 
dollars  or  more. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  that  the  members  of  the  Council  should  show  a  desire  to  begin 
their  efforts  at  economising,  if  they  ever  do  begin  them,  at  home — begin  with  their  own 
allowance.  I  do  not  at  all  insinuate  that  the  members  of  this  Council  are  receiving  more 
than  their  services  are  worth  ;  on  the  contrary,  I  know  they  are  not  receiving  as  large  a 
payment  as  their  services  justly  require,  but  I  think  they  are  receiving  a  larger  allowance 
than  the  finances  of  this  Council  warrant,  and  there  ought  to  be  therefore  a  reduction.  I 
have  put  it  in  the  form  of  an  annual  sessional  indemnity  for  the  reason  I  have  already 
stated  on  more  than  one  occasion  to  this  Council,  namely,  when  we  have  a  sessional 
indemnity  of  $50.00  we  know  the  maximum  cost  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council.  If  we  have 
a  per  diem  allowance  the  session  of  the  Council  may  run  over  five  days,  it  may  run  a  good 
deal  more  than  that,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Council  may  become  very  great.  Where  there 
is  a  per  diem  allowance  there  is  always  an  effort  made  in  connection  with  that,  or  arising  from 
that,  to  curtail  the  full  discussion  of  business  and  towards  the  end  of  the  discussion  to  rush 
matters  through  at  such  a  rate  that  the  regularity,  order  and  legality  of  our  proceedings  is 
very  materially  a  matter  of  suffering.  I  won't  take  up  any  more  of  your  time.  This  motion 
is  made  merely  to  put  on  record  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Emory — In  the  event  of  this  amendment  of  Dr.  Sangster's  prevailing  will  it  have 
the  effect  of  fixing  this  annual  sessional  indemnity  for  all  time,  or  will  it  only  fix  it  for  this 
year  ?     If  it  would  only  fix  it  for  this  year  I  would  feel  like  supporting  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  only  a  recommendation  on  which,  if  it  is  sustained,  a  by-law 
will  follow. 

Dr.  Douglas — Before  this  motion  is  put  I  rise  for  a  little  information.  I  think  I  have 
noticed  in  the  Announcement  for  the  last  two  years  that  the  question  of  the  sessional 
indemnity  has  been  up  before  this  Council  and  pretty  extensively  discussed,  and  that  a  year 
or  two  years  ago  a  committee  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole  question, 
that  they  discussed  this  matter  and  arrived  at  what  they  believed  was  a  fair  conclusion.  I 
ask  for  information  as  to  whether  that  is  correct. 

The  President — I  believe  such  is  the  case. 

Dr.  Douglas — If  that  is  correct,  and  a  committee  composed  of  members  of  this  Council 
have  taken  time  to  go  into  this  question  to  ascertain  the  facts  regarding  it,  I  think  it  is 
unfair,  it  is  most  vexatious,  that  year  after  year  the  same  question  should  come  up  and  be  a 
cause  of  discord  in  the  Council,  after  the  trouble  the  members  of  the  committee  have  taken 
in  order  to  settle  it,  and  apparently  settle  it  somewhat  permanently.  I  rise  to  set  myself 
straight  because  this  is  my  first  session  and  I  would  like  to  vote  intelligently  and  fairly,  and 
I  think,  drawing  the  conclusion  from  the  report  of  that  committee,  when  they  reported  as 
they  did,  I  feel  like  sustaining  the  action  of  that  committee  a  year  or  two  ago.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  intend  to  say  anything  upon  this  question,  but  the 
remarks  of  Dr.  Douglas  have  brought  me  to  my  feet.  This  question  was  discussed  by  the 
committee.  I  was  not  one  of  that  committee,  but  I  read  the  report.  Dr.  Sangster  was  on 
that  committee.  That  committee  brought  in  a  unanimous  report  that  it  should  be  $12.50  a 
day,  and  now  one  member  of  that  committee  gets  up  and  wants  to  undo  what  was  done  two 
years  ago.  The  same  thing  was  tried  last  year  and  I  think  it  is  just  wasting  time  to  keep 
bringing  this  matter  up.  If  the  majority  of  this  Council  and  the  whole  of  that  committee 
were  unanimous  two  years  ago  that  it  should  be  $12.50,  and  if  our  finances  are  no  worse  now 
than  then — on  the  contrary  they  are  better  to-day  than  they  were  two  years  ago — there  is 
no  reason  for  making  this  change  and  I  would  oppose  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  did  not  intend  to  say  anything,  and  I  would  not  now  except  to 
correct  some  statements  that  were  made.  The  report  that  was  brought  in  was  unanimous, 
but  it  was  brought  in  as'  a  compromise.  The  report  did  not  represent  the  views  of  Dr. 
Sangster  and  myself  on  the  question  of  a  sessional  indemnity. 

Dr.  Williams — I  happened  to  be  the  Chairman  of  that  committee  and  the  matter  came 
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up  in  the  Council,  and  was  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  a  subcommittee  was  appointed 
to  deal  with  that  subject.  I  cannot  at  present  name  all  the  members  who  were  on  that 
committee  ;  I  recollect  Dr.  Roome,  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  Dr.  Sangster,  the  others  I  have 
forgotten  for  the  moment.  When  the  matter  came  up  the  sessional  indemnity  was  spoken 
of  and  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Roome  ;  it  was  considered  for  some  time  and  finally  dropped. 
The  committee  were  not  individually  of  the  same  opinion  when  they  came  together,  but  the 
collective  opinion  when  they  came  away  was  the  same.  They  agreed  to  make  a  certain 
report  and  all  stand  by  that  report.  They  took  the  report  into  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  adopted  it,  and  the  Council  subsequently  adopted  it  on 
receiving  it  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  I  believe  those  are  the  facts  as  they 
occurred. 

Dr.  Shaw — Before  that  is  voted  upon,  to  make  myself  consistent  I  will  have  to  speak  a 
word.  It  is  well  known  I  am  in  favor  of  reducing  the  amount  paid  to  the  members.  As  I 
understand  the  proposition,  it  is  an  indemnity  of  $50.00  each  session  to  each  member  of  the 
Council,  and  therefore  it  is  manifestly  unfair  if  there  are  no  travelling  expenses  allowed — 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Oh,  yes.  It  is  only  the  per  diem  allowance  which  is  changed.  The 
travelling  expenses  remain  the  same. 

Dr.  Bray — It  does  not  say  so. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  does  not  deal  with  it  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  was  the  intention.  I  moved  that  resolution  merely  to  open  up 
the  way  for  the  introduction  of  a  by-law  afterwards  if  the  contention  in  the  resolution  was 
sustained.  The  adoption  of  the  special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  I  was  told, 
would  shut  off  all  further  attempt  at  changing  the  sessional  indemnity  this  year.  My 
impression  of  that  conference  is  not  exactly  the  same  as  my  friend  Dr.  Williams'  ;  it 
slightly  differs.  I  do  not  think  the  question  of  a  sessional  indemnity  was  mooted  in  that 
committee  meeting  ;  it  was  afterwards  mooted  when  we  returned  to  the  Council  by  Dr. 
Barrick  and  Dr.  Brock.  I  would  not  say  positively  that  it  was  not  spoken  of  in  the  committee 
room,  but  that  is  my  recollection.  I  had  not  felt  at  liberty  to  make  the  explanation  I  am 
going  to  make  now  because  I  felt  that  my  lips  were  sealed  by  the  agreement  we  came  to 
there,  but  I  will  say  now  that  the  proposition  made  by  myself  and  Dr.  McLaughlin,  when 
we  went  into  the  committee  room,  was  that  the  daily  allowance  should  be  $10.00,  when  I 
recollect  there  was  a  demand  made  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Campbell  that  the  allowance  should 
be  $14.00  ;  there  we  hung  for  a  little  while,  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  myself  on  the  one  side  and 
four  or  five  gentlemen  of  the  committee  remaining  on  the  other  side. 

Dr.  Williams — Do  you  say  four  on  the  other  side  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  know  that  I  do.     I  believe  you  were  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams — Do  you  mean  to  say  that  all  the  others  expressed  themselves  with 
regard  to  the  $14.00  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  not  quite  sure,  but  that  is  my  impression. 

The  President — If  I  am  not  mistaken  there  is  too  much  discussion  on  this  question  ; 
we  are  not  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  merely  wanted  to  make  the  explanation. 

Dr.  Williams — I  wish  to  ask  Dr.  Roome  to  state  whether  or  not,  before  we  went  into 
the  committee  at  all,  he  had  not  brought  up  the  question  of  sessional  indemnity,  and  whether 
or  not  he  did  not  bring  it  up  when  we  were  in  committee. 

Dr.  Roome — I  might  say  I  did  ;  I  advocated  it  very  strongly.  The  argument  used 
against  it  was  that  it  would  not  be  fair  to  those  living  at  a  distance  from  the  city.  I 
approved  of  a  sessional  allowance,  and  to  get  over  the  difficulty  I  made  a  proposition  that 
we  pay  the  members  so  much  a  mile  over  and  above  their  railway  fare.  But  the  members 
of  the  committee  disagreed  on  that ;  some  were  favorable  to  the  $10.00  allowance  and  some 
to  the  $14.00.  We  all  agreed  we  would  report  at  $10.00  a  day,  and  an  additional  four  cents  a 
mile  for  those  who  took  a  Pullman,  would  make  it  up  over  and  above  what  it  cost  them  by 
taking  a  return  ticket.  I  was  proposing  five  cents  a  mile,  which  would  leave  those  coming 
a  distance  of  two  or  three  or  four  hundred  miles,  enough  to  pay  them  what  they  spent  in 
going  and  coming,  but  that  was  not  adopted  and  we  agreed  on  the  other.  (Cries  of  "  (Ques- 
tion, question.") 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  the  matter  has  been  discussed  enough.  I  move  that  tin-  main 
motion  and  all  amendments  be  now  put. 

The  President — Shall  the  main  motion  be  now  put  '     (Cries  of  "Carried,  carried.") 

Dr.  Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  say  after  an  amendment  is  moved  you 
cannot  put  the  previous  question  until  the  amendment  is  withdrawn  or  disposed  of. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  moved  that  the  main  motion  ami  all  amendments  thereto  be  put.  1 
understand  that  the  house  proceeds  at  onee  to  vote  on  whatever  propositions  are  before  tlit- 
body. 

The  President  This  has  been  carried,  therefore  I  reallj  think  it  is  quite  in  order,  and 
it  is  the  law  laid  down  in  our  regulations  which  say,  "The  chairman  shall  put  the  previous 
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question  in  this  form,  '  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ? '     And  its  adoption  shall  end 
all  debate." 

The  President  put  the  main  motion  that  the  report  be  adopted,  which,  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken,  was  declared  carried,  and  the  report  adopted  as  follows  : 

Medical  Council  Chamber,  July  7th,  1897. 
Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  last  meeting  of  the  Council  regarding  retrenchment, 
the  Finance  Committee  met  and  have  considered  the  matter,  and  report  for  your 
consideration  : 

There  are  several  sources  of  expenditure  in  which  a  reduction  might  be  made,  if,  after 
your  deliberation  thereon,  they  would  be  considered  in  the  interests  of  the  Council. 

1st.  One  examination  each  year  would  save,  we  are  informed  by  the  Registrar,  about 
$600.00. 

2nd.  If  the  examinations  were  held  in  one  place  it  would  be  a  further  saving  of 
$400.00. 

3rd.  If  the  time  of  oral  examinations  were  increased  from  five  to  six  hours  each  day — 
say  three  hours  in  the  forenoon  and  three  in  the  afternoon,  which  could  not  be  considered 
excessive  labor — there  would  be  also  a  saving  of  $200.00. 

4th.  Regarding  the  examinations,  we  are  also  informed  that  by  the  withholding  of  the 
retainer  of  $20.00,  now  paid  the  Examiners  who  conduct  no  written  examinations,  a  saving 
of  $40.00  would  be  effected. 

5th.  If  ten  minutes'  oral  examination  were  considered  sufficient  instead  of  fifteen  as 
now  required,  a  saving  of  $200.00  would  be  thereby  effected. 

6th.  We  have  also  been  informed  that  the  Examiner  on  Anatomy  has  been  using  for  five 
years  the  same  wet  specimens  continuously,  and  for  which  he  has  been  allowed  $100.00  per 
year.     Your  Committee  consider  $25.00  to  be  sufficient  when  the  same  specimens  are  used. 

7th.  The  reduction  of  Treasurer's  salary  or  the  amalgamation  of  the  offices  of  Registrar 
and  Treasurer. 

8th.  As  regards  the  maintenance  of  the  building,  the  expense  might  possibly  be  some- 
what lessened  by  making  it  a  part  of  the  Registrar's  work  to  let  the  apartments  and  collect 
the  rents  without  being  allowed  a  commission  thereon,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past. 
We  consider,  however,  now  that  it  is  the  most  cheaply  managed  building  in  the  city  of  Toronto. 
There  has  been  an  annual  saving  of  $983.00  effected  on  the  carrying  of  the  building  by  the 
reduction  of  interest  and  amount  of  insurance  carried,  which  will  be  referred  to  by  the 
Property  Committee  in  their  report,  and  on  temporary  loans  interest  reduced  from  7  per 
cent,  to  6  per  cent. 

If  this  clause  meets  with  your  approval  we  recommend  that  the  Council  pay  the 
Registrar's  stenographer. 

9th.  The  reduction  of  interest  and  amount  of  insurance  carried  was  largely  brought 
about  by  the  efforts  of  your  Registrar. 

10th.  The  reduction  of  expenses  connected  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council.  With 
regard  to  the  indemnity  of  members,  we  do  not  consider  it  judicious  to  open  up  a  fresh  dis- 
cussion of  this  matter  again,  as  the  by-law  fixing  the  sessional  allowance  has  been  thoroughly 
considered  at  previous  sessions  and  no  change  is  recommended. 

11th.   Discussion  might  at  times  be  shortened  and  expenditure  lessened  in  this  way. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Armour  moved  that  the  by-law  as  passed  clause  by  clause  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole  be  now  adopted  as  a  whole,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Armour  moved  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Akmoi  k  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rjbddiok,  thai  the  by-law  just  read  a  second  time 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  entitled  "  A  by-law  t.»  ti\  the  Treasurer's  salary,  "be  now  read  a 
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third  time  and  that  the  same  be  passed,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  and  signed  by  the 
President  and  Registrar. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Armour — In  accordance  with  a  notice  of  motion  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  I  beg 
leave  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  leave  be  given  to  introduce  a  by-law 
entitled  "  A  by-law  to  amend  by-law  No.  69  and  by-law  No.  75  by  placing  in  suspension  Sec. 
41a  of  the  Medical  Act  commonly  known  as  the  Penal  Clause,"  and  that  the  same  be  now 
read  a  first  time.  Mr.  President,  I  have  introduced  this  by-law  with  the  hope  and 
expectation  that  it  may  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  of  this  Council 
entitled  to  vote  on  it.  It  will  be  remembered  that  two  years  ago  this  by-law  was  introduced 
unconditionally  and  at  that  time  it  was  supported  by  five  of  the  territorial  members,  and 
again  last  year,  in  1896,  it  was  introduced  unconditionally  and  at  that  time  it  received 
the  votes  of  seven  out  of  the  seventeen  territorial  members.  As  the  Homoeopathic  representa- 
tives of  the  Council  are,  as  I  understand,  pledged  to  support  this  by-law,  and  if  it  meets 
with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  territorial  members,  and  from  the  promise  made  by 
certain  members  here  last  year  I  believe  that  it  is  probable,  we  have  just  cause  for  the 
assurance  that  we  may  now  secure  the  requisite  number  of  votes  to  place  it  again  in 
suspension.  The  territorial  members  I  believe  have  come  to  know,  and  have  become  very 
much  better  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  this  enactment  and  of  the  abhorrence  with 
which  it  is  held  by  a  large  portion  of  the  members  of  the  profession  ;  and  it  is  just  possible 
that  it  will  receive  a  very  large  majority  of  the  votes.  Mr.  President,  it  is  probable  and 
I  think  quite  possible  had  it  not  been  for  the  influence  exercised  by  certain  appointed 
members  who  do  not  represent  the  profession  and  who  have  no  vote  in  the  matter,  but  who 
have  exercised  their  voices  very  fluently  in  favor  of  this  penal  enactment,  that  it  would 
not  have  been  removed  last  year  from  the  suspension  it  received  in  1893  from  the 
Legislature. 

The  President — Am  I  to  understand  that  those  who  represented  the  schools  voted  on 
this  question  ? 

Dr.  Armour — No,  but  they  spoke  in  favor  of  it,  and  I  take  exception  to  that,  and  I 
think  I  am  within  my  privilege  to  do  so.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the  territorial 
members  who  represent  the  profession  in  the  Council  now  come  here  as  far  as  I  know,  free 
to  exercise  their  judgment  with  regard  to  the  assessment  of  a  tax,  but  with  one  exception 
there  was  no  territorial  member  elected  at  the  last  general  election  who  pledged  himself  in 
favor  of  reinstituting  Section  41a  ;  and  I  might  add  that  the  very  territorial  members  who 
now  favor  Section  41a  owe  their  elections  to  their  opponents  having  taken  that  stand. 
The  members  of  this  Council  must  know  how  unanimously  the  profession  are  against  the 
necessity  of  practising  their  profession  from  year  to  year  on  an  annual  certificate  ;  and  if  a 
goodly  number  have  submitted  to  it  during  the  past  year,  they  have  unwillingly  done  so. 
However,  they  have  done  so.  With  regard  to  the  payment,  a  good  many  have  paid  ;  of 
course,  they  have  not  had  the  annual  certificate  without  they  have  paid,  and  a  small  portion, 
over  half  of  the  profession,  have  contributed  their  fees  and  taken  out  the  annual  certificate. 
But  a  good  many  of  these  men  have  stated  to  me  that  they  had  hopes  when  the  next  election 
came  around  that  they  would  be  able  to  place  men  here  who  would  not  require  the  necessity 
of  an  annual  certificate  to  practise  their  profession.  While  a  goodly  number  have  paid,  I 
think  it  must  not  be  taken  for  granted  that  they  have  paid  on  account  of  this  threat  of  penal 
coercion.  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  learn  that  a  single  member  of  my  profession  should 
yield  to  such  threats,  but  I  think  it  is  more  probable  that  they  have  paid  on  the  ground  that 
it  was  represented  to  them  that  this  Council  was  in  need  of  funds  to  carry  on  its  affairs,  and 
I  think  it  was  on  account  of  that  appeal  and  not  the  threat  of  coercion  that  a  large  number 
paid  ;  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  if  they  had  been  appealed  to  in  that  way  only  there 
would  now  be  few  in  arrears.  Even  if  this  Council  was  unanimous  in  this  matter,  it  seems  to 
me  it  would  be  quite  impossible  in  this  free  country  to  enforce  this  clause  against  a  rebellious 
profession  ;  the  Legislature  that  gave  this  undue  power,  as  I  believe  it  to  be,  would  repeal  it 
before  harm  was  done  anyone.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  the  results  of  it  already  show  that 
it  was  a  very  unsafe  power  to  entrust  this  Council  with  ;  the  way  it  has  been  used, I  think 
has  shown  that  it  was  a  very  unwise  power  to  place  in  the  hands  of  this  Council,  however 
eminent  the  members  may  be  that  compose  it.  As  you  will  remember,  in  1895  an  assessment 
of  86.00  was  made  by  this  Council,  clearly,  as  I  felt,  without  any  warrant  ;  the  Council  is 
only  entitled  to  assess  $2.00  in  any  one  year.     But  this  Council  assessed  $6.00 — 

Dr.  Rogers — When  was  that  ? 

Dr.  Armour — In  1895. 

The  President — But  not  for  one  year. 

Dr.  Armour — They  assessed  it  in  one  year  ;  I  did  not  say  for  one  year. 

The  President — The  impression  to  be  gathered  from  your  remarks  would  be  that  it  was 
for  one  year. 
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Dr.  Armour — I  said  in  one  year  an  assessment  was  made  of  $6.00  while  the  statute  says 
that  this  Council  has  only  power  to  assess  $2.00  in  one  year.  I  think  that  should  be  clear 
enough  to  anyone. 

The  President — It  is  ;  it  will  pass. 

Dr.  Armour — There  is  no  doubt  we  will  hear  from  Dr.  Britton  on  this  matter  as  we 
have  on  a  former  occasion.  He  is  not  now  in  the  room.  He  desires  to  justify  his  interfer- 
ence with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Council  on  the  ground  that  the  fees  paid  by  students 
are  paid  on  behalf  of  the  medical  schools. 

Dr.  Williams — May  we  have  that  resolution  read  till  we  know  what  is  being  discussed  ? 

The  President  read  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Armour — I  was  saying,  Mr.  President,  when  interrupted,  that  Dr.  Britton  had 
claimed  or  attempted  to  justify  his  interference  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Council  by 
the  assumption  that  the  fees  paid  by  the  students  were  paid  on  behalf  of  the  medical  schools 
or  universities,  one  of  which  he  represents.  I  have  had  that  experience  of  fee  paying 
myself.  I  have  paid  my  fees  to  this  Council  when  I  came  in  many  years  ago  and  it  never 
occurred  to  me  when  I  paid  such  fees  that  I  paid  them  on  behalf  of  anyone  but  myself. 
How  different  with  Dr.  Britton  when  he  paid  his  fees.  I  suppose  we  have  a  right  to  assume 
from  the  stand  he  took  last  year  that  when  he  contributed  his  money  and  paid  his  fees  to 
the  Council  it  was  not  on  his  own  behalf  but  on  behalf  of  the  medical  school  at  which  he 
pursued  his  studies.  This  is  loyalty  to  the  medical  schools  !  Well,  perhaps,  it  is  calculated 
to  win  confidence.  But  the  fact  is,  that  the  Council  have  the  power  to  receive  the  fees  from 
the  students  and  they  are  not  under  obligation  to  the  medical  schools  or  any  other  corporate 
bodies.  Now,  however  the  territorial  representatives  may  be  influenced  in  the  matter,  I 
trust  they  will  not  be  influenced  by  the  representations  of  the  irresponsible  members  of  the 
Council— 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  think  that  such  a  term  as  irresponsible — 

Dr.  Armour — Irresponsible  with  regard  to  this  matter.     I  think,  Mr.  President — 

Dr.  Britton — Would  you  kindly  explain  why  I  am  irresponsible  ? 

Dr.  Armour — You  are  not  responsible  to  the  medical  profession  for  the  assessment  of  a 
fee. 

Dr.  Britton — Am  I  not  responsible  to  the  medical  profession  as  to  how  that  fee  shall 
be  disposed  of  ? 

Dr.  Armour — Unfortunately  you  are  not  responsible  to  the  medical  profession  in  a 
representative  capacity. 

Dr.  Britton — Am  I  not  responsible  to  the  medical  profession  personally  as  to  how  that 
fee  shall  be  disposed  of  ? 

Dr.  Armour — I  don't  think  so. 

Dr.  Britton — You  don't  think  so  ? 

Dr.  Armour — I  don't  think  they  have  any  power  to  call  you  to  account  if  you 
squandered  all  the  funds  of  this  Council,  but  they  have  power  with  regard  to  a  territorial 
member. 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  ask  one  question  in  a  quiet  fashion,  and  I  would  desire  it  to  be 
answered  in  a  deliberate  way,  too.  Have  you  arrived  at  a  conclusion  that  satisfies  yourself 
as  to  the  method  that  was  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  making  me  and  all  other  school  and 
university  representatives  "irresponsible"  as  you  call  it?  Is  it  right  in  accordance  with 
your  own  convictions  of  justice  1  .  • 

Dr.  Armour— I  am  quite  competent  to  answer  that  question,  but  that  question  is  not 
before  us  now.     Bring  it  up  in  the  right  way  and  I  am  quite  willing  to  answer  it. 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  intend  to  enter  into  the  discussion  of  it. 

Dr.  Armour — It  is  altogether  out  of  order. 

The  President — I  don't  think  it  is  altogether  out  of  order.  You  make  a  suggestion 
that  a  member  is  irresponsible. 

Dr.  Geikie— There  is  one  thing  that  I  would  like  to  notice  with  regard  fco  the  matter 
Dr.  Armour  spoke  of  ;  he  was  speaking  of  loyalty  and  of  the  fees  tllts-  students  paid,  and 
that  they  were  of  no  consequence  to  the  colleges.  I  would  like  to  know  what  the  Council 
would  do  if  there  were  no  colleges  ] 

Dr.  Bray — I  don't  like  any  interruptions. 

Dr.  Armour — I  seem  to  have  said  something  that  has  hurt  Dr.  Geikie's  feelings  in  the 
matter  with  regard  to  the  fees  of  students.  Although  he  didn't  say  BO,  he  left  the  impression 
that  lie  still  has  the  idea  that  the  Council  is  indebted  to  the  colleges  for  students.  Perhaps 
sometimes  they  do  receive  a — 

Dr.  Bray— I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  think  that  has  go!  nothing  fco  do  with  the 
question  before  us. 

Dr.  Armour — What  is  your  point  of  order  ; 

Dr.  Bray — The  fees  of  the  students  have  gol  nothing  to  do  with  the  by  law. 

Dr.  Armour — It  has  been  used  in  justification  of  appointed  members  using  their  influ- 
ence here  to  assess  a  tax  on  the  profession  and  to  collect  it  by  penal  enforcement. 
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Dr.  Dickson — I  do  not  think  the  speaker  should  be  interrupted,  and  it  is  very  undesir- 
able that  the  speaker  should  make  remarks  that  should  call  for  an  interruption.  I  claim  his 
remarks  with  regard  to  the  fees  of  students  are  quite  out  of  order. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President,  it  will  be  remembered  last  year  how  Dr.  Britton  deplored 
the  fact  that  the  Legislature — 

The  President — You  are  speaking  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Armour — I  am  speaking  to  you. 

The  President — Dr.  Britton  is  not  on  his  trial. 

Dr.  Armour — He  is,  I  think. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  perfectly  willing  to  allow  the  gentleman  to  make  any  reference  he 
likes  to  me,  because  I  suppose  later  on  I  will  have  the  privilege — 

Dr.  Armour — One  interruption  begets  another,  and  that  is  the  way  the  business  of  the 
Council  moves  on.  Dr.  Britton  deplored  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  had  paralyzed  his  arm 
in  this  matter  by  depriving  him  of  his  vote.  I  think  we  can  safely  assure  Dr.  Britton  that 
there  is  not  the  least  probability  of  his  recovering  from  that  disability.  But  the  members 
will  remember  that  before  Dr.  Britton's  arm  was  paralyzed  in  this  matter  he  refused  to  vote 
for  penal  coercion.  Now  he  puts  himself  in  the  position  of  recommending  members  to 
commit  themselves  in  a  way  that  when  he  had  the  power  he  refused  to  commit  himself.  Well, 
gentlemen,  I  trust  that  none  of  these  intrusions  from  the  appointed  members  will  influence 
the  votes  of  the  territorial  members.  I  do  not  think  it  will  when  their  attention  is  properly 
called  to  it.  It  is  quite  possible  when  these  speeches  were  made  last  session  and  the  session 
before  that  the  territorial  members  didn't  know  whether  those  individuals  had  a  vote  or  not. 
I  therefore  leave  the  matter  with  you  and  trust  that  this  by-law  may  receive  a  majority  of  the 
votes. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  I  am  compelled  to  say  a  few  words.  I  shall  make  the 
sentences  as  short  as  I  possibly  can,  and  there  will  not  be  many  of  them.  The  gentleman 
who  has  just  spoken  has  made  special  reference  to  me,  but  I  speak  not  simply  on  behalf  of 
myself  but  on  behalf  of  a  principle.  It  is  quite  true  that  I  made  the  statement  on  a  former 
occasion  that  it  was  an  unjust  matter,  it  was  a  very  unwise  act  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature 
to  deprive  representatives  of  universities  and  medical  colleges  of  this  Province  of  certain  of 
their  privileges  and  to  limit  their  functions  ;  in  other  words,  to  make  a  discrimination  between 
the  different  classes  of  members  of  this  Council.  I  claim  this,  so  long  as  I  am  qualified  by 
Act  of  Parliament  to  represent  the  University  of  Toronto  and  sit  in  this  chamber  I  should 
have  the  privilege  of  exercising  every  function  that  belongs  to  any  member  of  this  chamber; 
there  should  be  no  distinction  drawn.  I  come,  I  think,  representing  just  as  respectable  a 
body  of  men  as  the  constituents  of  the  gentleman  who  has  spoken,  and  I  think  that  they 
have  just  as  much  interest  in  the  educational  progress  of  this  country.  The  University  of 
Toronto  and  other  universities  have  done  more  than  any  class  of  men  in  the  interests  of 
medical  education  ;  they  took  the  initiative,  and  they  have  been  in  the  front  ever  since,  and 
still  I  perceive  a  man  will  get  up  and  call  me  "irresponsible."  He,  forsooth,  would  make 
me  appear  as  a  sort  of  a  half  nonentity  ;  I  have  sense  enough,  or  possibly  he  may  concede 
that  much,  to  express  an  opinion  upon  other  matters,  and  I  think  I  have  judgment  enough 
to  know  whether  to  keep  my  hand  down  or  raise  it  when  certain  questions  are  put  before 
this  assembly.  But  the  position  that  I  have  no  right  on  earth  to  say  whether  or  not  my 
fellow-practitioner  shall  pay  a  paltry  fee  of  $2.00  per  annum  is  ridiculous.  Well,  gentle- 
men, that  is  the  position  I  am  placed  in.  I  will  have  to  repeat  a  few  words  of  what  I  said 
last  year  ;  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  letting  you  see  that  the  contention  I  made  is  correct  that 
I  should  still  have  every  power  I  originally  had  ;  that  there  should  be  no  restriction,  and  I 
make  this  claim  at  the  outset  that  the  amendment  to  the  Medical  Act,  which  prevented  the 
appointed  members,  as  termed  by  a  certain  gentleman  here,  the  representatives  of  the 
teaching  bodies  and  of  the  universities,  from  voting  or  taking  any  part  in  connection  with 
the  levying  of  the  annual  assessment  was  brought  about  by  false  representation,  was  the 
result  of  what  I  might  call  fraud.     That  is  a  strong  expression — 

Dr.  Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  What  Dr.  Britton  says  is  not  true.  I  think 
it  is  hardly  in  order  to  specify  the  result  of  the  deliberation  of  the  Legislature,  which  was 
the  enactment,  as  being  brought  about  by  fraud. 

The  President— I  don't  think  he  accuses  anyone  of  being  parties  to  that. 

Dr.  Britton — I  intend  to  connect  it  with  a  certain  class  of  men. 

The  President — You  can  class,  but  you  cannot  name. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  not  going  to  name.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  there  was  any  such 
thing  as  false  representation  in  our  Legislature,  far  from  it.  I  have  been  a  supporter  of 
the  present  Liberal  Government  ever  since  it  was  a  Liberal  Government,  and  it  would  be 
the  last  thing  in  the  world  that  would  be  expected  of  me  to  say  that  the  members  of  our 
Government  act  fraudulently,  or  that  any  member  of  the  Government,  by  false  representa- 
tions, brought  about  such  and  such  acts  ;  no  such  thing  was  the  case,  but  there  was  mis- 
representation.    I  shall  give  you  a  short  history  of  it.      There    was  a   certain   agitation 
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throughout  the  country  concerning  this  very  question  of  levying  an  annual  fee.     I  may 
repeat  what  perhaps  nearly  all  of  us  already  know,  but  I  have  been  placed  in  the  position 
that  I  must  do  so.     The  Council  informally  knew  of  this  agitation,  they  knew  of  it  through 
letters  that  appeared  in  the  public  press.     They  thought  it  wise  some  years  ago,  I  think  it 
was  in  1892,  to  pass  an  order  or  resolution  in  this  Council  to  the  effect  that  the  so-called 
Defence  Association  be  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  a  committee  from 
this  Council  to  discuss  matters  concerning  which  there  were  differences  of  opinion.     At  the 
appointed  time  both  committees  met ;  discussion  took  place  for  some  time,  and  finally  one 
gentleman,  a  member  of  the  committee  from  this  Council,  suggested  that  those  who  took 
opposite  views  to  some  that  were  taken  by  the  Council  should  formulate  what  might  be 
called  a  bill  of  rights,  or  practically  express  on  paper  what  their  desires  were  in  order  that 
they  might  be  submitted  to  the  committee  and  settled  by  the  Council.     This  was  done.     I 
need  go  no  further,  so  far  as  that  is  concerned  ;  but  I  might  say  that  in  that  discussion  the 
statement  was  made  by  a  certain  gentleman  who  is  here  to-day,  and  endorsed  by  another, 
that  ' '  we  will  continue  to  agitate  as  we  have  done  through  the  public  press,  we  will  use  our 
best  efforts  to  secure  the  private   ear  of  this,   that  and  the  other  member  of  the  Local 
Legislature.     We  have  influenced  a  great  many  in  that  way,  and  we  intend  to  pursue  the 
same  course. "     I  have  no  right  to  say,  I  have  no  right  to  suggest  even,  what  these  individual 
gentlemen  whispered  into  the  ears  of  the  members  of  the  Local  Legislature,  but  I  think  I 
have  a  fair  right  to  infer  what  they  said.     It  will  be  remembered  by  all  of  you  that  on  a 
certain  occasion,  I  cannot  give  you  the  exact  date,  I  think   it  was  within  a  few  months  of 
that  time,  a  circular  appeared,  and  I  think  a  copy  of  this  circular  was  sent  to  every  member 
of  this  profession  in  the  country  ;  this  was  what  we  might  call  in  a  certain  sense,  perhaps, 
the  "prospectus"  of  the  Medical  Defence  Association.     I  will  use  the  term  "manifesto," 
perhaps  that  will  answer  if  they  object  to  the  term   "  prospectus."     One  clause  in  that  was 
to  this  effect :    The  influence   of  the  appointed  members  of  the  Council  is  such  that  the 
Council  proceedings  are  influenced,  are  affected  by  them  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be  inimical 
to  the  interests  of  the  profession.     They  have  the  Homoeopaths  in  line,  they  have  managed 
to  put  a  string  on  each  of   a  certain  number  of  the  territorial  representatives  so  that  by 
means  of  these  two  classes  they  manage    to    control  the   Council.     They  have  no   right, 
therefore,  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  levying  of  an  assessment.     Now,  I  challenge  any 
member  of  this  so-called  Defence  Association  to  stand  up  and  say  that  that  argument  was 
never  used  ;  and,  if  he  does  so,   then  later  on  I  shall  adduce  the  proof  in  black  and  white 
that  what  I  have  said  is  perfectly  correct.     I  have  given  you  reasons  why  I  have  believed 
all  along,  and  I  know  to-day  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  University  of  Toronto,   or  any 
other  university  in  this  country,  Queen's  or  Trinity,  cannot  be  ignored  to  any  great  extent  ; 
still,  we  representatives  have  been  to  a  certain  extent  restricted  in  this  Council  by  legislative 
enactment,   and  that  was  brought  about  the  way  I  have  indicated.      The  universities  of 
Toronto,   Queen's    College,   Western  Ontario  and  Trinity  University   are  bodies  of  a  fair 
degree  of  importance.     Their  influence  is  felt  by  all,  from  the  highest  in  the  land  down  to 
almost  the  lowest  and  the  poorest ;   their  names  are  household  words,  and  amongst  them 
they  have  a  grand  body  of  superior  and  bright-minded  clever  men  ;    their  alumni  are,  I 
might  say,  the  large  majority  of  the  medical  profession  of  this  country,  a  very  large  number 
of  the  legal  fraternity,  and  amongst  them  are,  perhaps,  the  best  of  the  clerical  profession.     I 
am  not  going  to  either  of  these  to  ask  for  their  favors,  I  think  we  are  able  to  look  after 
ourselves  ;  but  I  can  tell  you,  Mr.  President,  that  it  would  be  just  as  well  that  no  further 
threats  of  the  same  kind  be  made  as  were  made  in  the  circular   formerly.     I  mean  to  say 
that  should  any  further  threats  be  made  by  any  body  of  men  that  further  legislation  would 
be  sought  for  to  reduce  still  further  our  usefulness  in  this  Council,   it  is  barely  possible 
that  the  grand  educational  institutions  of  this  country  will  arise  in  their  might   and   will 
bring  such  a  power  of  influence  to  bear  upon  the  Government  that  the  Defence  Association 
will  feel  as  though  a  bombshell  had  burst  in  its  midst.     I  have  nothing  more  to  say. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  like  to  make  a  suggestion.  This  question  is  dealing  with 
Section  41a.  We  appointed  a  subcommittee  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  other  day 
to  obtain  the  Solicitor's  opinion  upon  that  question.  We  will  have  that  whole  matter  before 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  again.  I  suggest  that  if  that  is  allowed  now  to  have  its  first 
reading,  and  then  is  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  we  can  have  the  whole  matin 
discussed  atone  time  and  it  will  shorten  the  matter  up  at  least  one  halt".  If  the  Council 
would  just  consent- to  this  by-law  getting  its  first  reading  now  and  then  read  it  a  BOCOnd 
time  and  refer  it  to  the  Committee  that  will  not  hinder  the  debate  a  particle.  We  have  tin- 
other  all  ready  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  two  can  he  discussed  at  the  same 
time,  if  the  Council  will  agree  to  that. 

Dr.  Bray — I  was  going  to  rise  to  make  a  suggestion  somewhat  upon  the  lines  that  Dr, 
Williams  has.  Not  that  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  hut  that  Dr.  Armour  with- 
draw this  by-law  for  the  present  until  the  opinion  from  Mr.  Osier  has  Keen  brought  in  by 
the  committee. 
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Dr.  Williams — I  do  not  care  which  way  it  is  done. 

Dr.  Bray — I  want  to  reply  to  one  remark  that  Dr.  Armour  has  made,  and  in  doing  so 
I  am  speaking  to  the  motion  which  is  before  the  house.  I  say  that  Dr.  Armour  made  a 
reflection,  not  only  on  the  territorial  members,  but  on  the  constituents  who  sent  them  here, 
when  he  said  they  were  so  ignorant  as  not  to  be  able  to  understand  the  reading  of  that 
by-law,  just  two  clauses  of  which  I  will  read  :  "  The  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  members  of  the 
college  towards  the  expenses  of  the  college,  and  the  means  of  collecting  and  enforcing  the 
same  are  to  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  elected  members  of  the  Council."  The  latter  portion 
of  the  clause  reads,  "  But  the  only  members  of  the  Council  entitled  to  vote  on  any  by-law 
under  this  section  shall  be  the  elected  members  of  the  Council,  nine  of  whom  must  be 
present  at  the  passing  of  the  by-law."  If  we  are  so  ignorant  that  we  cannot  read  that 
in  English,  then  I  say  it  is  time  that  we  got  instructions  from  somebody. 

Dr.  Armour — I  didn't  use  the  word  "ignorant  "  in  my  speech.  I  think  I  am  correct 
in  saying  that. 

Dr.  Bray — You  said  that  a  majority  of  the  members  "  did  not  know,"  and  what  is  the 
difference  between  "  did  not  know  "  and  being  "  ignorant "  ? 

The  President — I  think  we  will  stop  this  discussion,  and  either  decide  to  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  or  suspend  this  notice  of  motion  until  we  have  the  Solicitor's 
opinion. 

Dr.  Armour — I  object  to  suspending  the  notice. 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  certainly  another  way,  and  that  is  a  motion  to  read  the  by-law 
the  first  time.  The  reading  of  it  a  first  time  is  a  formal  matter  that  does  not  hurt  anybody. 
After  the  first  reading  the  second  motion  refers  it  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  then 
when  the  Committee  meets  all  that  there  is  to  be  done  is  to  make  a  motion  that  the  Com- 
mittee rise,  and  then  the  two  can  come  in  together  and  the  discussion  can  take  place. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  the  Council  will  grant  that  we  get  a  straight  vote  of  yea  or  nay 
upon  this  by-law  proposed  by  Dr.  Armour,  we  will  accede  to  that. 

Dr.  Brock — I  ask  to  have  a  straight  vote  taken  now. 

Dr.  Rogers — You  can  have  a  straight  vote  now  on  this  motion,,  but  we  are  not  going 
to  allow,  in  order  to  satisfy  any  good-natured  member  who  wishes  to  accede  in  a  pleasant 
way  to  the  advancement  of  such  a  thing,  a  by-law  of  that  kind  to  have  even  a  first  reading. 
We  propose,  if  possible,  to  not  allow  it  to  have  one  reading.  I  characterize  it  as  an  outrage 
on  this  Council  to  bring  it  forward  after  what  has  been  said  during  the  past  two  or  three 
years. 

Dr.  Armour — Is  Dr.  Rogers  speaking  to  the  motion  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  For  Dr.  Rogers  to  say  what  Dr.  Armour 
has  done  is  an  outrage  is  entirely  out  of  order,  and  I  hope  the  members  of  the  profession 
will  place  themselves  on  their  dignity. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  say  we  must  either  have  that  motion  withdrawn  or  else  it  must  not  get 
its  first  reading.  We  will  never  let  the  defence  men  go  to  this  country  and  say  their  by- 
law got  a  first  reading. 

The  President — If  you  insist  upon  it,  I  must  put  the  motion.  I  think  it  would  be  a. 
very  good  way  indeed  to  settle  it  with  this  vote.  . 

Dr.  Williams — If  you  propose  taking  a  vote  on  it  now  there  is  no  alternative  but  to 
discuss  the  question  in  full.  It  is  not  fair  to  the  new  members  to  ask  them  to  vote  on  a 
question  like  that  without  it  being  discussed.  I  will  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  that  the 
Council  do  now  adjourn  until  two  o'clock. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

The  Council  met  at  two  o'clock  p.m.  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Thorburn,  in  the  chair  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie, 
Graham,  Griffin,  Henderson,  Logan,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers, 
Sangster,  Thorburn  and  Williams.

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  and  resolved,  that  the  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  1896-97  in  re  extension  of  time  of  the  mortgage  on  the  College 
building,  be  and  is  hereby  confirmed  by  this  Council. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — When  the  Property  Committee  met  and  a  proposition  was  before 
us,  you  will  remember  that  I  took  the  ground  that  I  thought  it  was  better  not  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Canada  Life  for  three  years,  but  only  for  one  year,  until  the  matter 
of  the  building  should  be  entirely  and  fully  laid  before  the  Council  and  the  views  of  the 
Council  taken  upon  it.  I  thought  that  was  a  wise  thing  then,  and  I  think  so  still.  I  will 
not  raise  any  objection  to  the  passage  of  this  resolution  just  now,  but  I  wish  to  have  it 
understood  that  I  was  not  in  harmony  with  making  an  arrangement  for  three  years,  but 
only  for  one  year,  and  then  submitting  the  whole  matter  to  the  Council. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan  and  resolved,  that  the  following  gentle- 
men constitute  the  Legislative  Committee,  viz. :  Drs.  Britton,  Emory,  Machell,  Campbell, 
Williams  and  the  mover. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  and  resolved,  that  Dr.  Thorburn,  Dr. 
Henry  and  Dr.  Campbell  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  that  Drs.  McLaugh- 
lin, Barrick  and  Emory  be  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Geikie — Isn't  there  some  regulation  that  says  that  two  of  the  three  members  shall 
be  the  President  and  the  Vice-President  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — No,  sir  ;  the  regulation  bearing  upon  that  is  by-law  39,  which  declares 
the  number  of  which  each  committee  shall  consist,  and  the  President  and  the  Vice-President 
shall  be  ex-ojficio  members  of  the  standing  committees,  and  the  Executive  Committee  is  one 
of  the  standing  committees.  I  do  not  intend  to  enter  at  large  into  discussion  of  this  reso- 
lution, I  think  it  must  be  unnecessary,  because  we  have  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  in  other 
years  over  the  appointment  of  that  committee.  I  would  not  have  moved  the  amendment  at 
all  were  I  not  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  a  principle  involved,  and  that  the 
rights  of  the  medical  electorate  and  the  safety  of  the  College  funds  is  concerned  in  the 
appointment  of  that  Executive  Committee.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Legislature  giving  the  medical  electorate  a  representation  of  three-fifths  of 
the  membership  of  this  Council,  that  the  membership  ratio  should  be  respected  in  the 
formation  of  all  standing  committees  of  this  Council,  and  it  should  be  especially  respected 
in  the  formation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  is  the  governing  committee  of  the 
Council,  and  to  which  the  interests  of  the  College  are  largely  entrusted  during  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  year.  We  have  had  reason,  Mr.  President,  to  complain,  and  to  complain 
strongly  of  the  manner  in  which  that  Committee  has  been  constituted  in  the  past  year  and  in 
previous  years.  I  have  shown,  and  if  I  am  requested  to  do  so,  and  given  time  to  do  so,  I 
can  again  show  that  that  Committee  has  transcended  its  powers  by  seeking  legislation  on 
behalf  of  the  College  without  being  authorized  to  do  so,  by  inserting  in  the  petition  that  was 
circulated  amongst  the  profession  last  year's  provisions,  the  insertion  of  which  was  not 
authorized  by  the  Council,  and  the  insertion  of  which  was  calculated  to  bring  the  medical 
profession  into  direct  conflict  with  the  Legislature,  and  more  especially  with  that  element  of 
the  Legislature  known  as  the  Patrons.  I  claim  it  is  largely  owing  to  the  distribution  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  that  it  was  upon  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the 
fall  examinations  of  the  last  two  years  have  been  held.  It  has  been  denied,  but  if  it  was 
not  on  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  only  other  authority  that  is  open  to 
the  suspicion  of  ordering  them  is  the  Registrar,  because  certainly  the  Council  has  never 
ordered,  and  there  is  certainly  no  provision  in  the  Council  regulations  that  authorizes  or 
suggests  a  fall  examination.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  fall  examination  has  been  a  source 
of  great  and  unnecessary  expense  to  this  College.  I  have  satisfactorily  shown,  not  only  to 
my  own  satisfaction,  but  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  electorate  at  large,  that  an  average  Loss  of 
$700.00  per  year  has  been  involved  in  holding  those  fall  examinations;  that  last  year  the 
actual  loss  was  56  per  cent  of  $1,600.00,  or,  in  other  words,  $900.00  ;  and  I  again  claim  that 
is  too  much  to  pay  for  a  piece  of  sentimentalism,  and  I  can  use  no  better  term  with  regard  to 
it.  I  have  shown  that  that  Committee  has  at  times  refused  to  permit  members  of  this 
Council  to  obtain  a  simple  return  that  involved  no  expenditure  ;  and  on  behalf  of  the  elec- 
torate, of  which  I  am  a  representative,  I  have  claimed  in  the  past,  and  1  now  again  claim, 
that  the  by-law  of  the  Council  shall  be  respected  in  the  formation  of  that  Committee,  and 
that  five  members  shall  constitute  that  Committee-,  namely,  three  elected  and  two  <  <  offic 
I  do  not  think  that  is  asking  too  much,  nor  do  I  think  it  is  asking  too  much  that  wo  should 
receive  the  common  British  justice  of  having  one  of  our  representatives,  one  of  OUT  mem- 
bers, upon  that  important  Committee.  1  am  quite  Bure  the  continued  refusal  of  this 
Council  to  allow  a  member  of  what  is  known  as  the  Opposition  in  this  Council  a  scat  upon 
that  Committee  will  be  regarded  by  the  profession  as  an  indication  that  there  is  something 
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in  the  acts  of  that  Committee  that  should  not  be  freely  open  to  the  investigation  of  the 
Council  and  of  the  profession.  I  say  it  challenges  that  construction,  and  I  say  that  on  the 
part  of  simple  British  justice  the  Opposition,  representing  over  a  third  and  nearly  a  half  of 
the  medical  electorate  of  this  Province,  should  be  recognized  by  the  admission  of  one  mem- 
ber thereof  into  this  important  Committee.  It  has  been  claimed  that  the  committee  of  five 
would  be  too  expensive  ;  it  has  been  pointed  out  in  opposition  to  that,  that  the  expense  of 
this  Committee  in  the  past  has  not  arisen  from  the  number  that  were  appointed  on  it  but 
from  its  holding  frequent  meetings.  During  the  last  ten  years  the  only  expense  involved 
by  a  committee  of  three  was  an  expense  of  some  $78.00  last  year  or  the  year  before.  If  for 
nine  out  of  ten  years  a  committee  of  three  can  conduct  the  business  of  the  Council  without 
any  expenditure  at  all,  at  the  same  rate  a  committee  of  five  would  conduct  it  without  any 
expenditure  at  all.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  shown  that  a  small  committee  of  three 
has  involved  .an  expenditure  of  over  $300.00,  while  again,  a  large  committee  of  ten  or 
thirteen  I  think  has,  on  two  occasions,  involved  no  expenditure  at  all.  The  only  proper 
way  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  Committee  is  to  debar  them  from  holding  meetings  for  the 
discussion  of  business  ;  or,  in  other  words,  make  them  conduct  their  business  by  means  of 
epistolary  correspondence  ;  or  otherwise  cutting  off  all  expenditure  for  attendance  on  that 
important  Committee.  I  do  not  intend  to  occupy  your  time  more  largely,  I  merely  restate 
what  I  have  said  before  in  order  to  place  the  Council  on  record  as  to  the  principle  involved 
in  the  appointment  of  this  Committee.  With  regard  to  the  personnel  of  that  Committee  I 
have  proposed  three  gentlemen  living  either  in  Toronto  or  next  to  Toronto.  Dr.  Barrick 
and  Dr.  Emory  are  both  residents  of  Toronto,  and  Dr.  McLaughlin  is  perhaps  the  nearest 
to  Toronto  of  any  of  our  outside  men  ;  and  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  ex-officio 
members.  I  have  no  special  objection  to  Dr.  Campbell  being  on  that  Committee,  except 
that  he  has  been  on  that  Committee  for  so  many  years  that  it  begins  to  look  as  though  he 
had  a  peremptory  right  to  a  place  on  that  Committee.  I  do  not  think  any  member  should 
be  permitted  to  occupy  such  a  position. 

Dr.  Geikie- — I  ask  that  there  be  brevity  in  the  speeches  ;  it  is  all  very  nice  to  talk 
rabout  economy,  but  this  talking  cost  this  Council  $4,526.00  in  1895.  All  this  talking  is 
ridiculous,  and  I  hope  the  members  will  proceed  with  the  b  jsiness  of  the  Council  and  not 
waste  any  more  time. 

Dr.  Williams — Sometimes  we  are  surprised  at  the  course  our  members  take.  If  it 
were  not  that  I  think  the  last  speaker,  Dr.  Sangster,  wants  to  justify  himself  in  the  course 
he  has  taken  in  the  past  I  would  be  surprised.  Dr.  Sangster  has  previously  taken  very 
strong  grounds  with  reference  to  this  Executive  Committee  and  he  has  ventured  to  make 
some  very  strong  charges  ;  these  charges  have,  in  the  main,  been  brought  home  and  estab- 
lished to  be  founded  not  upon  facts.  He  has  made  the  statement  in  the  past,  if  not  to-day, 
that  this  was  an  irresponsible  Committee  of  three,  and  he  has  taken  the  ground  that  it  was 
elected  unconstitutionally.  Now,  sir,  I  do  not  need  to  discuss  this,  and  I  am  somewhat 
surprised  that  Dr.  Sangster  should  discuss  it  when  here  lying  upon  his  desk,  upon  my  desk 
and  upon  the  desk  of  every  member  of  this  Council  is  the  opinion  of  our  Solicitor  that  that 
Committee  was  appointed  last  year  in  the  regular  and  legitimate  way.  I  am  surprised 
that  a  man  with  the  astuteness  of  Dr.  Sangster  should  have  the  hardihood  to  undertake  to 
take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  here  with  a  statement  of  that  kind  with  the  opinion  of  the 
Solicitor  right  before  him.  I  do  not  need  to  characterize  that  kind  of  conduct ;  we  will  just  let 
it  pass.  The  Committee  is  appointed  according  to  the  constitution  and  there  is  the  Solicitor's 
opinion  ;  we  need  nothing  more.  Another  question  has  been  raised  and  that  is  that  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  exceeded  their  powers.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  they  have  not,  some- 
times ;  in  fact,  I  go  further  and  I  say  that  they  undoubtedly  have.  But,  gentlemen,  we  are 
not  here  to-day  to  discuss  past  committees  ;  we  are  here  to  appoint  a  new  committee  and  we 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  committees  that  have  exceeded  their  powers.  When  they 
transacted  their  business  and  put  in  their  report,  if  they  exceeded  their  powers,  it  was  the 
business  of  the  Council  then  to  have  censured  them  and  to  have  brought  them  to  task  for 
having  done  so.  That  has  gone  by  ;  now  we  are  to  appoint  a  new  committee  and  the  com- 
mittee proposed  is  not  responsible  for  the  acts  of  past  committees.  Now,  sir,  the  question 
is  whether  or  not  the  course  that  has  been  pursued  by  the  Council  of  late  years  in  appoint- 
ing the  President  and  Vice-President  and  one  member  of  the  Council  on  that  Committee  is 
a  reasonable  and  legitimate  course,  and  we  have  the  Solicitor's  opinion  that  it  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law.  With  reference  to  the  statement  as  to  cost,  I  submit  that  any  member 
who  will  take  the  cost  of  the  Committee  from  the  time  the  Council  was  established,  up  to 
the  present  time,  and  will  follow  that  down  year  after  year  and  year  after  year,  he  will  find 
when  the  Committee  got  down  to  three  and  continued  with  three  for  the  last  number  of 
years,  that  that  was  the  time  the  cost  of  the  Committee  got  down  to  a  low  figure.  If  he  will 
take  the  years  just  immediately  preceding  that,  when  there  was  a  large  Committee,  that  is 
the  time  when  he  will  find  a  large  cost,  running  up  to  four  or  five  or  six  hundred  dollars  a 
year  ;  and  I  claim  that  that  is  an  ample  consideration  for  the  Council  to  reduce  the  Com- 
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mittee  to  a  small  number.  And  there  is  still  more  good  reason,  when  they  have  reduced  it, 
to  keep  it  down  to  the  lowest  figure  that  they  can.  It  is  all  very  well  to  come  here  and 
preach  economy,  but  it  is  still  more  important  to  do  your  work  in  such  a  way  that  it  will 
result  in  economy  ;  and  that  I  claim  is  one  of  the  results  in  bringing  that  Committee  down 
to  the  smallest  number  possible,  and  three  is  the  least  number  that  will  fill  the  legal 
requirements  of  the  Act.  Under  these  circumstances  I  am  surprised  that  the  matter  should 
be  raised  again  and  the  time  of  the  Council  taken  up  in  discussing  it.  I  have  nothing  to 
say  against  the  personnel  of  the  men  who  are  proposed  by  Dr.  Sangster,  nor  do  I  think  any- 
thing can  be  said  against  the  men  who  were  proposed  in  the  first  place,  and  under  these 
circumstances,  having  heard  the  two  sides,  I  trust  the  Council  will  come  to  a  vote  upon  the 
question  without  wasting  the  whole  afternoon  over  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  believe  I  have  a  right  to  reply,  if  this  ends  the  discussion ;  if  it  does 
not  and   further  discussion  ensues,  I  of  course  reserve  for  myself  the  right  to  reply. 

The  President — You  have  a  right  to  reply  once. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  will  not  occupy  much  of  your  time,  I  merely  wanted  to  point  out  my 
reading  of  the  Solicitor's  opinion,  and  I  think  perhaps  it  may  have  escaped  Dr.  Williams' 
notice.  The  Solicitor's  opinion  is  that  the  Executive  Committee,  as  constituted  last  year, 
was  legally  constituted  and  at  the  close  of  the  clause  in  which  he  states  that  he  says  :  "I 
understand  that  the  provision  that  the  President  and  Vice-President  should  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Committee  is  re-enacted  each  year."  That  has  never  been  re-enacted  in 
any  year  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council.  It  is  stated  in  your  by-law,  No.  39,  that  they 
are  ex-officio  members  of  all  committees.  In  each  year  I  have  been  in  the  Council,  the 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Council  have  been  not  ex-officio  but  appointed  members 
of  that  Committee.  I  claim  that  the  Solicitor's  opinion  is  in  accordance  with  my  views,  and 
not  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  majority  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  main  motion  is  that  Dr.   Thorburn,   Dr.   Henry  and  Dr.    Campbell 
shall  form  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.      That  means  a  committee  of 
three.     Dr.  Sangster's  amendment  is  that  Dr.  Barrick,  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  Dr.  Emory  be 
the  committee.     That  means,  of  course,    under  our  by-laws  that  not  only  three  but  that 
five  should  be  appointed.     We  all  know  one  of  the  strongest  contentions  made  by  Dr. 
Sangster  and  his  two  friends  in  this  Council,   because  1  think  this  large  body  which  Dr. 
Sangster  represents  here  consists  of  three,  is  economy  ;  their  strongest  contention  is  economy. 
Yet,  after  all,  when  he  has  one  opportunity  of  practising  economy  by  keeping  down  the 
size  of  that  Committee  he  always  takes  exception  to  it.     There  are  some  things  he  has  said 
which  I  think  are  rather  hard  on  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  the  members  of  this  Council. 
He  says  the  principle  involved  in  this  motion  is  the  safety  of  the  college  funds  ;  in  other 
words,  a  committee  of  three  members  of  this  Council  are  not  as  safe  to  trust  with  the  funds 
of  this  Council  as  five  ;  that  is  his  contention.     Or,  in  other  words,  you  Mr.  President,    Dr. 
Henry  and  Dr.  Campbell  are  hardly  as  responsible  as  Dr.  Barrick,    Dr.    McLaughlin,    Dr. 
Emory,  Dr.  Henry  and  yourself.     I  think  that  is  rather  unfair,  to  put  it  mildly  ;  it  is  unjust 
to  accuse  any  three  members,  I  do  not  care  what  three,  sir,  of  not  being  honest  enough  to 
manage  the  funds  of  this  Council  as  well  as  five.     Surely  this  Council  is  not  going  to  endorse 
such  a  thing  as  that.     That  is  what  is  stated.     Now,  he  says  that  last  year  the  Committee 
transcended  its  power  ;  that,  Mr.  President,  was  up  before  the  Council  last  evening  and  I 
think  it  was  thoroughly  threshed  out ;    at  least,  Dr.   Sangster  and  his  friends  had  every 
opportunity  of  threshing  it  out,  and  as  far  as  my  recollection  serves  me  they  took   every 
advantage  of  that  opportunity.     Now,  having  threshed  it  out,  Dr.   Sangster  still  comes  back 
and  reiterates  a  statement  which  presses  somewhat  severely  on  the  honor  and  integrity  of 
the  Committee  of  last  year.     I  say  it  is  unjust  to  reiterate  a  statement  which  he  was  unable 
to  carry  in  this  Council  last  evening.     He  also  says  that  it  was  on  the  authority  of  this 
Committee  that  the  fall  examination  has  been  held.     We  all  know  that  that  is  something 
which  is  contained  in  our  regulations ;  it  is  printed  and  published  to  all  concerned  ;  it  is  passed 
every  year  by  the  Educational  Committee's  report  ;  every  year  that  Committee's  report 
brings  in  the  curriculum  and  in  that  is  a  statement  that  the  fall  examination  shall  be  held, 
Now,  whatever  may  be  doubted  in  regard  to  the  hair-splitting  legality  of  thai    position, 
mind,  it  is  a  fact  well  known  to  Dr.  Sangster,  well  known  to  the  triarchy  which   he  is  the 
supreme  head  of  in  this  Council,  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  nothing  whatever  to   do 
with  arranging  the  fall  examination  ;  that  has  been  arranged  for  by   the   Council   in   regula- 
tions that  have  been  passed  year  after  year,  and  therefore   why  should  any  man    be,    1    will 
say  unkind  enough,  if  you  like  to  put  it  that  way — if  1  made  the  statement  which   Dr.  Sang 
ster  has  made  I  would  say  "  dishonest  enough  "     to  state  we,   fche  Executive  Committi 
exceeded  our  powers  in  adopting  a  date  for  the  fall  examination  i     Another  thing  he  sai 
and  he  has  repeated  this  not  only  to-day  but  time  and  time  again,   until,   like  many  of  his 
statements,  to  me  they  become  rather  nauseous,   that   the   Executive  Committee  refused  a 
member  of  this  Council  information.     That  statement  has  been  made  time  and  time  again 
and  denied  ;  still,  Dr.  Sangster  reiterates  the  statement.    It  is  a  question  who  is  to  be  believed, 
12 
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the  Executive  Committee  or  Dr.  Sangster.  Still  he  goes  on,  not  only  in  this  Council  but  in 
print  and  in  every  way  reiterating  a  statement  which  I  will  characterize  to-day  as  not  being 
true.  The  Executive  Committee  never  objected  or  refused  to  give  him  information  which 
was  properly  asked  for.  He  also  mentioned  the  very  brilliant  would-be  triarchy  which  he 
has  the  honor  to  be  the  head  of,  or  at  least  I  suppose  he  is,  and  he  characterized  them  in 
this  Council  as  the  opposition  ;  he  puts  them  on  a  somewhat  high  pedestal — 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  don't  think  the  member  has  any  right  to 
characterize  me  as  the  head  of  a  triarchy  ;  I  have  never  called  him  the  tail  of  any  element  in 
this  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — Perhaps  not.  I  would  rather  be  the  tail  of  any  element  in  this  Council 
than  the  head  of  his. 

The  President — Dr.  Sangster  himself  has  made  the  public  declaration  that  he  is  leader 
of  the  opposition. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  denied  that.     No,  sir,  I  am  too  modest  a  man — 

The  President — I  will  call  it  to  your  memory.  In  the  meeting  we  had  last  year  some- 
one asked  you  if  you  were  the  leader  of  the  opposition  and  you  said  you  had  the  honor  to  be. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  claim  that  your  memory  is  at  fault.  I  assure  you,  much  as  I  should 
like  to  have  the  honor  of  being  the  head,  I  have  never  assumed  to  be  in  that  position.  I  very 
much  regret  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  claim  that  position  as  I  should  really  feel  it  just  as  much 
an  honor  as  my  friend  Dr.  Rogers  would  feel  it  an  honor  to  be  the  tail  of  any  other  part  of 
this  Council. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  I  might  simply  corroborate  what  you  stated.  Dr.  Sangster 
was  asked  whether  he  was  the  leader  of  the  opposition  and  he  said,  ' '  I  am  the  leader  of  a 
certain  sect  in  the  Council. " 

Dr.  Rogers — Without  dwelling  too  much,  Mr.  President,  on  Dr.  Sangster's  assumption 
that  he  and  his  two  friends  constitute  the  opposition  in  this  Council,  I  am  quite  satisfied  to 
leave  him  in  that  position  ;  I  am  quite  satisfied  for  three  men  to  constitute  themselves  into 
what  they  call  the  opposition,  but  it  remains  for  the  profession  to  say  whether  they  like  the 
acts  of  the  opposition.  I  seriously  object  to  a  number  of  men  coming  here  and  constituting 
themselves  into  an  opposition,  what  for  ?  To  preach  economy  and  by  their  practice  to  not 
only  produce  the  greatest  extravagance,  but,  I  say,  Mr.  President,  their  conduct  in  this 
Council  has  brought  expenditure  onus  and  on  the  profession  which  more  than  balances,  which 
doubles,  the  amount  which  would  have  been  saved  had  all  their  requests  been  acceded  to. 
Now,  I  have  no  intention,  I  have  no  desire,  Mr.  President,  to  even  utter  a  word  on  behalf  of 
my  friend  Dr.  Campbell  ;  I  do  not  think  I  am  capable  of  defending  him  half  as  well  as  he  is 
capable  of  defending  himself,  but  I  must  enter  a  protest  against  the  assertion  on  the  part  of 
Dr.  Sangster  that  Dr.  Campbell  must  assume  by  this  time  a  peremptory  right  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  Dr.  Campbell,  by  his  appointment  on  that  Committee,  shows 
he  has  the  confidence  and  the  entire  confidence  of  this  Council,  and  therefore  it  is  unkind,  to 
say  the  least,  to  even  mention  a  thing  like  that.  Again,  Dr.  Sangster  mentions  the  fact  that 
the  Executive  Committee  is  an  irresponsible  triarchy  ;  if  that  is  true,  then  the  whole  Council 
is  an  irresponsible  triarchy,  because  the  Executive  Committee  are  drawn  from  the  Council  and 
they  have  to  report  to  the  Council,  and  therefore  their  acts  are  always  open  to  be  investigated, 
to  be  talked  over  and  in  every  way  cut  to  pieces,  if  necessary,  by  the  Council.  But  that 
was  done  last  night  and  still  we  find  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  adopted  exactly 
as  it  was  brought  before  the  Council.  This  being  the  case  it  seems  to  me  hardly  just  or  kind 
of  any  man  to  state  that  that  Committee  is  an  irresponsible  triarchy.  I  feel  that  such  a  state- 
ment going  outto  the  profession  is  not  just  to  the  profession  and  it  is  not  just  to  the  public. 
I  say  statements  of  this  kind,  gratuitous  statements — I  cannot  help  but  say  that  if  I  stated 
them  I  would  consider  them  as  untrue  statements — going  to  the  Legislature,  to  the  country, 
has  injured  the  Council  in  the  eyes  of  the  Legislature  and  profession  of  this  Province. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  do  not  intend  to  discuss  anything  but  just  the  facts.  We  have  a  legal 
opinion  upon  the  constitution  of  this  Committee  and  I  will  guarantee  that  if  you  ask  a  boy  in 
the  first  division  of  the  Collegiate  Institute  how  many  members  should  be  on  the  Executive 
Committee  he  would  answer  differently  from  the  solicitor  and  I*  will  tell  you  why.  It 
says  that  the  Registration  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  and  everybody  knows 
that  it  consists  of  nine  members  ;  because  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  members. 
The  Education  Committee  consists  of  nine  members,  everybody  knows  it  consists  of  eleven 
members,  because  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  members.  The  Rules  and  Regulations 
Committee  consists  of  five  members  but  the  same  school  boy  would  know  that  it  consists  of 
seven  members,  because  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  ex-officio  members.  The  Print- 
ing Committee  consists  of  five  members  ;  that  boy  would  know,  as  every  member  in  this 
Council  would  know,  it  consists  of  seven  members,  because  the  President  and  Vice-President 
are  ex-officio  members.  The  Complaints  Committee  the  same.  The  Executive  Committee 
consists  of  three  members.  Why,  anyone  would  know  that  that  committee  consists  of  five 
members,  because  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  ex-officio  members.     This  is  one  of 
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the  bones  of  contention  that  is  being  brought  up  here  every  year  and  I  do  hope  that  the  com- 
mittee that  is  appointed  to  revise  the  by-laws  will  see  that  this  is  made  plain.  If  you  are 
going  to  have  three  members  on  that  Committee,  then  you  must  put  in  one  member.  That 
shows  the  ridiculous  position  of  the  matter.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  three 
members,  and  if  it  is  to  be  three  members  then  you  must  put  in  the  by-law  "  one  member  ;  " 
because  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  ex-officio  members. 

Dr.  ^Rogers — What  about  the  Discipline  Committee  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — The  Discipline  Committee  consists  of  three  or  five  members,  and  if  the 
President  or  Vice-President  are  ex-officio  members  of  that  Committee  then  it  will  be  five  or 
seven  members. 

The  President — I  beg  to  say  that  these  are  very  good  suggestions  of  yours,  Dr.  Barrick, 
but  they  are  more  for  the  Committee  on  Revision  than  for  this  particular  discussion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  for  a  moment  to  explain  that  the  by-laws  state  that  the  President 
and  Vice-President  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all  committees  except  the  Discipline 
Committee.     (Cries  of  "Question,  question.") 

The  President  put  the  amendment,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
lost. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  ask  that  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham, 
Griffin,  Henderson,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Rogers,  Roome,  Shaw, 
Thorburn  and  Williams — 21. 

Nays — Drs.  Armour,   Barrick,  Hanly,  McLaughlin,  Reddick  and  Sangster — 6. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  that  by-law  No.  —  for  the  purpose 
of  appointing  an  Auditor  and  fixing  his  salary  or  fees  be  now  read  a  first  time, 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  read  the  by-law. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  that  by-law  No.  —  for  the  purpose 
of  appointing  an  Auditor  and  fixing  his  salary  or  fees  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  and  read  a  second  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Henderson  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  read  the  by-law  a  second  time,  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  first 
clause  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  the  first  motion  should  be  to  fill  the  blank  ;  we  cannot  adopt  it 
until  that  is  done. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  am  not  very  clearly  in  a  position  to  suggest  a  name.  I  understand 
from  the  Committee  who  have  had  charge  of  the  finances  that  the  auditing  has  not  been  very 
satisfactory,  and  I  would  like  to  leave  the  filling  up  of  the  blank  to  the  Council.  If  any 
member  of  the  Council  can  suggest  the  name  of  a  first  class  gentleman  who  will  go  through 
our  accounts  thoroughly,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  have  that  blank  filled. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  would  suggest  the  name  of  Dr.  Carlyle.  You  referred  to  the 
Committee  not  being  satisfied  when  going  over  the  accounts.  There  were  one  or  two  small 
instances  where  perhaps  he  had  been  rather  derelict,  but  I  do  not  know  that  it  was  his  fault,  or 
whose  particular  fault  it  was.  We  have  never  found  any  mistakes  of  any  consequence  ;  in 
fact,  no  mistake  of  arithmetic  or  anything  like  that.  One  charge  made  against  him  is  that 
he  received  more  money  for  the  first  year's  work  than  the  by-law  authorized  him  to  get,  and 
another  one  I  think  was  that  he  had  not  looked  into  the  mortgages  to  ascertain  the  exact 
legal  arrangement  that  existed  between  the  College  and  Canada  Life.  I  claim  these  are  not 
very  serious,  and  it  is  aVery  serious  matter  to  discharge  a  man  holding  the  position  he  does 
in  some  of  the  leading  financial  institutions  of  Canada  and  who  trust  to  him  solely  and  do 
not  insist  upon  having  a  second  auditor.  1  think  if  his  attention  is  called  to  the  Tact  that  he 
overlooked  the  mortgages  that  he  will  only  be  too  glad  to  attend  bo  it.  I  know  that  during 
this  past  year  he  has  been  suffering  a  great  deal  from  some  disease,  and  it  is  just  possible  m 
his  physical  condition  and  in  his  anxiety  to  get  things  right,  that  lie  might  have  overlooked 
the  fact  of  not  attending  to  the  leases  as  he  ought  to  h  ■  <■.      As  to  the  $20  00,  w  hen  he 

came  to  find  out  he  had  such  a  lot  of  work  to  do  lie  could  no!  accept  it.  I  think  that  ought 
to  come  up  under  the  Finance  Committee's  report.  I  should  be  sorry  to  see  l>r.  Carlyle 
thrown  out  on  account  of  those  two  things. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  thai  the  blank  be  filled  by  inserting  the  name  Of  Dr. 

Carlyle  and  that   the  first    clans,     of   the    I  »\    !iu    b<  ed,   which,  on   a    \<>te    having   heen 

taken,  was  declared  carried. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin  read  the  second  clause  of  the  by-law,  and  moved  that  the  Auditor 
receive  $25.00. 

Dr.  Armour — That  is  not  the  question  just  now.  When  the  Finance  Committee  bring 
in  a  report  they  will  have  a  clause  with  regard  to  this  matter,  and  I  think  the  Council  should 
be  in  possession  of  that  before  passing  this  by-law.  With  the  permission  of  the  Committee, 
I  would  state  that  there  is  a  clause  in  the  Finance  Committee's  report  which  says  that  the 
Auditor  received  $20.00  more  than  was  authorized  by  the  Council  for  the  last  year's  audit. 
The  circumstances  are  these  :  There  was  a  by-law  passed  two  years  ago  fixing  the  salary  for 
last  year  at  $20.00.  He  protested  against  it  and  asked  that  the  Council  increase  that  to 
$40.00  ;  it  came  before  the  Finance  Committee  and  they  recommended  that  it  be  increased 
to  $40.00  last  year,  but  when  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  considered  in  Council  it  was 
reduced  again,  and  the  by-law  stood  as  it  was.  Perhaps  I  might  say,  the  Registrar  over- 
looked that  it  was  erased  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  the  report  was  passed. 
As  you  remember,  it  was  passed  very  hurriedly  and  that  was  overlooked,  though  on  the 
proceedings  the  resolution  not  allowing  it  is  shown.  I  think  the  Auditor,  if  his  audit  is 
worth  anything,  should  have  known  that  he  was  only  entitled  to  $20.00,  and  had  made  an 
error  with  regard  to  his  own  payment. 

Dr.  Brav — The  first  part  of  the  by-law  is  carried. 

Dr.  Armour — Had  I  known  that  I  would  not  have  spoken. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  blank  in  the  second  clause  of  the  by-law  be  filled  in  with 
the  figures  "$40.00,"  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  I  will  ask  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  withdraw  the 
third  clause,  because  it  is  a  serious  thing  to  give  instructions  to  an  auditor.  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  this  is  an  exceedingly  important  matter,  and  I  think  that  the  Auditor  should 
go  far  beyond  taking  an  account  and  seeing  the  amount  of  it  and  seeing  that  there  is  a 
cheque  for  that  amount ;  he  ought  to  look  up  the  by-laws  and  resolutions  of  the  Council  and 
see  that  there  is  an  authority  for  every  payment.  There  is  no  more  valuable  officer  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  to-day  than  the  Auditor-General,  and  such  duties  as  I  have  stated  apply 
to  him,  and  he  has  exercised  that  power  beneficially.  I  think  when  an  account  is  brought  to 
our  auditor  paid,  as  it  assuredly  will  be,  some  authority  should  be  given  him,  and  he  should 
be  asked  by  this  Council  to  make  a  note  of  it  and  make  a  report  and  let  it  be  brought  before 
the  Council.  But,  that  is  not  all  ;  there  are  other  matters  to  which  reference  has  been 
made.  The  receipts  of  the  Council  should  be  carefully  examined  by  him  to  see  that  they 
are  in  harmony  with  the  rentals  in  connection  with  this  building,  and  in  connection  with 
other  matters.     I  move  that  the  third  clause  of  the  by-law  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  it  is  important  that  that  clause  should  remain  in. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  feel  that  the  clause  instructing  the  auditor  should  be  more 
comprehensive  than  this  is  ;  the  clause  reads  in  this  way,  ' '  That  the  Auditor  be  and  is 
hereby  instructed  in  auditing  the  accounts  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  is  proper 
authority  for  the  payment  of  each  account  and  make  a  report  thereon  for  the  use  of  the 
Council." 

Dr.  Bray — The  only  difficulty  would  be  to  look  up  the  authority. 

Dr.  Machell — I  think  it  is  well  to  leave  this  out  for  the  present ;  it  will  involve  a  great  deal 
more  work  on  the  part  of  the  Auditor  and  on  the  part  of  the  Registrar  ;  the  Registrar  will 
have  to  be  in  constant  attendance  on  the  Auditor,  looking  up  authorities.  It  would  be  a 
matter  of  weeks  in  auditing  the  accounts. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Another  important  fact  is,  the  moment  we  adopt  the  report  of  our 
Auditor  every  account  in  that  report  becomes  binding,  and  if  afterwards  we  find  some  person 
defrauding  us  in  any  amount  of  money  we  are  powerless  to  collect  it.  That  is  a  very  grave 
matter  for  us  to  consider,  and  if  we  are  to  have  an  auditor  at  all  and  an  audit  of  our  accounts 
it  should  be  as  nearly  perfect  as  we  can  get  it.  I  did  not  know  that  this  was  the  law  until 
my  friend  Dr.  Brock  told  me  this  morning,  and  I  do  not  think  this  clause  is  sufficiently 
comprehensive  ;  I  am  not  satisfied  with  it. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  if  Dr.  McLaughlin,  during  the  interim,  would  suggest  some  scheme 
and  bring  it  before  the  Council  it  would  carry  without  a  dissenting  voice,  because  I  am 
heartily  in  accord  with  what  he  says.  I  think  we  often  jump  into  things  that  we  would  not 
have  done  if  we  had  had  more  time  to  consider  it.  I  quite  agree  with  the  object  of  that 
clause,  but  I  would  ask  Dr.  McLaughlin,    as  he  has  suggested  himself,  to  withdraw  it. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  withdraw  Clause  3,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report  the  by-law  as  amended, 
which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  that  by-law  No.  — ,  now  passed  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  entitled  ' '  A  by-law  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  an  Auditor 
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and  fixing  his  salary  or  fees  "  be  now  read  a  third  time,   passed,  numbered,  signed  by  the 
President  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried,  and  the  by-law  adopted  as  follows  : 

' '  By-law  No.  80,  for  appointing  an  Auditor  and  fixing  his  salary.  Whereas,  power  has 
been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
under  Section  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  R.S.O.  1887,  Chapter  148,  to  make  by-laws, 
be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

"1st.  This  Council  hereby  appoints  Dr.  James  Carlyle,  Toronto,  as  Auditor,  for  the 
purpose  of  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Council. 

' '  2nd.  The  salary  or  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Auditor  by  the  Council  for  his  services  as 
auditor  shall  be  and  are  hereby  fixed  at  forty  dollars. 

' '  Adopted  as  amended.  Adopted  in  Council. 

"G.  Henderson,  Chairman,  Committee  of  Whole.         J.  Henry,  Vice-President." 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  and  resolved,  that  the  Council  do  now  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  by-law  to  levy  the  annual  fee. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Henry  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams — We  were  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  by-law  for  levying  the 
annual  fee,  and  it  was  read  the  first  time  before  going  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.  While 
we  were  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  a  motion  was  made  to  elect  a  special  subcommittee  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  obtain  certain  opinions  from  Mr.  Osier  on  questions  which 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  that  Committee.  The  Committee  interviewed  Mr.  Osier  and 
laid  the  questions  before  him  as  carefully  as  they  could,  and  are  now  prepared  to  make 
answer  in  the  form  of  a  report  which  I  will  read  : 

To  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Your  subcommittee  appointed  to  lay  before  Mr.  Osier  certain  questions 
and  to  obtain  his  answer  thereto,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

1st.  With  reference  to  Section  41a,  which  was  suspended  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  of 
1893  :  When  a  by-law  is  passed  in  the  terms  of  the  Statute  to  bring  it  into  force,  as  was  done 
by  by-law  No.  69  in  1895,  it  is  in  full  force  and  virtue.     And, 

2nd.  It  is  not  necessary  that  a  by-law  shall  be  enacted  each  year  to  continue  it  in  force, 
for  once  brought  into  operation  it  continues  until  repealed. 

3rd.  Had  the  Medical  Council  at  the  annual  session  of  1895  a  legal  right  to  assess  an 
annual  tax  on  the  medical  profession  for  the  years  1893  and  1894,  as  enacted  in  Clause  3  of 
by-law  No.  69  1  The  Solicitor  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  had  the  right  to  impose  the 
fee  for  1893  and  1894,  as  they  did  under  by-law  No.  69,  and  that  the  fee  imposed  under  this 
by-law  would  be  collectible,  in  that  the  annual  certificate  would  be  withheld  until  payment 
is  made.  If  an  individual  should  think  it  unjust  he  would  be  obliged  to  take  proceedings  to 
quash  the  by -law,  upon  the  validity  of  which  there  might  be  doubt,  thereby  throwing  the 
onus  of  proof  on  the  party  making  the  appeal.  And  that  if  he  had  been  stricken  from  the 
register  for  non-payment  of  dues  covering  the  period  prior  or  subsequent  to  these  two  years 
during  which  the  41a  Clause  was  suspended,  he  could  not  claim  restoration,  as  invalidity  for 
this  by-law  would  not  affect  those  for  previous  or  subsequent  years  about  which  there  is  no 
doubt. 

4th.  To  what  part  of  the  arrearages  of  the  annual  tax  which  are  outstanding  at  various 
dates  from  1874  to  the  present  time  can  Section  41a  of  the  Medical  Act  passed  in  1891 
be  legally  applied  for  their  collection  1  The  fees  for  past  years  are  a  debt  to  the  Council 
and  are  collectible  under  this  Act,  no  matter  how  far  back  they  date. 

5th.  The  Council  cannot  delegate  to  the  Executive  Committee  the  power  to  authorise 

the  Registrar  to  erase  names. 

6th.  When  charges  against  a  member  of  the  College  have  been  investigated  bj  tin- 
Discipline  Committee  and  the  evidence  has  boon  taken,  it  is  not  ueoessarj  bo  notifj  him 
to  appear  before  the  Council  when  they  are  about  to  take  action.  To  do  80  is  an  act  of 
grace,  and  when  practicable  is  advisable. 

7th.  The  conduct  <>f  Charles  John  l'  undoubtedly  is  such  as  may  be  dealt  with 

by  the  Discipline  Committee;  under  this  A.ct.      It  may  be  a  charge  OOming  under  tin-  criminal 
code  at  the  same  time. 

8th.  Your  Committee   understood   the   instructions   to   be   that    the  opinions  of   the 
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Solicitor  were  to  be  obtained  in  writing  that  they  might  be  placed  on  file  for  future  reference. 
We  were  informed  by  him  that  the  advice  sought  under  these  questions  had  previously  at 
various  dates  been  furnished  to  the  Council  either  by  direct  letter  or  through  prepared  by- 
law, that  if  we  wished  them  now  put  in  writing  from  Mr.  Osier's  office,  they  could  be 
furnished  to-day.  If  wished  with  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier's  own  signature  it  would  require  a  week 
or  ten  days.  Your  Committee  believe  it  would  be  very  satisfactory  to  the  profession  at 
large  were  the  opinions,  especially  bearing  on  the  annual  fee  and  its  collection,  obtained 
from  the  Solicitor  under  his  own  signature,  and  published  in  the  next  Annual  Announce- 
ment. We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  write  Mr.  Osier  for 
these  opinions  for  this  special  purpose. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  enquire  from  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  or  from  Dr.  Williams,  whether 
I  am  correct  in  my  interpretation  of  the  opinion  read  from  Mr.  Osier.  Two  years  ago  I 
think  an  opinion  was  brought  here  from  the  Solicitor's  office,  or  rather,  that  the  by-law  for 
the  reinstitution  of  the  clause  authorizing  the  annual  assessment  and  the  reinstitution  of 
Section  41a  was  legal  and  correct.  I  believe  it  was  ascertained  subsequently,  and  it  is 
admitted  now  that  that  was  not  a  written  opinion,  that  it  was  a  verbal  opinion  emanating 
from  the  Solicitor's  office,  not  necessarily  from  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier.  I  would  like  to  know  first 
whether  this  opinion  is  from  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  ? 

Dr.  Williams — You  say  it  was  admitted  that  the  opinion  which  you  have  referred  to 
was  not  his  opinion,  but  emanating  from  his  office  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Yes. 

Dr.  Williams — We  do  not  admit  that.  The  Solicitor  made  this  statement  to  the  Council 
with  regard  to  that,  and  therefore  it  is  embraced  in  this  report  :  "Your  Committee  under- 
stood the  instructions  to  be  that  the  opinions  of  the  Solicitor  were  to  be  obtained  in  writing, 
that  they  might  be  placed  on  file  for  future  reference.  We  were  informed  by  him  that  the 
advice  sought  under  these  questions  had  previously  at  various  dates  been  furnished  to  the 
Council  either  by  direct  letter  or  through  prepared  by-law."  So  that  the  opinions  which 
have  been  given,  while  perhaps  not  personally  prepared  by  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  have  been  gone 
oyer  and  investigated  by  him.  These  opinions  that  we  bring  here  are  brought  from  a  part- 
ner in  his  firm. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  glad  to  have  that  explanation.  Now  the  matter  I  was  aiming  at 
was  this  :  A  resolution  was  moved  here  the  other  day  by  Dr.  Roome,  I  believe,  in  opposition 
to  an  opinion  being  obtained  from  Mr.  Osier  touching  the  assessments  for  the  year  1892-93 
and  1893-94,  because  if  that  opinion  was  obtained  it  might  lead  to  endless  lawsuits.  I 
thought  that  was  a  very  unfortunate  basis  upon  which  to  oppose  the  obtaining  of  the 
opinion  sought,  but  it  now  appears  that  Mr.  Osier  himself  practically  takes  the  same  ground. 
He  admits  that  there  is  grave  doubt  about  the  right  to  press  the  assessment  for  those  two 
years,  but  he  claims  that  it  was  right  to  assess  the  profession,  because  the  assessment  makes 
each  professional  man  in  the  country  a  debtor  for  that  amount,  and  the  onus  of  proof  of  the 
validity  of  the  by-law  rests  upon  the  professional  man  who  is  assessed.  I  claim  that  is  not 
the  position  that  this  reputable  Medical  Council  of  Ontario  should  suffer  itself  to  be  placed 
in.  I  claim  this  Council  should  know  definitely  and  distinctly  whether  they  have  or  had  the 
legal  right  beyond  any  possibility  of  cavil  to  assess  for  the  years  1893,  '94,  and  if  they  have 
not  a  clear  and  indubitable  right  to  assess  in  those  years,  they  should  not  throw  upon  the 
members  so  assessed  the  onus  probandi,  but  they  should  repay  the  professional  members  of 
the  country  who  have  been  mulcted  in  that  amount. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  Osier  does  not  go  to  the  length  of  saying  there  is  a  probable  doubt  ; 
he  admits  that  there  is  a  possible  doubt.  And  the  entire  point  turns  upon  the  legal  interpre- 
tation of  the  word  "suspension."  His  interpretation  is  that  "suspend  "  means  to  hold  until 
a  certain  time,  which  time  was  till  an  election  took  place,  and  until  the  new  members  elected 
had  a  right  to  say  whether  or  not  this  should  go  into  operation,  and  if  it  went  into  operation 
it  started  in  where  it  was  suspended.  At  the  same  time  he  says  it  could  be  argued  in  a  dif- 
ferent way,  and  it  would  be  just  possible  the  other  interpretation  might  be  taken.  He  thinks 
there  would  be  a  bare  chance  of  that,  but  that  the  probabilities  are  altogether  the  other  way. 
I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  adopt  the  report  of  the 
subcommittee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  understood  by  that  that  the  opinion  on  all  points  will  be  got 
from  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  ? 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  the  way  that  would  read,  especially  the  opinions  bearing  upon 
the  clause  as  to  the  annual  fee. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — That  word  "especially"  leads  to  a  doubt  as  to  whether  the  others 
will  be  or  not. 

Dr.  Williams — "Your  Committee  believe  it  would  be  very  satisfactory  to  the  profes- 
sion at  large  were  the  opinions,  especially  bearing  on  the  annual  fee  and  its  collection, 
obtained  from  the  Solicitor  under  his  signature  and  published  in  the  next  Annual  Announce- 
ment. We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  write  Mr.  Osier  for  these 
opinions  for  this  special  purpose. "  (See  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  at  end  of  report  of  Proceedings.) 
There  might  be  a  question  as  to  whether  the  Registrar  shall  take  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  on  all 
these  questions  or  only  upon  section  41a. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  the  essential  question. 

Dr.  Sangster— I  think  it  is  only  on  that  one  point. 

Dr.  Williams — That  was  my  supposition. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Williams — We  will  now  take  up  the  by-law  entitled  ' '  A  by-law  to  levy  the 
Annual  Fee." 

Dr.  Williams  read  the  by-law,  and  moved  the  adoption  of  clause  1. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Do  we  not  understand  that  the  by-laws  that  were  passed  last  year  in 
regard  to  all  these  matters  were  permanent  until  repealed  ? 

Dr.  Williams— Yes,  but  while  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  was  that  it  would  be  legal  to  let  it  go 
from  year  to  year,  he,  at  the  same  time,  expressed  the  opinion  that  he  thought  it  would  be 
j  udicious  to  pass  this  by-law  each  individual  year  ;  he  thought  it  would  save*  much  trouble, 
and  possibly  expense.     On  motion,  clause  1  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  enacting  clause  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  preamble  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  title  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  and  resolved,  that  the  Committee  do 
now  rise  and  report  the  by-law  as  read  and  passed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  which,  on  a 
vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  and  resolved,  that  the  by-law  for  levying 
the  annual  fee  be  now  read  a  third  time,  and  finally  passed,  signed,  numbered,  and  sealed  with 
the  seal  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  say  a  few  words  regarding  this.  I  have  objected,  under  the 
circumstances  that  have  existed,  to  making  this  assessment  from  year  to  year,  on  the  ground 
that  I  thought,  if  proper  economy  was  exercised,  it  would  not  be  necessary,  and  that  a  great 
deal  of  friction  in  the  profession  would  be  avoided  if  we  could  get  along  without  this  annual 
fee.  During  the  past  year  we  have  had  a  total  net  income  of  $20,630.17.  I  made  a  com- 
putation a  few  years  ago,  and  again  last  year,  and,  speaking  from  memory,  I  believe  that  the 
necessary  expense  of  the  Council,  aside  from  maintenance  of  the  building,  amounted  to  about 
$13,300  or  $14,000,  and  by  levying  two  or  three  thousand  dollars  to  carry  the  building,  aside 
from  the  annual  tax,  if  it  aggregates  as  much  next  year  as  it  did  last  year,  we  would  have  an 
income  of  over  $15,000,  which  should  be  ample  for  all  expenses.  However,  we  have  not  got 
to  that  point  in  our  Finance  Committee's  report  at  the  present  time  ;  they  have  not  yet  con- 
sidered the  estimates,  and  I  do  not  see  how  I,  or  any  other  member  of  the  Council,  can 
properly  vote  to  assess  this  tax  until  those  estimates  have  been  presented  and  considered.  I 
think  no  member  of  the  Council  would  desire  to  assess  this  fee  if  it  was  found  that  there 
were  ample  funds  without  the  assessment.  So  that,  at  the  present  time,  I  feel  obliged  to 
dissent  from  the  preamble  of  the  by-law  which  says  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  assess  the  tax. 
I  want  further  time  for  consideration,  and  for  that  reason  I  could  not  support  the  by-law 
now,  and  1  must  vote  against  it. 

The  President  on  request  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  :

Consideration  of  Ki 

Dr.  Machell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  report  of  the  Property 
Committee  be  now  considered. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 
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Dr.  Machell  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee,  and  moved  its  adoption,  which, 
on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried,  and  the  report  adopted  as  follows  : 

Report   of  Property   Committee. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario. 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Property  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  inspected 
the  Building  and  find  it  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

The  instructions  received  by  your  Committee  from  the  Council  in  June,  1896,  have 
been  carried  out,  and  after  making  every  possible  enquiry  as  to  the  prospect  of  disposing  of 
the  property,  your  Committee  found  that  the  time  was  not  favorable  for  the  selling  of  the 
property,  and  at  once  gave  notification  to  the  Registrar  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Council,  when  your  Committee  was  empowered  to  rearrange  the  loan  that  fell 
due  November  1st,  1896. 

The  members  of  your  Committee  resident  in  Toronto  held  a  number  of  meetings 
endeavoring  to  secure  a  rearrangement  of  the  mortgage  on  more  favorable  terms  than  form- 
erly, and  as  soon  as  negotiations  were  sufficiently  advanced,  your  Property  Committee  was 
called  together  and  the  loan  arranged  for  a  three  years'  renewal  mortgage  with  the  Canada 
Life  at  the  rate  of  three  and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum  from  November  1st,  1896. 

We  also  beg  leave  to  report  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  insurance  upon  the  building, 
the  Canada  Life  Co.  agreeing  to  reduce  the  amount  heretofore  carried  by  the  College,  forty- 
thousand  dollars  ($40,000),  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  making  an  annual 
saving  of  fifty  dollars  ($50),  on  the  insurance  which,  with  the  reduction  of  interest  from 
five  per  cent,  to  three  and  a  half,  will  make  a  net  saving  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($950)  per  year  in  carrying  the  property  until  such  time  when  it  can  be  advantageously 
disposed  of. 

Your  Committee  also  complied  with  your  instructions  in  erecting  the  necessary  closet 
accommodation  for  the  building,  and  had  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  halls  cleaned  and 
papered  and  the  woodwork  varnished  after  specifications  had  been  prepared  and  tenders  for 
the  work  received,  the  lowest  tender  being  accepted.  This  will  render  further  outlay  in 
these  parts  unnecessary  for  some  time. 

The  boilers,  elevator  and  machinery  have  been  inspected  and  found  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  powers  entrusted  to  them  last  year  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  the  building  be  continued. 

The  revenue  from  the  year's  rents  amounts  to  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-two 
dollars  and  three  cents  ($4,622.03),  being  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  eighty- 
seven  cents  ($1,406.87)  more  than  was  received  last  year,  eleven  hundred  dollars  ($1,100) 
of  which  was  received  from  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters  during  the  eleven  months 
of  their  occupancy.  This  source  of  revenue  will  terminate  shortly,  as  their  own  building  on 
the  opposite  corner  is  nearing  completion.  This  is  not  taking  into  account  any  allowance 
for  our  own  premises  occupied  by  the  College. 

Our  supplies  such  as  fuel,  etc.,  have  been  purchased  after  receiving  tenders  for  the 
same. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Henderson — The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  ready,  but  I  have  not  yet 
submitted  it  to  the  Committee. 

Dr.  Brock — I  move  the  adjournment  of  this  Council  so  that  we  may  have  this  report 
read  and  submitted. 

Dr.  Machell — Before  that  is  done  may  I  introduce  a  motion  'I 

The  Council  granted  leave  to  Dr.  Machell  to  introduce  a  motion. 

The  President,  Dr.  Thorburn,  left  the  chair,  and  the  Vice-President,  Dr.  Henry,  took 
the  same. 

Dr.  Machell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  and  resolved,  that  having  learned  the 
details  of  the  scheme  for  the  founding  of  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  the  Council  of 
the  College   of   Physicians  and    Surgeons  of  Ontario,  now  in  session,   is  of   the  opinion  : 

That  the  motives  of  the  originators  of  the  scheme  should  be  most  gratefully  appreciated 
both  by  the  medical  profession  and  by  the  public  at  large,  more  particularly  when  regard 
is  had   to  the  exalted   source   from    which   the    proposal   is    believed   to   have   emanated. 

The  Council  nevertheless  believes  that  by  virtue  of  our  more  extensive  knowledge  and 
experience  of  the  difficulties  sought  to  be  removed,  we  should  in  the  most  kindly  manner 
warn  the  advocates  of  the  scheme  that  in  actual  results  it  must  necessarily  be  disappointing 
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to  them,  and  fraught  with  elements  of  actual  danger  to  the  public,  and  we  would  respectfully 
suggest  a  very  distinct  modification  of  the  scope  and  magnitude  of  the  undertaking. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Might  not  some  word  be  used  to  replace  the  word  "  warned  "  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Use  the  word  "suggest." 

Dr.  Dickson — Put  in  the  word  "  caution." 

Dr.  Machell — I  think  myself  the  word  "  warned"  is  all  right.  There  is  going  to  be 
trouble  if  this  scheme  is  continued. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — All  right,  I  will  withdraw  my  objection. 

The  Vice-President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Machell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  send 
a  copy  of  the  above  motion  to  the  members  of  the  Dominion  and  Local  Houses. 

The  Vice-President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Williams — Is  there  no  business,  or  can  the  Council  adjourn  1 

The  Vice-President  called  for  reports  of  committees. 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  there  any  way  of  knowing  if  we  are  going  to  get  away  to-night  ? 

The  Vice-President — I  don't  know. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  would  make  a  suggestion,  if  we  want  to  get  home  early,  that  on 
matters  that  have  been  repeatedly  discussed  in  this  Council,  we  avoid  any  further  discussion 
to-night,  should  any  of  these  matters  come  up.  We  can  have  the  votes  taken  on  them  and 
our  names  recorded,  but  where  we  have  repeatedly  expressed  our  opinions,  in  the  interests  of 
our  own  convenience  and  with  the  object  of  getting  away  early,  let  us  dispense  with  further 
argument  upon  them. 

Dr.  Hanly — The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  has  been  received 
and  read  ;  and  I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  it  be  adopted. 

The  Vice-President  pnt  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
oarried,  and  the  report  adopted  as  follows  : 

Rules  and  Regulations  Report. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

Your  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  :  That  we 
recommend  for  your  acceptance  the  opinion  given  by  Mr.  Osier  (our  solicitor)  on  the  validity 
of  certain  acts  of  this  Council  hereto  appended.

Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  opinion  of  the 
Solicitor  be  obtained  promptly  regarding  the  validity  of  the  Council's  action  in  the  following 
particulars  :  1st,  the  constitution  of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  2nd,  the  payment  of  per 
diem  allowances  to  any  of  the  committees  ;  3rd,  the  payment  of  any  moneys  to  the 
•examiners  ;  4th,  the  payment  of  any  salary  to  the  Official  Prosecutor  ;  5th,  the  fixing  of  the 
time  of  examinations  ;  and  6th,  the  double  examination  at  Kingston  and  Toronto.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.,  asking  my  opinion  upon  various 
matters  therein  stated,  I  beg  to  say  as  follows  : 

The  Executive  Committee. 

As  to  the  constitution  of  the  Executive  Committee,  upon  referring  to  by-law  No.  39, 
passed  at  the  session  of  June,  1896,  it  appears  that  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  current 
year  was  duly  constituted  in  accordance  with  Section  14  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Committee  was  properly  constituted!)}  the  appointment  of  three 
members,  two  of  whom  to  be  the  President,  and  Vice-President  respectively.  1  understand 
that  the  provision  that  the  President  and  Vice-President  should  be  ex-ojficio  members  of 
the  Committee  is  re-enacted  each  year,  so  that  the  provisions  of  Section  L4  to  the  effect 
that  the  members  of  this  Committee  should  be  appointed  annually,  are  complied  with. 

Payment  to  Members  of  Executive  Committee. 

It  is  possible  that  objection  might  be  raised  t"  the   payment  of  per  diem  allowances  to 

cover  fees  and  travelling  expenses  ..f  members  of  Executive  Committee  upon  the  ground  that 
the  Aet  does  not  specifically  mention  the  Executive  Committee  in  authorizing  payment  of  t 
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and  travelling  expenses.  Upon  the  other  hand,  Section  12  does  not  limit  the  right  to  pay- 
fees  and  expenses  to  members  of  the  Council  for  attending  the  general  session  of  the 
Council,  and  Section  13  authorizes  payment  of  salaries  and  fees  of  all  officers  necessary  for 
the  working  of  this  Act.  After  carefully  considering  the  matter,  I  am  of  opinion  that  what- 
ever doubt  there  may  be  as  to  the  right  to  pay  a  per  diem  allowance  to  cover  fees  and 
travelling  expenses  under  Section  12  that  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  are  officers 
of  the  Council  necessary  for  the  working  of  the  Act  within  the  meaning  of  Section  13,  and 
that  any  reasonable  allowance  may  therefore  be  paid  to  them  in  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

Payment  of  Salary  to  Official  Prosecutor. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  The  Ontario  Medical 
Act  the  Council  has  power  to  appoint  an  Official  Prosecutor  as  an  officer  necessary  for  the 
working  of  the  Act  and  to  provide  for  payment  to  such  Official  Prosecutor  of  a  reasonable 
salary  out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  Section  58  of  the 
Act. 

Examinations,  Time,  Place. 

V 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Section  28  of  The  Ontario  Medical  Act  confers  upon  the 
Council  an  absolute  discretion  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  examinations  at  Toronto  or  at 
Kingston,  or  at  both  places,  at  any  time  or  times,  subject  only  to  the  provision  that  such 
examinations  must  be  held  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

The  above  are  all  the  points  that  occurred  to  me  under  the  headings  of  your  letter.  If 
there  are  any  other  questions  upon  which  an  opinion  is  desired  I  shall  be  pleased  to  consider 
them  at  your  request.  Yours  truly,

Dear  Sir, — Your  memorandum  asking  further  explanation  of  some  of  the  points  con- 
sidered in  my  opinion  of  June  23rd  ult.  has  been  handed  to  me.  With  regard  to  the 
payment  of  fees  and  expenses  to  the  members  of  committees  other  than  the  Executive 
Committee,  I  am  of  opinion  that  members  of  such  other  committees  are  not  officers  to  whom 
the  Council  can  pay  salaries  or  fees  under  Section  13  of  the  Act,  and  while,  as  pointed  out 
in  my  former  opinion,  there  would  seem  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  payment  for 
attendance  at  committee  meetings  is  provided  for  by  Section  12,  I  am  upon  the  whole  of 
opinion  that  in  so  far  as  the  work  of  standing  committees  is  necessary  for  carrying  the  Act 
into  effect  the  Council  may  in  their  discretion  under  this  section  provide  for  the  payment  of 
fees  and  reasonable  travelling  expenses  to  members  attending  such  committee  meetings. 

The  right  to  pay  salaries  and  fees  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  expressly  provided  for 
by  Section  13  of  the  Act.  It  is  expressly  provided  for  by  Section  13  of  the  Act  that  the 
Council  must  direct  by  by-law  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  examinations  at  either 
Toronto  or  at  Kingston.  Yours  truly,

The  Vice-President  (Dr.  Henry)  left  the  chair  and  the  President  (Dr.  Thorburn) 
took  the  same. 

Dr.  Barrick  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee. 

The  President — How  do  the  tenders  compare  with  last  year's  tenders  1 

Dr.  Barrick — Last  year  it  cost  us  $1.32  a  page  for  the  Announcement ;  this  year  it  is 
to  cost  $1.78  per  page. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  don't  think  that  fully  expresses  it.  Last  year  the  publisher  had 
the  privilege  of  putting  advertisements  in  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  book.  This 
year  that  is  not  involved,  and  any  profits  that  may  accrue  from  that  the  Council  may  reap 
them,  so  that  you  can  scarcely  compare  the  two  years. 

Dr.  Barrick — The  Methodist  Book  Room  people  state  that  if  we  wish  to  insert  adver- 
tisements they  will  print  those  at  $2.00  per  page.  They  do  not  deal  in  advertisements 
themselves.  The  stenographic  work  last  year  cost  us  ninety  cents  per  page  ;  for  1898, 
according  to  this  tender,  it  is  to  cost  us  sixty  cents  per  page.  We  do  not  know  what  it 
will  cost  this  year,  but  if  I  remember,  when  it  was  under  discussion  in  the  session  the 
stenographer  stated  he  would  do  the  work  this  year  as  cheaply  as  any  other  regularly 
qualified  stenographer.  The  tenders  show  that  Mr.  Alexander  Downey  will  do  it  next  year 
for  sixty  cents  per  page.  Whether  Mr.  Downey,  the  stenographer  of  this  year,  will  do 
the  work  for  that,  of  course  I  don't  know. 
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Dr.  Luton — I  think  it  was  understood,  although  it  was  not  mentioned  there,  that  the 
Announcement  was  to  be  printed  within  four  weeks  from  the  time  a  typewritten  copy  was 
put  into  the  possession  of  the  publishing  company.  We  do  not  want  to  wait,  as  we  did  last 
year,  until  November  or  December,  before  we  get  copies  of  it.  I  would  ask  Dr.  Barrick  if 
that  is  not  there. 

Dr.  Barrick — There  was  a  delay  last  year  in  the  getting  out  of  the  Announcement 
owing  principally  to  the  fact  that  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  proceedings  was  nOt  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Registrar  until  about  the  6th  August.  For  the  session  of  1898  we  have 
asked  that  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  proceedings  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar 
within  four  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  session,  and  further  with  regard  to  the  printing  and 
binding,  that  copies  of  the  Announcement  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Registrar  within  six  weeks 
after  a  typewritten  copy  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  publishing  company. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  suggest  to  Dr.  Barrick  that  he  read  the  letter  of  Mr.  Alexander 
Downey,  the  stenographer,  so  that  it  may  go  on  record,  in  order  that  the  profession  may  see 
what  the  tender  is. 

Dr.  Barrick — It  reads  as  follows:  "In  compliance  with  the  circular  lately  issued  by 
you  calling  for  tenders  for  a  verbatim  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  at  the  session  of  1898,  and  also  for  a  typewritten 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  :  I  will 
furnish  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  session  of  1898  at  the 
price  of  sixty  cents  for  each  page  of  the  Announcement  printed  ;  I  will  also  furnish  the  four 
necessary  typewritten  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Discipline  Committee  required  by  the 
Committee  and  by  the  solicitors  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  folio." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — He  does  not  say  he  will  supply  all  that  within  four  weeks. 

Dr.  Barrick — He  says,   "In  compliance  with  the  circular." 

Dr.  Barrick  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  report  be  adopted, 
which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried,  and  the  report  was  adopted,  as. 
follows  : 

Your  Committee  on  Printing  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

1st.  That  in  accordance  with  your  instructions  last  session  tenders  were  solicited  for  the 
printing  and  binding  of  thirty-five  hundred  copies  of  the  Announcement  of  last  year,  and,, 
after  careful  consideration  of  the  same,  the  contract  awarded  to  the  Nesbitt  Printing  Co.  for 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  the  lowest  tender. 

2nd.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  of  this  session,  your  Committee 
advertised  for  tenders  for  the  printing  and  binding  of  thirty-five  hundred  copies  of  the 
Announcement  of  1897,  and  for  the  stenographic  work  for  1898,  and  after  carefully  con- 
sidering the  same,  makes  the  following  recommendation  :  That  the  tender  of  the  Methodist 
Book  and  Publishing  House,  of  one  dollar  and  seventy-eight  cents  per  page  for  printing  and 
binding  thirty-five  hundred  copies  of  the  Annual  Announcement  of  1897,  be  accepted,  it 
being  the  lowest  tender. 

That  the  tender  of  Mr.  Alexander  Downey,  for  the  stenographic  work  for  the  year  1898, 
at  sixty  cents  per  page  of  the  Announcement,  and  twenty  cents  per  folio  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Discipline  Committee  be  accepted,  it  being  the  lowest  tender. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Henderson  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Dr.  Armour — I  would  suggest  that  we  take  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  as 
read,  and  I  would  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henderson,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  this  report. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Luton  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clauses  1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  (5  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  7. 

Dr.  Machell—  Dr.  Phillips  was  in  Winnipeg  from  L879to  L893  or  L894,  and  while  he 
was  there  he  paid  dues  to  the  Manitoba  Council  the  sain,  as  he  would  have  done  if  lu«  had 
been  here.  He  comes  back  to  Ontario  and  he  thinks  it  rather  unjust  thai  he  should  be 
asked  to  pay  dues  here  and  there  also,  lie  asks  t<>  have  his  dues  from  l*7'->  t<.  L893  or 
1894,  while  he  was  in  Manitoba,  remitted  l\  jeems  rather  a  hardship  thai  a  man  should 
pay  dues  in  both  districts  ;  and  it  seems  rather  unfair  that  a  man  should  be  compelled  to 
stay  here  for  another  year  to  know  in  what  position  hi'  is.  I  think  we  should  deal  with 
this  matter  now. 
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Dr.  Armour — With  regard  to  this  matter,  we  found  unfortunately  we  had  no  power  to 
deal  with  it  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  Solicitor.  We  could  not  remit  one  man  his 
fees  and  not  another.  We  may  make  a  general  recommendation  with  regard  to  it.  The 
by-law  introduced  by  Dr.  Campbell  last  year  provided  for  that  from  year  to  year,  and  if  a 
remission  of  that  kind  is  applied  for  during  the  year  the  remission  will  be  made,  but  where 
a  man  comes  and  asks  that  his  fees  for  several  years  be  remitted,  we  have  no  power  to 
comply  with  his  request.  I  think  we  should  acquire  that  power  ;  I  think  we  should  be 
able  to  deal  justly  in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  but  unfortunately  we  cannot  do  it  now. 

Dr.  Henry — It  seems  to  me  a  great  injustice.  I  know  for  a  fact  that  Dr.  Phillips  has 
been  living  out  in  Winnipeg,  and  after  a  lapse  of  fourteen  years,  having  paid  all  the 
expenses  and  dues  out  there,  he  comes  back  and  he  asks  for  the  remission  of  his  fees.  He 
is  willing  to  pay  his  dues  from  1893  to  the  present  time. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  we  have  no  power  to  deal  with  it,  we  cannot  help  ourselves. 

On  motion,  Clause  7  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman — It  appears  to  be  the  general  sense  of  the  Council  that  there  are  a 
number  of  very  great  hardships,  but  it  is  not  in  our  power  to  remedy  these  things  unless  it 
be  by  some  special  Act  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  our  Solicitor  has  given  an  opinion  that  we  have  no  power  to 
make  special  legislation  to  relieve  any  one  man. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  8. 

Dr.  Henderson — Mr.  Boyle  is  here  and  is  willing  to  give  an  explanation  in  regard  to 
this  matter. 

The  Chairman — Is  it  your  wish  to  hear  Mr.  Boyle  ?  I  understand  matters  pretty  well 
myself,  but  there  may  be  members  here  that  do  not  understand  them  and  will  not  be  in  a 
position  to  vote  intelligently  on  this  clause  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Campbell — If  there  is  any  member  who  wants  an  explanation,  let  Mr.  Boyle 
give  it. 

Dr.  Hanly — Some  member  said  to  me  he  did  not  understand  it. 

The  Chairman  called  on  Mr.  Boyle  to  speak. 

Mr.  Boyle — This  is  a  project,  gentlemen,  for  the  establishment  of  a  square  to  be 
called  "Victoria  Square,"  right  opposite  to  you,  between  your  property  and  the  City  Hall, 
the  project  has  been  initiated  by  the  local  property  owners  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City 
Hall,  and  in  formulating  their  petition  it  occurred  to  them  it  would  only  be  fair  and 
equitable  between  themselves  and  the  city  at  large  that  the  city  should  control  that  land 
for  all  time  to  come  without  any  payment  of  principal.  There  has  been  a  negotiation  going 
on  between  the  owners  of  the  property,  the  Knox  Church  people,  and  they  have  intimated 
their  willingness  to  allow  the  corporation  to  have  possession  of  that  land  for  all  time  to 
come  at  a  fixed  annual  charge  to  be  made  now  ;  that  is  tantamount  to  a  ground  rent.  The 
gross  amount  required  for  that  purpose  would  be  about  $6,300  or  $6,400  ;  that  amount  is 
set  out  in  the  petition  of  the  local  property  owners.  The  proposition  is  that  they  pay 
$2,000  of  the  amount  annually  with  the  right  to  commute  the  $2,000  if  they  so  desire.  The 
plan  of  the  property,  of  which  I  enclosed  a  blue  print  to  the  Council  yesterday,  is  attached 
to  the  petition.  This  amount  is  an  annuity  or  ground  rent  to  the  church  for  the  value  of 
the  land,  and  the  whole  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  local  property  owners  would  be  about 
$6,300  or  $6,400,  with  the  right  to  commute  the  annual  sum  of  $2,000,  if  it  is  desired. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  is  supposed  to  be  the  present  value  of  the  property  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — The  property  in  that  whole  block  is  assessed  to-day  at  about  $156,000  ; 
the  amount  required  is  a  little  less  than  four  per  cent,  on  that  sum,  but  we  are  fixing  the 
price  now  for  all  time.  In  formulating  this  petition  to  go  onto  the  city,  it  occurred  to  the 
local  property  owners  that  it  would  only  be  fair  and  right,  in  view  of  the  advantages  that 
would  accrue  directly  to  the  property  in  the  neighborhood  in  having  that  block  of  old  build- 
ings extinguished,  that  a  portion  of  the  annual  charge  should  be  borne  by  the  property 
contiguous  to  the  square,  and  the  amount  set  out  in  this  petition  here  is  $2,000.  That 
amount  will  be  equitably  distributed  in  proportion  to  the  relative  positions  of  the  different 
properties  to  the  square.  The  property  on  the  square  will  pay  at  a  ratio  of  three  to  one  ; 
the  rate  for  the  property  on  the  square  is  seventy-five  cents  a  foot  ;  for  the  other  property, 
some  at  sixty,  some  at  forty,  and  the  lowest  rate  is  twenty-five  cents  a  foot  ;  that  is,  for 
property  four  or  five  hundred  feet  away.     I  will  read  you  the  petition  if  you  like. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No. 

Dr.  Machell — What  will  it  cost  this  Council  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — It  will  cost  this  property  seventy-five  cents  a  foot,  about  $65.00.  This 
proposition  has  been  endorsed  by  a  very  influential  petition  from  citizens  at  large,  and  that 
petition  I  may  say  has  been  signed  by  not  only  what  might  represent  the  intelligence  and 
wealth,  but  the  commercial  and  industrial  activity  of  the  city  of  Toronto.  This  matter  has 
been  lying  in  abeyance  for  the  last  four  or  five  months,  but  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of 
Control,  I  got  the  petition  out  so  that  you  could  attach  your  signatures. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — Do  you  say  there  will  be  no  obligation  upon  this  Council  but  the 
$65.00  ?     Can  the  amount  not  increase  1 

Mr.  Boyle — No,  it  cannot  increase  ;  we  make  that  a  condition  of  signing  it. 

Dr.  Fowler — Supposing  a  man  refused  to  join  in  signing  this  petition  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — Although  the  law  only  specifies  two-thirds,  we  have  at  the  present  time 
eighty  per  cent,  in  value  and  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  names. 

Dr.   Machell — So  that  it  is  likely  to  be  carried  whether  we  agree  to  it  or  not  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — I  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  that  is  the  case  we  had  better  do  what  we  cannot  help  but  do. 

Mr.  Boyle — It  is  a  scheme  that  has  been  popularly  approved  of  by  the  public  ;  and 
when  we  come  down  to  discuss  the  matter  from  the  city  side,  it  is  going  to  be  a  revenue 
instead  of  an  expense.  Looking  at  the  matter  from  a  purely  selfish  standpoint  as  to  how  it 
is  going  to  affect  your  property,  I  do  not  think  there  can  be  two  opinions  at  all  but  that 
the  results  will  be  favorable.  For  instance,  take  the  appreciable  rentable  value  of  this  room 
alone,  if  you  were  offering  it  for  office  purposes,  and  it  would  more  than  double  the  $60.00 
odd  that  you  pay  annually.  The  room  down  below  in  the  corner  where  Messrs.  Urquhart 
&  Urquhart,  the  barristers,  are  at  present,  is  a  room  that  will  rent  for  $10.00  or  $15.00  a 
month  more  than  it  is  renting  for  to-day.  So  that  if  you  look  at  it  purely  from  a  selfish 
point  of  view,  taking  into  consideration  the  increased  revenue  you  will  derive  from  the. 
position,  you  will  save  hundreds  of  dollars  instead  of  it  being  a  debt  on  your  hands. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  move  that  that  clause  be  struck  out.  Why  is  this  agitation  ?  Simply 
because  the  Church  owns  a  lot  of  property,  the  tenants  hold  a  perpetual  lease,  and  they 
cannot  get  rid  of  the  property  ;  the  lease  is  renewable  every  twenty-one  years.  I  believe 
when  the  lease  was  renewed  last  time  there  were  some  fourteen  tenants,  and  the  increase  of 
the  ground  rent  was  so  great  that  every  one  who  wished  to  get  rid  of  it  had  to  go  into 
bankruptcy,  and  only  two,  I  believe,  of  the  fourteen  tenants  are  still  in  possession.  The 
Church  finds  it  can  get  no  revenue  from  this  property,  and  the  beginning  of  this  thing  has 
been  the  Church  trying  to  lease  and  make  something  out  of  their  property,  and  that  has 
been  worked  up  persistently.  The  people  in  the  neighborhood  have  been  canvassed  and 
bothered  and  pestered  until  the  canvassers  have  been  warned  not  to  come  near  the  house.  I 
refer  to  the  men  on  James  Street ;  they  have  persisted  in  calling,  and  calling,  and  calling,  and 
the  thing  has  been  going  on  for  a  long  time.  This  Council  once  invested  in  real  estate  and 
the  members  are  not  well  pleased  with  that  investment.  Now,  do  not  let  us  invest  in  any- 
thing else,  do  not  let  us  pay  away  our  money  for  a  square.  The  square,  so  far  as  it  is  a 
benefit  to  the  city  at  large  is  a  question  ;  the  idea  of  having  a  nice  square  here  where  people 
can  go  for  an  outing  is  a  matter  of  theory.  Two  years  ago  we  had  the  Metropolitan  grounds 
the  same  way.  Oh,  they  wanted  that.  We  gave  them  that  for  two  years,  and  the  place  of 
quiet  where  people  used  to  go  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  rude  children  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, so  that  after  two  years  of  practice  they  found  it  was  no  use  to  the  citizens.  However, 
I  think  you  ought  to  consider  this  matter  well,  and  if  there  is  a  doubt  about  it  refer  it  to 
the  Property  Committee.  If,  as  has  been  stated,  they  already  have  75  or  80  per  cent,  we 
cannot  help  ourselves.  I  would  rather  have  it  forced  upon  us  in  that  way  than  that  we 
should  ask  for  it.  If  we  have  to  do  it,  like  the  paying  of  our  taxes,  we  cannot  get  rid  of  it, 
but  I  should  certainly  ask  this  Council  to  hesitate  before  urging  a  matter  of  that  kind,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  they  refer  it  to  the  Property  Committee. 

Mr.  Boyle — I  made  the  statement  that  this  project  was  initiated  by  the  property 
owners  in  the  vicinity.  I  do  not  require  to  come  here  to  make  any  statement  that  is  not 
correct. 

Dr.  Barrick — Who  initiated  this  undertaking  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — I  have  already  told  you  — the  property  owners  themselves. 

Dr.  Barrick — Did  not  Knox  Church  people  1 

Mr.  Boyle — They  did  not.     If  you  want  to  argue  with  me  on  this  point — 

Dr.  Hanly — Haven't  we  had  enough  of  this  ? 

The  Chairman — That  is  a  matter  for  the  Council  to  say. 

Mr.  Boyle — I  will  not  deal  further  upon  the  argument  Dr.  Barrick  has  raised  ;  I  am 
prepared  to  meet  him  before  the  Board  of  Control  and  settle  that  part  of  it ;  I  am  prepared 
to  show  the  city  of  Toronto  will  have  thousands  of  dollars  of  revenue  out  of  this  project, 
and  have  the  square  to  the  good.  That  is  the  position  we  are  in,  exactly.  You  do  not 
understand  the  scheme,  Dr.  Barrick;  you  are  doing  as  a  member  of  the  Council  did,  he 
jumped  on  it  before  he  got  the  evidence  before  him.  I  may  tell  you  now  that  the  Etnoi 
Church  property  is  going  into  the  market,  and  it  is  not  the  *.**, 500.00  or  .$:u»00.00of  revenue 
that  will  be  got  out  of  it  that  we  are  wrangling  over, 

Dr.  Hanly — That  is  not  our  business. 

Mr.  Boylk — No.  They  are  wrangling  over  the  greater  revenue  that  will  coin.'  out  of 
the  church  property  fore mercial  pur] 

Dr.  Barrick — How  much  will  they  gei  from  it  i 
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Mr.  Boyle— $7,000.00. 

Dr.  Machell — I  think  if  Mr.  Boyle  will  give  us  the  names  of  some  of  the  property 
owners  it  will  convince  Dr.  Barrick  better  than  anything  that  can  be  said. 

Mr.  Boyle— There  is  Dr.  Oronhyatekha,  representing  the  Foresters'  Temple ;  Mr.  Walter 
S.  Lee,  Mr.  G.  W.  Allan,  representing  the  Western  Canada  Loan  Company  ;  the  Sproule 
family  ;  the  Hon.  C.  A.  Wood,  Manager  of  the  Freehold  Loan  Company — his  property  is 
around  on  Queen  Street ;  Mr.  Langmuir  and  Mr.  Meredith,  for  the  Trusts  Company — whose 
property  is  still  further  west  on  Queen  Street — Mr.  Geo.  Gooderham  and  his  brother  ;  Mr. 
R.  Simpson,  of  the  large  departmental  store  ;  the  Jackes  family,  who  are  situated  west  on 
Queen  Street  ;  P.  Jamieson,  John  Ross  Robertson  and  many  others. 

Dr.  Barrick — Is  Mr.  T.  Eaton's  name  on  the  petition  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — No,  sir.     I  can  give  you  the  reason  why  it  is  not  there. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  powers  we  have  to  deal  with  real  estate  are  shown  in  Clause  2 
■of  the  Medical  Act  as  follows  :  ' '  The  Medical  profession  of  Ontario,  heretofore  incorpor- 
ated under  the  name  and  style  of  '  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, ' 
shall  be,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  from  the  date  of  its  first  establishment  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  aforesaid,  having  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  with  power 
to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  chattel  property  and  real  estate  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  manner  usual  with  such  corporations."  The  purpose  of 
this  Act  is  to  allow  us  to  admit  matriculations,  both  of  a  literary  and  of  a  professional 
character,  to  conduct  examinations  and  to  register  practitioners,  and  to  look  after  them  when 
they  are  registered.  We  have  no  power  to  deal  in  real  estate  beyond  this  property,  and 
therefore  I  say,  without  any  further  discussion,  we  have  no  power  to  sign  that  petition 
to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  I  would  second  Dr.  Barrick's  motion  that  the  clause  be  struck 
out. 

Dr.  Henry — I  think  if  all  those  buildings  are  taken  away  it  will  increase  the  value  of 
this  property  $30,000.00. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  does  not  matter. 

Dr.  Henry — If  they  have  got  a  majority  of  the  property  owners  along  here  this 
property  will  be  assessed  ;  we  cannot  help  ourselves. 

Dr.  Graham — This  proposition  is  simply  like  laying  asphalt  on  the  street  in  front  of 
the  building,  or  like  any  other  local  improvement,  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  purchasing 
of  real  estate,  as  far  as  I  can  see. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  law  is  such  that  if  we  are  compelled  to  pay  our  part  of  that 
amount  then  we  will  do  it,  but  we  can  take  no  voluntary  step  to  help  forward  the  proposition 
or  deal  with  that  property. 

Dr.  Campbell — Who  will  own  this  square  when  the  project  is  finished  ? 

The  Chairman — The  city  of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Campbell— Then,  we  will  not  be  purchasing  any  real  estate  if  we  agree  to  this  thing ; 
we  are  simply  consenting  to  an  annual  tax  for  the  improvement  of  the  property. 

Dr.  Machell — I  think  it  may  be  the  means  of  bringing  us  in  an  increased  rental  of  four 
or  five  or  six  or  ten  times  as  much  as  we  are  paying  ;  I  think  the  proper  way  to  look  at  it  is 
from  an  individual  point  of  view,  and  if  I  owned  this  property,  I  would  not  hesitate  for  one 
single  minute  to  commit  myself  to  $60. 00  or  $65.00  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  park 
here.  I  think  we  could  get  a  better  class  of  tenants,  and  more  tenants,  and  we  would  not  be 
disturbed  here  by  the  smoke  of  factories  and  the  noise  of  German  bands,  as  we  have  been 
disturbed  here  every  evening  we  have  had  a  session  ;  we  will  also  have  a  breathing  space,  and 
more  than  that  it  would  be  the  means  of  shutting  out  a  lot  of  office  buildings  which  would 
certainly  come  into  open  competition  with  these  offices  we  have  here.  (Cries  of  "  Question, 
question.") 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Would  it  not  be  better  to  consult  our  solicitor  and  see  whether  or 
not  we  have  power  to  do  this  ?  I  do  not  think  we  have  the  power  at  all.  We  have  power  to 
pay  the  tax  if,  by  law,  this  can  be  forced  upon  us. 

Dr.  Machell — If  we  subscribe  to  this,  we  subscribe  knowing  distinctly  that  it  shall  be  a 
payment  of  $65.00  only  per  year  ;  if  we  are  forced  to  do  it  by  the  city  we  may  have  to  pay 
$65.00  and  we  may  have  to  pay  $100. 00,  or  whatever  the  city  chooses  to  enact. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  understood  this  was  an  equitable  rate  upon  the  frontage  we  have 
here,  that  it  was  not  to  be  more  or  less,  or  anything  else. 

Mr.  Boyle — We  have  figured  it  out  on  that  basis  without  submitting  it  to  the  City  Com- 
missioner. If  you  subscribe  now  and  make  your  minimum  on  the  basis  of  $65.00  that 
settles  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Who  has  got  the  power  to  settle  that  now  ? 

Mr.  Boyle — You  have. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  doubt  that. 

Dr.  Barrick — If  that  square  is  made  the  property  will  be  assessed  and  the  amount  of 
the  assessment  will,  very  likely,  be  fixed  by  the  Assessment  Commissioner.     Whether  you

sign   or   not   what   you  have   to   pay   will  be   exactly   the   same.      (Cries    of    "Question, 
question. ") 

Dr.  Roome — I  have  been  advocating  the  disposal  of  this  building  ever  since  I  have  been 
in  the  Council ;  we  have  been  having  a  deficit  every  year.  The  time  has  been  so  short  I  have 
not  had  an  opportunity  to  go  into  it.  This  year  there  is  an  expenditure  of  £2,000.00 
odd  over  and  above  the  revenue  ;  if  this  can  be  reduced,  we  would  not  have  the  cry  coming 
against  us  that  there  is  now.  When  it  was  costing  four  or  five  thousand  dollars  over  and  above 
all  that  was  received  from  the  building  it  was  a  great  drain  on  the  medical  men  who  were 
taxed  to  keep  it  up,  and  with  all  the  medical  men  taxed  $2.00  there  was  very  little  more 
than  enough  to  pay  the  loss  on  this  building,  and  the  medical  profession  had  good  grounds 
for  complaint.  If  by  getting  that  square  it  would  increase  the  value  of  this  property  $1,650.00 
I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Council  to  support  it. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  believe  it  would  increase  it  a  great  deal  more. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Barrick's  motion  to  strike  out  Clause  8  of  the  report,  which,  on  a 
vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  lost. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved  that  Clause  8  be  adopted,  which^on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clauses  9  and  10,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  11. 

Dr.  Henderson— Last  year  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  $40. 00  to  be  paid  to 
Dr.  Carlyle  and  it  was  objected  to,  and  it  was  carried  in  the  Council  that  we  introduce  a  new 
by-law  to  pay  him  $40.00.     We  had  no  power  to  do  this. 

Dr.  Roome — I  understood  it  came  before  the  Council,  recommended  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, very  near  the  end  of  the  session,  and  I  was  under  the  impression  that  the  by-law 
granting  $40.00  was  carried. 

Dr.  Thorburn — This  proposition  of  $20.00  was  a  proposition  by  the  Council  ;  it  was  a 
one-sided  arrangement  and  when  Dr.  Carlyle  came  to  get  his  pay  he  said,  I  can't  accept  that 
sum.     I  think  he  is  entitled  to  the  $40.00. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  move  that  Clause  11  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — We  received  a  letter  from  the  auditor  stating  that  he  would  not  accept 
the  $20.00,  and  if  we  wished  to  avail  ourselves  of  his  services  we  had  to  give  him  a  certain 
amount  and  in  order  to  do  so,  as  there  seemed  to  be  such  extreme  satisfaction  with  the  work 
of  Dr.  Carlyle,  we  voted  him  the  $40.00. 

Dr.  Armour — I  explained  this  afternoon  what  that  meant.  A  by-law  was  passed  here 
in  1895  appointing  Dr.  Carlyle  auditor  and  assigning  him  a  salary  of  $20. 00.  He  went  on  and 
did  that  work  and  when  he  got  through  with  the  work  he  thought  the  work  was  worth  more 
than  the  $20.00  ;  he  put  in  a  request  to  the  Council  last  year  asking  that  it  be  made  $40.00 
instead  of  $20.00  ;  that  was  considered  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  they  reported  that  he 
should  have  $40.00,  but  when  it  was  submitted  to  the  Council  again  the  Council  left  it  where 
it  was,  and  said  that  when  he  accepted  the  duties  of  the  office  he  should  comply  with  the 
by-law.  Notwithstanding  that  he  has  taken  it  upon  himself,  and  he  has  been  paid  $40.00 
against  the  wish  or  authority  of  this  Council.  I  think  the  clause  should  not  be  struck  out 
without  something  being  substituted  in  its  place. 

The  Chairman — Perhaps  you  will  move  an  amendment. 

Dr.  Armour — My  own  personal  opinion  is  that  it  should  remain  just  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Barrick — Dr.  Carlyle  has  been  paid  $40. 00  for  the  first  year  and  he  has  been  paid 
$40. 00  for  the  second  year  ;  is  that  correct  1 

Dr.  Armour — No,  he  has  been  paid  $40.00  for  the  second  year. 

Dr.  Barrick — Dr.  Carlyle  was  the  first  auditor  of  this  Council  and  Ave  did  not  know 
what  his  services  were  worth,  and  I  presume  Dr.  Carlyle  did  not  know,  so  the  sum  was  fixed 
at  $20.00.  After  the  work  was  done,  and  after  conversing  with  the  Registrar  in  regard  to  it, 
I  was  thoroughly  satisfied  that  Dr.  Carlyle  was  underpaid  and  he  ought  to  be  paid  $40.00,  and 
I  therefore  move  that  this  clause  which  directs  him  to  refund  $20.00  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Armour — You  approve  of  Dr.  Carlyle  taking  $20.00  that  he  was  not  authorized  to 
take  by  the  Council  ?     I  do  not  think  our  business  should  be  done  that  way. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  there  should  be  an  amendment  stating  that  as  a  sum  of  $20. 00  was 
given  to  Dr.  Carlyle,  and  that  as  he  did  not  understand  the  nature  of  the  services  required, 
that  he  now  retain  the  $20.00  paid  by  the  Registrar.     (Cries  of  "  Question,  question.") 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  strike  out  Clause  11,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clauses  12  and  13,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved  the  adoption  of  thereporl  as  amended  in  the  Committee  of  the 

Whole,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 
On  motion  of  Dr.  Campbell  tin-  Commits 
The  President  in  the  chair. 
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On  motion  the  report  was  adopted  as  amended,  as  follows:

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

Gentlemen, — We  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  Finance  Committee's  report. 

The  Treasurer's  statement,  certified  to  by  your  Auditor,  was  placed  before  us  on  the  first 
day  of  the  session,  thereby  giving  an  opportunity  to  every  member  of  the  Council  to  know 
our  present  financial  standing. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  Registrar's  books  and  papers  referred  to  us,  and  have 
carefully  compared  them  with  the  financial  statement  of  the  Treasurer,  and  we  have  pleasure 
in  stating  that  after  due  consideration  of  the  same  we  find  them  to  be  correct,  both  of  your 
officials  having  discharged  their  duties  in  their  usual  efficient  manner. 

The  financial  state  of  the  College  is  much  better  than  last  year.  The  annual  dues  are 
being  paid  much  better  than  in  former  years,  and  the  reduced  rate  of  interest  secured  on 
mortgage  on  building,  with  a  decrease  in  amount  of  insurance  and  lessening  of  interest  in 
temporary  loans,  will  materially  add  to  our  finances. 

The  petitions  and  accounts  referred  to  us  have  been  duly  considered,  and  we  report  on 
them  to  you  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  account  of  B.  B.  Osier,  Esq.,  our  Solicitor,  for  services  rendered  to  date,  certi- 
fied correct  by  the  Registrar,  $97.39.     To  be  paid. 

2nd.  To  Dr.  F.  Fowler,  of  Kingston,  for  acting  as  Deputy  Registrar  at  the  Spring  Exam- 
inations, the  usual  fee  allowed,  $40.00.     We  recommend  to  be  paid. 

3rd.  (a)  Re  the  petition  of  Dr.  Stalker,  of  Walkerton,  asking  receipt  in  full  for  $10.00 
for  dues — he  being  eight  years  in  arrears.  Recommend  that  we  have  not  the  power  to  grant 
request. 

(6)  Dr.  Henry  Bicknell,  of  Camden  East,  to  be  relieved  of  all  dues  in  arrears,  and 
also  in  the  future,  he  being  unable  to  practise,  being  old  and  infirm.  Request  recommended 
not  to  be  granted,  as  we  have  no  power  under  by-law. 

(c)  Request  of  Dr.  O.  C.  Edwards,  of  Ottawa,  asking  for  a  return  of  dues  from  1873  to 
1890.     Have  not  power  to  grant  request. 

(d)  Dr.  Brunskill,  of  Mount  Forest.  Request  for  exemption  from  dues  from  1880  to  1885 
(while  out  of  the  country).     Recommended  not  to  be  granted,  as  we  have  no  power  to  do  so. 

(e)  Dr.  M.  B.  Sutton,  of  Cooksville,  asks  relief  from  dues.    Recommended  not  granted. 
(/)  Dr.  Bissonette,  of  Napanee,  communication  received.     Complains  of  having  paid 

dues  while  others  have  not  done  so.      We  recommend  no  action. 

(g)  Dr.  G.  G.  Demorest,  of  Warkworth,  asking  for  relief  on  account  of  age  and  infirmity, 
also  exemption  from  dues.  Can  only  be  granted  by  having  his  name  erased  from  the 
register. 

(h)  Dr.  V.  Sullivan,  of  Kingston,  asking  to  be  exempted  from  dues  for  years  1893,  1894, 
and  1895,  as  he  was  out  of  the  country  during  that  period.     No  power  to  grant  request. 

(i)  Dr.  Christie,  of  Flesherton,  asks  relief  from  assessment  on  account  of  age  and 
infirmity.     Request  can  only  be  granted  by  having  his  name  erased  from  register. 

4th.  Dr.  F.  K.  Reybold,  communication  offering  to  give  lists  j  of  graduates  of  the 
Buchanan  School  for  ten  dollars.     We  ask  leave  to  refer  to  Discipline  Committee. 

5th.  Dr.  Sangster's  request  asking  for  information  as  to  whom  commutation  fees  were 
allowed,  and  by  what  authority.  We  are  only  aware  of  one  instance,  that  of  Dr.  E.  R. 
O'Reilly,  of  Kingston,  which  was  ordered  by  the  Council  at  its  last  meeting. 

6th.  Dr.  Grey,  Bruce  Medical  Association  resolution.  We  acknowledge  receipt  of  com- 
munication, and  instructing  Registrar  to  reply  that  their  advice  is  being  carried  out  as  speedily 
as  is  consistent  with  the  proper  working  of  the  Council. 

7th.  Petition  of  Dr.  I.  J.  Phillips,  of  Toronto,  asking  exemption  from  dues  while  absent 
in  Manitoba  from  1879  to  1893.  We  instruct  the  Registrar  to  deal  with  the  case  according 
to  by-law,  and  report  at  next  meeting  of  Council. 

8th.  Re  communication  regarding  Victoria  Square,  we  recommend  that  the  President 
sign  it  on  behalf  of  Council,  on  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  petition. 

9th.  We  call  attention  to  Miss  Wasson's  account  of  $6.25  for  work  ordered  by  President. 
This  work  we  consider  should  have  been  done  by  Registrar.  As  this  amount  has  been 
refunded  by  the  Registrar  to  the  College,  we  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken  in 
the  matter.

10th.  We  recommend  the  re-engagement  of  Mr.  Wasson  as  Prosecutor  for  the  ensuing 
year,  at  the  salary  of  $600.00  per  annum.  But  before  proceeding  in  doubtful  cases  he  must 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

11th.  We  ascertained  that  Dr.  Carlyle  did  not  examine  all  the  papers  of  Council,  and 
consider  that  he  should  have  done  so  to  be  able  to  report  correctly.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  Auditor  be  requested  to  examine  the  authority  for  each  and  every  payment 
made  by  the  officer  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  this  Council,  and  that  he  also  examine  as 
far  as  possible  into  the  correctness  of  all  receipts,  and  all  other  matters  connected  with  the 
finances  of  this  College  coming  under  the  duties  of  that  office.

Dr.  Armour  moved,  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Armour  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  that  the  by-law  entitled  "A  by-law 
to  fix  the  salary  of  the  Council's  Prosecutor  "  be  read  a  third  time,  passed,  numbered,  signed 
and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried,  and  the  by-law  adopted  as  follows  : 

By-law  No.  82. 
A  By-law  to  Fix  the  Salary  of  the  Council's  Prosecutor. 

Whereas  power  has  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicans 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  under  Section  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  to  make  by-laws  to 
fix  the  salaries  of  officers  (R.S.O.  1887,  Cap.  142). 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : — 

That  the  salary  of  the  Prosecutor  of  this  Council  be  and  is  hereby  fixed  at  $600.00  per 
annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

H.  T.   Machell,  Chairman  Com.  of  Whole. 

Carried  in  Council.     J.  Thorburn,  President. 

Dr.  Hanly  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  this  Council  do  pass  a  resolution 
of  condolence  to  Mr.  Wasson  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  his  wife,  Mrs.  Wasson,  by 
so  severe  an  accident  on  the  3rd  December  last,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to 
hand  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Mr.  Wasson. 

The  President  put  the  motion  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried  unanimously. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Roome,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  Committee  on 
Prosecutions,  Drs.  Barrick,  Emory,  Thorburn  and  Britton,  be  reappointed,  which,  on  a 
vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Roome,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  Council  extend  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  conducted 
their  business  during  the  past  year. 

Dr.  Roome  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried 
unanimously. 

Dr.  Roome— I  beg  to  extend  to  you,  Dr.  Thorburn,  as  chairman  of  that  committee,  the 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  just  passed  by  this  Council  for  the  manner  in  which  your  committee 
have  conducted  the  business  during  the  past  year ;  it  was  quite  satisfactory. 
Dr.  Thorburn — I  thank  you,  gentlemen. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think,  gentlemen,  the  Finance  Committee  was  called  for  Monday,  and 
quite  a  number  of  the  members  were  present  at  that  meeting,  and  some  come  from  a  long 
distance  ;  I  think  it  is  only  fair  they  should  be  remunerated  for  that. 
Dr.  Reddick — Nobody  is  objecting  to  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  do  not  object  to  it ;  I  think  they  ought  to  be  paid,  but  there  is  a  clause 
with  regard  to  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions,  and  it  was  the  distinct  understanding,  and 
was  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  that  there  was  to  be  no  expense  to  the  Council.  Both  of 
these  resolutions  are  the  same. 

The  President — I  know  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions  were  not  to  accept  pay  because 
they  are  local  men,  but  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  come  from  a  long  distance. 
Dr.  Barrick — I  am  not  speaking  about  the  justice  of  it,  but  the  resolution  says  "  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  Council." 

Dr.  Bray — That  should  never  have  been  there. 
Dr.  Barrick — It  should  not. 

Dr.  Bray — I  maintain  that  those  gentlemen  who  leave  home  for  a  whole  day  before  the 
Council  commences,  as  these  gentlemen  on  the  Finance  Committee  have  done,  should  be 
recompensed.  I  am  in  a  little  different  position  to  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  ; 
we  had  to  have  a  Discipline  Committee  meeting,  and  I  had  to  attend  on  that  Committee,  and 
I  would  not  charge  for  attending  on  two  committees  on  one  day.  It  is  not  on  personal 
grounds  I  am  speaking,  but  it  is  in  justice  to  those  who  have  lost  money  by  attending  here 
an  extra  day. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  think  when  any  standing  committee  is. called  to  meet  one  or  two  or 
three  days  before  the  Council  meets  the  members  ought  to  be  paid  for  it ;  I  do  not  think 
there  can  be  any  second  opinion  on  it.  I  do  not  think  any  standing  committee  should  receive 
one  cent  for  meetings  held  during  the  session  of  the  Council. 

The  President — I  do  not  think  there  can  be  any  opposition  to  it,  and  with  your  con- 
currence I  shall  rule  that  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  who  attended  here  last 
Monday  are  entitled  to  one  day's  pay  for  that  attendance. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  did  not  charge  for  it  at  all.     I  was  here. 

The  President — But  you  are  entitled  to  it ;  it  is  only  fair.  You  came  here  a  day 
earlier. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  members  of  that  committee  were  asked  to  come  here  in  order  that 
the  work  of  the  session  might  be  expedited.     I  think  they  have  earned  it. 

The  President — I  must  say  this,  too,  if  you  take  any  other  body  of  men  you  will  find 
very  few  who  work  as  hard,  as  faithfully  and  as  constantly  as  the  members  of  this  Council 
have  done  in  this  horrible  weather  which  is  so  excessively  hot.  I  know  I  have  felt  like 
dissolving  and  redissolving  up  here  sometimes. 

Dr.  Bakrick — I  hope  you  will  not  misunderstand  the  resolution  ;  it  distinctly  says 
"  without  any  expense  to  the  Council."  If  there  is  any  way  to  get  over  that  I  shall  move  that 
these  men  be  paid  ;  I  think  they  ought  to  be  paid.     But  still  there  is  a  distinct  resolution — 

Dr.  Geikie — It  was  an  error. 

Dr.  Barrick — Is  it  necessary  to  make  a  formal  resolution  that  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  should  be  paid  for  that  day  ? 

The  President — I  don't  know  that  it  would  be  necessary. 

Dr.  Barrick — To  settle  the  matter,  so  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  I  would 
move  that  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  who  attended  the  meeting  on  Monday 
last  are  entitled  to  and  shall  receive  the  per  diem  allowance  for  that-  day,  paid  to 
committees. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  second  the  motion. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried 
unanimously. 

Dr.  Machell — Mr.  President,  it  is  within  half  an  hour  of  six  o'clock  now,  and  judging 
by  the  size  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  now  in  Dr.  Britton's  hands,  it  will 
take  fifteen  minutes  at  least  to  read  it,  and  I  move  that  we  adjourn  until  eight  o'clock  p.m. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  do  not  know  how  long  this  report  will  take.  I  was  particularly  anxious 
to  leave  at  5.30  p.m.,  but  I  remained  over  on  purpose  to  be  present  during  the  presentation 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  ;  I  hope  we  will  be  able  to  get  through  with 
that  in  an  hour  and  a  quarter. 

The  President — I  think  we  ought  to.  There  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  any  gentleman 
here  to  prolong  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Campbell — To  expedite  matters  would  it  not  be  well  to  take  the  report  as  read  and 
go  right  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  it. 

The  President — That  will  shorten  it. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  discussion. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Emory  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Britton — This,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  a  supplementary  report. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clauses  22  and  23,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  24,  together  with  Subsections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7,  which,  on 
motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Subsection  1  of  Section  2,  Medical  Curriculum. 

Dr.  Machell — Do  I  understand  that  this  is  staved  off  for  two  years  I 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  the  intention. 

Dr.  Machell— That  is  a  serious  thing  to  do.  I  would  move  in  amendment  that  it  be 
1898,  instead  of  1899. 

Dr.  Moore — This  was  agreed  to  by  the  Committee,  and  I  am  only  Bpeaking  on  it 
because  of  Dr.  Machell's  amendment.  It  was  agreed  by  the  Committee,  1  was  going  to  saj 
unanimously,  that  it  should  be  put  off  until  L899,  for,  supposing  we  did  the  besl  we  could,  we 
would  have  it  one  year  before  it-  came  into  force  anyway  ;  it  does  not  come  into  force,  if 
enacted,  until  twelve  months  from  to-day.  Speaking  for  Queen's  University,  we  do  uol  want. 
to  touch  the  eight  months'  course,  weare  uol  ready  for  it.  Weonly  ask  one  year  longer  ;  and 
I  think  when  the  committee  agreed  to  it,  as  they  did,  that  this  Council  will  not  wish  to  force 
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Queen's  University  into  a  change  she  does  not  desire,  a  change  she  claims  she  is  not  ready  for 
yet.  We  want  at  least  a  year  to  get  ready,  and  if  we  do  it  within  that  time  we  think  we  are 
doing  a  good  deal.     I  am  satisfied  that  this  Council  will  grant  that. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  was  only  last  year  the  idea  of  the  eight  months'  session  was  enter- 
tained at  all.  I  do  not  think  these  changes  should  be  sprung  upon  the  students  in  institu- 
tions with  too  much  rapidity.  I  think  it  is  only  reasonable  to  have  one  year  more  before 
the  regulation  becomes  compulsory. 

Dr.  Machell — The  eight  months'  session  is  not  a  matter  of  last  year  or  the  year  before, 
it  is  something  that  has  been  talked  of  for  at  least  three  years,  and  I  am  mistaken  very  much 
in  the  men  who  compose  Queen's  University  if  they  are  so  slow  that  it  has  taken  them  three 
years  already  to  get  the  idea  into  their  head,  and  that  they  require  two  years  more  in  order 
to  perfect  it. 

Dr.  Moore — We  are  only  seeking  one  ;  the  law  gives  us  one. 

Dr.  Machell — This  matter  came  up  last  year,  and  would  have  been  passed  if  Queen's 
University  had  not  objected  ;  it  was  simply  staved  off  to  accommodate  Queen's  University, 
and  to  say  they  are  not  ready  for  the  question,  that  they  do  not  understand  it,  that  they  have 
not  got  their  machinery  in  motion,  makes  me  think  they  are  rather  slow  down  east.  I  think 
they  are  not  so  slow  as  they  would  like  to  make  us  believe,  and  there  must  be  some  other 
motive  behind  it  which  is  their  reason  for  wishing  to  stave  this  off  year  after  year,  year  after 
year  ;  and  possibly,  they  have  the  hope  that  it  may  be  staved  off  indefinitely. 

Dr.  Moore — No,  it  is  agreed  to. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — 1  know,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee,  that  we  talked  this  matter  over 
very  carefully  ;  we  went  into  all  the  various  matters  in  connection  with  extending  the 
course,  and  we  came  to  the  unanimous  decision,  not  even  a  dissentious  voice  in  that  large 
Committee,  but  out  of  deference  to  Queen's  University,  which  was  a  powerful  factor  amongst 
our  educational  institutions,  we  allowed  them  one  year  more  than  they  could  demand.  Of 
course  we  could  not  have  this  law  passed  inside  of  one  year  anyway,  and  we  are  only  allowing 
them  one  year,  practically,  and  I  know  also,  speaking  for  the  west,  that  our  own  school  would 
like  two  years  more  to  make  preparations  for  such  an  advanced  step  ;  we  are  not  quit,e  so 
populous,  neither  are  we  so  prepared  for  the  later  modes  of  teaching  as  the  school  which  Dr. 
Machell  represents. 

Dr.  Machell — I  represent  no  school. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Excuse  me.  For  the  schools  on  whose  behalf  he  is  speaking.  I  speak 
for  the  school  on  the  extreme  west,  and  Dr.  Moore  for  the  school  on  the  extreme  east,  and  I 
know  that  neither  of  these  schools  are  in  a  position  to  undertake  the  eight  months'  session  at 
present  ;  at  least,  I  know  we  are  not ;  we  wish  it,  but  we  think  it  ought  to  be  brought  up  by 
degrees,  it  ought  to  be  led  up  to.  Then  there  was  another  reason  that  influences  us  some- 
what. We  know  there  is  a  feeling  amongst  the  public  generally  that  this  Medical  Council  is 
trying  to  repress  the  manufacture  of  medical  men  so  as  to  keep  the  preserves  for  themselves. 
We  had  an  evidence  of  that  a  year  ago  last  spring  in  the  Legislature  when  the  Patrons  made 
an  onslaught  upon  our  Council,  and  we  do  not  wish  to  be  too  abrupt  in  any  amendment  to 
our  already  existing  regulations,  but  to  spring  it  on  by  degrees  and  to  educate  the  people  up  to 
it.  We  all  know  how  wonderfully  people  can  be  educated  up  to  certain  ideas  that  at  firstare 
extremely  unpleasant  to  them,  but  after  mature  deliberation  and  becoming  acquainted  with 
their  various  aspects,  they  become  quite  reconciled.  That  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  on  my 
part  for  not  having  such  a  thing  as  this  sprung  on  us  too  suddenly. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  do  not  know,  as  far  as  we  are  concerned,  exactly  what  our  people  may 
say  with  regard  to  the  matter.  We  have  a  note  in  our  Announcement  stating  that  should 
the  Council  take  any  definite  action  we  were  prepared  to  be  in  accord  with  it.  We  were 
not  quite  sure  that  it  would  be  done  and  that  is  the  way  we  put  it.  Our  feeling  for  the  last 
year  or  two  has  been  that  when  the  change  was  unanimously  adopted  we  would  go  in  for  it 
and  we  would  agree  to  it.     (Cries  of  "Question,  question.") 

Dr.  Britton — There  has  been  a  little  discussion  on  this  question  and  therefore  it  is  my 
duty  to  say  something.  Gentlemen,  you  are  quite  well  aware  that  for  the  last  two  or  three 
years  the  University  of  Toronto  has  expressed  its  desire  to  this  Council  on  different 
occasions  to  have  an  eight  months'  session  compulsory,  and  it  has  given  its  reasons  why  an 
eight  months'  session  is  thought  to  be  necessary.  I  need  not  go  over  those  reasons  again 
because  you  have  all  read  them  and  have  all  heard  them  ;  I  might  just  state  in  brief  that 
the  faculty  of  the  University  felt  that  six  months  was  not  a  sufficient  period  of  time  in 
which  to  have  the  work  done  that  was  necessary,  and  have  it  done  in  a  very  efficient 
manner,  and  to  show  that  the  University  itself  was  in  earnest  in  its  request  it  was  willing 
to  be  handicapped  last  session  and  started  and  completed  an  eight  months'  course  of  its 
own,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  that  University  will  continue  to  do  the  same 
thing.  I  am  told  by  Dr.  Machell  that  the  Women's  Medical  College  followed  in  the  same 
line  as  the  University  of  Toronto.  It  is  a  fair  time  to  give  until  1898 — that  gives  a  year. 
For  the  past  years,  this  will  be  another  year,  and  if  it  is  deferred  to  the  first  of  October, 
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1898,  it  will  be  about  five  years  since  the  University  of  Toronto  first  raised  this  question  ; 
and  certainly  that  University  is  one  of  the  representative  institutions  of  the  country,  it  is 
certainly  amongst  the  foremost  educational  bodies  of  the  country  ;  and  I  think  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Council  should  be  given  to  the  course  the  University  of  Toronto  has  taken 
in  this  matter. 

Dr.  Williams — In  the  Committee  we  agreed  that  we  were  making  a  very  radical  change 
and  that  it  was  going  to  involve  a  large  amount  of  expense  and  trouble  and  preparation  for 
the  different  schools  ;  and,  that  being  the  case,  we  thought  it  was  only  reasonable  to  give 
them  one  year  more  than  the  statute  allowed  them.  The  statute  will  allow  them  one  year 
in  spite  of  us,  and  generosity  on  our  part  extends  it  to  the  limit  of  one  year.  I  think  that 
it  is  not  an  unreasonable  time.  To  insist  it  shall  go  into  force  just  as  quick  as  the  statute 
will  allow  does  not  look  very  generous  on  our  part,  it  looks  as  though  we  would  force  our 
will  even  though  it  might  occasion  very  serious  trouble  and  expense  in  making  the  neces- 
sary preparation.     (Cries  of  "  Question,  question. ") 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
lost. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  that  Clause  1  of  Section  2  be  adopted,  which,  on  a  vote 
having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  2  of  Section  2,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  3  of  Section  2. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Would  it  not  be  better  to  say  75  per  cent,  of  the  lectures  involved 
in  the  course  and  75  per  cent,  of  the  time  1 

Dr.  Emory — 75  per  cent,  of  the  eight  months  would  be  six  months. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  Dr.  McLaughlin's  remarks  are  quite  right,  because  some  of 
the  schools  will  only  be  teaching  six  months  and  some  eight  months,  but  by  taking  a  per- 
centage of  the  time  and  a  percentage  of  the  lectures  it  will  always  be  applicable. 

Dr.  Britton  amended  the  clause  to  read  as  follows  :  ' '  Has  attended  at  least  75  per 
cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course  ;  and  it  is  herein  enacted  that  said 
certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such  attendance  extended  over  a  period  of  at  least 
75  per  cent,  of  the  eight  months'  course." 

On  motion,  Clause  3  of  Section  2  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  4  of  Section  2,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  5  of  Section  2. 

Dr.  Britton — It  was  felt  by  the  Committee  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  the  clinical 
work  very  thorough,  and  I  know  some  of  the  teaching  bodies  are  doing  an  immense 
amount  of  clinical  work,  as  much  as  it  is  possible  to  do  in  the  time.  By  this  clause  of 
our  report  the  clinical  work  is  doubled.  Originally  we  have  not  allowed  any  special  time 
or  ordered  any  special  time  to  be  devoted  to  Pathology. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  notice  with  regard  to  that  that  it  was  pointed  out  that  that  was  an 
innovation.  If  it  is  the  case  that  you  have  had  examinations  this  could  not  be  considered 
an  innovation,  because  if  it  was  so  considered  a  person  might  say,  "Well,  that  is  not 
binding  upon  us." 

Dr.  Britton — I  might  explain  to  Dr.  Geikie  and  the  gentlemen  present  that  when  it 
was  spoken  of  as  being  an  innovation  it  was  meant  that,  notwithstanding  we  had  been 
holding  examinations  in  Pathology,  we  had  laid  down  no  definite  course  that  had  to  be 
followed. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  was  an  omission, 

Dr.  Britton — With  regard  to  the  question  as  to  Bacteriology,  I  might  say  that  that  is 
a  little  like  repetition,  because  it  is  like  one  branch  of  Pathology.  I  have  consulted  with 
some  specialists — Pathologists — as  to  the  requirements,  and  that  is  why  I  proposed  this, 
and  the  Committee  unanimously  fell  in  line  with  my  proposition. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  should  propose  two  six  months'  courses,  but  should  Pathology  really 
embrace  Bacteriology,  as  it  does,  that  is  a  very  nice  amount  of  Pathology  to  require, 
namely,  two  six  months'  courses  ;  and  the  twenty-five  demonstrations,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
will  come  in  during  the  six  months.  It  seems  difficult  to  separate  Bacteriology  from 
Pathology — it  is  just  like  separating  one  of  the  fingers  of  your  glove  from  the  rest. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You  can  take  two  six  months  at  Pathology  and  no<  touch 
Bacteriology. 

.   Dr.    Fowler — It  does  a   great  deal   more   good  if  Bacteriology  is   taught  along  with 
Pathology. 

On  motion,  Clause  5  of  Section  2  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clauses  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11  and  1'2  of  Section  2,  which,  on  motion,  were 
adopted. 

Dr.  Geikie — In  the  different  branches  of  the  examination  you  have  "Diseases  of 
children"  ;  you  do  not  require  any  Bpecial  course  upon  them. 

Dr.  BRITTON — That   was  not  considered. 
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Dr.  Geikie — Is  not  that  an  omission  ? 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  think  it  was. 

Dr.  Fowler — He  has  part  of  it  devoted  to  the  diseases  of  children  and  women  ;  I  think 
it  would  be  unwise  in  the  meantime  to  have  separate  classes  of  lectures  for  these  subjects. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  mention  that  because  we  give  separate  lectures. 

Dr.  Britton — I  suppose  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  every  institution  to  give 
separate  lectures  on  the  diseases  of  children. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clauses  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9  of  Section  3,  re  Examinations, 
which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  was  going  to  make  a  suggestion  here,  that  where  students  who  may  have 
passed  in  their  Intermediate  and  have  gone  up  on  one,  two  or  three  subjects  of  the  Primary 
in  which  previously  they  may  have  failed  and  fail  again,  that  in  order  to  protect  ourselves 
we  should  say  that  the  results  of  the  Intermediate  would  be  withheld  until  all  the  Primary 
branches  have  been  completed,  that  we  should  not  publish  the  name  of  a  student  as  having 
passed  the  Intermediate  until  he  has  made  a  clean  slate  of  his  Primary.  The  effect  will  be 
to  make  the  man  work  hard  to  finish  his  Primary.  This  course  is  not  open  to  any  objection 
whatever,  and  it  will  save  the  anomaly  of  giving  a  man  credit  for  his  Intermediate  examina- 
tion when  next  year  he  has  to  go  up  perhaps  for  his  Chemistry  or  Toxicology. 

Dr.  Britton — We  spoke  of  that  in  the  Committee,  and  I  think  our  attention  was 
diverted  to  something  else  at  the  time. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  propose  that  change. 

Dr.  Reddick — Dr.  Geikie,  what  you  propose  is  that  if  a  man  passes  in  all  the  subjects 
of  his  Intermediate  he  is  not  to  know  it  in  case  he  fails  in  the  second  Primary  until  he 
passes  those  subjects  1 

Dr.  Geikie — That  is  all. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Can  a  student  reach  the  Intermediate  before  he  passes  the  Primary 
examination  ? 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  think  a  student  should  be  compelled  to  pass  his  Primary  before 
he  takes  the  Intermediate  unless  he  should  go  up  for  both  together. 

Dr.  Geikie — But  that  is  the  trouble. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  if  he  has  failed  to  pass  in  his  Primary  he  should  not  be  given 
credit  for  his  Intermediate  at  all. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  would  be  too  hard.  I  propose  simply  that  if  he  has  passed  in  his 
Intermediate  we  should  withhold  the  result  until  his  Primary  is  completely  finished  ;  if  we 
do  that  he  will  work  twice  as  hard  to  complete  the  Primary.  On  the  other  hand,  if  he 
should  fail  in  his  Primary  again  all  he  suffers  is  that  he  has  to  wait  until  he  has  passed  the 
Primary  before  he  hears  the  results  of  the  Intermediate. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  provision  was  made  in  that  report  for  such  things. 

Dr   Britton — I  think  not. 

Dr.  Williams — We  certainly  dealt  with  it,  and  if  it  is  not  there  it  is  an  accidental 
omission. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  sure  nobody  put  it  in  a  formal  shape. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  made  that  proposal  before  the  Council,  and  some  of  the  Committee 
thought  it  was  not  best  to  give  a  man  his  Final  if  he  did  not  pass  his  Primary.  I  think  if  he 
fails  in  his  Primary  he  ought  not  to  get  any  credit  for  his  Final. 

Dr.  Williams — I  will  put  it  in  writing. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clauses  10  and  11  of  Section  3,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  12  of  Section  3. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  intend  to  take  up  any  time  in  regard  to  this,  because  the  mind 
of  the  Council  has  been  expressed  on  two  occasions,  I  think,  with  regard  to  it,  and  I  think 
it  would  be  only  a  loss  of  time  to  push  the  matter  again.  I  merely  wish  to  state  that  I  am 
not  personally  in  favor  of  holding  fall  examinations. 

Dr.  Douglas — Before  that  clause  is  passed  I  wish  to  state  that  I  gave  notice  yesterday 
of  a  by-law  that  I  had  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  times,  manner  and  places  for 
holding  examinations. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  will  come  up  later,  after  the  report  is  adopted. 

The  Chairman — Is  your  by-law  in  pursuance  of  the  report  or  conflicting  with  it  ? 

Dr.  Williams — We  are  in  harmony  with  the  report  except  the  date  of  the  examination. 

On  motion  Clause  12  of  Section  3  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  13  of  Section  3. 

Dr.  Britton — It  has  sometimes  been  complained  of  that  unusual  names  are  used,  and 
that  once  in  awhile  an  Examiner  may  take  exception  to  a  certain  answer,  for  instance,  in  a 
clinical  examination,  and  insist  upon  a  certain  answer  because  that  opinion  was  expressed 
by  some  one  who  has  written  a  work  on  the  subject,  but  whose  work  is  not  mentioned  in  our 
list.  We  request  the  examiners  to  be  very  particular  that  they  use  only  the  ordinary  names 
applied  to  diseases  and  confine  themselves  to  the  ordinary  text-books. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — How  are  the  examiners  to  know  what  are  the  ordinary  text-books  ? 
I  would  suggest  the  use  of  the  words  "  text-books  authorized  by  the  Council." 

Dr.  Britton — We,  as  a  Committee,  thought  that  it  would  be  well  to  have  this  list 
revised  each  year,  and  we  concluded  that  we  would  recommend  that  the  Registrar  com- 
municate with  the  faculties  of  the  different  teaching  bodies  or  universities  and  get  from 
them  during  the  year  their  suggestions  as  to  text-books  on  different  subjects,  and  these  lists 
would  all  be  laid  before  the  Committee  on  Education  next  year,  and  they,  in  their  judgment, 
would  select  the  books  they  thought  the  best. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Is  that  what  "ordinary  text-books  "  refers  to  ? 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  say  any  text-book  that  is  ordinarily  used  in  schools. 

Dr.  Geikie — Or,  the  best  standard  text-books. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  understand  that  Dr  McLaughlin's  idea  is  to  exclude  the  terms  that 
may  be  used  in  old  and  obsolete  text-books  and  for  that  purpose  he  suggests  the  use  of  the 
words  "text-books  authorized  by  the  Council." 

On  motion,  clause  13  of  section  3  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Williams — I  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Geikie  and  resolved,  that  in  case  a  student 
presents  himself  for  both  Primary  and  Intermediate  examinations  and  fails  to  pass  in  all 
subjects  in  the  Primary,  that  he  be  given  credit  for  the  branches  in  which  he  passed  in  the 
Intermediate,  but  that  his  standing  be  withheld  until  he  has  completed  his  Primary  exam- 
ination. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Reddick—  I  think  it  is  a  hardship  for  a  student  not  to  know  whether  he  has  passed. 

Dr.  Geikie — As  an  old  teacher  I  would  just  say  that  if  a  student  knows  beforehand 
that  that  is  the  rule,  he  will  work  hard  in  order  that  he  may  not  be  plucked. 

Dr.  Williams — The  intention  is  that  he  should  be  given  credit  on  the  books  of  the 
College  for  all  subjects  he  has  passed,  but  he  cannot  be  given  a  standing  on  the  Intermediate 
when  he  has  not  passed  the  Primary. 

Dr.  Britton  read  clauses  14  and  15  of  section  3,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 
Dr.  Geikie — Are  the  examiners  on  Descriptive  Anatomy  expected  to  furnish  the  subjects 
for  dissection  for  the  examination  ? 
Dr.  Thorburn — They  are  not. 

Dr.  Brock — A  letter  was  received  here  from  an  examiner  and  it  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education.  May  I  ask  what  was  done  with  that  letter,  and  the  instructions 
in  connection  with  it. 

Dr.  Britton — I  have  nothing  that  I  know  of  about  that  letter  in  my  possession  ;  this  is 
the  first  I  have  heard  of  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  remember  the  letter  Dr.  Brock  speaks  of  and  it  has  never  made  its 
appearance  in  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  it  was  a  most  important  letter. 
Dr.  Rogers — What  was  it  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  was  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Dr.  Britton  was  here  handed  the  letter  referred  to  from  Dr.  H.  Howitt,  also  the 
resolution  moved  by  Dr.  Brock,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell  which  he  read. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  letter  and  resolution  read  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  session  of  1898. 

Dr.  Brock — I  am  satisfied  with  that. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared 
carried. 

Dr.  Williams — The  date  of  the  fall  examination  was  not  fixed. 

Dr.  Britton — That  was  left  to  be'arranged. 

On  motion  the  second  Tuesday  in  October  was  fixed  as  the  date  for  the  f;ill  examination. 

Dr.  Britton — That  finishes  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  and  1  move  that 
the  Committee  rise  and  report . 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report,  which,  on  ;i  vote 
having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

The  Committee  rose.      The  PRESIDENT  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  report  of  t lu-  Education 
Committer  he  adopted  as  amended. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote   haying  been  taken,   was  declared 

carried,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  amended  as  follow 
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Second  Report  of  Educational  Committee. 

Clause  22.  John  McCrea.  Your  Committee  recommend  that  his  request  be 
granted. 

Clause  23.  F.  Thornton.  Petition  as  to  registration  as  a  matriculant.  Your  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  his  request  be  granted. 

Clause  24.     Your  Committee  recommend  that  Section  1,  matriculation,  be  as  follows  : 
Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a  matriculated  medical  student  in  the  register 

of  this  College,   except  as  hereinafter  provided,   shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  twenty 

dollars  and  to  conform  to  the  following  regulations  : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate 
that  he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by  the  Education  Department  on  the  course 
prescribed  for  matriculation  in  Arts,  including  Chemistry  and  Physics,  and  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be  entitled  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that 
behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  11  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act. 

2.  Any  person  who,  before  the  15th  day  of  June,  1896,  had  not  passed  the  examina- 
tions in  all  subjects  prescribed  for  matriculation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  registra- 
tion as  a  medical  student  on  submitting  to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  that  he  has  completed 
such  examination  by  passing  in  the  remaining  subjects  of  said  matriculation,  including 
Chemistry  and  Physics.     Such  supplemental  must  be  passed  on  or  before  Nov.  1st,  1898. 

3.  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits  to  the  Registrar  certified  tickets  that  he  has 
attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lectures  at  any  chartered  medical  school  or  college  in 
Canada  shall  be  entitled  on  the  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  take  the 
primary  examination,  provided  that  the  standing  obtained  at  such  examination  may  not  be 
allowed  until  such  student  presents  to  the  Registrar  the  matriculation  certificate,  but  this 
privilege  shall  not  be  available  on  or  after  Nov.  1st,  1898. 

4.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  university  conducting  a  full  arts 
course  in  Canada  that  the  holder  thereof  has  passed  the  senior  matriculation  of  such 
university  or  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  arts  by  such  univer- 
sity shall  entitle  such  holder  to  registration.  This  provision  shall  remain  in  existence  up  to 
Nov.  1st,   1899. 

5.  Any  person  who,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  Nov.,  1895,  had  passed  the  examina- 
tion of  any  university  in  Canada  for  matriculation  in  arts,  or  the  matriculation  examination 
conducted  by  the  Education  Department  entitling  to  registration  in  arts  with  any  university 
in  Canada,  or  an  examination  entitling  to  registration  with  the  Medical  Council  subsequent 
to  July  1st,  1888,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  on  submitting  to  the  Registrar  a  certi- 
ficate to  that  effect,  signed  by  the  proper  officer  in  that  behalf  ;  but  these  qualifications 
shall  cease  to  be  recognized  on  and  after  the  1st  of  Nov.,  1899. 

6.  Graduates  in  arts  in  any  university  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  are  not  required 
to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register  their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College 
upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  identity,  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  of 
qualifications  and  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  $20.00. 

7.  Excepting  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  3  of  Section  1  herein,  every  medical 
student  after  matriculation  shall  be  registered  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council, 
and  this  will  be  held  to  be  preliminary  to  his  medical  studies  which  will  not  be  considered 
to  begin  until  after  the  date  of  such  registration. 

Section  2.  Medical  Curriculum. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  five  years  in  actual  professional  studies, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter 
sessions  of  not  less  than  eight  months  each  ;  the  fifth  or  final  year  shall  be  devoted  to 
clinical  work,  six  months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a  registered  practitioner  in  Ontario, 
and  at  least  six  months  must  be  spent  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dispensaries  or 
laboratories  devoted  to  physiological  or  pathological  research,  Canadian,  British  or  foreign, 
approved  by  the  Council.  The  regulation  relating  to  the  eight  months  shall  come  into 
effect  on  the  1st  October,  1899. 

2.  Graduates  in  arts  or  science  of  any  college  or  university  recognized  by  the  Council, 
who  shall  have  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  and  shall  have 
passed  an  examination  in  these  subjects  in  their  university  course,  shall  be  held  to  have 
completed  the  first  of  the  five  years  of  medical  study,  and  after  three  years  of  attendance 
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upon  medical  studies  shall  be  eligible  for  the  intermediate  examination,  and  must  thereafter 
comply  with  the  requirements  for  the  fifth  final  year  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  clinical  work. 
Homoeopathic  students  who  attend  four  sessions  at  any  medical  college  where  nine  months' 
sessions  are  taught,  to  be  held  equal  to  four  winter  sessions  of  this  College.  This  shall  not 
in  any  way  interfere  with  the  practical  and  clinical .  work  as  prescribed  by  the  Medical 
Council  of  Ontario  for  the  fifth  year.  No  ticket  for  lectures  will  henceforward  be  accepted 
by  the  Council  unless  it  be  endorsed  thereon  that,  as  shown  by  teacher's  roll,  the  pupil  has 
attended  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course  ;  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  that  said  certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such  attendance  extended 
over  a  period  of  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  eight  months' course. 

3.  Application  for  every  professional  examination  must  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  examinations.  No 
application  will  be  received  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the  necessary  tickets  and  certificates, 
and  by  the  Treasurer's  receipt  showing  that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Each  six  (or)  "  eight  months'  course,"  excepting  as  hereinafter  specified,  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  course  of  lectures  in  a  university, 
college  or  school  of  medicine  approved  of  by  the  Council,  viz.  : 

Two  courses  of  not  less  than  six  or  eight  months  each — in  the  different  years — upon 
Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology  (including  Histology),  Theoretical  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Surgery,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women, 

Two  courses  of  six  or  eight  months  each,  consisting  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  lectures 
■and  demonstrations  in  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery. 

One  course  of  not  less  than  six  or  eight  months  upon  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Medical, 
Surgical  and  Topographical  Anatomy. 

Two  courses  of  not  less  than  three  or  four  months,  each  in  different  years,  upon  Diseases 
of  Children,  Practical  Chemistry  (including  Toxicology). 

One  course  of  three  or  four  months  upon  Sanitary  Science,  Practical  Pharmacy.  The 
latter  to  be  taken  prior  to  candidate  presenting  himself  for  examination  upon  Materia  Medica 
and  Pharmacy. 

One  course  of  ten  lectures  upon  Mental  Diseases. 

One  course  of  fifty  demonstrations  upon  Physiological  Histology. 

Two  courses  of  six  or  eight  months,  each  consisting  of  fifty  lectures  and  demonstrations 
in  Pathology. 

One  course  of  three  or  four  months,  consisting  of  twenty-five  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions in  Bacteriology. 

A  certificate  of  having  attended  five  lectures  and  five  demonstrations  upon  the  use  of 
Anaesthetics. 

6.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  carefully  dissected  the  adult 
human  body. 

7.  The  following  are  the  text-books  recommended  by  the  Council  in  the  various 
branches  :

8.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a  general  hospital  for  twenty-four  months 
during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

9.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  Midwifery. 

10.  Also  must,  before  being  registered  as  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the  examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained  the 
full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

11.  Graduates  in  Medicine  from  recognized  Colleges  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registration,  must  pass  the  matriculation  required  by 
the  Council  ;  and  must  attend  one  or  more  full  winter  courses  of  lectures  in  one  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Schools,  and  must  complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  curriculum 
required  by  the  Council  after  the  fourth  year,  and  shall  pass  before  the  Examiners  appointed 
by  the  Council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter  prescribed,  so  as  to  complete  fully  the 
curriculum. 

12.  British  registered  medical  practitioners,  on  paying  all  fees  and  passing  the  inter- 
mediate and  final  examinations,  shall  be  registered,  provided  that  they  have  been  domiciled 
in  Britain  for  five  years  after  having  been  registered  therein  as  practitioners. 

Section  3.  Examinations. 

1.  The  professional  examinations  are  divided  into  three  parts,  "Primary,"  "Inter- 
mediate, ' '  and  ' '  Final . ' ' 

2.  The  Primary  Examination  shall  be  undergone  after  the  second  winter  session,  and  the 
Intermediate  after  the  third  or  fourth  winter  session,  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary  Examination  :  (a)  Anatomy. 
(6)  Physiology  and  Histology,  (c)  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical),  (d)  Materia 
Medica  and  Pharmacy. 

4.  Every  candidate  for  the  Primary  Examination  will  be  required  to  present,  with  his 
lecture  tickets,  a  certificate  of  having  undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the  school  he 
has  attended  at  the  close  of  his  first  winter  session  on  Primary  branches.  Also  a  certificate 
of  ability  to  make  and  mount  microscopic  specimens. 

5.  Each  candidate  for  Final  Examination  must  present  a  certificate  of  attendance  at  six 
post-mortem  examinations,  a  certificate  of  ability  to  draw  up  a  report  of  a  post-mortem 
examination,  a  certificate  of  having  reported  satisfactorily  six  cases  of  Clinical  Medicine,  and 
six  cases  of  Clinical  Surgery,  and  a  certificate  of  having  passed  his  or  her  Intermediate 
Examination  ;  the  certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  teachers  referred  to  upon  these  subjects  or 
the  practitioner  holding  post-mortem.  All  candidates  shall  (excepting  Arts  graduates)  pre- 
sent a  certificate  of  having  passed  at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in  the  college  or  school 
that  they  may  have  attended,  an  examination  in  such  parts  of  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Mid- 
wifery as  may  be  thought  advisable  by  the  Faculties  of  the  respective  colleges  or  schools. 
This  Examination  is  not  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  any  of  the  examinations  of  the  Council. 

One  year's  attendance  after  the  Intermediate  Examination  as  House  Surgeon  or  Physician 
in  any  hospital  recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be  held  equivalent  to  the  fulfilling  of  the 
requirements  for  the  fifth  year  of  clinical  work. 

The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Intermediate  Examination  :  (a) 
Medical,  Surgical  and  Topographical  Anatomy.  (6)  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine, 
(c)  General  Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  (d)  Surgery  other  than  Operative,  (e)  Surgery, 
Operative.  (/)  Midwifery,  other  than  Operative,  (g)  Midwifery,  Operative,  (h)  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  including  Toxicology  and  Mental  Diseases,  (i)  Sanitary  Science,  (j)  Diseases 
of  Children,     (k)  Diseases  of  Women.     (I)  Therapeutics. 

7.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  Examinations  shall  be  "  written  "  and  "  oral."  The 
Final,  "oral"  and  "clinical." 

8.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Final  Examination :  (a)  Clinical 
Medicine,  (b)  Clinical  Surgery,  (c)  Diseases  of  Women,  (d)  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical 
and  Surgical. 
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9.  Candidates  for  the  Primary  who  fail  in  all  subjects  save  two,  will  be  allowed  these  two 
if  they  have  made  sixty  per  cent,  in  each.  Candidates  for  the  Intermediate  who  fail  on  all 
subjects  save  three,  will  be  allowed  these  three  if  they  have  made  sixty  per  cent,  in  each. 

10.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homoeopathic  Examiner  in  special 
subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Examinations,  in  order  that  he  may  provide  means  of  preventing  their 
identification  by  the  other  students  or  by  the  Examiners. 

11.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  signifying  his  intention  to  the  Registrar  to  be  exam- 
ined and  registered  as  a  Homoeopathic  practitioner,  due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Registrar  so  that  the  Examinations  may  be  conducted  by  the  parties  appointed  for  that 
purpose  ;  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the  candidate  the  usual  fees  must  be  paid. 
In  the  event  of  any  candidate  presenting  himself  for  such  examination,  due  notice  must  be 
given  by  the  Registrar  to  the  special  Examiner. 

12.  It  is  recommended  that  a  professional  Examination  be  held  in  Toronto  on  the  2nd 
Tuesday  in  October,  1897  ;  all  candidates  who  have  failed  in  a  former  Examination  will  be 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for  this  examination.  The  next  professional  examin- 
ation thereafter,  we  recommend  to  be  held  at  Toronto  and  Kingston,  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  May,  1898  (remainder  of  regulation  to  stand).

14.  Unless  otherwise  stated  specifically  no  change  in  the  curriculum  of  studies  fixed  by 
the  Council  shall  come  into  effect  sooner  than  one  year  after  such  change  has  been  made. 
We  recommend  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  procure  for  Examinations  as  fresh  dis- 
sections as  possible,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  incur  such  expense  as  is  necessary  for  this 
purpose.

James  Thorburn,  President, 
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Dr.  Britton  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  as  amended; 
and  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton — As  the  mover  of  the  adoption  of  this  report  may  I  have  the  opportunity  of 
saying  one  word.  The  referring  of  this  back  to  the  Committee  I  think  perhaps  was,  in  its 
bearing  towards  any  person,  more  important  in  relation  to  myself  and  another.  I  made 
certain  statements  in  this  report,  I  am  not  going  to  go  over  any  of  these,  I  do  not  want  to 
take  up  two  minutes,  but  you  will  notice  in  the  first  clause  it  is  stated,  and  it  is  acknowledged 
that  the  discussion  arose  as  to  the  proper  course  to  follow,  when  presenting  the  petition,  the 
final  conclusion  being  that  the  conference  with  the  Government  already  arranged  for  should 
take  place  and  that  the  attention  of  the  Government  should  be  called  to  the  nature  and  details 
of  the  petition.  That  was  unanimously  arrived  at  and  there  was  no  correction  ordered  to-day 
with  regard  to  that,  there  was  no  dissenting  voice  when  it  was  read. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  dissented  from  the  word  "  details  "  to-day.  The  difficulty  lay  in  the 
ascription  of  the  word  "  unanimously, "  that  the  Committee  unanimously  decided  as  to  the 
nature  and  necessity  of  it ;  that  was  not  my  impression  and  it  was  not  the  impression  of 
several  other  members  of  the  Committee.  I  am  quite  prepared  to  state  the  belief  that  Dr. 
Britton  had  that  impression,  but  I  had  the  very  opposite  impression.  That  was  the  whole 
difference  of  opinion  there.  Then  at  the  end  of  the  discussion  there  was  a  difference  as  to 
what  might  constitute  the  presentation  of  the  petition  by  Dr.  Rogers,  and  I  thought  Dr. 
Rogers  had  over-stepped  the  mark.     It  is  merely  a  matter  of  impression. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  reading  of  the  petition  seems  to  me  to  be  contrary  ;  in  one  place 
it  mentions  the  word  "details"  and  in  another  place  it  says  "general  terms."  These  two- 
things  are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other. 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  exactly  as  it  was  ordered  to  be  presented  by  me  now. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried, 
and  the  report  adopted  as  amended,  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Legislation  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

On  the  22nd  of  October,  1896,  an  application  was  made  by  S.  Alfred  Jones,  barrister,. 
Toronto,  to  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Gibson  on  behalf  of  one  Jacob  Zielinski,  asking  that  a  special 
Act  be  passed  in  the  Ontario  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  licensing  said  Jacob  Zielinski  as  a 
member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Gibson,  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  was  communicated  with  and  informed 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  application  about  to  be  made,  the  Hon.  Minister  intimating  that  he 
thought  it  proper  that  our  Council  should  be  represented  at  the  interview.  Hence,  as  there 
was  not  time  to  convene  the  General  Committee,  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
resident  in  Toronto  were  asked  to  be  present  to  resist  this  attempt  to  place  a  man  on  the 
Ontario  Medical  register  in  such  an  irregular  way,  the  Committee  judging  it  to  be  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  to  oppose  any  such  proceedings. 

After  both  sides  of  the  question  had  been  discussed,  the  Hon.  Minister  stated  that  he 
could  not  hold  out  any  hope  to  the  applicant  that  a  Bill  would  be  brought  in  such  as  he 
desired . 

On  the  13th  day  of  November,  1896,  the  following  letter  was  received  from  the  solicitor 
of  Jacob  Zielinski,  but  the  action  threatened  therein  has  not  been  taken  : 

Dr.  Pyne,  Registrar,  College  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Corner  Bay  and  Richmond  Streets. 

Dear  Sir, — Since  I  saw  you  the  other  day  I  have  had  a  consultation  with  my  client, 
Dr.  Zielinski,  and  have  considered  the  pro's  and  con's  of  his  case  thoroughly,  and  am  con- 
vinced that  there  is  so  much  of  equity  and  right  in  the  Doctor's  contentions  that  no  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  will  throw  out  his  application  for  a  Private  Bill. 

I  have  determined,  therefore,  to  press  the  matter  on,  and  secure  this  legislation  for  my 
client.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  shall  have  to  adopt  this  course  in  opposition  to  the 
wishes  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  fact  of  the  Bill  being  passed  in  spite 
of  the  opposition  of  the  College  will,  of  course,  entail  a  great  loss  of  prestige  to  the  College, 
and  it  appears  to  me  that  this  was  the  reason  which  the  Hon.  Mr.  Gibson  had  in  mind  when  he 
suggested  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  matter,  by  the  College  allowing  the  Doctor  to  finish 
his  remaining  years  as  a  duly  qualified  physician. 

I  now  write  to  you  again,  before  I  take  the  formal  steps  for  the  passing  of  the  Bill, 
asking  tin-  College  to  register  the  Doctor. 

Whatever  the  views  of  the  College  maybe  as  to  the  strict  legal  rights  of  the  Doctor, 
they  surely  must  concede  that  the  suggestion  of  tlu-  Hon.  Mr.  Gibson  thai  they  register  the 

Doctor,  is  one   founded   in    equity,  and    thai    the    refusal    of   the   College   to    fall  in  with  Mr. 

Gibson's  suggestion  will  result  in  an  Act  being  passed  in  spite  of  their  opposition. 
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Will  you  kindly  lay  the  matter  before  the  Governing  Committee  of  your  body,  and  let 
me  have  an  early  reply,  as  the  House  meets  shortly.

Your  Committee  met  on  March  3rd,  1897,  Doctors  Britton,  Barrick,  Machell,  Rogers, 
Sangster,  Thorburn  and  Williams  being  the  members  present  to  consider  the  petition  from 
the  profession  which  had  been  ordered  by  the  Council  to  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the 
Government  and  Legislative  Assembly.  Dr.  Britton  was  elected  Chairman.  Doctors 
Rogers  and  Britton  then  addressed  the  Committee,  and  the  Chairman  read  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Council  in  June,  1896,  as  follows  :  At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Council  held  in  June,  1895,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  and  resolved,  "  That  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Medical  Council  there  should  be  established  a  Medical  Tariff  for  the  Province  of  Ontario 
in  order  that  the  reasonable  charges  or  fees  of  the  registered  medical  practitioners  may 
have  a  legal  status  in  all  courts  of  law  in  this  Province.  That  such  Medical  Tariff  should  be 
framed  and  sanctioned  by  this  Council,  but  it  should  only  come  into  legal  force  when  it  has 
received  the  sanction  and  approval  of  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
Ontario  ;  that  such  Medical  Tariff,  when  it  comes  into  legal  force  as  aforesaid,  may  be 
printed,  and  copies  of  which  shall  be  distributed  to  the  registered  medical  practitioners 
of  Ontario,  and  each  copy  bearing  the  seal  of  the  College,  and  the  signature  of  the  Registrar 
attached  thereto,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  law  in  lieu  of  the  original  tariff ;  that  such 
copies  of  the  said  Medical  Tariff  shall  be  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  39,  of  the  Medical  Act."     (Carried.)

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  "That  a  form  of  petition  be  framed  and 
sent  to  every  medical  man  in  the  Province  by  the  Registrar  for  signatures,  praying  that  the 
Government  and  Legislature  of  Ontario  will  not  alter  nor  amend  the  Medical  Act,  nor 
introduce,  nor  carry  through  any  new  medical  legislation,  unless  such  amendments,  or  new 
Medical  Act,  or  Acts,  be  first  submitted  to  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  directly,  or  through  its  Legislative  Committee."     (Carried.)

Inasmuch  as  an  opinion  had  been  stated  by  a  reliable  member  of  the  Legislature  that 
the  time  was  scarcely  ripe  to  urge  medical  legislation,  a  discussion  arose  as  to  the  proper  course 
to  follow,  the  final  conclusion  being  that  a  conference  with  the  Government,  already  arranged 
for,  should  take  place,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  Government  should  be  called  to  the 
nature  and  details  of  the  petition,  after  which  the  Committee  could  decide  whether  or  not  it 
would  be  wise  to  present  the  petition  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  during  the  existing  session. 
The  following  resolution  was  carried  : 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  Legislative  Committee 
meet  at  two  o'clock  and  have  a  conference  with  the  Government. 

The  Chairman  then  took  up  the  petition  and  read  the  same  clause,  the  sense  of  the 
Committee  being  that  there  was  necessity  for  each  individual  clause,  after  which  it  was 
unanimously  agreed  upon  that  the  Committee  should  present  the  petition  to  the  Govern- 
ment and  discuss  it  in  general  terms.  After  which  the  Committee  adjourned  to  meet  at  two 
o'clock. 

The  Committee  met.  The  Hon.  Premier  Hardy  received  the  Committee,  the  following 
members  of  the  Government  being  present  :  Honorables  Ross,  Dryden,  Harcourt,  Davis 
and  Gibson. 

The  President,  Dr.  Rogers,  now  addressed  the  Government  on  the  lines  of  the  under- 
standing arrived  at  in  Committee.  Doctors  Sangster,  Britton  and  Thorburn  also  addressed 
the  Government.  The  petition  was  now  inspected  by  the  Government,  the  object  of  the 
petition  being  to  show  the  Government  that  the  profession  in  Ontario  unitedly  stood 
together  for  its  rights,  and  that  the  principle  of  harmony  manifestly  existed  in  the  profession, 
inasmuch  as  the  petition  had  been  signed  by  1,821  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  out  of  some  2,300. 

A  Bill  to  reinstate  a  tariff  of  fees  which  had  been  framed  on  the  lines  of  Clause  3  of  the 
petition  was  not  presented  to. the  Assembly,  as  the  time  was  looked  upon  as  inopportune. 
The  Bill  therefore  was  not  discussed  before  the  Government. 

This  Bill  and  a  copy  of  the  petition  are  herewith  appended. 
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We  advise  that  the  prayer  of  1,821  members  asking  for  the  legislation  provided  for  in 
the  Bill  be  brought  before  the  Government  and  House  of  Assembly  at  the  earliest  date 
when  our  medical  friends  in  the  House  deem"  it  advisable.

An  Act  to  Amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  ^ith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  1897. 

2.  The  following  section  is  hereby  enacted  as  Section  16  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  in 
lieu  of  Section  16  of  the  said  Act  heretofore  repealed  : 

16 — (1)  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  enact,  alter  and  amend  a  medical  tariff,  or 
tariffs,  of  professional  fees,  for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  such  tariff  being  brought  into 
force  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  held  to  be  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  39  of  this  Act. 

(2)  Such  tariff  or  tariffs  or  any  amendment  thereto  shall  come  into  force  if,  and  when, 
it  shall  receive  the  sanction  and  approval  of  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judi- 
cature of  Ontario  who  may  from  time  to  time  be  nominated  for  the  purpose  of  revising  such 
tariff  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

(3)  A  copy  of  such  medical  tariff,  or  tariffs,  purporting  to  be  the  tariff  in  force  for  the 
time  being  and  to  have  been  approved  by  three  Judges  as  aforesaid,  and  to  have  been 
printed  and  published  by  direction  of  the  Council,  and  having  the  name  of  the  Registrar 
of  the  Council  appended  thereto  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  tariff  of  reasonable 
charges  in  force  throughout  the  Province  of  Ontario  under  this  Act. 

Any  person  convicted  of  a  second  offence  under  Sections  45,  46  and  47  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  or  any  one  or  more  of  such  sections,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  $100.00,  and  for  the  third  offence  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  jail  in  the 
County  in  which  said  third  offence  may  be  committed  for  a  period  of  six  months  without  the 
option  of  a  fine. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Williams,  the  President  left  the  chair  and  Dr.  Brock  took  the  same. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  that  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  extended  to 
the  President  for  the  very  pleasant,  agreeable,  dignified  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he 
has  conducted  the  business  of  this  Council.  I  will  say  that  I  have  known  Dr.  Thorburn 
longer  nearly  than  I  have  known  any  person,  and  that  I  have  yet  to  meet  the  first  person 
who  would  intimate  in  any  way  that  he  was  not  actuated  by  honesty  of  purpose.  I  believe 
the  Council  are  all  fully  satisfied  that  his  action  in  the  chair  during  the  present  session  has 
been  characterized  by  that  line  of  conduct,  and  I  hope  the  Council  will  tender  to  him  a 
unanimous  and  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  that  resolution.  It  was  my  duty  to 
make  some  objections  to  Dr.  Thorburn's  election  at  the  commencement ;  they  were  not 
objections  to  him  personally,  as  I  trust  he  knows.  I  wish  to  bear  evidence  to  the  fact  that 
his  conduct  in  the  chair  has  been  dignified  and  courteous  in  the  extreme.  I  have  never, 
since  my  sojourn  in  the  Council,  seen  the  chair  as  well  and  efficiently  filled,  and  if  it  were 
not  inconsistent  with  my  feeling  upon  the  subject,  and  if  it  were  not  against  your  rules  of 
procedure,  I  would  gladly  see  Dr.  Thorburn  remain  in  that  chair  every  year  he  remained  in 
the  Council. 

Dr.  Moore — Everything  has  been  said  that  could  be  said.  I  know  he  is  a  modest  man 
and  I  would  not  like  to  taffy  him  too  much,  but  I  must  agree  with  what  has  been  said,  that 
he  has  filled  the  chair  with  dignity  and  impartiality.  He  has  discharged  his  duties  with 
dignity  and  honor  to  himself  as  President  of  this  Council,  as  he  has  in  every  other  office 
which  he  has  filled.  I  trust  the  blessing  of  good  health  may  be  with  him  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Dr.  Gexkie — I  have  nothing  to  add  except  to  say  "amen"  to  what  has  already  been 
said.  I  have  not  known  Dr.  Thorburn  so  long  as  my  friend  Dr.  Williams  because  my 
acquaintance  only  commenced  in  the  year  1849.  However,  he  was  then  a  kindly  young 
fellow,  and  he  has  been  a  kindly  old  fellow  and  a  kindly  middle-aged  man,  and  now  lie  is  a 
kindly  gentleman  up  in  years.     I  do  not  think  we  could  have  had  a  better  President. 

Dr.  Brock  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  carried  unani- 
mously amid  mueli  applause. 

Dr.   Brock — Mr.  President,  I  have  much  pleasure  m  presenting  bo  you  bhe  resolution 

of  thanks,    moved   by  Dr.  Williams  and   seconded   by  Dr.  Sangster,  and  in  adding  my  own 
congratulations. 

The  President — Dr.  Williams  and  I  arc  old  friends.  1  iliink  I  am  his  senior,  bul  I 
knew  him  very  soon  after  his  arrival  in  this  country,  and  I  feel  this  compliment   coming 
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from  him  is  one  of  the  highest  that  I  have  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving.  Dr.  Sangster, 
I  am  exceedingly  obliged  to  you  for  your  good  wishes,  and  I  have  no  doubt  in  my  own  mind, 
when  you.  at  the  beginning  of  our  session,  saw  fit  to  make  some  remarks  that  I  thought  at 
the  time  not  exceedingly  complimentary,  you  did  it  on  principle  and  not  from  any  personal 
motive  whatever.  I  have  tried  to  fill  the  chair  as  best  I  could,  but  in  the  first  part  of  the 
session  I  found  it  pretty  large  and  I  had,  therefore,  at  the  last  to  move  into  a  smaller  one. 
(Applause.)  I  have  endeavored  to  conduct  myself  with  proper  decorum  and  dignity,  and  to 
be  fair  to  all  parties,  and  I  heartily  appreciate  the  compliments  offered  me.  I  thank  you 
again,  gentlemen,  and  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  next  year.     (Applause.) 

On  motion,  the  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  final  session  of  the  Council,  which 
were  confirmed,  and  signed  by  the  President. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  that  the  Council  adjourn,  which,  on  a 
vote  having  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

B.  A.  Pyne,  Esq.,  M.D.,  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Toronto. 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  requesting  my  opinion  upon 
the  questions  stated  bearing  upon  the  annual  fee  imposed  upon  members  of  College,  and 
the  means  provided  by  the  Act  for  the  collection  thereof.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that 
Section  41a  of  "  The  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  requiring  payment  of  the  fees  before  issue  of 
Annual  Certificate,  etc.,  was  duly  brought  in  force  by  by-laws  Nos.  69  and  75,  and  that  it 
is  not  necessary  to  pass  a  by-law  each  year  continuing  this  section  which  continues  in  force 
until  repealed  or  modified  by  the  Council  under  the  authority  of  56  Vic,  Chap.  27,  Sec.  6. 

The  question  as  to  the  legal  right  of  the  Council  to  impose  an  annual  fee  for  the  years 
1893  and  1894,  when  Section  27  of  the  Act  was  suspended,  presents  some  little  difficulty, 
but  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  question,  and  having  in  view  the  fact  that  the 
suspension  of  Sections  27  and  41a  was  simply  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  members  to 
decide  whether  an  annual  fee  should  be  paid  by  them  or  not,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Council  had  the  right  to  impose  the  fee  for  these  years,  as  was  done  by  by-law  No.  69,  and 
I  think  that  it  would  have  been  so  held  by  the  Courts  had  any  member  of  the  profession 
taken  proceedings  against  that  by-law.  In  any  event,  however,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
fees  for  1893  and  1894,  having  been  imposed  by  by-law  of  the  Council,  every  member  of 
the  College  must  pay  these  fees  before  he  can  require  the  Registrar  to  issue  his  annual 
certificate. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Section  41a  of  "The  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  particularly 
ss.  2,  3  and  4  thereof,  are  applicable  to  all  arrears  of  the  annual  assessment  and  to  any 
other  amounts  which  may  have  been  owing  to  the  College  by  any  practitioner,  notwith- 
standing that  some  portion  thereof  may  have  been  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations  so 
that  the  College  would  not  be  able  to  recover  the  amount  thereof  by  suit.  In  other  words, 
before  a  practitioner  can  obtain  his  Certificate,  he  must  pay  all  fees  or  dues  to  the  College 
whether  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations  or  not.
